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In  Board  of  Trustees

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as  an  Administra- 
tive Agency  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the  Trustees  Room  at  3zhS   o'clock 
p»m. 

Present:  Messrs  Buxton,  Donahue,  Friedman,  Lord,  and  Masterson,  Trustees; 
Mr  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director  and  Librarian;  Mr  John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  to  the 
Director  and  Chief  Executive  Officer;  and  Miss  Elizabeth  B.  Brockunier,  Assistant 
to  the  Director  and  Clerk  of  the  Corporation. 

The  President,  Mr  Buxton,  in  the  chair. 

The  Director  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  suspension  of  Charles  W. 
Murphy,  Assistant,  stating  that  following  his  suspension  Mr  Murphy  had  submitted 
his  resignation  as  of  April  6,  1950.  The  suggestion  was  made  that  hereafter  the 
letter  suspending  the  services  of  any  member  of  the  staff  should  carry  the  in- 
formation that  that  individual  has  the  right  of  requesting  a  hearing  before  the 
Trustees,  The  Board  approved  such  procedure. 

The  Director  reported  that  subsequent  to  the  last  meeting  it  was  found 
to  be  possible  to  have  the  President  and  the  Vice  President  talk  with  the  officers 
of  the  National  Shawmut  Bank,  The  Director  stated  that  he  arranged  an  appointment, 
but  when  he  came  to  confirm  the  appointment  which  was  for  Tuesday,  April  lb,  at 
10:30  a,m.,  it  was  not  confirmed  by  the  bank,  Mr  Bucklin,  the  President,  stating 
that  the  appointment  would  not  take  place  until  after  the  return  of  Mr  Schermerhorn 
who  was  ill.  He  stated  that  on  the  following  week  Mr  Schermerhorn  had  telephoned 
him  that  Mr  Bucklin  had  reconsidered  and  would  not  discuss  the  matter  with  the 
Trustees  wittiout  counsel. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  had  consulted  with  Mr  Harold  T,  Davis,  the 
Trustees*  counsel,  who  stated  that  it  was  not  a  legal  consideration,  that  we  have 
no  legal  standing  in  the  matter,  that  it  was  a  policy  question.  He  stated  that 
Mr  Davis  had  subsequently  telephoned  him  to  say  tiiat  Mr  Davis  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  request  for  a  conference  even  with  legal  counsel  should  be  made,  and 
that  thereafter  it  could  still  be  a  matter  that  the  Mayor  can  take  \jp   with 
Mr  Bucklin  on  the  basis  of  his  serving  as  head  of  the  City  and  representing  the 
interest  of  its  citizens.  It  was  agreed  that  the  President  and  Director  should 
talk  with  the  Mayor  with  a  view  that  he  should  subsequently  arrange  for  such  a 
conference  with  Mr  Bucklin,  with  peitiaps  the  Director  present  as  source  of  in- 
formation for  the  Mayor. 

The  Board  took  wp   discussion  of  plans  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Central 
Library  building.  The  Director  spoke  of  the  possibility  of  having  the  old  Medical 
School  building  adjacent  to  the  Library  available  for  use  in  September  19^1  from 
the  indication  given  by  Dr  Marsh  at  their  recent  conference.  He  stated  that  there 
is  the  possibility  of  the  rest  of  the  pixjperty  coming  into  the  Trustees'  hands 
within  the  next  few  years,  if  the  building  plans  of  Boston  University  continue  at 
the  present  rate.  He  then  spoke  of  the  first-hand  knowledge  that  could  be  gained 
from  seeing  new  library  buildings  in  the  country.  He  suggested  that  there  might 
be  visited  at  Harvard  the   Widener,  Lajront,  and  Houston  libraries,  at  M.I.T. 
the  Hayden,  at  Baltimore  the  Enoch  Pratt,  at  Princeton  the  Firestone,  at  Toledo 
the  Public  Library,  the  most  beautiful  building  after  the  Boston  Public  Library, 
and  at  Clevelairi  the  Public  Library  ^Aiich  has  a  problwn  scxnewhat  similar  to  Boston's. 
He  suggested  that  before  the  Trustees  proceed  much  further  they  have  some  expert 
adviser  to  consult  with  about  the  building  and  engineering  problems  to  be  faced; 
that  some  distinguished  member  of  the  architectural  profession  be  asked  to  serve 
as  consultant;  that  thereafter  there  be   secured  financial  aid  from  the  Federal 
Uovemment  in  drawing  up  the  plans. 


The  matter  of  the  choice  of  a  consulting  architect  was  discussed.  Mr  Masterson 
suggested  that  a  committee  of  Mr  Friedman,  Mr  Buxton,  and  Judge  Donahue  be  named. 
The  Director  stated  that  he  thought  that  the  first  step  to  be  undertaken  was  the  matter 
of  the  funds  for  designs,  then  the  next  to  go  on  visits  to  other  libraries.  Father 
Lord  suggested  that  it  was  too  important  to  decide  that  day;  that  the  Board  should  let 
the  Director  think  it  over  and  come  up  at  the  next  meeting  with  suggestions  of  an 
architectural  adviser,  possibly  from  the  vicinity  of  Boston.  Mr  Friedman  stated  that 
he  would  like  to  have  information  on  the  fee  that  the  Trustees  would  have  to  pay  such 
an  individual.

The  President,  Mr  Buxton,  in  the  chair. 

The  Board  expressed  its  regret  in  the  death  of  John  Defer rari  which  had 
occurred  on  29  April  1950»  Mr  Buxton  and  Mr  Masterson  were  named  a  committee  to 
draft  a  suitable  resoltuion  on  his  death  for  submission  to  the  Board  at  its  next 
meeting. 

The  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  December  9  and  16,  19U9  were  approved. 

During  the  month  of  April  19^,  following  approval  by  the  Director  and  in 
accordance  with  the  authority  delegated  to  him  by  the  Trustees,  pajonent  of  bills  was 
authorized  in  the  following  amounts:  chargeable  to  the  General  Appropriation  in  the 
amount  of  $185,7^1.23;  to  Trust  Funds  Income  in  the  amount  of  $U, 966.56;  and  to  Gifts 
for  Immediate  Use  in  the  amount  of  $16.00, 

During  the  month  of  April  19^0,  following  approval  by  the  Director  and  in 
accordance  with  the  authority  delegated  to  him  by  the  Trustees,  expenditures  for 
services  and  supplies  were  authorized  in  the  follomng  amounts:  chargeable  to  Li- 
brary Services  in  the  amount  of  $1^,120.00;  to  Equipment  in  the  amount  of  ;plii,707.76;

Books  in  the  amount  of  $11,151.63;  and  to  Personal  Services  in  the  amount  of  $162, 080.12.

effective  6  April  1950. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice  of  the  Trustees  in  the  matter  of  signing 
payrolls,  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was

Director  and  Clerk  of  the  Corporation,  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Library  in  repre- 
sentation of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four 
weeks  from  8  March  1950. 

The  Director  read  into  the  records  a  certificate  from  the  City  Clerk 
announcing  the  appointment  and  swearing  in  of  Frank  W.  Buxton  as  a  Trustee  for 
the  term  ending  30  April  1955* 

Circular  Letters  Numbers  S,   6,  7>  8,  9>  aiKi  10  from  the  Mayor *s  Office 
were  read  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  reported  in 
the  matter  of  two  recent  resignations  from  the  staff  ^ich  had  been  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Board.  He  stated  that  he  had  himself  talked  to  the  two 
individuals  i^o  had  indicated  that  they  have  expressed  willingness  to  return  to 
work  and  do  the  work  assigned  them  which  had  been  the  underlying  cause  of  their 
resignations.  He  stated  that  he  had  not  had  an  opportunity  before  the  meeting 
to  talk  to  the  department  head,  the  division  head,  or  the  Director  concerning 
the  matter  and  that  he  will  make  a  further  report  at  a  subsequent  ineeting. 

The  Director  reported  the  return  by  the  Boj^-^-^  Prblic  Library  Professional 
Staff  Association  of  the  sum  of  $200  advanced  t,o  it  by  the  Trustees  towar^l  expense 
of  the  holding  of  a  staff  institute  on  November  17  and  18,  19h9>  stating  that  the 
Association  harl  been  able  to  clear  the  expense  of  the  institute  through  the  nominal 
fee  for  attendance. 

The  Director  reported  that  certain  work  had  been  omitted  from  the  final 
specifications  for  the  Adams  Street  Branch  Library  building,  that  it  was  now 
found  that  there  would  be  sufficient  funds  to  cover  this  extra  work  and  recom- 
mended that  the  contract  be  amended  to  provide  for  the  aforesaid  additional  work. 
On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  contract  for  the  erection  and  corpletion  of  a  branch 
library  buildigg  on  Adams  Street,  Dorchester,  in  the  amount  of 
fifty-seven  thousand  three  hundred  dollars  ($57*300),  entered 
into  with  John  F.  Griffin  Company,  23b  Main  Street,  Cambridge, 
on  April  6,  1950,  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  amended  so  as  to 
provide  for  certain  additional  work  in  the  amount  of  tiiirteen 
thousand  five  hundred  eleven  dollars  ($13,511) • 

The  Director  reported  that  terms  had  been  agreed  upon  for  the  leasing  of 
quarters  to  house  the  South  Boston  Branch  Library  and  recommended  that  action  be 
taken  to  authorize  the  entering  into  of  a  formal  lease.  On  motion  duly  made  and 
seconded  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston 
acting  in  the  name  of  and  for  the  City  of  BostOTi  do  hereby 
accept  the  aforesaid  instrument  of  lease  by  and  between  EZRA 
SHERMAN,  and  the  CITY  OF  BOSTON  of  the  pranises  located  at 
366-388  West  Broadway,  South  Boston,  subject  to  the  rental, 
terms,  optdon,  agreements,  conditions  and  covenants  set  forth 
in  said  instruir^nt  of  lease;  and  it  was  further 
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VOTED:  that  Frank  VJ.  Buxton,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 

Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston,  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized 
and  directed  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  ttie  Public 
Library  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  execute  said  instrument  of  lease 
in  quadruplicate.

The  Director  reported  further  in  the  matter  of  the  death  of  John  Deferrari 
stating  that  the  will  had  been  read  so  that  the  provisions  leaving  the  remainder  of 
his  estate  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  to  carry  out  certain  specific  purposes 
have  been  made  known  to  the  family  of  John  Def errarj ,  The  Director  reported  that 
Hiss  DeFerrari's  cousin,  Mr  Arthur  Scipione,  was  to  talk  with  him  the  following  week. 
The  President  ordered  that  the  text  of  the  will  be  incorporated  into  the  records 
of  the  Corporation.  The  last  will  and  testament  of  John  Deferrard  is  as  set  forth 
below: 

I,  JOHN  DEFERRARI,  of  Boston,  County  of  Suffolk,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
do  make  this  iry  last  will  and  testament,  hereby  revoking  all  wills  and  other  testa- 
mentary instruments  at  any  time  heretofore  made  by  me, 

FIRST:  All  iry  property,  real  and  personal,  if^eresoever  the  same  may  be 
situated,  I  gpLve  to  The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston,  a 
corporation  established  under  the  Acts  of  Massachusetts  of  I678,  Ch^ter  III4,  as 
subsequently  amended  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  Library  Trustees"),  for  the 
following  pmposes: 
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1.  Until  the  coirpletion  of  "The  John  Deferrari  Wing"  pursuant  to 

the  terms  of  the  "JOHN  DEFERRARI  INDENTURE  OF  TRUST,  DATED  JULY  1st 
19h7">  the  income  shall  be  accumulated  and  added  to  the  principal 
for  investment  and  reinvestment  as  a  part  thereof, 

2.  On  the  corr^letion  of  the  said  "The  John  Deferrari  Wing",  the  Library 
Trustees  shall  expend  such  an  amount  of  the  principal  as  is  necessary 
to  have  made  a  statue  or  bust  of  me,  the  material  to  be  used  and  the 
general  design  of  the  statue  or  bust  to  be  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Library  Trustees.  Such  statue  or  bust  is  to  be  placed  in  the  said 
"The  John  Deferrari  Wing"  in  a  location  to  be  selected  by  the  Library 
Trustees  and  on  said  statue  or  bust  is  to  be  placed  the  following 
inscription:  "Make  good  use  of  your  time,  keep  learning  and  play 
fair." 

3.  The  net  income  from  the  balance  of  the  principal  shall  be  used  in  the 
maintenance,  care  and  repair  of  the  said  "The  John  Deferrari  Wing", 

SECOND;  Investments  made  by  the  Library  Trustees  shall  be  limited  to 
interest-bearing  obligations  of  the  United  States  Government  and,  or,  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and,  or,  of  the  City  of  Boaton  in  said  Commonwealth, 
in  such  amounts  and  in  such  proportions  and  among  said  interest-bearing  obligations 
as  the  Library  Trustees  shall  deem  proper. 

THIPD:  I  name  MILTON  EDWARD  LORD,  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  to  be 
executor  of'  this  will,  and  I  declare  that  he  shall  not  be  required  to  furnish 
a  surety  or  sureties  on  the  executor's  official  bond,

The  Director  reported  that  His  Honor  Mayor  John  B.  Hynes  had  arranged 
for  a  conference  with  the  officers  of  the  National  Shawmut  Bank  to  discuss  the 
matter  of  the  resignation  of  the  National  Shawmut  Bank  as  co-trustee  of  the 
JOHN  DEFERRARI  INDENTURE  OF  TRUST  DATED  JULY  1,  19U7.  He  stated  that  ihe   conference 
had  been  held  on  May  2  with  the  President  of  the  National  Shawmut  Bank,  Mr  Bucklin, 
and  the  Vice  President,  Mr  John  Barry,  the  Mayor  and  himself  present;  tha^  it  was 
during  that  conference  that  word  had  been  received  of  the  death  of  Jc*m  Deferrari 
and  that  this  had  ended  the  discussion. 
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The  Director  was  requested  to  prepare  a  report  on  the  conference  witl-i  the 
officer  of  the  Bank  to  be  accoinpanied  by  the  presentation  drawi  up  for  the  Mayor's 
use*  Father  Lord  offered  the  suggestion  that  the  Trustees  draw  up  a  formal 
presentation  in  the  matter  of  the  duty  they  owed  John  Deferrari,  setting  forth 
the  matter  of  the  cost  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  of  the  National  t3hawtaut  Bank's 
management  of  the  trust  and  the  ensuing  delay  in  the  receipt  by  the  citizens  of 
Boston  of  the  benefits  of  that  trust.  It  was  agreed  that  this  should  be  done. 

The  Director  reported  that  by  reason  of  holdings  of  Phillips  Petroleum 
Company  securities  in  the  Ainsley  Fund  and  the  Billings  Funds  the  Trustees  own  certain 
rights  which  would  have  exidred  prior  to  the  date  of  this  meeting.  He  stated  that 
upon  the  direction  of  the  President  he  had  authorized  the  City  Treasurer  to  sell  the 
aforesaid  rights  following  consultation  with  other  members  of  the  Board.  On  motion 
duly  made  and  seconded  it  was

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Boai-d  the  tentative  report  of 
the  Examining  Committee  as  was  presented  to  the  Committee  at  its  meeting  on  May  1. 
He  stated  that  its  Chairman,  Most  Reverend  John  J.  Wri^it,  had  stated  that  it  was 
subject  to  changes  in  factual  statements  or  terms  of  expression. 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  there  was  considerable  business  on  ^^ich

The  Board  expressed  an  interest  in  the  examination  procedures  for  establishing 
an  eligible  list  of  candidates  for  employment.  The  Director  was  requested  to  furnish 
the  Board  with  data  on  the  examination  scheduled  to  be  given  in  October. 

The  Director  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  there  was  stiDl  under 
discussion  with  the  City  Auditor  and  a  representative  of  the  Law  Department  the 
matter  of  the  method  of  payment  of  hourly  rates  and  of  overtime,  that  the  City 
Auditor  had  ruled  that  the  rate  of  pay  for  overtime  would  have  to  be  on  the  basis  of 
setting  the  individual's  rate  on  a  UO  hour  work  week  basis  rather  than  the  actual 
work  week  worked,  as  had  been  the  practice  used  by  the  Library  in  computing  overtime 
of  an  individual  in  the  Library.  He  sLated  that  at  a  conference  tiie  City  Auditor 
had  expressed  the  opinion  that  a  method  of  achieving  a  solution  would  be  to  take 
advantage  of  the  provision  in  the  Act  whereby  the  municipality  accepting  the  Act 
could  also  make  exceptions  to  its  provisions  and  that  accordingly  the  Mayor  had  been 
requested  to  bring  the  matter  of  such  an  exception  for  the  Library  before  the  City 
Council,  rie  stated  that  the  Mayor  had  done  so  and  subsequently  the  City  Council  had 
had  a  hearing  in  the  matter  at  which  there  had  been  represented  the  various  staff 
organisation  groups  of  the  Library  and  woricing  groups  that  would  be  affected  by  a 
change  in  the  method  of  ccsnputing  overtime,  and  in  addition  the  Law  Department  of  the 
City.  He  stated  that  tlie  members  of  the  City  Council  had  questioned  as  to  whether  the 
matter  was  not  an  administrative  one  and  had  tabled  the  Mayor's  communication,  with 
the  request  that  the  representatives  of  the  Library,  the  Law  Department  and  the  City 
Auditor  confer  for  the  purpose  of  achieving  a  mutually  satisfactory  solution  of  the 
problem.  He  stated  that  the  aforesaid  conference  had  been  held  and  as  a  result  of 
which  the  ^ity  Auditor  agrp?ed  to  draw  up  a  statement  of  the  procedure  to  be  followed 
in  the  computation  of  overtime  in  the  Library  Department.  The  Director  stated  that 
this  statement  had  now  been  received  from  the  City  Auditor,  that  the  City  Auditor 
has  agreed  that  the  Sunday  Service  arrangements  were  to  remain  intact  for  the  Biblio- 
thecal  Service,  that  the  Library  should  continue  to  use  as  the  basis  for  overtime 
rates  the  normal  v/ork  week  of  the  em-ployees  but  that,  however,  the  Liurary  would 
have  to  conform  to  the  practice  elsewhere  in  tlie  City  regarding  the  payment  of  over- 
time as  follows:  that  overtime  rates  based  on  time  and  one  half  will  be  paid  to  in- 
dividuals working  in  excess  of  their  normal  working  daj^  period  and  strai^^t  time  for 
work  on  a  week  day  other  than  their  regular  week  day  working  schedule.  He  stated  that 
the  City  Council  was  to  be  informed  that  the  problem  is  being  solved  through  adminis- 
trative action  which  is  to  be  worked  out  jointly. 
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The  Director  reported  that  he  had  received  a  request  under  date  of 
September  8,  19^0  from  Colonel  Chester  A.  Furbish,  State  Director  for  Selective 
Service,  for  the  use  of  the  Lecture  Hall,  East  Boston  Branch  Library  for  local 
Draft  Board  Headquarters.  He  recommended  the  granting  of  the  request.  The 
Board  concurred. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  had  received  a  request  througii  the  Mayor's 
Office  from  City  Councillor  George  T.  Lanigan  that  the  Trustees  consider  the 
opening  of  a  reading  room  in  the  quarters  formerly  occupied  by  the  Tyler  Street 
Branch  Liorary  which  had  recently  been  vacated  by  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  natter  of  the 
continuance  of  a  branch  libranr  in  the  temporary  quarters  housing  the  Neponset 
Branch  Library. 

The  Board  deferred  consideration  of  the  aforesaid  branch  libraries  until 
the  next  meeting. 

The  Director  recomm.ended  that  an  extension  of  time  to  November  1  be 
granted  to  White  Klectric  Company,  381  Dudley  Street,  Roxbury,  Massachusetts, 
contractor  for  lighting  improvement  work. 

The  Board  approved  the  extension  of  the  contract  to  November  1. 

The  ^ar'^ctor  reported  in  the  status  of  progress  on  the  work  of  the  new 
quarters  for  the  nr»en  SheK  Department  in  the  Central  Library  building. 

He  stated  that  he  had  m.ade  inqtiir^^  concerning  the  source  of  the  furniture 
seen  by  the  Trustees  and  himself  in  the  new  Benjaidn  Franklin  Branch  Library  in 
Detroit  during  the  course  of  a  recent  visit  by  3  of  the  Trustees  to  other  li- 
braries and  that  it  would  seem  that  this  furniture  iTdght  be  secured  at  a  much 
lesser  cost  than  the  furniture  originally  contemplated  for  use  in  the  Open  Shelf 
Department.  He  stated  further  that  the  Library  had  been  informed  that  delivery 
would  tal:e  3  months  from  the  placing  of  tne  order. 

The  Director  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  construction  of  the  Adams 
Street  Branch  Library  that  he  had  within  the  week  inspected  the  premises,  that 
the  interior  walls  had  been  painted  and  the  exterior  walls  were  in  process  of 
being  painted. 

The  Director  reportec?  that  he  had  received  a  request  for  a  resetting  by 
straightening  of  the  boundary'-  line  along  the  Adams  Street  Branch  Libraiy  property 
from  Anthony  J.  Seminara,  one  of  the  owners  from  whom  the  property  had  been  pur- 
chased. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  resetting  of  the  boundary  would  interfere 
in  no  way  mth  the  Library  and  recommended  that  it  be  done.  The  Director  was 
requested  to  proceed  with  the  preliminary  negotiations  for  effecting  such  an 
exchange  and  report  back  to  the  Board. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  reported  that 
ife  had  received  a  request  from  the  landlord  of  the  Orient  Heights  Branch  Library 
quarters  for  an  increase  in  rent  from  the  present  rent  of  $14,000.  \jq   $U,800.  He 
pointed  out  that  in  19li74i8  \^   had  increased  the  rent  for  this  building  from 
$2,800.  -  $3,600.,  that  the  following  year  we  had  increased  it  by  :4i00.  and  that 
the  landlord  was  now  asking  a  further  increase  from  us  in  view  of  his  increased 
taxes  and  expenses.  The  Assistant  to  the  Director  and  Chief  Kxecutdve  Officer 
reported  that  the  increase  in  taxes  for  the  current  year  ajnounted  to  ^I2ii.  The 
Board  agreed  that  the  Library  should  offer  to  pay  to  the  landlord  of  the  Orient 
Heights  Branch  Library  quarters  an  increase  in  rent  to  the  amount  of  his  increase 
in  taxes,  namely  ^pl2h*   per  annum. 
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The  Assistant  to  the  Director  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  reported  that  the 
Blue  Hill  Evangelical  Society  had  written  further  in  connection  with  its  offer  to 
sell  to  the  Library  the  property  housing  the  Pliillips  Brooks  Branch  Library  stating 
that  co'Jirt  action  would  be  necessary  in  terms  of  the  deed  and  acceptance  of  gift  to 
clear  its  right  to  sell  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  with  the  understanding  that 
the  aforesaid  Trustees  accept  the  restrictions  of  the  original  deed.  He  stated  that, 
in  terms  of  the  deed  and  acceptance  of  gift,  the  property  could  never  be  used  for  any 
other  r^urpose  than  that  of  a  free  reading  rooia  and  public  library.  Before  proceeding 
with  further  consideration  of  possible  purchase,  the  Trustees  requested  that  there  be 
secured  for  their  information  a  copy  of  the  original  deed  and  acceptance  of  gift  so 
that  they  might  inform  themselves  as  to  the  restrictions  on  use  set  forth  therein. 

The  Board  then  turned  to  consideration  of  tlie  choice  of  a  site  for  a  branch 
library-  in  the  Epleston  Sauare  area.  The  Director  pointed  out  that  the  site  on 
Schoof  Street  opposite  Arcadia  Street  is  assessed  for  $12,200.,  an  amount  which  is 
not  out  of  proportion  to  that  paid  for  branch  librar," sites  elsewhere  in  the  City.  The 
Director  was  requested  to  present  a  scale  drawing  of  the  several  lots  under  consideration. 

The  Director  tarou^^ht  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  a  communication  from  His 
Honor  Mavor  John  B.  Hynes,  requesting  the  submission  by  all  departments  of  the  City 
of  a  six  year  capital  budget.  The  Director  was  requested  to  reply  in  general  terms 
that  the  Library  has  need  of  the  following:  enlar^^ement  of  the  Central  hihrary   build- 
ing, replacement  of  certain  branch  libraries  now  housed  in  rented  quarters,  erection 
of ^branch  libraries  in  areas  that  have  long  sought  such  provision. 

The  Director  stated  that  we  were  making  progress  on  the  lighting  survey  of 
the  system  and  that  he  would  have  a  further  report  to  make  at  a  subsequent  meeting. 

The  director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  matter  of  safeguarding 
the  Library's  rare  books,  prints  and  other  treasures  in  connection  with  the  Civil 
Defense  Program,  stating  that  in  the  preceding  war  the  Library  had  made  arrangements 
at  considerable  expense  to  protect  its  rarest  items. 

The  Director  was  requested  to  ascertain  what  steps  were  being  taken  elsewhere 
such  as  by  the  New  York  Public  Librai-y  to  protect  their  treasures. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  reported  furtiier  in 
the  matter  of  the  possibility  of  a  hookup  connection  with  outside  watchmen  or  police 
for  fire  protection  in  the  Central  Library  building.  He  stated  that  there  were  two 
systems  currently  in  use,  the  American  District  Telerraph  Gonpany  (A.D.T.)  arK3  the 
General  Alarm  Corporation.  He  stated  that  both  have  been  favorably  recommended  by 
users  but  that  the  General  Alarm  offered  a  dual  protection  for  both  watchman  failure 
and  fire  signal  in  every  box  whereas  A.D.T.  had  its  watchman  failure  signal  only  in 
every  10th  box  and  would  have  to  install  an  entirely  separate  box  ^stem  for  fire 
protection. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  was  requested  to 
include  in  the  budget  for  19^1  funds  for  the  installation  of  such  a  fire  and  watch- 
man protection  system. 

The  Director  reported  to  the  Board  in  the  matter  of  putting  tiirougii  the  con- 
templated arrangements  for  the  installation  of  the  Young  People's  Room  in  the  quarters 
presently  housing  the  Book  Purchasing  Departinent,  poinUng  out  that  until  there  c^ 
be  moved  outside  the  Central  Library  building  some  non-public  service  departments,  it 
lall  be  irr^ossible  to  move  the  Book  Purchasing  Department.  He  pointed  out  that  thB 
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Printing  and  Binding  Departments  could  well  be  placed  in  quarters  outside  the 
Central  Library  building  so  that  their  area  might  be  converted  to  book  stack 
storage.  The  matter  of  moving  other  departments  such  as  the  Book  Preparation 
Department  or  the  Book  Purchasing  Department  outside  the  Central  Library  was 
discussed  briefly.  No  action  was  taken. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  appointment  of  a 
Legislative  Recess  Commission  on  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Boston,  stating  that 
on  February  1,  19^1  a  report  was  to  be  made  in  terms  of  a  compilation  of  existing 
legislative  action  relating  to  the  City  of  Boston,  this  initial  corpilation  of 
existing  law  having  been  brought  together  by  Mr  William  H.  Kerr  of  the  Law 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  that  he  understood  that  it  was  contemplated 
in  the  proposed  new  charter  to  remove  from  the  Acts  of  Incorporation  of  the 
Trustees  those  powers  having  to  do  with  the  administration  of  the  Library  in 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston.  He  stated  that  Mr  Kerr  had  indicated  to  him 
that  a  first  rouf^  draft  would  be  ready  on  December  1  for  submission  to  the 
city  departments  affected  by  the  legislation.  The  Director  pointed  out  that 
the  Trustees  would  need  to  give  careful  consideration  to  changes  such  as  those 
mentioned  above  in  relation  to  their  powers  of  administration  of  the  Library. 

The  Director  stated  that  there  shortly  would  be  sent  out  invitations  to 
the  individuals  who  woiad  be  chosen  to  serve  on  the  Examining  Committee  for  19^0- 
51.  As  requested  by  the  Board,  he  presented  names  on  individuals  occupying  key 
positions  in  the  personnel  field  in  Boston  for  consideration  for  appointnient  to 
the  Committee.  The  Director  vxas  requested  to  approach  the  following  with  a  view 
to  their  serving  on  the  195^0-^1  Examining  Committee:  Mr  Edward  E.  Kuypers, 
Mrs  Lois  D,  McCoy,  Mr  Arthur  J.  McEachern,  and  Mr  William  P.  Nelson. 

!^  Friedman  brought  to  the  attention  of  the   Board  that  it  might  be  well 
for  the  Trustees  to  arrange  to  visit  the  new  library  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology  and  Lament  Library  at  Harvard  before  beginning  to  formulate  any 
fT^rieral  plans  for  the  building  of  an  addition  to  the  Central  Library,  It  was 
agreed  that  the  Director  would  make  arrangements  for  such  a  visit  by  the  Trustees. 

The  Director  reported  that  there  were  enough  additional  matters  of 
business  to  come  before  the  Board  to  have  a  further  business  meeting  on  the 
date  of  the  next  stated  meeting,  namely  October  6,  1950,  and  that  the  second 
meeting  in  the  month  of  October  would  meet  to  be  devoted  to  a  discussion  of 
the  budget  to  be  submitted  on  behalf  of  the  Library  for  the  year  1951.

The  Director  reported  that  he  aiid  the  Assistant  to  the  IH -sector,  and 
Chief  Executive  Officer  had  appeared  at  a  meeting  before  the  Mayor's  Committee 
on  the  Finance  Conmission'  s  Survey  Reports.  He  stated  that  certain  recanmenda- 
tions  had  been  made  in  the  aforesaid  reports  concerning  the  Library: 

(1)  the  transfer  to  other  City  depart^rients  of  two  functions, 
nrnmly,   building  maintenance  aiid  printing  and  binding| 

(2)  the  recommendation  that  the  Mayor  reqtiest  the  Trust.ees  to  institute 
legislation  to  bring  about  an  enlarged  base  of  sumport  for  the  Library. 
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He  stated  that  follovdng  the  holding  of  hearings  of  City  Departments  the  Committee 
i<7as  to  submit  a  report  to  the  Mayor  and  that  no  action  "was  required  from  the  Trustees 
at  the  present  time. 

The  Director  reported  that  in  his  behalf  the  Assistant  to  the  Director,   and 
Chief  Executive  Officer  had  attended   a  meeting  of  Department  Heads  called  by  His 
Honor  the  Mayor,     He  stated  that  the  Mayor  had  discussed  a  number  of  pending  problems 
and  then  had  aiinounced  the  awards  to  be  given  to   six  city  employees  by  the  Boston 
Municipal  Research  Bureau,  had  reported  the  undertaking  of  a  classification  of  city 
personnel  (the  Library's  bibliothecal  -workers  are  to  be  excluded  from  ttiis  classifica- 
tion),   and  had  requested  the  practice  of  strict  econor?^  in  departments  ?n  view  of  an 
unanticipated  reduction  in  the  City's  funds  to  meet  operatd^nal  expenses. 

The  Director  reported  that  on  November  2  the  Executive  Conmittee  of  the  City 
Council  had  held  a  hearing  on  the  advisability  uf  the  acceptnace  of  Chapter  653  of 
the  Acts  of  19^0,   an  act  relating  to  the  hours  of  labor  of  municipal  eirployees.     He 
stated  that,   if  the  legislation  is  accepted,   the  hours  of  work  in  a  work  day  must 
be  performed  within  a  nine-hour  period  and  that  any  work  beyond  that  nine-hour 
period  must  be  at  overtine  rate?  of  pay. 

He  reported  tiiat  those  affected  in  the  Library  would  be  Junior  building 
Custodi??ns  in  the  branch  libraries  who  have  a  broken  work  schedule  because  of  the 
necessity  to  attend  furnaces  in  the  evening*     The  Assistant  to   the  Director,   and 
Chief  Executive  Officer  was  requested  to  report  to  the  Board  on  the  estimated  cost 
of  such  overtime  sen''ice.

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The  Director  reported  that  there  existed  a  vacancy  in  the  position  of 
Chief  of  the  Branch  Issue  Department  because  of  the  transfer  of  Mrs  Grace  B. 
Lou^'hl^n  to  become  Chief  of  the  Open  Shelf  Department  and  that  the  filling  of 
this  position  presented  a  problem.  He  stated  that  \he   currently  separate  Branch 
Issue  Department  and  School  Issue  Department  had  originally  belonged  together, 
that  they  had  had  to  be  separated  approximately  a  dozen  years  ago  because  of 
lack  of  space  in  which  to  carry  on  the  work  together,  at  which  time  the  School 
Issue  Department  had  been  placed  outside  the  Central  Library  building  and  gi^'en 
a" separate  Chipf  of  its  own.  He  pointed  out  (1)  that,  if  v/ithin  the  next  years 
there  should  be  available  space  so  these  departments  coi.ad  again  be  merged,  there 
wotad  be  two  heads  for  one  department,  (2)  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Library's 
officers  concerned  \cith  this  department  none  of  those  at  the  head  of  the  eligible 
list  of  candidates  can  be  considered  a  well -qualified  appointee  from  the  point 
of  view  of  demonstrated  administrative  ability,  ar^  (3)  that  the  names  of  two 
T^dDxdduals  with  long  service  in  the  Department  do  not  come  anywiiere  near  the 
head  of  the  list  of  eligible  candidates  under  the  customary  promotional  procedures.

th9  item  of  $39,000  for  leveling  1:^  re-setting  the  great  ^anite  blocks  in  the 
Blagden  Street  sidewalk,  the  item  of  $15,000.  for  removal  of  the  Music  Department 
to  other  quarters  to  allow  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Rare  Book  Department,  ihe 
item  of  $6,000.  for  exteiK^ing  the  public  elevator  service  to  the  basement  floor 
of  the  new  Open  Shelf  Department  quarters,  and  the  item  of  $10,000,  for  films, 
statins-  that  because  o^  the  prohibitive  unit  cost  to  smaU  libraries  there  was 
under  consideration  a  proposal  for   a  regional  ooop^rativc  project  vjhf^r^nhy  they 
wotd.d  contribute  to  the  cost  of  films  which  this  Library  would  administer. 

The  Board  approved  the  budget  estimates  as  submitted  and  the  inclusion 
of  the  several  items'  reported  on  by  the  Director  with  the  reception  of  the  itew 
of  $6,000.  for  extending  the  public  elevator  sermce  to  the  biweroent.

The  Director  reported  briefly  on  irtiat  is  being  done  at  the  Library  of 
Congress,  the  New  Yoik  Public  Library,  Harvard  University,  and  the  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts  of  Boston  to  protect  their  treasxxres  in  the  present  state  of  national  emergency. 
He  reported  that  the  Director  of  the  City  of  Boston's  Civil  Defense  Administration, 
Mr  Joseph  L.  Malone,  had  stated  to  him  that  there  is  no  planned  ;Joint  action  for 
the  protection  of  possessions  of  the  community's  instituUonsj  and  a  similar  state- 
ment had  been  made  to  him  by  Mr  John  F.  Stokes,  Director  of  the  Civil  Defense 
Administration  of  the  Connonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  The  Director  pointed  out 
that  a  storing  of  valuable  holdings  on  an  individual  basis  was  very  expensive  in 
view  of  the  necessity  for  2U-hour  custodianship.  He  reported  that  there  had  been 
offered  once  again  to  the  Library  by  the  Merchants  National  Bank  an  opportunity 
to  use  space  in  its  vault  for  the  housing  of  the  Library's  greatest  treasures  at 
a  lower  rental  than  that  paid  during  the  World  War  II  period.  He  reported  that 
experts  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  with  whom  he  had  consulted  in- 
dicated that  the  aforesaid  storage  space  could  be  considered  safe  except  in  the 
sln&Le  instance,  itself  highly  iir?)robable,  of  the  building's  receiving  a  direct 
hit  by  an  atom  bomb.  Following  discussion  the  Director  was  authorized  to  consult 
with  the  city  administration  relative  to  the  possibility  of  renting  the  aforesaid 
vault  space  in  the  Merchants  National  Bank  and  to  reporjb  back  at  the  next  meeting.

•  TV,ov«  then  anneared  before  the  Board  Messrs  CUfford  L.  Fay,  President  of 
Local  uJon  #13^  ^^Sf  J^h  K^eland,  of  the  Boston  Council  of  City  Ei^loyees, 
^^gef  j!  SiShie,^oSisel  fZ  the  Union,  and  Mr  Edward  F.  Lunny,  a  member  of  the 
Union. 
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Captain  Kneeland  made  the  first  presentation,  stating  that  his  group 
had  organized  in  191*1,  that  since  that  time  much  progress  had  been  made  in  giving 
representation  to  a  groi^)  of  City  employees  that  felt  itself  inadequately  con- 
sidered, that  there  had  been  obtained  for  its  enployee  group  increases  in  wages 
and  better  woricing  conditions  through  persistent  but  friendly  woric  with  City  De- 
partment Heads,  and  that  such  a  friendly  relationship  had  existed  between  the 
group  organized  in  the  Library  and  the  Library  to  date.  He  stated  that  the  Union's 
aim  was  to  attenqpt  to  gain  for  City  err^loyees  recognition  and  benefits  equal  to 
those  of  private  industry. 

Mr  Roger  Donahue  then  spoke.  He  reported  on  a  study  made  of  the  wages 
paid  members  of  the  Buildings  Department.  He  stated  that  the  members  of  the 
Union  have  two  problems,  namely,  (1)  their  desire  that  control  of  their  employ- 
ment be  not  transferred  from  the  Trustees  to  the  Budget  Commissioner  at  City 
Hall  acting  as  Director  of  Personnel  for  City  of  Boston  employees  and  (2)  their 
desire  that  action  be  taken  to  ad;5ust  wage  scales  not  only  because  of  the  rising 
cost  of  living,  but  also  to  correct  inequities  between  their  wage  scales  and 
those  of  other  City  Departments.  He  reviewed  the  wage  scales  trade  by  trade, 
and  he  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  Library  enployees  work  on  the  same, 
premises  by  the  side  of  eirqployees  of  private  contractors  doing  the  same  work, 
but  receiving  the  higher  pay  of  union  wage  scales.  He  also  called  to  the  attention 
of  the  Board  the  highly  skilled  nature  of  the  work  required  of  the  esnployeea  in 
the  Library  because  of  the  nature  of  the  building.  Mr  Donahue  concluded  with 
the  statement  that  to  remove  the  control  of  the  aforesaid  group  of  enployees 
from  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  would  be  to  make  a  differentiation  between 
them  ancl  other  groi¥>s  of  enployees  remaining  under  the  control  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Library,  \diich,  he  believed,  had  been  contrary  to  the  policy  of  the 
Trustees. 

Mr  Fay  then  spoke,  reporting  on  his  attendance  at  a  recent  meeting  held 
at  City  Hall  relative  to  the  proposed  classification  and  compensation  survey  for 
City  eir5)loyees.  He  stated  that  there  be  an  elimination  of  certain  class  grades 
and  therefore  a  possibility  of  the  lowering  of  wage  rates  for  certain  grades.

For  the  month  of  March  1951,  the  Director  made  the  following  report 
on  personnel: 

1.  Resignations  —  Eleanor  V.  Goolkasian,  Assistant,  Sub-Professional 

Library  Service,  effective  March  28,  1951. 

In  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  Board  in  the  matter  of  signing 
payrolls  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was 

VOTED:  that  in  accordance  ^.th  the  provisions  of  section  22  of  chapter  3 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  and 
Librarian,  or  upon  his  delegation  John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant 
to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  or  Elizabeth  B. 
Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Cleik  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the 
Library  in  representation  of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  four  weeks  from  9  i^ril  1951. 

Circular  Letter  No.  U  from  the  Mayor's  Office  was  read  and  ordered  placed 
on  file. 

The  coOTJiunication  under  date  of  April  5,  1951  from  the  Mayor's  Office 
directing  the  granting  of  leave  of  absence  for  the  observance  of  the  Passover 
to  those  members  of  the  staff  who  are  of  the  Jewish  faith  was  received  and 

o  Qr   ^nl^Sirector  stated  that  such  leave  was  customarily  granted. 

The  Director  presented  a  communication  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Art  Com- 
mission calling  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  in  accordance  with  the  law  the 
Trustees  had  the  duty  to  nominate  three  individuals  from  whom  the  Mayor  wiH 
select  a  member  of  the  Art  Commission  to  fill  the  term  eaqpiring  on  April  30. 
The  Board  names  Messrs  Daniel  Sargent,  William  G.  Constable,  and  J.  Han^Kien  Robb 
as  its  choice  and  instructed  that  these  names  be  sent  to  the  Mayor. 

The  Director  reported  that  subsequent  to  the  preceding  meeting  the  M^or 
had  announced  that  the  proposed  flat  increases  in  pay  to  be  granted  city  esnployees 
were  to  be  granted  as  of  June  1st  in  the  amount  of  $260.  rather  than  i^ril  1st 
in  the  amount  of  $200.  and  that  therefore  the  Trustees  should  rescind  its  action 
of  the  previous  meeting  authorizing  payment  in  the  amount  of  $200.  as  of  April  1st.

As  requested  by  the  Board,  the  Director  submitted  a  schedule  of  actual 
rates  of  pay  and  proposed  rates  of  pay  of  the  mechanical  workers  other  than 
printers  and  binders  en9)loyed  in  the  Library.  Following  discussion  the  Director 
was  requested  tc  consult  with  His  Honor  Maoror  John  B.  flynes  in  the  matter  of  the 
contemplated  increase  in  wage  scales  for  the  aforesaid  enqployees. 

The  Director  reported  that  at  the  recent  hearing  on  the  Budget  before  th© 
City  Council  question  had  been  raised  as  to  the  amount  of  overtime  pay  received 
by  certain  eirployees  of  the  Library.  The  Director  stated  that  he  would  present 
at  an  early  date  for  the  information  of  the  Board  a  cost  analysis  schedule  of 
overtime  pay  for  Sunday  work  and  week-day  work.  He  indicated  that  it  might  prove 
more  economical  to  increase  th*  personnel  in  the  BudHdinge  Department  to  obviate 
the  necessity  for  so  much  overtime  work. 
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The  Director  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  it  has  been  the  policy 
of  the  Trustees  in  recent  years  to  give  grants  to  members  of  the  staff  toward  the 
expense  of  attendance  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association  and 
recommended  that  this  policy  be  continued  this  year  for  the  meeting  to  be  held  iJi 
Chicago,  the  recipients  to  be  chosen  by  a  committee  appointed  from  the  staff.  The 
Board  authorized  five  grants  for  the  purpose  to  the  amount  of  $100,  each. 

The  Director  stated  that  it  has  also  been  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  grant 
annually  four  scholarships  for  attendance  at  library  school  in  the  amount  of  ^-^O* 
each  the  cost  to  be  paid  from  the  income  of  trust  funds.  He  stated  that  the  candi- 
dates are  chosen  by  a  committee  from  the  staff.  The  awarding  of  four  scholarships 
in  the  amount  of  $100.  each  was  authorized. 

The  Director  again  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Trustees  the  matter  of  the 
establishment  of  an  Appeal  Board.  He  suggested  that  there  be  adopted  certain  of  the 
procedures  in  effect  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  one  of  which  is  sunilar  to  Uiat 
suggested  by  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Boston  Public  Libraiy  Professional  btaff 
Association  to  study  the  problem.  FoUowing  discussion,  on  motion  duly  made  and 
seconded  it  was 

VOTED:  that  in  addiUon  to  the  present  appeal  procedure  in  use  in  the 
Library  there  be  afforded  to  eirqployees  the  opportunity  for  the 
following  alternative  appeal  procedures: 

(X)  The  Opgn  Method  —  three  members:  one  will  be  chosen  by 

iheacbniftlCiiration,  one  will  be  chosen  by  the  appellant, 

and  the  thira  will  be  chosen  by  the  two  selected  members 
and  will  serve  as  Chainnan* 

(2)  The  Panel  Method  —  three  members,  to  be  chosen  from  a  panel 
of  eight  individuals,  to  be  made  \xp   of:  four  chosen  by  the 
administration,  aid  four  chosen  by  the  employees  (through 
the  pertinent  staff  organizations  of  the  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  staff)  — 

In  the  case  of  the  bibliothecal  eirqployees: 

The  administration  will  select  one  member,  the  appellant 
>ri;n  select  one  member,  and  the  pertinent  staff  organiza^ 
tion  will  select  one  member  who  will  serve  as  Chairman. 

In  the  case  of  the  clerical  and  mechanical  employees: 

The  administration  will  select  one  member,  the  appellant 
will  select  one  member,  and  these  two  so  selected  will 
choose  a  third  member  who  will  serve  as  Chairman* 

It  was  agreed  that  the  panels  to  be  established  are  to  serve  in  an  advisory  capacity 
only  to  the  Director  and  that  thereafter,  as  in  the  present  procedure,  further  appeal 
frooi  the  Director's  decision  may  still  be  made  to  the  Trustees. 

The  Director  reported  the  passage  by  the  City  Council  on  April  2,  1951  of 
the  budget  for  19^1.  He  stated  that  action  should  now  be  taken  to  adopt  the  afore- 
said budget  allovrancea  and  to  authorize  expenditures  in  t«rsus  of  them.  On  motion 
duly  made  and  seconded  it  was

The  Director  reported  that  additional  space  for  book  storage  is  needed  until 
such  time  as  there  is  an  enlargement  of  the  Central  Library  building  in  connection 
with  the  conteir5)lated  rearrangement  of  departmental  space  wLtliin  the  building  in  the 
immediate  future.  He  stated  that  additional  space  at  the  New  England  Deposit  Li- 
brary can  be  rented  at  an  annual  cost  of  $1100. 

The  Director  was  authorized  to  increase  the  amount  of  space  rented  by  the 
Library  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $1100.  annually. 

The  Director  reported  receipt  of  a  claim  from  the  contractor  for  the  Adams 
Street  Branch  Library  building,  John  J.  Griffin  and  Coirpany,  for  certain  woric  ordered 
by  the  Building  Commissioner  after  coripletion  of  the  roof  and  for  provision  of  certain 
equipment  specified  in  the  contract  for  which  payment  had  not  been  made.  He  stated 
that  a  bill  for  this  additional  work  had  not  been  included  \yy  the  contractor  in  the 
submission  of  his  final  bill  and  that  the  Library  had  been  advised  by  the  Law  Depart- 
ment that  there  is  no  legal  requirement  to  make  the  aforesaid  payments.  The  Director 
was  instructed  to  consult  with  the  Law  Department  and  the  City  Auditor  as  to  the 
possibility  of  meeting  this  claim  and  to  inform  the  contractor  of  the  Library's  action 
in  the  matter. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  imminence  of  the 
opening  of  the  Adams  Street  Branch  Library  and  the  necessity  for  reaching  a  decision 
as  to  the  continuance  of  the  branch  library  housed  in  temporary  quarters  at  182  Ne- 
ponset  Avenue.  He  pointed  out  that  a  new  book  collection  would  have  to  be  assembled 
for  the  Adams  Street  Branch  Library,  if  the  aforesaid  branch  library  were  to  be 
continued. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Board  had  agreed  to  afford  an  opportunity  for  an  additional 
hearing  to  interested  citizens  of  that  area  of  Dorchester  before  making  a  final 
decision  in  the  natter,  the  Director  was  instructed  to  make  arrangements  for  a 
hearing,  if  so  desired,  on  xhe  date  of  the  next  meeting,  namely  April  20. 
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The  Director  stated  that  shortly  there  should  be  selected  an  architect 
for  the  proposed  new  branch  library  building  in  the  Egleston  Square  area.  He 
was  requested  to  provide  to  the  Board  a  complete  list  of  those  individuals  idio 
have  expressed  an  interest  in  being  considered. 

The  Board  again  gave  consideration  to  the  possibility  of  filling  the 
vacancy  in  the  position  of  Head  of  the  Division  of  Business  Operations.  Following 
discussion  the  Director  was  authorized  to  canvass  the  field  to  submit  a  list  of 
ca»iidates  to  the  Board  for  its  consideration. 

The  Director  reported  receipt  tram.  His  Honor  Mayor  John  B.  Hynes  of  a 
report  rendered  by  the  Mayor's  Administrative  Committee  iQ)on  the  Finance  Com- 
mission's report  of  its  survey  of  the  Library  in  which  three  main  suggestions 
had  been  made  concerning  operation  of  the  Library  namely: 

(1)  give  consideration  to  the  fundamental  base  of  si5)port  of  the 
Library; 

(2)  transfer  the  Printing  and  Binding  Departments  to  the  City 
Printing  Department;  and 

(3)  transfer  the  maintenance  employee  group  to  a  central  city  maintenance 
agency  to  be  established. 

He  stated  that  the  Mayor's  Administrative  Cominittee  had  reccronended  to  the  Mayor 
that  action  on  the  third  suggestion  be  held  in  abeyance.  He  stated  that  the  Mayor, 
in  trananitting  the  report  to  the  Trustees,  had  requested  their  advice  as  to  the 
action  that  should  be  taken.  The  Director  reported  relative  to  the  possibility 
of  the  development  of  a  wider  base  of  support  for  the  Library  through  metro- 
politanization  of  service  and  through  state  aid.  No  action  in  the  matter  was

The  Vice  President  of  the  Board  then  thanked  them  on  behalf  of  the 
Board  stating  that  the  Trustees  would  give  careful  and  sympathetic  consideration 
to  the  problem. 

The  group  then  withdrew. 

The  meeting  was  resumed. 

The  Board  discussed  the  continuance  of  the  Neponset  Branch  Library  in 
the  temporary  quarters  at  182  Neponset  Avenue.  It  was  agreed  that  the  people 
in  the  community  have  a  genuine  interest  in  and,  if  possible,  should  be  per- 
mitted to  keep  the  branch  library. 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  there  was  a  financial  problem  presented 
if  the  branch  library  was  kept  open  in  that  there  would  have  to  be  provided 
not  only  another  book  stock  for  Adams  Street  at  a  cost  of  $30,CXX).  but  also 
the  additional  personnel  to  maintain  a  second  library  in  the  area.  He  reported 
that  the  Mayor's  Office  had  been  in  communication  with  him  in  the  matter  of  re- 
ceipt by  His  Honor  of  a  letter  from  Councillor  Beades  requesting  the  Mayor's  aid 
in  forestalling  the  closing  of  the  branch  libraiy.

The  Director  stated  that  he  would  have  the  above  minute  engrossed  for  signature 
by  the  Trustees  before  transmittal  to  Mr  Masterson. 

The  Director  presented  a  communication  from  the  President  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library  Maintenance  Eii5)loyees  Local  Union  #1311*  under  date  of  May  31  re- 
questing that  retirement  deductions  be  made  ftom  the  overtime  service  wages  of 
the  women  cleaners.  The  Director  stated  his  belief  that  the  overtime  payment  of 
the  women  cleaners  had  not  been  made  sub;)ect  to  retirement  deduction  at  their  own 
request  at  an  earlier  period  when  their  wages  were  very  much  lower.  He  stated 
that  he  believed  that  arrangements  could  be  made  for  such  deduction  and  that, 
if  a  maoority  of  the  women  cleaners  so  desire,  steps  will  be  taken  to  effect  such 
deduction.

The  Director  reported  that  ^en  the  Adams  Street  Branch  Library  had  been 
built  there  had  been  no  idea  that  the  Library  was  to  retain  the  Neponset  Branch 
Library,  and  it  had  been  thought  that  we  would  transfer  the  Branch  Librarian  there. 
He  stated  that  he  was  satisfied  that  the  present  Neponset  Branch  Librarian  will  bt 
satisfactory  for  Adams  Street,  that  everyone  had  assumed  that  she  would  be  moved 
to  the  new  branch  library,  and  that  this  may  have  conditioned  the  fact  that  only 
one  individual  who  lives  in  the  area  having  expressed   an  interest  in  the  position. 
The  President  inquired  irtiether  this  was  the  judgment  of  the  Director,  himself*  The 
Director  stated  that  it  was,  backed  by  the  other  officers*  The  President  stated 
that  he  had  in  mind  that  we  should  undertake  new  ventures  at  Adams  Street  and 
asked  \rtiether  Miss  Hayes  was  youthful  enough  to  take  on  new  projects  and  new 
undertakings. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  would  recommend  her  appointn»nb  as  Branch 
Librarian  of  the  Adams  Street  Branch  Library. 

The  President  stated  that  he  had  this  to  say,  that,  whoever  is  going  to 
Adams  Street,  the  actual  appointment  will  be  sufficiently  advanced  before  the 
actual  opening  of  the  library  that  that  appointee  can  be  sent  to  visit  some  of 
the  other  libraries  such  as  Baltimore,  Detroit,  and  other  places  so  that  she 
will  get  new  ideas  and  see  ^diat  is  done  elsewhere  than  Boston. 

The  Director  stated  that  that  was  his  hope.  He  stated  that  the  q>pointment 
would  be  made  effective  as  soon  as  possible  and  that  it  would  be  valuable  for  her 
to  go  visiting. 

The  matter  of  the  members  of  the  Trustees  "^o  had  not  visited  other  li- 
braries last  summer  was  brought  up.  Judge  Donahue  and  Mr  McDonald  indicated  that 
thay  would  be  glad  to  go.  The  Director  stated  that  he  was  interested  in  others 
going  also,  such  as  Si:9)ervisors  and  Deputy  Supervisors,  and  also  the  Assistant 
to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer*  The  Director  was  requested  to  make 
a  presentation  in  the  matter  at  the  special  meeting  to  be  held  in  July. 

The  Board  then  took  up   consideration  of  the  recOTimendations  in  the  report 
of  the  SubcoOTdttee  on  Personnel  of  this  year's  Exanining  Committee*  The  Director 
discussed  the  third  reccomendation  -  discontinuance  of  the  existing  practice  of 
llTO  ting  promotional  selections  to  the  top  three  on  the  eligible  list  -  recalling 
to  the  Board  that  this  rule  had  been  adopted  to  obviate  the  critici»i  that  had 
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r«aulted  when  individuals  much  farther  down  on  the  list  had  been  chosen,  that  xt  had 
vSS^ec^se  S  its  objectivity  in  a  public  insUtuUon.  He  also  pointed  out  the 
vSue  oftheETaliatton  Sheet  in  makiiig  promotions,  particularly  where  *«  specifl- 
iSion^  for  positions  must  be  written  rather  more  broadly  than  ixi  Federal  Cxvil  ber- 

vice. 

Mr  Friedman  said  that  he  was  one  of  those  ^o  say  that  a  college  education 
does  not  mena  an  educated  person,  that  he  has  seen  many  without  it  idio  have  more 
education  than  those  with  formal  training. 

The  Director  then  discussed  the  matter  of  ratings  pointing  out  that  our  people 
had  objected  to  multiple  ratings  a«i  that  he  believed  it  could  be  done.  He  told  of 
^  experience  of  the  Chaiman  of  the  Personnel  Subcomraittee  at  Macy's,  New  York  City, 
S^tX^^rh^  been  found  that  showing  the  ratings  to  an  individual  had  stirred  up 
toouble.  This  had  been  solved  by  having  three  individuals  (raters)  transmit  their 
ratings  of  employees  directly  to  the  Personnel  Office,  where  these  were  gone  over, 
^  ?hen  thHndividual  was^ersonally  seen  by  the  Personnel  Officer  and  ^he  ratings 
STgeneral  and  in  posiUve  terms  were  discussed,  with  there  being  called  to  the  in- 
dividual progress  made  aside  from  criticism. 

The  President  stated  that  he  wanted  the  Library  to  have  a  foolproof  system 
80  that  an  individual  did  not  suffer  from  unjust  criticism  from  a  superior  so  that 
the  individual  might  not  suffer  in  her  chances  for  the  future. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  would  be  very  h^py  to  have  any  such  case 
brought  to  his  attention  and  to  see  ^ere  the  system  was  at  fault.  The  Board  then 
turned  to  consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Personnel. 

Msgr  Lord  asked  whether  in  Ihe  experience  of  the  last  year  the  Director  had 
had  experience  where  one  of  the  first  three  was  not  a  good  choice.  The  director 
stated  that  there  were  on3y  a  few  cases  where  the  person  chosen  would  "^^  have  be^ 
the  first  choice,  that  the  system  had  been  far  more  successful  than  he  had  si^posed 
it  would  be,  and  that  he  hoped  it  would  be  continued  as  an  objective  process  for 
promotional  sqppointments, 

Msgr  Lord  moved  that  multiple  ratings  be  adopted. 

Following  discussion,  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was

^S^aT appointed  a^  follows:  the  Rresident,  Judge  Donahue,  and  "^  McDonald 
together  with  the  Dii«ctorj  the  Director  to  arrange  for  such  meeUng  in  the 
Central  Library  in  the  week  of  July  17th. 

The  Director  reported  a  communication  from  the  police  that  nothing  fur- 
ther had  developed  in  connection  wito  the  purported  break  into  *^«  ^-if^-fy^^^ 
the  individual  held  by  the  police  in  BaLtimore,  and  that  the  poUce  idU  follow 
up  some  months  hence. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  has  had  four  candidates  for  the  position  erf 
Head  of  the  Division  of  Business  Operations  sent  to  talk  with  hijn,  that  one  had 
declined  consideration  for  the  position,  that  he  is  seeing  f>^e  shortly,  but 
thaTto  date  no  one  seems  to  be  the  right  individual.  He  stated  ^f  ^^^^^^^ 
no  candidate  offered  by  Boston  University,  that  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology is  working  on  the  problem,  and  that  no  candidate  has  been  sent  by  Harvard 
as  yet.  He  stated  that  he  is  to  talk  with  Mr  George  Sullivan,  President, 
Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Con^^any  concerning  it,  that  mention  was 
made  to  him  of  a  John  Curley  ^om  he  has  not  seen  as  yet.  He  stated  that  he  had 
been  brought  to  his  attention  by  Mr  Henry  Shattuck.  Mr  Friedman  stated  that  he 
had  mentioned  Joe  Collins.  The  Director  discussed  the  several  candidates  brougit 
to  his  attention.  The  President  stated  that  he  thought  that  it  would  be  weU  to 
consider  men  coming  along  in  banks  outside  of  Boston  who  might  be  attracted.  The 
Director  stated  that  he  thought  that  it  was  a  good  suggestion  and  that  he  was 
going  to  follow  it  iqp. 

The  Director  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  the  regulations 
as  pubUshed  by  the  American  Society  of  Architects  for  the  holding  of  architectural 
cor^titiona.  He  pointed  out  that  if,  as  sometimes  is  the  case  ^ /f ^J?f2^\!!^' 
authority  cannot  legally  be  voted  to  a  jury,  an  amount  must  be  paid  to  tiie  winner 
of  the  conpetition  if  his  design  is  not  chosen.  The  Director  stated  that  the 
local  people  with  experience  in  Ubrary  buildings  are  \iU21m  Perry  of  Perry, 
Shephard,  Hepburn,  and  Heniy  Shepley  of  Coolidge,  Bulfinch,  Shepley,  and  Abbott. 

It  was  agreed  that  henceforth  the  minutes  of  the  Trustees  as  an  Adndnie- 
trative  Agency  of  the  of  the  City  of  Boston  were  not  to  be  transmitted  by  mail 
to  the  Trustees,  but  would  be  available  for  consultation.

The  President  of  the  Board  made  the  first  presentation,  stating  th^  the 
matter  under  consideration  concerning  the  status  of  the  Trustees t  relationship 
to  the  Blue  HiU  Evangelical  Society  was  very  considerably  a  question  of  law. 

Mr  Parker  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Society  stating  that  he  was  an  attorney 
and  that  he  would  like  to  know  what  had  led  to  the  raising  after  so  many  years 
of  the  question  concerning  the  renting  of  the  PhilUps  Brooks  Branch  Library 
quarters. 

The  President  indicated  that  the  matter  had  come  \jp   in  connection  wil^ 
the  proposal  by  the  Society  for  assunption  by  the  Trustees  of  certain  repair  bills, 
and  that  in  connection  with  its  consideration  of  the  matter  the  actual  deed  of 
trust  of  the  building  had  been  examined  by  the  Board.  He  pointed  out  that  there 
was  question  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  present  arrangements;  that  if  such  were 
improper,  by  continuing  to  rent  the  property  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  believe 
that  they  would  put  themselves  in  the  position  of  being  parties  to  a  breach  of 
trust.  He  stated  that  his  reading  of  the  deed  indicated  that  the  property  was 
left  to  the  Society  to  run  a  Ubrary  and  that  it  was  the  Society*  s  duty  to  run 
the  library,  that  ^en  the  Boston  FubUc  Library  rented  the  premises  the  Society 
was  using  the  money  received  as  rental  for  other  purposes  and  that  the  Li^J^*ry 
Trustees  were  helping  to  do  that  wiiich  was  not  within  the  purport  of  the  deed, 
that,  in  other  words,  instead  of  using  the  premises  for  the  purposes  for  which 
they  were  deeded,  the  Society  was  renting  the  premises  to  the  Library  Trustees  and 
was  using  the  rental  for  other  purposes. 

Mr  Paricer  stated  that  the  property  had  been  conveyed  to  the  Society  as  a 
deed  and  by  a  special  act  of  the  Legislature  with  a  right  to  maintain  the  Ubrary 
and  that  the  donor  had  not  turned  the  property  over  until  this  had  been  done.  He 
recaUed  the  arrangements  made  when  he  was  serving  as  Librarian  when  he  had  written 
a  letter  as  Librarian  in  1913  to  Mr  Langdon  Ward,  of  the  Boston  PubUc  Library, 
because  the  Society  was  experiencing  difficulty,  with  sometimes  more  than  90  people 
in  the  Library.  He  stated  that  in  his  letter  he  had  explained  the  situation  to 
the  Librarian.  He  referred  to  Norfolk  Registry  of  Deeds,  paged  331-332,  irtierein 
the  matter  was  explained.  He  stated  that  subsequently,  in  recognition  of  the 
Society's  need,  the  Boston  PubUc  Library  had  agreed  to  increase  the  amount  for 
oayment  of  extra  service  to  $10.00  a  month,  such  extra  service  to  be  the  rate  of 
aoi  an  hour  and  not  to  exceed  $2.00.  He  stated  that  the  Society  had  the  ori^joal 
Clerk's  records  in  which  it  had  voted  acceptance  of  the  arrangements.  He  stated 
that  in  1910  the  town  of  Hyde  Park  had  extended  aid  to  the  Society's  Ubrary  and 
had  given  books  and  that  subsequently,  upon  incorporation  of  the  town  of  Hyde 
Paric  into  Boston,  the  City  had  taken  over  on  January  1,  1912.  He  stated  that  the 
Society  had  continued  to  buy  books  when  it  wanted  to  and  that  the  i^ibrary  had  paid 
the  other  expenses. 
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Mr  Paricer  said  that  in  X930  and  1931  a  ccmmittee  of  the  Society  had  con- 
ferred tdth  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  and  that  the  Trustees  had  made  an  offer 
^S^y^S  th^  society  would  lay  out  $1200.  for  renovation  and  «ould  alter  the 
^S  For  use  as  a  full  scale  branch  library,  the  Trustees  would  ""dertaketo 
o^S^  it.  that  in  the  first  year  the  City  of  Boston  would  pay  a  rental  of  $1200 
S  the  rat^  of  $100.  per  month,  and  that  thereafter  the  lease  would  run  on  a 
calendar  year  on  the  basis  of  $50.  monthly  rental. 

Mr  Paricer  inquired  as  to  what  had  become  of  the  books  in  the  Library  that 
had  been  L^by  tte  Society.  He  stated  that  he  had  found  ^-^ff^.^'f^.^  *^« 
Treasurer's  books,  --  April  10,  1931,  City  of  Boston,  sale  of  old  books,  $35.  He 
intfjthat  there  was  a  concert  grand  Chickering  piano  which  on  kpvU.  10,  1931  had 
^«n^r^Serred  to^e  We^  End  Branch  Library,  that  he  has  a  letter  from  Miss  Gold- 
^L  S^d  on  t^e  ^  date  acknowledging  receipt  of  the  piano  and  expressing  thanks 
for  the  loan  of  the  piano. 

He  stated  ttiat  he  was  now  shocked  to  learn  that  af ter  aU  these  ^^ars  there 
Should  arise  a  question  of  legality  in  the  matter  and  raised  ttie  ^^^sUon  as  to  what 
should  be  done.  He  stated  that  the  Ubrary  needs  to  expand,  but  the  Society  does  not 
^ve  the  funds  to  expend  $25,000.  to  $30,000.  for  such  expansion,  "^f  ^^^f^^^^f ^ 
that  the  Society  realizes  that  the  City  has  been  spending  a  considerable  amount  for  a 
library  on  the  premises  and  that  the  Society  is  appreciative. 

The  President  stated  that  the  Trustees  were  syir?)atiietic  and  wanted  to  do  what 
was  practical  in  the  case,  that  they  themselves  are  Trustees  and  that  they  want  to  Ixve

iven  by  the  City.  He  then  read  the  pertinent  part  from  the  deed  of  gift  stating  that 
as  long  as  the  Society  ran  a  Ubrary  on  the  premises  there  could  be  no  problero,  but

to  the  Societv  money,  in  his  opinion  the  Society  had  no  right  to  spend  the  money  for 
^her  ptoses  no  Siter  how  admirable  they  migl.t  be.  He  stated  that  this  situation 
had  continued  because  it  had  not  been  noted  that  it  existed.  He  stated  that  the^ 
question  had  arisen  when  there  was  under  consideration  the  renovation  of  the  property. 
He  stated  that  as  long  as  a  Trustee  is  a  Trustee  he  has  to  act  accordn^ngly,  that  the 
donorl^  af^  timi  of  gift  that  she  had  not  given  the  Society  the  ^^s  for  the 
ooeratinp  of  the  library  and  she  had  specified  that  the  building  must  be  used  for  li- 
b?^^oses  Ld  notTented.  He  stated  that  the  question  for  the  Libraiy  Trustees 
is  from  vLe  point  of  view  of  their  position,  that  it  appears  that  thxs  airangement 
niKht  not  stand  up  in  court  and  that  it  might  be  questioned  by  the  Attorney  General. 
He  stated  that  two  things  could  be  done:  (1)  the  Society  could  run  a  library  (it  is 
reco^^  that  the  Society  cannot  afford  to  run  a  library)  or  (2)  the  Society  could 
resign  and  let  the  Libraiy  Trustees  be  appointed  Trustee  of  the  trust.  He  stated 
that  the  Trustees  would  have  to  assume  the  expense  of  the  repairs  of  ttie  property. 
He  stated  that  in  the  latter  case  the  matter  would  have  to  go  to  the  Probate  Court 
for  appointment  of  Trustees.  He  pointed  out  that  the  Trustees  find  themselves  as 
public  officials  in  an  embarassing  position,  particularly  in  the  matter  of  writing  a 
lease  that  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Law  Departnent  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
He  stated  that  it  is  true  that  the  situation  has  continued  longer  than  it  should  have, 
that  the  Trustees'  position  was  not  an  unfriendly  one,  tliat  they  do  not  want  to  hurt 
the  Society,  but  that  they  must  face  the  situation  and  solve  it  in  a  practical  way. 
He  stated  that  the  Trustees  are  not  questioning  anything  that  has  been  done,  that 
they  assume  everything  was  done  in  the  best  of  good  faith. 
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Mr  Parker  stated  that  at  the  time  the  agreement  was  entered  into  with 
the  City  of  Boston  the  Society  had  had  to  borrow  money  in  order  ^J^^y^.. 
rwairs!  He  stated  that  at  the  present  tim  the  Sociely  has  already  gone  ahead 
to^e  certain  repairs  that  were  necessary  on  the  exterior  °ft,he  building,

The  Director  called  attention  to  earlier  letters  from  the  Society  offer- 
ing the  pr^pei^  for  sale  at  $18,000.  and  raised  the  quesUon  as  to  whether  such 
sale  could  have  taken  place. 

The  President  stated  that  the  Attorney  General  would  have  to  ^ear  in 
amr  acUon  as  the  other  interested  party  in  a  public  charity  bequest  and  that 
S^  tSreroups  of  Trustees  would  have  to  go  to  the  Probate  Court  and  request 
^?missiKr  Se  change  in  trusteeship.  He  stated  that  no  trust  was  aUowed 
to  mi  fSr  iLk  of  allustee.  He  stated  that  if  the  Society  was  walling  to 
resiCT^^the  Trustees  of  the  Libraiy  would  be  willing  to  became  Trustee  and  cawy 
out  uL  tru^  provided  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston  wiU 
Seef  negated  that  the  l^ustees  wiU  not  buy  the  building  because  it  is  be- 
Sv^  that  the  society  has  not  the  right  to  sell  it,  but  that,  on  account  of 
5^e  Sst  situation,  an^  expenses  that  the  Society  had  i°°f  ^«'',^"'?th^^   H^ 
in  cLiection  with  the  building  repair  might  be  reimbursed  by  the  If-^^^f^V"?.^ 
commented  that  the  Library  Trustees  and  the  Society  owe  a  debt  to  that  ccmmunity 
and  that  the  Library  Trustees  and  the  Society  want  to  Uve  vp  to  it. 

Mr  Parker  inquired  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  Society  was  to  be  com- 
pensated, that  the  Trustees  have  indicated  that  they  would  ocmpensate  Jo'  repairs 
undertake,  but  does  the  City  of  Boston  have  any  notion  that  anything  further 
would  be  paid  in  compensation. 

The  President  stated  that  absolutely  no  further  payment  to  the  Society 
was  contenmlated  other  than  the  cost  of  exterior  repairs  lAich  the  Society  had 
undertaken  since  October  19U9.  He  then  requested  that  the  '■«Pf«s«"***?;7?^';«-  ^ 
port  to  the  Society  concerning  the  situation  and  the  prosontaUon  of  the  Trustees 
and  thereafter  infona  the  Board  as  to  its  decision.

Mr  Wheeler  stated  that,  when  the  BoJfeton  Public  Library  building  was  first 
opened,  it  was  a  general  feeling  among  librarians  that  the  building  was  beautiful 
but  not  so  designed  as  to  be  a  good  service  building.  During  the  years,  as  li- 
brary techniques  have  change! ,  the  building  has  proved  to  be  a  handicap  in  accom- 
plishing the  purposes  the  Trustees  have  desired,  not  only  in  circulation  of  books 
but  especially  in  the  reference  services.  The  case  for  an  addition  to  the  present 
building  is  very  clear,  strongly  convincing,  socially  important,  and  there  should 
be  no  great  resistance  or  di-Cficulty  in  carrying  through  the  project  after  it  has 
been  planned.

It  is  fully  as  irnportant  to  have  a  library  consultant  on  a  building  pro- 
ject as  it  is  to  have  an  architect.  The  architect,  no  matter  how  many  library 
jobs  he  completes,  does  not  have  the  opportunity  to  feel  behind  him  the  compulsions 
of,  not  does  he  see,  the  problems  of  the  director  of  the  library.  The  holding  of 
a  competition  among  architects  is  not  advocated  because  of  problems  which  it 
creates,  among  them  that  of  receiving  designs  for  the  exterior  of  the  building 
which  are  likely  to  be  far  superior  to  those  for  the  interior.  It  will  be  dif- 
ficult to  obtain  a  close  estimate  on  the  cost  of  erecting  the  building,  but  it  is 
more  economical  in  the  long  run  to  erect  the  entire  building  at  one  time. 

The  iiT?>ortance  of  public  opinion  in  carrying  through  a  building  project 
cannot  be  overemphasized.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  capitalize  on  the  en- 
thusiasm of  the  public  which  was  raised  at  the  time  of  the  Deferrari  bequest. 
There  should  be  continuous  publicity  concerning  the  services  and  materials  of 
the  Library,  and  people  must  be  impressed  with  the  siji?)licity  and  economy  of  the 
program.  Branch  people  must  be  reassured  that  they  are  not  being  neglected.  It 
is  also  necessary  to  reassure  people  frequently  about  the  e^q^enditure  of  money 
on  the  old  building;  they  should  be  told  that  any  changes  are  minor  structural 
changes  and  that  nothing  will  be  scr^qpped  as  a  result  of  the  changes.  After 
plans  have  been  crystallized,  it  will  be  possible  to  have  the  architect  supply 
a  model  showing  the  first  floor  plan  and  how  the  services  will  be  operated. 

From  the  discussion  which  followed  Mr  Wheeler* s  presentation,  several 
problems  were  pointed  up,  first  among  them  being  the  problem  of  how  to  select 
an  architect.  Mr  Wheeler  indicated  his  belief  that  it  would  be  well  to  select 
a  consulting  architect  who  is  a  specialist  on  library  architecture  either  within 
the  Boston  area  or  outside  of  it,  but  that  it  would  be  well  if  the  main  architect 
could  be  found  within  the  Boston  area.  Mr  Wheeler  emphasized  that  the  Board  has 
the  final  decision  in  accepting  plans  for  the  building,  but  that  the  great  con- 
tribution of  the  architect  is  in  presenting  to  the  Board  ideas  iriiich  will  result 
in  a  building  which  will  a¥>peal  to  the  residents  of  Boston.  The  importance  of 
the  work  of  the  staff  committees  in  submitting  plans  for  the  functional  operation 
of  the  various  departments  was  emphasized.  Mr  Wheeler  indicated  that  decision 
as  to  the  location  of  the  main  entrance  to  the  building  should  be  based  on  a 
study  of  travel  around  the  three  sides  of  the  building;  he  also  stated  his  belief 
that  the  building  should  have  a  stone  veneer  of  either  limestone  or  granite.  He 
stated  his  belief,  also,  that  it  would  be  well  to  investigate  the  possibility 
of  using  the  present  library  annex  in  the  new  plans,  since  this  might  result  in 
a  saving  of  two  or  three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

The  President  requested  Mr  Wheeler  to  send  to  the  Board  a  summary  of  his 
presentation,  aaJ  this  Mr  Wheeler  agreed  to  do.

$5500  for  an  additional  position  on  the  telephone  switchboard.  He  pointed  out, 
however,  that  with  the  opening  of  the  Open  Shelf  Depar-Unent  and  other  changes 
contenpiated  in  the  immediate  future,  the  present  switchboard  would  not  have 
enou^positions  to  cover  the  requireroents.  He  stated  that  at  an  annual  charge 
of  KSe  telephone  company  will  put  in  a  semi-automatic  dial  system  whereby 
all  internal  calls  would  be  dialed  and  only  incc^ng  and  outgoing  calls  would  go 
through  the  switchboard.  The  Board  approved  the  adoption  of  the  semi-au^omatic 
diSlystem  at  an  annual  chage  of  $3U00  in  place  of  the  $5500  item  to  cover  an 
additional  position  on  the  telephone  switchboard.

The  Director  stated  that  an  additional  amount  of  $88,050  would  be  necessary 
to  meet  on  a  full  year  basis  the  increases  granted  to  full-time  workers  by  the 
Mavor  in  June  1951.  He  stated  that  in  conjunction  wQ.th  the  increase  to  full-time 
w^Serrthere  had  also  been  an  increase  in  rates  of  pay  to  part-time  workers  and  a 
ISe^^vision,  to  the  amount  of  $2300,  vould  have  to  be  made  for  part-time  wK^kers' 
salaries.  He  kated  that  in  order  to  continue  operation  of  the  Neponset  Branch  Li- 
brary in  1952  in  addition  to  the  Adams  Street  Branch  Library  there  was  needed  an 
estijnated  $9000,  that  to  open  and  maintain  Tyler  Street  Heading  Room  m  1952  there 
would  be  needed  an  additional  $U500« 

Estimates  for  books  include  large  amounts  for  such  items  representing 
extension  of  work  with  films  and  recordings,  book  stock  for  Egleston  Square  and 
STamount  to  supplement  the  Division  of  Reference  &  Research's  funds  wnich  have 
been  substantially  reduced  because  of  lowered  income  from  trust  funds.  He  stated 
i^l   ^i?«a?or  books  had  been  put  at  the  figure  submitted  the  preceding  year, 
^el^l^SooS  iror  books  for  the  Division  of  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services. 

The  Director  reported  briefly  on  miscellaneous  items  for  wiiich  increased 
costs  necessitated  an  enlarged  allowance.  He  stated  that  there  had  been  included 
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in  the  estimates  an  allowance  for  such  projects  as  the  continuance  of  the  re-arrange- 
^ents  of  STcentral  Ubrary  building  -  $90,000;  the  improvement  f^^l^gl'^^^^f  ^ 
C^tral  arri  branch  libraries  -  $172,7505  painting  at  the  Central  Lxbrary  (exterior 
^^kfand  branch  libraries  (eighteen  of  which  needed  painting),  at  *  total  cost 
S  $29,U00.  He  stated  that  an  attempt  would  be  made  to  have  those  in  municipal  build- 
ings painted  by  the  Public  Buildings  Department. 

FoUowing  the  Director's  presentation,  on  moUon  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was

Msgr  Lord  had  to  leave  the  meeting  at  this  point. 

The  Director  reported  on  the  visit  made  to  public  Ubraries  by  certain  staff 
members  and  that  the  members  of  the  staff  i*io  had  made  the  trip  had  come  back  with 
^thusiastic  reactions.  He  stated  that  since  the  return  the  group  had  recomended 
that  the  Wayne  County  charging  system  be  put  into  operation  in.  sons  of  the  bra^  li- 
braries. He  stated  that  it  will  take  six  to  eight  weeks  to  prepare  the  books  and 
th^ilwould  be  started  in  several  branch  libraries  in  order  to  woik  out  the  problems 
inherent  in  instituting  a  new  system.  He  stated  that  he  considered  that  the  trip  had 
been  very  successful.

The  President,  Mr  Friedman,  in  the  chair. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice  of  the  Board  in  the  matter  of  signing 
payrolls,  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was 

VOTED:  that  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  22  of  chapter  3 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  and 
Librarian,  or  upon  his  delegation  John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  to 
the  Director  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  or  iOizabeth  B. 
Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the  Director  and  Clerk  of  the  Corporation, 
be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Library  in 
representation  of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four 
weeks  from  19  November  1951. 

The  Director  reported  receipt  of  the  communication  from  the  Mayor's  Office 
under  date  of  November  13,  1951  requesting  suggestions  for  new  legislation  to  be  in- 
troduced in  the  Legislature.  A  discussion  took  place  relative  to  the  possibility  of 
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legislation  for  State  Aid.  The  Director  pointed  out  that  this  would  need  state- 
wide support  in  order  for  it  to  pass  and  that  such  would  require  education  and 
leadership  from  the  Boston  Public  Library.  There  was  brought  up  the  possibility 
of  issuing  non-resident  cards  as  a  step  towai*d  such  education.  Mr  McDonald  stated 
that  in  Chicago  they  grant  non-resident  library  cards  and  that  some  8,000  such 
cards  have  been  issued. 

The  Director  was  requested  to  ask  the  Law  Department  to  advise  the 
Trustees  on  the  issuing  of  non-resident  cards  either  with  a  fee  or  without  a  fee. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Moor's  Office  has  appointed  a  Mayor's 
Committee  on  Awards  to  serve  to  choose  the  city  employees  to  receive  awards  to 
be  presented  at  the  Second  Annual  "Public  Service  Dinner".  He  stated  that  a 
committee  in  the  Library  had  been  appointed,  chosen  by  the  Division  Heads,  and 
that  it  had  made  a  choice  from  the  nominations  submitted  by  fellow  einployees. 
He  stated  that  he  was  reporting  informally  that  from  the  supervisory  grotp, 
Mr  Arthur  W.  Heintzelman,  Keeper  of  Prints,  and  from  the  rank  aiKi  file  group, 
Mr  Jeremiah  J.  Danker,  Head  Electrician,  had  been  chosen. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  had  talked  with  the  President  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library  Professional  Staff  Association  relative  to  the  operation  of  the 
full-time  concession  by  the  Staff  Association,  pointing  out  the  interest  of 
other  groups  in  the  Library  in  having  some  representation  on  the  Concession  Com- 
mittee. He  had  pointed  out  to  the  President  that  in  the  Trustees'  consideration 
of  the  Association' 6  request  for  the  privilege  of  operating  a  food  concession  for 
the  next  year  the  Trustees  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  Staff  Association  must 
give  consideration  to  representation  of  others  than  the  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion on  its  food  Concession  Committee.  He  stated  that  the  President  had  seemed 
favorably  disposed  and  had  indicated  that  she  would  report  in  the  matter  to  her 
Board. 

The  lUrectar  reported  the  results  of  the  presentation  of  the  Greater

The  President  presented  a  letter  from  the  Boston  Public  Lxbrary  Hainten- 
ance  Employees  Local  Union  mi^  protesting  the  institution  of  payment  by  phe^- 
^S^M^oSr  reported  that  arrangements  for  the  cashing  of  checks  by  near-by  banks 
^re^I?Lde  and  that  the  staff  would  be  so  notified.  It  was  ^-geested  that 
the  advantages  of  the  system  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  staff,  both  from 
the  point  of  view  of  safety  and  modem  accepted  business  practice.

The  problem  of  financing  the  Celebration  and  the  future  programs  of  the 
Library  w^e  discussed.  It  was  agreed  that  toere  were  three  further  campaigns 
enSe^  S  thrprogr;m,  namely  (l)  a  campaign  for  funds  to  carry  t trough  a 
libr^  or^otion  (2)  a  oampai^  to  seek  gifts  for  book  funds  (3)  a  campaign  to 
^c^lS^S  inSvidual  gifts.  It  was  agreed  toat  the  first  might  come  from  a 
Sati^  su^h  as  the  Ford  Foundation,  that  toe  second  might  be  secured  through 
usrofprofessional  fu«J  raisers,  and  toat  toe  toird  would  have  to  be  accomplished 
probably  by  the  efforts  of  toe  Trustees  or  other  interested  citizens. 

The  Board  discussed  the  possibility  of  ^proach  to  to.e  several  major 
Foundations  of  the  country.  Mr  McDonald  was  requested  to  make  aPProaches  to  both 
torHearst  Foundation  and  toe  Ford  Foundation.  It  was  suggested  that  the  Director 
Sso  ISr^Hhe  Ford  Foundation  and  make  an  approach  to  *^«  °^g«  ^^^^ 
both  on  behalf  of  toe  Boston  Fublic  Library  in  connection  wito  its  Centennial 
Ob^r?^^^  its  Director,  and  on  behalf  of  toe  International  Federation  of  Li- 
br^A^ociSions,  as  its  Vice  President,  in  connection  with  toe  suggested  hold- 
in?If  its  con^ereJ«:e  in  toe  United  States  in  conjuncUon  wito  the  Centennial  Ob- 
servance. 

The  names  of  several  prominent  individuals  as  possible  donors  of  funds 
were  suggested,  namely:  Joseph  P.  Kennedy,  Alvin  T.  Fuller,  and  Bernard  Baruch. 
mioSK^ission  it  was  a^eed  that  it  would  be  well  to  restrict  the  length 
of  the  Centennial  Observance,  possibly  to  March  1953  -  May  19^U. 

The  possibility  of  ttiere  being  brought  up  to  date  a  history  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library  as  a  publication  for  the  Centennial  was  discussed.  The  name  of 
S^uel  mo^Horrison  was  suggested  to  write  such  a  book.  It  ^as  ^^ao  sug^ted 
t^t  Mr  Buxton  might  well  do  a  book  on  allusions  to  the  Boston  Public  labr^ 
appearing  in  books.  It  was  further  suggested  that  the  very  iir5)ortant  origin^ 
SpoS^of  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  should  be  featured  in  the  observance,  from 
the  point  of  view  of  what  the  report  had  proposed,  what  had  been  done,  and  what 
the  Library  is  now  doing. 

It  was  agreed  that  a  second  meeting  to  discuss  the  Anniversary  program 
should  be  held  on  the  evening  of  February  15,  foUowing  an  afternoon  meeting  on 
building  plans. 
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The  Director  reported  on  the  progress  made  in  the  preliminary  planning  of 
the  enlargement  of  the  Central  Library  building,  stating  that  members  oi  ^^^  staff 
were  engaged  in  a  study  of  library  needs  and  that  as  soon  as  the  results  of  this 
^udy  have  been  fomulated  the  next  step  will  be  to  retain  an  architect  to  draft 
Dreolminary  plans.  He  stated  that  he  would  make  a  detailed  presentation  in  the 
matter  at  the  mid^onth  meeting  in  February  scheduled  to  be  devoted  to  a  study  of 
building  enlargement  plans. 

The  Director  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  acquisition  of  the  site  for  the 
Egleston  Square  Branch  Libraiy  building,  that  the  owner  is  arranging  to  discharge  an 
attachment  on  the  land  after  which  the  deed  to  the  property  can  be  executed,  possibly 
in  the  early  part  of  the  following  week.  He  reported  further  that  the  architects 
chosen  for  the  building,  Messrs  Isidor  Richmond  and  Carney  Goldberg,  are  P^-f^f  J° 
meet  with  the  Trustees  and  to  submit  a  report  on  the  inspection  visit  to  Detroit  and 
Wayne  County  libraries  made  by  Mr  Goldberg.

The  Director  stated  that  the  architects  selected  for  the  proposed  Elgeston 
Square  Branch  Library,  Messrs  Isidor  Richmond  and  Carney  Goldberg,  were  ready  to 
report  on  the  inspection  trip  made  by  Mr  Goldberg  to  the  Detroit  and  Wayne  County 
public  libraiy  systems  at  the  request  of  the  Trustees. 

Mr  Richmond  and  Mr  Goldberg  then  came  before  the  Board.  They  discussed 
the  type  of  building  construction  used  in  each  of  the  two  Ubraiy  systems  and 
stated  that  they  would  be  ready  to  sutrdt  for  the  Board's  consideration  two  or 
three  schemes  for  a  building,  with  alternates  for  each  in  building  materi^s  used, 
with  respective  costs,  approximately  two  weeks  after  receipt  of  a  topographical 
plan,  and  would  submit  at  that  time  also  a  calendar  schedule  to  completion  of  the 
building. 

They  were  informed  that  the  topographical  plan  would  be  furnished  to  them 
at  once.  They  then  withdrew.

Mr  Fay  spoke  on  behalf  of  Local  Union  mih,   pointing  out  the  staff  had  been 
greatly  inconvenienced  by  the  change,  particularly  those  working  ni^ts,  those  not 
working  Friday,  and  those  working  in  branch  libraries  distant  from  banking  facilities. 
He  stated  that  Friday  was  a  very  inconvenient  payday,  especial3^  for  the  married  em- 
ployees, because  banks  are  closed  on  Saturdays.  He  concluded  with  the  request  of  his 
organization  that  the  Trustees  revert  to  payment  in  cash. 

Mr  Murtagh  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Amavets,  recording  their  opposition  to  pay- 
ment by  check  and  calling  attention  to  a  reported  statute  relative  to  provision  of 
time  to  state  and  municipal  enq^loyees  inconvenienced  by  their  method  of  payment. 

Mr  Carpenter  in  his  presentation  on  behalf  of  the  Employees  Benefit  Associa^ 
tion  indicated  that  it  would  welcome  return  to  cash  payment.  He  also  referred  to  a 
Massachusetts  statute  relative  to  methods  of  payment  of  salaries  and  was  asked  by 
the  Board  to  provide  to  the  Director  the  aforesaid  statute  reference. 

Mr  McDonough  stated  that  he  was  attending  the  present  meeting  at  the  request 
of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Professional  Staff  Association  which  had  not  entered 
a  protest.  He  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  a  poU  on  the  subject  of  payment 
by  check  conducted  in  19^0  by  the  Association.  He  stated  that  it  was  his  interest 
to  assemble  factual  evidence  for  reporting  to  his  Association  and  that  he  hoped  that 
the  Trustees  would  be  willing  to  answer  a  group  of  questions  which  he  had  brought  for 
the  purpose.  The  Board  indicated  that  it  was  not  prepared  to  answer  formally  the  pro- 
posed questions. 

Miss  Hazlewood  peaking  for  the  Quarter  Century  Club  indicated  that  she  had 
nothing  further  to  add  to  the  presentations  made. 

Other  representatives  of  the  groups  then  spoke  concerning  the  problems  pre- 
sented by  payment  by  check  such  as  charges  for  cashing  of  checks  in  some  instances 
^ere  employees  are  distant  from  banking  f acuities,  lack  of  privacy  where  checks 
must  be  cashed  in  local  stores  or  institutions,  or  hardship  resulting  when  checks 
caimot  be  cashed  before  Saturday. 

The  President  then  spoke,  stating  that  the  position  of  the  Board  was  that  it 
wished  to  have  the  ^stem  of  payment  of  check  given  a  fair,  honest,  and  unprejudiced 
trial,  that  the  Trustees  wished  to  do  everything  possible  to  facilitate  the  cashing 
of  the  checks,  that  there  should  be  no  difficulty  in  cashing  checks  of  the  City  of 
Boston  aljftost  anyvAiere,  and  that  any  difficulties  were  to  be  brouj^t  to  the  attention 
of  the  administration,  that  the  Library  is  attempting  to  have  the  checks  reach  the  em- 
ployees  on  Thursday  and  that  it  is  hoped  to  have  this  arrangement  in  effect  shortly, 
and  that  payment  by  check  is  the  safer  and  modern  method  of  doing  business. 
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The  question  was  raised  as  to  vha,t  period  consUtuted  a  fair  trial.  The 
Director  stated  that  the  City  Auditor  had  indicated  that  a  fair  trial  period  was 
one  year. 

The  President  suggested  that  the  Director  prepare  for  the  staff  a  further 
explanatory  statement  on  the  subject  and  that  in  it  he  request  that  difficulties 
encountered  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Library. 

Mr  McDonough  again  brought  up  the  matter  of  the  prepared  questions  he  had 
presented.  He  was  informed  that  a  reply  to  them  would  be  made,  to  be  sent  to  him 

later. 

•flie  representatives  then  withdrew. 

The  meeting  was  then  resumed. 

The  Director  read  a  communication  from  William  V.  Ward,  President,  Massachu- 
setts State  Council,  American  Federation  of  State,  County  and  Municipal  Employees, 
under  date  of  January  30,  requesting  a  meeting  with  the  Board  in  the  matter  of 
salaries  for  Library  enployees  in  connection  with  the  reclassification  of  City 
eiTTOloyees  now  in  progress.  The  Director  reported  that  he  had  been  in  communication 
with  the  Budget  Commissioner  and  that  further  steps  would  be  taken  in  tJie  name  of 
the  Trustees  at  the  time  that  His  Honor  Mayor  John  B.  Hynes  is  to  submit  a  supple- 
mentary budget  to  provide  for  reclassification  increases  for  a  large  number  of 
City  en^loyees.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Director  should  send  a  communication  to 
Mr  Ward  to  this  effect. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Cliief  Executive  Officer,  reported  that 
the  contractor  for  the  installation  of  music  reproduction  equipment  in  the  Central 
Library  and  at  Adams  Street  Branch  Library,  the  Louis  M.  Herman  Company,  had  re- 
quested an  extension  of  time  until  March  26  to  coir^lete  his  contract,  that  manu- 
facture of  a  specified  item  of  equipment  had  been  discontinued,  and  that  further 
time  was  needed  to  obtain  an  acceptable  substitute. 

The  Board  approved  the  extension  of  time  requested,  provided  that  the  sub- 
stitute material  is  acceptable  as  to  quality  and  price. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reported 
the  request  of  the  contractor  for  the  repair  of  the  Arcade  Roof,  Central  Library 
building,  Walter  Curley  &  Son,  for  an  extension  of  time  to  February  8  to  complete 
his  contract,  because  of  delay  caused  by  inclement  weather.  The  extension  was 
approved  . 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  BusinessOperations,  reported 
the  request  of  the  contractor  for  the  removal  of  the  skyli^t  and  installation  of 
a  new  roof  at  the  Nortii  End  Branch  Library,  the  Tassinari  Contracting  CorporatiOTi, 
for  an  extension  of  time  to  February  10  to  corplete  his  contract  because  of  a 
delay  in  delivery  of  structural  steel  and  precast  concrete  roof  plank.  The  ex- 
tension was  approved. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reported 
that  at  12  noon,  January  17,  sealed  proposals  for  the  installation  of  tiie  new  wall 
exhibition  cases.  Central  Library  building,  were  opened  and  read  as  foUowss

He  reported  that  the  lowest  bidder  was  ineligible  because  he  had  failed  to  comply 
with  the  bid  deposit  requirements  and  that  it  was  therefore  being  recoinmended  that 
the  contract  be  awarded  to  the  Boston  Showcase  Coirpany, 
On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  awarded  to  the  Boston  Showcase  Company,  1300  Tremont 
Street,  Roxbuiy,  Massachusetts,  the  lowest  responsible  and  eligible 
bidder  in  the  public  bidding  for  the  installation  of  the  new  wall 
exhibition  cases  in  the  Central  Librarj^  buildine,  Copley  Square,  a 
contract  in  the  total  amount  of  Six  thousand  three  hundred  fifty- 
two  dollars  ($6,352.). 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reported  the 
request  of  the  landlord  of  the  Orient  Heights  Branch  Library  building  for  an  increase 
in  rent  to  $iiBOO  per  annum.  He  stated  that  this  was  the  building  for  which  the  ren- 
tal was  coir^ted  on  a  formula  using  the  19U9  rental  base  of  $i4,000,  with  increases 
above  or  below  that  amount  reflecting  increase  or  decrease  in  real  estate  taxes  on 
the  property. 

The  President  requested  that  the  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of 
Business  Operations,  negotiate  with  the  landlord  on  the  basis  of  using  the  aforesaid 
formxila. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  reported  further 
in  the  matter  of  the  proposed  new  elevator  for  the  Central  Library  building,  stating 
that  the  V/estin^ouse  Company  representatives  had  submitted  an  estjjnate  of  a  price 
of  approximately  $25,500  for  the  elevator,  with  general  construction  work  to  cost  an 
additional  $15,000. 

Following  discussion  it  was  suggested  ttiat  general  specifications  for  the 
elevator  alone  mi^t  be  drawn  up  for  corpetitiire  bidding  purposes  by  the  elevator 
coirpanies  and  that  the  general  construction  work  in  conjunction  with  its  installa- 
tion be  made  ttie  subject  of  a  separate  bid. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  President  and  he  had  conferred  since  the  pre- 
ceding meeting  with  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Budget  Coiwdssioner  in  the  matter  of 
the  budget  estimates  sulstdtted  by  the  Ubrary.  He  reported  that  cuts  had  been  made 
in  the  estimates,  particularly  in  the  accounts  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  for  re- 
pair and  alteration  work,  but  that  the  Mayor  had  been  syi!?)athetic  and  had  approved 
an  appreciable  amount  of  the  increases  requested  in  the  aforesaid  accounts,  parti- 
cularly in  reception  of  the  Library's  preparation  for  its  coming  centennial  ob- 
servance. 
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Mr  McDonald  reported  concerning  a  talk  mth  His  Honor  the  Mayor  in  which 
the  membership  of  the  Examining  Committee  had  been  discussed. 

The  Board  approved  the  addition  to  the  Examining  Committee  of  the  following 
individuals:  John  Griffin,  Victor  Jones,  William  Schofi^d.

Present:  Messrs  Buxton,  Friedman,  Lord,  and  McDonald,  Trustees;  Mr  Milton  E. 
Lord,  Director,  and  Librarian;  Mr  John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and 
Chief  Executive  Officer;  and  Mr  Francis  X.  Moloney,  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In 
Charge  of  Business  Operations. 

The  President,  Mr  Friedman,  in  the  chair. 

In  accordance  with  tkie  policy  of  the  Board  in  the  matter  of  signing  payrolls, 
on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was 

VOTED:  that,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  22  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  1925  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  and  Librarian,  or 
upon  his  delegation  John  J .  Connolly,  Assistant  to  the  Director, 
and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  or  Francis  X.  Moloney,  Assistant 
■  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  or  Elizabeth  B. 
Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Clerk  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the 
Library  in  representation  of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  four  weeks  from  3  March  1952. 

The  Director  announced  the  retirement  of  Orlando  G.  Davis,  Chief  Librarian, 
Division  of  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services,  to  be  eff ecUve  as  of  March  1, 

1952. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was 

VOTED:  that  Orlando  C.  Da:vis  be  ^pointed  Chief  Librarian,  Emeiitus, 

Division  of  Heme  Reading  &  Ccanmunity  Services,  effective  1  March 
1952. 

It  was  suggested  that  there  be  spread  upon  the  records  a  minute  in  appreciation  of 
the  service  of  Mr  Davis  in  one  of  the  high  offices  of  the  Library  during  the  past 
seventeen  years.  The  Director  was  asked  to  prepare  a  draft  of  such  a  minute  for 
consideration  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  case  of  Chester  A. 
S.  Fazakas,  Assistant,  Fourth  Step,  who  has  been  in  the  eii?)loy  of  the  Library  for 
the  past  fifty  years.  The  Director  stated  that  at  the  present  time  there  is  a 
vacancy  in  the  position  of  First  Assistant  in  the  department  in  which  Mr  Fazakas 
is  employed,  but  that  Mr  Fazakas  has  never  during  the  period  of  his  service  met 
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Qualifications  for  any  promotion  and  that  he  has  been  infonned  that  he  cannot  be 
considered  as  a  candidate  for  the  position  inasmuch  as  he  has  not  met  the  mnojnum 
oualifications  set.  The  Director  reported  that  Mr  Fazakas  has  retaj.ned  the  services 
of  an  attorney  to  represent  him,  that  he  had  indicated  that  (using  the  Library's 
established  appeal  procedure)  he  will  appeal  the  decision,  and  that  the  next  step 
will  be  for  Mr  Faaakas  to  talk  to  the  Director. 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  in  an  appeal  to  the  Trustees  emphasis  will 
doubtless  be  put  on  the  fact  that  the  erployment  of  Mr  Fazakas  in  the  Library  oyer  a 
period  of  fifty  years  was  a  sufficient  qualification  for  appointment  to  the  position 
in  question.  The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  possibiUty  of 
meeting  such  situations  through  payment  upon  con^^letion  of  fifty  years  of  service  of 
an  additional  bonuB  to  the  amount  of  the  salary  differential  heUieen  promotional  steps, 
namely,  $200,  although  he  did  not  necessarily  recommend  such  a  procedure.  Following 
consideration,  the  proposal  put  forward  by  the  Director  was  not  adopted. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  a  communication  from  the 
City  Council  requesting  that  a  conference  be  held  in  the  matter  of  reconsideration  of 
payment  of  eTTy>loyees  of  the  Library  by  check.  The  Trustees  requested  the  Director  to 
reply  to  the  commimication. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  matter  of  the  questions 
concerning  payment  by  check  submitted  by  the  President  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  ^ 
Professional  Staff  Association,  Mr  Eamon  McDonoug^,  at  the  hearing  during  the  preceding 
meeting.  The  Trustees  again  considered  the  matter  of  a  formal  written  reply  and  direc- 
ted that  Mr  McDonough  be  informed  that  the  Trustees  would  not  make  such  reply  m  view 
of  the  full  discussion  at  the  hearing. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  a  communication  transmitted 
from  the  Mayor's  Office  concerning  the  complaint  of  Vincent  A.  Brennan,  Ul  Rogers  Avenue, 
Lynn,  in  the  matter  of  the  award  of  the  contract  for  the  installation  of  exliibit  cases 
in  the  front  entrance  hall  of  the  Central  Library  building.  The  Director  indicated  that 
Mr  Brennan  had  been  notified  of  the  rejection  of  his  bid  as  a  "not  responsible"  bid  and 
stated  that  he  would  inform  the  Mayor's  Office  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Trustees  in 
awarding  the  contract  to  the  Boston  Showcase  Coirpany. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief  ExecuUve  Officer,  reported  further 
to  the  Board  in  the  matter  of  securing  bids  for  the  installation  of  a  new  elevator  in 
the  Central  Library  building.  He  stated  that  furtlier  consideration  of  the  problem  since 
the  decision  taken  at  the  preceding  meeting  to  request  separate  bids  on  furnishing  of 
the  elevator  and  on  additional  work  necessary  had  led  to  the  belief  that  difficulties 
might  ensue  in  the  orderly  progress  of  work  by  two  contractors  wrking  independently 
on  essentially  the  same  project.  He  recommended  therefore  that  specifications  be 
drawn  with  an  elevator  corpar^  to  seirve  as  the  general  contractor  for  the  entire  work . 
The  Board  approved  the  recommendation  with  the  proviso  that  the  architects'  commission 
was  to  apply  only  to  that  portion  of  the  work  outside  the  furnishing  of  the  elevator. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reported  in 
the  matter  of  progress  of  the  renovation  of  quarters  for  the  installation  in  the  Cen- 
tral Library  of  new  central  charging  records  and  new  public  toilets  that,  upon  removal 
of  bookcases  and  equipment  in  a  portion  of  the  area,  holes  in  the  floor  and  ceiling 
and  openings  and   chases  in  the  walls  had  been  fou^d.  He  reported  that  an  inspector 
from  the  Buildings  Department  had  refused  to  permit  the  work  to  proceed  until  these 
openings  were  sealed  and  that  tliis  work  would  cost  an  additional  $87$. 
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He  pointed  out  further  that  certain  pipes  in  the  basement  must  be  re- 
located in  order  to  permit  the  lowering  of  the  elevator  to  the  basement  level 
and  the  installation  of  the  new  basement  public  toilets,  that  it  was  believed 
that  a  saving  could  be  effected  by  doing  this  work  in  conjunction  with  the 
present  contract  rather  than  with  the  elevator  contract,  and  that  he  was  there- 
fore recommending  that  an  extra  order  be  issued  for  this  work  in  the  amount  of 

$995. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reported 
that  the  contract  of  D.  A.  Rosano  Construction  Conpany,  Inc.  for  the  new  storm 
doors  at  the  Blagden  Street  entrance  of  the  Central  Library  building  had  ejq^ired 
on  February  7,  19^2,  that  the  contractor  had  been  delayed  in  conpleting  the  con- 
tract due  to  a  delay  in  the  delivery  of  the  hardware  and  that  he  therefore  re- 
quested an  extension  of  the  contract  to  March  10,  1952 .  The  Board  approved  ex- 
tension of  the  contract. 

The  Director  reported  concerning  the  progress  in  the  matter  of  the  plans 
for  the  new  Egleston  Square  Branch  Library,  stating  that  he  was  to  confer  with  the 
arcidtects  the  following  week  and  that  it  was  expected  that  revised  plans  would  be 
ready  for  consideration  at  the  next  businessjaeeting  of  the  Board.

A  special  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as  an  administrative 
agency  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the  Trustees  Room  on  Tuesday,  February  26, 
at  h  o'clock  p.m. 

Present:  Messrs  Buxton,  Friedman,  Lord,  and  McDonald.  Also  Mrs  Ada  A. 
Andelman. 

The  President,  Mr  Friedman,  in  the  chair. 

The  Director  stated  that  Messrs  Isidor  Richmond  and  Carney  Goldberg  were 
ready  to  come  before  the  Board  to  discuss  the  tentative  plans  drawn  by  them  for 
the  Eglestcn  Square  Branch  Library  building. 

Messrs  Richmond  and  Goldberg  th^  came  before  the  Board  and  made  a  presen- 
tation on  the  basis  of  two  designs,  one  covering  a  ground  area  of  63OO  sq.  ft.  and 
the  other  covering  an  area  of  5,000  sq.  ft,  both  building  designs  being  of  the  same 
width  but  with  variation  in  front  and  rear  depths.  Mr  Richmond  stated  that  estimates 
on  building  costs  had  been  secured,  that  to  build  the  larger  plan  would  cost  .p95,30U, 
the  smaller  plan,  including  elimination  of  air  conditioning,  $77,200,  and  the  smaller 
with  further  eliminaUon  of  asphalt  tile  and  bam  painting,  $7U,900. 

It  was  pointed  out  to  Messrs  Richmond  and  Goldberg  that  it  would  be  very 
difficult  to  house  all  the  activities  as  well  as  the  books  in  the  smaller  plan, 
even  though  the  cut  in  area  had  been  apportioned  to  both  public  and  staff  quarters. 
He  was  asked  as  to  the  possibility  through  public  advertising  for  bids  of  securing 
a  lower  estimate  for  building  the  larger  area  plan. 
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Mr  Richmond  suggested  as  a  procedure  that  on  the  basis  of  the  larger  plan 
advertise  for  bids  with  alternates  of  air  conditioning,  brick  facing,  and  asphalt 
Ule,  costs  to  be  submitted  on  the  basis  of  using  U"  brick  and  8"  cinder  blocl^  or 
of  using  painted  and  waterproofed  12"  cinder  block. 

Mr  Richmond  was  asked  concerning  the  type  of  heating  to  be  used.  He  stated 
that  the  plans  called  for  the  split  system,  using  partly  air  blown  through  ducts 
and  partly  radiation. 

The  matter  of  what  should  be  done  with  the  barn  was  then  raised.  Mr  Richmond 
stated  that  they  had  inspected  the  barn,  that  it  has  pleasing  lines,  that  it  was 
built  after  the  Civil  War  and  is  a  sound  structure  with  no  rot,  no  sagging  be jms,  - 
and  a  slate  roof,  and  that  it  could  be  used  for  approxajnateOy  five  months  in  the  year 
for  programs  that  are  pertinent  to  the  library,  such  as  meetings  and  exhibitions. 
He  pointed  out  that  it  is  a  screen  for  the  unattractive  rear  view  of  tenements  on 
the  other  street  and  that  little  expense  other  than  the  item  for  painting  the  ex- 
terior ($1,000.)  would  be  involved  in  putting  it  into  condition.  He  stated  that 
the  interior  would  need  only  some  lights  and  a  cleaning  by  a  firm  that  cleans  by 
sandblasting. 

Mr  Buxton  summed  up  the  discussion  with  the  statement  that  it  seemed  that 
the  think  to  do  was  to  advertise  for  bids  for  the  larger  plan  with  alternates. 

Mr  Richmond  indicated  that  the  only  loss  in  this  procedure  would  be  the 
expense  of  re-doing  architectural  plans  and  the  resultant  delaj^. 

The  question  of  the  size  of  even  the  larger  plan  submitted  being  adequate 
was  raised  by  the  Director.  He  pointed  out  that  Adams  Street  had  now  become  the 
second  in  the  branch  library  system  in  point  of  circulation,  that  it  was  evident 
that  it  was  none  too  large,  that  in  it  there  was  not  too  much  room  for  the  young 
adults  and  that  it  was  even  questionable  about  the  children.  He  stated  that  this 
increased  circulation  does  not  result  from  the  taking  away  circulation  from  the 
Neponset  Branch  Library  because  the  circulation  there  has  also  increased. 

In  the  matter  of  the  air  conditioning  and  heating  Mr  Richmond  reported  that 
the  plan  submitted  made  provision  for  the  use  of  the  same  ducts  for  both  the  air 
conditioning  and  heating. 

Mrs  Andelman  was  asked  for  comments.  She  stated  that  the  smaller  building 
plan  subndtted  was  smaller  than  any  of  the  other  branch  Ubrary  buildir^s  in  the  system. 

MBgr  Lord  stated  that  he  thought  that  in  face  of  this  statement  the  Board 
certainly  would  not  want  to  build  a  branch  library  that  was  smaller  than  anjr  of  the 
rest  of  tte  library  buildings. 

The  matter  of  the  type  of  brick  to  be  used  was  raised.  Mr  Richmond  indicated 
that  the  estimates  submitted  had  been  based  on  using  sandstruck  brick,  but  that 
this  brick  (red)  would  be  painted. 

•nie  DossibiUty  of  adding  a  jog  to  the  rear  of  the  building  to  house  a 
lecture  hall  was  discussed.  It  was  indicated  that  a  20»  X  30»  hall  would  add  at 
lease  $9,000.  to  the  cost. 

Msgr  Lord  indicated  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Trustees  do  not  have 
money  enough  for  the  larger  building  this  would  have  to  be  eliminated. 
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The  iDirector  pointed  out  that  the  problem  of  interior  arrangement  would 
reouire  ^^S^^ble  ItiSyfthat  there  would  be  great  difficulty  in  housing  the 
sSr^okS  wanted  and  still  having  space  for  the  public.  He  pointed  out 
li^th^  th^t  the  lecture  hall  would  have  to  be  used  as  a  readxng  rocn  ^^^S^^ 
aZ    that  this  posed  the  problem  of  what  group  it  should  be  used  for,  and  that 
^A  it  was  in  use  as  a  lecture  hall  there  would  be  no  access  to  its  book  shelves. 

Thf.  architects  withdrew  after  making  arrangements  to  confer  on  February  27 
witJ.  t  Jl W's  offi^rs  concerning  revision  of  interior  plans  following  which 
Sley  we^e  to  sSmit  further  plans  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  in  March. 

The  Director  was  asked  to  comment.  He  pointed  out  that  considerable  work 
would  have  to  be  done  with  the  architects  in  the  matter  of  evolving  a  satisfactory 
interior  arrangement  for  library  activities. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations  brought 
to  the  attention  ofthe  Board  that,  if  the  ft-ustees  intended  to  renew  their  lease 
o?  IZ   quarters  housing  the  South  ^ston  Branch  Lit^ary  ^^  option  to  renew  t^ 
lease  vmder  the  same  conditions  must  be  exercised  before  M^rch  1,  1952.  He  re- 
p^rSd"  the  landlord  had  failed  to  provide  hot  water  but  ^^fo^  ^^e 
questions  oe  raised  in  conjunction  with  the  exercisiiig  of  the  opUon,  the  Library 
might  face  becoming  a  tenant-at-will. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  option  should  be  exercised,  but  that  the  ratter 
should  be  investigated  before  another  year  inasmuch  as  this  is  the  area  vAieve 
the  Trustees  hope  to  build  their  next  building. 

The  Director  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  biU  before  the  Legislature 
to  Dlace  the  Boston  PubUo  Library  under  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
that  1^  mUa^  H.  Kerr  of  the  L^  Department  had  advised  that  the  labraiy  take 
no  action  in  the  matter.

There  then  came  before  the  Board  Mr  Phillip  A.  Brancucci,  attorney, 
representing  Mr  Chester  A.  S.  Fazakas.  Mr  Brancucci  stated  that  he  had  come  be- 
fore the  Board  of  Trustees  in  pursuance  of  an  appeal  by  Mr  Fazakas  in  terms  of 
the  internal  appeal  procedure.  He  stated  that  the  immediate  subject  of  the 
controversy  was  the  refusal  of  the  Supenn.sor  of  Personnel,  acting  for  the 
Director,  to  submit  an  application  by  Mr  Fazakas  for  the  position  of  First 
Assistant. 

Mr  Brancucci  stated  that  Mr  Fazakas  had  qualified  for  promotion  by  meeting 
the  promotional  requirements  of  the  Library  by  passing  the  Grade  B  examination  in 
1915,  that  as  a  result  he  had  been  assigned  to  work  at  inportant  positions,  that 
the  examination  procedure  established  in  1897  automatically  had  been  in  effect 
until  repealed  by  the  new  procedure  in  1938,  and  that  during  the  period  before 
1938  the  s^^lications  of  Mr  Fazakas  for  the  executive  post  had  received  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Trustees.  Mr  Brancucci  stated  that  with  the  establishment  in 
1938  of  the  new  promotional  procedure  there  had  been  established  a  ^stem  of 
acceptable  equivalences  in  order  to  give  recognition  to  previous  acconplishment 
airi  experience  of  enployees  in  service  prior  to  1938. 

Mr  Brancucci  pointed  out  that  on  the  assunption  that  Mr  Fazakas  had  been 
considered  for  some  of  the  hi^est  positions  in  the  Library,  and  acceptable 
equivalences  would  make  him  eligible  for  consideration  for  similar  posiUon  now, 
it  was  Mr  Fazakas'  position  that  the  taking  of  promo tAonal  examinations  by  him 
at  this  stage  would  probably  mean  the  waiving  of  his  rights  to  protest.  He 
stated  that  it  was  his  contention  that  Mr  Fazakas  had  mver  been  given  an 
acceptable  equival«»ce»

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Mr  Faaakas  was  asked  hy  the  Board  first  ^y  he  had  not  raised  ttie  question 
of  an  acceptable  equivalence  at  the  t±i.e   the  position  for  which  he  was  applyang  was 
%eT,   ^Hurther,  why  he  did  not  take  the  promotdonal  examnatxons  currently  xn 
effect  as  a  means  for  establishing  without  question  his  elxgibility. 

Mr  Fazakas  replied  that  when  a  member  of  the  staff  had  legitjjriately  taken 
the  prcMotional  examinations  he  had  qualified  legally  for  a  promotion,  and  that  now 
taking  an  examination  would  nullify  what  had  already  been  done. 

It  was  then  pointed  out  to  the  Board  by  Mr  Brancucci  that  other  cases  existed 
yfhove   individuals  had  been  promoted  without  meeting  the  promotional  examination.  The 
Bo^d  indicated  that  an  error  made  in  one  instance  if  such  had  been  done  did  not 
iustif^r  its  repitition.  The  Board  then  asked  Mr  Fazakas  again  why  he  was  unwilling 
trauaiify  under  the  present  procedure.

^llecllons  ^f  cer^n  items  particullrly  works  relating  to  or  emanating  frm  the 
flSon^  toe  soviet  Socialist  Republics.     He  stated  that  in  view  of  the  J°"*??-  ^ 
v^sy  ^d  the  public's  interest  as  manifested  Ir/  ma^  communications  to  the  Library 
^e  community  oroected  that  the  Board  would  make  public  its  stand.

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Following  discussion  of  the  recent  developments  concerning  the  inclusion 
of  Russian  language  newspapers  and  certain  periodicals  in  the  collections  of  the 
Library,  Mr  McDonald  moved  that  the  Board  hold  an  executive  session.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Judge  Donaliue. 

Mr  Buxton,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  was  a  very  lengthy 
agenda  before  the  Board,  requested  that  the  executive  session  be  deferred  until 
the  close  of  the  meeting  or  until  a  later  date. 

Monsignor  Lord  also  requested  that  the  Board  continue  with  the  matter 
befdre  it,  namely,  the  consideration  of  the  statement  submitted  by  the  President, 

The  Board  thereupon  resumed  consideration  of  the  draft,  incorporating 
certain  chanres  in  the  proposed  statement,  and  discussing  the  steps  T-rtiich  the 
Director  should  take  to  prevent  the  misuse  of  the  Library's  facilities  for 
communist  purposes.  It  was  agreed  that  (l)  a  careful  scrutiny  of  the  staff  should 
be  maintained,  (?)  that  the  sources  of  all  gifts  to  the  Library  should  be  examined, 
and  (3)  that  the  books  selected  for  the  Library's  collections  should  exclude 
those  that  either  are  poor  propaganda  or  that  have  no  basis  for  providing  fac- 
tual information. 

Judge  Donahue  stated  that  he  would  move  tiie  adoption  of  an  alternative 
statement  as  follows: 

»»The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  are  conscious  and 
zealous  that  the  high  traditions  of  the  Library  shall  be  safeguarded  and  main- 
tained. Mindful  of  the  discharge  of  their  high  responsibility  and  duty,  the 
Trustees  propose  that  the  m.aterial  in  the  Library  shall  not  be  misused  for 
propaganda  purposes  to  the  injury  of  our  country. 

"They  are  determined  to  take  all  legitimate  precautions  to  make  sure 
that  the  facilities  of  the  Librarjr  shall  not  be  abused  for  the  planned  infil- 
tration of  Communist  propaganda.  The  Director  has  been  instructed  to  effect 
arrangeLients  designed  to  prevent  abuse  of  misuse  of  any  Conmunist  propaganda 
material  in  their  possession." 

The  Clerk  was  instructed  to  poll  the  Board  on  the  statement  proposed  by 
Judge  Donahue  and  polled  them  as  follows:  Mr  Buxton,  1"^  Friedman,  Monsignor  Lord, 
voting  no;  Judge  Donahue  and  Mr  McDonald  voting  yes. 

It  was  then  moved  that  the  statement  submitted  by  the  President  and  aa 
subseqtiently  corrected  be  adopted  as  follows: 

"A  century  ago  the  City  of  Boston  established  the  first  free  city  libraiy. 
Since  that  time  our  library  has  set  many  precedents  for  later  institutions.  Today 
the  Boston  Public  Library  is  one  of  the  world's  great  libraries.

Charge  of  Business  Operations,  or  Elizabeth  B.  Brockunier,  Assistant 
to  the  Director  and  Clerk  of  the  Corporation,  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Library  in  representation 
of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four  weeks  from 
13  October  19^2. 

A  Circular  Letter  from  the  Mayor's  Office  concerning  the  filling  of  vacancies 
in  Citv  Departments  was  read,  with  the  Director  reporting  that  this  does  not  apply 
to  the"  Library  and  that  the  matter  had  been  discussed  with  the  Budget  Commissioner. 
He  stated  that  in  terms  of  the  statute  establishing  the  Library,  control  of  employ- 
ment of  personnel  rests  in  the  final  instanr^e  with  the  Trustees,  subject  to  limita- 
tions of  available  City  appropriation. 

The  Director  reported  that  on  Au£2:ust  7  the  International  Brotherhood  of 
Bookbinders  Local  No.  l6  had  notified  him  that  the  Bookbinders  Union  No.  16  and  the 
Bindery  ^'omen's  Union  No.  <6   had  reached  an  agreement  with  the  Union  Shop  employers 
of  the*^  f-rraphic  Arts  Institute  establishing  new  wage  scales  as  follows: 
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Journeymen  Bookbinders  and  Printers

The  Director  stated  that  they  were  asking  that  the  Library  adopt  this  new  scale,  to 
be  retroactive  to  March  3,  19^2.  He  reported  that  usually  the  new  scales  were  adopted 
and  put  into  effect  by  the  CJty  Printing  Department  following  the  agreement  between 
the  Union  and  the  (iraphic  Arts"  Institute  and  that  in  the  present  case  tiiis  had  been 
done,  with  increases  retroactive  to  March  3.  He  reported  that  to  put  them  into 
effect  as  of  March  3  would  cost  api^roximately  ^3,523  through  December  31  and  ^U,3ub.l40 
for  the  whole  year  19^3,  that  no  funds  were  budgeted  to  put  them  into  effect  in  1952, 
and  that  action  might  well  be  deferred  until  it  is  possible  to  put  increases  in 
general  into  effect  for  the  other  Library  eir^loyees,  which  it  is  hoped  to  do  in  1953. 

It  was  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  action  be   deferred  until  consideration 
can  be  given  to  salary  increases  for  aU  library  employees  in  1953. 

The  Director  reported  that  on  July  22  there  had  been  held  a  conference  with 
representatives  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  Maintenance  anployees,  Loca3.  No.  I3II4, 
following  which  on  August  5  a  written  reply  had  been  sutonitted  to  its  President, 
Mr  Clifford  L.  Fay  on  the  several  questions  raised  in  the  canferencp^.  ramely,  that 
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an  investigation  of  the  work  schedule  of  a  Cleaner  in  the  School  Issue  Department 
indicated  that  the  change  requested  was  not  justified  in  terms  of  the  needs  of 
service-  that  heat  relief  time  off,  or  other  compensation,  for  eirployees  whose 
work  schedule  is  completed,  or  nearly  coirpleted,  or  entirely  corrpleted  as  for 
ni-ht  work,  cannot  be  recognized  since  heat  relief  is  relief  from  heat  at  a 
specified  time  of  most  Intense  heat,  as  from  2-5  p.m.,  but  that  for  those  who 
cannot  be  spared  (skeleton  staff)  work  loads  will  be  held  to  a  minimum  consistent 
with  service  to  the  public;  that  the  Director  of  Civil  Service  has  now  notified 
the  Library  that  one  individual  had  been  certified  as  having  passed  the  examina- 
tion for  Senior  Building  Custodian  but  that  appointment  had  not  ^f ^/^^;  _^^ 
Director  stated  that  among  other  matters  raised  was  the  use  of  a  Junior  B^l^i^ 
Custodian  to  help  out  in  ti^aes  of  emergency  in  the  Shipping  Department,  that  this 
had  always  been  a  matter  of  cooperation  between  two  Departments  and  that  he  hoped 
that  a  willing  cooperation  of  employees  could  continue  even  though  a  young  man 
was  being  emploved  on  an  emergency  basis  to  help  out  in  the  Shipping  Department. 
He  stated  that  at  the  conference  a  question  had  been  raised  as  to  a  reduction  made 
in  the  vacation  of  an  enployee  because  of  an  absence  and  that  ;t;^is  was  a  msunder- 
standing  on  the  part  of  the  employee  and  had  been  explained.  He  stated  that  to 
date  there  had  been  no  further  presentation  by  the  Union. 

The  Directo-r  reported  in  the  matter  of  salarj^  payments  to  those  members 
of   the  stkff  absent  and  receiving  Workmen's  Conpensation,  that  the  Library 
followed  the  City  practice  of  paying  d»iring  such  absence  of  an  employee  the  dil- 
f erencp  between  the  amount  of  his  regular  salary  and  the  amount  of  Workmen'  s 
Compensation  payment,  so  that  for  the  period  of  his  absence  for  injury  m  line 
of  duty  he  does  not  receive  less  than  his  normal  salary. 

Consideration  of  a  request  from  Miss  Fanny  Goldstein  was  deferred. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Supplementary  Budget  had  been  passed  by 
the  City  Council  and  that  the  final  revised  budget  for  the  Library  for  1952 
should  now  be  approved.

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The  Director  reported  that  there  would  shortly  be  ready  for  examination 
by  the  Board  the  report  on  the  expenditure  procedure  of  the  Library. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice  in  the  matter  of  signing  of  payrolls, 
on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was 

VOTED:  that,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  in  accordance 

with  the  provisions  of  section  22  of  chaqpter3  of  t"h«  Revised 
Ordinances  of  19^5  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  and  Librarian, 
or  upon  his  delegation  John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  tro  the 
Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  or  Francis  X.  Moloney, 
Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations, 
or  Elisabeth  B,  Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the  Director  and 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  sign 
the  payrolls  of  the  Library  in  representation  of  the  Trustees 
for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four  weeks  from  10  November  19$2. 

Circular  Letters  dated  October  6  and  10  from  the  Mayor's  Office  were  read 
and  ordered  placed  on  file.  The  Director  called  attention  to  the  notification  in 
the  Circular*  Letter  dated  October  10  that  bills  to  go  before  the  Legislature  must 
be  filed  before  December  3  and  stated  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  had  already 
been  renuested  to  file  a  bill  to  increase  the  competency  of  the  Trustees  to  hold 
real  and  personal  property  from  $20,000,000.  to  $50,000,000.  He  called  attention 
to  a  bill  filed  by  a  former  Representative  whereby  the  State  should  bear  one  half 
the  burden  of  support  of  the  Library.  The  Board  discussed  the  advisability  of 
filing  a  bill  for  state  aid  and  agreed  that  nn  view  of  the  possibility  of  future 
action  by  the  newly  formed  Trustees  Library  Association  of  Massachusetts  it  would 
be  well  to  delay  filing  in  the  present  session. 

The  Director  reported  that  as  requested  by  the  Board  a  study  had  been 
made  of  the  sick  leave  arrangements  of  the  Library  following  the  presentation 
to  the  Trustees  by  the  representatives  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  Maintenance 
Employees,  Local  Union  No.  131li.  As  a  result  of  this  study  the  Director  stated 
that  he  was  recommending  the  establishment  of  a  sick  leave  of  12  work  days  entirely 
separate  from  vacation  allov/ances  for  use  of  illnesses.  He  pointed  out  that  under 
the  arrangements  currently  in  effect  the  en5)loyee  with  greater  length  of  service 
in  the  Library  had  not  fared  relatively  as  well  as  the  newer  employee.  It  was 
agreed  that  on  a  trial  basis  of  one  year  a  sick  leave  of  12  work-days  should  be 
established. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was 

VOTED:  that  on  an  experimental  basis  for  one  year,  commencing 

January  1,  19^3,  arrangements  be  made  for  the  institution 
of  a  sick  leave  up  to  two  weeks  for  illnesses  of  short 
duration  for  all  full-time  eir^loyees  in  service  a  minimum 
of  six  months,  said  sick  leave  to  be  entirely  separate 
from  leave  of  absence  arrangements  for  lengthy  illnesses. 

The  Director  requested  the  appointment  of  a  Senior  Building  Custodiiui, 
James  O'Keefe,  to  provide  for  adequate  supervisory  coverage. 

The  Board  approved  appointn^nt  of  James  O'Keefe,  as  Senior  Building 
Custodian. 
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The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  natter  of  the  re- 
■1  /  V!,c;rfor  the  ensuinp  vear  for  the  Allston,  Mt  BowJoin,  and  Orient  Heights 
R^^^chtibrSes   T^e  As^^ttTthrDirector,  In'charse  of  Business  Operations, 
^rrequestS^S'asSrt^n  whether  the  premises  could  be  leased  for  a  further  year 
on  the  same  terms  as  at  present. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  brought 
to  the  attentfon  o^the  Boaxx^  a  request  by  the  arol^tects  for  the  Egleston  Square 
Branch  Library,  Messrs  RicyMond  and  Goldberg,  that  there  be  xssued  an  >-^tra  Order 
in^nnecti^^th  the  contract  of  the  Edward  R.  Harden  Company  to  provide  for  the 
instSion  of  a  clean-out  pit  at  the  fi^nt  of  the  building  as  requested  by  the 
Sewer  Department  subsequent  to  the  award  of  the  contract. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was 

VOTED-  that  an  Extra  Order  be  issued  in  the  sum  of  $568.80  in 

connection  with  the  contract  of  the  Edward  R.  Harden  Gorrpany 
for  the  erection  of  a  branch  library  building  at  20Uh   Columbus 
Avenue,  Roxbury,  said  Extra  Order  to  provide  for  the  in- 
stallation of  a  clean-out  pit. 

The  Director  reported  that  since  the  preceding  meeting  the  President  had 
authorized  an  extension  of  a  contract  for  the  new  central  charing  desk  f  ;^he  En- 
trance  Hall  in  the  Central  Library  building  because  of  a  delay  in  receipt  of  certain 
mISrials  necessary  to  coi^letion  of  the  work.  The  action  of  the  President  m 
^a^ti^  a^  extenlon  of  contract  to  November  l6  to  the  Tassinari  Contracting  Corpor- 
ation  was  approved. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  reported  concerning 
the  establishment  of  library  service  to  the  City  Hospital  that  the  library  quarters 
were  beins  raade  ready  by  the  hospital  authorities  and  that  the  library  equipment  was 
being  ordered. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  request  of  the  Forest 
Hills  Board  of  Trade  for  the  provision  of  a  branch  library  rather  than  the  present, 
bookmobile  service  i^ch  it  considers  insufficient  to  m^et  the  needs  of  the  Forest 
Hills  area. 

The  Director  reported  further  concerning  the  protest  of  the  termination  of 
library  service  at  the  Francis  Parker  and  Thomas  Gardner  Schools,  stating  that  the 
matter  had  been  referred  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  on  the  basis  that  *;he  ser- 
vice desired  was  a  school  activity  and  therefore  a  school  problem.  He  reported  that 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  had  notified  the  Library  that  the  School  Deparlanent  was 
not  possessed  of  sufficient  fuiKis  to  maintain  the  service. 

The  President  raised  the  question  of  the  status  of  the  negotiatjons  with  the 
Blue  Hill  Evangelical  Societv  in  the  matter  of  the  Phillips  Brooks  Branch  Library. 
The  Director  reported  that  no  further  communication  had  been  received  to  date  from 
the  Society  as  to  its  intentions. 

The  President  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  report  on  travel  expenditures 
he  had  requested  of  the  JUrector  that  an  audit  of  the  expense  account  had  been  ren- 
dered by  the  Director  and  that  he  believed  that  the  report  should  be  accepted.  The 
President  stated  further  that  he  had  requested  the  report  following  a  question  raised 
by  members  of  the  Board  concerning  travel  expenditures  by  the  Library  staff. 
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Following  discussion,  it  was  agreed  that  disposition  of  the  report  be 
deferred  until  the  next  meeting  in  order  that  all  members  have  an  opportunity 
to  examine  it. 

The  Director  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  recent  hearing  accorded 
Mr  Richard  G.  Hensley,  Chief  Librarian  of  the  Division  of  Reference  and  Research 
Services,  that  as  a  result  of  that  experience  he  believed  that  it  would  be  use- 
ful to  have  the  Board  approve  a  statement  of  the  duties  which  may  properly  be 
expected  of  the  general  administrative  officers  of  the  Library.  He  presented 
a  draft  of  such  a  statement,  which  the  Board  adopted  as  presented,  as  follows: 

»«The  general  administration  of  the  Library  and  its  affairs  is 
"deputed  to  the  Director  of  the  Library,  in  accordance  with  the 
"policies  set  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  and  subject  to  his 
"direct  responsibiln ty  to  them.  The  Director  shall  perform  the 
"duties  usually  appertaining  to  his  position,  and  such  addiUonal 
"duties  in  furtherance  of  the  interests  of  the  Library  as  may  be 
"requested  of  him  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Library. 

"The  Director  of  the  Library  shall  be  assiste«.i  by  the  follow- 
"ing  general  administrative  officers,  directly  responsible  to  him: 

"Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief 
"Executive  Officer 

"Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of 
"Business  Operations 

"Ci-def  Librarian  of  the  Division  of  Home 
"Reading  and  Commtmitj'-  Services 

"Chief  Librarian  of  the  Division  of  Reference 
"and  Research  Services 

"They  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  appertaining  to  their  posi- 
"tions,  and  such  additional  duties  in  furtherance  of  the  interests 
"of  the  Librar^r  as  may  be  requested  ©f  them  by  the  Director  of  the 
"Library." 

The  Director  submitted  a  budget  presentation  for  1953.  He  stated  that 
the  basic  figure  was  $2,U02,000.  He  discassed  certain  additional  services  pro- 
posed such  as  the  Egleston  Snuare  Branch  Library  ($20,000.)  and  Hospital  Library 
Service  ($16,000.).  He  stated  that  the  net  amount  for  Personal  Service  would 
be  $12,000.  more  than  that  for  the  current  year. 

The  amounts  to  be  sutmitted  for  books  was  discussed.  The  Director  stated 
that  the  nroposed  estimates  for  books  were  as  follows:  #392  $317,000.,  #U22 
$12,500  (subscriptions  and  periodicals),  #$93  $65,000.  In  the  matter  of  the 
number  of  Deriodical  tit3.es  subscribed  to  by  the  Library-  the  Director  stated 
that  a  survey  was  at  present  in  progress.  In  the  matter  of  unexpended  trust 
fund  income  the  Director  stated  thsA  there  was  ^proximately  a  balance  of  $20,000. 
He  pointed  out  that  some  of  the  fui^s  were  so  highly  restricted  in  use  that  ±%ms 
were  not  always  available  on  the  market. 
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T!he   item  for  repairs  and  maintenance  (#260),  particularly  the  i^^m  f or 
modernization  of  the  Central  Library  ($385,000.)  and  the  Branch  Libraries  ($255,000.), 
h^  been  included.  The  Director  ca3.1ed  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  had  been 
sunpli-d  at  the  Mayor's  request  during  the  preceding  summer  a  capital  budget  program 
fullv  itemized,  and  that  the  iteir^  included  therein  were  included  m  the  present 
estimates,  a  nd  that  the  Mayor  would  have  to  decide  wliich  were  regular  budget  and 
which  capital. 

Jud-e  Donahue  suggested  that  the  modernization  item  for  the  coming  year  be 
reduced  to  the  amount  necessary  to  effect  the  removal  of  the  Newspaper  Room, 

The  Director  suggested  that  the  item  for  modernization  for  the  C.pntral  Library 
be  reduced  to  $250,000.  and  that  in  the  Braxich  Libraries  there  be  omitted  the  amount 
for  Phillips  Brooks  and  for  lighting. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned,  to  resume^  at  U:30  o'clock  p.m.

Maginniss  at  the  request  of  the  Board.  The  Board  directed  that  consideration  of 
an  ai-chitect  for  the  proposed  building  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  meeting. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  an  offer  of  the  Sales 
Managers  Club  to  give  for  the  purchase  of  films  in  the  field  of  sales  funds  in  the 
amount  of  $500.  for  the  fiscal  period  ending  June  30,  1953  to  match  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  Library  for  films  in  the  same  field.  He  stated  that  this  offer  had 
been  made  with  the  provision  that  films  would  be  available  for  borrowing  to  all 
members  of  the  club  which  includes  a  grov^^  that  is  non-resident.  He  pointed  out 
that  this  borrowing  provision  would  be  an  exception  to  the  general  rule  against 
lending  films  to  individuals  \^o  are  not  Boston  residents.  Following  discussion 
it  was  agreed  that  the  gift  be  accepted  and  that  the  borrowing  privilege  for 
these  films  be  extneded  to  all  members  of  the  group. 

Mr  Friedman  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  interest  expressed 
by  a  representative  of  one  of  the  Catholic  hospitals  to  the  branch  librarian  of 
the  Allston  Branch  Library  in  obtaining  a  circulating  collection  of  books  for  the 
hospital.  The  Director  stated  that  he  would  make  inquiry  in  the  matter  and  report 
back  to  the  Board. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  difficult  condition* 
existing  in  the  Memorial  Branch  Library  area  in  the  matter  of  lawlessness.  He 
stated  that  there  is  considerable  unrest  in  the  vicinity  of  the  library,  that  two 
members  of  the  staff  have  been  molested,  that  polio©  protection  has  not  been  able 
to  cover  the  entire  period  of  normal  opening  hours,  and  that  he  had  therefore  taken 
action  to  close  the  libr€uy  at  6  o'clock  all  nights.  He  pointed  out  that  the  Li- 
brary is  situated  in  a  large  high  school  building  which  is  entirely  vacated  during 
the  late  afternoon  an^  evening  hours.  He  stated  that  access  to  the  branch  library 
quarters  was  easily  possible  through  the  vacated  building  after  school  hours.  The 
Board  approved  the  continuing  of  the  6  o'clock  closing  hour  until  further  notiat .

The  President  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  while  the  larger 
proportion  of  the  City  appropriation  was  devoted  to  personnel  there  was  very  great 
need  for  a  more  adequate  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  books.  He  pointed  out 
that  in  every  branch  library  he  has  visited  he  has  been  informed  that  circulation 
is  decreasing  oecause  of  the  lack  of  new  books.  He  commented  that  he  thou^t  that 
the  Mayor  should  also  be  asked  for  an  increased  amount  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  Board  also  discussed  the  possibility  of  making  available  more  foreign 
language  books  for  special  racial  groups  in  the  branch  libraries. 

The  Director  stated  that  appointments  to  the  Examining  Committee  had  been 
made  at  the  preceding  meeting  and  At  that  time  it  had  been  suggested  that  head- 
masters  of  the  public  high  schools  and  the  principals  of  the  parochial  high  schools 
be  named  to  the  Committee.

M.  Lyons,  Miss  ELlen  C.  Wiseman,  and  Mr  Wilfred  F.  Kelley.  From  the  parochial 
high  school  group  were  named:  Rev.  John  ^.   Foley,  Rev.  iabert  Low,  Rev.  Paul 
Moritz,  and  Very  Rev.  Thomas  Nicastro.  Additional  names  were  then  suggested, 
and  there  were  appointed  to  the  Ccsmmittee:  Mr  Eugene  H.  Dorr,  Mr  Hirsh  Freed, 
Mrs  William  M.  Paxton,  Mr  A.  C.  Webber,  Dr  Leon  S.  Medalia,  and  Mrs  Carl  Specter. 

The  President  reported  that  there  had  been  submitted  to  him  by  the 
Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Ciiief  Executive  Officer  a  report  on  recoiunendations 
made  by  the  preceding  Examining  CcMmnittee,  with  comment  on  tliose  that  had  been 
carried  out,  those  to  be  carried  out,  and  those  that  are  not  feasible  to  be  put 
in  operation.  He  stated  that  a  report  on  these  recommendations  would  be  made  to 
the  new  Examining  Committee  at  the  tirae  of  its  organization. 

The  matter  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Examining  Committee  for  a  limitation 
of  one  week  for  the  borrowing  of  new  fiction  was  discussed.  The  Director  pointed 
out  that  the  change  to  a  uniform  three-week  borrowing  period  had  been  adopted  by 
the  more  progressive  libraries  as  a  more  economical  procedure.  He  stated  that  it 
was  believed  that,  in  spite  of  the  three-week  borrowing  privilege,  books  were  re- 
turned on  practically  the  same  basis  as  before  and  that  before  action  to  change  the 
loan  period  was  taken  he  would  suggest  that  a  study  of  actual  borrowing  periods  be 
made  for  the  Board.

The  Director  reported  on  the  recent  conference  vriiich  he,  the  Assistant  to  the 
Director  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  and  the  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge 
of  Business  Operations  had  attended  with  the  City  Planning  Board.  He  called  attention 
to  the  recent  City  Ordinance  requiring  that  all  capital  improvement  projects  of  the 
City  must  first  have  the  approval  of  the  City  Planning  Board  and  thereafter  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Mayor.  The  Director  stated  that  as  a  result  of  the  conference  the 
Board  had  tentatively  scheduled  a  program  for  the  Library  for  the  next  6  years  to 
include  one  half  the  tile  roof  of  the  Central  Library  in  19^U,  "the  other  one  half 
of  the  roof  and  probably  one  branch  library  in  19^5,  and  another  branch  library  m 
1957,  1958,  or  1959.

The  President  reported  on  his  recent  experience  in  attending  meetings  of 
branch  library  groups  of  Friends  of  the  Library,  stating  that  he  thought  that 
excellent  woric  was  being  done  with  this  project,  and  suggesting  the  formation 
of  a  central  council  consisting  of  one  representative  from  each  Fnends  group 
to  meet  for  discussion  with  the  Trustees  from  time  to  time.  He  stated  further 
that,  if  through  such  groups  some  2,000  citizens  representing  the  branch  li- 
braries were  organized,  it  might  be  possible  to  arouse  them  to  obtain  si^port 
from  both  the  state  and  city  for  a  building  program  under  which  15  new  branch 
library  buildings  could  be  erected,  perh^s  through  means  of  20  year  bond  issues. 

The  Board  then  took  up  the  matter  of  reports  on  visits  made  by  its  members 
to  the  branch  libraries.

Drovision  of  desk  lamps  and  adequate  posture  chairs,  and  repairing  or  replacing  of 
worn  tables  and  chairs.  It  was  suggested  that  a  procedure  for  administrative  super- 
vision should  be  established  whereby  adequate  supervision  by  the  general  maintenance 
officers  be  maintained  to  the  end  that  many  of  the  physical  repair  and  replacement 
requirements  be  taken  care  of  automatically  insofar  as  funds  permit. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations  stated  that 
more  than  50  per  cent  of  the  appropriation  for  alterations  and  repairs  had  been  spent 
during  the  current  year  in  the  branch  libraries. 

The  President  inquired  concerning  the  provision  of  tlie  plastic  cover  backs 
holding  magazines  and  the  plastic  covers  for  books.  The  Assistant  to  the  Director, 
and  Chief  Executive  Officer  stated  that  the  magazine  covers  were  very  desirable  but 
very  expensive,  and  that  to  provide  them  would  cost  approxiniately  $3,000.  He  stated 
that  annually  amounts  were  included  in  the  budget  to  provide  the  cavers  throughout 
the  system,  but  that  sufficient  funds  were  disallowed. 

The  President  reported  concerning  the  physical  replacement  needs  in  the  17 
branch  libraries  visited  by  him.  He  stated  that  he  estijnated  that  these  needs  could 
be  met  by  an  expenditure  of  $8,000.  He  proposed  that  consideration  be  given  to  the 
advisability  of  providing  for  the  small  needs  of  the  branch  libraries  before  under- 
taking further  larger  projects.  The  question  was  raised  as  to  the  availability  of 
a  repair  crew  on  the  staff  of  the  Library.  It  was  pointed  out  that  tlie  library  does 
have  such  a  staff  -  carpenters,  painters,  electricians,  t^io  expend  at  least  half 
their  time  on  work  in  the  branch  libraries. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  then  submitted 
to  the  Board  a  presentation  on  the  repair  program  carried  through  during  the  current 
year  at  the  branch  Ubraries,  including  all.  requests  made  ly  the  branch  libraries. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations  stated  that 
the  program  this  year  had  included  a  heavy  schedule  of  painting  in  the  branch  li- 
braries whereas  in  195U  it  was  planned  to  devote  a  larger  proportion  of  the  budget 
to  the  problem  of  lighting. 

The  Board  then  went  on  to  discuss  problems  in  specific  libraries,  such  as  the 
possibility  of  the  transference  of  the  Jamaica  Plain  Branch  Library  building  to  the 
Library  Department  from  the  Public  Buildings  Department;  a  means  of  control  of  hood- 
lumism  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Orient  Heights  Branch  Library;  the  weeding  out  of  the 
book  collections  in  the  branch  libraries;  the  transfer  of  usab3e  books  fr<»  one  branch 
library  to  another,  the  question  of  continuance  of  the  Memorial  Branch  Library  and 
the  possibility  of  inclusion  in  it  of  the  abhool  library  housed  in  the  same  area  of 
the  building;  the  possibility  of  producing  a  film  on  the  Boston  Public  Library  and 
its  activities;  the  discontinuance  of  Tyler  Street  Reading  Room  and  Phillips  Brooks 
Branch  Library;  the  use  by  the  Library  of  Weld  Hall  in  the  Hyde  Park  Branch  Library 
building  now  occupied  by  the  Hyde  Parte  Historical  Society;  the  possibility  of  ob- 
taining other  quarters  on  the  first  floor  of  the  municipal  building  housing  the 
Uphams  Corner  Branch  Library  to  replace  the  swimming  pool  area  housing  tiie  children's 
library.  It  wms  agreed  that  Judge  Donahue  should  be  requested  to  approach  the  Hyde 
Paik  Historical  Society  in  the  matter  of  relinquishing  the  quarters  it  has  occupied 
in  Weld  Hall  and  transferring  its  collections  to  the  Boston  Public  Library,  and  that 
he  should  be  further  asked  to  inquire  into  the  present  status  of  the  negotiations 
with  the  Blue  Hill  Evangelical  Society  in  the  matter  of  the  Phillips  Brooks  Branch 
Library. 
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The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  commented 
concerning  several  other  points  that:  (1)  no  report  of  a  police  problem  at 
Orient  Heights  Branch  Library  had  been  brought  to  his  attention;  (2;  that  all. 
branch  libraries  were  required  to  examine  four  tmes  a  year  the  so-called  dis- 
cards from  all  the  branch  libraries,  housed  at  present  in  the  basement  at  Hyde 
Park  Branch  Library,  to  reclaim  for  use  in  their  branch  library  those  books  for 
irtiich  there  might  be  a  call  in  their  canmunities. 

The  possibiUty  was  discussed  of  compiling  a  report  of  library  needs  as 
a  result  of  the  examination  of  the  branch  libraries  by  the  Trustees  for  presenta- 
tion  to  the  Mayor  iQ  connection  with  the  budget  for  19bU.  The  Assistant  to  the 
Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations  pointed  out  that  the  budget  was  to 
come  up  for  consideration  at  the  meeting  of  December  k  following  the  conference 
which  the  President  and  the  Director  are  to  have  with  the  Mayor  in  the  matter  of 
an  increase  in  the  amount  allowed  for  personal  service.  He  stated  that  if  a 
presentation  is  to  be  made  for  additional  funds  for  the  branch  libraries  the 
Trustees  needed  to  have  a  report  on  their  findings  to  consider  at  the  meeting  of 
December  h   and  that  he  would  therefore  insofar  as  possible  have  ready  a  presen- 
tation for  that  meeting  based  on  the  reports  submitted  Ity  the  Trustees. 

The  President  then  reported  receipt  of  an  invitation  from  the  newly 
organized  maintenance  employees  union,  the  Building  Service  En?)lcyees  Inter- 
national Union,  Local  U09,  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  union  on  November  2k  and 
that  he  and  the  Director  planned  to  attend  the  meeting  and  make  a  brief  state- 
ment of  the  basis  of  a  prqper  employee-administration  procedure.

The  Director  requested  the  nwabers  of  the  Board  to  examine  the  proposal  for  the  in- 
stitute with  a  view  to  suggesting  any  changes  which  might  be  desirable. 

The  Director  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  195U  budget  estijnates  that  final 
consideration  of  them  was  awaiting  the  decision  of  the  Board  as  to  the  policy  Yihlch 
it  wishes  to  follow  with  respect  to  the  maintenance  probelm  in  the  branch  libraries, 
this  in  turn  to  be  followed  by  a  request  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  for  additional  funds 
for  such  maintenance.  There  followed  a  discussion  concerning  certain  of  the  consid- 
erations such  as  overall  repair  of  minor  items  and  replacement  of  obsolete  furnish- 
ings, and  the  possibility  of  the  transfer  of  the  Jamaica  Plain  Branch  from  the  Public 
Buildings  Department  to  the  Library.  The  Director  pointed  out  that  a  certain  propor- 
tion of  these  repairs  were  already  included  in  the  current  preliminary  budget  estimates 
but  that  a  large  portion  of  them  were  outside  the  budget  provisions.

He  stated  that  he  had  had  the  advice  of  an  outside  expert  in  real  estate,  a 
menber  of  the  Examining  Committee,  and  that  it  was  believed  that  the  present  rate 
basis  was  an  adequate  one.  He  was  authorized  to  communicate  with  the  landlord  to  this 
latter  effect.

Mr  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  and  Librarian;  Mr  John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  to  the 
Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer;  Mr  Francis  X.  Moloney,  Assistant  to  the 
Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations;  and  Miss  iOizabeth  B.  Brockunier, 
Assistant  to  the  Director  and  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  President,  Mr  McDonald,  in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  h  December  19^3  as  subaiitted  were  approved. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice  in  the  matter  of  sibling  payrolls 
on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  22  of  chapter  3  of  the  Sevised  Or- 
dinances of  19251  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  and  Librarian,  or 
upon  his  delegation  John  J .  Connolly,  Assistant  to  the  Director, 
and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  or  Francis  X.  Moloney,  Assistant  to 
the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  or  Elizabeth  B. 
Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the  Director  and  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Library 
in  representation  of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four 
weeks  from  21  December  1953« 

The  Boai-d  then  took  under  consideration  the  appointment  of  a  Chief  Li- 
brarian of  the  Division  of  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services.  Following  dis- 
cussion of  the  limitation  of  a  choice  to  the  qualified  candidates  from  within 
the  Library  who  had  been  interviewed  prior  to  the  present  meeting,  it  was  agreed 
that  action  in  the  matter  of  an  appointment  be  deferred  until  a  full  meeting  of 
the  Board. 

Consideration  of  a  communication  from  the  Director  relative  to  salary 
rates  of  certain  officers  of  the  Library  was  deferred  at  the  request  of  Mr  Buxton, 
who  stated  that  he  would  like  to  have  an  opportunity  to  study  further  data  in  the 
matter  before  action  was  taken. 

The  Director  reported  concerning  a  case  involving  a  reclassification  of  a 
position  in  the  Clerical  and  Mechanical  Service.  He  stated  tliat  the  Assistant  to 
the  Director,  and  Chief  Exibcutive  Officer  had  conferred  with  the  Budget  Commission- 
er in  the  matter  of  the  reclassification  of  the  position  of  Fire  Prevention  In- 
spector and  that  the  Budget  Commissioner  had  indicated  that  a  reclassification 
from  Grade  I6  to  Grade  17  would  bring  it  to  the  level  of  conparative  positions 
elsewhere  in  the  City's  enploy.  On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  position  of  Fire  Prevention  Inspector  be  regraded 
from  Grade  16  to  Grade  17  in  the  revised  Pay  Schedule  for 
the  Clerical  and  Mechanical  Service,  Custodial  Group,  as 
adopted  by  the  Trustees  as  of  April  1,  1953* 
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The  Director  presented  a  ccanmunication  under  date  of  December  li^  from  the 
Boston  Public  Library  Professional  Staff  Association  requesting  that  the  Trustees 
give  consideration  to  an  arrangement  whereby  representatives  of  the  Professional 
Btaff  Association  might  be  able  to  present  their  views  on  questions  of  policy  af- 
fecting the  personnel  of  the  Bibliothecal  Service  when  such  questions  are  before 
the  Board. 

The  Director  stated  that  in  the  communication  the  Association  had  called 
attention  to  a  similar  inquiry  in  1939  by  the  Boston  Library  Club  to  which  the 
Board  had  replied  that  such  an  arrangement  was  possible.  Following  discussion  the 
Director  was  requested  to  reply  to  the  Association  that  if  at  any  time  it  has  a 
matter  it  wishes  to  present  to  the  Trustees,  that  is,  a  general  question  affecting 
all  the  staff,  the  Trustees  will  be  &Lad  to  have  the  representatives  appear  before 
the  Board. 

The  Director  presented  to  the  Board  inquiries  that  had  been  received  from 
St  Margaret's  Hospital  and  the  Carney  Hospital  for  placing  with  them  deposits  of 
books  for  the  use  of  nurses.  He  stated  that  there  had  been  a  further  request  from 
the  Ursuline  Academy,  12  Arlington  Street,  for  a  deposit  of  books  for  the  use  of 
the  school.  Following  discussion  of  the  policy  of  affording  a  special  service  to  a 
private  institution,  and  particulariy  the  use  of  public  funds  for  sectarian  purposes, 
it  was  agreed  that  an  arrangement  for  placing  of  deposits  with  the  aforesaid  in- 
stitutions should  not  be  entered  into.  The  Director  was  however  instructed  to  make 
a  selection  of  books  from  discards  of  the  Librai-y  for  turning  over  to  the  aforesaid 
institutions  for  their  use. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations  reported  on 
negotiations  relative  to  the  lease  of  the  quarters  housing  the  Orient  Heights  Branch 
Library.  He  stated  that  the  landlord  had  been  informed  tliat  his  request  for  an  in- 
crease in  rent  had  been  rejected  and  that  his  attention  had  been  further  called  to 
the  need  for  certain  repairs.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Trustees  should  enter  into  a 
lease  for  one  year  on  the  same  terms  as  the  preceding  lease,  and  that  the  landlord 
should  be  pressed  to  carry  through  those  repairs  for  which  he  is  liable  under  the 
lease. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations  reported  in 
the  matter  of  the  lease  of  the  quarters  housing  the  Allston  Branch  Library  that  in 
accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Board  he  had  asked  that  the  landlord  install  new 
flooring.  He  stated  that  the  landlord  had  indicated  that  he  would  be  willing  to  pro- 
vide new  flooring  on  the  basis  of  the  same  rental  for  19'Sh   and  an  increase  in  rent 
for  the  following  two  years  in  the  anount  of  $U00,  bringing  the  rent  to  the  figure 
of  $U,200.  The  Board  then  discussed  the  schedule  for  provision  of  a  new  branch  li- 
brary building  in  the  Allston  area.  In  view  of  the  probabljB  removal  of  the  branch 
library  from  the  present  quarters  within  the  next  few  years,  the  Assistant  to  the 
Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations  was  instructed  to  make  arrangements  for 
a  lease  for  one  year  on  the  same  terms  as  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Btisiness  Operations  brou^t  to 
the  attention  of  the  Board  that  he  had  investigated  the  possibility  of  arranging 
for  leases  of  branch  library  quarters  on  a  longer  than  one  year  term  (e.g.  three 
years),  in  order  to  iitprove  the  Library's  bargaining  position.  He  stated  that  such 
an  arrangement  could  be  entered  into  -vdiereby  a  lease  could  be  written  in  excess  of 
one  year  qualified  by  the  provision  that  an  appropriation  is  available  for  rent  in 
the  succeeding  years.  He  pointed  out  that  while  this  is  not  a  coii?3lete  guarantee 
to  the  landlord  it  is  a  probability  to  him  that  the  Library  will  continue  to  be  a 
tenant. 
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The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  an  offer  received 
from  the  owners  of  the  Allston  theatre  to  sell  the  aforesaid  property  for  library 
use  for  the  amount  of  $£p,000. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  appropriations 
for  the  personnel  item  in  the  budget  would  be  exhausted  before  the  close  of  the 
year,  and  that  a  transfer  was  being  requested  to  provide  the  necessary  funds • 
He  pointed  out  that  in  19^3  in  addition  to  the  estimated  budget  requirements 
there  had  had  to  be  provided  increases  in  wages  for  the  printers  and  binders  in 
the  amount  of  aijproximately  $2,^00  and  wages  for  truck  drivers  in  the  amount  of 
approximately  $2,000  necessitated  during  the  strike  of  the  employees  of  the  Li- 
brary's trucking  concern,  the  H.  B.  Church  Truck  Service  Coirpany. 

The  Director  reported  that  on  Deceowber  7  there  had  been  held  the  initial 
meeting  of  the  new  Examining  Committee.  He  stated  that  Mr  Richard  Ehrllch  had 
been  elected  Vice  Ghaiiman,  and  that  sub-<;ommittee  assignments  of  members  were 
now  to  be  made. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  the  date  for  the 
next  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  falls  on  New  Year's  Day.  It  was  agreed  that  the 
next  two  foU-Owing  meetings  should  be  held  on  January  8  and  January  22. 

The  Director  presented  to  the  Board  a  report  by  the  Keeper  of  Rare  Books 
on  the  results  of  his  European  trip  in  the  matter  of  purchase  of  items  for  the 
Library.  He  stated  that  on  the  basis  of  the  report  it  was  evident  that  the  Li- 
brary had  made  a  saving  above  the  expense  of  the  trip  through  Mr  Haraszti's  pur- 
chasing while  in  Europe. 

Mr  Friedman  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  matter  of  work 
assignments  of  members  of  the  Rare  Book  Department,  particularly  as  to  the  relief 
of  those  with  special  qualifications  from  the  necessity  of  carrying  on  cataloging 
of  the  department's  collections* 

The  Director  discussed  the  matter  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  very 
special  knowledge  requirements  in  the  cataloging  of  items  being  placed  in  the 
Rare  Book  Departments 's  collections,  aiid  the  difficulty  of  providing  sufficiently 
qualified  people  from  among  the  regular  catalogers  of  the  Library.  He  stated 
that  there  was  a  vacancy  in  the  Department,  and  that  employment  of  a  special 
cataloger  was  under  consideration. 

The  President  requested  that  hereafter  the  Secretary  include  a  statement 
of  the  items  of  unfinished  business  in  the  agenda  of  the  meetings.

The  matter  of  the  appointment  of  a  Chief  Librarian  of  the  Division  of  Home 
Reading  and  Community  Services  was  raised.  Vbr  Buxton  read  a  letter  received  by 
him  from  Mr  Henry  A.  Sassemo  in  behalf  of  the  ^pointment  of  Bradford  M.  Hill  to 
tlie  position.  Action  in  the  matter  was  deferred  pending  a  meeting  of  the  full 
Board. 

Further  consideration  of  revision  of  salaries  of  certain  officers  of  the 
library  was  deferred. 

The  Board  then  considered  the  budget  estimates  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Mayor  for  195i4.  TSie  Director  pointed  out  that  with  the  additional  coirmitments 
for  putting  into  effect  completely  the  new  salary  scales  adqpted  as  of  April  1, 
1953  and  the  opening  of  new  units  such  as  the  Egleston  Square  Branch  Library  and 
the  Hospital  Library  Service  the  amount  available  in  the  Personal  Service  Account 
under  the  Mayor »s  five  per  cent  reduction  order  was  insufficient  to  cover  estiioated 
e3q)enditure  without  reduction  in  service  and  that  the  President  and  the  Director 
had  so  informed  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  at  a  conference  on  December  3« 
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He  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  tentative  schedules  for 
revision  in  hours  of  service,  particularly  for  the  branch  libraries,  the  adoption 
of  which  would  make  possible  the  non-filling  of  a  number  of  vacancies  throu^  a 
need  for  less  staff  coverage. 

The  President  suggested  that,  if  non-filling  of  vacancies  does  not  produce 
sufficient  savings  to  meet  the  personnel  budget  needs,  there  might  be  reviewed 
later  the  possibility  of  instituting  also  a  10  a.m.  opening  of  the  Library  for  six 
months  of  the  year*  OMs  suggestion  was  discussed,  particularly  as  to  the  opening 
of  certain  special  departments  of  the  Central  Library  at  10  a.m.  while  the  remainder 
of  "ttie  staff  reported  for  duty  at  9  a.m.  The  Director  pointed  out  that  there  was  a 
relatively  heavy  morning  use  of  the  Central  Library  conpared  to  Branch  Libraries, 
but  that  the  available  statistics  did  not  give  use  by  individual  departments.  Mr 
Friedman  suggested  that  such  a  study  be  made. 

It  was  agreed  that  action  be  taken  to  adopt  the  budget  estimates  in  their 
entirety  for  195U,  and  that  the  Director  be  instructed  to  carry  out  the  adjustments 
in  scheduling  to  effect  the  necessary  savings. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 
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VOTED: 


that  there  be  adopted  the  budget  estimates  to  be  covered  by 
appropriations  from  the  City  of  Boston  as  set  forth  in  the

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The  President  stated  that  at  the  conference  with  His  Honor,  the  I4ayor  there 
had  been  discussed  ^th  him  the  possibility  of  the  provision  of  an  additional  amount 
up  to  $2U,650  to  carry  throu^  certain  refurbishing  of  the  branch  libraries  reccM- 
mended  by  the  Trustees  as  a  result  of  their  recent  personal  inspection  of  the  branch 
libraries  and  that  the  Mayor  had  indicated  the  possibility  of  providing  $20,000. 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  this  sum  included  amounts  for  repairs  in  rented 
quarters  and  suggested  that  the  Board  might  request  $15,000  for  the  project.

The  Director  pointed  out  that  in  areas  there  nd^t  need  to  be  some  re- 
vision in  terms  of  the  social  situation  such  as  South  End  where  there  is  a  heavy 
morning  use  and  Memorial  i^ere  the  libratry  is  closed  in  the  evenings. 

The  President  reporlied  in  the  matter  of  the  transfer  of  the  Jamaica 
FLain  and  Lower  14ills  Branch  Libraries  to  the  Library  that  he  and  the  Assistant 
to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations  had  conferred  with  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Buildings  who  had  agreed  to  the  transfer  f^m  the  Public 
Buildings  Department  and  that  the  Law  Department  had  advised  that  the  Trustees 
should  formally  request  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor  the  transfer  of  the  aforesaid 
properties,  with  full  description  of  the  areas  to  be  so  transferred. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was 
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VOIED:  that  the  President  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  request  of 
His  Honor  the  Mayor  the  transfer  from  the  Public  Buildings 
Department  to  the  Trustees  of  those  properties  housing  the 
Jamaica  Plain  Branch  Library  and  the  Lower  Mills  Branch  Library 
together  with  such  surrounding  land  as  shall  be  described  in 
the  land  area  plans  to  be  drawn  in  connection  with  the  said  transfer. 

The  President  reported  further  that  as  a  result  of  this  same  conference  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  had  agreed  to  approach,  with  the  President,  the 
Draft  Board  with  a  view  to  the  transfer  of  the  activities  of  the  local  board  in  the 
Municipal  Building  housing  the  Uphams  Corner  Branch  Library  to  the  area  now  used  by 
the  Children's  Room,  a  foniier  swimming  pool.  He  stated  that  if  the  Cliildren's  Room 
could  be  moved  to  the  present  Draft  Board  quarters  it  would  be  immediately  adjacent 
to  the  rest  of  the  Branch  Library. 

The  matter  of  the  use  of  a  portion  of  the  Hyde  Park  Braixh  Library  building 
by  the  Hyde  Park  Historical  Society  was  reviewed.  Judge  Donahue  was  requested  to 
approach  Mr  Richard  Chapman,  60  Arboroui^  Road,  Roslindale,  to  request  that  the 
Society  relinguish  the  quarters  it  now  occupies  in  the  building. 

The  President  reported  that  he  had  discussed  the  transfer  of  the  Hawes  School 
property  with  Mr  Dennis  Haley,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  that  the  matter  was  to  be 
presented  to  the  School  Committee  meeting,  that  Mr  Haley  had  indicated  that  because 
of  a  restriction  in  the  title  the  Library,  as  had  the  School  Department,  will  have 
to  establish  that  it  is  using  the  site  until  a  place  for  a  market  is  found,  and  that 
the  trauisfer  should  be  accomplished  within  the  next  three  weeks. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  choice  of  the  architect  for  the  South  Boston  Branch 
Library  should  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  meeting. 

Judge  Donahue  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  legal  status  of  the  Phillips 
Brooks  Branch  Library  that  it  was  his  qpinion  that  the  Trustees  should  petition  the 
Probate  Court  for  removal  of  the  Blue  Hill  Evangelical  Society  as  Trustee  on  the 
basis  that  it  was  not  carrying  out  the  trust  provisions  and  that  the  Trustees  of  the 
Library  had  been  perfonning  its  duties  for  many  years.  He  recommended  that  the  Law 
Depantment  be  requested  to  prepare  a  petition,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was

In  view  of  the  conterr^lated  legal 
action  in  regard  to  this  property  it  was  agreed  that  no  action  in  the  matter  should 
be  taken  at  the  present  time. 

The  urgent  need  for  an  additional  supply  of  the  Plasti-Kleer  book  jacket 
covers  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board.  It  was  pointed  out  that  inasmach 
as  they  are  a  proprietory  article  no  corrqpetitive  bids  had  been  obtained,  that,  al- 
though expensive,  they  were  durable  and  reduced  the  need  for  book  repair.  With  the 
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understanding  that  prior  to  the  entering  into  the  contract  for  purchase  of 
Plasti-Kleer  covers  the  President  would  make  inquiry  as  to  the  possibility 
of  the  manufacture  to  order  of  a  similar  product,  it  was  agreed  to  authorize 
the  award  of  contract  subject  to  the  above  investigation  failing  to  produce 
a  substitute.  Accordingly,  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  awarded  without  public  advertising  to  the

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  there  had  never 
been  a  written  policy  in  respect  to  the  introduction  of  liquor  on  the  premises 
and  that  because  of  certain  instances  of  its  being  served  during  the  Christmas 
holidays  he  thought  that  it  would  be  well  to  adopt  such  a  policy. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  secoiided  it  was 

VOTED:  that  alcoholic  beverages  may  not  be  introduced  or  served 
within  the  Library. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  case  of  a  member 
of  the  staff  involved  in  court  action  as  a  result  of  an  alleged  attempted  ex- 
tortion on  the  Library's  premises,  that  the  day  before  it  had  been  learned  that 
the  individual  had  been  involved  in  previous  court  action.  He  stated  that  the 
individual  in  question  has  ho   tenure  and  that  as  a  result  of  the  information  at 
hand  he  would  request  the  immediate  resignation  of  the  aforesaid  individual. 

The  President  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  matter  of  the 
number  of  full-time  personnel  employed  by  the  Library,  stating  that  in  1951 
there  were  6l8,  1952  there  were  613  (althou^  there  were  some  extra  people  on 
the  payroll),  and  in  1953  there  were  6U7.  He  stated  that  he  had  requested  the 
preparation  of  a  list  of  those  leaving  service  and  their  replacements  in  1953* 

The  Director  stated  that  tiiere  are  22  unfilled  vacancies,  that  there  are 
3ii  individuals  holding  positions  which  are  new  services,  and  that  a  detailed 
study  would  be  ready  for  tiie  next  meeting. 

The  President  stated  that  this  represented  56  human  units  not  doing  the 
same  work,  and  that  in  1951  there  had  been  recommended  by  the  Trustees  a  no-hire, 
no-fire  policy,  that  some  employees  had  been  replaced,  and  that  he  would  like  a 
presentation  c  onceming  the  reason  for  filling  certain  vacancies  or  the  reason 
for  change  in  units  of  service.  The  Rresident  stated  that  he  had  requested  that 
tliere  be  submitted  hereafter  at  the  first  meeting  each  month  an  analysis  of  the 
enploynent  turnover  of  the  preceding  month  for  con^aratlve  purposes,  such  analysis 
to  be  in  terms  of  numbers  and  not  specific  poaitions. 

Mr  Buxton  suggested  that  a  quarterly  presentation  would  provide  a  suf- 
ficient check,  with  the  Director  to  provide  an  explanation  of  variations. 

The  President  thereiqjon  requested  that  the  Director  submit  at  the  first 
meeting  in  /4>ril  a  report  on  the  number  of  employees  and  replacements,  if  any, 
made.

Circular  Letters  No.  1,  2,  and  3  fr<»n  the  Mayor's  Office  were  read  and 
ordered  placed  on  file. 

Consideration  of  the  appointment  of  the  Chief  Librarian  of  the  Division 
of  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  was  again  deferred  inasmuch  as  the  full 
Board  was  not  present. 

Further  consideration  of  the  revision  of  salaries  of  certain  officers 
of  the  Library  was  also  deferred  pending  a  meeting  of  the  full  Board. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reports 
on  the  progress  of  the  transfer  of  the  Jamaica  Plain  and  Lower  1-Iills  Brancla  Li- 
braries that  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  secure  the  detailed  plan  of  the  site 
which  is  being  prepared  by  the  Street-Laying -Out  Department  the  letter  of  request 
win  go  forward  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor. 
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The  PresideiTb  stated  that  the  matter  of  the  use  of  space  in  the  Hyde  Park 
Branch  Library  by  the  Hyde  Park  Historical  Society  had  been  referred  to  Judge  Donahue, 
who  was  ill  at  the  present  time.  The  President  indicated  that,  in  the  event  that 
Judge  Donahue  should  be  unable  to  confer  ;d.th  the  representative  of  the  Society,  he 
would  be  willing  to  be  of  aid  in  the  matter. 

The  President  stated  tliat  he  had  received  a  telephone  call  from  the  City 
Councillor,  William  J.  Foley,  Jr,  requesting  that  the  Board  hear  a  group  of  war 
veterans.  South  Boston  residents,  who  are  using  a  building  on  the  Hawes  School 
site  i^ich  the  Trustees  propose  as  the  site  for  the  new  South  Boston  Branch  Library. 
Following  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  arrangements  be  made  to  hear  this  group  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  namely,  February  19. 

Consideration  of  the  selection  of  an  architect  of  the  new  South  Boston  Branch 
Library  building  was  defended. 

The  Director  reported  that  as  instructed  at  the  preceding  meeting  the  question 
of  the  legal  status  of  the  Phillips  Brooks  Branch  Library  had  been  referred  to  the 
Law  Department. 

The  President  stated  that  14r  Friedman  had  suggested  that  a  study  be  made  of 
the  actual  use  by  the  public  of  the  special  departments  during  the  day,  particularly 
the  early  morning  period  of  9  -  10  a.ra.  The  Director  stated  that  such  a  survey 
would  be  made  and  that  its  results  would  be  reported  to  the  Board.  The  Director  re- 
ported further  that  at  the  preceding  meeting  the  institution  of  revised  hours  of  ser- 
vice had  been  authorized  as  of  Februaiy  1,  but  that  tiiis  revision  would  not  go  into 
effect  until  February  15  in  order  to  provide  time  for  sufficient  public  notice  to  the 
users  of  the  Library.  He  stated  that  in  certain  instances  where  there  is  extensive 
early  moming  use  of  the  branch  libraries  during  the  cold  weather  the  morning  closing 
would  be  delayed  until  later  in  the  spring. 

The  Board  then  took  under  consideration  the  matter  of  the  turnover  of  per- 
sonnel. The  President  pointed  out  that  His  Honor  the  Mayor  had  requested  a  five 
per  cent  cut  aai  that  the  Library  had  an  increase  of  ei^t  per  cent. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  reported  that  there 
is  in  process  at  the  present  time  a  reduction  of  personnel,  that  since  January  1  ten 
fewer  individuals  irere  now  on  the  rolls,  but  that  in  the  face  of  new  service  demands 
it  was  a  question  of  how  far  this  could  be  continued.  He  pointed  out  that  there  had 
been  added  new  public  service  units,  a  coat  room,  a  book  cleaning  project,  in 
accordance  with  the  decisions  of  the  Board. 

The  question  of  whether  the  situation  was  to  be  faced  as  (1)  a  policy  of  a 
fixed  number  of  euployees  or  (2)  a  flexible  number  of  eii?)loyees  within  a  fixed 
budgetary  limitation  was  discussed.  No  action  was  tiaken.  It  was  agreed  that,  as 
previously  requested,  a  montiily  report  on  personnel  will  be  made  which  lists  those 
individuals  resigning  and  retiring  with  their  specific  replacements. 

The  President  stated  that  he  had  approved  a  trip  to  New  York  by  the  Keeper 
of  Rare  Books,  for  the  puipose  of  purchasing  books,  at  an  expenditure  of  approximately 
$60.  On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was 

VOTED:  that  an  eDq)enditure  up  to  $60.  by  Zoltan  Haraszti,  Keeper 
of  Rare  Books,  be  approved,  in  connection  with  a  trip  to 
New  York  City  for  the  puipose  of  purchasing  books. 
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The  Board  gave  consideration  to  the  arrangements  to  be  entered  into  for 
the  coming  year  for  the  bookmobile  service.  The  President  reported  that  there 
had  been  secured  from  the  Dickson  Truck  Service  Company  in  connection  with  last 
year's  contract  an  option  to  purchase  the  two  bookmobiles  for  the  sum  of  $10,CXX)., 
said  option  to  be  exercised  before  February  28.  He  stated  that  under  library 
ownership  the  advantage  of  library  operation  would  be  the  avoidance  of  situations 
such  as  the  recent  interruption  of  bookmobile  service  through  a  strike,  and  that 
the  alternative  will  be  the  contracting  for  complete  service  of  furnishing  dnver, 
maintenance,  and  garaging  of  the  bookmobiles  by  a  commercial  fiim. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  informed 
the  Board  that  he  had  been  assured  that  if  present  arrangements  were  to  be  con- 
tinued there  would  be  an  increase  in  the  rate  charged  by  the  Dickson  Truck  Ser- 
vice Coirpany.  Following  discussion  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was

The  Director  stated  that  this  represented  a  reduction  of  approximately  $9,200. 
from  the  library  estimates  as  submitted.  The  Director  stated  further  that  this 
amount  did  not  include  any  provision  for  the  refurbishing  of  branch  libraries 
as  proposed  by  the  Trustees,  but  that  it  was  hoped  that  this  might  be  obtained 
later. 

The  Director  reported  receipt  of  a  communication  from  Mr  Joseph  F. 
0»Connell  concerning  the  condition  of  the  unbound  back  files  of  the  Boston  Post, 
The  Director  stated  that  it  had  been  planned  to  maintain  microfilja  copies  of 
Boston  newspapers,  that  these  had  been  obtained  by  gift  from  the  Boston  Globe 
and  the  Boston  Herald,  that  the  Library  itself  could  not  afford  to  microfilm  a 
newspaper,  at  its  sole  expense,  but  that  it  was  hoped  that  the  Boston  Post 
would  agree  to  make  a  microfilm  copy  available  to  the  Libraiy  as  a  gilt^  Ha 
stated  that  Mr  O'Connell  had  been  informed  that  the  Library  had  retained  one 
unused  file  copy  for  binding  purposes  if  a  microfilm  copy  should  not  be  forth- 
coming.

The  President,  Mr  McDonald,  in  the  chair. 

The  President  read  a  letter  from  His  Honor  the  Mayor  under  date  of  February  17 
bringing  to  the  attention  of  tiie  Trustees  the  recommendations  of  the  5outti  Boston 
N^^rho^d  Rehabilitation  and  Conservation  Committee,  ^^^^^f  ^\l^Sn 
ing  to^be  erected  in  South  Boston  be  erected  on  a  site  opposite  the  South  Boston 
Municipal  Building  instead  of  on  the  Hawes  School  site.  In  his  communication  His 
IZTl^e   Kr  -quested  that  the  Trustees  ^ve  full  consideration  to  the  views  of 
the  said  Coi4.ttee,  stating  that  the  Cornnittee  was  of  the  opinion  ^^at  the  Hawes 
School  site  was  in  the  center  of  congested  traffic  and  a  lo^cal  site  for  commercial 
development,  and  that  the  site  opposite  the  Municipal  Building  had  a  ^ore  cental 
location  and  could  be  economically  heated  through  use  of  the  heating  plant  of  the 
Municipal  Building, 

Following  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  the  Board  should  hear  the  presentation 
of  the  representatives  of  the  South  Boston  group  who,  with  Councillor  William  J. 
Folev  Jr  were  waiting  to  come  before  the  Board.  It  was  the  consensus  of  opinion, 
however,  that  while  this  group  could  present  its  objections  to  the  selected  site  it 
had  no  authority  to  recommend  another  site. 

Councillor  Foley  and  Commander  John  Harvey,  Past  Commander  Michael  Coyne, 
Adiutant  Patrick  F.  Sheehan,  Past  Commander  Joseph  Walker  then  came  before  the  Board. 
Th^  made  a  presentation  concerning  the  usu  of  the  Hawes  School  site  on  the  basis  that 
such  use  would  deprive  them  of  the  quarters  for  their  American  Legion  Post  365.  The 
Board  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  group  that  should  the  Library  not  use  the 
property  it  was  probably  that  it  would  be  disposed  of  for  comioercial  purposes  and 
that  they  would  lose  their  Legion  quarters  in  either  event. 

Councillor  Foley  spdce  briefly  concerning  the  groups  in  South  Boston  who 
were  interested  in  having  the  Library  placed  elsewhere  on  the  basis  of  the  con- 
gestion and  heavy  traffic  around  the  proposed  Hawes  School  site  and  its  availability 
for  commercial  use  as  tax-paying  property.  A  discussion  of  the  action  to  be  taken 
concerning  the  Hawes  School  site  then  took  place.  On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded 

it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  Trustees  hereby  abandon  the  use  of  the  Hawes  and 
Simonds  school  properties  as  a  site  for  the  erection  of  a 
building  to  house  the  South  Boston  Branch  Library. 

The  group   then  withdrew.  The  meeting  was  then  resumed. 

The  Board  then  discussed  an  alternate  site  for  the  South  Boston  Branch  Li- 
brary, namely,  the  Lincoln  School  site.  On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was

Council  approval  of  transfer  of  the  Lincoln  School  property, 
from  the  School  Department  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Li- 
brary of  the  City  of  Boston  for  use  in  connection  with  the 
erection  of  a  branch  library  building. 

Messrs  Friedman  and  Buxton  were  recorded  as  not  voting.

The  question  of  the  revision  of  salaries  of  certain  officers  of  tne  Li- 
brary was  then  raised.  The  Board  then  went  into  executive  session,  following 
which  the  meeting  was  resumed. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reported 
in  the  matter  of  the  transfer  of  the  Jamaica  Plain  and  Lower  Mills  Branch  Li- 
braries that  the  question  had  arisen  as  to  the  amount  of  land  surrounding  the 
buildings  the  Trustees  wish  to  acquire.

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The  matter  of  the  filling  of  the  vacancy  in  the  position  of  Supervisor 
of  Reference  and  Research  Services  was  considered.  The  Assistant  to  the  Director, 
^  ffi^cutive  Officer  brought  to  the  attention  of  the   Board  that  there  were 
Hiumb^r  of^romotional  appointments  to  come  before  the  Board  for  action  in  Apnl. 

Judge  Donahue  moved  that  no  vacancies  be  mied  until  the  April  meeting 
of  the  Trustees  and  that  no  vacancies  be  filled  at  any  tijne  without  the  approval 
of  the  Board. 

Following  discussion  of  the  first  of  the  two  motions  made  by  Judge

Mr  Friedman  suggested  that  there  might  be  some  legal  difficulties  presented  by 
restrictions  in  connection  with  giXts  received  by  the  Society  and  suggested  that 
Mr  Kerr  confer  directly  with  Mr  Richard  E.  Chapman  and  draw  up  the  necess^ 
papers  to  effect  the  release  by  the  Society  of  its  use  of  quarters  in  the  branch 
library  building. 

The  President  reported  that  there  had  been  no  further  developments  in 
the  matter  of  the  Lincoln  School  site  for  the  South  Boston  Branch  Libraiy.

A  regtaar  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as  an  Administra- 
tive Agency  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the  Trustees  Room  at  3:30  o'clock  p.m. 

Present:  Messrs  Buxton,  Donahue,  Friedman,  and  McDonald,  Trustees. 

The  President,  Mr  McDonald,  in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  April  2  as  presented  were  approved. 

A  report  on  the  signing  of  payrolls  was  made  by  the  Director  in  connection 
with  the  Board's  action  a  short  time  ago  to  limit  authorization  to  sign  said  pay- 
rolls to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer.  He  stated  that  the  exigencies 
of  the  schedules  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  the  City  Auditor's  Office 
both  of  which  hav  e  to  approve  the  said  payrolls  before  they  can  be  processed  for 
payment  made  iirperative  prompt  signing  on  the  part  of  the  Library's  representatives 
to  conform  to  the  aforesaid  schedules.  Following  discussion,  it  was  agreed  that 
one  additional  individual  be  authorized  to  sign  witli  a  record  kept  of  the  times 
the  third  individual  signs.  On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Ma/or  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  22  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  192^  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  and  Librarian,  or 
upon  his  delegation  John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  to  the  Director, 
and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  or  Francis  X.  Moloney,  Assistant 
to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Library  in  representa- 
tion of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four  weeks  from 
26  April  195U* 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reported 
that  action  on  the  transfer  of  the  Lower  Mills  Branch  Library  to  the  Trustees  would 
be  taken  by  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  of  the  City  Council  within  the  next  week 
with  consideration  of  the  Jamaica  Plain  Branch  Library  building  to  be  taken  \sp 
later. 

The  Director  stated  that  Mr  William  H.  Kerr  of  the  Law  Department  had  in- 
dicated that  it  would  be  several  weeks  before  he  would  be  able  to  take  \xp   the 
matter  of  the  release  by  the  Hyde  Park  Historical  Association  of  the  quarters  it 
now  occupies  in  the  Hyde  Pai^  Branch  Library.  He  stated  that  he  would  get  in 
touch  with  Mr  Kerr  shortly. 

The  Director  reported,  in  the  matter  of  the  South  Boston  Branch  Library 
site,  that  the  formal  letter  of  request  for  the  transfer  of  the  Lincoln  school 
site  from  the  School  Departjnent  was  awaiting  the  president's  signature.  He 
stated  that  the  School  Committee  had  agreed  to  the  transfer. 

Consideration  of  the  selection  of  an  architect  for  the  new  South  Boston 
Branch  Library  was  again  deferred,  pending  transfer  of  the  site. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reports 
that  the  matter  of  the  status  of  the  Phillips  Brooks  Branch  Library  had  been  re- 
ferred to  the  Attorney  General's  Office,  and  that  an  Assistant  Attorney  General, 


Miss  Dorice  S.  Grace,  had  been  assigned  to  the  matter.  He  stated  that  he  had  con- 
ferred  with  Miss  Grace,  that  he  had  suppUed  her  viith  background  material,  that  she 
had  not  indicated  that  she  would  present  a  formal  written  statement,  but  had  offered 
to  confer  with  the  present  President  of  the  Board,  Mr  Patrick  F.  McDonald,  and  also 
with  the  President  of  the  Board  at  the  time  of  the  conference  witn  the  Trustees  of 
the  Blue  Hill  Evangelical  Society,  namely,  Mr  Lee  li.  Friedman. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  also  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  dangerous  condition  of  the  chimney  of  the  Phillips 
Brooks  Branch  Libraxy  building.  He  stated  that  he  had  sent  a  communicatxon  to  the ^ 
Blue  Hill  Evangelical  Society  calling  the  matter  of  its  attention,  and  requesting  im- 
mediate repairs.  He  stated  that  he  had  also  informed  the  Building  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  Board  requested  that  the  Attorney  General  be  fomally  notified 
that  the  Trustees  would  like  to  conclude  the  Liatter,  and  that  he  be  informed  of  the 
dangerous  condition  of  the  chimney,  action  on  widch  should  be  taken  at  once.  The 
Director  stated  that  this  would  be  done. 

Circular  Letters  No.  8,  8-A,  9,  and  10  from  the  Mayor's  Office  were  read 
and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  President  reported  receipt  of  a  communication  from  Mr  Perlie  Dyar  Chase 
of  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners,  and  at  present  in  charge  of  the  Cerebral 
Palsy  Drive  among  city  employees.  Following  discussion  of  the  advisabiUty  of  al- 
lowing further  fund  solicitation  within  the  Library,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Board 
should  not  make  an  exception  to  its  long  standing  policy  in  the  present  instance. 

The  Director  announced  the  impending  retirement  of  Richard  G.  Appel,  Chief 
of  the  Music  Department,  Division  of  Reference  and  Research  Service,  effective  May  1, 
19 5U.  On  motiom.  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  Richard  G.  Appel  be  appointed  Chief,  Music  Department, 
aneritus,  effective  May  1,  19^h* 

The  Director  reported  that  the  balance  of  the  salary  and  wage  adjustments 
in  conformance  with  the  schedules  for  the  Library  Service  adopted  and  put  into  effect 
on  April  1,  1953,  would  be  due  to  be  paid  as  of  April  1,  195U.  He  stated  that  pro- 
vision had  been  made  for  these  in  the  Library's  budget  and  that  arrangements  were  being 
made  to  put  these  salary  and  wage  adjustments  into  effect  probably  in  the  course  of 
the  month  of  May  retroactive  to  April  1,  195U« 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  there  sliortly  would 
be  put  into  effect  a  summer  schedule  of  hours  of  public  service  in  the  branch  li- 
braries.  He  stated  that  at  the  time  of  consideration  of  the  budget  the  decision  of 
the  Board  had  been  to  close  the  branch  libraries  on  Saturday  mornings  frofa  May  1 
through  October  31,  in  order  to  effect  savings  as  a  part  of  the  program  to  meet  the 
library's  reduced  budget  allowances  for  19SU.  Following  discussion  of  the  problem 
as  a  matter  of  public  relations  it  was  decided  to  resume  the  fonner  summer  schedule 
of  Saturday  closing  from  June  1  through  September  30.  On  motion  duly  made  and

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The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  in  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  brought 
the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  matter  of  the  lease  of  the  premises  presently- 
used  by  the  South  Boston  Branch  Library,  stating  that,  with  ttie  envisaged  build- 
ing schedule  for  the  proposed  new  branch  library  building,  it  was  evident  that 
the  library  would  occiq^y  the  present  quarters  for  a  further  year.  He  stated 
that  the  landlord  had  proposed  a  fifteen  dollar  a  month  reduction  in  rent,  with 
the  Trustees  to  assume  responsibility  for  the  heating.  He  stated  that  the  land- 
lord's proposal  would  be  more  expensive  to  the  library.  The  President  stated 
that  he  would  talk  with  the  aforesaid  landlord  in  the  matter. 

The  President  stated  that  the  Examining  Committee  for  19$3-Sl4  had  sub- 
mitted its  report  on  Wednesday,  April  21,  that  he  had  been  present  at  the  meeting, 
that  the  Vice  Chairman  had  done  excellent  work  and  that  he  believed  that  the  re- 
port was  a  good  one. 

Mr  Friedman  inquired  as  to  the  carrying  through  of  the  recommendations  of 
the  Examining  Committee  of  the  preceding  year.  He  was  informed  that  a  complete 
report  on  the  suggestions  and  the  action  taken  had  been  made  to  the  members  of 
the  Committee.  He  inquired  as  to  the  action  taken  on  the  specific  suggestion  for 
a  reduction  in  the  loan  period  for  new  books.  Following  a  general  discussion  the 
Director  indicated  that  he  would  make  a  presentation  in  the  matter  to  the  Board. 
He  stated  that  a  recent  study  had  indicated  that  despite  the  three  week  loan 
period  the  majority  of  books  teixi  to  come  back  at  the  half  way  mark  in  the  three 
weeks  period.  Mr  Friedman  also  inquired  as  to  the  recommendation  of  the  acquisi- 
tion of  additional  works  in  foreign  languages.  The  Director,  and  Assistant  to  the 
Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  both  reported  on  the  increased  budget  al- 
locations for  such  books  during  the  past  year  for  use  in  the  branch  libraries  in 
the  appropriate  language  group  areas.

He  stated  that  at  a  conference  with 
representatives  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  Maintenance  Enployees  Local  Union 
No.  I3IU  more  than  a  year  ago  the  Board  had  agreed  that  such  appointaaents  should 
be  made.  He  stated  that  the  6  a.m.  to  3  P«m.  schedule  had  been  filled  earlier 
and  that,  unless  the  Board  should  decide  otherwise,  he  would  now  proceed  to 
appoint  Senior  Building  Custodians  for  the  two  unfilled  8  hour  schedules  of  12  mid. 
to  8  a.m.  schedule  and  3  p.m.  to  12  mid.  He  pointed  out  that  there  was  pending 
an  appeal  to  the  Civil  Service  Conmission  by  one  of  the  interested  individuals 
in  connection  with  the  particular  shift  assignment  of  the  present  Senior  Building 
Custodian  on  the  daytime  shift  that  might  alter  the  assigned  schedules  at  a 
later  date.

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A  regular  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as  an  Administra- 
tive Agency  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the  Trustees  Room  at  3^30  o'clock  p.m. 

Present:  Archbishop  Gushing,  Messrs  Buxton,  Friedman,  and  McDonald,  Trustees. 

The  President,  Mr  McDonald,  in  the  chair. 

Before  the  fonnal  meeting  began  there  took  place  a  presentation  to  tlie 
President  of  a  check  in  the  amount  of  $200.  as  a  giJTt  to  the  Library  for  its 
Centennial  Fund  from  the  Building  Service  liiigjloyees  International  Union,  Local 
Number  1^09 •  The  presentation  was  made  by  the  President  of  the  Union,  Mr  Frank  P. 
Moran.  There  were  also  present  in  representation  of  the  Union,  Mr  David  O'Keefe, 
the  Vice  President,  and  I'lrs  Catherine  A.  Smith. 

The  Board  expressed  appreciation  of  the  action  of  the  members  of  the 
Union  in  making  this  gift  to  the  Library  and  the  Union  representatives  then 
withdrew. 

The  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  April  23  and  May  7,  and  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  May  7  as  submitted  were  approved. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice  in  the  matter  of  sibling  payrolls 
on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTEH):  that,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  22  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  1925  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  and  Librarian,  or 
upon  his  delegation  John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  to  the  Director, 
and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  or  Elizabeth  B.  Brockunier, 
Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Secretary  of  the  Board,  be  and 
hereby  is  authoidzed  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Library  in 
representation  of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four 
weeks  frc»n  28  May  195U. 
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Thfi  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  pending  retirement 
of  the  i^f  ?^e  iS^tion  Office,  because  of  disability,  stating  that  the 
^»rS  considers  a  program  for  the  public  relations  of  the  Liorary  at  may  wish  to 
Sne  s^e  o?  the  dSSs  of  tl.is'^posiUon  with  the  general  puoUc  relations  activx- 
ties  it  may  establish. 

The  Director  reported  that  on  May  10  the  City  Council  had  passed  ^  O^^er  for 
the  transfer  of  the  Jamaica  Plain  Branch  Library  site  to  the  Lxbrary  and  that  the 
Order  had  been  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  Hay  12. 

The  Director  reported  concerning  the  status  of  the  space  in  the  Hyde  Park 
Historical  Sty  that  the  matter  was  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Law  DepartmenU 

The  Director  reported  on  the  status  of  the  site  for  the  South  Boston  Branch 
Tnhrarv  that  the  Mavor  had  transmitted  his  recommendation  for  the  transfer  of  the 
LiS  school  sitfto  the  City  Council,  and  U.at  the  City  Council  has  referred  xt 
to  its  Committee  on  Public  Lands  for  consideration  and  recommendation. 

The  matter  of  the  selection  of  an  architect  for  the  proposed  branch  library 
building  prior  to  the  acquisition  of  the  site  was  raised.  No  action  was  taken. 

The  Director  reported  briefly  concerning  the  legal  status  of  the  ^^^^PS 
Brooks  Branch  Library,  indicating  that  no  reply  to  the  Libraiy's  coimnunicataon  had 
been  received  as  yet  from  the  Attorney  General «s  Office. 

The  President  reported  in  the  matter  of  his  further  negotiations  with  the 
landlord  of  the  South  Boston  Branch  Libraiy,  that  the  landlord  had  not  agreed  to 
continue  to  provide  the  heat  for  the  building  and  had  requested  an  increased  rent. 
Foll^g  discussion,  the  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations, 
was  SlSL^ted  to  continue  to  send  a  rental  payment  in  the  same  ^^^^^,  ^fi^^^^^^f  %^' 
with  an  accoirpanying  voucher  to  state  that  the  check  is  payment  m  full  for  rent  for 
the  appropriate  month. 

Circular  Letters  No.  12,  13,  Oi^,  and  X$   from  the  Mayor's  Office  were  read 
and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Director  reported  receipt  that  day  from  the  City  Clerk  of  a  resolution 
of  the  City  Council  to  the  effect  that  the  City  Departments  be  requested  to  make  a 
report  to  the  City  Council,  througii  His  Honor  the  Mayor  on  the  status  of  the  obtain- 
ing of  signatures  upon  petitions  distributed  \^  His  Honor  tiie  Mayor  as  Boston  Chair- 
man for  the  Ccsnmittee  for  One  Million  Against  the  Admission  of  Red  China  to  Uie 
United  Nations.  Following  discussion  the  Director  was  instructed  to  reply  in  terms 
of  the  long-standing  rule  of  the  Trustees  that  it  is  not  feasible  to  circulate  such 
petitions  in  the  Library. 

The  President  stated  that  the  Board  should  consider  i^at  action  it  is  to 
take  concerning  the  matter  of  the  normal  changes  in  remuneration  for  which  members 
of  the  staff  are  eligible  in  accordance  witii  the  current  salary  and  wage  scales. 
The  Board  then  considered  Schedule  I,  covering  those  who  between  the  dates  of  Apial  1- 

December  31,  1953  had  become  eligible  for  an  i^^^^^^^^/^^^^^f  ^J^^f  .^^^^^^^^^f 
anniversary  date  ^ich  had  not  been  paid,  this  Schedule  to  be  effective  January  1, 
195U;  Schedule  II,  covering  those  who  between  the  dates  of  Januaiy  1  -  March  31, 
195U  had  beccsne  Eligible  for  an  increase  on  a  service  anniversary  date  which  had  not 
been  paid,  this  Schedule  to  be  effective  as  of  the  appropriate  anniversary  dates; 
schedule  III,  covering  those  wiio,  on  the  revised  salary  scale  of  i^ril  1,  1?p3,  had 
been  barred  from  reaching  their  proper  salary  level  because  of  a  $500.  ceiling  on 
increases  in  that  year,  this  Schedule  of  payment  of  increase  balances  to  be  effective 
April  1,  1951i  preferably;  ani  Schedule  IV,  covering  toose  who  between  the  dates  of 
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April  1  -  December  31,  195U  would  become  eligible  for  an  increase  on  a  service 
anniversary  date,  this  Schedule  to  be  effective  as  of  the  appropriate  anniversary 
dates. 

The  Director  stated  that  funds  were  not  available  at  the  present  time 
for  putting  all  four  schedules  into  effect,  but  that  it  was  hoped  that  sufficient 
savings  would  be  achieved  through  leaving  vacancies  unfilled  and  changes  in  hours 
of  service  to  do  so  at  a  later  date.  He  recommended  that  at  tiiis  time  Schedule 
I,  II,  and  IV  be  put  into  effect.  Following  discussion,  on  motion  duly  made 
and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  salary  and  wage  increases  be  granted  as  set  forth  in 

the  attached  Schedules  I,  II,  and  IV  on  the  dates  specified 
in  the  said  Schedules,  subject  to  the  availability  of 
appropriations  therefore 

The  President  stated  that  the  appointment  of  Senior  Building  Custodians 
at  the  Char  lest  own  ai¥i  EgLeston  Square  Branch  Libraries  was  before  the  Board, 
and  that  these  appointments  do  not  represent  additions  to  the  staff. 

The  Director  called  to  the  Board's  attention  that  a  year  ago  in  adopting 
the  new  Classification  of  Employees  an  accoir5)anying  revised  Salary  and  Wage 
Scale,  in  accordance  vdth  the  classification  and  scales  adopted  for  the  City  of 
Boston  in  general,  the  Trustees  had  approved  a  change  in  grade  for  the  branch 
library  custodians,  from  Junior  Building  Custodian  to  Senior  Building  Custodian. 
He  reminded  the  Board  that  the  Director  of  Civil  Service  had  approved  the  change 
in  grade  for  all  of  the  present  incumbents  as  of  September  1,  1953,  subjf*<"-t  to 
tlie  meeting  of  a  Qualifying  Examination  by  the  individuals  who  had  had  more  than 
two  years  of  service  and  the  passing  of  a  Promotional  Examination  for  those  in- 
dividuals who  had  had  less  tnan  two  years  of  service.  The  certification  of  the 
former  group  by  the  Director  of  Civil  Service  following  the  passing  of  ttxe  Quali- 
fying Examination  had  been  coirpleted  in  the  early  months  of  195U.  The  certifi- 
cation of  the  latter  group  by  the  Director  of  Civil  Service  had  just  been  made, 
and  accordingly  there  remained  only  the  taking  of  the  necessary  confirming  votes 
by  the  Trustees.  On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was

The  Director  brou^t  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  a  communication  from 
the  Director  of  Civil  Service  concerning  a  reclassification  of  certain  employees 
in  the  Clerical  and  Mechanical  Service  of  the  Library.  He  stated  that  such  a 
reclassification  had  been  made  by  the  Library  administration  at  the  time  of  the 
reclassification  of  positions  in  the  departments  of  the  City  in  terms  of  the 
City»s  reclassification  plan  for  all  but  a  few  of  the  Library's  positions,  namely, 
those  in  the  Shipping  and  Receiving  Section.  He  stated  further  that  the  present 
communication  had  come  as  a  result  of  a  request  for  reclassification  in  the  afore- 
said sections.  He  reported  that  he  now  proposed  to  confer  with  the  Director  of 
Oivil  Service  to  personally  apprise  the  Director  of  Civil  Service  of  the  situation 
relative  to  the  other  positions  in  the  Library. 
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The  Director  stated  that  he  was  planiiiiig  to  attend  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  American  Library  Association  and  the  Association  of  Research  Libraries  at 
Minneapolis  June  20  -  26  in  representation  of  the  Library.  On  motion  duly  made 
and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  Milton  £•  Lord,  Director,  and  Librarian,  be  authorized  to 
represent  the  Library  at  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  American

The  President  reported  that  he  believed  that  a  further  stucfy  should  be  given 
to  the  proposal  for  the  making  of  a  color  and  sound  film  of  the  Boston  Public  Library 
system  pointing  out  that  such  vrould  be  useful  in  showing  to  groii^js  that  the  Trustees 
were  atten^lbing  to  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Library  such  as  the  I-Yiends  of  the 
various  branch  libraries.  Following  discussion  of  the  value  of  such  a  film,  on 
motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  President  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  study  the 

possibility  of  the  preparation  of  a  film  on  the  Boston  Puolic 
Library  and  services  rendered  by  it.

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operatioxis  reported  in 
the  matter  of  the  status  of  the  inquiry  concerning  use  of  space  by  the  Hyde  Park 
Historical  Association  at  the  Hyde  Park  Branch  Library  that  Mr  William  H.  Kerr,  of 
the  Law  Department,  had  stated  that  his  present  schedule  was  so  heavy  that  he  would 
not  be  able  to  take  up  the  matter  until  late  summer  or  early  fall. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations  presented 
to  the  Board  an  Order  of  the  City  Council  under  date  of  June  7,  19i>ii,  transmitted 
by  the  City  Clerk,  transferring  to  the  care,  custody,  control,  and  management  of  the 
Library  Department  for  library  purposes  the  Lincoln  school  site.  Follovdng  discussion 
concerning  transfer  of  legal  title  to  the  property  to  the  Trustees,  the  Assistant  to 
the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  was  instructed  to  request  the  aid 
of  the  Law  Department  in  the  matter  of  a  possible  revision  of  the  text  of  the  Order 
so  as  to  provide  that  the  Trustees  also  be  given  use  of  the  site  for  library  purposes. 

The  selection  of  an  architect  for  the  South  Boston  Brancii  Library  was  con- 
sidered. Action  was  deferred  pending  inspection  by  members  of  the  Board  of  certain 
library  buildings  in  the  area. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations  reported  in 
the  matter  of  the  legal  status  of  the  Phillips  Brooks  Branch  Library  that  letters 
had  been  written  and  telephone  inquiries  made  to  the  Attorney  General's  Office,  but 
that  no  reply  to  the  Trustees*  inquiry  had  been  received  to  date.  A  letter  from  the 
President  is  to  be  sent. 

Circular  Letter  No.  10  from  the  Mayor's  Office  was  read  and  ordered  placed 
on  file. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  reported  that 
progress  had  been  made  on  the  survey  of  library  personnel  and  that  it  was  hoped 
that  the  report  would  be  ready  for  the  Trustees'  consideration  in  the  early  fall. 
He  further  reported  that  the  Library  personnel  had  been  decreased  by  30  since 
January  1,  195U. 
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The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  reported  re- 
ceipt under  date  of  June  2,  195U,  of  a  communication  from  Local  No.  16  of  the 
International  Brotherhood  of  Bookbinders  informing  the  Library  that  the  Union 
has  reached  a  new  agreement  with  the  Gra^phic  Arts  Institute  for  a  revision  in 
wage  rates  and  requesting  the  cooperation  of  the  Library  in  putting  the  new  scale 
into  effect  in  the  Binding  Department  as  of  May  U,  19^U.  He  stated  that  to  date 
the  revised  scales  had  not  been  put  into  effect  in  the  City  Printing  Department. 
No  action  was  taken. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  reported  re- 
ceipt of  a  communication  under  date  of  June  10,  19^U  from  Mr  Francis  P.  Moran, 
President  of  Local  No.  U09  of  the  Building  Service  Employees'  International  Union, 
requesting  consideration  of  the  revision  of  the  method  of  confuting  additional 
vacation  for  en^jloyees  upon  completion  of  their  five  and  ten  years  of  service. 
The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  stated  that  under 
present  policy  the  individual  was  granted  an  increase  to  three  weeks  and  to  four 
weeks  of  vacation  in  the  year  following  the  conpletion  of  his  fil'th  and  tenth 
year;  thus  he  does  not  receive  the  full  benefit  until  his  aixth  and  seventh  year 
or  t4nth  and  eleventh  year  vacation  respectively.  Following  discussion,  on  motion 
duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that,  effective  June  1,  195U,  the  foUowing  revision  in 

vacation  arrangements  be  made  for  the  Sub-Professional  Li- 
brary Service  and  the  Clerical  and  Mechanical  Service: 

(1)  that  to  those  who  prior  to  June  1  in  any  year  have 
conpleted  five  but  less  than  ten  years  of  full-time 
service  there  be  granted  three  weeks  of  vacation; 

(2)  that  to  those  who  prior  to  June  1  in  any  year  have 
completed  ten  or  more  years  of  full-tine  service 
there  be  granted  four  weeks  of  vacation. 

In  connection  with  the  additional  vacation  granted  to  employees   the 
Board  discussed  the  matter  of  overtime,  particularly  the  additional  amount 
required  to  meet  absence  because  of  longer  vacations.  Following  a  brief  rep<>rt 
by  the  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  the  President 
requested  that  a  report  on  overtime  in  the  various  units  be  made  in  connection 
with  the  staff  survey  report  being  prepared  for  the  Board. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Boara  a  communication  under  date  of  June  3  from  Local  k09 
of  the  Building  Service  En?)loyees»  International  Union  (A.F.L.)  requesting  payment 
at  Senior  Building  Custodian  rates  for  those  Junior  Building  Custodians  teii?)oranly 
assigned  to  work  in  place  of  a  Senior  Building  Custodian.  FoUowing  discussion, 
the  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  was  instructed  to 
state  to  the  President  of  the  Union  that  the  Trustees  have  considered  its  request 
and  have  rejected  it. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  brou^t  to  the 
attention  of  the  Board  a  communication  under  date  of  June  Ih   from  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  Professional  Staff  Association  requesting  a 
meeting  of  a  delegation  from  the  Executive  Board  with  the  Trustees  to  discuss  the 
problem  presented  by  the  payment  of  the  service  anniversary  increases  in  remunera- 
tion without  payment  at  the  same  time  of  the  balance  of  pay  increases  due,  result- 
ing in  the  receipt  by  a  number  of  juniors  of  salaries  greater  than  those  of  seniors 
^\he  sme  grade.   It  was  the  sense  of  the  Board  that  the  problem  should  first 
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be  discussed  by  the  Executive  Board  with  the  Director  before  being  presented  to  the 
Trustees.  The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  stated  that 
he  would  so  inform  the  President  of  the  Association. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  stated  that 
with  the  transfer  of  the  Lower  Mills  Branch  Library  building  to  the  Library  it  became 
the  responsibility  of  the  Library  to  take  over  its  custodial  care.  He  stated  that  it 
was  his  recommendation,  concurred  in  by  the  branch  librarian,  that  a  part-time  Junior 
Building  Custodian  be  appointed,  to  work  a  maximum  of  30  hours  per  week.

The  Director  stated  that  he  would  inform  the  architects  at  once  of  their  selection  for 
the  work. 

The  Director  reported  concerning  the  legal  status  of  the  Phillips  Brooks 
Branch  Library  that  the  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations, 
had  been  handling  the  matter,  and  had  conferred  with  the  Assistant  Attorney  General 
who  had  reported  that  his  office  had  been  in  touch  with  representatives  of  the  Blue 
Hill  Evangelical  Society,  that  the  Blue  Hill  Evangelical  Society  had  held  a  meeting, 
and  that  its  attorney  was  to  confer  with  the  Assistant  Attorney  General.

The  Director  reported  on  the  status  of  leglslaUon  for  state  aid  for  li- 
braries that  the  bill  introduced  in  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  to  re- 
imburse in  part  the  City  of  Boston  for  library  service  had  been  referred  by  the 
Committee  on  State  Administration  to  the  Rules  Committee,  that  the  bill  had  been 
lumped  in  a  group  of  sane  five  other  bills  and  sent  to  ihe  Ways  and  Means  Committee, 
and  that  it  had  not  been  passed.  He  stated  that  tids  was  not  a  bill  introduced 
by  a  library  group,  that  it  would  now  be  necessary  to  introduce  a  new  bill,  and 
that  this  new  bill  should  not  be  introduced  by  a  library  or  professional  literary 
group  but  rather  by  a  citizen  group  such  as  library  trustees.  He  stated  that  the 
bill  should  be  entered  before  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  and  that  the 
Mayor  had  indicated  his  approval  of  presenting  such  a  bill. 

The  President  called  attention  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts 
Library  Trustees  Association  a  Trustee  of  this  Library  had  suggested  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  on  state  aid  and  that  the  committee  had  been  appointed.  The 
Director  stated  that  to  date  this  committee  had  merely  acted  in  terms  of  the  bill 
already  introduced  into  the  Legislature.  The  President  stated  that  he  expected 
to  work  with  this  committee  in  the  drawing  iq?  of  a  biU  wtiich  sets  forth  state 
aid  for  libraries. 

The  Director  reported  that  tentative  proposals  for  capital  budget  expendi- 
tures for  the  Library  had  been  drawn  up  by  the  City  Planning  Boards  He  stated 
that  the  proposals  sutanitted  to  the  Library  caUed  for  erection  of  twelve  new 
branch  library  buildings  and  that  the  order  of  the  building  schedule  did  not  agree 
with  that  of  the  Library's  program.  He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  RosUn- 
dale  was  not  first  but  well  down  in  the  list.  He  stated  that  the  proposals  were 
tentative  and  would  be  studied.  He  reported  that  provision  was  to  be  made  for 
replacing  the  tile  roof  of  the  Central  Library  next  year,  to  be  dune  on  a  one-year 
basis  rather  than  over  a  two-year  period  as  earlier  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board, 
He  stated  that  His  Honor  the  Mayor  had  indicated  that  provision  for  the  roof  would 
be  included  in  a  loan  order  next  year  with  the  Library' s  definite  proposals  for 
the  roof  to  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  Mr  Charles  J, 
Fox,  early  this  fall.

Circular  Letters  No»,  22,  23,  and  2i;  from  the  14ayor's  Office  were  read  and 
ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reported  in 
the  matter  of  the  status  of  the  title  to  the  site  of  the  proposed  South  Boston  Branch 
Library  that  the  Gorpo  ation  Counsel  had  informed  him  that  while  the  legal  title  rests 
in  the  City  of  Boston  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  s^Dproving  the  transfer  of  the 
land  to  the  Trustees  vests  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  tiie  full  use  of  the 
property  in  their  hands. 

The  Director  announced  the  retireiaent,  effective  11  August  195i4>  of  William  F.

The  Director  announced  the  retirement  of  William  B.  Gallagher,  Chief  of 
the  Printing  Department,  effective  7  September  195U.  On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded, 
it  was 

VOTED:  that  effective  8  September  195U  William  B.  Gallagher  be  appointed 
Chief  of  the  Printing  Department,  Qneritus, 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  pending  retirements  of  members  of  the  Printing 
Department  would  reduce  the  staff  from  6  to  2  men.  He  stated  that  he  would  report 
in  the  matter  at  the  next  meeting  in  connection  with  a  report  on  the  personnel 
situation. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  Director  of  Civil  Service  had  notified  the  Li- 
brary that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  is  now  ready  to  undertake  the  review  of  the 
classification  of  civil  service  positions  in  the  Library,  earlier  proposed  by  him. 
He  stated  that  the  review  is  to  be  done  on  or  after  October  1. 

The  President  reported  receipt  of  a  request  fi^am  Matthew  L.  McGrath,  Jr, 
International  Representative  of  the  Building  Service  finployees  International  Union, 
to  appear  before  the  Board  in  behalf  of  the  Union  eir^^loyees  in  the  Librairy.  The 
President  stated  that  the  matter  in  question  was  apparently  objection  to  the  Li- 
brary's method  of  payment  for  overtime  work,  which  conforms  to  the  City's  regula- 
tions for  overtime  payment.  He  stated  that  the  case  in  question  involved  the  women 
cleaners,  and  that  he  had  informed  Mr  McGrath  that  the  women  cleaners  are  paid  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  men,  altliough  they  work  30  hours  as  coirpared  to  the  men's 
UO  hours* 

The  Director  reported  that  Mr  McGrath  had  also  communicated  directly  with 
the  Librsuy  and  that  a  letter  had  gone  to  him  earlier  in  the  week  to  which  a  rq)ly 
had  not  as  yet  been  received.  The  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  matter  coiid  be 
cared  for  without  a  hearing  before  the  Board,  through  action  by  the  Director  of  the 
Library. 
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The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  request  for  the 
presentation  of  the  19b  5  Red  Feather  Canpaign  Fund  to  employees  of  the  Library. 
The  Board  approved  the  presentation  to  the  staff  of  this  annual  appeal  in  accor- 
dance with  its  practice  of  making  for  this  one  appeal  an  exception  to  its  regula- 
tion forbidding  solicitation  of  the  staff. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reported 
that,  with  the  approach  of  cold  weather,  action  had  had  to  be  taken  to  provide 
heat  at  the  South  Boston  Branch  Library  where  the  Library  is  a  tenant-at-will  in- 
asmuch as  the  Trustees  have  been  unwilling  to  enter  into  a  lease  on  the  basis  of 
the  land  lord's  demand  for  an  increased  rent  as  well  as  the  provision  of  heat. 
He  stated  that  the  condition  of  the  heating  equipment  had  also  necessitated  in- 
spection and  repair  of  equipment  at  a  cost  of  $36  and  that  payment  of  the  October 
rent  had  been  withheld,  pending  report  to  the  Board. 

Following  discussion,  the  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business 
Operations  was  instructed  to  pay  the  October  rent  with  notice  that  the  Trustees 
are  not  waiving  their  rights  and  to  include  a  statement  on  the  slip  acconpanying 

the  rent  check  that  the  check  is  "payment  in  full".

The  Director  reported  that  the  Mayor  had  held  a  conference  with  department 
heads  on  the  19 b5  budget  at  \diich  he  had  infomed  them  that  there  was  to  be  in- 
stituted for  1955  a  performance  budget  of  T«riiich  each  part  must  carry  full  program 
details.  Also  they  were  informed  that  an  equipment  and  repair  loan  would  be 
floated  for  taking  care  of  special  repair  and  maintenance  projects  in  1955>  such 
as  the  coirpletion  of  the  Central  Library  building's  tile  roof.  The  Director  called 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that,  although  heretofore  the  Trustees  had  accoir^janied 
their  annual  budget  estimates  with  a  detailed  statement  of  personnel,  the  amount 
appropriated  for  personnel  had  been  a  lump  sum  appropriation,  and  that  care  must 
now  be  exercised  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees  to  assure  that  their  control  of  their 
personnel  be  not  disturbed  by  the  new  budget  procedure. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  City  Planning  Board  as  the  agency  with  the 
responsibility  for  drawing  up  the  city's  capital  budget  presentation  has  been 
studying  branch  library  coverage.  He  stated  that  it  is  proposing  a  25  year  pro- 
gram, with  relocation  in  the  next  five  years  of  a  number  of  inadequate  branch  li- 
braries, such  as  Mt  Bowdoin,  Mt  Pleasant,  and  Memorial  so  as  to  serve  the  areas 
by  a  combined  service  with  the  placing  of  a  new  branch  in  the  Grove  Hall  area  and 
and  the  early  replacement  of  the  Roslindale  Branch  Library  but  with  the  replace- 
ment of  the  tile  roof  the  only  item  set  down  for  3^55. 

The  President  stated  that  he  was  proposing  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  that 
the  City  spproach  the  Legislature  for  permission  to  borrow  $3>50O,0OO-$U,00O,0Q0 
for  branch  libraries,  that  on  the  basis  of  a  30  year  bond  issue  it  would  cost 
only  $125,000  a  year  to  cover  the  branch  libraries,  that  under  such  a  plan  aH 
areas  of  the  City  would  have  like  library  treatjnent,  and  that  money  for  new  books 
would  thus  be  provided. 

Judge  Donahue  then  reported  concerning  the  status  of  the  Phillips  Brooks 
Branch  Library  that  the  Registrar  of  Deeds  had  brought  to  him  the  trust  instru- 
ments of  the  Blue  Hill  EvangeUcal  Society,  but  that,  in  view  of  the  comment  on 
the  discontinuance  of  that  Branch  Library  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Mayor's 
Citizens'  Comudttee  on  Municipal  Finance  sent  to  the  Trustees,  he  had  not  dis- 
cussed the  situation.

The  Director  reported  concerning  the  survey  of  the  Library  under  tiie  auspices 
of  the  Mayor»s  Citizens*  Coimaittee  on  Municipal  Finance  that  the  report  in  its  present 
?arm  was  tentative  and  that  he  had  communicated  in  the  matter  with  the  Chairman  of 
tS  Go^ttee  and  that  he  was  to  talk  with  the  Chaiman.  The  airector  indicated  that 
he  would  make  a  report  to  the  Trustees  on  the  several  matters  treated  in  tne  report, 
many  of  the  points  of  which  he  was  in  agreement  with. 

The  President  stated  that  he  liad  been  requested  to  aj^pear  before  the  Committee, 
but  would  defer  to  the  Board's  wishes  in  the  matter. 

The  Board  then  discussed  the  quesUon  of  overstaffing  raised  by  the  Committee's 
report,  particularly  the  savings  in  personnel  that  might  ensue  through  the  closing  of 
s^  of  the  smaller  branch  libraries  and  the  increased  use  of  sub^rofessional  assis- 
tants in  replacement  of  professional  assistants  in  many  areas  of  service. 

The  President  stated  that  he  thought  it  desirable  that  a  copy  of  the  full  re- 
port, not  merely  the  summary,  should  be  provided  to  each  member  of  the  Board.  The 
Sre^tor  stated  that  he  had  been  informed  that  copies  were  to  be  made  available. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attenUon  of  the  Board  that  the  Direct^  of 
Administrative  Services  had  been  examining  some  of  the  activities  of  departments  of 
the  City  and  in  this  examination  had  enlisted  the  aid  of  Mr  Charles  Evans,  ^o  had 
f omerly  been  employed  as  a  consultant  W  the  Griff enhagen  Associates.  He  stated 
that  the  City  Printing  Department  had  been  examined  and  that  m  conjunctaon  with 
it^  acti^Ues  examnlti^  had  been  made  of  the  Library's  Printing  Department,  where 
foL  of  the  six  employees  had  recently  retired.  He  stated  that  to  serve  as  an  expert 
the  head  of  the  Printing  Department  of  the  City  of  Detroit  had  been  called  in,  that 
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he  had  found  that  in  both  places  the  major  part  of  the  equipment  dated  back 
to  1890,  and  that  in  neither  place  were  there  being  used  certain  modern  printing 
developments  such  as  offset  printing  that  could  provide  an  efficient  inexpensive 
form  of  printing.  The  Director  reported  that  the  recommendation  of  the  expert 
will  probably  suggest  the  combination  of  the  two  units  in  the  City  Printing  De- 
partment, with  the  purchase  of  certain  modem  equipment  that  should  enable  the 
provision  of  less  expensive  printing,  but  that  he  had  advised  that  steps  should 
be  taken  to  insure  printing  of  a  quality  adequate  to  the  Library's  needs,  if  the 
Library  is  to  relinquish  its  printing  activities  to  the  City  Printing  Department. 

The  Director  stated  further  that  this  same  expert  has  examined  the 
Library's  binding  problem  and  believes  that  a  saving  could  be  effected  through 
a  division  of  the  binding,  the  ordinary  books  to  be  bound  by  a  commercial  binder 
and  the  special  books  to  be  bound  in  the  Library's  Binding  Department. 

The  Director  stated  that  a  full  report  will  be  made  concerning  both 
departments  to  the  Board.

The  President,  Mr  McDonald,  in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  1  October  195U  as  subPiitted  were  approved. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice  in  the  matter  of  signing  payrolls 
on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  22  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  192^  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  and  Librarian,  or 
upon  his  delegation  John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  to  the  iiLrector, 
and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  or  Elizabeth  B.  Brockunier,  Assistant 
to  the  Director  and  Secretary  of  the  Board,  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Library  in  representation 
of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four  weeks  from 
18  October  19^U. 

The  Board  then  considered  the  report  prepared  on  the  various  recommenda- 
tions made  by  the  Examining  Committee  for  19^3-195U.  It  requested  that  copies 
of  the  report  be  ndmeographed  aiui  sent  to  the  members  of  the  Coradlttee. 

The  Board  then  gave  consideration  to  the  selection  of  individuals  to  be 
appointed  to  the  new  Examining  Committee.  It  was  suggested  that  no  members  of 
the  preceding  committee  be  reappointed  who  had  not  been  present  at  any  meeting. 
The  following  individuals  were  suggested  for  s^pointments  Mr  Paul  H.  Buck, 
Mrs  Philip  Cowin,  Mr  Harold  T.  Davis,  Mr  Williffla  D.  Ireland,  Admiral  John  L. 
McCrea,  Miss  Elizabeth  Maginnis,  Professor  Robert  E.  Moody,  Mr  Sidney  R.  Rabb, 
Hon%  G.  Bruce  Robinson,  Hon.  Charles  A.  Rome,  Mr  Edward  W.  Supple,  Mr  Edward  F. 
Vti.lliams. 
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It  was  agreed  that  additional  stiggestionsfor  appointment  to  the  Committee 
be  supplied  by  members  of  the  Board  to  the  Director. 

The  Director  reported  that  since  the  preceding  meeting  Mr  Joseph  S.  Slavet, 
of  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau,  who  had  prepared  the  preliminary  report  on  the 
Library  for  the  Mayor's  Citizens  Committee  on  Municipal  Finances,  had  conferred  with 
him.  The  Director  stated  that  Mr  Slavet  and  his  associates  would  examine  his  findings 
in  detail  with  the  Director  of  the  Library  and  his  people,  with  a  view  to  making  any 
revision  in  his  report  that  might  be  necessary,  after  which  as  Director  of  the  Library 
he  would  prepare  for  the  Trustees  his  presentation  on  the  report. 

The  President  reported  that  at  a  recent  conference  with  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
attended  by  himself  and  the  Director  the  matter  of  closing  certain  branch  libraries 
had  been  discussed.  The  President  stated  that  the  Mayor  had  requested  that  the  Board 
delay  any  action  to  close  branch  libraries  until  such  time  as  the  Mayor  has  received 
officiallv  the  final  report  of  the  Iteyor's  Citizens  Committee  on  Municipal  Finances. 


The  Director  reported  that  the  Director  of  Municipal  Services,  Mr  Charles  J. 
Fox  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  City's  Printing  Section,  Mr  John  J.  Twomey,  had 
come  to  the  Library  on  October  Hi  to  discuss  in  general  terms  the  Library's  Printing 
Department  and  the  possibility  of  the  transfer  of  its  activities  to  the  Printing 
Section  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Director  stated  that  tlie  final  report  of  the  ex- 
pert engaged  to  survey  the  City's  Printing  Section  had  not  been  rendered,  and  that 
until  such  time  as  this  report  can  be  studied  final  action  should  not  be  taken. 
He  stated  that  there  would  have  to  be  assurance  of  an  efficient  operation  of  the 
Printing  Section  of  the  City  if  it  were  to  meet  the  Library'  s  needs  for  printing 
as  well  as  an  adequate  quality  of  printing.  He  suggested  that  as  a  test  of  its  print- 
ing possibilities  the  City' s  Printing  Section  might  perhaps  be  asked  to  print  the 
centennial  history  of  the  Library  for  wiiich  the  manuscript  is  now  at  hand.  He  recom- 
mended that  in  order  to  insure  and  adequate  printing  for  the  book  the  services  of 
Rudolph  Ruzicka  be  retained  to  supervise  the  printing,  pointing  out  tiiat  the  City's 
Printing  Section  has,  in  his  judgment,  neither  the  imagination  nor  the  experience 
with  varied  type  faces  for  performing  a  distinguished  piece  of  work  otherwise.  The 
Director  stated  that  he  would  secure  competitive  prices  on  the  work  from  a  commercial 
printer  as  well  as  an  estimate  from,  the  City's  Printing  Section. 

There  followed  a  discussion  of  the  advisability  of  modernizing  the  equipment 
of  the  Library's  Printing  Departjuent  instead  of  turning  to  outside  agencies  for 
printing  work. 

Circular  Letters  No.  25,  26,  and  27  from  the  Mayor's  Office  were  read  and 
ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  Circular  Letter  No*  26  requested  submission 
not  later  than  October  1$   of  suggestions  involving  new  legislation  or  amendments  to 
existing  statutes. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  case  of  a  member  of 
the  staff  ^o  had  been  injured  in  line  of  duty  and  who  will  be  incapacitated  for  a 
number  of  months.  He  stated  that  the  individual  in  question  has  heavy  family 
responsibilities  and  is  in  need  of  financial  assistance.  On  motion  duly  made  and 
seconded,  it  was 
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VOTED:  that  the  sum  of  $100.  be  paid  to  Francis  P.  Moran,  Principal 
Cleric,  Shipping  Department,  from  the  income  of  the  Alice 
Lincoln  ;^hitney  Fund. 

The  Director  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  revision  of  the  salary  and  wage 
scales  adopted  as  of  April  1,  1953,  that  because  of  the  ceiling  placed  on  increases 
in  1953  by  the  City  there  was  a  balance  due  to  certain  members  of  the  staff  to 
brinp  them  to  their  proper  level  on  the  new  scales.  He  stated  that  at  the  time 
action  had  been  taken  in  the  Spring  of  195U  to  authorize  the  routine  annivers^ 
increases  it  appeared  that  sufficient  funds  would  be  available  in  the  personnel 
budget  for  this  group  only  later  in  the  year,  and  that  action  in  the  matter  had 
therefore  been  delayed  for  consideration  when  a  more  exact  appraasal  of  expendi- 
ture needs  for  the  year  would  be  possible.  He  stated  that  the  increases  put  into 
effect  in  the  Spring  without  the  aforesaid  salary  level  adjustjnent  had  resulted 
in  situations  where  juniors  were  receiving  more  th&n  their  seniors  and  he  stated 
also  that  the  new  salary  and  wage  scales  for  other  City  employees  had  been  put 
into  effect  one  year  earlier.  He  stated  that  on  the  occasion  of  a  recent  visit 
to  the  Library  of  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  Mr  Charles  J.  Fox,  he 
had  discussed  with  Mr  Fox  the  payment  of  balances  due  on  1953  salary  scales  and 
the  possible  need  of  additional  funds  probably  to  an  amount  between  ^22,000  and 
$28,000  to  put  these  into  effect  in  195U.  He  reported  that  the  Director  of 
Administrative  Services  had  been  aware  of  the  Library's  tight  personnel  service 
budget  for  195)4,  that  he  had  indicated  that  he  would  be  willing  to  make  available 
from  other  sources  the  balance  of  the  funds  beyond  the  appropriation  necessary 
for  the  Durpose,  and  that  he  had  indicated  further  that  he  thought  that  the  in- 
creases should  be  put  into  effect  as  of  January  1,  195U  from  his  knowledge  of 
situations  that  have  arisen  in  other  city  departments  during  tins  period  of 
readjustment  of  wages.  Following  a  discussion  particularly  as  to  the  availabiHty 
of  funds,  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  put  into  effect  as  of  January  1,  195U,  the 

balance  of  the  increases  to  put  fully  into  effect  the  salary 
and  wage  scales  adopted  as  of  April  1,  1953,  subject  to  the 
availability  of  funds  for  the  purpose. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  would  sutxnit  to  the  Director  of  Administrative 
Services  a  statement  of  his  understanding  of  the  agreement  reached  at  their  recent 
conference  whereby  sufficient  funds  were  to  be  made  available  to  meet  the  afore- 
said increases  when  and  as  necessary,  and  that  he  would  request  a  confirmation 
of  this  statement  prior  to  putting  the  aforesaid  vote  into  effect. 

In  conjunction  with  the  aforesaid  salary  adjusl^nents  the  Director  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  action  of  the  City  in  putting  into  effect  in 
the  Printing  Section  the  new  union  wage  scale  for  book  binders  as  of  May  U,  195h* 
He  stated  that,  if  the  members  of  the  Library' s  Binding  Department  were  to  continue 
on  the  same  wage  basis  as  the  City's  Printing  Section,  action  should  be  taken  to 
put  the  new  union  rate  into  effect.  It  was  moved  that  increases  be  granted  in 
accordance  with  the  wage  scale  for  book  binders  adopted  as  of  May  U,  195U. 

It  was  also  moved  to  amend  both  the  vote  as  to  balances  due  on  salary 
and  wage  scales  and  the  above  motion  so  as  to  make  payable  increases  only  to  those 
individuals  currently  in  the  employ  of  the  Libraiy.  The  motion  to  mmnd  was  put 
to  a  vote  and  was  defeated.  On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 
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VOTED:  that  there  be  and  hereby  are  adopted  new  wage  scales  for 

eirployees  of  the  Printing  and  Binding  Departiaents,  Division 
of  Business  Operations,  effective  May  h,  19^k   as  follows: 

(Detailed  Schedules  are  now  in  process  of  preparation.) 

The  Director  presented  a  request  transmitted  by  the  President  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library  Professional  Staff  Association  on  behalf  of  the  several  staff  organiza- 
tions  in  the  Library  that  perirdssion  be  granted  by  the  Trustees  for  the  solicitation 
of  contributions  toward  the  restoration  of  the  Old  North  Church  steeple.  The  Board 
was  of  the  opinion  that  an  exception  should  not  be  made  in  the  present  instance  to 
its  long  standing  policy  against  soUcitation  of  the  library  staff  for  other  than 
the  annual  Community  Fund  appeal. 

The  Director  reported  that  since  the  budget  estimate  must  be  submitted  by 
November  1  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  a  special  meeting  for  tlie  purpose.  Follow- 
ing discussion  it  was  agreed  that  the  Trustees  should  have  a  special  meeting  on  the 
budget  on  Friday,  October  29  at  U:00  p.m.

A  special  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as  an  Adioinistrative 
Agency  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the  Trustees  Room  at  U:00  o'clock  p.m. 

Present:  lludge  Donaliue,  Mr  Friedman,  and  Mr  McDonald, 

The  President,  Mr  McDonald,  in  the  chair. 

The  Director  stated  that  a  copy  of  the  tentative  budget  estimates  for  1955 
to  be  sutnitted  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  had  been  sent  to  each  of  the  Trustees  in 
advance  of  the  meeting  for  his  examination. 

The  President  stated  that  he  had  examined  the  proposals  and  that  he  wished 
to  call  particularly  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  Item  Number  260  -  Repairs  and 
Maintenance  of  Buildings  and  Structures.  He  pointed  out  that  the  amount  for  1955* 
$nkih6^9   was  $137,000  above  that  to  be  spent  for  19$h*     The  Director  reported  that 
the  amount  of  the  previous  year's  appropriation  had  been  low,  that  it  had  been 
approximately  $125,000  in  the  preceding  years. 

The  President  called  attention  to  the  proposed  inclusion  in  Item  Number  260 
of  Groups  IV  and  V  of  the  modernization  program  on  the  basis  that  their  cost  might 
be  met  from  city  sqDpropriation  inasmuch  as  funds  in  the  Dr  Samuel  Abbott  Green 
Memorial  Fund  would  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  total  cost  of  the  modernization 
program. 

The  Board  proceeded  to  a  discussion  of  the  several  items  in  the  proposals 
under  Number  260:  the  proposed  use  of  the  Abbey  Room  for  a  public  catalog  room  to 
be  followed  by  the  extension  of  subject  departmentalization  in  the  vacated  Bates 
Hall  space;  the  need  for  repainting  and  improving  the  lighting  in  Bates  Hall;  the 
problem  of  the  exorbitant  e3qpense  of  maintenance  of  the  historic  building  housing 
the  West  End  Branch  Library,  particularly  the  proposed  esqienditure  of  $lb,000.  for 
roofing  and  other  incidental  repair.  The  Board  made  tentative  reductions  in  the 
proposals  under  260  as  follows:  elimination  of  the  proposed  Exhibits  Office  and

Photographic  Laboratory  (Group  V);  elimination  of  provision  for  new  illuminated 
signs  at  six  branch  libraries;  postponeanent  of  air  conditioning  of  the  Adams 
Street  Branch  Library;  removal  of  all  amounts  in  the  budget  estimates  for 
repairs  and  renovation  of  the  Brighton  and  Mt  Pleasant  Branch  Libraries  with  a 
view  to  their  early  removal  from  present  quarters;  elimination  of  relighting 
two  branch  libraries,  of  replacement  of  toilet  facilities  in  the  Binding  De- 
partment, of  rewiring  the  Binding  and  Printing  Departments,  of  installation  of 
air  circulating  equipment  in  certain  areas  of  the  Central  Library  basement,  of 
provision  for  painting  and  for  repairs  or  replacement  of  flooidng  in  the  branch 
libraries. 

The  Board  then  turned  to  consideration  under  Item  Number  390  -  Miscellaneous 
Supplies  and  Materials,  of  the  amount  proposed  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the 
branch  libraries,  namely,  the  sum  of  $300,000.  The  Director  pointed  out  that  an 
amount  for  books  for  the  reference  collection  was  entered  in  substantially  the 
same  amount  as  the  preceding  year's  appropriation,  namely,  $60,000  in  another 
section  of  the  budget.  (Item  590).  The  need  for  increased  appropriaUon  for  books 
for  branch  libraries  over  that  of  the  preceding  year,  namely,  $152,000  was  dis- 
cussed, particularly  as  to  the  relationship  of  circulation  of  books  to  adequate 
book  stock  and  as  to  size  of  circulation  coir^Dared  with  that  of  other  cities.  A 
reduction  in  the  estimate  for  books  for  branch  libraries  of  $100,000  was  considered. 
The  Board  agreed  that  a  budget  estimate  for  books  for  branch  libraries  should  be 
submitted  in  the  amount  of  $250,000  and  for  the  reference  collection  in  the  amount 
of  $60,000. 

The  matter  of  the  amount  to  be  included  for  personnel  service  was  then 
taken  up. 

The  President  pointed  out  that  there  was  being  requested  only  the  amount 
of  $11,000  for  19^5  over  that  of  tiie  revised  appropriation  allo\.ances  of  19i?U« 

The  problem  of  the  delineation  of  the  duties  of  professional  and  non- 
professional library  eiT9)loyees,  the  applicability  of  the  examination  sorstem  to 
the  work  performed,  the  staff  study  now  in  progress  of  being  made,  and  the  cost 
of  the  part-time  service  for  evenings  and  overtime  service  for  Sundays  and  holi- 
days were  discussed.  It  was  agreed  that  the  amount  in  the  estimates  for  part- 
time  service  week-days  should  be  cut  by  $50,000,  and  that  the  amount  for  evenings, 
holidays  and  for  Sundays  should  be  cut  by  $33,000. 

The  Board  discussed  briefly  certain  other  items  in  the  budget  proposal^. 
Thereupon,  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  changes  be  made  in  the  tentative  estimates  submitted 
to  the  Board  at  tliis  meeting  as  set  forth  bdlow:

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice  in  the  matter  of  signing  payrolls, 
on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  22  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  1925  Milton  E,  Lord,  Director,  and  Librarian,  or 
upon  his  delegation  John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  to  the  Director, 
and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  or  Elizabeth  B.  Brockunier,  Assistant 
to  the  Director  and  Secretary  of  the  Board,  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Library  in  representation 
of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four  weeks  from 
8  November  195U» 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reported 
in  the  matter  of  the  legal  title  to  the  South  Boston  Branch  Library  site  receipt 
of  an  opinion  from  the  Corporation  Counsel,  under  date  of  October  18,  that  al- 
though title  to  land  transferred  to  the  care,  custody,  management  and  control 
of  the  Trustees  for  library  purposes  r'emains  in  the  City  of  Boston,  the  land 
will  not  be  transferred  to  other  uses  as  long  as  it  is  needed  for  library  purposes 
except  under  exceptional  circumstances. 

The  Director  reported  that  a  statement  of  requirements  for  library 
activities  for  the  new  South  Boston  Branch  Library  had  been  furnished  the  archi- 
tects, Shepley,  Bulfinch,  Richardson  and  Abbott.  He  stated  that  on  the  basis 
of  this  presentation  the  architects  would  sutmit  preliminary  studies  on 
approximately  January  1. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  Mr  Charles  J.  Fox,  had  communicated  further  in  the  matter 
of  the  consolidation  of  the  Library's  printing  activities  with  those  of  the 
Printing  Section  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  had  transmitted  the  text  of  tiie  comment 
on  the  Library's  printing  problem  by  the  expert  retained  to  study  tlie  City's 
Pidnting  Section.  He  stated  that  the  expert  had  pointed  out  that  the  consolida- 
tion would  provide  to  the  Library  greater  printing  volxaae  than  at  present,  should 
make  possible  substantial  savings  through  use  of  the  offset  lithographic  process, 
should  reduce  overhead  costs  of  accounting,  record  keeping,  maintenance  and  per- 
sonnel, would  remove  the  necessity  of  imminent  major  printing  equipment  replace- 
ment, aiKi  woiild  provide  expansion  space  for  the  Binding  Department.  The  Board 
was  of  the  opinion  that  the  major  issues  were  those  of  quality  of  printing  and  of 
cost  and  that  it  mi^t  be  well  to  consult  with  qualified  individuals  in  the  print- 
ing and  publishing  field,  in  connection  with  this  the  Director  called  attention 


to  the  printing  of  the  history  of  the  Library  written  by  VJalter  M.  Whitehill,  sug- 
gesting that,  should  the  printing  be  done  by  the  City's  Printing  Section,  the  Board 
consider  the  engagement  of  Mr  Rudolph  Ruzicka  to  supervise  its  printing. 

The  Director  was  authorized  to  seek  advice  of  individuals  in  the  printing 
and  publishing  industries  relative  tu  the  proposed  transfer  of  the  Library's  print- 
ing activities  to  the  Printing  Section  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  report  back  to  the 

Board. 

The  Director  reported  that  since  the  preceding  meeting  members  of  the  Board 
had  sent  in  sviggestions  for  appointment  to  the  Exaioining  Committee  as  follows:  Mr  F. 
Gregg  Bemis,  Mrs  Charles  H.  Brickley,  Mrs  John  J.  Dunphy,  and  Mrs  George  W.  Roberts. 
The  names  of  Mr  Dennis  Haley,  Mr  Nelson  V/.  iadrich,  Mrs  0 'Kelly  Anderson,  and  Miss 
Francis  Thuman  were  suggested  also  for  membership. 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  an  extremely  large  committee  does  not  function 
as  efficiently  and  suggested  that  several  of  those  who  had  been  serving  a  number  of 
years  on  preceding  committees  should  not  be  reappointed.  It  v.as  suggested  that  the 
following  not  be  reappointed:  Mr  Mark  Bortman,  Mr  H.  Daland  Chandler,  I4r  Leon  P. 
Eyges,  Mrs  William  J.  Foley,  Jr,  Mrs  Joseph  D.  Hurley,  Rev.  Albert  W.  Low,  Mr  George 
L.  McKim,  Miss  Mary  E.  Murray,  Mr  Michael  J.  Walsh,  Mr  Lenahan  O'Gonneil,  I4rs  Lester 
Rosenburg,  Mr  A.  G.  Webber,  Mr  Vernon  D.  Tate,  Miss  Ellen  C.  VJiseman,  Mr  John  C, 
Cort,  Mr  George  J.  Devlin,  Mr  Wallace  Falvey,  and  Mr  Joseph  Salerno. 

Final  appointment  of  the  committee  was  deferred  until  the  next  meeting. 
The  Director  was  requested  to  present  at  that  meeting  a  list  of  the  residence 
addresses  of  the  members  of  the  preceding  committee  as  well  as  of  those  suggested 
for  membership  this  year. 

Circular  Letter  Number  28  from  the  Mayor's  Office  was  read  and  ordered  placed 
on  file. 

The  Director  stated  that  there  would  be  brou{^t  to  the  attention  of  the 
members  of  the  staff  tlie  request  of  the  Mayor  in  that  Circular  Letter  that  city  em- 
ployees ^o  are  attorneys  not  appear  in  proceedings  before  other  city  departments 
in  their  capacity  as  attorneys. 

The  Director  brou^t  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  a  presentation  from  the 
Building  Service  Qnployees  International  Union  in  the  matter  of  an  increase  in  wages 
for  certain  einployees  in  the  Library.  Inasmuch  as  wages  of  the  employees  in  question 
were  comparable  with  those  rates  prevailing  elsei^rtiere  in  the  City  under  the  recent 
relcassification  of  the  City's  service,  the  Director  was  authorized  to  communicate 
with  the  Union  that  this  matter  must  be  considered  on  a  city-wide  basis  by  tiie  Mayor. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Boston  Public  Library  Professional  Staff 
Association  had  sent  a  communication,  under  date  of  November  3>  to  the  President 
concerning  its  financial  problem  in  undertaking  a  presentation  of  a  centennial 
musical  revue  Free  To  All  the  net  proceeds  of  wiiich  it  proposes  to  turn  over  to  the 
Centennial  Gift  Fund.  Following  discussion,  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  paid  to  the  Boston  Public  Library  Professional 
Staff  Association  the  sun  of  $1;^0.  from  the  income  of  the 
Louis  £•  Kirstein  Fund. 

The  Director  was  instructed  to  stipulate  in  the  notification  to  the  Boston  Public  Li- 
brary Professional  Staff  Association  of  the  above  action  of  the  Trustees  that  the  afore- 
said sum  is  being  made  available  to  meet  production  costs  of  the  centennial  musical 
revue  Free  To  All  on  the  basis  that  the  total  amount  thus  advanced  by  the  Trustees  be 
returned  to  them  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  tickets  to  the  performance. 
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The  Assistant  to  theDirector,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations  reported 
that  on  December  31  there  would  expire  in  the  present  contract  for  bookmobile 
service  the  option  for  the  purciiase  of  bookmobiles  I  and  II  at  the  price  of 
$9,000  each.  Following  discussion  of  the  advisability  of  undertaking  ownership 
operation  with  its  additional  problems,  and  purchase  at  the  option  price  of  the 
present  equipment  or  purchase  of  new  equipment,  the  Board  requested  that  a  report 
to  be  made  to  it  on  operating  expense  of  the  present  equipment,  estimated  cost 
of  new  equipment,  and  charges  for  bookmobile  service  that  would  be  made  by  the 
present  contract  or  for  the  succeeding  year. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  was  reporting  for  the  record  the  submission 
to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  of  budget  estimates  for  19^)5  as  approved  at  the  preceding 
meeting. 

The  Director  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  Mayor's  Committee  on  Municipal 
Finance  that  the  tentative  report  on  the  Library  is  being  reviewed  with  represen- 
tatives of  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau  who  prepared  the  report. 

The  President  requested  a  report  on  the  progress  of  the  personnel  survey 
of  the  Library  being  carried  on  by  the  heads  of  the  two  bibliothecal  divisions.

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  November  $  were  approved  after  correction  to 
include  a  formal  motion  that  the  Chief  Librarians  of  the  two  bibliothecal  divisions 
make  an  analysis  of  the  present  system  of  classification  of  personnel  and  examina- 
tions and  report  thereon.

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reported 
concerninr  arrangements  for  bookmobile  service  for  the  year  beginning  April  1,  195^, 
that  the  estijnated  cost  of  operation  including  drivers'  wages  was  $9,000.  per  book- 
mobile with  a  purchase  cost  per  bookmobile  under  the  option  in  the  present  contract 
of  $i;,^00.  per  bookmobile.  He  stated  that  new  bookmobiles  would  probably  cost 
$1^,000.  per  bookmobile.  He  reported  that  an  inspection  had  been  made  of  the  book- 
mobile recently  aco'iired  by  the  Worcester  Public  Library  wiiich  had  been  built  locally. 
He  stated  that  certain  features  of  it,  such  as  the  placing  of  the  entire  book  stock 
within  the  body,  were  advantageous  but  that  the  bookiaobile  as  a  whole  had  certain 
features  which  the  Boston  Public  Library  people  be3j.eved  would  not  be  desirable  for 
this  Library's  use. 

The  President  stated  that  he  had  talked  with  a  representative  of  a  large 
trucking  organization  in  Boston,  Frank  J.  Cole,  Inc.,  concerning  the  submission  of 
an  estimate  of  cost  of  operation  by  that  coirpany  of  bookmobiles  to  serve  the  Library. 
He  suggested  that  three  companies  be  asked  to  submit  estimates  on  such  a  basis.  It 
was  agreed  that  the  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  should 
confer  ^th  Frank  J.  Cole,  Inc.,  and  R.  S.  Rooie,  Inc.,  as  well  as  the  Dickson  Truck 
Service  Company  as  to  the  possibility  of  conpetitive  bids  for  bookmobile  operation  on 
such  a  basis.

He  stated  that  before  turn- 
int£  to  the  Civil  Service  Gomnd  ssion  for  candidates  inquiry  might  be  made  of  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Administration  at  the  State  House  to  inquire  whether  there 
were  any   qualified  Civil  Service  employees  in  the  service  of  tlie  Commonwealth  who 
might  be  qualified  and  interested  in  transferring  to  the  City  of  Boston  service. 

The  Director  reported  that  His  Honor  the  Ma^/or  had  put  into  effect  in  the  City 
as  of  September  6,  195U,  an  increase  in  the  wage  scales  for  printers.  He  stated  that 
it  was  the  practice  of  the  Trustees  to  maintain  the  same  wage  scale  as  tnat  provided 
in  the  Printing  Section  of  the  City.  On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  and  hereby  is  adopted,  effective  September  $,  195U, 
revision  in  salary  scale  as  set  forth  below: 

(Schedule  VI  as  presented  at  meeting) 

The  Director  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  bookmobile  ar- 
rangements that  extensive  negotiations  have  been  carried  on  both  with  the  Frank  J. 
Dole  Transportation  Coirpany  and  R.  S.  Robie,  and  that  although  the  shortness  ox  time 
before  the  present  contract  expires  presents  a  difficulty,  he  was  now  recommending 
that  bids  be  requested  throun^  public  advertisement  at  once  on  the  basis  of  bidding 
on  three  alternatives  specifying  (1)  present  type  of  bookmobile  «nbodying  certain 
improvements,  (2)  the  new  bus  type  recently  acquired  by  the  Springfield  City  Library, 
and  (3)  the  semi-trailer  body  type.  He  pointed  out  that  one  of  the  great  prot^ems 
was  the  City  policy  of  writing  a  contract  for  only  one  year  when  a  contractor  has  to 
make  such  a  large  initial  investment,  but  that  it  had  been  found  that  it  would  be 
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possible  to  write  a  contract  with  an  opportunity  for  two  renewals  provided 
that  there  be  no  increase  in  cost  and  that  there  be  therein  a  clause  limiting 
the  contract  to  the  availability  of  appropriations  therefor.  The  Board  approved 
the  requesting  of  bids  on  the  above-mentioned  basis.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as  an  Administra- 
tive Agency  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the  Trustees  Room  at  3:U0  o'clock 
p.m. 

Present:  Messrs  Buxton,  Friedman,  and  McDonald,  Trustees. 

The  President,  Mr  McDonald,  in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  3  December  195U  as  presented  were  ^proved. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice  in  the  matter  of  signing  payrolls, 
on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  22  of  Chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  ±9?$   Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  and  Librarian,  or 
upon  his  delegation  John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  to  the  Director, 
and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  or  Eli^.abeth  B.  Brockunier, 
Assistant  to  the  Director  and  Secretary  of  the  Board,  be  and 
hereby  is  authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Library  in 
representation  of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four 
weeks  from  20  J>5cember  \9$'k* 

The  status  of  the  Library's  printing  problem  was  brou^t  to  the  attention 
of  the  Board.  The  President  suggested  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  Library's  Printing  Department  with  the  addition  of  two  employees 
for  the  Library's  quality  printing  with  the   other  printing  done  by  commercial 
firms  on  a  contractual  basis,  rather  than  the  transferral  of  all  printing  to  the 
Printing  Section  of  the  City  and  the  closing  of  the  Printing  Department  of  the 
Library  entirely.  He  requested  that  data  be  secured  as  to  actual  printing  cost 
and  output  of  the  Printing  Department  of  the  Library. 

The  Director  stated  that  steps  should  be  taken  also  to  ascertain  the 
cost  of  printing  both  by  the  City  and  by  commercial  printers,  and  he  suggested 
that  during  an  experimental  period  of  one  year  the  uore  routine  work  be  divided 
between  the  City's  Printing  Section  and  commercial  printers  as  is  the  most 
advantageous  and  econcxnical  arraiigement.  He  pointed  out  that  during  this  ex- 
perimental period  with  the  two  men  presently  enployed  it  WDuld  be  possible  to 
continue  to  print  the  Quarterly. 

Inasmuch  as  there  had  not  been  received  the  final  report  from  one  of  the 
^cperts  in  the  printing  field  examining  the  Library' s  printing  problem,  it  was 
agreed  that  the  conference  on  the  printing  problem  to  be  held  with  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  should  be  deferred  until  after  the  next  meeting  of  the  Boaaxi. 
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The  Director  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  status  of  the  report  on  the  Library 
by  the  Mayor's  Citizens  Committee  on  Municipal  Finance  that  six  lengthy  meetings  had 
been  held  with  the  group  drawing  up  the  preliminary  report,  and  that  tiie  meeting 
scheduled  for  the  following  week  would  probably  be  the  last,  that  thereafter  the 
final  report  would  go  to  the  Mayor's  Committee,  following  which  the  President  and 
the  Director  were  to  m'^ear   before  the  Committee  prior  to  the  report  being  trans- 
mitted to  the  Mayor. 

The  Board  took  under  consideration  the  question  of  the  filling  of  the  vacancy 
in  the  position  of  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings.  The  President  reported  that  he  had 
been  making  inquiry  concerning  a  qualified  individual  and  later  might  have  a  suggestion 
of  a  candidate. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reported 
that  subsequent  to  the  last  meeting  he  had  conferred  idth  Mr  Carl  Sheridan  of  the 
State  Commission  on  Administration  and  Finance  relative  to  potential  candidates 
among  eiiroloyees  in  the  public  buildings  and  institutions  of  the  Commonwealth,  ^  and 
that  Mr  Sheridan  had  agreed  to  survey  the  field  for  likely  candidates.  He  pointed 
out  that  securing  candidates  from  such  a  source  would  simplify  the  procedure  since 
it  would  not  be  necessary  to  await  the  outccme  of  a  special  civil  service  examina- 
tion with  the  limitation  on  choice  from  the  resulting  established  list  of  candidates. 

The  President  suggested  the  possibility  of  requesting  the  Civil  Service  Gom- 
rnission  to  waive  the  examination  in  the  event  that  the  Trustees  were  able  to  secure 
the  services  of  a  qualified  individual  who  does  not  have  Civil  Service  status. 

The  President  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  a  letter  under  date  of 
December  1^   from  Mr  Francis  P.  Moran,  Principal  Clerk,  Shipping  and  Receiving  Section, 
Division  of  Business  Operations,  requesting  reconsideration  of  the  extension  of  his 
leave  of  absence  with  pay  beyond  the  normal  12  week  period  for  sick  leave  on  two 
grounds:  (1)  that  his  absence  was  not  because  of  personal  illness  but  had  occurred 
Is  a  result  of  an  injury  received  in  "line  of  duty"  and  because  of  the  carelessness 
of  two  eirployees  of  the  Library,  and  (2)  it  is  the  function  of  the  Board  to  establisii 
or  change  policies  to  meet  demands  of  changing  conditions. 

The  Director  reported  that  there  were  a  number  of  other  cases  of  individuals 
in  lil-'e  circumstances  for  whom  the  provisions  of  V/orkmen'  s  Compensation,  leave  of 
absence  from  the  Library,  and  possible  grants  from  specii:ic  trust  funds  had  been 
the  limit  to  wliich  it  had  been  deemed  advisable  to  extend  assistance.  He  suggested 
that  in  the  present  case,  however,  the  policy  of  non-use  of  vacation  holdings  in 
connection  with  a  leave  of  absence  mi^t  be  waived  and  Mr  Moran  pemiitted  to  use 
111  days  of  vacation  which  he  has  on  hand. 

The  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  a  further  leave  shotiLd  not  be  extended  to 
Mr  Moran,  but  that  he  ^ould  be  permitted  to  charge  his  present  absence  against  his 
unused  1951  vacation  holdings  to  the  extent  of  the  Uj  days  on  hand. 

Circular  Letter  No.  31  from  the  M^cr's  Office  was  read  and  ordered  placed 
on  file.  The  Director  reported  that  tids  Circular  Letter  related  to  the  City's  ar- 
rangements  governing  the  work  schedules  for  regular  and  overtime  service,  sick 
leave,  military  leave,  and  vacation  leave.  He  stated  that  the  Library  had  arrange- 
ments ^lich  differed  from  those  of  the  City  and  were  somevdiat  more  generous  in 
leaves  of  absence  for  illness  than  prevailed  elsewhere,  and  that  no  changes  in 
the  present  arrangements  were  being  recommended. 
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The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reported 
in  the  matter  of  arrangements  for  bookmobile  service  in  19^5  that  specifications 
were  being  drawn  up  on  the  basis  of  bidding  on  two  types  of  bookmobiles,  the  cab 
type  and  the  bus  type,  and  that  consideration  of  the  semi-trailer  type  had  been 
abandoned  inasmuch  as  it  was  not  considered  feasible  with  the  existing  bookmobile 
schedule  to  operate  two  trailers  with  one  tractor.  He  reported  furtiier  that  the 
Dickson  Truck  Service  Company,  Inc.,  had  agreed  to  extension  of  option  to  purchase 
the  present  bookiaobiles  to  January  31,  1955,  and  to  extension  of  the  bookmobile 
service  contract  for  two  months  beyond  expiration  date  subject  to  possible  pur- 
chase of  the  bookmobiles  by  another  party.  He  then  reported  on  conferences  held 
with  representatives  of  the  Gerstenslager  GoiTcpany   and  the  Frank  J.  Cole  Co.,  inc. 
relative  to  specifications,  stating  that  the  contract  would  be  opened  to  public 
bidding,  that  it  was  anticipated  that  there  would  be  at  least  three  bids  submitted, 
and  that  it  was  expected  that  the  bookmobiles  could  be  ready  for  operation  within 
60  days  after  execution  of  the  contract. 

The  Director  stated  that  in  order  to  meet  the  safety  requirements  of  the 
Btiilding  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  it  would  be  necessary  to  install  new 
bronze  hand  rails  on  the  Main  Stair  Case,  Central  Library  building,  and  therefore 
that  bids  had  been  publicly  requested  and  opened  on  December  16  as  follows:

He  stated  that  the  low  bidder  in  submitting  his  bid  had  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Library  an  alternative  design  in  hand  rail  wnich  it  beUeved  to 
be  more  practical.  The  Director  stated  that  an  investigation  of  the  proposed  sub- 
stitute rail  would  be  made  in  the  30  day  period  allowed  before  the  execution  of 
a  contract.  On  motion  of  Mr  Friedman,  the  proposals  were  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Director  reported  that  before  submitting  the  budget  estimates  for  1955 
to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  an  error  in  figuring  had  been  discovered  in  the  Personnel 
Service  Account  and  that  the  figure  as  finally  submitted  to  the  Mayor  was  $10,000 
less  than  the  figure  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Board  at  an  earlier  meeting. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Examining  Committee  for  19514-1955  had  met 
for  organization  on  December  13,  and  that  Mr  James  M.  Connolly  had  been  elected 
Vice  Chairman.  He  stated  that  the  attendance  had  been  good  and  that  the  Com- 
mittee appeared  to  be  an  excellent  one. 

The  President  reported  that  a  conference  with  His  Excellency  Governor 
Christian  A.  Herter  had  been  held  on  December  lU  relative  to  state  aid  for  li- 
braries, that  the  Governor  had  agreed  to  the  ^poinlanent  of  an  administrative 
commission  before  the  first  of  the  year  to  make  a  study  of  the  project.  He  stated 
that  there  was  present  at  the  conference  Mr  Stacy  B.  Southworth,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Free  Public  Libraries  Commissioners,  Mrs  George  R.  V/allace  for  the 
Massachusetts  Library  Trustees  Association,  mss  Louise  B.  Day  and  Miss  Judith  E. 
Stromdahl  for  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association,  and  the  President,  Vic* 
President  and  the  Director  of  the  Boston  Public  Library. 
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The  President  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  care  must  be  taken 
that  the  legislation  for  state  aid  is  not  of  such  a  nature  as  to  drain  from  Boston 
more  than  Boston  would  receive  in  financial  support. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  urban  redevelopment 
plan  for  the  West  End  area  of  Boston,  pointing  out  that  if  this  should  take  place 
a  new  branch  library  might  be  built  to  replace  two  present  branch  libraries,  namely, 
West  End  and  North  End.  He  pointed  out  that  the  Library  would  thus  be  reUeved  of 
its  present  burden  of  expense  of  the  maintenance  of  a  historical  landmark,  the  West 
End  Branch  Library,  for  which  there  was  already  in  prospect  for  the  next  year  an  ex- 
penditure of  some  $18,000  for  the  repair  of  the  roof.  He  stated  that  information 
had  been  received  that  a  Protestant  group  was  interested  in  acquiring  a  church  in 
the  area,  if  the  redevelopment  plans  are  carried  through,  and  that  it  was  possible 
that  the  West  End  Bra«3h  Ubrary  building  might  be  used  for  the  purpose.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  Director  should  make  further  inquiry  as  to  such  a  possibility. 

The  President  reported  that  a  luncheon  meeting  had  been  held  with  Dr  Dean 
Clark,  Director  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  Msgr  Dalton,  the  Director 
and  himself,  to  discuss  support  for  provision  of  hospital  library  service,  and  that 
as  a  result  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  might  consider  an  approach  to  some 
public  spirited  individuals  to  underwrite  the  cost  of  a  pilot  hospital  service  at 
the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital.

The  Director  stated  that  the  Trustees  at  their  first  meeting  in  the  calendar 
year  annually  take  action  to  authorize  the  Ilrector  to  administer  the  personnel  pro- 
cedures of  the  Library  in  tenras  of  the  policies  adopted  by  the  Trustees,  On  motion 
duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  and  Librarian,  or  upon  his  dele- 
gation John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief 
Executive  Officer,  or  Elizabetti  B.  Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the 
Director,  and  Secretary  of  the  Board,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized 
to  act  on  behalf  oi  the  Trustees  in  the  administration  of  the 
personnel  procedures  established  by  them  for  the  appointment  of 
all  officers  and  employees  of  the  Library  up  to  but  not  including 
the  level  of  Chief  of  Department  and  Branch  Librarian,  subject  to 
the  limitation  that  prcanotional  appointments  may  be  made  under 
tills  authorization  only  when  the  appointment  is  given  to  the  high- 
est on  the  eligible  list  of  candidates,  and  to  fix  the  remuneration 
for  all  such  officers  and  employees  subject  to  the  salary  and  wage 
scales  as  currently  established  by  vote  of  the  Trustees,  said 
appoinlanents  and  changes  in  remuneration  to  be  reported  to  the 
Trustees  at  their  next  regular  business  meeting. 

The  Director  reported  further  in  the  matter  of  the  Library's  Printing  Depart- 
ment that  siixe  the  preceding  meeting  an  inspection  visit  had  been  made  to  the  Court 
Square  Press,  the  plant  of  the  fifth  of  the  five  printing  experts  asked  to  examine 
and  report  on  the  Library's  printing  problem.  He  stated  that  in  view  of  the  scale 
of  printing  operation  which  this  firm  was  equipped  to  undertake  it  was  obvious  that 
its  owner,  Mr  Joseph  Greenbaum,  would  advise  the  discontinuance  of  the  Library' s 
outmoded  operation  and  that  therefore  he  had  not  been  requested  to  visit  the  Library's 
Printing  Department.  He  stated  that  the  next  step  was  the  decision  as  to  the  policy 
to  be  pursued,  whether  to  continue  for  special  work  employir^nt  of  the  two  printers 
in  the  Department  with  the  placing  of  the  routine  printin<:  with  the  City's  Printing 
Section  and  commercial  firms,  or  to  transfer  aU  printing  to  outside  sources. 

The  Board  then  discussed  the  feasibility  of  continuing  operation  of  a  de- 
partment with  only  two  men.  It  was  pointed  out  that  there  was  uncertainty  as  to 
the  quality  that  the  City's  Printing  Section  could  produce  and  until  the  conclusion 
of  an  experimental  period  of  having  printing  done  by  outside  sources  it  would  be 
well  to  retain  as  a  control  the  services  of  the  two  aforesaid  printers. 
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It  was  agreed  that  arrangements  should  be  made  for  the  Library's  printing 
to  be  done  on  the  above  basis  for  an  experimental  period  of  six  months  with  a 
report  on  results  to  be  made  at  the  end  of  that  time,  and  that  the  presentation 
to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  at  the  forthcoming  meeting  with  him  on  January  12  should 
be  on  this  basis. 

The  Director  made  a  progress  report  concerning  use  of  space  for  the  Hyde 
Park  Historical  Association  at  the  Hyde  Park  Branch  Library  that  at  the  close  of 
19^U  he  had  again  written  to  the  Law  Department  in  the  matter,  and  that  in  turn 
the  Law  Department  had  again  written  to  the  surviving  members  of  the  Association 
to  inform  them  that  the  Trustees  wished  a  decision  in  the  matter  early  in  the  year. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  operations,  reported 
in  the  matter  of  the  contract  for  the  instal3-ation  of  a  hand  rail  on  the  main 
stairway  of  the  Central  Library  building,  tabled  at  the  preceding  meeting.  Follow- 
ing consultation  with  the  arciiitects  it  was  now  being  recommended  that  the  contract 
be  awarded  to  the  low  bidder  in  terms  of  the  advertised  specifications,  with  any 
adjustment  in  design  of  a  haixJ  rail  to  be  made  subsequent  to  the  award  of  contract, 
with  corresponding  adjustment  in  price,  only  upon  satisfactory  demonstration  by 
the  bidder  of  the  desirability  of  a  substitution.  On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded, 

it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  awarded  to  the  T.  F.  McGann  &  Sons  Company, 
27  Village  Street,  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  the  lowest 
qualified  bidder  in  the  public  bidding,  the  contract  for 
the  installation  of  new  bronze  hand  rails  on  the  main  stair- 
case of  the  Central  Library  building  as  specified  in  the 
contract  in  the  total  amount  of  five  thousand  two  hundred 
and  fifty-six  dollars  ($^3,2^6.). 

The  Director  reported  that,  because  of  illness,  the  most  recently 
scheduled  meeting  had  had  to  be  cancelled  with  the  individuals  preparing  the 
tentative  report  on  the  Library  for  the  Mayor's  Citizens  Committee  on  Municipal 
Finance  and  that  it  was  anticipated  that  the  final  meeting  with  the  groi^)  would 
take  place  the  following  week. 

The  Director  reported  that  he  expected  to  have  ready  his  staffing  study 
for  the  next  meeting.  He  reported  further  that  the  study  on  examination  pro- 
cedures pein^  made  by  the  two  chief  librarians  was  to  be  ready  either  for  the 
first  or  second  meeting  in  February. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  certain  titular 
vacancies  which  in  the  best  interest  of  public  service  should  be  filled,  namely. 
Chief  of  the  Music  Department,  Business  Branch  Librarian,  and  Chief 
of  the  Central  Charging  Records,  and  Superintendent  of  Buildings.  Following 
discussion,  it  was  agreed  that  a  decision  in  the  matter  should  be  deferred  until 
receipt  of  the  report  upon  the  examination  procedures. 

The  Director  reported  that  at  a  meeting  of  City  Department  Heads  the  pre- 
ceding week  the  Mayor  had  stated  that   he  was  scheduling  a  conference  with  a 
number  of  Departments  for  a  discussion  of  their  particular  problems  in  respect 
to  their  19$5  budgets  and  that  notification  had  subsequently  been  received  that 
the  Library  conference  would  be  held  on  Januaiy  12.  The  President  stated  "Uiat 
this  would  be  attended  by  the  President,  Judge  Donahue  and  the  Director. 
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The  Director  then  brought  to  tlie  attention  of  the  Board  that  there  had  been 
received  the  tentative  reductions  in  the  budget  made  by  the  Director  of  Admnistra- 
tive  Services  of  the  City  of  Boston,  Mr  Charles  J.  Fox,  which  had  totalled  $119,910, 
that  a  careful  study  had  been  made  as  to  the  possibility  of  operation  with  such  a 
reduced  budget,  and  that  it  did  not  seem  possible  to  maintain  the  present  schedule 
of  service  to  the  public  with  as  large  a  reduction  in  appropriation.  He  then  re- 
viewed the  particular  cuts  for  which  he  was  recommending  that  restoration  be  re- 
quested: the  reduction  of  $67,500  in  the  item  for  books  for  branch  libraries  and 
films  and  recordings;  the  reduction  of  $15,138  for  unfilled  positions  in  the  Print- 
ing Department,  which  sum  would  be  necessary  for  transfer  to  the  appropriate  account 
from  which  to  pay  for  outside  printing  if  contemplated  arrangements  are  carried 
through;  the  reduction  of  $lU,000  for  the  painting  of  Bates  Hall  and  of  i|i250  for 
repairs  in  the  Printing  Department  in  the  item  for  contractual  services,  both,  of 
wliich  are  much  needed;  and  the  reduction  of  ^2,100  in  the  Trustees'  request  of 
$m,000  for  periodicals  for  the  reference  sets  maintaj-ned  in  the  Division  of  Refer- 
ence and  Research  Services. 

He  commented  that  from  the  book  account  this  year  there  would  have  to  be 
paid  the  cost  of  a  new  book  collection  for  the  new  South  Boston  Branch  Library 
($50,000)  inasmuch  as  it  had  been  reuled  that  tiiis  e:qpenditure  could  not  cane  from 
the  loan  order  for  the  building  and  that  therefore  it  was  urgent  to  have  no  further 
cut  in  this  account. 

He  then  reported  on  a  study  made  of  the  budget  reduction  of  i4i2U,000  for 
evening  and  holiday  service  by  the  Trustees  in  the  proposals  pubr.iitted  to  them 
stating  that  the  Library  cannot  function  on  its  present  schedules  with  as  large 
a  reduction,  and  that  ^20,000  more  was  needed. 

Following  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  restoration  of  the  above-mentioned 
reductions  would  be  requested  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor  at  the  forthcoming  meeting  on 
January  12. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Mayor  is  to  submit  a  loan  order  to  cover  the 
cost  of  certain  construction,  repairs,  maintenance,  and  equipment  in  the  City.  He 
stated  that  the  items  for  construction  and  for  repairs  would  be  recommended  in  the 
Capital  Budget  submitted  by  the  City  Planning  Board,  and  that  among  them  would  be 
included  the  replacement  of  the  tile  roof  on  the  Central  Library  building. 

The  Director  reported  that  in  accordance  with  the  usual  practice  the  annual 
reading  of  the  water  levels  under  the  Central  Liorary  building  had  been  made  by  the 
Li^DTary's  Consulting  Engineer,  Gilbert  Small  Company,  and  that  the  Engineer's  report 
had  now  been  received  that  there  was  no  evidence  that  in  195U  there  had  occurred  any 
unduly  large  settlement  of  any  part  of  the  Central  Library  building  or  annex. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  architects  of  the  new  South  Boston  Branch  Li- 
brary, Shepley,  Bulfinch,  Richardson  and  Abbott,  had  sent  a  communication  to  the 
Trustees  under  date  of  December  21,  195U,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
City  of  Boston  had  accepted  a  new  schedule  of  fees  for  arcnitects,  and  that  under 
this  new  schedule  the  architect  for  a  job  of  tiiis  size  and  cost  would  be  entitled 
to  receive  a  fee  of  8.U^  as  against  the  fee  of  6%,   the  fee  stipulated  by  the  Trustees, 
The  Director  stated  that  this  change  in  fee  basis  would  necessitate  the  revision  of 
the  letter  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  requesting  award  of  contract. 
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The  Director  reported  further  that  inasmuch  as  it  had  been  ruled  that  the 
sum  of  $50,000  from  the  South  Boston  Branch  Library  building  appropriation  cannot 
be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  there  would  be  available  an  additional  amount 
for  the  building  and  he  recommended  that  the  sum  of  $210,000  be  set  aside  for  the 
building.  The  Board  authorized  the  Director  to  so  notify  the  architects 

The  Director  reported  on  a  conference  held  with  the  Urban  Redevelopment 
Division  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  relative  to  inclusion  in  the  proposed 
Urban  Redevelopment  Plan  of  a  site  for  a  modem  functional  branch  library  build- 
ing to  replace  the  old  church  building  with  its  inefficient  functional  arrange- 
ment for  library  purposes  that  now  houses  the  VJest  End  Branch  Library,  with  a 
view  also  that  such  a  building  might  serve  the  North  End  area  in  place  of  the 
North  End  Branch  Library  should  this  district  continue  its  present  trend  away 
from  a  residential  to  a  commercial  area.  He  stated  that  the  provisions  of  the 
proposal  called  for  the  purchase  by  the  City  of  the  exisUng  buildings  and  the 
relocation  of  occupants,  the  formulation  of  designs  and  zoning  for  the  area 
after  ^Thich  sale  would  be  made  to  private  capital.  He  stated  that  the  City  can 
obtain  a  grant  toward  its  share  of  one-tliird  of  the  cost  for  the  entire  under-^ 
taking  in  the  form  of  a  credit  toward  its  one-tiiird  share  for  such  facilities  it 
puts  up  for  people  in  the  area,  as  for  example,  it  wuld  be  reimbursed  for  bO% 
of  an  outlay  for  a  branch  library  of  widch  W  of  its  use  was  by  that  area  of 
the  City.  He  stated  that  action  in  the  matter  was  not  imminent. 

The  President  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  case  of  Francis 
P.  Moran,  Principal  Clerk,  Shipping  and  Receiving  Section,  lAio  had  been  injured 
while  on  duty  in  the  Library  and  who  has  heavy  family  responsibilities.  He  sug- 
gested that  special  provision  be  made  for  paying  his  salary. 

The  Director  then  proposed  to  the  Board  the  establishment  of  a  policy 
for  paying  salary  and  wages  of  such  individuals  which  would  be  separate  from 
present  sick  leave  arrangements.  He  recommended  that  the  Trustees  adopt  a 
policy  to  pay  to  such  employees  during  their  disability  absence  the  difference 
between  the  salary  or  wage  and  the  amount  allocated  to  them  by  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Service.  He  stated  that  this  policy  should  include  protection  of 
the  interests  of  the  Library  as  provided  by  the  retiranent  legislation  appli- 
cable to  er^Dloyees  of  the  City.  On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that,  effective  1  January  1955,  there  be  paid  to  any  full-time 
employee  of  the  Library  ^o  has  been  injured  in  line  of  duty 
and  whose  case  has  been  assumed  by  the  V/orkmen's  Compensation 
Service  of  the  City  of  Boston  the  difference  between  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  payment  and  the  full  weekly  salary  or 
wage  of  said  employee,  effective  from,  the  date  of  disability 
until  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Service  notifies  the  Library 
that  the  individual  is  able  to  return  to  work  urdess  in  the 
interest  of  the  Library  it  should  become  necessary  for  the 
Trustees  to  request  retireiaent  of  the  erployee  under  the  dis- 
ability provisions  in  tJie  retirement  legislation  covering 
employees  of  the  City  of  Boston.

The  Director  reported  on  the  status  of  the  r^ort  on  the  Library  by  the 
Mayor*  s  Citizens  Committee  on  Municipal  Finance  that  a  meeting  with  the  individuals 
preparir^  the  preliminary  report  had  been  held  the  preceding  week  aiid  that  in  the 
following  week  probably  the  last  conference  would  take  place. 
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The  Director  stated  that  the  report  he  is  preparing  on  the  staffing  study 
was  nearly  completed. 

The  Director  then  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  the  reports 
prepared  by  the  Chief  Librarians  of  the  two  Bibliothecal  Divisions  on  the  system  of 
classification  of  persomxel  and  staff  examinations  received  that  day  stating  that  a 
first  perusal  indicated  that  the  reports  contained  helpful  suggestions. 

The  Director  reported  that  a  conference  had  been  held  with  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  and  Mr  Charles  J.  Fox,  Director  of  Administrative  Services  for  the  City  of 
Boston,  attended  by  the  President  in  representation  of  the  Trustees,  and  the  Director, 
and  Mr  Connolly  and  Mr  Moloney. 

Ihe  Director  stated  that  at  that  conference  the  questions  had  been  raised  con- 
cerning the  continuance  of  the  Printing  Department,  that  a  presentation  had  oeen  made 
in  terms  of  the  decision  of  the  Board  at  its  preceding  meeting  that  routine  printing 
work  only  be  done  for  the  present  at  the  Printing  Section  of  the  Administrative  Services 
Depar-tment  but  that  both  the  Mayor  and  Mr  Fox  were  strongly  of  the  belief  that  all  the 
printing  should  be  transferred  immediately  to  the  Printing  Section,  that  the  important 
factor  was  to  increase  the  volume  of  v/ork  which  the  Printing  Section  carries. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  reports  on  the  Library's  Printing  Department  re- 
cently made  by  the  several  printing  experts  had  been  submiuted  to  Mr  Fox,  and  that 
the  recommendation  contained  therein  for  the  employment  of  a  typographer  would  be 
urged  on  him  for  the  Printing  Section.  He  stated  further  that  an  adjustment  in  the 
budget  accounts  would  have  to  be  made  so  that  the  items  credited  to  the  operation 
of  the  Printing  Department  would  be  transferred  to  an  item  from  wliich  would  be  paid 
the  cost  of  printing  at  the  Printing  Section.  On  motion  made  by  Judge  Donahue  and 
duly  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  Trustees  do  hereby  discontinue  printing  work  in  the 
Printing  Department  of  the  Library  and  transfer  all  printing 
work  to  the  Printing  Section  of  the  Administrative  Services 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  soon  as  the  said  Printing 
Section  of  the  Administrative  Services  Department  can  make 
arrangements  for  such  transfer. 

The  President  reported  that  at  the  said  conference  the  Mayor  had  stated  that 
he  wished  to  study  the  report  by  the  Citizens  Comrtiittee  on  Municipal  Finance  before 
the  Trustees  take  action  in  the  matter  of  closing  any  branch  libraries. 

Circular  Letters  No.  1  and  2  from  the  Mayor's  Office  were  read  and  ordered 
placed  on  file.  The  Director  was  requested  to  provide  to  the  Board  additional  copies 
of  the  lists  of  employees  to  be  made  in  accordance  witii  the  instructions  in  Circxalar 
Letter  No.  1. 

The  Director  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  tliat  on  Saturday,  Januaiy  29, 
there  would  be  presented  at  the  New  England  Mutual  Hall  the  musical  revue  entitled. 
Free  To  All,  by  the  Boston  Public  Library  Professional  Staff  Association  for  the  pur- 
pose  of  raising  funas  for  the  Centennial  Fund. 
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The  Director  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  filling  of  the  position  of 
Superintendent  of  Buildings  that  an  approach  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Administration  and  Finance  of  the  Commonwealth  by  Mr  Moloney  had  not  produced 
likely  candidates.  Mr  Moloney  then  reported  on  the  results  of  his  consultation 
stating  that  he  had  been  informed  that  in  this  state  there  were  not  coirqparable 
positions  in  the  administrative  service  insofar  as  authority  and  responsibility 
were  concerned,  and  that  the  salary  scale  at  the  Library  was  too  low  to  attract 
well  qualified  candidates. 

The  President  stated  that  he  would  arrange  for  a  conference  for  himself 
and  the  Director  with  the  Director  of  Civil  Service  to  seek  exemption  of  the 
position  from  Civil  Service  procedures  and  he  recommended  that  no  revision  in 
salary  be  made  until  furliier  information  was  available  on  candidates. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Boai^d  that  the  rate  of  pay 
for  professional  story  tellers  for  children  engaged  by  the  Library  was  lower  than 
that  received  by  them  for  story  telling  for  other  institutions  and  groups,  and 
was  very  much  lower  than  the  market  rate  in  general.  He  recommended  that  the 
present  rate,  which  was  increased  from  five  dollars  to  six  dollars  in  19U9,  be 
increased  to  nine  dollars  per  story  hour.  On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it 
was 

VOTED:  that  the  rate  paid  for  professional  story  telling  for  the 
Library  be  increased  from  six  dollars  per  story  hour  to 
nine  dollars  per  story  hour  effective  January  1,  195^. 

The  Director  reported  that  in  the  conference  recently  held  with  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  and  Mr  Charles  J.  Fox,  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services 
for  the  City  of  Boston,  budget  allowances  for  the  Librai-y  for  191?^  as  tentatively 
approved  by  the  Mayor  were  discussed,  that  on  presentation  on  behalf  of  the  Li- 
brary the  Mayor  had  agreed  to  restore  <4^,^00  of  ihe   reduction  in  the  account 
for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Division  of  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services 
and  $20,000  of  the  reduction  in  the  account  for  evening  and  holiday  service.  He 
stated  that  the  $2,100  reduction  in  the  account  for  the  periodicals  had  not  been 
restored.  The  Director  stated  that  the  budget  estimates  as  allowed  by  the  Mayor 
included  an  increase  of  $60,000  in  the  item  for  books  over  the  appropriation  for 
last  year. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Legislature  is 
to  have  a  hearing  on  the  City's  request  for  an  equipment  loan  on  January  26,  and 
that  he  had  been  requested  to  be  present  to  furnish  any  needed  information  on  the 
Central  Library  roof  item. 

The  Director  reported  that  no  proposals  had  been  received  as  a  result  of 
public  advertising  for  bookmobile  service  on  the  date  for  opening  bids,  nairiely, 
January  18.  Mr  Moloney  reported  that  four  companies  had  taken  out  specifications, 
with  three  indicating  a  strong  interest,  but  that  uncertainties  in  regard  to  the 
length  of  contract  in  view  of  the  size  of  the  capital  outl^  doubtless  entered 
into  their  decision  not  to  bid. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  Trustees  were  faced  with  two  alternatives 
for  the  present  year:  (1)  exercise  option  to  purchase  present  bookmobiles  and 
obtain  bids  on  their  operation,  or  (2)  negotiate  a  contract  for  service  with  the 
present  owner.  He  stated  that  he  had  discussed  with  the  Director  of  Administra- 
tive Services  of  the  City  of  Boston  possible  future  procedure,  and  that  he  had 
advised  the  iiKilusion  of  an  amount  for  the  purchase  of  bookmobiles  in  the  pro- 
posed equipment  loan  of  tht  :;ity  of  Boston,  with  operation  thereafter  to  be  on  a 
conpetltive  basis. 
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It  was  agreed  that  negotiations  should  be  entered  into  with  the  present 
holder  of  the  contract  for  bookmobile  service  to  provide  such  service  for  another  year, 

The  President  reported  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr  Francis  P.  Moran,  Prin- 
cipal Clerk,  Shipping  and  Receiving  Section,  in  expression  of  his  appreciation  for 
the  new  policy  adopted  by  the  Trustees  in  the  matter  of  salary  payment  during  ab- 
sence caused  by  accident  in  line  of  duty. 

The  Director  r^orted  in  the  matter  of  obtaining  a  change  in  the  quarters 
for  the  Uphams  Corner  Branch  Library  children's  section  in  the  municipal  building, 
that  Mr  Charles  J.  Fox,  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  had  notified  the  Li- 
brary that  the  present  occupants  of  the  desired  quarters  were  unwilling  to  release 
the  quarters  for  wnich  they  pay  a  rental  to  the  City  of  Boston,  that  they  deemed 
the  quarters  used  by  the  Library,  (formerly  a  swimming  pool)  unsuitable  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Draft  Board  operation.

The  President,  Mr  IteDonald,  in  tlie  chair. 

I4r  Connolly  stated  that  tlie  arciiitects  for  the  Soutli  Boston  Branch  Li- 
brary were  v;aiting  to  present  to  the  Board  a  number  of  revised  plans  for  the 
building  t^ich  had  been  prepared  since  the  preceding  meeting.  There  then  came 
before  the  Board  Messrs  Henry  Shepley,  Joseph  P.  Richardson,  and  Otis  B.  Robin- 
son. They  presented  for  the  Board's  consideration  six  plans.  Schemes  A,  B,  C,  D, 
and  I'],  and  Revised  Original  Scheme.  Mr  Shepley  reported  on  the  recent  trip  made 
by  himself  and  I4r  Richardson  to  visit  the  Detroit  area  branch  libraries,  that  the 
trip  had  been  helpful,  but  that  he  considered  the  libraries  there  not  as  good 
buildings  as  the  Egleston  Square  and  Adams  Street  Branch  Libraries.  He  stated 
that  ten  plans  drawn  up  since  their  return  from  Detroit  had,  following  con- 
ference with  the  Library  officers  concerned,  been  reduced  to  the  six  now  before 
the  Board,  Following  discussion,  it  was  agreed  that  His  Excellency,  Archbishop 
Gushing,  and  Mr  Friedman  were  to  be  requested  to  come  to  the  Library  to  examine 
the  plans  and  indicate  their  preference  so  that  notification  might  be  given  the 
architects.  Those  present  indicated  their  choice  as  follows:  the  President, 
Scheme  C;  Mr  Buxtcn,  Scheme  C;  Judge  Donahue,  Revised  Original  Scheme.  Both 
Mr  Buxton  and  Judge  Donahue  indicated  their  willingness  to  accept  the  other 
choice  if  such  seemed   advisable. 

Mr  Shepley  stated  that  the  revision  of  plans  had  delayed  the  construction 
timetable  by  at  least  one  month  but  that  the  building  should  be  ready  by  Labor 
Da»y  1956  at  the  latest. 

Messrs  Shepley,  Ricliardson,  and  Robinson  then  withdrew. 

The  meeting  was  then  resumed.

The  Director  presented  to  the  Board  data  on  a  count  of  personnel  in  the  Li- 
brary unit  by  unit  as  of  January  1,  193U>  January  1,  1955^  and  April  1,  1955  in- 
cluding a  statement  by  the  Division  heads  as  to  vrtiat  in  their  judgment  were  the 
personnel  requirements  both  on  January  1,  1955  and  April  1,  1955  and  concluding 
with  a  statement  on  the  personnel  provision  in  the  1955  budget. 

The  President  raised  a  question  as  to  \^ether  the  greater  number  of 
vacancies  in  relation  to  1955  personnel  budget  provision  did  not  result  in  a  greater 
amount  of  unexpended  balance  and  was  informed  that  an  increased  balance  would  result.

The  Director  reported  on  the  critical  situation  existing  relative  to 
personnel  coverage  in  the  Library,  submitting  data  showing  the  decrease  in  per- 
sonnel month  by  month  from  January  1,  195^4  througii  April  1955>  a  decrease  which 
by  May  1,  1955,  had  reached  the  number  of  91« 

There  then  took  place  a  general  discussion  of  the  personnel  problem, 
whether  its  solution  lay  in  a  realignment  of  duties  to  increase  the  proportion 
of  non-professional  to  professional  employees,  whether  action  should  await  con- 
sideration of  the  coming  report  of  the  Mayor's  Citizen's  Committee  on  Municipal 
Finance  (the  summary  report  only  having  been  transmitted  up  to  the  present  to 
the  Mayor),  whether  in  view  of  the  decrease  of  21i^  in  the  Library  personnel  as 
against  an  average  of  1,9%   in  other  City  Departments  action  should  be  further 
delayed , 

Mr  Buxton  called  attention  to  the  Director's  presentation  that  the 
current  appropriation  for  1955  cairied  provision  for  U6  Kiore  individuals  than 
the  May  1  number  of  556  and  that,  therefore,  no  additional  funds  would  be  needed 
if  this  number  of  vacancies  were  to  be  filled  to  help  meet  the  situation  even 
though  it  will  not  meet  the  quota  of  an  additional  35  individuals  set  by  the 
division  heads  as  needed  coverage. 

The  Director  stated  that,  if  provision  could  be  made  to  fill  vacancies 
within  terms  of  the  budget,  a  careful  study  would  be  made  to  effect  the  best 
possible  arrangements  for  use  of  professional  and  sub-professioiial  individuals 
apart  from  the  35  additional  individuals  requested  by  the  division  heads. 

!4r  Friedman  then  made  a  motion  that  the  Director  be  authorized  to  employ 
not  exceeding  602  individuals  within  the  appropriation  of  $2,6uO,000  for  personal 
services  in  the  1955  budget.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr  Buxton. 

Judge  Donahue  then  moved  that  the  motion  be  laid  on  the  table  until  re- 
ceipt of  the  report  of  the  Mayor's  Committee  on  Municipal  Finance.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Mr  McDonald. 

Mr  Buxton  stated  that  he  believed  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Mayor's 
Committee  report  was  to  be  in  terms  of  the  division  between  professional  a«i  sub- 
professional  eirployees  rather  than  the  total  number  of  en^^loyees  and  therefore 
that  action  to  fiU  some  of  the  vacancies  would  seem  to  be  in  order.  Mr  Friedman 
concurred  in  the  suggestion,  with  a  limitation  to  budgetaiy  provision.  Archbishop 
Cushing  suggested  a  comprcxnise.  The  Director  pointed  out  that  filling  vacancies 
within  budget  limitation  would  itself  constitute  a  coirqiromise  inasrauch  as  the 
request  had  been  for  35  w>re  individuals. 


The  question  of  relationship  of  cii^ulation  to  numt«r  of  enployees  ^s 
raised  by  Mr  McDonald.  The  Director  reported  that  the  circulation  was  droppij^ 
but  that  he  would  not  ascribe  it  necessarily  to  decreasing  personnel. 

Archbishop  Gushing  stated  that  he  was  of  the   opinion  that  the  number  of 
«i5)loyees  should  not  be  curtailed  to  the  detriment  of  the  Library,  that  more 
employees  were  needed  to  function,  and  that  there  was  no  certainty  as  to  ^en 
the  Mayor's  Coroiittee's  report  would  be  received. 
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The  Board  then  returned  to  considerations  of  the  motions  before  it. 

The  motion  of  Judge  Donahue  to  lay  Mr  Friedman's  motion  on  the  table 
was  put  to  a  vote.  Voting  for:  Judge  Donahue,  Mr  McDonald,  Voting  against: 
Mr  Buxton,  Archbishop  Cubing,  Mr  Friedman. 

The  motion  of  Mr  Friedman  wa.s  then  put  to  a  vote  and,  with  Mr  Buxton, 
Archbishop  Gushing,  Mr  Friedman  voting  for  and  Judge  Donahue  and  Mr  McDonald 
voting  against,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  Director  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  administer 
the  personnel  arrangements  of  the  Library  within  the  budget 
limitations  of  the  19SS  appropriations  of  $2,600,000  and  to 
fill  vacancies  in  his  discretion  with  a  quota  limitation  to 
602  full-time  employees. 

Mr  McDonald  stated  that  the  reason  he  is  against  this  increase  in  number  of  eir^^loyees 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  he  felt  that  the  matter  should  be  first  submitted  to  the  Mayor 
out  of  courtesy  and  also  should  await  the  Mayor's  complete  reading  of  the  report  of 
the  Mayor's  Citizens'  Committee  on  Municipal  Finance. 

The  Director  then  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  situation  that 
had  developed  in  uneconomical  use  of  professional  individuals  as  a  result  of  the 
reduction  from  $220,000  to  $170,000  made  by  the  Board  in  budget  provision  for  part- 
time  service.  Pointing  out  that  there  was  a  sufficient  amount  in  the  personnel  bud- 
get, because  of  non-filling  of  vacancies,  for  the  puipose  he  suggested  that  the  Board 
approve  restoration  as  of  July  1  of  up  to  ^0%   of  the  total  reduction. 

Following  discussion,  on  motion  made  by  Mr  Buxton,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  Director  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  operate  the 

part-time  service  on  week  days  as  of  July  1,  195^ ^  at  the  rate 
of  iiJl9!?,000  per  year. 

Voting  for:  Mr  Buxton,  Archbishop  Cushing,  Mr  Friedman,  Mr  McDonald.  Voting 
against:  Judge  Donahue. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  in  connection  with  the 
Equipment  Loan  for  the  City  of  Boston  that,  at  the  request  of  the  iidministrative 
Services  Department,  there  had  been  removed  from  the  regular  budget  of  the  Library 
the  sum  of $8, 9?^  for  purchase  of  equipment,  in  view  of  the  pending  Equipment  Loan. 
He  stated  that  in  coirpliance  with  the  request  from  the  above  mentioned  department 
the  Librar}*-  had  submitted  data  on  equipment  needs  in  three  categories  as  follows: 
priority  number  1,  $81, 000 5  priority  number  2,  $U2,000;  and  priority  number  3, 
$17,000.  He  stated  that  the  Library  had  now  been  notified  that  the  Equipanent  Loan 
had  been  passed  and  that  the  allovjance  of  the  Library  was  in  the  sum  of  $50,000, 
$140,000  of  which  was  for  the  purchase  of  two  bookmobiles  and  $10,000  of  which  was 
to  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  equipment  in  the  best  judgment  of  the  Libraiy. 

On  motion  made  by  Mr  Friedman,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  Mr  McDonald  be  appointed  a  committee  of  one  to  represent 
the  Trustees  in  approving  or  disapproving  arrangemoits  for  the 
purchase  of  two  bookmobiles  from  funds  in  the  amount  of  $U0,000 
allocated  to  the  Library  for  the  purpose  in  the  Equipment  Loan 
for  the  City  of  Boston. 
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The  lUrector  stated  that  the  remaining  $10,000  in  the  loan  would  be  applied 
to  the  most  urgent  needs  for  equipment. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  this  year  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  City  Planning  Board  the  Mayor  had  included  a  request 
for  capital  ir^rovements  for  the  Library  Department  for  1955  in  the  Repair  Loan 
Requests  made  to  the  Legislature  for  the  City  of  Boston.

The  Director  reported  that  since  the  preceding  meeting  at  the  invitation 
of  a  committee  of  the  City  Planning  Board  a  conference  had  been  held  with  two 
representatives  of  the  City  Planning  Board,  to  discuss  the  City  Planning  Board  s 
study  of  a  25  year  branch  library  building  program.  He  stated  that  the  study 
had  not  been  formally  adopted  by  the  Board  as  yet  and  that  it  proposed  the  dis- 
continuance of  several  branch  libraries  and  the  relocation  of  several  others, 
^th  an   eventual  system  of  26  branch  libraries  envisaged  in  the  building  program, 
but  that  there  ^ras  a  possibility  that  the  program  might  be  reduced  to  20  years. 
He  stated  that  the  building  pro  grain  provided  for  a  first  priority  group,  that  it 
varied  from  other  plans  mostly  in  its  priorities  and  it  provided  for  the  sub- 
stitution of  other  locations  for  the  Mt  Bowdoin,  Mt  Pleasant,  and  Dorchester   ^ 
Branch  Libraries;  it  also  proposed  closing  Neponset,  Phillips  Brooks,  and  Jeffries 
Point,  and  the  erection  of  new  buildings  for  Allston  ai^  Brighton. 

The  Director  stated  that  no  action  was  required  at  the  present  time  by 
the  Trustees,  that  the  studies  of  the  City  Planning  Board  were  prepared  to  serve 
as  a  guide  for  action,  and  that  the  inpetus  for  carrying  out  the  projects  pro- 
posed in  the  capital  budget  >rould  have  to  come  from  the  Trustees. 

Following  the  Director's  presentation  the  Board  entered  into  a  general 
discussion  of  a  branch  library  building  program. 

Th6  Director  reported  relative  to  the  present  status  of  the  West  End 
Urban  Redevelopment  Project  with  reference  to  the  IJest  End  Branch  Library,  that 
the  local  planning  had  reached  the  semi-final  point,  that  the  site  for  the  pro- 
posed branch  library  building  was  on  Cambridge  Street  approximately  at  the  present 
Chambers  Street,  which  was  to  be  discontintied.  He  stated  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment will  contribute  to  the  City  of  Boston's  share  of  the  cost  of  the  whole 
project  a  credit  toward  the  cost  of  the  provision  of  any  facility  such  as  a  branch 
library  a  nroportionate  amount  in  terms  of  the  estimated  \ise  of  the  facilities  by 
the  residents  of  the  nm4  T>rojects.  Under  this  arrangement  it  is  estimated  that 
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from  60—80  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  new  branch  libraiy  would  thus  be  refunded 
to  the  City  of  Boston  by  the  Federal  Government.  He  stated  that  the  present  church 
building  housing  the  Vfest  End  Branch  Library  would  be  returned  by  the  Urban  Redevelop- 
ment Project  for  church  use.  He  stated  that  no  action  was  required  for  the  present, 
that  the  plan  was  to  be  submitted  to  Washington,  and  that  no  developments  were  anti- 
cipated until  a  year  or  more  thereafter. 

The  Director  reported  that  as  authorized  at  the  preceding  meeting  supplementary 
budget  estimates  had  been  submitted  to  the  Mayor  in  the  amount  of  4167, 000,,  of  which 
$$0,000.  was  for  books  for  the  6outh  Boston  Branch  Librar^^,  $1.^,000  for  repairs  to  the 
roof  at  the  VJest  End  Branch  Library,  $1,600  for  painting  exterior  trim  at  West  End, 
and  $1400.  for  repairs  to  the  steps  at  West  End.  He  stated  that  the  Library  had  been 
advised  that  only  the  amourr^.  for  painting  exterior  trim  and  repairs  to  steps  was  to 
be  included  in  the  supplementary  budget  and  that  the  Mayor  had  indicated  that  he 
would  attempt  to  provide  funds  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  South  Boston  from  other 
sources  the  later  part  of  the  year. 

The  Director  reported  on  the  status  of  the  bill  authorizing  a  loan  for  extra- 
ordinary repairs  for  the  City  of  Boston,  that  the  bill  had  passed  and  been  signed 
by  the  Governor.  He  stated  that  the  next  step  was  its  formal  approval  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council*.  He  called  attention  to  the  inclusion  in  the  loan  legislation  of 
provision  for  the  coiq^letion  of  the  tile  roof  of  the  Central  Library  building  and  to 
an  error  providing  for  heating  of  Bates  Hall  instead  of  painting  Bates  Hall  for  which 
some  adjustment  must  be  found. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  correspondence  which  had 
passed  between  Dr  Dennis  G.  Haley,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  himself  concerning 
a  request  for  use  of  a  portion  of  the  Parker  Hill  Branch  Library  for  two  kindergarten 
classes  for  ^ich  school  building  quarters  were  not  available.  The  Director  stated 
that  the  librar:^  premises  did  not  possess  adequate  physical  facilities  for  such  a 
number,  quite  aside  from  the  responsibility  for  their  care,  and  that  there  was  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  a  new  large  miuiicipal  building  in  which  space  might  be  found.  He 
stated  that  he   had  personally  inspected  the  properties  and  had  then  notified  Dr  Haley 
of  the  situation.

Circular  Letters  No.  11,  12,  13,  and  lU  from  the  Mayor*  s  Office  were  read 
and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Director  stated  that  very  occasionally  during  the  summer  recess  of 
the  Board  there  arises  a  case  where  a  member  of  the  staff  because  of  personal 
illness  is  in  need  of  financial  assitance,  and  that  in  preceding  years  to  meet 
such  a  situation  the  Trustees  had  authorized  the  Director  to  make  grants  from 
the  fund  established  for  the  purpose,  the  Alice  Lincoln  vmitney  Fund.  Upon 
motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  during  the  suirmer  months  and  until  the  next  regular 
meeting  the  Director  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  make 
payments  from  the  income  of  the  Alice  Lincoln  VJhitney  Fund 
to  eiT5)loyBes  in  need  because  of  personal  illness,  in  con- 
formance with  the  policy  established  by  the  Trustees. 

The  Director  presented  a  list  of  vacancies  of  titular  rank  on  the  staff, 
stating  that  he  was  calling  th&n  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  at  tliis  time,  but 
that  he  was  recommending  deferring  action  until  the  Board  should  have  32:1  oppor- 
tunity to  study  presentations  being  prepared  by  the  Director  upon  studies  made 
by  the  Chief  Librarians  concerning  the  above  positions. 

Mr  Moloney  reported  that  since  the  preceding  meeting  the  Director  had 
approved  an  extension  of  contract  for  the  contractor  insrtalUng  the  hand  rail 
on  the  main  stairway  of  the  Central  Library,  stating  that  considerable  difficully 
had  been  encountered  by  the  sub-contractor  in  drilling  through  the  solid  marble 
of  the  steps  and  had  necessitated  the  securing  of  special  equipment  to  penetrate 
the  marble.  On  moUon  made  by  Mr  McDonald  and  duly  seconded,  it  \mB 
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VOTED:  that  the  action  of  the  Director,  and  Librarian  in  signing  an 
Agreement,  dated  May  2^,  19^^',  to  emend  the  contract  with 
T.  F.  McGann  &  Sons  Company,  27  Village  Street,  Somerville, 
Massachusetts,  for  the  installation  of  new  bronze  hand  rails 
on  the  main  staircase  of  the  Central  Library  building  be  and 
the  same  hereby  is  ratified  and  confirmed. 

The  Director  reported  that  at  the  preceding  meeting  consideration  of  revision 
in  hours  of  service  to  the  public  in  the  Rare  Book  Department  had  been  deferred  pend- 
ing consultation  between  the  Chief  Librarian  of  the  Reference  and  Research  Services 
and  the  Keeper  of  Rare  Books,  which  had  now  taken  place,  and  that  he  was  now  presen- 
ting memorandum  in  the  matter  from  the  aforesaid  individuals  together  with  data  on 
the  "recorded  hourly  public  use  of  the  Rare  Book  Department  and  Treasure  Room  during 
the  past  two  weeks.  He  pointed  out  that  this  tabulation  showed  a  very  slight  use  of 
the  Rare  Book  Department  in  the  evening  hours  and  furthermore  that  the  Treasure  Room 
already  had  been  closed  on  many  evenings  because  of  unavailability  of  personnel  cov- 
erage. He  reported  further  that,  although  the  proposed  closing  at  6  p.m.  would  not 
result  in  a  saving  in  personnel  cost  inasmuch  as  the  staff  was  mostly  full-time  with 
a  small  amount  of  part-time  service  in  the  department  from  which  any  cut  could  be 
made,  it  would  make  possible  more  adequate  coverage  of  the  Department,  The  Director 
pointed  out  that  the  Rare  Book  departments  in  the  Library  of  Congress,  New  York 
Public  Library,  and  the  Hougliton  Library  at  Harvard  are  closed  evenings. 

Following  discussion  of  the  situation,  particularly  of  the  prestige  that  the 
Rare  Book  Department  brings  to  the  Library,  I4r  McDonald  moved  that  the  Rare  Book  De- 
partment be  kept  open  on  its  usual  pchedule,  and  that  the  Treasure  Room  be  closed 
evenings.  Before  the  motion  was  put  to  a  vote  Mr  McDonald  amended  it  so  as  to 
retain  the  schediae  of  hours  as  at  present,  thus  keeping  both  open  for  the  summer 
months.  The  motion  was  seconded,  and  it  was 

VOTED:  that  during  the  summer  period  the  hours  of  service  to  the 
public  in  the  Rare  Book  Department  and  the  Treasure  Room 
be  continued  on  their  regular  schedule. 

The  Director  reported  that  there  was  scheduled  for  Monday,  June  6  a  hearjng 
on  a  supplemental  budget  before  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance  of  the 
City  Council,  and  that  the  following  three  items  for  the  Library  were  included  in 
the  Mayor's  Budget:   (l)  supplemental  budget  estimates  for  195^  in  the  amount  of 
$2,000  for  certain  repairs  kt  the  West  End  Branch  Library,  (2)  loan  appropriation 
for  extraordinary  repairs  in  the  ajaount  of  $hOO,000  for  couple ti on  of  the  roof  of 
the  Central  Library,  and  (3)  other  appropriation  loan  items  in  the  amount  of  ^79,5oO 
including  $^0,000  for  lightir^  of  Bates  Hall,  i,>ll4,500  for  painting  of  Bates  Han 
and  $1^,000  for  repairs  to  book  railway. 

The  Director  presented  to  the  members  of  the  Board  printed  copies  of  the 
Report  of  the  Examining  Committee  for  19:^U-19S$   stating  that  consideration  of  the 
recommeiKiations  in  the  Report  should  be  placed  on  the  agenda  of  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  after  there  had  been  an  opportunity  for  the  Trustees  to  study  the  Report, 

The  Director  stated  further  that  a  new  Examinir^  Committee  sliould  be  appointed 
early  in  the  autumn.  The  Secretary  was  asked  to  ronind  the  Trustees  two  weeks  in 
advance  of  the  autumn  meeting  that  they  should  submit  the  names  of  candidates. 
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The  Director  brou^t  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  a  request  from  the 
Building  Erployees  International  Union,  Local  U09,  that  consideration  be  given 
to  an  adjustment  in  wages  for  the  Junior  Building  Custodians  on  the  basis  of 
wage  adjustment  in  recognition  of  the  special  character  of  the  work  of  main- 
tenance of  the  library  building  which  had  been  already  accorded  the  skilled 
trade  workers.  He  stated  that  the  Hrion  had  called  attention  at  the  same  time 
to  the  proposed  classification  schedule  of  non-academic  personnel  in  the  School 
Department  as  prepared  by  the  Jacobs  Conpany. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  individuals  affected  were  in  process  of 
being  reclassified  by  the  Director  of  Civil  Service,  that  the  Civil  Service 
questionnaires  had  been  filled  out  by  the  employees,  that  revision  by  the  Di- 
rector of  Civil  Service  would  follow  study  of  the  said  questionnaires,  and  that 
thereafter  the  individuals  themselves  and  the  library  administration  would  each 
have  an  opportunity  to  review  the  classifications  assjgned,  and  that  at  that 
time  the  question  miglit  well  be  considered  as  to  whether  the  custodians  should 
be  reclassified  a  grade  higher  in  line  with  the  Jacobs  Survey  proposal  for  the 
School  Department.  The  Board  was  informed  that  the  present  wage  rate  was  on  a 
scale  of  $53.00  -  $65.^0. 

¥x  McDonald  moved  that  the  wages  of  the  aforesaid  building  custodians 
be  ircreased  by  $5^.00  per  week.  The  Director  pointed  out  that  the  request  of 
the  Union  had  been  received  just  prior  to  the  meeting  and  there  had  been  no 
opportunity  to  coirpare  the  situation  relative  to  the  library  building  custodians 
with  those  in  other  city  departments. 

Mr  Friedman  moved  that  the  motion  made  by  Mr  McDonald  be  laid  on  the 
table  and  made  the  subject  of  the  next  meeting  with  a  report  from  the  Director. 
The  motion  was  passed. 

Mr  McDonald  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  excellence  of  the 
current  issue  of  the  Boston  Piiblic  Library'-  tjuarterly.  He  moved  that  the  Trustees 
write  a  letter  to  I4r  Zoltan  Haraszti,  Editor  of  the  Publications,  in  caranendation 
of  the  good  work  that  he  has  been  doing  and  particularly  in  commendation  of  the 
April  issue  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  Quarterly.  It  was  agreed  that  Mr  McDonald 
should  draft  a  suitable  letter  for  the  signature  of  the  President  or  Vice  President.

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The  Director  reported  that  the  City  Council  had  passed  the  Mayor's  Sup- 
plementary Budget  on  June  6,  including  an  appropriation  for  the  Library  of  $1,600 
for  painting  ext.erior  wood  trim  at  the  \/est  End  Branch  Library,  and  $1,U00  for 
re-setting  stone  steps  at  the  West  End  Branch  Library.  He  stated  that  there  had 
been  apnroved  from  a  loan  order  for  repairs  certain  items  for  the  Library,  namely 
$50,000^  for  re-lighting  of  Bates  Hall,  $li^,500  for  painting  of  Bates  Hall,  and 
$15,000  for  the  renovation  of  the  book  railway. 

He  stated  that  the  loan  order  including  the  amount  for  the  new  tile 
m.ust  go  throu^  a  further  reading  before  receiving  final  action  by  the  City 
Council. 

The  Director  reported  on  preliminary  steps  taken  on  re-lighting  Bates 
Hall.  He  stated  that  he  had  conferred  mth  the  Library's  consulting  architect 
who  had  been  requested  to  examine  the  new  lighting  in  the  reading  room  at  the 
Widener  Library  and  the  Baker  Library  at  Harvard  before  taking  any  steps  in 
connection  with  the  selection  of  a  lighting  engineer. 

The  Director  stated  that  on  June  20  a  conference  had  been  held  with  the 
Architects  of  the  new  South  Boston  Branch  Library  concerning  certain  changes 
recommended  in  the  specifications  to  reduce  buildinrs  cost  because  of  the  neces- 
sity to  install  more  exi:>ensive  foundations  as  a  result  of  the  findings  from 
borings  recently  made.  He  presented  to  the  Board  a  communication  from  the 
architects  setting  forth  the  problem  and  suggesting  substitutions.  Follovdng 
discussion,  on  motion  made  by  Mr  McDonald  and  duly  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  in  the  specifications  being  prepared  by  the  architects 
for  the  new  South  Boston  Branch  Library,  Shepley,  Bulfinch,

VOTED:  that,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in  accordance  %^th 
the  provisions  of  section  22  of  Chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  192^  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  and  Librarian,  or

Circular  Letters  No.  17,  l8,  19,  20,  21,  22,  and  23  from  the  Mayor's  Office 
were  read  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Director  reported  to  the  Board  that  upon  request  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
there  was  being ^transferred  from  city  appropriations  to  trust  funds  income  the  travel 
expenditure  charge  for  attendance  of  six  members  of  the  library  staiTf  at  large  at  the 
Annual  Tweeting  of  the  American  Library  Association  in  Philadelphia  in  July  1955. 
He  stated  that  the  statutory  limit  for  travel  expenditures  for  city  enployees  in  any 
one  year  is  r'7,500.,  that  the  Mayor  had  requested  the  aforesaid  action  inasmuch  as 
there  was  need  to  send  certain  officials  of  other  city  departments  to  an  iir^jortant 
meeting  for  which  there  were  not  sufficient  travel  funds  available  with  which  to 
defray  the  expenses.  The  Director  stated  that  a  credit  to  the  city  appropriation 
would  be  arranged  and  the  charge  made  against  trust  funds  income. 

The  Director  stated  that  during  the  summer  recess  of  the  Board,  with  the 
authority  riven  him,  he  had  made  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $150.  from  the  income  of 
the  Alice  Lincoln  VJhitney  Fund  to  Carmen  De  Luca,  Junior  Building  Custodian,  because 
of  personal  illness. 
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The  Director  reported,  in  the  matter  of  the  request  of  the  St  Jerome 
Guild  for  permission  to  hold  meetings  on  library  time,  that  this  was  a  religious 
organization  of  the  Catholic  enployees  of  the  Library,  and  that,  although  he  had 
granted  permission  to  meet  on  library  premises,  he  did  not  think  thax  he  had  the 
authority  to  grant  permission  for  such  an  organization  to  meet  on  library  time. 
Following  discussion,  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  members  of  the  St  Jerome  Guild  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library  may  be  permitted  to  hold  meetings  of  the  Guild  on 
library  premises,  but  that  attendance  at  such  meetings  may 
not  be  on  library  time. 

The  Director  reported  on  the  matter  of  the  classification  of  Civil  Service 
personnel  by  the  Division  of  Civil  Service  that  the  reclassification  had  been 
begun  last  spring,  that  on  the  preceding  VJednesday  representatives  of  the  Civil 
Service  Division  had  met  with  the  library  officers  to  discuss  progress,  that  a 
second  meeting  was  to  be  held  in  late  Octooer,  after  ^iicii  the  final  decision 
on  classifications  would  be  rendered.  He  pointed  out  that  there  would  still  be 
opportunity  for  appeal  by  staff  members  after  tiie  classifications  were  estabUsh- 
ed,  and  that  he  believed  that  the  change  in  classifications  would  not  be  very 
extensive. 

At  the  same  time  the  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the 
request  from  the  t^resident  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  Employees  Association, 
Local  U09,  that  consideration  be  given  to  raising  the  level  of  certain  other 
workers  to  maintain  the  wage  differentials  between  classifications  that  had 
existed  prior  to  the  recent  increase  given  the  Junior  Building  Custodians.

authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Library  in  representation 
of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four  weeks  from 
2k   October  1955. 
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Mr  McDonald  then  reported  on  behalf  of  the  committee  of  Mr  Buxton  and 
himself,  appointed  to  gather  information  for  the  Board  concerning  the  selection 
of  a  consulting  engineer  and  the  procedure  to  'oe  followed  in  undertalcmg  the 
work  of  the  conpletion  of  the  roof  of  the  Central  Library  building.  He  stated 
that  the  committee  was  of  the  belief  that  Gilbert  Small  and  Conpany  was  a  reliable 
concern  that  had  long  experience  with  the  problems  of  the  roof.  He  stated  tliat 
to  eirploy  any  other  engineer  at  this  stage  would  double  the  engineering  cost. 

Thereupon  on  motion  made  by  ¥x  McDonald  and  seconded  by  Mr  Buxton,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  entered  into  with  Gilbert  Small  and  Company, 
Inc.,  10  State  Street,  Boston,  a  contract  for  engineering^ 
and  arcliitectural  services  in  connection  with  the  completion 
of  the  roof  of  the  Central  Library  building  in  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00). 

Mr  Buxton  stated  that  subsequent  to  the  committee  meeting  he  had 
questioned  whether  there  was  not  some  substitute  for  the  clay  tiles  that  would 
be  cheaper,  whether  there  had  not  oeen  given  undue  emphasis  to  the  esthetic 
aspect  of  the  situation. 

Mr  McDonald  stated  that  he  was  satisfied  that  the  clay  tile  was  the 
material  to  be  used,  that  others  such  as  aluminum,  brass,  monelmetal,  or 
•vn?ought  iron  would  be  more  expensive. 

It  was  therefore  suggested  that  the  award  of  tlie  contract  for  engineering 
services  in  connection  with  the  conpletion  of  the  roof  to  Gilbert  Small  and 
Company  be  considered  as  subject  to  another  meeting  of  the  committee  to  examine 
further  the  possibility  of  use  of  metal  tile  and  to  secure  information  concerning 
the  cost  of  metal  tile  such  as  aluminum. 

Mr  McDonald  recommended  that,  if  it  should  be  decided  to  use  the  clay 
tiles,  the  specifications  be  written  to  explicitly  provide  for  sairple  inspection 
of  each  lot  of  tiles  by  a  competent  e^q^ert. 

The  Director  suggested  that,  in  order  to  satisf^r  any  doubts  as  to 
material  for  tiles  a  further  conference  by  the  committee  of  the  Trustees  and 
the  engineers  be  held.  He  pointed  out  that  there  was  a  definite  time  schedule 
in  connection  with  the  work*,  that  within  a  few  days  the  decision  as  to  the  tile 
must  be  made,  with  perhaps  an  alternate,  and  that  public  advertising^  must  take 
place  by  November  J)  so  that  the  contract  can  be  signed  by  January  1  in  order 
to  allow  three  msmths  for  tile  manufacture  before  the  good  weather  sets  in. 

It  was  agreed  that  tlie  Committee  should  be  continued  and  should  meet 
on  Tuesday,  October  2$   at  U:00  p.m.  with  a  representative  of  Gilbert  Small  and 
Coirpany. 

The  Director  reported  that  prior  to  this  meeting  a  presentation  con- 
cerning the  proposed  budget  estimates  for  19^6  had  gone  to  all  members  of  Vm 
Board.  He  stated  that  the  budget  estimates  had  been  scrutinized  very  carefully 
over  a  considerable  period.  He  then  summarized  the  major  increases  in  the  bud- 
get items.  He  stated  that  the  total  conpared  with  that  of  last  year  was 
approximately  J;^l83,000.  pi^eater  as  follows:

to  the  number  >Jhich  existed  as  of  January  1,  19pU,  which  represented 
the  number  actually  needed  for  the  proper  care  and  cleaning  of  the 
building; 

(2)  The  possibility  of  providing  the  sum  of  $7,^00.  for  the  rebinding 
of  books  for  the  branch  libraries  by  a  commercial  library  bindery, 

PS  recommended  )yf   the  Mayor's  Citizens  Committee  on  Municipal  Finance; 
this  should  be  done  experimentally  with  three  trial  runs  of  1,000 
volumes  each; 

(3)  The  provision  of  the  sum  of  Jp50,000  for  the  book  stock  for  the  new 
South  Boston  Branch  Library, 

Mr  McDonald  stated  that  he  thought  that  an  additional  amount  of  ip50,000 
to  bring  the  total  for  the  branch  libraries  to  tiie  amount  of  $29U,500.  should  be 
requested  for  books  quite  in  addition  to  the  separate  item  of  $50,000  for  books 
for  the  new  South  Boston  Branch  Library. 

Following  discussion,  on  motion  made  by  Mr  Friedman  and  seconded  by 
Mr  Buxton,  it  was

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In  connection  with  the  budget  the  Director  brought  to  tlie  attention  of  the 
Board  the  condition  of  certain  branch  libraries  located  in  municipal  buildings.  He 
pointed  out  that  the  Public  Buildings  Department  has  not  been  as  generously  treated 
in  budgetary  provision  for  the  repair  of  its  buildings  as  has  the  Library,  that  al- 
thou^  the  Library  cannot  assume  the  repair  itself  it  could  make  a  separate  budget 
presentation  to  the  Mayor,  stating  that  for  a  long  time  nothing  had  been  done  for 
the  repair  of  branch  library  quarters  ojd  setti^  fcarth  the  unit  needs  to  put  them 
in  condition. 
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The  Director  pointed  out  that  six  units  were  in  such  buildings,  and 
that  their  physical  condition  was  assumed  by  the  public  to  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  Library,  He  stated  that  he  believed  tliat  such  a  presentation  would  give 
added  strength  to  the  budget  request  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings, 
that  a  survey  of  these  units  had  been  made  for  lighting  needs,  flooring,  painting, 
wirdows,  screens,  shades,  and  landscapting,  and  that  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
repair  was  $35,000. 

It  was  agreed  that  such  a  presentation  should  be  drawn  up  and  sent  to 
the  Mayor. 

The  Director  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  submission  of  a  Capital  Budget 
covering  a  six-year  period.  He  pointed  out  that  tlie  City  Planning  Board  jn  recom- 
mending a  building  program  for  branch  libraries  differed  fron  the  schedules  set 
by  the  Library,  that  it  stressed  first  reduction  in  number  of  units  tlirough 
replacement  of  three  branch  libraries  by  two  new  libraries  oetter  located  in  one 
section  of  the  city  before  replacement  of  rented  or  municipal  building  units, 
that  the  program  was  on  a  25 -year  schedule.  He  stated  that  the  Library  had  set 
its  schedule'^in  terms  of  greatest  library  service  needs  to  citizens,  that  a  pro- 
gram integrating  the  two  plans  could  be  worked  out  to  advantage.  He  stated  that 
the  suggestions'made  earlier  by  Mr  McDonald  for  obtaining  a  loan  order  of 
$3,500,000,  outside  of  the  Library's  annual  appropriations  was  sound,  that  it^ 
would  probably  take  3  -  U  years  to  carry  through  such  a  program,  that  with  this 
appropriation  a  schedule  of  seven  new  buildings  in  terms  of  the  Planning  Board's 
proposal  and  seven  in  terms  of  the  Library's  proposal  could  be  carried  out.  He 
stated  that  the  schedule  of  the  Planning  Board  called  for  a  new  branch  library 
every  other  year,  but  that  t\^o  could  be  built  a  year. 

He  pointed  out  also  that  the  City  had  made  provision  from  City  funds 
for  a  modernization  program  in  other  City  Departments  and  that  he  vxas  suggesting 
therefore  that  the  sum  of  $100,000  be  requested  by  the  Lioraiy  from  City  funds 
to  supplement  the  funds  from  the  Dr  Samuel  Abbott  Green  >iemorial  Fund  being  used 
for  modernization  purposes.  He  pointed  out  that  at  the  present  time  no  further 
action  was  being  taken  in  the  modernization  program  pending  action  by  the  Di- 
vision of  Administrative  Services  on  the  Report  of  the  Ma^for's  Citizens  Comrriittee 
on  Municipal  Finance. 

The  Director  stated  that  in  terms  of  tMs  Report  he  would  draft  a 
Capital  Budget  for  the  Library  for  the  period  of  1956-61. 

The  Director  reported  that  of  informal  bids  requested  from  five  dealers 
handling  subscriptions  for  serial  publications  only  one  dealer  had  submitted  a 
corrplete  bid  for  the  Library's  subscriptions  and  one  other  a  partial  bid.  He 
stated  that  bids  had  been  requested  of  the  following:

He  stated  that  all  bids  had  been  greatly  in  excess  of  the  amo\mt  set  by  the  Trustees 
for  the  building  cost,  namely  $207,000.,  that  the  architects  were  now  engaged  in 
checking  the   subdivisions  of  the  proposa3.  to  ascertain  the  differences  between^ 
estimated  costs  and  figures  bid,  that  a  conference  was  scheduled  with  the  architects 
on  NovCTiber  9,  and  that  they  wo\ild  be  requested  to  furnish  a  statement  of  explanation 
of  the  bidding  and  the  changes  they  would  recommend  in  the  building  specifications 
to  bring  the  bid  price  within  the  limit  of  available  funds.  He  reported  that  it  would

then  be  necessary  to  reject  all  bids  and  proceed  to  readvertise  and  that 
the  matter  would  be  placed  on  the  agenda  of  the  next  meeting. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  a  communication 
from  John  Druker  and  Son,  Agents  for  the  landlord  of  the  premises  occupied 
W   the  Orient  Heights  Branch  Library,  requesting  a  new  lease  for  a  period  of 
five  years  with  an  increase  in  rental  from  $U,26o.  to  $U,800.  plus  the  cost 
of  real  estate  taxes.

Mr  McDonald  reported  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  Trustees  on  com- 
pletion of  the  roof  of  the  Central  Library  building  that  it  had  had  another 
meeting  with  Mr  Thomas  B.  Syme,  of  Messrs  Gilbert  Small  ^   Company,  the  Li- 
brary's enr:ineers,  and  that  he  had  submitted  a  letter  wiiich  stated  that  inves- 
tigation has  proven  that  metal  tile  would  be  more  expensive  than  clay  tile. 
Mr  ^McDonald  stated  that  Mr  Buxton  and  himself  had  studied  the  data  on  the 
various  tiles  and  were  ready  to  recommend  proceeding  with  clay  tile.  He  stated 
that  the  engineers  recominended  invitation  bidding  by  a  group  of  roofing  experts 
limited  to  those  known  to  have  experience  in  tile  roofing  and  who  employ  tile 
workmen.  It  was  agreed  that  the  matter  should  be  presented  to  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  for  consideration  and  approval. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  public  subscription  for  the  purchase  of 
the  painting  of  Geor^^e  Washinrbon  at  Dorchester  Heights  was  greater  than  the 
cost  of  the  painting,  and  that  the  balance  (approximately  $500.)  had  been  sent 
by  the  Mayor  to  the  Collector-Treasurer  to  be  funded,  the  incon©  of  which  was  to 
be  used  for  the  care  and  preservation  of  the  painting.

The  Director  reported  on  the  progress  of  the  arrangements  in  connection  with 
the  completion  of  the  roof  of  the  Central  Library  building.

Mr  Moloney  reported  progress  in  the  matter  of  the  proposed  extension  of 
leases  for  branch  library  quarters,  stating  that  the  Law  Department  has  indicated 
that  such  leases  can  be  written  with  an  option  clause  for  two  renewals,  subject 
to  apnropriation  availability,  to  run  from  April  1  instead  of  January  1,  provided 
thpt  '-n  mking  this  change  the  first  three  calendar  months  are  paid  on  a  service 
order  basis,  and  that  a  conference  with  the  City  Auditor  had  indicated  that  this 
could  be  done.  He  stated  that  the  next  step  would  be  individual  negotiations 
with  landlords. 

The  Director  reported  on  a  recent  conference  vdth  the  General  Administra- 
tive Services  Board  concerning  the  report  on  the  Library  by  the  Mayor's  Citizens 
Committee  on  Municipal  Finance,  stating  that  two  matters  had  been  chiefly  dis- 
cussed, the  first  of  wi^iich  was  the  closing  of  certain  branch  libraries  which  had 
been  voted  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor.

Room  at  3:30  o'clock  p«m« 

Present:  Archbishop  Gushing,  Messrs  Buxton,  Friedman,  and 
McDonald,  Trustees.  Also  there  was  present  His  Honor  Mayor  John  B. 
Hynes* 

The  President,  Archbishop  Gushing,  in  the  chair. 

The  Mayor  stated  that  he  wished  to  discuss  with  the  Board  the 
report  which  he  had  received  from  the  Gity  Planning  Board  on  "Boston's 
Branch  Library  System."  He  stated  that  reports  from  both  the  Gity 
Planning  Board  and  the  Mayor's  Gitizens  Gommittee  on  Municipal  Finance 
had  been  in  favor  of  eliniination  of  four  branch  libraries:  namely, 
Jeffries  Point,  Neponset,  Phillips  Brooks,  and  the  Tyler  Street  Reading 
Roora* 

The  Board  informed  the  Mayor  that  earlier  it  had  cone  to  the 
same  conclusion  concerning  those  specific  branch  libraries,  and  that 
implementation  of  the  closings  was  awaiting  only  the  approval  of  His 
Honor. 

The  Mayor  then  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  pro- 
posal for  a  new  branch  library  building  program  to  provide  13  new  build- 
ings over  a  period  of  20  years. 

Mr  McDonald  stated  that  it  was  his  opinion  that  the  program 
should  not  be  stretched  out  that  far  and  that  also  the  progran  for 
combining  certain  units,  as  for  instance,  Mt  Bowdoin  and  Memorial, 
Orient  Heights  and  Jeffries  Point,  should  be  carried  out  such  as  the 
Trustees  are  proposing  to  do  in  South  Boston  with  the  South  Boston  and 
Gity  Point  Branch  Libraries.  He  pointed  out  that  such  a  procedure 
would  also  meet  sons  of  the  objections  to  the  closings  as  well  as  result 
in  increased  circulation. 

The  Director  stated  that  fron  the  operating  point  of  view  the 
k  closings  were  considered  desirable  but  that  there  must  be  provided 
in  their  place  a  bookmobile  service  for  these  areas  through  the  acquisi- 
tion of  a  third  bookmobile.  He  stated  further  that  the  Library  was  of 
the  opinion  that  at  the  san«  time  something  should  be  done  for  certain 
areas  of  the  city  with  poor  branch  library  facilities,  such  as  Roslindale 
(with  the  largest  branch  library  circulation),  Allston,  Brixton,  etc. 
He  stated  that  an  item  had  been  included  in  the  capital  budget  for  re- 
arranging, relighting,  and  refurbishing  these  branch  library  buildings 
owned  by  the  Library  and  which  the  City  Planning  Board  report  says  should 
be  retained. 

In  respect  to  these  Mr  Friedman  commented  on  the  physical  con- 
dition of  certain  branch  library  units  which  he  stated  was  most  dis- 
heartening and  a  disgrace  to  the  city. 
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Mr  McDonald  queried  whether  building  10  new  branch  libraries  at  a  cost 
of  $250,000  each  in  one  year  rather  than  over  a  period  of  years  could  not  be 
done* 

The  Director  stated  that  for  such  a  building  program  present  building 
costs  indicated  that  the  appropriation  for  each  should  approximate  $300,000. 
He  stated  that  the  experience  of  the  Detroit  Public  Library  in  building  many 
units  in  one  year  was  against  such  an  undertaking,  that  two  a  year  would  be 
as  much  as  could  be  satisfactorily  handled. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  Library  has  an  appropriation  at  the  present 
time  for  building  oqb  branch  library  only,  namely,  the  South  Boston  Branch  Library, 
bids  for  which  are  now  in  process* 

Mr  Buxton  stated  that,  although  it  might  be  economically  necessary,  never- 
theless the  bookmobile  was  no  substitute  for  a  branch  library,  that  it  provided 
no  place  for  study. 

The  Director  asked  whether  the  Mayor  would  entertain  a  schedule  to  stagger 
the  branch  library  closings  on,  for  instance,  April  1,  May  1,  June  1,  and  July  1, 
that  closing  them  in  good  weather  would  mean  less  opposition  from  the  public. 

The  President  stated  that,  all  present  were  new  agreed  that  the  branch 
libraries  recommended  for  closing  by  the  Planning  Board  should  be  closed  and  that 
the  first  step  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  branch  library  program  was  to  close  these. 

There  followed  a  discussion  of  the  new  building  timetable  as  to  period  in 
which  it  was  to  be  carried  out,  the  areas  of  the  city  to  be  given  priority  of 
attention,  possible  combinations  of  branch  library  units,  and  substitution  of  book* 
mobile  service  in  certain  areas  where  the  operational  cost  of  a  branch  library  was 
not  justified. 

It  was  called  to  tYm  Mayor's  attention  that  the  Library  Trustees  differ 
from  the  City  Planning  Board  as  to  time  schedule  of  building  in  terms  of  greatest 
xksed  for  better  library  facilities  in  the  several  areas  in  question,  that  this 
difference  would  have  to  be  resolved,  whether  through  a  conbination  of  the  two  or 
through  adherence  to  one  of  the  programs. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  Mayor  should  release  a  statement  on  the  closings  to 
the  press  on  Thursday,  January  12,  for  Friday  publication,  and  that  the  Director 
should  send  a  commomication  to  the  library  staff  in  the  matter  on  Thursday  after- 
nooi,  in  order  that  the  staff  might  be  aware  of  the  action  before  the  public  and 
also  in  order  that  it  might  be  reassured  that  no  loss  of  position  to  any  full-time 
employee  mig^t  ensue  and  that  a  bookmobile  service  would  be  provided  to  the  affected 
communities. 

The  Mayor  pointed  out  that  the  timetable  of  closing  would  not  need  to  be 
given  at  this  time  and  the  release  statement  can  indicate  that  this  is  still  under 
consideration.  He  stated  further  that,  if  it  could  possibly  be  done,  funds  for 
•recti (»  of  two  branch  library  buildings  a  year  will  be  made  available. 

The  Mayor  conmented  on  the  further  reconnendations  in  the  Report  of  the 
Mayor's  Citizenn  Committee  on  Municipal  Finance,  stating  that  a  further  conference 
on  these  should  take  place.  The  Board  was  agreed  that  the  report  had  been  fairly- 
constructive  and  that  attention  should  be  given  to  its  recommendations.  The  Mayer 
stated  that  in  his  talk  with  the  press  he  would  indicate  that  the  recommendations 
in  the  report  were  under  consideration  by  the  Trustees.

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The  Mayor  then  raised  a  question  concerning  the  progress  of  the 
amalgamation  of  the  Library  Printing  Department  with  the  Printing  Section 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  It  was  pointed  out  to  him  that  to  date  the  expe- 
rience of  the  Library  with  the  printing  done  at  the  Printing  Section  had 
not  been  satisfactory  in  respect  to  time  schedules  of  production,  cost 
of  production,  and  typographical  quality  of  production,  and  that  data  was 
to  be  furnished  to  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services  in  the  matter; 
and  that  it  was  hoped  that  as  a  result  a  satisfactory  solution  could  be 
found.  It  was  stated  that  a  major  need  was  an  arrangement  for  the  services 
of  a  qualified  expert  to  advise  on  appropriate  typographical  design  for  the 
specicil  items  issued  by  the  Library  and  that  it  might  be  necessary  to  seek 
an  appropriation  to  cover  this.  It  was  stated  that  the  Library  would  be 
ready  to  transfer  the  two  remaining  members  of  the  Printing  Department  in 
approximately  a  month  and  also  such  machines  of  the  Department  as  the  Print- 
ing Section  may  desire  to  have. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Mayor  the  matter  was  laid  on  the  table.

District  Commission  or  the  State.

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  request  of 
the  Collector-Treasurer,  who  is  in  charge  of  this  year's  Mardi  of  Dimes 
campaign  for  City  employees,  that  the  Trustees  n^le  an  excepticm  to  their 
long-standing  regulation  against  canvassing  within  the  Library  for  the 
current  March  of  Dimes  drive  in  view  of  the  aid  given  to  City  employsss 
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who  had  been  stricken  with  polio  during  the  past  year»s  epidemic  in  Boston.  It 
was  unanimously  agreed  that  no  exception  be  made  for  the  present  campaign. 

Circular  Letter  No.  1  from  the  Mayor's  Office  was  read  and  ordered  placed 
on  file. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  City  Auditor  had  refused  to  put  into 
effect  retroactively  to  January  1  the  increases  in  salary  for  certain  officers 
recently  voted  by  the  Board,  citing  as  his  authority  a  court  decision  rendered 
in  a  case  involving  retroactive  payment  and  that,  therefore,  the  increases  had 
gone  into  effect  on  January  6,  the  date  of  the  meeting.  He  stated  that  he  was 
reporting  it  to  the  Board  because  this  action  set  a  precedent  of  overruling 
action  by  the  Trustees  taken  in  accordance  with  the  authority  granted  them  by 
their  Act  of  Incorporation. 

The  Director  reported  that  he  had  conferred  with  the  President  of  Local 
#li09.  Building  Service  Employees  International  Union,  following  a  communication 
from  the  Union  under  date  of  December  28,  19^5.  He  stated  that  the  Union  was 
desirous  of  restoring  the  proportion  of  differential  in  wages  between  senior  and 
Junior  building  custodians.  He  stated  that  the  Union  also  requested  that  the 
wages  of  the  skilled  trades  group  and  women  cleaners  be  increased.  The  Director 
reported  that  the  women  cleaners  were  actually  paid  at  a  higher  rate  that  some 
of  the  junior  building  custodians  and  that  the  present  request  stemmed  from  the 
fact  that  the  amount  of  overtime  work  for  this  group  had  been  reduced. 

On  motion  made  by  Mr  Friedman,  and  seconded  by  Mr  McDonald,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  communication  from  Local  #U09,  Building 
Service  Employees  International  Union,  dated 
December  28,  1955,  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Director  reported  that  he  had  also  had  a  coramunication  from  a 
group  representing  the  skiUed  trades,  helpers,  and  senior  building  custodians 
and  had  talked  with  their  representative,  Mr  Clifford  L.  Fay.  The  Director 
stated  that  their  presentation  concerned  the  inadequacy  of  the  differential  of 
grades  between  groups  and  particularly  of  those  of  foremen  as  established  by 
the  increases  on  April  1,  1953  and  those  granted  on  June  30,  1955  to  certain 
groups  only.  He  stated  that  he  had  told  both  representatives  that  their  situation 
must  be  considered  in  relation  to  the  wages  paid  for  c^jnilar  work  elsewhere  in 
the  City  employ  and  in  relation  to  the  results  of  the  survey  of  classifications 
now  in  process  of  completion  by  the  Division  of  Civil  Service.  On  motion  duly 
made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED J   that  the  communication  from  the  group  representing 
the  skilled  trades,  helpers,  and  senior  building 
custodians,  dated  January  11,  1956  be  laid  on  the 
table. 

The  Director  reported  that  at  its  December  2  meeting  the  Trustees  had 
voted  that  travel  expenses  to  an  amount  of  $200.  each  for  attendance  at  the 
Midwinter  Meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association  to  be  held  during  the 
week  of  January  29  -  February  k  be  paid  for  the  Director  and  the  Chief  Librar- 
ians of  the  Bibliothecal  Divisions,  but  that  subsequently  the  Library  had  been 
notified  by  the  Office  of  Administrative  Services  that  the  budget  allocati<Mi  of 
the  Library  for  travel  in  1956  was  being  reduced  from  $2,500  to  $1,000.  The 
Director  stated  that  in  view  of  this  reduction  it  would  not  be  possible  to  pay 
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the  expenses  for  the  three  for  attendance  at  the  Midwinter  Meeting  in 
addition  to  the  annual  meeting,  and  that  inasmuch  as  the  meeting  of 
the  Board  had  been  cancelled  the  preceding  week,  he  had  had  to  notify 
the  two  Chief  Librarians  that  their  expenses  could  not  be  paid  prior 
to  his  report  to  the  Board. 

Mr  McDonald  inquired  whether  funds  might  not  be  made  available 
from  trust  funds  income.  The  Director  stated  that  there  was  so  limited 
an  amount  for  other  purposes  available  in  unrestricted  funds  that  it  had 
been  the  general  policy  not  to  so  use  the  funds.  He  pointed  out  that  a 
portion  had  been  charged  to  trust  funds  income  the  preceding  year  only 
upon  a  presentation  from  the  City  Auditor  that  there  was  an  insufficient 
balance  in  the  City's  travel  expense  appropriation  to  cover  the  expense 
of  travel  deemed  urgent  for  representatives  for  another  city  department 
inasmuch  as  the  Library  had  expended  a  larger  amount  than  usual  during 
the  year.  On  motion  duly  made  by  Mr  Buxton  and  seconded  by  Mr  Friedman,

He  stated  that  the  Mayor's  approval  had  been  secured  for  awarding  the  contract 
without  public  advertising,  that  the  Law  Department  had  aided  in  drawing  up  the 
proposal  form,  but  that  following  a  presentation  from  the  Director  of  Labor  and 
Industries  the  Corporation  Counsel  had  now  advised  the  Trustees  that  to  award 
the  contract  without  public  competition  would  be  a  violation  of  the  law*  The 
Director  stated  that  the  Board  would  have  to  take  action  to  reject  the  bids 
and  proceed  to  public  advertisement  for  proposals.  On  motion  duly  made  and 
seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  rejected  all  proposals  received  on 
January  12,  19^6,  for  certain  roofing  work  at  the 
Central  Library  building. 

The  Director  reported  that  he  had  received  several  communications  in 
protest  and  also  talked  with  several  individuals  concerning  the  announced 
forthcoming  closing  of  the  Jeffries  Point,  Neponset,  Phillips  Brooks,  and 
Tyler  Street  branch  libraries.  He  stated  that  on  the  whole  the  reaction  had 
been  reasonably  moderate.  He  reported  that  several  City  Councillors  had 
questioned  the  closing  of  Phillips  Brooks. 

The  Director  reported  on  his  conference  with  the  Director  of  Administra- 
tive Services  on  the  19$6  budget  estimates. 

The  President  stated  that  he  would  have  to  leave  the  meeting  and  the  Vice- 
President  took  the  chair. 

The  Director  continued  his  report,  stating  that  there  was  likelihood  that 
the  City  Council  will  reduce  the  allowance  for  purchase  of  books,  that  a  reduction 
to  $25, OCX)  had  already  been  made  in  the  item  for  books  to  stock  the  new  South 
Boston  Branch  Library  and  $60,000  in  the  personal  services  account.  He  stated 
that  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services  had  been  informed  that  operation  with 
the  reduction  in  personal  services  would  be  extremely  difficult  and  that  he  had 
suggested  the  possibility  of  including  an  amount  in  the  supplemental  budget. 

The  Director  reported  concerning  the  report  of  the  Mayor's  Citizens  Ccra- 
mittee  on  Municipal  Finance.  He  stated  that  the  press  had  carried  an  item  that 
the  Director  had  not  made  a  report  on  the  Report  of  the  Mayor's  Citizens  Committee, 
but  that  this  was  contrary  to  the  fact  insofar  as  that  portion  of  the  report,  the 
8txBB&ary,  was  concerned.  He  pointed  out  that  to  date  the  complete  report  had  never 
been  transmitted  to  the  Trustees  although  it  had  been  given  to  others,  such  as 
members  of  the  City  Council  and  the   press. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  had  appeared  before  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  City  Council  on  January  23  at  its  request.  He  reported  that  questions 
had  been  raised  concerning  cost  of  service  to  non-residents  and  the  availability 
of  the  Dr  Samuel  Abbott  Green  Memorial  Fund  for  use  for  repairs  and  that  the  ques- 
tioning indicated  that  there  might  be  severe  cuts  in  the  budget  allowance  for 
building  maintenance  in  1956. 

The  Director  reported  that  as  a  result  of  that  meeting  Councillor  McCormack 
had  introduced  an  order  in  the  City  Council  to  request  that  the  Trustees  consider 
petitioning  the  Probate  Court  for  permission  to  use  the  Benton  Building  Fund  for 
construction  of  a  major  branch  library  in  a  well  selected  and  readily  accessible 
site  to  serve  many  of  the  functions  now  performed  by  the  Central  Library.  The 
Director  was  instructed  to  inform  the  City  Council  that  the  Trustees  will  give 
the  matter  consideration. 
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The  Director  reported  that  the  Governor's  Administrative  Library 
Commission  on  the  public  libraries  of  the  Commonwealth  had  handed  its 
report  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  on  January  23  #  but  that  the  report 
had  not  as  yet  been  released  to  the  public.

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The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  problem 
presented  in  making  promotional  appointments  under  the  procedures 
instituted  by  the  Trustees  a  few  years  ago  whereby,  from  an  eligible 
list  of  candidates  established  by  a  weighted  numerical  evaluation  of 
candidates,  one  of  the  top  three  must  be  selected  for  one  vacancy, 
two  of  the  top  four  for  two  vancancies,  and  three  of  the  top  five  for 
three  vacancies •  He  recommended  that  there  be  discontinued  the  evaluation 
on  a  numerical  point  basis  of  the  individuals  who  have  met  the  minimum 
qualifications  set  for  a  position,  stating  that  such  a  process  did  not 
necessarily  result  in  the  selection  of  the  best  candidate  for  a  position. 
An  adequate  evaluation  of  candidates  for  promotion  is  difficult  to  achieve 
through  attempting  to  express  in  quantitative  fashion  on  a  point  basis  the 
qualitative  considerations  that  are  essential  for  positions  of  the  Uth  and 
5th  step  levels  and  higher.  He  therefore  recommended  that  selection  of 
candidates  be  made  instead  from  an  ••open  list"  of  all  eligible  candidates 
through  recommendation  of  the  supervisory  individuals  concerned.  Following 
discussion,  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was: 

VOTED:  that  the  personnel  procedures  established  for  the 
appointment  of  all  officers  and  employees  in  the 
bibliothecal  service  of  the  Library  be  revised  to 
provide  that  hereafter  promotional  appointments  be 
made  from  an  open  list  of  those  candidates  who  have 
met  the  minimum  qualifications  of  the  position  to  be 
filled. 

He  pointed  out  that  at  the  Board*  s  meeting  of  December  16,  1955,

adopted  by  the  governing  board  of  said  New  England 
Deposit  Library. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  annual  contract  for  the  preparation 
of  the  classified  reports  from  punched  record  cards  for  expenditures  for 
books  and  other  library  materials  would  expire  on  March  30,  and  should  be 
renewed.  He  stated  that  the  cost  of  such  reports  would  be  approximately 
$2,100.  On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  entered  into  with  the  International 
Business  Machines  Corporation,  590  Madison  Avenue, 
New  York,  a  service  agreement  for  the  period  April 
1,  1956,  through  March  31,  1957,  for  the  preparation 
of  classified  reports  from  piinched  record  cards  for 
expenditures  for  books  and  other  library  materials. 

The  Director  reported  that  he  had  an  appointment  with  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  for  the  following  week  to  discuss  certain  matters  including  the  arrange- 
ments for  branch  library  closings,  the  provision  of  funds  in  1956  for  construc- 
tion of  new  branch  libraries  for  which  the  amount  of  $300,000  needed  to  be 
requested  for  each  instead  of  $250,000,  and  the  inclusion  of  an  amount  in  the 
budget  for  rental  of  a  bookmobile,  pending  purchase  of  a  third  bookmobile  to 
supplement  the  two  for  which  authorization  and  ^propriation  has  already  been 
made.  He  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  the  rental  cost  of  the 
third  bookmobile  would  be  approximately  $500  more  per  anniim  than  in  1955  be- 
cause of  an  increased  rate  paid  to  drivers  under  their  new  union  contract. 
He  stated  that  terms  of  the  contract  should  provide  for  termination  of  rental 
upon  acquisition  of  the  third  bookmobile.  On  motion  duly  made,  and  seccmded, 
it  was 
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VOTED:  that  there  be  awarded  without  public  advertising 
to  the  Dickson  Truck  Service  Company,  Inc.,  26 
Reading  Street,  Roxbury,  Massachusetts,  the  contract 
for  providing  Bookmobile  Service,  using  one  bookmobile 
built  to  specifications  provided  by  the  Library  for 
the  period  April  1,  1956,  through  March  31,  ^957,  at 
the  rate  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  dollars  ($253.00) 
per  week  (Monday  through  Friday),  plus  three  dollars 
and  seventy-five  cents  ($3.75)  for  each  hour  beyond 
forty  -  (UO)  hours  in  any  one  week  (Monday  through  Friday) 
ani  for  all  hours  worked  on  Saturday  at  the  rate  of  one 
dollar  and  thirty  cents  ($1.30)  per  hour  for  the  first 
four  (U)  hours  and  three  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents 
($3.75)  per  hour  for  all  hours  worked  thereafter. 

The  Director  reported  on  his  conference  with  the  City  Auditor  relative 
to  the  extent  of  the  auditing  done  by  the  City  Auditing  Department  of  library 
funds.  He  stated  that  the  City  Auditor  reported  that  he  has  assistants  who 
made  periodic  audits  of  income  accounts  of  the  City,  of  which  the  last  for 
the  Library  had  been  five  years  ago,  but  that  his  arrangements  do  not  provide 
an  auditing  of  appropriation  expenditures  although  his  Department  does  a  pre- 
audit  of  purchases  made  except  book  purchases.  The  Director  stated  that  the 
City  Auditor  had  indicated  that  the  Trustees  would  have  to  rely  on  the  checking 
and  rechecking  of  several  people  during  the  process  of  purchasing,  as  at  the 
present  time,  unless  they  were  willing  to  expend  a  large  amount  for  complete 
audit.  The  Director  stated  that  he  had  taken  the  occasion  to  request  the  City 
Auditor  to  send  one  of  his  people  to  the  Ubrary  to  examine  its  present  arrange- 
ments  and  advise  the  Library  concerning  them.  The  Director  stated  that  he  would 
write  the  City  Auditor  to  request  that  he  make  an  audit  of  the  income  accounts 
now,  and  that  he  would  also  request  the  Ubrary»s  regular  accountants,  Messrs 
Stewart,  Watts,  and  Bollong,  to  give  the  Trustees  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
making  an  audit  of  appropriation  expenditures. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  was  submitting  to  the  Board  copies  of  the 
full  report  of  the  Mayor's  Citizens  Ccmadttee  on  Municipal  Finance  which  now 
had  been  forwarded  by  its  Chairman. 

The  Director  suggested  that  the  Board  ml^ht  wish  to  consider  reverting 
to  the  procedure  followed  by  it  some  years  ago  whereby  the  first  meeting  in 
the  month  was  the  meeting  at  which  all  business  matters  were  transacted  and 
the  second  meeting  was  a  meeting  devoted  to  discussion  of  library  poUcy  and 
such  other  matters  concerning  the  Ubrary  as  the  Trustees  wished  to  consider. 
He  suggested  that,  if  the  Board  was  so  disposed,  this  might  be  commenced  with 
the  second  meeting  in  March  and  he  proposed  that  the  meeting  be  devoted  to  a 
discussion  of  the  personnel  procedure  of  the  Ubrary.  He  further  suggested 
that  from  time  to  time  staff  members  whose  work  is  concerned  with  the  matter 
under  discussitm  be  asked  to  be  present  at  such  meetings.  It  was  so  agreed. 

The  Director  reported  on  the  status  of  House  Bill  No.  1679  which 
|a»^ided  for  an  annual  grant  from  the  Commonwealth  of  $300,000.  for  the 
support  of  the  Ubrary's  reference  collections,  stating  that  the  bill  had 
been  voted  out  of  committee  favorably,  and  had  then  gone  to  the  Ways  and 
Means  CoBiaittee  which  had  reported  it  unfavorably  to  a  non-controversial 
session  of  the  Legislature.  The  Director  stated  that  he  believed  that 
there  would  be  no  further  action  in  the  matter  at  this  legislative  session. 
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He  also  reported  that  the  Governor  had  not  as  yet  released  the  report  of 
the  commission  appointed  by  him  to  study  the  financing  of  the  public  libraries 
of  the  Commonwealth.

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He  pointed  out  that  the  low  bid  in  the  present  bidding  was  $8,CX)0,  more  than 
the  low  bid  in  the  first  public  bidding.  The  Director  reported  that  the  archi- 
tects had  indicated  that  the  number  of  alternates  offered  in  the  second  bidding 
made  it  too  complex  to  produce  satisfactory  results,  that  it  was  usual  that  fewer 
bids  were  submitted  in  a  second  bidding,  and  that  in  addition  there  had  become 
effective  in  19^^  a  law  establishing  new  bidding  procedures  that  increased  the 
difficulties  of  public  bidding.  The  Director  stated  that  two  alternatives  had 
been  suggested  by  the  architects;  (1)  to  request  bids  again,  but  on  the  minimum 
scheme  only,  or  (2)  to  secure  additional  funds  for  construction.

He  then  reported  on  the  Library's  experience  in  respect  to  contracting 
for  trucking  services  in  recent  years.  He  stated  that  the  low  bidder

The  Director  reported  further  on  his  recent  conference  with  His 
Honor  the  Mayor,  stating  that  His  Honor  had  approved  the  plans  for  pro- 
ceeding with  a  staggered  closing  of  the  four  branch  libraries  as  publicly- 
announced,  but  that  he  had  suggested  that  the  closing  of  Neponset  be  set 
for  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Director  stated  that  the  tentative  schedule 
for  closing  had  been  for  two  the  first  of  May  and  two  the  first  of  June, 
but  that  in  view  of  the  Mayor's  suggestion  he  would  reappraise  the  situa- 
tion. ., 

The  Director  stated  that  he  had  also  discussed  with  His  Honor  th« 
matter  of  the  branch  library  building  program,  particularly  in  relation 
.  to  the  increased  cost  of  such  building  over  that  contemplated.  He  stated 
that  it  was  expected  that  provision  would  be  made  this  year  for  building 
one  instead  of  two  branch  libraries  in  view  of  the  increased  cost,  but  for 
two  each  year  thereafter.  He  then  discussed  the  program  as  to  the  geographic 
location  of  the  new  units,  calling  attention  to  the  Mayor's  suggestion  that 
attention  be  given  to  East  Boston,  to  the  Library's  view-point  that  locati<ai 
be  in  terms  of  recognition  of  greatest  use,  such  as  Roslindale,  to  the  City 
Planning  Board's  recommendation  of  the  replacement  and  consolidati<Mi  first 
of  existing  inadequate  units  in  Roxbury  and  Dorchester. 

The  Director  stated  that  two  other  points  had  been  cleared  with  th© 
Mayor:  one,  the  necessity  of  appropriating  funds  for  the  purchase  of  a 
third  bookmobile  to  offer  book  service  in  those  areas  whaB  branch  libraries 
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are  to  be  closed  together  with  an  allowance  of  approximately  $16,000  for  rental 
^a  third  booLobile  pending  the  purchase;  and  two  the  '«'"«r°f  a  meeting  w.th 
the  Mayor  and  the  Trustees  to  consider  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Mayor's 
CUizS^s  C^ittee  on  Municipal  Finance  relating  to  the  modernization  Program  for 
the  Central  Libraiy  with  its  problem  of  provision  of  funds  both  f°r  completion 
and  subsequent  maintenance.  He  stated  that  arrangements  for  the  meetlJ.g  would 
be  made  shortly. 

The  Director  made  a  progress  report  on  the  proposed  relighting  and  re- 
decoration  of  Bates  Hall,  stating  that  two  experimental  i^^^l^ll^*^""^, '^'^  .''^•;^.  ^.^d 
put  in  place  and  that  an  inspection  in  the  late  evening  on  February  2I4  had  indicated 
that  a  fluorescent  light  installation  on  the  bookcases  around  the  wall  Probably 
would  be  successful  in  lighting  both  the  room  and  the  vaulted  "ilf^S'  f  ^^^^**  ^ 
addition  to  this  the  plan  called  for  changing  the  lighting  on  the  tables  from  in- 
^descent  to  fluorescent.  He  stated  that  the  installation  had  been  set  "P  at  the 
north  end  in  approximately  one  fourth  of  the  room  at  a  =os*  °f,^950,  but  that  it 
was  advisable  before  making  a  final  decision  to  extend  the  installation  over  one 
half  of  the  room,  which  would  cost  approximately  an  additional  $1200. 

The  Board  authorized  the  Director  to  proceed  with  the  experimental  work 
at  an  additional  cost  of  approximately  $1200.  The  Director  stated  that  "hen  the 
experimental  installation  had  been  completed  he  would  make  arrangements  for  the 
Trustees  to  view  it.

They  wish  especially  to 
put  on  record  their  thanks  for  his  part  in  the 
acquisition  of  the  land  in  the  rear  of  the  Central 
Library  building  and  for  his  efforts  to  make  the 
whole  Library  system  responsive  to  the  requirements 
of  the  public  while  not  unduly  expensive  to  the 
taxpayers.  His  sound  judgment  on  matters  of  the 
law  affecting  the  relations  of  the  Library  Trustees 
to  the  City  and  the  public  was  a  valuable  contribu- 
tion to  the  maintenance  of  the  tradition  which  was 
established  a  century  ago  and  has  been  zealously  safe- 
guarded*

?he  mrector^ported  on  the  work  being  done  in  New  York  by  the  Library  sxnce 
the  oreanization  of  the  program  in  the  late  IpliO's,  stating  that  it  had  been 
or^a^if ^  "th  the  active  aLual  chairmanship  of  members  of  the  Board  in  carrying 
it  ttoough^  «ith  the  Director  of  the  Ubrary  having  devoted  his  exclusive  atten- 
tion to  it  for  the  initial  period  of  six  months.  He  stated  that  the  program  had 
been  successful  and  that  he  believed  that  such  a  program  was  possible  for  the 
Boston  Public  Ubrary.  The  Director  was  requested  to  prepare  a  presentation  for 
such  a  progr^  for^h;  Ubrary  for  consideration  by  the  Board  at  its  next  business 
meeting.

The  Chief  Executive  Officer  stated  that  the  low  bid  was  approxi-

Company,  11  Hanover  Street,  Maiden,  Massachusetts, 
the  lowest  responsible  and  eligible  bidder  in  the 
public  bidding,  the  contract  for  the  erection  and 
completion  of  a  branch  library  building  at  East 
Broadway,  South  Boston  as  specified  in  the  contract 
in  the  total  amount  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight 
thousand  dollars  ($278,000.),  said  amount  to  be 
adjusted  by  the  difference,  if  any,  between  the  total 
of  the  sums  for  which  the  selected  sub-contractors 
agree  to  perform  the  classes  of  work  for  which  sub- 
bids  were  not  received  and  the  total  of  amounts  relating 
thereto  as  appearing  in  the  proposal  when  submitted. 

The  Chief  Executive  Officer  reported  that  because  of  the  amount  to  be 
expended  for  the  greater  number  of  projects  to  be  carried  through  in  19^6  such 
as  relighting  in  three  areas  and  improvements  to  ventilation  in  the  basement 
the  total  cost  of  the  services  of  the  Library* s  consulting  architect  would  be 
sufficiently  large  to  require  a  written  contract. 

On  motion  made  by  Mr  Friedman  and  seconded  by  Mr  Buxton  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  entered  into  with  Messrs  Ames  and 
Graves,  50  Beacon  Street,  Boston,  a  contract  for 
architectural  services  in  the  year  19^6,  the  total 
fee  thus  charged  to  be  subject  to  the  terms,  agree- 
ments and  conditions  set  forth  in  said  contract. 

The  Chief  Executive  Officer  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  submission 
of  a  supplementary  budget,  that,  as  reported  by  the  Director  at  an  earlier 
meeting,  through  a  clerical  error  at  City  Hall  approximately  $80,000  had  been 
omitted  from  the  appropriation  for  Personal  Service  and  by  the  action  of  the 
Appropriations  Committee  of  the  City  Council  there  had  been  removed  the  sum 
of  $7,500  for  commercial  binding  of  books.  He  stated  that  there  was  now  being 
requested  provision  of  $72,000  for  Personal  Service  and  $7,500  for  commercial 
binding  as  well  as  $16,000  for  the  operation  of  a  third  bookmobile. 

He  reported  further  that  provision  for  the  purchase  of  a  third  book- 
mobile had  been  included  in  the  1956  Departnfiental  Equipment  Loan  proposal.  He 
stated  that  final  word  as  to  its  allowance  would  probably  be  made  at  the  next 
meeting. 

He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  two  new  bookmobiles  had  been 
delivered  that  day  and  would  go  into  operation  on  Monday,  May  7,  with  an  ap- 
propriate public  marking  of  the  event  by  tte  Mayor  at  City  Hall.  He  expressed 
the  hope  that  those  Trustees  who  could  would  be  present. 

The  President  reported  that  on  May  2  he  had  attended  a  meeting  of 
the  Examining  Committee,  presided  over  by  its  Vice  Chairman,  Dr  Dennis  C. 
Haley.  He  stated  that  the  draft  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  had  been 
read  to  those  present  and  had  been  accepted  and  adopted  with  the  exception 
of  the  section  dealing  with  personnel.  He  reported  that,  following  a  general 
discussion  of  the  personnel  report,  tt»  Committee  had  referred  the  report 
submitted  by  the  Subcommittee  on  Personnel  back  to  the  Subcommittee  for  further 
consideration,  and  that  thereafter  the  Examining  Committee  would  again  meet  to 
consider  its  action  in  the  matter.  He  stated  that  he  had  accepted  for  the 
Trustees,  as  Chairman  of  the  Examining  Cormiittee,  the  report  of  the  Examining 
Committee  for  1955-56  with  the  exception  of  that  section  on  personnel  which  is 
to  be  rendered  at  a  later  date. 
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The  Chief  Executive  Officer  stated  that  there  had  been  sent  to 
members  of  the  Board  in  advance  of  the  meeting  the  Director's  proposal 
for  fund  raising  and  annual  giving  for  the  benefit  of  the  Library. 

Mr  Friedman  suggested  that  consideration  of  the  matter  be  deferred 
until  the  Director  could  be  present.  It  was  so  agreed. 

The  Chief  Executive  Officer  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board 
that  the  stated  date  for  holding  the  annual  meeting  was  Monday,  May  7,  and 
that  it  was  customary  to  postpone  it  until  the  date  of  the  next  regular 
scheduled  meeting  thereafter.  It  was  agreed  that  the  annual  meeting  should 
be  held  on  Friday,  May  18. 

Mr  Friedman  recommended  that  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  be  instructed 
to  make  a  report  on  the  circulation  of  branch  libraries  with  a  report  on  every 
branch  library  where  the  circulation  has  decreased  as  compared  with  that  of 
1955. 

Mr  McDonald  suggested  that  in  addition  there  be  provided  a  report  on 
the  steps  taken  to  increase  the  circulation.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as  an 
Administrative  Agency  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the  Trustees 
Room  at  U:08  o'clock  p.m. 

Present:   Archbishop  Cushing,  Messrs  Buxton,  Canham,  Friedman, 
and  McDonald,  Trustees. 

The  President,  Archbishop  Cushing,  in  the  chair. 

The  Director  began  a  presentation  on  the  personnel  procedures  of 
the  Library  both  in  respect  to  the  Bibliothecal  Staff  and  the  Clerical 
and  Mechanical  workers.  He  stated  that  the  Library  had  had  a  staff  examina- 
tion procedure  as  far  back  as  the  l890s,  that  it  had  had  formerly  a  graded 
and  an  ungraded  library  service,  and  that  in  an  earlier  period  there  had 
been  sone  extension  of  the  examination  system  for  prasotional  appointments 
in  the  branch  libraries  and  to  a  lesser  extent  in  the  Central  library. 

The  Director  outlined  the  general  principles  underlying  a  classifi- 
cation of  personnel  and  staff  examinations  in  the  public  service.  He  discussed 
the  respective  roles  of  staff  examinations  and  executive  evaluation  in  the 
present  Boston  Public  Library  procedures  and  reported  on  the  method  used  for 
executive  evaluation. 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  there  were  two  goups  within  the  Library, 
(1)  the  Clerical  and  Mechanical  Service,  made  up  of  the  Clerical,  the  Custo- 
dial, the  Skilled  Trades,  and  the  Binding  groups,  under  jurisdiction  of  the 
Massachusetts  Division  of  Civil  Service  both  as  to  classification  and  examinsp- 
tion,  and  (2)  the  Bibliothecal  Service,  made  t^)  of  a  Sub-Professional  and  a 
Professional  Library  Service,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Library  both  as  to 
classification  and  examination.  He  stated  that  the  Library  offered  for  the 
Bibliothecal  Service  two  series  of  exonlnations,  the  qualifying  examinations 
for  permanent  sppointanent  and  the  promoticmal  examinations  for  advancement  in 
the  Library  service.  He  then  reported  at  sons  length  on  the  fields  covered 
by  the  respective  examinations. 

The  Director  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  although  the 
civil  service  procedure  governed  classification  of  personnel  in  the  Clerical 
and  Mechanical  Service  it  did  not  govern  the  wage  level,  that  that  was  fixed 
by  the  Trustees,  for  the  most  part  in  accordance  %rith  what  was  paid  for 
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similarly  classified  positions  in  other  City  of  Boston  Departments.  He  stated 
that  the  salary  schedule  for  the  Bibliothecal  Service  was  set  by  the  Trustees. 
He  made  the  observation  that  this  group  of  salary  levels  was  falling  behind 
the  average  of  what  was  being  paid  throughout  the  Oountry. 

The  Director  then  presented  to  the  Board  the  requests  of  Maintenance 
Employees  Local  Union  #U09  and  the  Committee  for  Senior  Building  Custodians 
and  Skilled  Trade  Workers  for  equalization  of  action  in  respect  to  revision 
of  their  wage  scales.  He  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  in  the 
preceding  year  it  had  taken  action  to  increase  the  wages  of  the  Junior  Building 
Custodians  and  other  workers  of  similar  level  and  that  that  action  had  t;^Pf^ 
out  of  balance  the  wage  differential  maintained  between  them  and  the  next  higher 
groups. 

The  Director  reported  that  there  was  a  similar  situation  ^^  respect  to 
the  wages  of  the  Foremen  of  the  Skilled  Trades  as  compared  to  the  Skilled  Trade 
Workers  under  them. 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  only  in  the  clerical  group  had  individuals 

had  their  titles  changed  by  the  Division  of  Civil  fj^;:^^^,^^^^^^^^^^^? Jt'rt^^" 
cation  placed  the  said  individuals  in  a  category  which  had  a  higher  sslary  rat^  in 
the  City  classification.  He  stated  that  as  a  matter  of  equality  of  treatment  and 
good  administration  the  salaries  of  these  individuals  would  be  increased  correspond- 
inelv.  but  that  in  two  instances  the  increases  would  be  beyond  the  limit  generally 
set  for  payment  in  one  year  by  the  City  in  its  reclassification  and  that  the  remainder 
would  be  taken  care  of  in  the  following  year. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  requested  ac^ustment  in  wages,  if  P^*- ^ 
effect  approximately  as  of  July  1.  would  cost  approximately  ^*000»  Following 
discussion,  on  motion  m^e  by  Mr  Buxton,  and  seconded  by  Mr  McDonald,  it  waa 

VCTEDi  that,  subject  to  the  availability  of  funds, 
increases  in  wages  be  granted  to  members  of 
the  Clerical  and  Mechanical  Services,  effective 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Director  on  or  about

(As  presented  at  the  meeting) 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Boston  Public  Library  Professional  Staff 
Association  had  made  several  presentations,  among  them  a  request  for  consideration 
of  a  10  per  cent  salary  increase  on  Uie  basis  of  the  increase  in  cost  of  living. 
The  Director  stated  that  he  had  conferred  with  its  president  to  point  out  certain 
errors  of  fact  in  the  presentation.  He  imported  that  a  series  of  studies  ^js  now 
in  process  of  preparation,  to  show  how  salary  levels  compared  to  the  cost-of-living 
scales.  The  Director  stated  that  he  would  inform  the  President  of  the  Association 
that  the  aforesaid  studies  were  being  made,  that  these  would  be  available  to  the 
Association  to  evaluate,  and  that  thereafter  arrangements  would  be  "^e/o^  represent- 
atives  of  the  Association  to  appear  before  the  Trustees,  if  they  so  desired. 

The  Director  reported  on  a  further  suggestion  made  by  the  Association 
concerning  adjustn^nt  in  the  salaries  paid  to  Individuale  wrving  for  an  interim 
pwiod  aa  Assist«it.in-Charge  of  a  department.  He  stated  that  the  Association

The  Director  reported  that  appointments  to  fill  vacancies  at  the 
branch  librarian  axK)  department  head  level  should  be  made,  stating  that  in 
a  number  of  instances  reassignment  of  present  branch  librarians  was  being 
recoomiended.  He  stated  that  up  to  the  present  time  vacancies  had  not  been 
filled  at  certain  branch  libraries  pending  action  in  the  matter  of  the  dis- 
continuance of  branch  libraries,  that  this  action  was  now  about  to  take 
place,  and  that  the  iqppointraents  should  not  be  further  delayed.

A  special  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as  an 
Administrative  Agency  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the  Trustees 
Room  at  3:30  o'clock  p.m. 

Present:  Archbishop  Gushing,  Messrs  Canham,  Friedman,  and 
McDonald,  Trustees. 

The  President,  Archbishop  Gushing,  in  the  chair. 

The  Director  reported  to  the  Board  that  the  City  was  changing  ita 
policy  in  the  matter  of  payment  of  longevity  increases  in  salaries  and 
wages  whereby  the  last  two  increments  in  the  scales,  formerly  payable  upon 
completion  of  10  and  20  years  of  service  respectively,  would  be  payable 
upon  completion  of  7  and  11  years,  effective  \x  July  1956.  He  stated  that 
the  Admjiiistrative  Services  Department  had  informed  the  Library  that  monies 
to  cover  the  additional  cost  would  be  made  available  to  the  Library,  should 
the  Trustees  decide  to  adopt  a  similar  revised  schedule  of  payment  and 
authorize  the  increases  that  would  be  payable  thereunder.  On  motion  duly 
made  and  seconded,  it  was

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The  Director  presented  a  connunicatlon,  dated  12  June  1956  from  the 
President  of  the  Boston  Public  Ubrary  Professional  Staff  Association  trans- 
mitting a  letter  received  by  the  Executive  Board  from  the  Association  s 
Personnel  Committee.  The  Board  considered  the  points  raised  xn  the  letter. 
(1)  that  any  Important  change  in  policy  be  discussed  with  the  staff  and 
(ti   that  assurwce  be  given  both  of  the  interest  of  the  Trustees  in  having 
S;  ^eMs^nS^  Lsl^lation  and  in  affording  an  opportunity  to  staff  represent.- 
ti^rio  dtscuss  matter  of  policy  affecting  the  bibllothecal  staff  prior  to  a 
change  in  policy.  The  Director  reported  that  the  change  in  policy  that  had  led 
to^  p^seit  c;maunlcation.  namely,  revision  i°*he  bibllothecal  promotion^ 
procedv^e,  had  been  discussed  by  him  with  the  entire  blbliothecalst^frfthe 
Library  at  a  series  of  staff  meetings,  that  further  he  had  invited  the  comments 
^  suBeestions  of  the  staff,  and  that  only  thereafter  had  he  reccnmended  to  the 
^stefrth;^optlon  of  a  change  in  policy.  He  stated  ^hat  subsequent  to  the 
innouncement  of  the  change  in  policy  notice  of  the  decision  had  not  been  given 
to  the  staff  and  that  such  notice  had  not  been  the  practice. 

The  Board  considered  the  matter  at  length  both  as  to  the  P^icy  of 

having  the  staff  present  its  problems  through  the  Director  with  right  of  foimal 
%p^  thereafter  to  the  Board  and  as  to  whether  the  second  point  raised  in  the 
communication  should  be  considered  an  appeal. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  Director  should  inform  the  Executive  Board  that 
the  presentation  of  the  Personnel  Committee  had  been  considered  wd  pom  out 
that  the  matter  had  been  discussed  in  staff  meetings  and  that  suggestions  and 
comnents  from  the  staff  had  been  invited. 

The  Director  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  the  section 
of  the  Report  of  the  Examining  Conmittee  for  1955-1956  dealing  "i^^he  wca-k 
of  the  Subcommittee  on  Personnel.  He  stated  that  the  Examining  Cc«mlttee  had 
Copied  its  entire  report  at  its  meeting  on  May  2  with  the  exception  of  the 
Re^rt  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Persormel  which  had  been  referred  to  that  Conmittee 
fw  further  consideration,  that  subsequently  the  Examining  Committee  had  had  a 
f^her  meeting  on  June  2^  to  consider  a  revised  report  submitted  by  that  Sub- 
^itteer^ih  it  had  adopted  and  incorporated  into  the  Examining  Co^ittee 
Report.  The  Director  stated  that  the  Subcoomittee  on  P*"""^!  ''*f  ^l^^J*^^,^^ 
Hual  report,  one  to  become  a  part  of  the  printed  report  for  *he  whole  Camittee 
and  the  other  to  be  sutaitted  directly  to  the  Trustees  for  their  information. 

Mr  Canham  suggested  that  it  might  be  well  for  the  ^ustees  to  »e«t  at 
some  time  with  members  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Personnel.  On  motion  made  by  Mr 
McDonald  and  duly  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED  J  that  the  Trustees  meet  in  executive  session  with 

the  members  of  the  Suboonmiittee  on  Personnel  of  the 
Examining  Committee  for  1955-1956  at  a  date  to  be 
determined. 

It  was  further  agreed  that  the  Trustees  should  discuss  the  Report  of  the  Exanining 
Comidttee  with  the  Director  prior  to  their  meeting  with  the  members  of  the  Sub- 
comnlttee  (m  Personnel* 
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The  Director  then  subaiitted  a  study  prepared  by  him  of  the  Salaries 
and  Wages  Currently  in  Effect  in  the  Boston  Public  Library  stating  that  the 
Personnel  Subccnmittee  of  the  Examining  Committee  had  recommeiKied  that  the 
facts  concerning  the  salary  and  wage  situation  be  obtained  in  view  of  pre- 
sentations made  by  members  of  the  staff.  He  then  summarized  the  findings, 
stating  that  88^  of  the  staff  had  already  had  salary  increases  to  match 
or  more  than  match  increases  in  the  cost  of  living,  reporting  that  the  re- 
maining 12^  represented  72  individuals  from  the  upper  levels  of  the  staff 
whose  salaries  had  not  kept  pace  with  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  living.  He 
stated  that  the  study  was  based  on  a  comparison  with  the  cost  of  living 
index  at  various  periods  and  on  a  ccwpariaon  with  other  large  public  libra- 
ries which  showed  the  Boston  Public  Library  to  be  in  the  lower  salary  group 
in  almost  every  category  of  employse* 

The  Director  submitted  an  outline  of  his  personnel  presentation 

(1)  that  the  Boston  Public  Library  personnel  procedures  had  been  developed 
in  conformity  with  the  principles  of  public  personnol  administration,  (2) 
that  the  Library  had  been  successful  in  its  setting  of  specific  and  high 
standards,  that  it  had  developed  a  staff  meeting  these  standards,  and  that 
it  had  achieved  improved  salary  scales,  and  (3)  that  the  examination  pro- 
cedure was  in  process  of  evolution  toward  certification  without  examination. 
He  illustrated  by  examples  of  members  of  the  staff  who  had  entered  with 
library  school  degrees  or  a  college  major  in  a  subject  department  field 
whose  educational  training  was  evaluated  so  that  they  entered  the  service 

at  a  grade  level  and  salary  level  commensurate  with  that  attainment.  Ho 
reported  that  in  the  large  public  libraries  there  was  being  developed  at 
the  present  time  a  pre-professional  library  service,  that  this  was  a  more 
accurate  description  of  a  part  of  the  library  work,  and  that  he  was  proposing 
that  such  be  developed  here  to  include  the  first  7  steps  of  what  is  now  the 
Professional  Library  Service  (5  steps,  probationary;  2  steps,  technical). 
The  Director  pointed  out  that  there  had  been  certain  inadequacies  in  the 
evaluation  procedure  for  promotional  appointments  which  the  Trustees  had 
already  moved  to  correct  through  establishment  of  the  open  list  system. 

The  Director  then  discussed  certain  items  to  which  attention  needs 
to  be  given.  He  reported  that  it  was  proposed  to  substitute  some  of  the 
standard  tests  for  the  present  entrance  examinations,  but  that  this  would 
not  need  formal  action  by  the  Board.  He  stated  that  it  was  felt  that  the 
Sub-Professional  Library  Service  formed  an  important  function  in  the  library 
service  and  should  be  developed  further  in  the  higher  reaches  to  provide  a 
more  adequate  career  service  and  that  a  report  on  this  would  be  made  at  a 
later  meeting. 

The  Director  discussed  the  area  in  which  the  Director  could  be 
authorised  to  make  appointments:  (1)  to  continue  as  at  present  -  a$ypoint- 
ment  up  to  but  not  including  Chiefs  of  Department  and  Branch  Librarians | 

(2)  to  extend  authorization  up  to  but  not  incltiding  Supervisors;  or  (3) 

to  extend  mthorization  up  to  but  not  including  Chief  Librarians.  PoUowing 
a  general  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  no  ehange  in  authorization  be  made 
at  the  present  time. 
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The  Director  then  reported  on  recommendationa  concerning  pe^^jo^l 
procedures  that  had  been  made  by  the  Chief  Librarians  of  the  two  bibliot^- 
cal  divisions.  He  stated  that  they  had  recommended  the  preparation  of  J OD 
descriptions  and  that  this  was  to  be  undertaken  shortly  on  a  b^^^^^^'  ^ 
avoid  difficulties*  He  stated  that  they  had  posed  the  problem  of  the  varia- 
tions in  salary  rates  for  part-time  workers  in  terms  of  educational  le^J;j 
but  that  no  definite  recommendation  was  being  made  for  the  Present.  He  stated 
that  he  had  already  reported  on  their  recommendation  for  substitution  of 
standard  tests  for  the  present  entrance  examination.  He  stated  that  they  had 
recommended  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  steps  in  the  Professional  Library 
Service  and  that  this  would  be  achieved  through  the  development  of  the  Pre- 
Professional  Library  Service  to  include  the  first  7  steps  of  the  Professional 
Ubr^ylS^ce.  Hi  stated  that  the  recommendation  to  extend  the  Sub-Professional 
Service  into  higher  reaches  had  merit  and  that  if  this  were  done  it  might  be 
possible  to  transfer  from  the  Professional  Library  Service  certain  other  activi- 
ties than  those  of  a  purely  clerical  nature. 

He  reported  briefly  on  recommendations  by  the  Mayor's  Citizens  Committee, 
most  of  which  he  had  reported  on  earlier  in  his  presentation.  ««  stated  that  it 
might  be  well  to  have  some  additional  programs  on  supervision  training  in  tne  in- 
service  training  program* 

He  discussed  the  recommendation  c<»icerning  broad  competence  vs.  specialized 
competence,  pointing  out  that  specialized  competence  is  required  only  f<^  the  higher 
levels,  suih  as  Children's  Assistants,  Young  Adults  Librarians,  etc.,  and  that  he 
did  not  consider  that  the  Committee's  point  was  made. 

The  Director  reported  on  the  criticism  of  the  proportion  of  Professional 
to  Sub-Professional  staff,  pointing  out  that  there  still  existed  *  carry-over 
from  1938  of  individuals  who  were  in  the  Professional  Library  Service  but  whose 
positions  were  to  be  reclassified  to  Sub-Professional  when  the  present  incumbents 
leave.  He  commented  that  it  was  an  expensive  practice  to  have  non-professional 
work  performed  by  professional  employees.  He  reported  that  a  further  ^^^J^^^^^*; 
tion  S  the  Committee  that  was  to  be  carried  through  was  the  revision  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library  Personnel  Mannal  that  had  been  issued  some  years  earlier. 

Mr  McDonald  reported  that  he  had  viewed  the  lighting  experiment  in  Bates 
Hall  on  June  26,  that  the  iBq>rovement  it  promised  to  make  in  the  room  aa^e,  in  his 
opinion,  even  more  urgent  the  continuation  of  the  modernization  program  of  the 
Central  Library  building.  He  stated  that  although  the  program  ^as  been  adopted 
nothing  is  being  d<me  at  the  present,  and  that  the  Mayor  should  be  talked  ^th  in 
terms  of  the  personnel  cost  so  that  the  modernization  could  proceed.  The  Director 
reported  that  he  had  talked  with  His  Honor  the  Mayor  who  had  e^qpressed  a  willingness 
to  discuss  the  matter  with  the  Board.

Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  or  Elizabeth 
B.  Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the  Director  and  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to 
sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Library  in  representation 
of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four  weeks 
8  October  1956. 


VOTED: 


The  Director  reported  that  the  Keeper  of  Prints,  Mr  Arthur  W. 
Heintzelman,  had  been  invited  to  Join  with  a  group  of  interested  individuals 
to  make  plais  for  the  organization  of  the  National  Print  Council  and  to  serve 
as  one  of  the  initial  directors.  The  Director  stated  that  Mr  Heintzelman 
had  attended  the  meeting,  which  had  been  held  at  Jenkintown,  Pennsylvania 
on  September  21  and  22,  and  recommended  that  his  travel  expenses  be  paid  by 
the  Library. 
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On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  granted  to  Arthur  W.  Heintzelman, 

Keeper  of  Prints,  payment  in  the  amount  of  $50.18 
to  be  made  from  city  appropriations  in  connection 
with  expenses  incurred  for  meeting  with  representa- 
tive Americal  print  people  in  exploration  of  the 
possibility  of  forming  an  American  Print  Council, 
at  Jenkintown,  Pennsylvania,  on  Friday,  September  21 
and  Saturday,  September  22. 

Circular  Letters  No.  U,  12,  13,  Hi,  lU,  15,  16,  17,  18,  19,  20, 
21  22,  23  and  2U  were  read  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Director  reported  that  with  the  closing  of  the  Phillips  Brooks 
Branch  Library  there  was  available  a  Branch  Librarian  for  appointment  to 
the  vacancy  existing  at  the  City  Point  Branch  Library.  On  motion  duly  made 
and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  Mary  M.  O'Neill  be  appointed  Branch  Librarian, 
City  Point  Branch  Library,  in  the  Division  of  Home 
Reading  and  Community  Services,  at  $5360  per  annum 
($102.68  per  week)  effective  17  September  1956. 

The  Director  reported  on  current  developments  in  respect  to  the  salary 
and  wage  situation  in  the  Ubrary.  He  stated  that  the  last  general  salary  change 
action  for  the  Library  was  taken  one  year  later  than  for  the  rest  of  the  city 
employees,  namely,  in  1953,  that  in  1955  the  Trustees  had  taken  action  to  raise 
the  wage  level  for  those  individuals  who  were  in  the  lower  reaches  of  the  cleri- 
cal and  mechanical  staff,  from  a  minimum  of  approximately  $U5.  per  week.  He 
pointed  out  that  the  group  immediately  higher  in  the  scale  ^^^^ubmitted  to  the 
Board  a  presentation  that  this  action  of  the  Board  had  ^^^^ed  the  wage  differently 
that  had  existed  between  the  two  groups,  and  that  thereupon  the  Board  had  voted  in 
June  to  authorize  adjustments  to  restore  the  differential,  to  be  effective  as  of 
July  let  or  such  time  thereafter  as  the  necessary  funds  should  be  availablB.  He 
stated  that  to  date  no  action  had  been  taken. 

The  Director  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  at  a  meeting  in 
the  preceding  June  he  had  presented  a  study  of  the  salaries  and  wages  currently 
iiTeffect  in  the  Boston  Public  Ubrary.   He  stated  that  the  Boston  Public  Library 
Professional  Staff  Association  had  requested  last  January  that  the  Trustees  give 
consideration  to  an  increase  in  salaries  of  10  percent  to  match  the  rise  in  the 
cost  of  Uving,  but  that  the  study  did  not  substantiate  the  claim  of  the  Staff 
Association  when  examined  over  the  entire  period  of  rising  price  levels,  except 
J  to  the  salaries  of  a  few  individuals  in  the  Clerical  and  Mechanical  Service  and 
those  of  department  head  rank  and  above,  who  constitute  approximately  12  percent 
of  the  staff.  He  stated  that  the  salary  differential  of  the  latter  group  had  been 
nuUified  through  salary  increases  given  by  the  City  in  earlier  years  that  had  not 
been  applied  to  salary  levels  on  a  proportionate  basis. 

He  stated  that  as  requested  by  the  Board  he  had  conferred  with  His  Honor 
the  Mayor  in  the  matter  of  salary  and  wage  adjustments  for  the  Library,  that  the 
Mayor  had  not  been  opposed  to  such  adjustments  within  the  limitations  of  the 
current  budget,  provided  that  no  adjustment  payment  to  bring  salaries  to  scale 
should  in  the  current  year  exceed  the  rate  of  $500  per  annum,  stating  that  the 
salary  and  wage  scales  for  the  Library  were  a  matter  for  the  Trustees  to  decide. 
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The  Director  pointed  out  that  in  the  not  far  future  the  City  may 
have  to  consider  taking  action  to  increase  the  City  envloyees»  salaries 
and  wages  and  that  this  possibility  must  be  taken  into  consideration  in 
conjunction  with  the  above  adjustments  under  consideration.  He  stated 
that  a  comparative  study  of  salaries  paid  in  other  Ubraries  indicated 
that  the  salaries  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  bibliothecal  staff  were 
at  a  lower  rate  than  most  comparable  libraries.  He  reported  that  he  had 
scheduled  conferences  on  the  salary  and  wage  situation  with  several  employee 
groups  during  the  coming  week  and  that  thereafter  he  would  prepare  his 
specific  recommendations  concerning  a  new  slary  and  wage  schedule  for  pre- 
sentation to  the  Board  at  a  later  meeting.  He  stated  that  adoption  of  a 
new  salary  and  wage  schedule  could  serve  as  a  guide  to  future  action,  to 
be  put  fully  into  effect  only  when  and  as  funds  permitted,  and  that  such 
action  would  b«  very  encouraging  to  staff  morale. 

The  Director  stated  that  as  a  result  of  public  advertising  sealed 
proposals  for  supplying  periodicals  and  serials  for  the  year  1957  and  for 
servicing  the  subscriptions  for  the  individual  items  throughout  the  year 
were  received  and  opened  on  September  25  as  follows:

He  stated  that  the  proposal  of  the  low  bidder  had  had  to  be  rejected  because 
he  failed  to  include  all  items  included  in  the  specifications  and  to  submit 
his  bid  deposit.  He  stated  that  the  present  holder  of  the  contract  was  the 
sole  eligible  bidder.  On  motion  made  by  Mr  McDonald  and  seconded  by  Mr  Buxton, 
it  was 

VOTED  I  that  there  be  awarded  to  Herman  Qoldberger  Agency, 
Inc.,  76  Atherton  Street,  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
the  lowest  responsible  and  eligible  bidder  in  the 
public  bidding,  the  contract  for  (1)  supplying 
periodicals  and  serials  for  the  year  1957  and  (2) 
servicing  the  subscriptions  for  the  individual 
items  throughout  the  year  as  specified  in  the 
contract,  in  the  total  amount  of  thirteen  thousand 
six  hundred  seventeen  dollars  and  seventy-five 
cents  ($13,617»75.). 

The  Director  stated  that  there  waa  need  for  replacement  of  a  piece 
of  roller  equipment  for  the  Binding  Department  for  preparing  the  back  of 
the  book  before  the  cover  is  affixed,  that  the  item  is  a  proprietary  article 
and  therefore  not  available  through  competitive  bidding.  On  motion  made  by 
Mr  McDonald  and  seconded  by  Mr  Buxton,  it  was 

VOTED!  that  there  be  entered  into  without  public  advertising 
with  Qane  Brothers  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  Inc.,  30  Canal 
Street,  New  Tork  13,  New  Tork,  a  extract  for  the  purchase 
of  a  Pleger  Self -Centering  Air  Model  Roller  in  an  amount 
not  in  excess  of  two  thousand  and  eighty-five  dollars 
($2,085). 
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The  Director  reported  that  there  had  ensued  a  number  of  delays  in 
completion  of  the  work  of  furnishing  and  installation  of  improvements  to  the 
Lecture  Hall  of  the  Central  Library,  that  at  present  there  was  difficulty  in 
delivery  of  fire-proofed  chair  covers,  that  he  had  approved,  under  provisions 
for  such  authorization,  an  extension  of  30  days,  and  that  he  was  new  recom- 
mending a  further  extension  of  30  days.  On  motiwi  made  by  Mr  McDonald  and 
seconded  by  Mr  Buxton,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  contract  with  L.  Martin  &  Son,  17  Nassau 
Street,  Boston,  Massachusetts  for  improvements  to 
the  Lecture  Hall  at  the  Central  Library  building  be 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  «2U0  days*  as  they 
appear  in  Article  II  on  page  10  of  said  contract  as 
amended  August  9,  1956  and  substituting  therefor  the 
words  '300  days'. 

The  Director  then  made  a  summary  presentation  on  current  building 
projects.  He  reported  that  the  South  Boston  Branch  Library  building  was 
at  the  point  of  having  the  brick  walls  laid,  that  the  walls  and  roof  should 
be  up  by  the  first  of  November,  that,  because  of  certain  obstacles  encountered, 
the  foundations  had  had  to  be  moved  a  few  feet,  that  the  latter  had  been  under- 
taken without  authorization  clearance  through  the  Library  and  the  resulting  extra 
cost  had  therefore  not  been  allowed.  He  stated  that  it  was  expecting  that  the 
building  would  be  ready  by  next  September. 

The  Director  reported  on  the  status  of  the  Central  Library  roof  that 
progress  had  been  slew,  especially  as  to  ordering  by  the  contractor  the  manu- 
facture of  the  tiles,  that  first  delivery  was  to  be  November  1,  and  that  work 
wotxld  be  started  on  receipt  of  second  delivery  November  1$,   that  interruption 
of  work  by  weather  can  be  expected,  that  there  will  be  a  tile  storage  problem 
because  of  it,  that  the  terms  of  the  contract  called  for  completion  January 
29,  1956,  but  that  it  was  highly  improbable  it  could  nou  be  completed  in  th« 
contract  period  of  eight  months* 

The  Director  reported  also  that  the  final  stages  in  the  plans  for  re- 
lighting Bates  Hall  were  waiting  on  submission  of  the  designs  for  lighting 
catalog  cases  and  the  desk  area. 

Mr  Friedman  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  matter  of  the 
branch  library  building  program,  and  the  possibility  of  delay  in  approving  an 
appropriation  for  the  current  period.  The  Director  reported  briefly  stating 
that  provision  for  branch  library  building  had  been  included  by  the  Mayor  in 
his  current  capital  budget  program  which  had  not  to  date  been  passed  by  the 
City  Council. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  at  its  next 
meeting  it  should  appoint  an  Examining  Committee  for  1956-1957.  He  pointed 
out  that  a  membership  as  small  as  that  of  the  last  committee  (29)  was  too 
small  to  cover  adequately  the  U5  areas  to  which  personal  visits  by  its  members 
were  to  be  made.  He  suggested  that  membership  be  increased  to  approximately 
U5  individuals.  He  recommended,  further,  that  consideration  of  the  report  of 
the  preceding  Committee  should  take  place  at  the  first  meeting  in  November  prior 
to  inviting  the  new  members  to  serve.

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Mr  Buxton  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  existence  of  a 
series  of  paintings  by  R.  H.  Ives  Gammell  based  on  Francis  Thomson's  The 
Hound  of  Heaven,  stating  that  he  thought  them  very  fine  and  suggesting  the 
possibility  ol  their  acquisition  by  the  Ubrary.  The  Director  reported 
that  he  had  talked  with  Mr  Oainnell  concerning  the  paintings,  that  they  had 
not  been  offered  for  sale  as  yet,  but  were  to  be  placed  on  exhibit  in 
November  at  Boston  College.  Mr  McDonald  stated  that  he  would  be  very  inter- 
ested to  look  at  the  paintings. 

The  Director  suggested  that  the  Board  at  its  first  meeting  in 
Noveaiber  give  consideration  to  the  next  steps  in  the  modernization  progr«a 
with  a  view  to  having  His  Honor  the  Mayor  meet  with  the  Board  at  the  mid- 
November  meeting  to  discuss  its  iiqplications. 

He  also  brou^t  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  matter  of  state 
aid  for  libraries. 

The  Board  discussed  the  general  approach  to  be  made  to  securing 
state  aid,  the  position  to  be  taken  by  the  Board  in  actively  prcnoting  a 
campaign,  the  recent  federal  legislation  providing  for  a  five-year  program 
to  aid  to  rural  libraries,  the  possible  action  of  the  next  governor  in 
respedt  to  the  recent  report  prepared  by  the  commission  appointed  by  His 
Excellency,  Governor  Christian  A.  Herter.  The  Director  reported  that  at 
a  meeting  held  earlier  in  the  week  there  had  been  formed  a  joint  committee 
on  State  Aid  with  representation  from  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association, 
Massachusetts  Library  Trustees  Association,  and  the  Board  of  Free  Public 
Library  Comnissi oners,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs  George  R.  Wallace. 
He  stated  that  he  had  been  asked  to  serve. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Board  had  still  pending  the  decision 
as  to  a  fund  raising  program  for  the  Library  and  that  the  matter  would  be 
placed  on  the  agenda  of  an  early  meeting.

The  Director  stated  that  additional  information  was  needed  concerning  the  low 
bidder  and  that  a  reconmendation  in  the  matter  would  be  made  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  Director  made  a  further  report  in  respect  to  the  salary  and  wage 
situation  in  the  Ubrary,  stating  that  he  had  held  hearing  with  representatives 
of  employee  groups  in  the  Ubrary  all  of  whan  were  requesting  increases  in  re- 
muneration for  their  members.  He  pointed  out  that  the  Boston  Public  Library 
Maintenance  Employees  Union,  Local  #U09,  sought  an  upgrading  of  the  Junior  Building 
Custodians,  a  Committee  of  Senior  Building  Custodians  and  Skilled  TradiJs  sought 
restoration  of  the  grade  differential  between  Senior  Building  Custodians  and  Junior 
Building  Custodians  and  between  Working  Foremen  in  the  skilled  trades  and  ^©s® 
working  directly  under  them,  abrogated  by  the  upgrading  of  the  lower  grades  in  19^5, 
the  International  Bookbinders  Union  No.  l6  sought  adoption  of  the  new  wage  scale  in 
effect  in  the  community  for  their  trade,  and  the  Boston  Public  Library  Professional 
Staff  Association  sought  a  10$  increase  in  remuneration  on  the  basis  of  its  study 
of  the  salaries  of  the  bibliothecal  staff  currenUy  in  effect  as  compared  to  the 
rise  in  the  cost  of  living  and  to  the  salaries  paid  in  other  large  public  libra- 
ries. 

He  then  summarized  the  problem  as  presented  in  the  study  submitted  earlier 
to  the  Board  by  him  and  as  stated  by  the  staff  groups  in  their  conferences  with 
him,  setting  forth  the  number  of  individuals  involved  in  the  several  categories 
affected,  as  follows: 

Clerical  and  Mechanical 

Workers  (U3)  in  Grades  Ha  -  19  need  to  be  raised  either  2  or 
1  grades  as  the  case  may  warrant. 

Workers  (U)  recently  reclassified  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  need  to  be  raised  more  than  2  grades. 

Bibliothecal  Service 

Workers  (68)  need  to  be  raised  in  salary  to  match  the 
rise  in  price  levels. 

Workers  (U80)  need  to  be  raised  in  salary  to  bring  them 
i^jproximately  to  the  average  levels  as  currently  paid 
in  ather  large  public  libraries.

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He  stated  that  if  action  were  to  be  taken  to  put  into  effect  for 
3  months  of  1956  and  12  months  of  1957  the  changes  for  the  Clerical  and 
Mechanical  Service  would  require  in  1956  $3,570  and  in  1957  $114,280  and 
the  changes  for  only  the  68  individuals  in  the  Bibliothecal  Service  whose 
salary  increases  have  not  matched  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  living  would 
require  in  1956  $7,175  and  in  1957  $28,700,  restricting  the  increases  of 
the  latter  group  to  a  maximum  of  $500  per  annum  until  the  new  level  was 
reached. 

He  reported  that,  moreover,  there  was  the  problem  of  a  general 
salary  revision  of  the  bibliothecal  staff  to  bring  salaries  to  the  salary 
levels  currently  in  effect  in  other  large  libraries,  which  he  estimated 
might  require  $14^0  per  annum  in  addition  to  the  needs  previously  reported. 
He  pointed  out  that  any  action  of  the  latter  sort  should  be  gauged  to  any 
general  increase,  flat  or  otherwise,  that  the  Mayor  might  authorize  in  the 
near  future,  in  order  that  the  Library  employees  would  not  be  granted 
double  increases.  He  stated  that  adoption  of  a  revised  salary  scale,  even 
if  it  were  not  possible  to  put  it  into  effect  currently,  would  be  a  strong 
factor  in  maintaining  staff  morale. 

He  stated  that  before  making  his  detailed  recommendations  he  would 
hold  a  further  meeting  with  representatives  of  the  Staff  Association  to 
discuss  certain  presentations  they  were  preparing  and  also  the  problem  of 
that  group  in  the  bibliothecal  staff  whose  salaries  have  not  kept  pace  with 
the  change  in  the  cost  of  living. 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  His  Honor  the  Mayor  had  indicated  he 
was  not  opposed  to  correcUon  of  inequities  within  the  Judgment  of  the 
Board  and  that  in  order  to  prepare  budget  estimates  for  Personnel  Services 
for  1957  for  consideration  by  the  Board  he  would  need  indication  from  it 
as  to  whether  the  estimate  should  include  provision  for  salary  and  wage 
increases  as  set  forth  above,  exclusive  of  any  general  increase  that  might 
follow  from  a  revised  salary  scale.

The  Director  reported  that  annually  the  Library  is  required  to  submit 
to  the  Mayor  a  presentation  of  the  Library^s  capital  outlay  needs  for  the  five 
year  period  ahead  for  the  use  of  the  City  Planning  Board.  He  stated  that  the 
City  Planning  Board  had  scheduled  a  branch  library  building  program  to  cover 
20  years,  but  that  this  program  might  be  reduced  to  a  period  of  6^  years  by 
the  Mayor.  He  submitted  a  presentation  of  suggested  Improvements  for  the  period 
1957  -  62  which  incorporated  those  in  the  presentation  of  the  preceding  year.

Mr  FriedMan  In  the  chair,  in  the  absence  of  the  President  and 
Vice  President. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  November  2  as  presented  were  approved. 
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The  Director  presented  a  resolution  of  the  City  Council  of 
November  19  in  commendation  of  the  Library  and  the  Administrative 
Services  Department  for  the  conduct  of  the  First  Conference  on 
Municipal  Administration,  He  reported  that  arrangements  had  worked 
out  very  well  and  that  the  Mayor  had  provided  funds  for  expense  of 
incidental  hospitality  offered. 

The  Director  presented  a  conmunication  under  date  of  Novonber  2 
to  the  President  from  Miss  Fanny  Goldstein,  Branch  Librarian,  West  End 
Branch  Library  and  Curator  of  Judaica,  relative  to  arrangements  for 
future  plans  for  Judaica  and  needs  for  immediate  help  in  the  work.  Tha 
Director  pointed  out  that  Miss  Goldstein's  desire  was  provision  of 
secretarial  aid  now  and  the  training  of  a  successor  in  the  Judaica 
activity  to  assume  the  work  upon  Miss  Goldstein's  retirement  in  the 
spring  of  1958.  The  Director  stated  that  he  was  reconunending  appoint- 
apnt  of  a  Sub-Professional  Library  Assistant  as  a  present  aid  and  con- 
sideration of  selection  of  a  potential  successor  to  obtain  continuity 
of  activity,  such  selection  to  be  made  one  year  from  Miss  Goldstein's 
retirement.  He  stated  that  before  taking  any  action  to  increase  the 
authorized  staff  total  for  the  Library  in  one  direction,  however,  the 
Board  should  have  a  presentation  by  the  Chief  Librarian  of  the  Division 
of  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  on  the  need  for  additional  book- 
mobile staff  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  increased  bookmobile  service 
rendered  to  offset  branch  libraries  closed •  He  suggested  therefore  that 
action  on  Miss  Goldstein's  request  be  deferred  to  the  next  meeting  when 
the  aforesaid  presentation  by  the  Chief  Librarian  would  be  submitted  to 
the  Board.  Action  in  the  matter  of  Miss  Goldstein's  request  was  deferred 
until  the  next  meeting. 

The  Director  reported  that  certain  difficulties  had  arisen  in 
wage  payments  to  certain  members  of  the  Mechanical  Service  whose  hours  of 
work  on  occasion  fall  partially  in  the  period  from  10  p.m.  to  8  a.m,,  for 
which  period  a  wage  differential  has  existed  since  19U8.

The  matter  of  the  filling  of  the  vacancy  in  the  Music  Department  was 
discussed.  The  Director  reported  on  his  inquiries  in  the  music  field  as  to 
availability  of  qualified  individuals,  stating  that  until  it  were  possible 
to  revise  the  salary  schedule  for  the  heads  of  the  special  departments  the 
Library  could  not  attract  the  calibre  of  individual  it  desired  for  the  post 
in  question.  He  stated  that  same  situation  applied  to  other  special  depart* 
ments . 

The  Director  reported  briefly  on  the  damage  in  transit  to  the  tile 
for  the  new  Central  Library  roof. 

The  Director  reported  briefly  on  the  satisfactory  progress  being 
made  on  the  construction  of  the  new  South  Boston  Branch  Library  building. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  City  Council  had  passed  an  appropria- 
tion in  the  amount  of  $U(X),000  for  the  construction  of  2  branch  libraries.

Mr  Connolly  stated  that  a  letter  had  been  sent  to  the  President, 
in  protest  of  the  impending  closing  of  the  Neponset  Branch  Library,  by 
the  Right  Reverend  John  J.  Phelan.  He  stated  that  an  appropriate  letter 
would  be  sent  Msgr  Phelan  which  would  give  inf  omation  on  the  bookmobile 
stops  being  provided  for  that  area. 

Mr  Moloney  stated  that  under  date  of  October  29  the  Clerk  of  the 
Blue  Hill  Evangelical  Society  had  made  a  formal  request  for  return  of  pro- 
perty belonging  to  the  Society  that  had  been  on  the  premises  at  the  time 
the  Library  began  operating  the  Phillips  Brooks  Branch  Library  as  a  unit 
of  the  Library  system.  He  stated  that  a  further  claim  had  been  made  for 
rental  payment  for  3  months.

The  Director  stated  that  at  the  January  18  meeting  he  vrould  discuss 
the  salary  and  wage  situation  in  the  Library  in  detail,  but  that  in  the  mean- 
time it  was  necessary  at  the  present  meeting  to  take  action  in  the  loatter  of 
the  personal  service  budget  estimate  to  be  submitted  with  the  other  budget 
estimates  to  the  Mayor,  inasmuch  as  action  in  this  respect  at  the  preceding 
meeting  had  been  in  tentative  terms  only. 

He  stated  that  in  approving  the  Personal  Service  amount  to  be  submitted

level  in  193'5>  and  (3)  and  the  amount  necessary  to  cover  the  cost  of  certain 
additions  to  personnel  included  in  the  presentations  of  the  division  Heads  of 
their  personnel  needs,  three  of  which  he  was  recomraending  receive  early  attention; 
namely,  provision  of  stenographic  aid  and  professional  aid  to  the  Curator  of 
Judaica,  provision  of  an  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Buildings,  and  provision  of 
additional  personnel  for  the  Bookmobiles  in  order  that  greater  use  could  be  made 
of  the  bookmobiles  through  an  extension  of  hours  of  service.  He  stated  that  the 
estimated  additional  cost  for  the  above  categories  was  $3,030,  $ii6,000,  and

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The  Director  stated  that  the  reduction  of  $97,890.  in  the  item  for  Repairs 
and  Maintenance  of  Buildings  would  mean  that  items  such  as  relighting  and 
painting  of  branch  libraries  could  not  be  done,  that  the  reduction  in  the 
amount  for  books  for  the  Hone  Reading  Division  of  $71,650,  included  $3$,000 
for  book  stock  far  the  new  South  Boston  Branch  Library,  and  that  the  re- 
duction of  $9,388  in  the  amount  for  books  for  the  Reference  Division  in- 
cluded $2,U08  for  purchase  of  periodicals  and  newspapers  and  $6,980,  for 
purchase  of  books.  The  Director  stated  that  the  next  step  would  be  a 
hearing  before  the  City  Council. 

A  general  discussion  of  the  budgetary  situation  followed,  the  fact 
that  the  budget  as  «qpproved  reoresented  $U0,000.  more  than  19^6  expenditure 
(because  of  unfilled  vacancies),  the  problem  that  the  Mayor  faces  as  to  a 
general  salary  increase  for  City  employees,  the  possibility  of  transfer  of 
reference  book  stock  trm.  closed  branch  libraries  to  the  new  South  Boston 
Branch  Library. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  two  cases  in 
which,  because  of  serious  illness  in  the  family,  members  of  the  staff  were 
in  financial  need.  He  suggested  that  grants  from  the  Louis  E.  Kirstein 
Fund  be  made  to  the  aforesaid  individuals. 

Cta  motion  made  by  Mr  Friedman  and  duly  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  Director  be  and  hereby  is  authorised  to 
act  on  behalf  of  the  Board  in  administering  ex- 
penditures from  the  income  of  the  Louis  E.  Kirstein

from  the  income  of  Alice  Lincoln  Whitney  Fund  to  those 
full-time  members  of  the  staff  who,  because  of  serious 
Illness  are  in  need  of  financial  assistance. 

The  Director  presented  a  communication,  under  date  of  January  9 
from  the  Quarter  Century  Club  requesting  the  granting  of  winter  vacations 
for  the  senior  members  of  the  staff.  The  Director  was  requested  to  make 
a  report  in  the  matter  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  Director  then  reported  on  the  salary  and  wage  situation  in  the 
Library.  He  presented  in  chart  form  the  present  status  of  categories  of 
employees  in  relation  to  changes  in  salaries  and  wages  since  January  1,  1938 
as  compared  to  changes  in  the  cost  of  living  i^ich  demonstrated  that  for  most 
categories  there  had  been  a  rise  in  remuneration  to  match  or  better  the  rise 
in  living  cost  except  for  those  of  Department  Head  rank  and  above  in  the  Bib- 
liothecal  Service  and  the  single  category  of  third  class  engineer  in  the 
Clerical  and  Mechanical  Service. 

T»w  Director  commented  that,  if  the  Mayor  should  take  action  to 
increase  salaries  of  City  enploysea   later  in  the  year,  he  would  probably 
follow  the  usual  practice  of  giving  an  increase  with  a  ceiling  limit  that 
would  only  further  aggravate  the  present  inequities  resulting  largely  iron 
earlier  increases  on  a  like  basis.  He  pointed  out  that  the  new  State  program 
had  been  devised  to  attempt  to  eliminate  similar  inequities  in  the  State  service 
that  had  evolved  from  like  flat  Increases  over  a  period  of  years. 
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The  Director  discussed  the  salary  range  within  a  grade  on  the  present 
library  scale,  pointing  out  that  the  spread  was  extremely  narrow  according 
to  present  library  and  commercial  practice  where  the  spread  from  minimum  to 
maximum  ranges  from  25  per  cent  to  30  per  cent  In  each  grade  and  that  it  was 
a  morale  factor  in.  that  it  put  an  undue  pressure  on  moving  promotionally  to 
a  higher  grade  in  order  to  Increase  remuneration.  He  stated  that  the  Incz^ased 
range  had  already  been  recognized  by  the  City  in  its  wage  structure  for  the 
Clerical  and  Mechanical  employees  and  that  in  revising  the  Library  salary  scale 
he  would  recommend  both  an  increase  in  spread  of  remuneration  and  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  grades. 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  although  studies  showed  that  the  salaries 
of  many  of  the  categories  of  employees  were  above  the  cost  of  living  increase^, 
presentations  had  been  made  by  employee  groups  for  increases  in  terms  of 
salaries  paid  in  other  large  libraries.  He  stated  that  study  of  the  salary 
scales  of  approximately  20  of  the  large  public  libraries  showed  that  the 
Boston  Public  Library  salary  scale  was  low  in  comparison,  particularly  In 
upper  middle  groups  and  above.  He  stated  that  he  was  submitting  these  studies 
for  examination  by  the  Board  preliminary  to  its  consideration  of  what  action 
should  be  taken  in  principle,  that  the  staff  was  awaiting  an  answer,  and  that 
any  action  to  increase  remuneration  in  general  «ust  be  based  not  on  the  currently 
submitted  budget,  but  on  special  provision  by  the  Mayor.  He  called  attention 
again  to  the  problem  of  the  group  needing  special  consideration  to  remove  present 
inequities  in  remuneration  for  which  action  was  advisable  when  and  as  funds  were 
available  and  prior  to  any  general  change  in  salary  scale  and  for  which  the 
amount  of  approximately  $U6,000  would  be  needed.  He  stated  that  this  would 
have  to  be  accomplished  through  a  series  of  step  increases  over  a  period.  He 
suggested  that  action  on  removal  of  inequities  should  not  be  implemented  prior 
to  adoption  of  a  revised  salary  scale. 

Follwing  discussion,  the  Director  was  requested  to  submit  a  salary 
scale  based  on  the  principles  set  forth  In  his  presentation. 

The  Director  thereupon  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the 
matter  of  action  to  be  taken  in  respect  to  the  wages  of  members  of  the  Binding 
Department  who  have  not  received  the  increases  granted  in  1956  to  members  of 
the  City  printing  section  in  conformance  with  a  new  salary  scale.

VOTED:  that,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  22  of 
Chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925 
Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  and  Librarian,  or  upon 
his  delegation  John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  to  the 
Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  or  Elizabeth 
B.  Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the  Director  and 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized 
to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Library  in  representation 
of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four  weeks 
frora  18  February  1957. 

The  Director  reported  on  the   request  of  the  Quarter  Century  Club 
for  an  additional  two  weeks  winter  vacation  with  pay,  setting  forth  the 
several  points  made  by  the  Club,  the  arrangements  presently  in  effect  for 
the- staff  for  financial  recognition  of  25,  30,  35,  UO,  hS,   and  50  years 
of  service  as  well  as  the  generous  vacation  arrangements  n<w  in  effect 
as  compared  with  the  recognition  accorded  length  of  service  in  a  number 
of  the  cooimercial  institutions  of  the  community  and  in  other  libraries. 

The  Director  was  requested  to  reply  that  arrangonents  for  the 
staff  were  generous,  that  in  the  light  of  conditions  it  was  impractical 
to  grant  additional  vacation,  but  that  winter  use  of  vacation  when  possible 
without  detriment  to  the  service  will  be  approved. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  a  communication, 
dated  January  28,  1957,  from  the  Director  of  Civil  Service  requesting 
full  titles  for  abbreviated  titles  of  certain  employees  as  carried  on  the 
Library's  payroU,  together  with  brief  statment  of  their  duties  and  the 
reasons  for  not  filling  the  aforesaid  positions  through  the  office  of  the 
Director  of  Civil  Service.  The  Director  stated  that  he  would  furnish  the 
requested  infon&ation* 

The  Director  reported  further  in  the  matter  of  the  revision  of 
salary  and  wage  scales  that  conferences  with  representatives  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library  Professional  Staff  Association  had  resolved  some  of 
the  differences  in  approach  to  the  problem,  that  the  matter  was  to  be 
discussed  with  the  staff  at  regular  staff  meetings  to  be  held  the  following 
week,  but  that  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  well  for  the  Trustees 
to  hear  representatives  of  the  Staff  Association  as  requested  in  their 
initial  presentation  for  salary  revision  before  final  action  to  revise  the 
salary  scale  was  taken* 

The  Director  was  requested  to  arrange  for  representatives  of  the 
Staff  Association  to  be  heard  at  the  next  meeting* 

The  Director  reported  that  on  February  lU,  1957  he  had  speared 
before  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  of  the  City  Council,  as  represented 
by  Councillors  Kerrigan  and  Piemonte,  in  connection  with  consideration  of 
the  1957  budget  allowances  of  the  Ubrary  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor  and 
reported  on  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board.  He  stated  that  the  hearing 
had  been  friendly  and  pleasant,  that  the  items  particularly  discussed  were 
personnel,  repairs  and  maintenance,  and  printing.  The  Director  stated  that 
action  must  now  be  taken  on  the  City  budget  by  the  City  Council  on  or  before 
the  first  Monday  in  April. 
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The  Director  reported  that  proposals  for  window  washing  for  the 
ensuing  year  at  the  Central  Library  and  29  branch  libraries  (with  the 
buildings  divided  into  two  groups)  had  been  publicly  opened  and  read  at 
12  noon  on  February  13  as  follows:

Mr  Moloney  reported  that  there  was  a  clerical  error  in  the  specifica- 
tions and  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  advised  that  the  bids  be  rejected  and 
the  Library  readvertise  for  new  proposals. 

On  motion  made  by  Mr  Friedman  and  duly  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  and  hereby  are  rejected  proposals 
submitted  in  the  public  bidding  and  opened  and 
read  on  February  13,  1957  for  the  cleaning  of 
windows  during  the  period  AprU  1,  1957  to  March 
31,  1958  at  the  Central  Library  building  and  at 
twenty-nine  other  buildings. 

The  Director  then  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  next  branch  library 
buildings  to  be  constructed,  where  it  was  a  problem  of  either  replacing  one 
of  the  important  presently  poorly  housed  branch  libraries,  or  building  two 
branch  libraries  in  an  area  where  they  would  replace  three  inadequate  buildings, 
that  Roslindale  would  be  recommended  as  the  unit  first  to  be  replaced  and  that 
there  would  be  available  an  excellent  location  for  it  on  the  site  of  the  present 
fire  station  in  Roslindale  Square  to  be  vacated  within  the  coming  year.  The 
Director  stated  that  funds  for  branch  library  construction  were  available  from 
the  present  loan  order  up  to  the  amount  of  $500,000  and  that  it  was  anticipated 
that  additional  funds  would  be  allocated  this  year  from  a  new  loan  order  which 
could  be  used  for  building  two  buildings  in  the  Dorchester  area  to  replace  Mt 
Bowdoin,  Mt  Pleasant,  and  Dorchester  Branch  Libraries.  The  Director  stated  that 
he  had  been  assured  of  the  availability  of  the  above  mentioned  fire  station  site 
by  the  Fire  Conaaissioner,  that  the  next  step  would  be  to  examine  the  site  as  to 
its  suitability  as  to  size,  and,  thereafter,  to  request  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
for  the  transfer  of  the  premises  upon  the  relinquishing  of  the  property  by  the 
Fire  Department. 

It  was  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  the  procedure  outlined  by  the 
Director  in  relation  to  Roslindale  be  followed. 
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The  Director  reported  that  a  hearing  before  the  Committee  on  State 
Administration  of  the  Legislature  had  been  held  on  January  21  on  House 
No.  217U.  He  stated  that  the  bill  had  been  introduced  by  Representative 
Charles  W.  Capraro  seeking  state  reimbursement  of  the  City  of  Boston  for 
certain  expenses  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  arising  out  of  use  by 
non-residents,  that  he  and  representatives  of  Boston  civic  organizations 
had  appeared,  and  that  the  bill  had  been  given  a  favorable  report  by 
the  Committee  and  would  go  next  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  Board's  attention  House  No.  U37  now 
before  the  Legislature  which  provides  that  meetings  of  public  authorities 
be  open  to  the  general  public,  stating  that  under  its  provisions  the 
public  could  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Library  Trustees.  He  stated  that 
the  bill  has  strong  support,  particularly  from  the  press.  Mr  Canham  con- 
firmed that  the  press  was  strongly  in  favor  of  it  and  that  such  a  law  had 
been  passed  in  a  majority  of  the  states. 

The  Director  reported  on  circulation  of  books  in  1956,  stating 
that  there  had  been  an  increase  of  5.8/C. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Library  employees  led  all  public 
employees,  federal,  state,  and  city,  in  the  amount  of  pledges  made  to 
the  most  recent  annual  United  Community  Fund. 

Mr  McDonald  inquired  as  to  the  status  of  the  employees*  gift  to 
the  Centennial  Fund.  The  Director  stated  that  it  had  not  been  turned  over 
to  the  Trustees  and  that  he  would  make  inquiry  concerning  it. 

The  Board  then  discussed  informally  Impending  developments  by 
the  Prudential  Life  Insurance  Company  on  the  site  to  the  rear  of  the 
Central  Library,  particularly  as  to  their  effect  on  Library  expansion 
and  the  possibility  of  interesting  the  Mayor  in  the  Library's  plans  as 
a  part  of  the  project.  The  President  stated  that  he  would  be  talking 
with  President  Case  of  Boston  University  shortly  and  would  take  the 
opportunity  to  inquire  as  to  the  time  schedule  for  delivery  of  the 
property  to  the  rear  of  the  Central  Library  building  for  which  the 
Trustees  of  the  Library  have  a  purchase  and  sale  agreement. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  Mayor  should  be  asked  to  attend  a  meeting 
of  the  Board  at  which  there  would  be  discussed  the  modernization  problem, 
the  acquisition  of  a  site  for  the  new  Roslindale  Branch  Library,  and  the 
possibility  of  including  the  Central  Library  expansion  in  the  City's 
contribution  to  the  development  of  the  former  railroad  yards  area.

Minutes  of  Meeting 
Administrative  Agency 


In  Board  of  Trustees 
8  March  1957 


A  regular  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as  an 
Administrative  Agency  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the  Trustees 
Room  at  3s30  o'clock  p.m. 
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Present:  Archbishop  Gushing,  Messrs  Buxton,  Canham,  and  McDonald, 
Trustees* 

The  President,  Archbishop  Gushing,  in  the  chair# 

The  Director  stated  that  arrangements  for  the  hearing  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Boston  Public  Library  Professional  Staff  Association  had 
been  made  and  that  they  now  were  waiting  to  be  heard.  There  then  came 
before  the  Board  WilUam  T.  Casey,  President  of  the  Association,  together 
with  the  following  members  of  the  Executive  Board  and  Personnel  Committee, 
Messrs  Louis  Rains,  B.Joseph  0»Neil,  Euclid  Peletier,  and  Mesdames  Joan 
Morris  and  Mary  Roberts • 

Mr  Casey  stated  that  on  January  20,  1956  the  Association  had  voted 
unanimously  to  request  of  the  Trustees  a  10^  increase  in  salaries,  that 
subsequently  conferences  in  the  matter  had  been  held  with  the  Director,  and 
that  to  date  nothing  had  transpired  to  mitigate  the  need  of  such  salary- 
increase.  He  stated  that  the  presentation  of  the  Association  was  based  on 
two  points:  (l)  no  salary  increases  had  been  granted  since  the  salary  re- 
vision  of  1953  whereas  there  had  been  a  continuing  rise  in  the  cost  of 
living  since  1953,  and  (2)  the  present  salary  scale  compared  unfavorably 
with  the  salary  scale  of  other  large  libraries  to  the  extent  of  being  among 
the  lowest.  He  pointed  out  that  the  present  situation  led  to  a  continued 
drain  of  trained  personnel  from  the  Library  without  possibility  of  replace- 
ment. 

Mr  Casey  reported  that  the  Director  and  the  Association  were  in     ^ 
substantial  agreement  on  the  problem  except  in  relation  to  the  12%  "inequity 
group,  but  that  this  question  for  the  most  part  would  be  resolved  by  a  per- 
centage increase. 

A  general  discussion  of  the  situation  in  respect  to  the  need  for 
salary  increase  was  entered  into  by  the  Board  with  the  representatives  of 
the  Association  present.  The  President  thanked  them  for  their  presentation 
and  sunmarized  by  pointing  out  that  the  Director  had  already  made  a  presenta- 
tion  to  the  Board  on  the  need  for  salary  revision,  that  it  was  outside  the 
control  of  the  Trustees  to  grant  the  requested  increase  in  salary  y^^^hout 
receiving  additional  funds  for  the  purpose,  that  the  problem  that  had  to  be 
faced  was  the  City's  situation  in  respect  to  a  rising  tax  rate,  but  that, 
however,  the  Trustees  were  aware  of  and  sympathetic  to  the  salary  needs  of 
the  Library  employees  and  would  do  what  they  could  to  bring  those  needs  to 
the  attention  of  the  Mayor.

Following  discussion,  on  suggestion  by  Mr  Cariham,  Mr  Moloney  was 
requested  to  make  a  further  investigation  looking  toward  securing  more 
competition  and  to  report  back  to  the  Board  in  the  matter.

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Mr  Moloney  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  some  saving  could  be 
achieved  through  reduction  of  overtime  use  of  the  vehicles,  particularly  at 
the  terminal  periods. 

The  Vice  President  suggested  that  Mr  Moloney  give  close  attention  to 
the  overtime  use  of  the  bookmobiles  in  the  next  two  months  and  report  to  the 
Board  in  the  matter. 

Mr  Moloney  stated  that  he  would  make  such  a  report. 

Mr  Moloney  reported  that  there  could  be  no  competition  for  rental  of 
the  third  bookmobile,  inasmuch  as  the  Dickson  Truck  Service  Company  owned  the 
only  available  vehicle.  He  stated  that,  as  was  to  be  done  for  the  two  library- 
owned  vehicles,  a  careful  checking  would  be  maintained  of  all  overtime  use 
of  the  rented  bookmobile  with  the  hope  of  effecting  a  substantial  saving. 

Following  discussion  of  the  rental  charge  for  operation  of  the  third 
bookmobile,  on  motion  duly  made,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  entered  into  with  the  Dickson  Truck  Service 
Company,  Inc.,  26  Reading  Street,  Roxbury,  Massachusetts, 
the  contract  for  providing  Bookmobile  Service,  using  one 
bookmobile  built  to  specifications  provided  by  the  Library 
for  the  period  April  1,  1957, through  September  30,  1957, 
at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  dollars  ($253«00) 
per  week  (Monday  through  Friday),  plus  four  dollars  ($U.OO) 
for  each  hour  beyond  forty  (kO)   hours  in  any  one  week 
(Monday  through  Friday),  and  for  all  hours  worked  on 
Saturday  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  forty  cents  ($1.U0} 
per  hour  for  the  first  four  (U)  hours  and  four  dollars 
($U.OO)  per  hour  for  all  hours  worked  thereafter. 

There  was  brou^t  before  the  Board  the  matter  of  possible  sites  for 
a  Roslindale  Branch  Library,  a  number  of  which  had  been  visited  by  members 
of  the  Board  on  the  preceding  day.  Pending  further  discussion  the  Director 
was  requested  to  secure  data  concerning  the  former  school  building  site  which 
the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  had  obtained  from  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  a  conmunication 
from  Mr  Joseph  Russo,  who  is  serving  as  the  chairman  of  the  City  of  Boston 
employee  group  in  the  annual  Red  Cross  solicitation,  requesting  that  arrange- 
ments be  made  for  the  Ubrary  employees  to  participate.  The  Director  was 
requested  to  reply  that  the  Board  is  unwilling  to  make  an  exception  for  the 
purpose  to  its  long-standing  regulation  against  canvassing  within  the  Library, 
the  only  exception  made  being  the  annual  combined  ccranunity  fund  appeal. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  impending  meeting 
of  the  Male  Librarians  Club  in  the  Lecture  Hall  of  the  Central  Ubrary  on  April 
3,  stating  that  certain  minor  refreshment  funds  were  needed  and  that  this  expense 
would  be  met  from  the  income  of  the  Louis  E.  Kirstein  Fund.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Trustees  as  an  Administrative  Agency  of 
the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the  Trustees  Room  at  3:30  o« clock  p.m. 

Present:  Archbishop  Gushing,  Messrs  Buxton,  Canham,  and  McDonald, 
Trustees.  Also  present:  His  Honor  Mayor  John  B.  Hynes. 

The  Board  then  presented  for  the  consideration  of  His  Honor  the 
several  urgent  problems  facing  the  Library  at  the  present  time  or  in  the 
near  future. 

His  Honor  was  informed  that  the  arrangements  made  by  the  Trustees 
with  Boston  University  called  for  the  turning  over  of  the  property  to  the 
rear  of  the  Central  Library  building  in  19^9,  that,  while  the  Trustees  had 
a  building  fund  of  approximately  $2,000,000.  (plus  $500,000.  for  the  purchase 
of  land),  there  would  be  needed  as  much  as  $8,500,000.  or  more  to  construct 
an  addition  to  the  Central  Library,  and  that  the  Trustees  wished  to  inquire 
whether  the  construction  of  the  addition  to  the  building  might  not  constitute  a 
part  of  the  City's  share  in  the  development  of  the  Prudential  City  area,  part- 
icularly since  the  Exeter  Street  facade  would  face  direcUy  on  the  development. 

His  Honor  indicated  his  general  approval  of  the  project,  stating, 
however,  that  he  was  not  in  a  position  to  commit  his  successors.  He  suggested 
that  a  start  on  the  preliminary  planning  could  be  made  such  as  engineering  and 
architectural  studies  with  the  use  of  building  funds  in  hand,  looking  toward 
a  further  financing  beyond  available  trust  funds  through  the  floating  of  munici- 
pal bond  issues  as  needed.  The  Mayor  made  the  observation  that  there  was  good 
prospect  for  help  in  meeting  increasing  library  service  costs  for  there  was  a 
definite  trend  toward  provision  of  state  aid  to  libraries. 

The  Mayor  conmented  on  the  engineering  problems  in  construction  to  be 
encountered  because  of  the  water-table  situation  in  a  made-land  area. 

As  a  result  of  the  discussion,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Trustees  should 
proceed  to  the  preparation  of  architectural  and  engineering  plans,  plus  the 
ascertaining  of  building  costs,  in  order  to  be  ready  to  carry  out  building  plans 
when  the  property  became  available  in  1959.  It  was  further  agreed  that  announce- 
ment of  the  proposed  building  enlargement  as  a  part  of  the  redevelopment  of  Boston 
should  be  made  by  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  at  a  time  of  his  selection  within  the  near 
future* 

The  plans  for  construction  of  branch  library  buildings  were  then  discussed. 
In  the  matter  of  the  choice  of  a  site  for  the  Roslindale  Branch  Library  His  Honor 
stated  that  there  was  too  little  park  area  in  the  city  to  surrender  the  park  space 
in  Roslindale  Square,  as  had  been  suggested,  for  building  pruposes,  but  t-hat  a 
library  building  facing  on  the  Square  would  make  a  nice  addition  to  it.  He  indicated 
that  the  fire  station  site  also  under  consideration  by  the  Trustees  would  become 
available  upon  the  construction  of  a  new  fire  station.  He  stated  further  that  in 
the  present  Capital  Improvement  Program  there  had  been  provided  $500,000.  for 
branch  library  construction  in  1957,  including  provision  for  a  Roslindale  Branch 
Library  and  that  a  further  losn  order  for  $600,000.  for  two  more  branch  library 
buildings  would  be  submitted  daring  the  current  year,  but  that  thereafter  no  nefir 
branch  library  construction  was  to  be  scheduled  for  a  couple  of  years.

The  Board  called  to  the  attention  of  His  Honor  that  12  branch  library 
buildings  scheduled  to  be  retained  in  the  system  were  much  in  need  of  renova- 
tion and  raodernization,  that  such  renovation  of  physical  plant  would  cost 
approximately  $175,000.,  and  that  provision  for  it  was  bein^  made  in  the  City's 
Capital  Irqprovement  Program  covering  the  period  1957-1962. 

The  Board  then  discussed  tho  interim  modernization  program  for  the 
Central  Library  building,  halted  several  years  ago  upon  representations  in 
the  report  of  the  Mayor's  Citizens  Committee  on  Municipal  Finance  that  the 
aforesaid  modernization  would  commit  the  City  to  a  greatly  djicreased  library 
operating  cost  because  of  increased  Ubrary  personnel.  It  was  pointed  out 
that  the  represented  increase  in  personnel  had  been  based  on  untenable  data 
and  that  in  reality  the  increase  would  be  relatively  small.  It  was  stated 
that  certain  structural  chane:es  were  proposed  to  make  possible  the  re-arrange- 
ment of  rooms  at  the  rear  of  the  building,  that  relighting  was  sorely  needed, 
and  that  the  proposed  changes  would  fit  in  witli  the  plans  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  Central  Library  building.  It  was  stated  that  the  estiiaated  cost  for 
coii?)letion  of  the  modernization  program  was  $750,000,  of  wliich  $U25,000.  was 
available  for  use  in  the  Dr  Samuel  Abbott  Green  Memorial  Fund,  and  that  4^113,000. 
for  1955  and  $210,000.  for  1959  had  been  included  in  the  Capital  Budget  for 
1957-62  submitted  by  the  City  Planning  Board. 

His  Honor  stated  that  he  could  not  make  a  commitment  at  this  time 
for  the  1958  budget,  but  that  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  Trustees  should 
proceed  with  their  program  in  1957. 

The  Board  then  took  up  the  matter  of  the  salary  problem,  stating 
that  the  Library  personnel  in  comjaon  vdth  other  City  personnel  needed  in- 
creased salaries  to  meet  the  rising  living  costs  and  also  to  match  library 
salaries  elsewhere,  that  the  bibliothecal  staff  were  requesting  at  10^ 
increase,  and  that  the  Board  was  interested  that  whatever  funds  for  increases 
that  may  be  made  available  to  the  Library  in  the  Mayor's  plans  for  wage 
increases  be  on  a  percentage  or,  preferably,  a  lump  sum  basis  that  may  be 
applied  to  salary  scales  rather  than  a  unifonn  flat  across-the-board  in- 
crease for  every  individual  iiiich  would  further  aggravate  certain  existing 
inequities . 

His  Honor  stated  that  as  of  the  present  moment  it  was  not  known  to 
i^hat  extent  increases  could  be  given,  that  it  was  ijnprobable  that  as  much  as 
10$  could  be  given,  that  the  City's  financial  burden  of  costs  for  fixed 
charges  was  a  large  factor  in  the  situation,  but  that  he  did  not  think  that 
the  City  of  Boston  en^loyees  should  be  penalized  because  of  those  fixed  charges 
and  that,  in  view  of  the  present  $%   increase  in  the  cost  of  living,  he  thought 
that  something  would  have  to  be  done  for  City  en^loyees  on  a  percentage-of-the- 
payroll  basis,  probably  W  to  5^.  He  pointed  out  that  \rtien  and  as  action  is 
taken  the  Library  should  confer  with  the  Administrative  Services  Department 
as  to  methods  of  applying  the  funds  to  the  Library's  salary  and  wage  scales. 

The  Board  raised  the  question  of  transfer  to  the  control  of  the 
Trustees  of  those  trust  funds,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Library,  title  to 
idiich  rests  in  the  City  of  Boston,  aggregating  approximately  $280,000. 
It  was  stated  that  a  request  for  such  transfer  had  been  made  earlier  and 
that  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Trustees  that  control  of  tha 
aforesaid  funds  should  be  transferred  to  them* 

The  M^or  requested  that  a  memoranduxa  in  the  matter  be  sent  to  him, 
following  %rtiich  he  would  confer  with  the  Law  Department  concerning  transfer 
of  the  funds.

The  discussion  of  the  particular  matters  scheduled  to  be  talcen  up  m.th 
His  Honor,  the  Mayor  having  been  concluded,  the  Board  then  turned  to  considera- 
tion of  the  agenda  of  the  raeeting.

The  action  taken  by  Messrs  Ganham  and  McDonald  on  22  March  1957  in  the 
absence  of  a  quorum  as  presented  was  ^proved.

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"During  an  examination  of  the  Courtyard  gutter, 
"we  were  able  to  observe  from  the  top  of  the  staging  that  most  of  the  joints  of  the 
"granite  band  which  forms  the  cornice  at  the  top  of  the  walls,  are  in  need  of  re- 
"pointing. 

"We  reported  this  to  Mr  Moloney  and  advised  him  that,  as  the  staging  is  now 
"in  place  for  the  tile  work  it  offered  an  excellent  opportunity  to  have  this  work 
"done  before  the  staging  is  taken  down.  We  also  notified  him  that  we  were  of 
"the  opinion  that  ax^  portion  of  the  money  appropriated  for  the  completion  of 
"tile  roof  could  not  be  used  for  repointing  ntesonry  work. 

"We  understand  that  he  has  consulted  the  Law  Dept  for  a  ruling  on  this  point.  If 
"it  is  possible  to  have  this  work  done  now,  we  have  been  advised  that  it  would 
"result  in  a  saving  of  over  $5000.00  by  not  having  to  erect  a  staging  at  scne  later 
"date.  This  pointing  must  be  done  sooner  or  later  as  leaky  walls  will  result. 

"In  order  that  you  may  have  complete  information,  we  have  asked  the  contractor 
"to  furnish  an  estimate  on  this  repointing,  and  enclose  herewith  three  copies  of 
«his  roply.  We  have  checked  the  price  and  find  it  to  be  in  line  for  work  of  this 
"nature.

"We  were  recently  notified  by  our  Clerk  of  Works  that 
«he  had  a  suspicion  that  the  courtyard  gutter  was  leaking  as  he  had  noticed  that  on 
"rainy  days  an  excessive  amount  of  rain  water  was  dripping  from  the  outer  edge  of 
"the  granite  cornice*  He  therefore  had  some  of  the  slate  tile  which  forms  the 
"bottom  of  the  gutter,  taken  up  so  that  conditions  below  the  slate  tile  might  be 
"inspected. 

"Beneath  the  slate  there  is  a  layer  of  copper  which  was  found  to  be  pitted  with 
"holes  and  ruptured  seams.  As  the  gutter  is  built  on  top  of  the  granite  cornice 
"the  leaks  allow  the  water  to  reach  the  cornice  and  results  in  the  excessive  dripping 
"mentioned  above* 

"It  was  also  found  that  attempts  had  been  made  from  time  to  time  to  stop  the  leaks 
"by  applying  coatings  of  mastic,  which  is  a  temporary  expedient. 

"We  examined  the  conditions  that  were  disclosed  and  decided  that  a  new  lead  coated 
"copper  gutter,  similar  to  the  one  the  contractor  installed  around  the  Treasure  Rocin, 
"would  be  necessary. 

"We  therefore  requested  the  contractor  to  furnish  us  the  cost  for  installing  a  new 
"copper  gutter  around  the  balance  of  the  Courtyard.  We  enclose  their  estimate  in 
"triplicate  in  the  sum  of  $U,725.00  which  we  have  checked  and  found  to  be  reasonable, 
"and  we  recommend  that  we  be  authorized  to  issue  an  order  to  cover  this  work.  The 
"allowance  carried  in  the  specifications  will  cover  the  cost. 

"We  should  add  that  the  contractor  was  verbally  requested  by  us  to  proceed  with  this 
"additional  work,  in  order  not  to  delay  the  laying  of  tile,  and  while  the  staging  was 
"still  in  place. 

"May  we  point  out  that  the  reason  new  gutter  work  around  the  courtyard  was  not  in- 
"cluded  in  the  specifications,  was  because  the  writer  recollected  that  about  25  years 
"ago  work  was  done  on  this  gutter,  and  we  assumed  that  the  old  gutter  was  replaced 
"with  a  new  one.  This  was  in  error,  as  research  and  inquiries  reveal  that  the  gutter 
"was  only  repaired  and  not  renewed.

"We  enclose  three  copies  of  letter  from  Atlantic  Roofing  & 
"Skylight  Works  quoting  the  sxim  of  $1980.00  for  a  change  in  the  type  of  goose- 
"neck  being  installed,  which  is  different  from  the  type  originally  specified. 
"The  specifications  called  for  a  gooseneck  fabricated  from  a  single  piece  of 
"thick  copper  pipe. 

"As  we  had  no  way  of  knowing  the  exact  shape  of  the  old  goosenecks,  as 
"they  were  buried  in  the  wall,  it  was  not  until  they  had  been  exposed  that 
"we  found  it  would  not  be  possible  to  bend  a  thick  copper  pipe  to  the  sharp 
"bends  demanded  by  the  conditions.  The  effort  was  made  by  the  sub- 
"contractor  for  the  plumbing  work,  to  follow  the  specifications,  but  two 
"large  pipe  bending  concerns  informed  that  it  was  not  possible  to  bend  the 
"pipe  to  such  quick  bends,  and  we  enclose  copies  of  letters  from  two  firms 
"substantiating  this  claim. 

"Also  enclosed  is  a  letter  from  the  subcontractor  to  the  Atlantic  Roofing  & 
"Skylight  Works  which  explains  how  they  propose  to  form  the  goosenecks 
"by  the  use  of  cast  brass  bend  fittings  and  short  pieces  of  copper  pipe. 
"Making  up  goosenecks  of  this  type  if  more  expensive  that  the  type  specified; 
"hence  the  increase  in  price. 

"To  the  subcontractor's  price  of  $1800.00  the  contractor  has  added  10^  to 
"which  he  is  entitled  under  the  contract,  making  the  total  cost  $1980.00. 

"We  recommend  that  this  price  be  accepted.  The  allowance  carried  in  the 
"specification  will  cover  this  cost.

Mr  Moloney  reported  that  as  requested  \sy  the  Board  he  had  made  a 
study  of  the  costs  of  two  months  of  bookmobile  operation  and  that  he  was 
glad  to  report  that  after  a  careful  examination  of  use  it  had  been  pos- 
sible to  reduce  the  daily  tine  schedules  of  operation  and  thereby  effect 
a  saving  of  iqpproxijaately  $U6.  per  week  or  $2,392.  per  annum. 

The  President  reported  that,  as  requested  by  the  Board,  he  had  had 
a  conference  with  the  Mayor,  at  which  the  Director  had  been  present,  to 
discuss  a  timetable  for  the  provision  of  City  funds  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  Central  Library  building.  The  President  reported  that  "ttie  Mayor 
had  stated  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  ask  the  City  Council  for  an 
appropriation  at  this  time  and  that  funds  should  not  be  requested  until 
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approximately  the  time  they  would  be  needed.  The  President  reported 
further  that  the  Finance  Commission  was  to  release  in  the  coming  week 
a  report  in  criticism  of  a  program  calling  for  a  building  enlargement 
at  this  time  although  recognizing  the  necessity  for  such  enlargement  in 
the  future.  He  stated  that  good  educational  and  public  relations  work 
concerning  the  proposed  building  enlargement  would  be  needed,  if  support 
for  the  project  was  to  come  from  the  community,  and  that  the  problem 
confronting  the  Trustees  was  (l)  whether  to  make  plans  now  as  to  the 
disposition  of  the  Boston  University  buildings,  (2)  whether  to  defer 
any  action  pending  fixrther  developments  in  the  situation,  or  (3)  whether 
to  prepare  architectural  plans.  He  again  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board  that  it  would  take  a  year  and  a  half  to  prepare  plans  for  any 
construction. 

Following  a  general  discussion  of  possible  action,  particularly 
any  steps  that  should  be  taken  in  the  immediate  future,  it  was  agreed 
that  a  decision  in  the  matter  should  await  a  meeting  of  the  full  Board, 

The  matter  of  the  choice  of  an  architect  for  the  Roslindale  Branch 
Library  was  then  taken  up. 

On  motion  made  by  Mr  McDonald  and  seconded  by  Mr  Friedman,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  Carney  Goldberg  and  Isidor  Richmond, 
Architects,  l6  Arlington  Street,  Boston, 
be  and  hereby  are  selected  to  design  a 
branch  library  building  to  be  erected  on 
a  site  on  the  southern  side  of  Washington 
Street,  adjacent  to  No.  l4238-U2Uii  Washington 
Street,  Roslindale,  in  accordance  with  specifi- 
cations to  be  set  by  the  Library. 

Consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Examining  Committee  for  1956-19^7 
was  deferred. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Mayor  had  generously  allowed  the 
Library  funds  to  meet  the  expense  of  the  Open  House  and  reception  tendered 
by  the  Library  to  the  National  Convention  of  the  Special  Libraries  Associa- 
tion on  the  evening  of  May  27  and  that  the  occasion  had  been  most  successful. 

The  Director  reported  that  progress  on  the  construction  of  the  new 
South  Boston  Branch  Library  was  satisfactory. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Mayor  had  announced  that  city 
employees  were  to  receive  salary  and  wage  increases  effective  September 
U  at  the  rate  of  $250  per  annum  or  $l4.7$  per  week  and  had  stipulated 
further  that  the  time  schedule  in  the  lower  classifications  (U-10  inclusive) 
in  the  City's  Classification  Plan  be  shortened  so  that  employees  in  this  group 
could  earlier  reach  their  maximum.  The  Director  stated  that  this  revision  of 
time  schedule  would  also  be  applied  to  those  in  the  Bibliothecal  Service  ia 
corresponding  grades. 

The  Director  submitted  comparative  data  on  library  salary  scales 
and  a  revised  salary  and  wage  scale  for  the  Library,  stating  that  revision 
of  the  salary  and  wage  scales,  was  most  urgent,  that  the  present  scale  is 
falling  increasingly  behind  in  relation  to  the  price  structure  and  salaries 
paid  elsewhere,  and,  further,  that  the  staff  had  made  its  own  presentations 
that  salary  increases  be  granted  on  the  basis  of  a  percentage  increase,  pre- 
ferably 10%,  rather  than  a  flat  increase.

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The  Board  discussed  the  situation,  particularly  as  to  budgetary 
considerations. 

In  view  of  the  Director's  presentation  of  the  urgency  of  affording 
to  the  staff  some  concrete  evidence  that  their  financial  status  would  be 
changed  as  soon  as  funds  permitted,  the  President  suggested  thai  a  special 
meeting  to  be  held  to  consider  the  matter  further. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  Board  would  hold  a  special  meeting  on 
Thursday,  June  13,  at  3:30  p.m.  at  which  salary  and  wage  revision  would 
be  further  considered.

He  stated  that  a  presentation  In  the  matter  would  be  made  to  the  budgetary 
authorities. 

The  Board  discussed  aspects  of  adoption  of  a  salary  and  wage  scale 
for  which  funds  were  not  presently  in  hand  and  which  in  the  current  year 
could  be  put  into  effect  only  to  the  extent  that  funds  from  the  flat  increase 
to  be  given  in  September  to  City  employees  would  allow  and,  thereafter,  only 
when  and  as  the  City  should  provide  the  necessary  funds* 

The  Director  discussed  its  Implications  in  relation  to  morale  and  the 
reassuring  effect  on  staff  of  recognition  of  the  value  of  their  services  by 
a  concrete  schedule  of  salary  standards  to  be  achieved  as  soon  as  fiscal 
conditions  would  pemit.  He  pointed  out  that  such  salary  and  wage  schedules 
had  been  adopted  twice  before  by  the  Trustees  in  recent  years  prior  to 
availability  of  implementing  funds  and  that  this  was  known  to  the  staff. 

The  Director  stated  that,  if  the  Board  should  adopt  the  proposed 
scales,  he  would  make  a  presentation  of  the  details  of  the  scales  to  the 
staff  in  regular  staff  meetings  in  the  fall  and  would  at  the  same  time 
make  a  presentation  of  the  position  of  the  Trustees  in  the  matter.

contract.  He  stated  that  Mr  Thomas  B.  Syroe  of  the  firm  of  Gilbert 
Small  &  Co.,  the  Library's  Consulting  Engineer,  was  ready  to  report  in 
the  matter.

Mr  Syme  then  reported  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Engineers  for 
authorisation  of  certain  Change  Orders.

He  stated 
that  the  spots  were  blemishes  and  not  defects  and  recommended  the  accep- 
tance and  use  of  Z$%   of  the  spotted  tiles  earlier  rejected  in  order  to 
avoid  a  further  delay  in  laying  tUe,  said  tUes  t<5  be  spread  through 
the  remaining  unfinished  sections  of  the  roof.

The  Director  then  discussed  the  situation  relative  to  the  filling 
of  the  vacancy  in  the  position  of  Chief  of  the  Music  Department,  stating 
that  there  would  be  required  for  the  position  a  beginning  salary  of 
$5,500.  in  order  to  attract  qualified  individuals,  which  would  be  higher 
than  the  salary  being  currently  paid  for  positions  of  a  like  rank  of 
Chief  Off  Department  or  Branch  Librarian.  He  indicated  that  of  the 
approximately  50  individuals  already  at  that  rank  only  5  were  not  receiving 
as  much  as  that  amount.  He  there  afore  recommended  that,  if  it  became 
necessary  to  pay  that  amount  to  fill  the  position  of  Chief  of  Music  Depart- 
ment, the  salaries  of  these  5  individuals  be  increased  to  match  that  amount. 
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The  Director  was  authorized  to  proceed  on  the  basis  of  a  beginning 
salary  of  $5,^00  if  necessary,  with  the  understanding  that  the  salaries 
of  the  individuals  then  holding  the  rank  of  Department  Head  be  brought 
to  the  same  level. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  retirement 
of  a  Branch  Ubrarian  on  September  30,  stating  that  it  was  customary 
to  give  to  individuals  of  the  rank  of  department  head  or  above  the  title 
of  Emeritus  upon  their  retirement. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was

Librarian,  Emeritus  effective  1  October  19^7. 

The  Director  reported  that  he  had  authorized  closing  the  Central 
Library  at  9  p.m.  until  further  notice  as  a  result  of  presentations 
from  the  Chief  Librariareof  the  two  Bibliothecal  Divisions  as  to  the 
problems  presented  by  the  resumption  in  a  limited  number  of  departments 
in  the  Central  Library  of  the  winter  schedule  of  service  to  the  public 
between  the  hours  of  9  p.m.  and  10  p.m. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  budgetary  authorities  of  the  City 
had  authorized  the  spending  of  a  sum  up  to  $25,000.  for  the  purchase 
of  book  stock  for  the  new  South  Boston  Branch  Library. 

The  Director  reported  that  a  flat  increase  in  salaries  and  wages 
at  the  rate  of  $2^0.  per  annum,  authorized  for  all  City  employees  as  of 
U  September  1957,  had  been  put  into  ellect  in  the  Library,  provision  for 
such  increase  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  having  been  made  by  the  City 
in  the  amount  of  $U8,000. 

The  Director  reported  briefly  on  budget  requests  to  be  submitted 
hy  the  Library  for  1958,  calling  attention  to  the  request  of  the  Mayor 
that  personal  service  accounts  of  City  Departments  be  reduced  by  5%, 
whereas  the  Trustees  had  already  earlier  instituted  a  substantial 
reduction  of  as  much  as  Q%  in  Personal  Service  from  6U7  to  595  full-time 
employees,  and  suggesting  that  the  Library's  presentation  should  be 
that  such  a  further  reduction  in  personnel  would  necessarily  entail  a 
curtailment  of  service. 

The  President  suggested  that  the  Director  make  a  report  on  budget 
needs  at  the  next  meeting.  It  was  thereupon  agreed  that  the  next  meeting 
be  devoted  to  consideration  of  the  1958  budget  and  that  the  meeting  be  held 
on  Friday,  October  25,  instead  of  Friday,  October  18. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  City  Planning  Board  had  requested 
sutanission  by  the  Library  of  a  statement  of  its  needs  for  the  next  5 
years  for  evaluation  and  incorporaticm  in  the  Capital  In^rovement  Program 
for  1958-1963  to  be  presented  to  the  Mayor.  He  presented  a  program  of  the 
capital  improvement  needs  of  the  Library  for  the  period  1958-1963  and  was 
authorized  by  the  Board  to  transmit  it  to  the  City  Planning  Board. 
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The  Director  read  into  the  records  receipt  of  formal  notification 
of  an  appropriation  of  $550,000.  for  construction  of  two  branch  libraries 
to  replace  three  present  inadequately  housed  branch  libraries,  stating 
that  a  credit  to  be  applied  to  the  above  appropriation  would  be  available 
from  the  funds  earlier  appropriated  for  the  new  branch  library  building  to 
be  constructed  in  the  Roslindale  area,  so  that  approximately  $350,000. 
would  be  available  for  each  branch  library. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  new  South  Boston  Branch  Library 
building  had  been  completed  aiKi  that  action  to  accept  the  building 
should  be  taken.

"The  late  Lee  Max  Friedman,  a  Trustee  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library  from  19^9  to  19^7,  twice  President 
of  the  Board,  was  one  of  the  most  generous,  discerning, 
and  versatile  of  its  many  benefactors.  Although  he  came 
to  the  Board  late  in  life,  he  devoted  himself  to  it  with 
a  youthful,  buoyant,  persistent,  and  unflagging  energy 
from  first  to  last.  Of  the  many  great  accomplishments  of 
the  Library  during  his  tenure,  he  could  have  said  with  com- 
plete truth:   *  Quorum  pars  magna  fui». 

"The  initiative  and  the  financial  acuDien  of 
Mr  Friedman  were  the  principal  factors  in  a  fundamental 
and  highly  beneficial  reform  in  the  traditional  invest- 
ment policies  and  practices  of  the  Library.  This  fruit- 
ful achievement,  plus  varied  donations  from  him  and  his 
family,  will  make  liim  ultimately  on  of  the  Library's 
most  memorable  donors. 

"Equally  notable,  and  of  a  wholly  different 
character,  was  the  resolution  written  by  him  and  adopted 
by  the  Board  on  October  3,  19^2  relative  to  ideals  and 
duties  of  a  great  free  public  library. 

'•His  further  benefactions  to  the  Library  wiiich 
became  known  after  his  passing  illustrate  additionally 
the  sweep  of  his  spirit  and  his  intense  interest  in  every 
aspect,  major  and  minor,  of  the  Library.  He  willed  it 
a  substantial  sum  for  the  building  fund.  He  divided  his 
valuable  collection  of  prints  between  tlie  Libraiy  and  tlie 
Bpston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  He  provided  a  book  fund  for 
the  department  of  rare  books.  He  also  left  a  fund  for 
Judaic a,  a  field  in  which  he  had  himself  collected  one 
of  the  distinguished  private  libraries  in  the  country. 
He  laade  provision  for  rewards  for  Library  einployees 
performing  outstanding  services  above  the  routine  of 
their  duties. 

"Not  so  well  known,  but  of  a  nature  -tdiich  makes 
the  Library  and  hence  the  municipality  his  debtor,  was 
his  seasoned  judgement  in  helping  the  Library  to  resolve 
many  difficultiej 
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"All  in  all,  it  may  be  said  that  the  name  Lee 
Max  Friedman  stands  high,  luminous,  and  inspiring  on  the 
roster  of  those  who  hage  given  free-handedly  of  their 
intellect  and  means  to  the  Library  with  no  desire  for 
popular  applause  but  froni  a  sense  of  obligation  to  the 
vrtiole  community. 
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"The  Board  spreads  upon  its  records  this  expres- 
sion of  its  grief  at  the  passing  of  a  close  associate, 
who,  as  trustee,  lawyer,  benefactor,  scholar,  author, 
administrator,  and  public  servant,  had  their  lasting 
esteem,  admiration,  and  affection."

Tne  Director  reported  that  on  December  5  he  had  talked  "with  ilr  Harlow  J. 
Heneman,  of  the  firm  of  Gresap,  IlcCorraick,  and  Paget,  concerning  library  problems, 
as  suggested  by  the  Board.  He  stated  that  Mr  Heneraan  was  interested  in  making  a 
presentation  to  the  Trustees  shortly  on  wiiat  his  firm  could  do,  what  it  would 
cost,  and  how  long  it  would  take,  but  that  inasmuch  as  liis  schedule  would  not 
permit  his  being  present  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  until  the  second 
meeting  in  January,  he  had  suggested  that  he  could  meet  with  the  Board  on 
DecCTiber  19.  It  was  agreed  that  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  should 
be  held  on  Thursday,  December  19,  at  2:30  p.m.  instead  of  Friday,  Jecember  20. 

The  Director  reported  that  a  bill  had  been  filed  by  the  Ilassachusetts 
Library  Development  Cormittee  for  provision  of  state  aid  to  libraries  for  con- 
sideration at  the  comint  session  of  the  Legislature. 

The  President  stated  that  adoption  of  a  minute  in  recognition  of  the 
25th  anniversary  of  Mr  Lord  as  Director  and  Library  would  be  deferred  until  the 
BoaixJ  went  into  executive  session. 

The  Trustees  went  into  executive  session  at  3:^0  p.m. 

The  meeting  was  resumed  at  U:25  p«ni. 

The  President  stated  that  the  Board  had  discussed  three  matters  in 
executive  session  and  that  he  wished  to  report  to  the  Director: 

1,  that  the  Trustees  wished  to  have  a  formal  function  in  recognition  of 
the  twenty-five  years  of  service  of  the  Director  in  the  Library^ 
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2.  that  to  mark  the  occasion  the  Trustees  have  adopted  a 
resolution  which  was  written  by  the  senior  member  of  the  Board j 

3,  that  the  President  had  reported  to  the  Board  the  several  pre- 
sentations made  to  him  by  the  Director  concerning  his  salary 
and  that  the  Trustees  wish  to  leave  the  matter  over  again  until 
they  have  had  their  meeting  with  Mr  H.  J.  Heneman. 

Following  discussion  of  the  form  that  the  function  to  honor  the 
Director  should  take,  it  was  agreed  that  a  reception  and  tea  in  the  Lecture 
Hall  of  the  Central  Library  would  be  appropriate,  to  which  the  Mayor,  City 
Council  members.  City  Department  Heads,  and  all  full-time  members  of  the  staff 
would  be  invited,  and  that  it  should  be  held  on  either  Thursday,  December  19, 
or  Monday,  December  30,  between  the  hours  of  h   and  6  o'clock.  It  was  further 
agreed  that  the  Trustees  personally  should  meet  the  expense  of  this  tea. 

It  was  thereupon  ordered  that  there  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the 
Board  to  mark  the  twenty-five  years  of  service  of  Milton  E,  Lord  as  Director, 
and  Librarian  the  following  resolution: 

"For  a  quarter  of  a  century  Milton  Edward  Lord  has  rendered  to  the 
"people  and  to  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston  the  distinguished 
"services  a  great  institution  requires  if  it  is  to  maintain  and  enhance 
"its  usefulness.  Longer  than  any  of  his  able  predecessors,  and  through 
"exacting  years,  he  had  shown  the  high  administrative  ability,  imagination, 
"courage,  and  cultural  discernment  which  hio  post  requires.  The  Trustees 
"of  the  Library  rejoice  on  this  occasion  to  express  to  Director  Lord  their 
"appreciation  for  past  services  and  their  confident  expectation  of  many  more 
"years  of  notable  public  achievement. 

"This  quarter  century  has  been  a  period  of  multifaidous  responsibili- 
"ties  to  which  he  has  resolutely  faced  up;  of  serious  difficulties  which 
"he  has  resourcefully  overcome;  and  of  many  substantial  activities  in  this 
"city  and  country  and  abroad.  For  the  skill  and  character  which  have  marked 
"his  services  the  Trustees  are  grateful. 

"The  citizens  of  this  city  and  the  uncounted  thousands  %rtio  come  froii 
"far  and  near  —  erudite  scholars,  engaged  in  research;  school  and  college 
"students;  the  old  and  the  young;  the  under-privileged  in  particular  and 
"those  who  are  quietly  educating  and  re-educating  themselves  —  all  these 
"owe  him  the  salute  due  to  a  faithful  and  talented  public  servant,  a  matured 
"career  man  in  the  best  sense  of  the  words.  As  Trustees  of  this  institution 
"of  which  he  is  the  administrative  head  and  animating  force,  we  are  grateful 
"to  him.  And  we  think  that  we  bespeak  the  thanks  of  not  only  these  but  of  the 
"hundreds  of  members  of  Examining  Committees,  the  various  Mayors  and  Council 
"members  and,  most  important  of  all,  the  people,  for  whom  this  great  free 
"library  was  established.  This  silver  anniversary  seems  to  us  to  deserve  the 
"hearty  recognition  which  we  are  giving  It." 

It  was  agreed  that  the  resolution  as  adopted  ^ould  be  finely  prlnt«J 
and  should  be  available  for  distribution,  particularly  for  the  occasion  of  the 
reception  and  that  the  expense  of  such  printing  should  be  met  from  trust  funds 
income.  • 

The  Board  thereupon  expressed  to  Jtr  Buxton  its  appreciation  of  the 
above  minute  prepared  by  him.

The  Director  stated  that  it  was  customary  at  the  second  meeting  in 
December  to  take  action  in  terms  of  routine  procedures  to  provide  for  the 
f^nowlne^aTfor  the  administration  of  personnel  procedures,  the  approval 
o?  e^endifu^s  f  rom  City  Appropriation,  and  the  signing  of  contracts  voted 

to  be  made  by  the  Board.

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  it  had  been 
necessary  to  take  emergency  action  to  shore  the  facade  of  the  North  End  Branch 
Library  building  where  the  stonework  had  bulged  as  a  result  of  rust  scale  on 
steel  members  built  up  by  water  absorption  over  the  years.  He  stated  that 
extensive  repairs  would  have  to  be  made  in  the  spring. 

The  Board  went  into  executive  session  at  3:35  p.m. 
The  meeting  was  resumed  at  3:U5  p.m. 

The  Director  stated  that  Mr  H.  J.  Heneman,  of  the  firm  of  Cresap, 
McCormick  and  Paget,  was  waiting  to  report  to  the  Board  on  the  aid  which 
his  firm  might  render  in  advising  on  certain  library  problems.  Mr  Hene- 
man then  came  before  the  Board* 

Mr  Heneman  stated  that,  following  a  conference  with  the  Director  and 
a  study  of  certain  statistical  data  furnished  him,  he  had  prepared  a  letter 
stating  what  his  firm  believed  would  be  advisable  and  desirable  to  do,  and 
what  could  be  done  by  it,  which  he  thereupon  submitted  to  the  Board.  He 
stated  that,  on  the  basis  of  the  information  furnished  his  firm,  it  did  not 
consider  it  desirable  at  this  time  for  the  Trustees  to  have  a  broad,  penetrating 
study  made  of  all  operations  of  the  Library,  and  that  it  was  therefore  sug- 
gesting that  a  study  be  made  to  ascertain  (1)  what  the  major  problems  are, 
(2)  what  solution  might  be  proposed,  and  (3)  what  should  be  studied  in  further 
detail  either  by  the  Library  itself  or  with  outside  aid*  He  stated  that  the 
cost  of  such  a  reconnaissance  type  study  would  range  between  $3,000.  and  $3,900., 
and  that  the  said  study  would  include  specific  recommendations.  He  then 
reported  on  the  previous  experience  of  the  firm  of  Cresap,  McCormick  and  Paget 
in  the  educational  and  library  field  and  its  method  of  approach  to  the  work  and 
to  the  staff. 

Mr  Heneman  then  withdrew. 

The  proposal  for  a  reconnaissance  survey  as  outlined  by  Mr  Heneman 
was  discussed.  It  was  agreed  that  it  would  be  helpful,  but  that  the  study 
of  the  business  functions  should  include  the  letting  of  c<m tracts  and  the 
engaging  of  expert  services  such  as  architectural  and  engineering  services. 

On  motion  duly  raadd  and  seconded,  it  was  thereupon 

VOTED:  that  the  professional  services  of  Cresap,  McCormick  and 

Paget,  3U2  Madison  Avenue,  New  York,  New  York,  be  engaged 
at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  three  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars 
($3,900.),  payable  from  trust  funds  income. 

Mr  Heneman  was  then  recalled. 
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The  President  reported  to  Mr  Heneman  that  the  Board  had  taken  action 
to  engage  the  services  of  his  firm  for  a  reconnaissance  type  study  in  terms 
of  the  proposal  submitted  by  his  firm  under  date  of  December  l8,  19^7,  as 
revised,  as  follows: 

1.  The  major  aspects  of  organization  for  administration,  including 
a  determination  as  to  whether  organization  and  staffing  require- 
ments have  been  met,  and  some  preliminary  indication  of  whether 
the  departments  are  over-  or  under-staffed, 

2.  The  administration  of  the  personnel  system  to  determine  whether 
basic  needs  are  effectively  met,  but  not  involving  a  detailed 
classification  or  procedures  study, 

3.  A  review  of  business  funotions,  such  as  purchasing,  the  letting 
of  contracts,  the  engaging  of  expert  services  such  as  architec- 
tural and  engineering  services,  etc.,  to  determine  whether  they 
appear  to  be  handled  slitisfactorily* 

Mr  Heneman  stated  that  the  above  terms  were  acceptable  to  his  firm, 
that  the  plan  would  be  for  himself  and  an  associate  to  carry  through  the  study, 
with  method  of  their  approach  to  the  staff  to  be  arranged  with  the  Library. 

Mr  Heneman  was  informed  that  a  communication  confirming  the  arrange- 
ments would  be  forwarded  to  him  and  he  then  withdrew.

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The  Director  reported  that  the  Engineer  has  submitted  a  statement 
that  the  contract  for  Completion  of  Main  Roof,  and  New  Roofing  and  Sheet  Metal 
Work  of  Annex  Roof  at  the  Central  Library  building  is  to  be  completed  as  of 
this  day,  January  17.  The  Director  stated  that  the  roof  had  been  inspected 
by  library  officers  and  that  the  work  had  been  completed  and  was  in  good  order. 

The  President  expressed  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  the  Board's  apprecia- 
tion for  his  coming  to  the  present  meeting  and  for  his  constant  support  of  the 
Library,  stating  that  in  view  of  the  present  financial  situation  facing  the 
City  it  would  be  helpful  to  discuss  the  following  policy  matters  affecting 
pending  library  activities:   (1)  policy  to  be  followed  in  respect  to  operating 
budget  needs  for  1958,  (2)  possible  capital  budget  provision  for  rehabilitation 
of  existing  branch  libraries,  (3)  policy  to  be  followed  in  respect  to  moderni- 
zation program  for  the  Central  Library  building,  and  (U)  policy  considerations 
in  respect  to  enlargement  to  the  Central  Library  building. 

The  Director  then  reported  in  respect  to  the  first  matter  that  there 
had  now  been  received  from  the  Supervisor  of  Budgets  of  the  City  of  Boston 
the  budget  allowances  for  1958  to  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  and  that 
the  amounts  were  substantially  the  same  as  those  of  the  operating  expenses  for 
the  preceding  year  except  for  the  Personal  Service  account,  where  an  additional 
amount  had  been  allocated  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  increases  of  the  preceding 
year  on  a  12 -month  basis  as  against  a  U-month  basis  in  1957,  but  that  the 
vacancies  carried  in  the  Library's  budget  for  positions  which  it  had  not  been 
possible  to  fill  had  been  abolished  to  bring  the  quota  from  595  full-time 
personnel  to  560. 

The  problem  of  operating  on  such  a  reduced  quota  Was  presented  to  His 
Honor,  particularly  in  view  of  the  earlier  reduction  in  personnel  quota  of 
approximately  B%   instituted  by  the  Board.  The  Mayor  stated  that  all  City 
Departments  must  cooperate  in  instituting  a  reduction  in  personnel  by  the  end 
of  1958,  that  the  amount  set  was  S%   but  that,  if  the  Trustees  were  of  the 
opinion  that  560  was  below  the  irreducible  quota,  upon  substantiation  of  the 
need  the  quota  might  be  revised  over  the  ensuing  months  up  to  but  not  exceeding 
580. 

The  Mayor  was  informed  that  there  was  great  need  for  rehabilitation  of 
those  branch  library  buildings  not  to  be  replaced  %riiich  are  structurally  sound, 
but  require  renovation.  The  Director  reported  that  tentative  estimates  made 
several  years  ago  indicated  a  cost  of  renovation  of  approximately  $175,000., 
which  would  be  considerably  higher  now.  He  stated  that  the  amount  had  been  too 
small  to  include  in  a  capital  outlay  program  and  too  large  to  be  encon^assed 
in  a  regular  operating  budget.  His  Honor  stated  that  a  similar  situation 
existed  in  a  number  of  City  Departments,  that  authorization  was  being  sought 
from  the  Legislature  for  a  $5,000,000.  expenditure  for  extraordinary  repairs, 
that  if  the  loan  were  to  be  authorized  provision  could  be  made  for  the  library 
program,  that  otherwise  provision  would  have  to  be  made  in  the  supplemental 
budget  for  the  most  minimum  needs. 

The  Director  subo^itted  to  the  Board  data  on  the  modernization  program 
for  the  Central  Library  building  which  had  been  compiled  for  use  in  the  pre- 
ceding year  at  a  meeting  attended  by  the  Mayor.  He  stated  that  the  program 
called  for  an  expenditure  of  roughly  $750,000,  that  there  was  approximately 
$ii50,000  in  the  Dr  Samuel  Abbott  Green  Memorial  Fund  available  for  the  purpose, 
that  in  its  capital  budget  program  for  1957-62  the  City  Planning  Board  had 
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included  $210,000  for  major  interior  repairs  to  the  Central  Library  and 
$11^,000  for  relighting  and  rewiring  the  Central  Library,  which  totalled 
substantially  the  earlier  estimated  cost. 

The  Mayor  indicated  that  the  amounts  proposed  for  inclusion  in  the 
City»s  Capital  budget  program  could  well  be  included  in  the  proposed  loan 
for  extraordinary  repairs,  together  with  the  program  for  rehabilitation  of 
existing  branch  libraries. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  preliminary  studies  prepared  by  the 
Architect  had  been  paid  for,  but  that  these  would  need  to  be  brought  up-to- 
date  and  revised  plans  prepared  by  the  spring.  The  Mayor  pointed  out  that  in 
order  to  include  the  library  projects  in  the  proposed  loan  for  extraordinary 
repairs  the  library  presentation  for  the  above-named  projects  would  be  needed 
proirptly,  as  the  data  for  the  loan  must  be  prepared  before  April  1. 

The  President  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Mayor  that  in  19^9  the 
Boston  University  property  adjacent  to  the  Central  Library  building  will  come 
into  possession  of  the  Trustees  under  a  purchase  and  sale  agreement,  that  there 
is  nothing  immediately  in  prospect  in  building  plans,  that  while  there  is  great 
need  for  additional  space  the  cost  of  a  teitporary  remodeling  would  be  pro- 
hibitive, and  that  the  Board  was  therefore  considering  approaching  Boston 
University  with  a  view  to  deferring  the  execution  of  the  transfer  of  property. 
The  Mayor  stated  that  a  delay  in  transfer  would  be  advisable  inasmuch  as  for 
the  present  no  new  projects  for  the  City  were  to  be  proposed. 

The  Director  stated  that  Fanny  Goldstein,  Branch  Librarian,  West 
End  Branch  Library,  and  Curator  of  Judaica  would  retire  on  31  January  1958 
and  that  it  was  customary  to  give  an  emeritus  title  to  a  retiring  depart- 
ment head. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  Fanny  Goldstein  be  appointed  Branch  Librarian, 
Emeritus,  and  also  Curator  of  Judaica,  Emeriius, 
effective  1  February  195^- 

The  Director  stated  that  in  his  letter  to  Miss  Goldstein  on  her  retire- 
ment he  would  inform  her  of  the  Library's  interest  in  continuing  to  avail  itself 
of  her  services  in  a  consultant  capacity. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  individual  on  the  library  staff  who  had 
been  in  process  of  qualifying  for  consideration  for  appointment  to  the  position 
of  Chief  of  Music  Department  had  failed  in  an  examination  and,  furthermore, 
that  the  other  individual  from  outside  the  Library  under  consideration  had 
accepted  a  position  elsewhere.  He  stated  that  he  would  again  make  inquiries 
as  to  possible  candidates,  particularly  in  connection  with  a  February  meeting 
of  the  Music  Library  Association  here  in  the  East,  and  report  back  to  the  Board. 

The  Director  reported  that  he  was  supplying  to  the  City  Council  cer- 
tain requested  data  concerning  inter-library  loan  activities  of  the  Library. 
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The  Director  reported  on  the  conference  of  the  President,  Vice  Presi- 
dent, and  himself  with  officials  of  WHDH-TV  on  the  possibility  of  library 
participation  in  television  programs,  sUting  that  there  was  interest  in 
having  the  library  participate,  that  subsequently  a  library  staff  member 
had  been  in  consultation  with  the  program  planners,  and  that  the  present 
stage  was  merely  exploratory. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  Examining  Committee  will  meet  for 
organization  purposes  on  the  coming  Monday,  January  20.

VOTED:  that  sub^ject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  22  of  Chapter  3  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1925  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  and 
Librarian,  or  upon  his  delegation  John  J.  Connolly, 
Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer, 
or  Elizabeth  B.  Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the  Director, 
and  Secretary  of  the  Board,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized 
to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Library  in  representation 
of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four  weeks 
from  2I4  February  1958» 

The  Director  reported  receipt  of  an  Order  to  the  Mayor  from  the 
City  Council,  under  date  of  27  January  1958,  requesting  that  the  Trustees 
permit  the  Director  of  the  Library  to  make  a  brief  survey  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital's  policies  directed  toward  developing  interest  among  the  public 
in  the  activities  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

The  Director  was  requested  to  prepare  a  letter  for  the  President's 
signature  indicating  that  the  Board  deemed  it  inadvisable  for  the  Director 
to  be  so  engaged. 

The  Director  reported  receipt  of  a  communication,  under  date  of 
2U  January  1958,  from  Bishop  John  Wesley  Lord,  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
Boston  Area,  reaffirming  the  interest  of  that  church  in  acquiring  the  West 
End  Branch  Library  building  for  church  purposes  irfien  its  use  would  no  longer 
be  needed  for  library  purposes  following  the  erection  of  a  new  branch  library 
in  conjunction  with  the  West  End  Urban  Redevelopment  Project. 

The  Director  was  requested  to  reply  to  Bishop  Lord  that  the  Trustees 
have  had  his  communication,  have  noted  the  interest  of  the  Methodist  Church 
in  the  propprty,  and  will  keep  that  interest  in  mind  when  the  time  comes  to 
relinquish  the  property. 

The  Director  stated  that  title  rests  in  the  City,  that  the  Trustees 
would  have  to  act  to  turn  the  property  back  to  the  Real  Property  Board,  and 
at  that  time  they  would  doubtless  be  consulted  as  to  its  disposition.  He 
stated  that  copies  of  the  correspondence  in  the  matter  would  be  sent  to  the 
Mayor  for  his  information. 

The  Director  reported  receipt  of  «•  cofwnunication  addressed  to  the 
Trustees,  under  date  of  23  January  1958,  in  respect  to  proposed  use  of  the 
fire  station  site  in  Roslindale  Square  for  erection  of  a  branch  library.  The 
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Director  was  requested  to  reply,  acknowledging  its  receipt  by  the  Trustees  and 
saying  that  they  will  give  the  matter  further  consideration.  The  Director  was 
also  requested  to  apprise  the  Mayor  of  Mr  Dunn's  communication  and  ascertain 
his  advice  in  respect  to  the  matter. 

Circular  Letter  No*  1  from  the  Mayor's  Office  was  read  and  ordered 
placed  on  file. 

The  Director  stated  that,  as  reported  at  an  earlier  meeting,  it  had 
been  necessary  to  shore  up  the  facade  of  the  North  End  Branch  Library  building 
pending  major  repair  work,  that  the  Consulting  Engineer  has  submitted  his  report 
stating  that  the  cost  of  the  repair  work  specified  by  the  Building  Commissioner 
to  put  the  building  in  good  condition  might  total  as  much  as  $72,000.  and  before 
undertaking  such  an  extensive  outlay,  had  suggested  employment  of  a  contractor 
at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $2,000  to  make  a  exploratory  survey  of  the  repairs 
necessary. 

In  view  of  the  age  of  the  building  and  possible  change  of  the  immediate 
area  to  non-residential  purposes,  the  Board  agreed  that  before  committing  itself 
to  such  extensive  repairs  the  aforesaid  exploratory  survey  should  be  undertaken 
to  ascertain  the  minimum  amount  of  repair  necessary  to  make  the  building  usable 
for  the  period  immediately  ahead. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

"VOTED:   that,  as  recommended  by  the  Library's  Consulting  Engineer, 
"Gilbert  Small  k   Co.,  Wm.  A.  MacLeod  Co.,  50  Congress 
"Street,  Boston,  be  authorized  to  perform  exploratory  work 
"on  the  walls  of  the  North  End  Branch  Library  building 
"preliminary  to  undertaking  its  repair,  at  a  cost  not  to 
"exceed  Two  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,000)." 

The  Director  reported  that  on  February  3  the  Mayor  had  submitted  the 
19^8  budget  to  the  City  Council,  that  hearings  by  the  Council  for  City  Depart- 
ments would  be  scheduled  shortly,  and  that  members  of  the  Board  would  be  in- 
formed as  proiiptly  as  possible  of  the  date  for  their  attendance  at  the  hearing 
on  the  Library  budget.  It  was  agreed  that  as  many  members  as  possible  would 
attend. 

•Rie  Director  stated  that  Messrs  H.  J.  Heneman  and  George  Conn,  of  Cresap, 
McCormick  and  Paget,  had  begun  their  work  on  the  reconnaissance  survey  of  the 
Library  on  February  3  -4ith  a  talk  to  the  general  officers  followed  by  a  meeting 
with  all  officers. 

The  Director  reported  that  in  his  absence  and  the  unavailability  of 
the  President  Mr  Moloney  had  represented  the  Trustees  on  January  27  at  a 
legislative  hearing  before  the  Committee  on  State  Administration  and  recorded 
the  Trustees  as  in  favor  of  H-2129,  An  Act  providing  for  an  annual  payment 
by  the  Commonwealth  to  the  City  of  Boston  to  reimburse  said  city  for  the  use 
of  its  library  Ijy  non-residents.  He  stated  that  he  had  represented  the 
Trustees  at  the  hearing  on  January  20  of  H-llOO,  An  Act  providing  for  state 
aid  to  public  libraries,  and  that  this  bill  had  been  referred  to  the  next 
annual  session  on  February  U.  He  reported  that  a  third  bill,  H-lii98,  An 
Act  providing  for  the  reimbursement  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  certain  expenses 
of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  was  to  be  heard  on  February  12.  It  was  agreed 
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that,  in  the  absence  of  the  Director  from  the  city,  Messrs  John  J.  Connolly, 
Assistant  to  the  Director  and  Chief  Executive  Officer,  and  Francis  X.  Moloney, 
Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  should  represent 
the  Trustees  at  the  hearing  of  H-li498  and  also  that  letters  setting  forth  the 
support  of  the  Trustees  of  both  H-2129  and  H-lii98  should  be  sent  by  the  President 
to  the  appropriate  individuals  in  the  Senate  and  the  House. 

The  Director  reported  that  non-resident  use  of  the  Library  was 
composed  of  (1)  the  non-resident  borrowers  who  pay  a  fee,  (2)  inter-library 
loans,  and  (3)  use  of  reference  facilities  on  the  premises.  He  stated  that 
the  non-resident  borrowers  were  quantitatively  a  small  percentage  of  the 
total  of  borrowers  with  a  total  yearly  fee  payment  of  approximately  $10,000, 
but  that  qualitatively  these  fee-paying  borrowers  came  from  2^0  of  the  3^0 
cities  and  towns,  and  that  inter-library  loans  from  the  Boston  Public  Library 
were  made  to  approximately  150  of  the  350  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  total  lent  during  1957  being  1215  —  representing  a  small  fraction  of  1% 
of  the  total  lendings. 

The  Director  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  from  March  16-22 
a  National  Library  Week  was  to  be  held  with  a  greater  focussing  than  ever 
before  of  public  attention  on  the  public  library  and  its  needs  and  place  in  the 
community  through  media  of  national  communication.  He  stated  that  Mr  Canham 
was  serving  as  Chairman  for  this  state  and  Mr  Rabb  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee.

The  Director  submitted  the  report  of  Gilbert  Small  and  Co.  on  the 
annual  reading  of  the  settlement  levels  for  the  Central  Library  building. 
He  called  attention  to  a  report  on  two  areas,  one  point  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Blagden  Street  and  two  points  along  the  outer  edge  of  Blagden  Street  sidewalk 
which,  because  of  a  settlement  slightly  more  than  average,  would  need  watching 
at  the  next  reading.  He  stated  that  otherwise  the  trends  were  of  a  fairly 
uniform  settlement. 

The   Director  reported  on  his  conference  with  His  Honor  the  MayorJ 
(1)  that  the  Mayor  had  indicated  that  he  was  not  cognizant  of  any  proposed 
development  that  would  affect  the  choice  of  the  fire-station  site  for  the  new 
RosUndale  Branch  Library,  but  approved  further  checking  with  the  City  Planning

reversion  to  church  uses,  h   that  the  Mayor  had  been  informed  of  the  present 
situation  in  regard  to  delivery  of  the  property  to  the  rear  of  the  Central  Li- 
bra^  by  Boston  University,  and  (6)  that  the  Mayor  had  been  reminded  of  his  sug- 
gestion  that  funds  for  rehabiU^ation  of  those  branch  Ubrary  buildings  not 
to  be  replaced  and  for  repairs  and  relighting  of  the  Central  Library  f  g^^^ 
included  in  the  program  of  the  City  for  which  approval  of  the  Legislature  of  a 
l^n  for  elltraordinSy  repairs  was  being  sought  and  that  the  Mayor  had  thereupon 
requested  that  a  tentative  program  for  the  Library  with  estimated  costs  be  for- 
warded  to  the  City  Auditor  at  once. 

The  Director  reported  that  he  had  already  been  in  touch  with  the  Plamung 
Board  concerning  possible  sites  for  new  branch  Libraries  to  replace  the  Mt  Bowdoin, 
M?  neasantra^d  Memorial  Branch  Libraries  and  was  to  have  a  further  conference. 
He  reported  further  that  he  had  forwarded  to  the  City  Auditor,  as  requested  by 
the  S^y^fa  preliminary  Library  program  for  rehabilitation  of  branch  libraries 
and  modernization  and  relighting  of  the  Central  Ubrary,  with  a  tentative  estimate 
of  cost  in  the  sum  of  $7$0,000, 

The  Director  stated  that  eleven  years  had  elapsed  since  the  last  audit 
of  the  Ubrary' s  income  accounts  by  the  City,  that  at  his  request  an  audit  had 
now  been  made,  and  that  the  City  Auditor  has  submitted  his  report  on  the  audit 
and  examination  of  certain  income  and  other  accounts  made  by  his  department. 
The  Director  stated  that  suggestions  had  been  made  for  retaining  coB9)lete  income 
receipt  records  in  the  branch  libraries  between  audits  and  for  possible  bonding 
of  certain  groups  handling  fine  monies  in  the  Central  Charging  Records  and  that 
the  matter  was  being  studied. 

The  rarector  reported  receipt  on  the  preceding  day  of  a  report  from 
Gilbert  Small  &  Co.  on  the  condition  of  the  granite  platform  surrounding  the 
Central  Library  building,  that  until  exploratory  examinations  in  two  areas  have

He  stated  that  they  had  further  recommended  discontinuance  of  inter-library  loans, 
except  in  special  cases,  within  a  30  mile  radius  of  the  State  House  in  Boston 
to  effect  an  econonQr  through  reducing  the  servicing  cost  to  the  Library  and  also 
to  stimulate  an  increase  in  the  number  of  non-resident  fee-paying  card  holders.

It  was  agreed  that  the  Board  should  hold  a  special  meeting  on  Thursday, 
June  19,  at  2  p.m. 

The  Director  reported  on  "the  present  status  of  the  legal  action  brought 
by  the  Blue  Hill  Evangelical  Society  against  the  Trustees  of  the  Librar;^'-  in  con- 
nection vrith  the  closing  of  the  Phillips  Brooks  Branch  Library  that  the  case  had 
been  set  down  for  trial  during  the  current  week  and  that  prior  to  its  being  reached 
an  attempt  was  being  made  to  hold  a  conference  of  counsel. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  had  transmitted  to  members  of  the  Board  for  study 
a  pronosal  by  the  Massachusetts  Library  Development  Committee  to  enlist  the  aid  of  li- 
brarians, public  library  trustees,  and  other  interested  r;roups  in  support  of  a  library 
aid  bill  to  be  introduced  in  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature.  He  stated  that  the 
action  asked  of  the  Trustees  was  whether  they  would  approve  the  proposed  bill  ajid 
"v^ether  they  would  actively  support  steps  leading  to  passage  of  the  bill  when  before 
the  Legislature. 

The  Director  was  authorized  to  report  to  the  Massachusetts  Library  Development 
Committee  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  approve  in  principle  the 
filing  of  such  a  bill  as  proposed  for  state  aid  to  public  libraries  and  to  state  that 
the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Tibrar^r  would  enrage  to  provide  la^^  support  of  the 
bill  before  the  Legislatiire  in  195  8-^9.  * 

The  President  stated  that  one  of  the  first  orders  of  business  in  the  fall 
should  be  planning  a  campaign  to  support  steps  leading  to  passage  of  the  bill  when 
before  the  Legislature. 

The  President  presented  the  report  rendered  by  the  Examining  Committee  for 
19^7-19^8  which  he  had  accepted  at  the  final  meeting  of  the  Examining  Committee  on 
May  21.  He  called  attention  to  the  strong  statements  of  the  Committee  concerning  con- 
tinued use  at  the  Uphams  Comer  Branch  Library  of  the  Rotunda  Room  for  meeting  pur- 
poses for  children. 

The  Director  reported  that  until  further  notice  such  use  had  been  counter- 
manded, pointing  out  that  this  was  the  branch  library  where  over  a  period  of  years 
the  Trustees  had  been  attempting  unsuccessfully  to  exchange  present  quarters  housing 
children *s  activities  for  those  of  the  local  Draft  Boards. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  Board  should  continue  to  press  for  a  change  in  quarters 
for  the  children. 

The  Director  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  newspaper  report  of  the 
recovery  of  a  manuscript  volume  missing  2ti  years,  to^^ether  with  a  number  of  otJier 
library  volumes,  found  by  a  boy  in  a  deserted  house  in  East  Boston.  The  Director 
stated  that  the  suggestion  had  been  made  that  a  suitable  rewaixJ,  perhaps  some  books, 
might  be  given  to  the  boy. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  Director  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  use  income  of 
the  Louis  E,  Kirstein  Fund  in  his  discretion  for  the  purchase 
of  one  or  more  books  for  certain  presentation  purposes. 

The  Director  also  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  proposal  to 
the  Mayor  of  the  Conference  of  Civic  sn6   Business  Organizations  that  police 
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officers  assigned  to  the  Library  be  removed  as  an  economy  measure.  The 
Director  stated  that  protection  was  needed  both  as  to  property  and  staff 
and  public  in  the  lindted  number  of  library  units  where  officers  are  assigned 
and  that,  if  they  were  removed,  other  individuals  would  have  to  be  employed. 
It  was  a^eed  that  no  action  in  the  matter  should  be  taken  for  the  present.

votes  of  18  April  1958  and  19  June  1958  and  for  vrtiich  appro- 
priations have  been  duly  made  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  the

In  its  report  on  its  reconnaissance  study  of  the  Library's  operations 
Cresap,  McCormick  and  Paget  had  reconinended  three  further  studies  in  greater 
depth,  as  follows: 

(1)  for  the  development  of  the  personnel  arrangements  of  the 

Library,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $6,500j 

(2)  for  the  development  of  the  proposed  Division  of  Library 

Operations,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $5,000; 

(3)  for  an  examination  of  the  requirements  of  the  physical 

facilities  of  the  Central  Library,  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  $18,000. 

Subsequently,  in  light  of  the  fact  that  its  reconnaissance  study  could  not 
provide  any  report  other  than  a  preliminary  indication  of  the  staffing  re- 
quirements of  the  Ubrary,  Crespa,  McCormick  and  Paget  had  indicated  that  a 
depth  study  of  the  staffing  requirements  could  be  combined  fruitfully  with  the 
first  two  studies  mentioned  above,  at  a  combined  total  cost  not  to  exceed 
$18,000  for  the  two  studies  plus  the  study  of  staffing  requirements,  provided 
that  the  Library  could  undertake  prompt  action  by  the  end  of  the  summer  for 
(a)  the  appointment  of  the  proposed  new  Assistant  Director  for  Personnel  and 
for  (b)  the  adoption  of  a  statement  of  specific  library  objectives. 
On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  firm  of  Cresap,  McCormick  and  Paget,  Management 
Consultants,  be  engaged  for  professional  consultation 
services  for  a  study  of  staffing  requirements  in  combina- 
tion with  the  development  of  the  personnel  administration 
arrangements  of  the  Library  and  the  development  of  the 
proposed  Division  of  Library  Operations  at  a  cost  npt  to 
exceed  the  sum  of  $18,000,  payable  from  the  accumulated 
principal  of  the  Dr  Samuel  Abbott  Green  Memorial  Fund, 

VOTED:  that  the  firm  of  Cresap,  McCormick  and  Paget,  Management 
Consultants,  be  engaged  for  professional  consultation 
services  in  connection  with  a  study  of  the  requirements  for 
the  physical  facilities  of  the  Libraiy  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  the  sum  of  $18,000,  payable  from  the  accumulated 
principal  of  the  Benton  Building  FutkJ. 

In  respect  to  the  depth  studbr  of  the  staffing  requirements  Uie  Board  requested 
that,  quite  in  addition  to  indicating  the  staffing  needs  of  the  Library  in 
terms  of  the  specific  library  objectives,  the  study  be  carried  out  with  due 
enphasis  upon  the  doing  of  a  better  job  within  present  resources,  including 
an  indication  of  what  can  be  given  up  if  necessary. 

For  the  development  of  specific  objectives  of  library  service,  ^on 
motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 
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VOTED:  that  the  Director  be  requested  to  develop,  with  the  aid  of 
appropriate  officers  of  the  Library,  a  statement  of  specific 
objectives  of  library  service. 


The  Director,  having  indicated  the  need  for  a  summary  of  the  report  of 
the  reconnaissance  study  by  Cresap,  McCorinick  and  Paget  for  staff  use  within 
the  libr^  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  (a)  a  summary  prepared 
S  C^sI^7ftcKck  and  Paget  and  (b)  a  summary  prepared  by  himself  as  Director 
of  the  Ubrary.

maries,  with  a  view  to  approval  of  a  suMnary  which  could  be  used  o^i^^^^y  ^^^ 
administrative  purposes,  action  to  be  taken  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 

It  was  agreed  that  a  further  special  meeting  should  be  held  on  Monday,

BT-LAWS 


OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  OF  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 
AS  AN  ADMINISTRATIVE  AGENCY  OF  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 


ARTICLE  I. 


Offices 
Section  1.  The  offices  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  in  the  Central 
Library  building  at  230  Dartmouth  Street,  Copley  Square,  City  of  Boston, 
County  of  Suffolk,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

ARTICLE  II. 
Board  of  Trustees 
Section  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  is  constituted  of  five  Trustees 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  terms  of  five  years  each, 
with  terms  expiring  on  April  ^)th  of  successive  years. 

Section  2*  Each  Trustee  serves  imtil  his  successor  shall  have  been 
appointed  and  shall  have  duly  qualified  for  his  office. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

Duties  of  the  Trustees 
Section  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  as  its  prime  duty  the 
responsibility  for  the  general  administration  of  the  Library  and  the  repre- 
sentation of  its  interest  and  needs.  It  shall  serve  as  the  advocate  of  these 
interests  and  needs  in  the  community  at  large. 

Section  2.  The  Board  shall  be  responsible  for  establishing  objectives 
for  the  Library.  It  shall  determine  the  policies  which  are  to  govern  the 
achievement  of  these  objectives.  It  shall  establish  a  plan  of  organization 
for  the  administration  of  the  Library  which  shall  ensure  effective  means  of 
control  to  permit  the  objectives  and  policies  of  the  Library  to  be  maintained 
in  all  operations.  It  shall  establish  personnel  policies  and  arrangements 
which  will  ensure  the  development  of  a  conpetent  and  able  personnel. 

Section  3.  The  Board  shall  appoint  a  Director,  who  shall  serve  also 
as  Librarian,  and  fix  his  remuneration.  The  Director  shall  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board.  He  «hall  be  responsible  directly  to  the  Board.   The 
Board  shall  delegate  to  him  the  general  administration  of  the  Library  and  its 
affairs  in  accordance  with  the  objectives  and  pblicies  and  management  controls 
which  shall  have  been  established  from  time  to  time  by  it. 

Section  U«  The  Board  shall  appoint,  upon  nomination  of  the  Director, 
such  officers  at  the  second  level  immediately  below  that  of  the  Director  as  it 
may  deem  appropriate  for  the  administration  of  the  Library  and  its  affairs,  and 
fix  their  remuneration.  Such  officers  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 
They  shall  be  responsible  directly  to  the  Director.  They  shall  assist  him  in 
providing  adminislarati^  ^aff  wor*  for  the  Board. 

Section  5.  The  Board  shall  delegate  to  the  Director  the  appointment  of 
^1  other  officers  and  «nployees  of  the  Library  in  accordance  with  personnel 
policies  and  arrsmgements  established  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board,  and  the 
fixing  of  their  remuneration  in  accordance  with  the  salary  ami  wage  Ma^» 
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currently  established  by  the  Board,  subject  to  the  requirement  that  all  per- 
sonnel actions  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board  at  its  next  regular  stated  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Officers  of  the  Board 
Section  1.  The  Officers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  a  President, 
ITice  President,  and  Secretary,  >^o  shall  be  chosen  by  viva  voce  vote  at  the 
annual  meeting  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  in  each  year;  but,  if  any  vacancy  shall 
occur  by  the  death,  resignation,  inability  to  act,  or  other  cause,  of  any  of 
said  officers,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  Board  at  any  special  meeting 
called  for  the  purpose,  and  the  notices  thereof  shall  state  the  objects  of  the 

meeting • 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board.  He 

shall  have  power  to  sign  or  countersign  all  checks,  certificates,  contracts,  apd 
other  instruments  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  authorized  by  the  Board.  During 
prolonged  absence  or  disability  of  the  Director,  the  President  may  recommend 
to  the  Board  the  appointment  of  an  Acting  Director. 

Section  3.  In  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  President  the  Vice 
President  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  President. 

Section  U.  The  Secretary  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of 
M.8  duties,  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  shall  keep  a  full  record  of 
Its  proceedings,  and  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  its  records  and  papers. 

Section  5.  The  Board  shall  have  no  Treasurer  of  its  own  inasmuch  as  the 
duties  of  the  office  of  Treasurer  are  performed  by  the  Collector-Treasurer  <tf  the 

City  of  Boston. 

Section  6.  Standing  or  tem^r^ry   coiwiittees  may  be  appointed  from  time 

to  time  by  the  Board  from  its  own  membership,  and  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time 
invest  such  connnittees  with  such  powers  as  it  may  see  fit,  subject  to  such  con- 
ditions as  may  be  prescribed  by  such  Board.  All  committees  shall  report  on  their 
activities  to  the  Board  at  its  next  meeting. 
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ARTICLE  V. 


Meetings  of  the  Board 
Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Monday  of  May  in  each  year. 

Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  held  bi- 
BK>nthly  from  September  to  June  inclusive  on  the  last  Friday  in  September,  the 
first  Fridays  in  November,  January,  March,  and  May,  and  the  third  Friday  in  June. 

Special  meetings  shall  be  held  when  and  as  necessary.  They 
shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary  whenever  directed  by  the  President  in  wriUng, 
or  requested  in  writing  by  two  Trustees. 

Section  2.  Written  notice  of  all  regular  and  all  special  meetings  shall 
be  sent  by  mail  postpaid  to  each  Trustee  not  less  than  three  days  before  the 

meeting. 

Section  3.  All  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  in  the  Trustees 
Room  in  the  Central  Library  building  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  vote  of  the 

Board  at  a  previous  meeting. 

Section  h.     Three  Trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Order  of  Business 
Section  1.  T^   order  of  Business  at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board 
other  than  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Approval  of  the  record  of  proceedings  of  the  previous  meeting. 

2.  Confirmation  of  action  taken  in  representation  of  the  Board  by 
the  Director,  as  duly  authorized  by  the  Board. 

3.  Report  of  standing  or  t^nporary  committees  of  the  Trustees  that 
shall  have  been  appointed  by  the  Board,  and  confirmation  of 
action  taken  by  such  committees. 
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U.  Receipt  of  oommuni cations  from  the  City  Government  or  any 

branch  thereof. 

5.  Business  required  by  law  or  by  ordinance. 

6.  Unfinished  business. 

7.  Report  by  the  Director. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Library  Officers 
Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Library  shall  be  a  Director  and  such 
additional  officers  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  deem  necessary  and  expedient, 
who  shall  exercise  such  powers  and  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  determined 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  2.  The  general  administration  of  the  Ubrary  and  its  affairs 
shall  be  delegated  to  the  Director,  in  accordance  with  the  policies  set  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  subject  to  his  direct  responsibility  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  Director  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  appertaining  to  the 
position,  and  such  additional  duties  in  furtherance  of  the  interests  of  the 
Library  as  may  be  requested  of  him  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  have  power 
to  sign  or  countersign  all  checks,  certificates,  contracts,  and  other  instruments 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  duly  authorised  by  the  Board. 

Section  3.  Th«  officers  of  the  Ubrary  shaU  perform  the  duties  usually 
.ppertainlng  to  their  positions,  and  such  additional  duties  in  furtherance  of 
the  interests  of  the  Library  as  may  be  requested  to  them,  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  Director. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  Library  Service 
Section  1.  Entrance  into  the  library  service  shall  be  by  such  pro- 
cedures as  may  be  established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  2.  Salaries  and  wages  of  all  employees  shall  be  fixed  by  the 

Board. 

Section  3.  Vacations  and  leaves  of  absence  shall  be  granted  to  full- 
time  employees  of  the  Ubrary  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Board 
governing  vacations  and  leaves  of  absence  currently  in  effect. 

Section  U.  Employees  shall  report  at  their  scheduled  hour  of  work  at 
their  posts  and  shall  remain  there  during  the  hours  of  their  regular  duty. 

Section  5.  No  allowance  shall  be  made  for  absence  from  duty  except  as 

above  provided. 

Section  6.  The  Director  shall  have  power  to  suspend,  with  loss  of  pay, 

any  employee  until  the  first  succeeding  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Section  7.  Solicitation  on  library  premises  by  employees  or  by  members 
of  the  public  for  any  purpose  whatsoever  shall  not  be  permitted,  except  by  vote 

of  the  Board, 

Section  8.  Any  violation  or  neglect  of  the  regulations  prescribed  by 

the  Board  shall  be  cause  for  dismissal. 

ARTICLE  DC. 
Ety-Laws 
Section  1.  All  previous  Ety-Laws  are  hereby  repealed. 
Section  2.  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Board 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  notice  for  which  shall  state  that 
amendments  will  be  proposed.

The  Director  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  schedule  for  new 
branch  library  buildings  was  in  terms  of  relocation  of  units  to  replace  with 
less,  but  better  units,  certain  existing  inadequate  units  and  that  deviation 
from  it  would  invalidate  a  program  recommended  by  the  City  Planning  Board,  the 
Finance  Commission,  The  Municipal  Research  Bureau,  and  the  Mayor's  Citizens 
Committee  on  Municipal  Finance.  The  Director  stated  that  the  alternative  was 
to  close  the  building  and  try  to  locate  in  rented  quarters. 

The  Board  was  agreed  that  the  estimated  cost  of  minimum  repairs  was 
a  large  sum  to  expend  on  an  old  building  and  deferred  decision  in  the  matter 
until  further  information  as  to  alternatives  were  available.

VOTED:  that  there  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  payment  to  Isidor 
Richmond  and  Carney  Goldberg,  Architects,  of  the  sum  of 
nine  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty  dollars  ($9,2140.00) 
for  services  in  connection  with  the  new  Roslindale  ftranch 
Library  building  in  accordance  with  the  Agreement  with 
the  Architects  dated  July  16,  1957. 
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The  Director  reported  further  that  the  Fire  Commissioner  had  now 
informed  the  Library  that  the  Fire  Department  would  be  unable  to  move  from 
the  site  of  the  new  Roslindale  Branch  Library  building  for  8-9  months  and 
that  this  presented  a  problem  in  seeking  bids  from  contractors.  He  stated 
that  the  architects  recommended  asking  for  bids  at  the  present  time  m  order 
to  take  advantage  of  the  present  more  favorable  building  market  and  construction 

prices.  j  j  4* 

Following  discussion,  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  iz  was 

VOTED:  that  public  bids  be  solicited  without  delay  for  the  erection 
and  completion  of  the  new  Roslindale  Branch  Library  building. 

The  Assistant  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations,  reported 
that  in  response  to  public  advertisement,  sub-bids  for  sub-trades  designated 
in  the  general  bid  form  for  alterations  and  repairs  to  Bates  Hall,  Central 
Library  building,  had  been  publicly  opened  and  read  on  September  b,  195o,  that 
because  of  certain  irregularities  in  the  bidding  the  Law  Department  had 
advised  their  rejection,  and  that  such  rejection  had  been  approved  in  writing 
by  a  majority  of  the  Trustees. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  and  hereby  is  confirmed  the  action  of  the 
Trustees  in  authorizing  rejection  of  sub-bids  submitted 
in  the  public  bidding  and  opened  and  read  on  September  8, 
1958  for  alterations  and  repairs  to  Bates  Hall,  Central 
Library  building. 

The  Director  stated  that  new  bids  for  the  work  would  now  have  to  be 
sought  by  public  advertisement. 

The  Assistant  to  the  Director,  In  Charge  of  Business  Operations 
reported  that  in  response  to  public  advertisement  a  single  bid  for  supplying 
periodicals  and  serials  for  the  year  1959  and  for  servicing  the  subscriptions 
for  the  individual  items  throughout  the  year  had  been  received  and  publicly 
opened  and  read  on  September  23,  1958,  as  follows:

76  Atherton  Street,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  the  sole  bidder 
in  the  public  bidding,  the  contract  for  (l)  supplying 
periodicals  and  serials  for  the  year  1959  and  (2)  servicing 
the  subscriptions  for  the  individual  items  throughout  the 
year  as  specified  in  the  contract,  in  the  total  amount  of 
fifteen  thousand  one  hundred  thi#ty-four  dollars  and  five 
cents  ($15,135.05). 

The  Director  stated  that  the  Library's  operating  budget  estimates  for 
1959  must  be  submitted  to  the  Mayor  not  later  than  October  1  of  the  current 
year  and  that  the  instructions  contained  in  the  budget  memorandum  or  August  25 
from  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services  had  stated  that  personnel  quotas 
for  city  departments  were  to  be  sutanitted  as  follows:  full-time  «nployees. 
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at  a  55^  reduction  from  the  mimber  working  on  November  1,  19^85  part-time 
employees  (temporary)  and  overtime  at  a  1$%   reduction  from  the  1957  budget 
appropriation.  He  reported  that  with  minor  variations  estimates  would 
approximate  those  of  the  preceding  year  with  the  exception  of  those  for 
personnel,  books,  and  equipment  and  that  for  the  latter  the  Trustees  must 
consider  the  policy  they  wished  to  follow  in  submitting  their  estimates. 

He  stated  that  the  quota  set  by  the  Mayor  earlier  in  19^8  of  560 
employees  represented  already  a  reduction  of  135^  from  $   years  ago,  and  will 
now  be  further  down  to  18:^,  and  that  the  new  quota  set  for  19^9  of  531  will 
mean  that  29  additional  people  will  have  to  be  eliminated  within  the  next 
few  months.  He  suggested  that,  pending  receipt  of  the  staffing  study  from 
Cresap,  McCormick  and  Paget,  the  estimates  for  personnel  be  submitted  m 
terms  of  the  instructions  as  to  new  quotas.  In  the  matter  of  the  amount  for 
books,  the  Director  stated  that  it  was  a  question  of  whether  there  should  be 
included  provision  for  books  in  terms  of  what  was  allowed  the  preceding  year 
or  in  terms  of  what  the  Library  needed.   He  reported  that  the  amount  for  the 
Boston  Public  Library  was  below  that  of  other  comparable  libraries.  He 
stated  that  in  the  matter  of  repairs  and  maintenance  it  was  a  question  of 
whether  to  submit  the  amount  of  approximately  $125,000,  which  we  state  is 
needed  (a  reduction  from  the  $190,000  total  submitted  by  department  heads), 
or  the  2$%  of  this  amount  allowed  for  the  current  year. 

The  Board  instructed  the  Director  to  submit  estimates  as  follows: 
personnel,  in  terms  of  the  new  quota  of  531  full-time  employees  and  with 
the  15^  reduction  in  part-time  and  overtimej  books,  at  $317,500  in  terms 
of  this  year's  request;  repairs  and  maintenance,  at  approximately  $125,000; 
and  books  for  reference  and  research  at  $65,000.

The  Director  reported  that  the  City  Planning  Board  had  requested  sub- 
mission  of  a  capital  improvement  budget  for  1959-6U,  and  that  he  was  recom-

The  Director  stated  that  customarily  a  new  Examining  Commttee  was 
appointed  at  this  period  of  the  year  and  that  he  was  suggesting  ^at  the 
Susiees  give  consideration  to  replacing  the  one  third  of  those  who  had 
served  on  last  year's  Committee  who  had  served  five  or  more  years,  that  they 
Lil  their  suggestions  to  the  Secretary,  and  that  from  these  suggestions  a 
selection  would  be  made  to  a  number  sufficient  to  J^ver  the  work  of  the 
Examining  Committee.  He  stated  that  he  was  suggesting  further  that  the 
co^JIdttel  structure  of  the  Examining  Committee  be  revised  to  correspond  with 
the  new  committee  structure  established  for  the  Trustees. 

The  Director  called  attention  to  the  problem  of  meeting  costs  of 
refreshments  when  the  Library  has  occasion  to  entertain  groups  from  outside 
the  Library  such  as  at  meetings  of  Friends  of  Branch  Libraries.  He  stated 
that  inforLlly  he  had  been  provided  with  a  small  fund  through  Personal 
contributions  from  a  number  of  Trustees,  but  that  the  funds  on  hand  were 
nearly  exhausted,  and  that  unless  the  funds  were  replenished  the  costs  would 
have  to  be  met  personally  by  the  branch  librarians.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as  an  Adminis. 
trative  Agency  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the  Trustees  Room  at  1:00 
o'clock  p.m. 

Present:  Messrs  Buxton,  Canham,  McDonald,  Murray,  and  Rabb,  Trustees. 

The  President,  Mr  Canham,  in  the  chair. 

There  was  presented  a  certificate  from  W.  J.  Malloy,  City  Clerk, 
stating  that  the  Right  Reverend  Edward  G.  Murray  having  been  duly  appointed 
a  Trustee  of  the  Library  for  the  term  ending  May  1,  1962,  had  appeared  and 
been  duly  sworn  on  October  27,  1958. 

There  was  then  presented  a  minute  on  the  services  of  Archbishop  Riclmrd  J. 
Cushing  as  a  Trustee  of  this  Library,  drafted  by  Mr  McDonald  at  the  request 
of  the  President. 

The  minute  as  presented  was  adopted  by  the  Board  and  ordered  ppread 
upon  the  records  of  the  Trustees,  as  follows: 
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"It  has  been  the  good  fortune  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston 
"Public  Library  over  the  years  to  have  shared  their  duties  «ith  a 
"distinguished  company  of  local  ecclesiastics.  In  feoent  times, 

"the  i^lrd  was  privileged  to  welcome  His  E">i"«"<=«'  ^'^^  ^^^^^f  ^^^ 
"Cardinal  O'Connell,  as  a  member,  and  succeeding  the  Cardinal,  it 
"v^lcomed  Rt.  Rev.  Msgr.  Robert  H.  Ix,rd,  historian,  diplomat  and 
"teacher  of  wide  repute. 

"Since  1952  the  Library  has  had  the  ^f  ^1'^°"°%°!; J^!^"! . ^^t^^ 
"another  Archbishop  of  Boston  serving  on  its  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
"Most  ^v^end  Richard  Janes  Cushing,  sixth  Ordinary  and  third  Aroh- 
"MshoS^of  Isee  i^O  years  old  this  year.  His  Excellency  has  served 
"with  interest  and  devotion  both  as  a  member  and  as  Chairman  of  the 
"Board  of  Trustees. 

"On  the  occasion  of  Archbishop  Gushing' s  retirement  from  our 
"midst  we  the  undersigned,  take  this  opportunity  to  record  our 
"SaUtude'for  h?s  service  to  the  citizens  and  City  of  Boston  and  to 
"its  great  Library. 

"Never  one  to  avoid  what  he  sees  as  a  duty,  whether  civic  ^  in 
"the  field  of  his  religious  coinmitments.  Archbishop  Gushing  added 
"the  duties  of  a  Library  Board  member  to  his  already  heavily  crowded 
"schedule.  Se  did  it  readily,  exactingly,  and  without  reserve  of  any 
"kind.  As  an  executive  of  uncommon  perception,  a  man  whose  entire 
"adult  life  has  been  given  to  the  conduct  of  ecclesiastical  adminis- 
"tration  of  vast  con?)lexity.  Archbishop  Cushing  has  been  of  in- 
"estlmable  value  in  shaping  the  growth  of  this  far-reaching  insti- 
"tution. 

"THls  advice  in  making  the  niyriad  decisions  which  have  arisen 
"during  the  last  several  years,  both  in  the  matter  of  enriching  the 
"Library's  deposits  and  of  expanding  its  physical  VToverUes.J^s 
"oombir^d  those  rarely  united  qualities  of  vision  and  practicality. 

"In  recognition  of  his  extensive  services,  therefore,  the  Trustees 
"of  the  Library  take  this  opportunity  to  salute  His  Excellency,  wishing 
"him  length  of  days  and  in  increase  of  divine  belssings  upon  his  person 
"and  his  work.'!

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Following  approval  by  the  Director  and  in  accordance  with  the  authority 
delegated  to  him  by  the  Trustees,  expenditures  of  services  and  supplies  were 
authorized  to  be  charged  as  follows  for  the  months  of  September  and  October 
19^8,  provided  that  expenditures  from  City  Appropriation  have  the  approval  or 
the  City  Auditor:

Mr  Buxton  reported  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Reference 
and  Research  Services  held  on  October  21  there  had  been  discussed  means  of 
meeting  the  present  and  prospective  staffing  problems  and  that  it  had  been 
the  conclusion  of  the  CoLlttee  that  the  solution  lay  in  curtailment  of  hours 
of  service  to  the  public, 

Mr  Rabb  reported  on  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Relations 
held  on  October  30,  that  the  sum  total  of  the  discussion  had  been  that  the 
trustees  must  ta^e' steps  toward  introduction  of  two  bills  in  the  coming  session 
of  the  Legislature  for  aid  for  both  reference  service  to  non-residents  and  for 
support  for  the  general  public  library  services  rendered  by  this  Libra^  together 
with  the  other  public  libraries  of  the  Commonwealth.  As  a  result  of  this  dis- 
^ssion  arrangements  had  been  made  for  a  conference  of  the  Trustees  on  Monday, 
November "u^at  10:30  a.m.  to  plan  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  introduction 
of  the  aforementioned  bills. 

The  President  suggested  that  following  the  meeting  on  November  2li  th.

Mr  McDonald  reported  the  discussion  at  the  meeting  of  Uie  Committee  on 
Buildings  held  on  October  31  as  to  use  of  the  former  B.A.A.  building  and  the 
Inquiiy  of  the  Aleppo  Temple  as  to  availability  of  space  in  it  for  the  next 
five  years.  He  stated  that  an  offer  to  rent  the  entire  building  at  $-25  per 
squarf?";  (approximately  $W.0OO.)  had  been  made  by  the  Library.  The  Assistant 
Director  reported  that  the  real  estate  agent  for  Aleppo  Tempi,  had  now  informed 
the  Library  that  it  had  found  quarters  elsewhere.  The   Director  stated  that 
following  receipt  of  the  Beal  appraisal  report,  it  had  been  agreed  that  the 
Trustees  should  consult  the  Law  Departaent  concerning  the  legal  implications 
of  rental  of  the  Boston  University  properties  pending  the  need  for  them  in 
connection  with  enlargement  of  the  Central  Library,  particularly  in  view  of  the 
rapidly  approaching  date  for  delivery  of  a  portion  of  it. 

The  President  suggested  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Buildings  Committee 
be  delegated  to  see  the  Mayor  to  seek  his  aid  in  effecting  an  arrangement  where- 
by the  Library  might  secure  bids  for  construction  of  the  new  Roslindale  fo-anch 
Library  building  on  the  fire  station  site  prior  to  its  being  vacated  by  th.

The  Director  stated  that  there  may  have  to  be  negotiated  an  entirely 
new  document.  He  reported  that  he  had  written  the  preceding  autumn  to  President 
Case  that  the  Trustees  had  in  mind  the  taking  over  of  the  property  in  February 
19^9,  and  that  we  were  awaiting  the  designation  by  Boston  University  of  the 
agencies  with  whom  the  Trustees  were  to  deal.  He  pointed  out  that  in  the  final 
instance  the  Trustees  would  have  to  have  legal  assistance,  but  that  the  approach 
night  first  be  through  the  University •s  real  estate  people.  He  stated  that  he 
would  arrange  for  a  conference  with  President  Case  immediately. 

The  President  reported  that  the  first  meeting  of  the  Examining  Committee 
had  been  held  late  in  December  and  that  Vice  Admiral  John  L.  McCrea  had  been 
elected  Vice  Chairman.  He  stated  that  the  working  committees  were  now  being 
appointed. 

The  President  inquired  whether  any  progress  had  been  made  in  finding  a 
replacement  for  the  Boston  Common  location  for  the  bookmobiles.

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The  Director  reported  that  investigation  of  possible  stopping  points 
was  being  continued,  and  that  a  stop  in  front  of  City  Hall  had  even  been  tested 
with  an  actual  bookmobile  and  was  found  to  be  inaccessible  because  of  heavy 
traffic  conditions.  He  stated  that  for  the  present  the  only  down  town  stop 
was  that  at  Post  Office  Square.

The  advisability  of  a  pictorial  presentation  of  areas  of  the  Central 
Library  and  Branch  Libraries  in  need  of  renovation  or  replacement  for  I960 
budget  purposes  was  discussed  and  the  Assistant  Director  (for  Information)  was 
requested  to  proceed  with  the  preliminary  preparatory  work  for  such  presentation 
to  ascertain  costs. 

Ihe  Committee,  while  taking  cognizance  of  the  issuing  of  the  Staff  Memo 
as  a  communications  aid  in  dissemmi nation  of  information  from  the  general  admin- 
istrative  officers,  at  the  same  time  discussed  and  stressed  the  active  role  that 
should  be  played  by  the  Assistant  Director  (for  Information)  in  developing  staff 
relationships  and  staff  participation  in  library  programs  and  improvements  of 
service. 

The  Committee  heard  a  report  on  the  present  policy  in  respect  to  Library 
participation  in  radio  and  television  programs. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  re- 
ported that  a  meeting  had  been  held  on  June  8  at  which  there  had  been  discussed 
the  book  budget,  printing  needs,  and  increasing  young  adult  reference  use  of  the 
Central  Library.  He  stated  that  there  had  been  discussed  the  problem  of  a  de- 
creased book  budget  as  against  an  increasing  use  of  library  facilities,  with  a 
consequent  acceleration  in  book  stock  attrition  to  be  expected.  He  stated  that 
at  present  the  rate  was  lOJf  for  attrition.  The  Committee  recommends  to  the 
Board  that  in  budgetary  presentations  the  lOJt  rate  of  attrition  be  stressed  as 
a  business  depreciation  charge. 

The  Chairman  reported  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the  reading  lists 
of  the  past  year  and  had  requested  that  new  lists  as  issued  be  mailed  to  the 
Trustees.  The  seriousness  of  the  elimination  of  funds  for  printing  such  lists 
in  1959  was  eji5)hasized  by  the  Chief  Librarian  of  the  Division  of  Home  Reading 
and  Community  Services.  Also  reported  on  was  the  need  for  more  and  better 
diirectional  signs  and  on  the  steps  taken  to  centralize  poster  making. 

The  Committee  heard  a  report  on  the  increasing  young  adult  use  of  the 
Central  Library  as  a  result  of  changed  curricular  requir'ements  in  the  high 
schools,  and  the  need  for  a  staffed  study  area  outside  the  recreational  reading 
section  for  young  adults  in  the  Open  Shelf  Department.  The  Committee  deferred 
any  action  on  this  until  the  Board  considers  the  space  study  of  Cresap,  McCormick 
and  Paget. 
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The  Director  reported  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Reference  knd  Research  Services  that  no  meeting  had  been  held  since  the 
preceding  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  City  Council  had  approved  the  proposed

A  special  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as  an  AAninis- 
trative  Agency  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the  Trustees  Room  at  10:30 
o'clock  a.m. 

Present:  Messrs  Canham,  McDonald,  Murray,  and  Rabb,  Trustees. 
The  President,  Mr  Canham,  in  the  chair, 
•nie  Board  went  into  executive  session. 
The  meeting  was  resumed  at  12:30  p.m. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  Keeper  of  Prints,  Mr  Arthur  W.  Heintzelman, 
had  received  an  invitation  from  Israel  to  go  there  as  its  guest  and  thereafter 
he  had  been  asked  to  make  inspection  trips  to  certain  European  countries  on 
behalf  of  I. S.I. A.  He  reported  that  Mr  Heintzelman  was  planning  to  take  the 
opportunity  to  make  a  survey  of  the  print  market  in  the  countries  he ^s  to 
visit  with  a  view  to  later  placing  orders  to  the  amount  of  approximately  $15,000 
from  funds  from  the  Hiram  C.  Merrill  Estate  shortly  to  become  available  to  the 
Trustees.  The  Director  then  reported  on  the  procedure  followed  for  the  Keeper 
of  Rare  Books  in  similar  trips  for  library  purchasing. 

The  Board  approved  the  selection  of  items  up  to  the  amount  of  $}^»009, 
for  the  Print  Department  by  Mr  Heintzelman  while  in  Europe,  with  the  stipulation 
that  orders  would  be  placed  for  the  said  items  only  when  and  as  funds  from  the 
Hiram  C.  Merrill  Estate  have  been  received  by  the  Library. 
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The  Director  reported  that  the  City  Council  had  passed  the  Supplementary 
Appropriations  on  July  30  and  that  the  Library's  appropriations  had  been  reduced 
to  such  an  extent  that,  in  addition  to  the  drastic  reduction  in  book  appropria- 
tions, insufficient  funds  had  been  allocated  to  meet  contractual  obligations  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year.  He  then  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board 
the  following  three  alternative  courses  of  action  that  might  be  adopted,  with 
explanation  of  the  implications  of  their  inqplementation:

He  stated  that  the  major  remaining  source 
of  di satisfaction  of  the  staff  with  the  salary  scales  was  lack  of  a  recog- 
nition of  seniority  in  grade  in  the  bibliothecal  service  at  the  7  and  11  years 
of  service  point  that  is  in  effect  elsewhere  in  the  City  service,  that  there 
were  funds  available  in  the  19^9  appropriation  to  take  a  first  step  to  remedy 
this  situation,  and  that  he  was  therefore  recommending  that  all  professional 
and  non-professional  employees  (excepting  the  Civil  Service  employees)  with 
7  years  of  service  or  more  in  grade  be  given  a  salary  increase  as  of  October  7, 
19^9  to  raise  their  salaries  to  a  level  of  one  step  above  the  salary  they  now 
receive.  He  stated  that  if  the  Board  approved  this  action  the  I960  budget 
would  include  provision  for  the  second  step,  namely,  a  similar  increase  for 
those  who  have  served  11  years  or  more  in  grade.

The  Director  reported  that  to  date  he  had  not  yet  had  his  conference 
with  the  Mayor  on  the  problem  of  operation  of  the  Library  within  the  limitations 
of  the  1959  budget  appropriations. 
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The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  presented  for 
consideration  the  proposed  Capital  Improvement  Budget  for  ^^60^5  f or  the 
Library  which  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  in  the  following  week, 
He  stated  that  the  tentative  estimates  included  under  new  construction  the 
estimated  cost  of  a  service  building  such  as  recommended  by  the  Cresap, 
Mccormick  and  Paget  space  study  in  their  Plan  IV,  whereas  in  the  Preceding 
ye^lhe  Library's  estimates  had  included  provision  for  a  larger  building.

THIS  CONTRACT  made  this  day  of  March,  I960,  by  and 

between  the  CITY  OF  BOSTON,  hereinafter  called  the  City,  a  municipal  corporation 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  seting  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  charge 
of  its  Library  Department,  hereinafter  called  the  Trustees,  and  A.  F.  PUBLICOVER  & 
CO.,  INC.,  a  Massachusetts  corporation  with  a  usual  place  of  business  at  25  Pem- 
berton  Square  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  hereinafter  called  Publicover. 

WITNESSETH   THAT 
The  City  and  Publicover,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  agreements  herein 
contained,  agree  with  each  other  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  1.  Furnishing  of  Guard  and  Patrol  Protection  by  Publicover* 
Throughout  the  months  of  April,  May,  June,  July,  August,  September,  October, 
November  and  December,  I960,  and  also  throughout  the  months  of  January,  February 
and  March,  1961,  Publicover  ^all  furnish  the  City  at  all  times  between  the  hours

vandalism,  theft,  melicious  mischief,  accident,  fire,  water  and  windstorm,  and 
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for  such  purpose  shall  keep  at  such  property  at  all  times  between  12^i01  A.M.  and 
6:00  A.M.  and  also  between  9:00  P.M.  and  12:00  midnight  each  day  during  the  months 
aforesaid,  including  Saturdays,  Sundays, and  legal  holidays,  at  least  two  coxi9>etent 
operatives  employed  by  it,  and  at  all  times  between  6:00  A.M.  and  8:00  A.M.  on  each 
such  day,  at  least  one  conqpetent  operative  enployed  by  it,  Publicover  shall  cause 
the  operatives  employed  by  it  at  such  property  to  ring  every  ADT  box  at  such  property 
once  every  hour  between  12:01  A.M.  and  6:00  A.M.  every  day  Publicover  furnishes 
guard  and  patrol  protection  under  this  contract,  and  also  once  every  hour  between 
9:00  P.M.  and  12  midnight  every  such  day. 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  all  such  operatives  shall  be  completely 
outfitted  ty  Publicover  with  uniforms  and  necessary  equipment,  including  badges, 
shall  be  exactingly  supervised  Xxy  Publicover  throughout  said  hours,  and  shall  be 
licensed  by  the  Police  Commissioner  for  the  City  of  Boston  as  special  police 
officers  under  Chapter  282  of  the  Acts  of  l898j  and  that  Publicover  shall  have 
entire  responsibility  for  furnishing  protection  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  have  full 
control  over  and  responsibility  for  the  enqployment  and  discharge  of  all  persons 
employed  by  it  in  the  performance  of  this  contract,  except  that  Publicover  shall 
not  employ  at  such  property  any  person  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  or  such 
person  as  they  may  designate,  is  incompetent  or  not  suitable  for  eiqployment  under 
this  contract.

The  Chairman  of  the  Buildings  Conmittee  reported  that  there  had  been  no 
meeting  of  the  Committee  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board. 
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The  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  reported  that  as  a  part  of  the  pro- 
eran  for  reductions  in  service  the  Board  had  directed  that  bookmobile  service  be 
reduced,  that  as  a  consequence  a  contract  on  revised  terms  had  had  to  be  negotia- 
ted,  and  that  since  the  preceding  meeting  the  Finance  Committee  had  approved 
entering  into  this  new  contract.

The  Director  reported  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Personnel.  He  stated  that  there  was  a  probable  necessity  for  a  hearing  of  a 
Cleaner  whose  position  as  the  Junior  in  length  of  service  was  to  be  abolished 
because  with  the  reductions  in  library  service  there  was  need  for  one  less  Cleaner. 
He  stated  that  a  hearing  must  be  held  prior  to  abolishing  a  position  for  all  those 
positions  classified  under  Civil  Service,  and  that  immediately  following  the  hear- 
ing  it  would  be  necessary  to  hold  a  meeting  to  take  such  action  as  is  deemed 
advisable  in  respect  to  abolishment  of  the  said  position. 

The  Secretary  was  requested  to  make  arrangements  for  a  meeting,  preferably 
on  May  19  or  May  20,  to  be  attended  by  all  members  of  the  Board,  if  possible. 

The  members  of  the  Board  inquired  concerning  certain  aspects  of  personnel 
procedures  as  set  forth  in  that  portion  of  the  tentative  Personnel  Manual  which 
had  been  sent  to  them  for  their  examination.  Following  discussion  it  was  agreed 
that  the  subject  6f  granting  anniversary  increases  should  be  referred  to  the 
Personnel  Committee. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Relations  reported  that  there  had 
been  no  meeting  of  the  Committee  since  the  preceding  meeting.  He  stated  that  it 
was  his  belief  that  there  was  urgent  need  for  the  Trustees  to  estabUsh  ^at  the 
objectives  of  the  Ubrary  were,  that  he  had  already  discussed  this  with  another 
member  of  the  Board,  Mr  Buxton,  and  that  when  such  objectives  had  been  establish- 
ed then  the  Trustees  could  move  forward  from  that  point. 

The  Assistant  Director  for  Information  reported  that  there  had  been  sent 
to  members  of  the  Board  a  compilation  based  on  comments  and  suggestions  of  the 
public  in  connection  with  the  January-February,  1959  survey  of  library  use.  The 
compilation  not  having  been  received  as  yet,  discussion  was  deferred.  He  stated 
that  there  was  not  much  to  report  as  to  progress  of  House  Bill  No.  2275,  but  that 
the  backing  of  the  Massachusetts  Federated  Vfomen's  Clubs  had  been  secured  through 
a  resolution  adbpted  in  favor  of  it,  and  that  the  Governor  had  now  publicly  spoken 
In  favor  of  passage  of  the  legislation.  He  called  attention  to  the  increasing 
use  of  the  mimeographed  library  publication  Schedules  and  Notes  for  presentation 
of  library  problems. 

The  Director  stated  that  another  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Re- 
lations should  be  held  before  the  summer  recess.  The  Secretary  was  requested  to 
make  the  necessary  arrangements  therefor.

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services  reported 
that  the  Committee  had  met  with  Mr  Haraszti,  Keeper  of  Rare  Books,  that  the  meeting 
had  been  a  highly  interesting  and  pleasant  one,  with  Mr  Haraszti  discussing  the 
work  of  his  department,  its  needs,  and  the  matter  of  the  imminent  choice  of  a 
successor  to  himself. 

The  Director  suggested  that,  similarly,  it  would  be  helpful  to  have 
Mr  Heintzelman,  Keeper  of  Prints,  come  before  the  Committee  to  discuss  the  work 
of  his  department.  It  was  so  agreed. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  I960  budget  had  now  been  passed  by  the 
City  Council  and  that  action  should  now  be  taken  by  the  Board  to  adopt  budget 
allowances  for  the  Library  in  terms  of  the  appropriations  of  the  City  for  the 
Library.

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Mr  Ervin  J.  Gaines,  in  his  capacity  as  current  chairman  of  a  committee 
of  the  Division  Heads,  reported  that  this  committee  had  considered  the  request 
of  the  Public  Relations  Committee  for  suggestions  of  means  to  achieve  an  in^roved 
public  relations  and  were  now  submitting  a  brief  outline  of  a  program  for  action 
by  the  Trustees  and  for  action  by  the  Director  and  Division  Heads. 

He  stated  that  the  program  in  respect  to  those  changes  and  iii5)rovements 
which  can  be  carried  through  immediately  had  the  approval  of  the  Director.  In 
respect  to  the  suggestions  for  Trustee  action  (l)  that  the  Trustees  be  host  at 
an  annual  social  staff  function,  no  action  was  taken;  (2)  that  the  Trustees  meet 
certain  groups  of  employees  prior  to  a  Trustees  meeting,  while  approving  this 
concept,  it  was  suggested  that  the  Director  and  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel) 
report  back  to  the  Board  on  suggestions  for  a  program  that  would  have  as  its  pur- 
pose more  than  merely  meeting  the  Trustees;  (3)  that  the  Trustees  visit  depart- 
ments and  branch  libraries,  the  Director  was  requested  to  present  a  tentative 
schedule  for  such  visits,  perhaps  on  a  rotating  basis,  for  further  consideration. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  then  reported  on  those  actions  that 
might  be  undertaken  by  the  Director  and  the  Division  Heads.  He  stated  that 
preparation  of  a  program  of  changes  and  improvements  which  can  be  achieved  with 
means  now  available  for  which  deadlines  for  their  accomplishment  would  be  set  and 
would  provide  a  great  stimulus  to  the  staff.  All  members  of  the  Division  Head  group 
present  stressed  the  importance  for  staff  morale  of  carrying  through  to  conqpletlon 
any  undertaking.  The  matter  of  the  specific  proposal  to  replace  the  public  cata- 
log and  remove  it  to  the  Abbey  Room  was  discussed  in  detail.  It  was  pointed  out 
by  the  Director  that  this  step  had  been  envisaged  in  the  space  recommendations  of 
Cresap,  McCormick  and  Paget,  that  in  conjunction  with  this  step  the  catalog  would 
be  improved  qualitatively  as  well  as  space-wise  and  would  be  put  in  a  room  never 
fully  utilized,  and  that  the  expense  could  be  met  from  funds  of  the  Dr  Samuel 
Abbott  Green  Memorial  Fund,  from  i^ich  two  amounts  of  $2^0,000.  each  had  been 
designated  by  the  Board  for  a  Central  Library  modernization  program  which  was  in 
abeyance. 

Following  consideration  of  the  latter  proposal,  the  Director  was  authorized 
to  proceed  with  the  planning  and  to  engage  the  services  of  the  Library's  consulting 
architects,  with  the  commitment  of  the  Board  that,  if  it  can  be  accon?)lished  within 
the  means  available,  the  project  will  be  carried  through. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Public  Relations  Committee  commended  the  start  made  on 
the  program  and  arranged  for  interim  action  by  the  Committee,  if  such  should  be 
needed. 

The  Director  reported  in  respect  to  the  pending  state  aid  for  libraries 
legislation,  ihaX   the  bill  had  been  chiuiged  in  form  in  passing  the  House  from 
special  legislation,  but  is  now  without  the  provision  of  specific  funds.  He  stated 
that  the  bill  had  been  given  emergency  status  so  as  to  enable  the  Governor  to 
Include  at  least  a  small  appropriation  in  his  supplementary  budget  for  this  year. 

The  Chief  Librarian  of  the  Division  of  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services 
reported  for  the  Chairman  of  "Uie  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services

The  Director  stated  that  there  had  been  no  meetings  since  the  June  17  meeting 
of  the  Standing  Committees  on  Buildings,  Finance,  Personnel,  Public  Relations,  Home 
Reading  and  Community  Services,  and  Reference  and  Research  Services.  He  stated 
that  a  schedule  for  meetings  of  these  Committees  for  the  coming  year  had  been  sent 
to  members  of  the  Board. 

The  Director  stated  that  tentative  budget  estimates  for  1961  had  been  sent 
to  members  of  the  Board  for  their  consideration.  He  stated  that  the  total  of  th© 
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estimates  was  approximately  $963,000  more  than  that  allowed  for  I960,  He  pointed 
out  that  approximately  $600,000  of  this  increase  ($362,286  for  Personnel  and 
$226, 3U0  for  Books)  might  be  met  from  state  aid,  if  the  legislation  is  passed, 
approximately  $2^^, 1^00  represents  deferred  repairs,  and  approximately  $61,000  is 
for  equipment  which  may  be  included  in  the  proposed  equipment  loan  for  the  City. 
He  stated  that  the  remaining  $^7,000  represents  the  natural  increase. 

Following  a  discussion  of  continuing  operation  of  the  Library  on  such  a 
reduced  schedule  of  services  and  personnel  as  had  prevailed  in  I960,  with  the 
implications  for  permanent  harm  to  the  Library's  standard  of  library  service,  it 
was  agreed  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  have  a  conference  with  the  Director  of 
Administrative  Services  and  his  budget  analysts  preliminary  to  submission  of  the 
Library's  budget  estimates.  The  President  stated  that  he  would  make  arrangements 
for  such  a  conference  as  early  as  possible. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  budget  estimates  for  1961  as  submitted  at  this  meeting 
be  tentatively  approved. 

The  Director  reported  on  the  present  status  of  the  legislative  bill  for 
state  aid,  that  the  present  problem  was  to  get  consideration  in  connection  with 
a  supplemental  budget  of  the  Governor,  that  he  had  already  submitted  a  supple- 
mental budget,  and  that,  if  any  action  is  to  be  taken,  it  must  be  before  the 
Legislature  prorogues.  Inquiry  was  to  be  made  as  to  what  steps  could  be  taken 
in  furtherance  of  passage  of  the  legislation. 

The  Director  stated  that  as  a  result  of  public  advertisement,  only  one 
bid  had  been  submitted  for  supplying  periodicals  and  serials  for  the  year  I96I.

cents  ($13,690.20). 

•Die  Director  stated  that,  in  view  of  recent  comment  in  the  press  on 
governmental  practices  in  purchasing,  he  was  bringing  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board  the  procedures  followed  in  the  Library,  that  whereas  the  City  required  bids 
on  items  of  $5;00  or  more,  the  Library  sets  the  figure  at  $200  or  more  for  routine 
orders  other  than  leases,  contracts,  proprietary  items,  items  specifically  recom- 
mended by  architect  or  engineer.  City  Supply  Department  items,  and  emergency  repair, 
plumbing,  and  electrical  work. 

The  Director  reported  that  conferences  had  been  held  with  the  two 
architects  chosen  by  the  Board  for  the  new  branch  libraries  for  the  West  End  and 
North  End.  He  reported  that,  before  transfer  of  the  West  End  property  to  the 
church  group  that  is  to  purchase  it,  the  Legislature  would  have  to  approve  the 
disposition  of  the  grounds  at  t^e  front  of  the  building,  title  to  idiich  rests 
with  the  Park  Department,  and  an  agreement  would  also  have  to  be  reached  with 
the  Beacon  Hill  Association  as  to  its  future  use.  He  stated  that  legal  steps 
were  still  in  process  to  effect  the  exchange  of  the  Library's  North  End  Branch 
Library  for  property  belonging  to  "Uie  Roman  Catholic  Archdiocese  of  Boston. 
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The  Director  reported  that  the  Roolindale  Branch  Library  was  approaching 
coinpletion  and  the  preparation  of  its  book  collection  «^^1^^^«^^  ^«f  f^was 
promptly,  that  the  collection  would  cost  approximately  $2^,000,  and  that  it  was 
anticipated  that  a  portion  of  this  cost  might  be  met  from  balances  at  the  end  of 
the  yeL  in  the  Personal  Service  Account.  He  stated  that  the  new  ^^^^^^^/^^^^  .^ 
require  an  increase  in  staff  of  from  2  to  3  people,  and  that  this  additional  staff 
might  aid  in  the  preparation  of  the  book  collection  in  advance  of  the  opening. 

The  Director  stated  that  conversion  of  the  East  Boston  Branch  Library  from 
two  to  one  floors  had  been  completed  satisfactorily  and  that  work  was  now  to  be 
begun  on  the  Charlestown  Branch  Library* 

The  Director  reported  progress  on  plans  for  installation  of  new  public 
catalog  cases  in  the  Abbey  Room,  that  consideration  was  also  being  given  to  re- 
construction of  the  book  railway  system  to  extend  it  to  Bates  Hall,  and  that  a 
further  report  would  be  made  at  the  November  meeting. 

The  Director  reported  that  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Service  of 
the  -ity  Council  held  on  September  19,  I960,  to  whi.h  members  of  the  Board  had  been 
invited,  had  been  attended  by  Messrs  Buxton,  McDonald  and  Murray  in  representation 
of  the  Board,  and  by  the  Director  and  Assistant  Director  (for  Library  Operations}, 
that  the  matter  discussed  was  a  City  Council  Order  introduced  requesting  the  re- 
naminp  of  the  South  Boston  Branch  Liorary  for  the  late  William  P.  Hickey  of  South 
Boston,  that  it  had  been  pointed  out  to  the  Committee  that  the  Order  had  never 
been  transmitted  to  the  Trustees  for  their  consideration,  and  that  when  received 
it  would  be  considered  by  the  Board.

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  report,ed  that  there  had  been 
no  meeting  of  the  Committee  since  the  last  meeting. 

The  Director  stated  that  a  further  report  on  the  water  damage  to  the 
former  Boston  Athletic  Club  buildings  reported  at  the  October  7th  meeting  would 
be  made  at  a  meeting  of  the  Buildings  Committee  scheduled  to  be  held  on  Wednesday, 
November l6,  at  1:30  p.m. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  reported  that  a  meeting  had  been 
held  with  the  head  of  the  Administrative  Services  Department,  Mr  McMorrow,  and 
two  of  his  budget  analvsts  at  which  the  Director,  the  Assi  stant  Director  (for 
General  Administration)  and  himself  had  been  present.

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Personnel  stated  that  the  Committee  had 
met  on  October  2U.  He  reported  that  the  Committee  had  considered  the  problems 
of  rendering  adequate  library  service  with  reduced  personnel  and  the  possibility 
of  restoring  staff  to  full  strength  in  1961.  The  report  was  accepted. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Corwnittee  on  Public  Relations,  the 
Assistant  Director  (for  Information)  reported  that  the  Committee  had  met  and  heard 
the  report  on  the  progress  being  made  with  staUTf  council  committees,  two  of  which 
are  at  work  at  present.  He  reported  on  the  status  of  the  several  informational 
publications  being  presently  issued  and  the  desirability  of  resuirqption  of  printed 
issues  of  the  BPL  News  if  budgetary  considerations  permit.  He  stated  that  neces- 
sarily much  of  his  staff's  time  had  been  devoted  in  the  recent  period  to  matters 
pertaining  to  state  aid  legislation.  The  report  was  accepted.

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services 
reported  that  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  had  been  held  on  November  2  at  which 
state  aid  as  it  will  affect  the  Library  had  been  considered.  He  reported  that 
the  Committee  looked  to  the  restoration  of  those  services  that  were  available 
prior  to  the  current  reductions,  with  the  exception  of  the  hospital  library 
service  which  appeared  to  be  more  of  a  peripheral  nature.  He  stated  that 
restoration  of  school  issue  service  if  and  as  possible  had  been  discussed  at 
some  length,  and  that  obviously  no  final  action  in  respect  to  any  of  these  can 
be  taken  until  more  information  is  available  concerning  provision  of  the  neces- 
sary funds.  The  report  was  accepted. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services  reported 
that  the  Coiranittee  had  met  on  November  3  at  which  time  the  retiring  Keeper  of 
Prints,  Arthur  VJ.  Heintzelman,  had  been  present  and  discussed  the  near  and  fUr 
future  of  the  Print  Department.  He  stated  also  that  the  comiplications  in  relation 
to  the  effect  of  state  aid  on  the  several  reference  departments  had  been  considered 
amd  the  proposed  location  for  the  card  catalog  reviewed.

The  Director  was  instructed  on  behalf  of  the  Board  to  express  to  those 
officers  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association,  to  those  who  guided  the  pro- 
gress of  the  bill  through  the  Legislature,  and  to  the  Governor  the  deep  appre- 
ciation of  the  Trustees  for  their  successful  efforts. 

The  Director  stated  that  normally  departmental  budget  estimates  are  sub- 
mitted on  November  1  but  that  the  Mayor  had  requested  submission  by  October  1 
this  year  and  the  Board  had  therefore  tentatively  approved  submission  of  budget 
estimates  based  on  the  report  to  the  Board  on  October  7.  He  stated  that  formal 
action  should  now  be  taken  covering  the  estimates  as  submitted.

The  Director  presented  a  communication  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  in- 
closing for  the  information  of  the  Board  a  copy  of  the  act  providing  state  aid 
for  public  libraries. 

The  reports  of  Standing  Committees  were  received  as  follows: 

The  Chairman  of  the  Buildings  'Committee  reported  that  his  Committee  had  met 
on  November  16,  I960.  He  stated  that  the  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Adminis- 
tration) had  reported  on  his  conversations  with  Boston  University  officials  con- 
cerning present  and  future  need  for  use  of  the  buildings  by  the  University,  the 
possible  razing  of  the  B.A.A.  buildings,  the  provision  of  a  new  fire  escape  and 
a  heating  entrance  to  the  Boylston  Street  buildings  in  such  event,  and  the  need 
and  desirability  of  securing  at  least  some  of  the  space  for  Boston  Public  Library 
use  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Chairman  stated  that  the  Committee  had  thereupon 
taken  action  to  (l)  reaffirm  the  prior  decision  to  purchase  Nos.  21  and  23  Blagden 
Street,  (2)  authorize  razing  of  the  B.A.A.  buildings,  and  (3)  communicate  to 
Boston  University  the  necessity  for  fire  escape  and  heating  entrance  installations. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  there  had  been  presented  to  the  Conmittee  a  pre- 
sentation on  a  program  for  reconstruction  and  remodeling  in  the  Central  Library 
building  and  a  modernization  program  for  the  branch  libraries.  Two  pressing  pro- 
jects had  been  discussed,  the  relocation  and  expansion  of  the  Bates  Hall  catalog 
and  the  renovation  of  the  book  railway  system.  The  Director  had  been  authorized 
to  have  prepared  working  drawings  for  the  relocation  and  expansion  of  the  %tes 
Hall  catalog  and  for  the  extension  of  the  book  railway  to  Bates  Hall.  A  report 
on  the  progress  made  in  acquiring  the  sites  for  ihe   new  West  End  and  North  End 
Branch  Libraries  had  been  received. 

•Rie  Director  was  requested  to  press  for  immediate  action  in  the  acquisition 
of  the  aforesaid  sites  and  to  request  the  architects  to  proceed  with  their  design 
on  the  basis  of  available  site  plot  plans  available. 

The  Secretary  was  requested  to  place  th«  matter  on  the  agenda  of  the  next 
regular  meeting. 

The  report  of  the  Buildings  Committee  %»s  accepted. 
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The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  stated  that  there  had  been  no 
meeting  of  the  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  accepted. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Personnel  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
met  on  December  7,  I960,  at  which  time  a  presentation  had  been  mde  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Council  on  Staff  Orientation  on  the  activites  of  that  group  and  a  report  made 
of  the  progress  of  the  other  two  staff  idea-generating  councils.  He  stated  that 
the  Committee  had  favored  the  ei!5)loyment  as  of  January  1961  of  additional  staff 
looking  toward  restoration  of  reduced  services  in  the  Central  Library,  subject, 
however,  to  such  budgetary  limitations  as  may  result  from  City  Council  action  in 
respect  to  the  1961  budget.  The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  had  submitted 
a  schedule  for  a  salary  scale  revision  in  the  lower  levels,  at  an  estimated  annual 
cost  of  $60,000.,  which  was  considered,  but  action  to  implement  the  said  schedule 
was  deferred  until  January,  pending  further  information  on  the  1961  budget  pos- 
sibilities. There  had  also  been  discussed  provision  of  funds  for  business  and 
professional  travel  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  staff,  and  a  further  study  of  the 
matter  had  been  requested. 

The  report  of  the  Personnel  Committee  'ras  accepted. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Relations  reported  that  the  Com- 
mittee had  met  on  December  9,  I960,  at  which  time  the  Director  made  a  full  pre- 
sentation  of  the  status  of  state  aid  and  the  action  taken  to  date  to  inclement 
the  provisions  of  the  bill.  The  Director  reported  concerning  the  steps  being  taken 
by  the  Board  of  Library  Commisoioners  to  implement  the  direct  grants-in-aid  to 
individual  libraries,  and  then  went  on  to  discuss  the  potential  arrangements  for 
establishing  the  regional  library  services.  He  stated  that  from  information 
presently  available  there  was  no  certainty  as  to  the  role  the  Boston  Public  Li- 
brary is  to  play  in  the  program;  whether  (l)  it  is  to  undertake  the  Northeastern 
Supplemental  Regional  Library  Service  to  the  cities  and  towns  under  25,000  popu- 
lation and  also  the  Northeastern  Regional  Reference  and  Research  Library  Service, 
or  (2)  it  is  to  be  one  of  several  regional  centers  for  either  of  these  purposes^ 
and,  consequently,  there  could  be  no  certainty  to  date  as  to  the  Library's  share 
in  the  state  aid  funds.  It  had  been,  therefore,  the  Committee's  opinion  that 
discussions  with  the  City  budgeting  authorities  must  exclude  for  the  present  state 
aid  funds  in  budgetary  consideration  for  1961. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Relations  was  accepted. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  for  the  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and  Commu- 
nity Services,  the  Director  reported  that  there  had  been  no  meeting  of  the  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  ^s 
accepted • 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services  reported 
that  there  had  been  no  meeting  of  the  Committee  since  the  preceding  committee. 

The  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research 
Services  was  accepted. 

The  Director  reported  to  the  Board  the  receipt  of  an  .official  communication 
from  the  State  Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  calling  attention  to  the  requirement 
that  the  Library  must  file  by  January  27,  1961,  an  official  stateir^nt  that  the  li- 
brary will  apply  for  the  direct  grant-in-aid,  and  that  an  affirmative  reply  would 
be  sent. 
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The  matter  of  holding  a  second  meeting  to  discuss  the  Library's  1961  budget 
with  the  Head  of  the  Administrative  Services  Department  of  the  City  and  his  budget 
analysts  was  discussed.  It  was  agreed  that  a  second  meeting,  postponed  pending 
clarification  of  the  forthcoming  state  aid  funds  to  come  to  the  Library,  could  not 
be  delayed  until  such  information  was  available  in  view  of  the  present  develop- 
ments. Arrangements  for  holding  a  meeting  within  the  following  ten  days  were 
therefore  to  be  made. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  statement  made  by 
His  Honor  the  Mayor  in  his  annual  message  to  the  City  Council  on  the  reductions 
made  in  personnel  in  the  several  City  Departments,  and  in  which  the  Library  is 
listed  as  having  made  a  ten  per  cent  reduction,  the  largest  of  any  City  Depart- 
i?«nt. 

The  Director  reported  in  the  matter  of  recent  presentations  made  by 
Representative  Gerald  Doherty  in  opposition  to  the  proposed  change  from  a  two- 
story  to  a  one-story  operation  at  the  Charlestown  Branch  Library.  He  stated  XhaX 
the  Vice  President,  Monsignor  Murray,  together  with  himself,  the  Assistant  Director 
(for  General  Administration)  and  the  Chief  Librarian  for  Home  Reading  and  Community 
Services  had  inspected  the  premises  to  examine  the  proposed  changes.   He  reported 
that  the  Vice  President  had  authorized  him  to  state  that  he  was  in  agreement  with 
the  proposals  made  by  the  Library  officers  for  conversion  of  the  building  and  re- 
commended that  it  be  carried  through  and  that  in  his  opinion  the  Library  would  be 
improving  service  thereby.  The  possibility  of  use  of  a  portion  of  an  empty  site 
adjacent  could  be  considered  in  a  long  range  view,  with  possible  application  to 
the  rehabilitation  agencies  for  funds  to  expand  the  building  to  a  good  one-stoiy 
library  building  at  a  later  date. 

The  President  suggested  that  before  proceeding  with  the  conversion  of  the 
building  it  would  be  well  to  discuss  the  matter  with  the  Director  of  Administra- 
tive Services.  It  was  agreed  that  the  President  would  talk  with  Representative 
Doherty  in  the  matter. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  matter  should  be  placed  on  the  table. 

The  President  stated  that  the  final  meeting  of  the  Examining  Committee 
had  been  held  on  December  31,  I960,  at  ^ich  time  its  report  had  been  adopted 
and  thereafter  handed  to  him  in  representation  of  the  Trustees.  He  stated  that 
the  Committee  had  been  a  hard-working  group  and  had  rendered  an  excellent  report, 
taking  into  consideration  the  circumstances  of  impending  state  aid  in  making  its 
report.  The  next  step  would  be  an  analysis  by  the  Library  officials  of  the 
several  recoiBnendations  and  criticisms  made  in  the  report.

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  reported  that  the  Law 
Departjnent  now  has  ready  the  deed  to  the  property  on  Parmenter  Street  on  which 
is  to  be  erected  the  new  North  End  Branch  Library,  which  the  City  of  Boston  is 
to  exchange  with  the  Archbishop  of  Boston  for  the  premises  occupied  by  the  present 
North  End  Branch  Library.  There  also  has  been  prepared  a  lease  to  cover  occupancy 
of  the  North  End  Branch  Library  for  the  interim  period  between  change  in  ownership 
and  occupancy  of  the  new  building  to  be  erected  on  Parmenter  Street.  He  stated 
that  a  third  transaction  not  involving  the  Library,  Tirtiich  has  to  do  with  the 
return  to  the  Archbishop  of  Boston  of  land  given  by  him  for  a  playground  and  sub- 
sequently not  used,  had  been  included  in  the  transaction  and  had  caused  a  delay, 
but  that  this  was  expected  to  clear  shortly. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  reported  on  the  status 
of  the  Roslindale  Branch  Library  building,  that  the  general  contractor  is  expect- 
ing to  complete  his  work  in  May  or  June,  that   as  a  result  of  public  advertising 
competitive  bids  for  furniture  are  to  be  submitted  on  March  13  and  that  at  the 
present  rate  of  progress  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  open  the  library 
in  June.

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The  Director  reported  that  there  had  been  no  specific  appropriation 
for  the  book  collection,  that  it  was  being  assembled  from  available  general  book 
appropriation,  that  about  8,000  titles  had  been  selected,  and  that  another  8,000 
were  being  assembled. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  reported  on  the 
water  level  situation  under  the  Central  Library  building  that  it  had  reached  an 
exceedingly  high  level  at  the  present  time,  the  reason  for  which  is  not  yet  known. 
He  stated  that  for  the  period  1930-1958  there  was  a  rise  in  the  water  level  of 
2  feet,  but  that  in  the  past  two  years  the  level  has  gone  up  a  further  2  feet, 
and  is  currently  continuing  to  go  up  at  the  rate  of  inches  a  day,  and  that  the 
Water  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  had  been  requested  to  make  an  immediate 
investigation.  He  reported  that  the  surrounding  institutions  with  like  watertable 
problems  had  not  yet  reported  an  emergency  situation,  that  a  clogged  sewer  in 
the  alley  to  the  rear  of  the  Central  Library  building  had  been  cleaned  out  by  the 
Water  Department,  but  that  no  conclusive  explanation  of  the  situation  had  been 
forthcoming  from  either  the  Water  Department  or  the  Library's  consulting  engineers, 
Gilbert  Small  &  Co.,  %Aio  had  been  called  in  and  have  been  familiar  with  the  water- 
table  problem  of  the  building  since  the  extensive  foundation  renovation  in  1929 • 
He  stated  that  at  the  present  time  the  water  is  within  18  inches  of  the  floor  of 
the  basement  of  the  main  building. 

Following  discussion,  particularly  as  to  possible  danger  both  to 
individuals  on  duty  and  to  the  building  itself,  it  was  the  sense  of  the  Board 
that  the  consulting  engineers  be  requested  to  make  a  full  report  in  the  matter, 
and  that  a  full  report  of  the  situation  be  made  to  the  Mayor. 

Ihe  Director  reported  on  the  status  of  the  state  aid  for  public  li- 
braries, that  the  budget  allocation  for  the  first  year  (196O-61)  had  provided  for 
Western  and  Metropolitan  Regions,  that  the  budget  for  the  coming  fiscal  year 
(1961-62),  which  had  had  to  be  submitted  last  October,  had  included  $768,000,  the 
original  appropriation  for  these  Regions,  as  a  carry-over  and  an  additional  amount 
of  $1U5,000  for  a  Central  Region,  making  a  total  of  $913,000.  He  called  to  the 
Board's  attention  also  that  Senator  John  E.  Powers  had  introduced  a  bill  (Senate 
No.  398)  in  the  current  session  to  place  a  ceiling  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  of 
$1,000,000  on  direct  grants-in-aid.  It  was  agreed  that  inquiries  should  be  made 
as  to  the  reason  why  no  prevision  of  funds  for  the  first  two  designated  Regional 
Service  areas  had  been  allowed  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  outside  of  a  carry- 
over of  $768,000.,  and  further  as  to  the  motivation  behind  the  $1,000,000  ceiling 
proposed  by  Senate  No.  398. 

The  Director  reported  that  a  hearing  before  the  Coninittee  on  Appropria- 
tions was  scheduled  for  Tuesday,  March  7.  He  stated  that  budget  increases  in  a 
number  of  items  over  I960  appropriations  had  been  approved  by  the  Mayor  for  the 
purpose  of  restoring  certain  library  services  curtailed  in  I960.  He  pointed  out 
that  not  only  were  additional  funds  for  personnel  included  but  also  additional 
funds  for  books  that  would  be  necessary  if  the  Library  were  to  qualify  to  receive 
state  aid.  He  stated  that  the  budget  authorities  had  recognized  that  the  deferred 
equipment  program  in  effect  for  the  City  until  the  new  City  Hall  shall  be  ready  was 
not  applicable  to  those  City  Departments  that  would  not  occupy  the  new  City  Hall 
ard  therefore  had  included  in  the  equipment  loan  provision  of  $66,000.  for  such 
items  for  the  Library.  He  stated  also  that  revised  allocations  for  items  for  the 
Library  to  be  included  in  the  proposed  Extraordinary  Repairs  Loan  for  1961  of  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  totalled  $700,000.,  of  which  $175,000.  was  for  modernization  of 
the  branch  libraries  and  the  remainder  for  the  modernization  and  renovation  pro- 
gram of  the  Central  Library.  He  stated  that  he  would  confer  in  the  matter  of 
Trustee  representation  at  the  meeting. 
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•Rie  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  stated  that,  if  the  Board  would 
approve,  there  would  be  granted  a  special  anniversary  increase  to  those  individ- 
uals who  have  served  eleven  years  in  their  grades,  that  this  was  in  accordance 
with  City  policy  for  recognizing  the  seventh  and  eleventh  anniversaries,  that 
this  action  had  been  approved  by   the  Trustees  in  1959  but  not  put  in  effect  at 
the  request  of  the  incoming  Mayor  in  consideration  of  the  then  economic  situation 
of  the  City,  and  that  funds  for  this  increase  have  subsequently  been  included  in 
the  Mayor »s  budget  allowances  for  1961. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  payment  of  an  anniversary 
increase  in  salary  to  all  members  of  the  full-time  staff  who 
have  served  eleven  years  in  their  respective  grades,  such  in- 
creases to  be  subject  to  the  budgetary  provision  therefor. 

The  Director  stated  that  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  passage  of  the  budget 
by  the  City  Council  the  aforesaid  anniversary  increase  would  be  put  into  effect. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  presented  for  consideration  a  pro- 
posal for  adjustment  in  the  salary  scales  for  the  Pre-Professional  Library  Service 
and  the  lower  ranges  of  the  Professional  Library  Service  in  order  to  meet  conqpet- 
itive  conditions  in  recruiting  staff.  He  stated  that  the  cost  of  the  proposed  ad- 
justments would  be  approximately  $60,000.  for  irfiich  provision  had  been  made  in  the 
budget,  that  the  proposed  action  being  of  a  unilateral  nature  would  require  con- 
siderable interpretation  to  the  staff  to  achieve  acceptability,  and  that  before 
proceeding  further  the  matter  was  being  submitted  to  the  Board.  He  stated  that  as 
of  the  present  there  is  no  evaluation  system  to  aid  in  making  adjustments,  although 
preliminary  steps  toward  such  have  been  taken. 

The  Board  discussed  the  problem  both  as  to  effect  on  the  morale  of  the  staff 
and  as  to  instituting  salary  revisions  in  view  of  the  City's  current  policy  in  res- 
pect to  salary  increases. 

It  was  the  sense  of  the  Board  that  it  will  support  the  proposed  adjustments 
in  salary  scales  for  the  Pre-Professional  Library  Service  and  the  lower  levels  of 
the  Professional  Library  Service  contingent  upon  indication  that  the  said  changes 
will  be  acceptable  to  the  staff  and  on  the  provision  of  the  necessary  funds  therefor 
in  the  Library's  1961  appropriations.  It  was  further  the  sense  of  the  Board  that, 
if  an  unfavorable  staff  reaction  should  make  implementation  of  the  changes  unwise, 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  should  be  called  to  give  further  consideration  to 
the  matter. 

The  Director  reported  receipt  of  a  communication  from  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
informing  the  Trustees  that  the  candidate  nominated  by  them  to  the  Art  Commission 
had  resigned  and  requesting  the  submission  of  three  names  from  which  a  replacement 
might  be  selected. 

The  Board  requested  the  Director  to  talk  with  Mr  Arthur  W.  Heintzelman  as 
to  his  availability  for  the  i^pointment.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Board's  three 
nominations  would  be:  Abbott  Lowell  Cumraings,  William  B.  Osgood,  and  Stacy  Holmes, 
if  Mr  Heintzelman  is  unwilling  to  accept;  otherwise  Mr  Heintzelman  and  the  first 
two  named  above.

circular  Letters  Nos.  U,   5,  6,  7,  8,  and  9  from  the  Mayor's  Office  were 
read  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 
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The  Chairmen  of  the  several  Committees  then  reported  on  the  activities 
of  their  respective  Committees  since  the  preceding  meeting. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  reported  on  the  matters  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee  at  its  meeting  on  May  12.  He  stated  that  certain  matters 
were  being  referred  to  the  Corporation  for  action  and  that  there  was  being  recom- 
mended to  the  Board  at  the  present  meeting  for  approval  the  following:   (1)  the 
purchase  of  two  bookmobiles  from  the  Thomas  Moroney  Company;  and  (2)  the  employ- 
ment of  additional  watchman-guard  service  at  a  total  net  additional  cost  to  the 
Library  of  approximately  $13,0(X).  so  as  to  provide  watchman-guard  coverage  at 
exits  and  coverage  at  all  times  ^en  the  Library  is  closed. 

The  Board  approved  the  purchase  of  two  bookmobiles  from  the  Thomas 
Moroney  Company.  It  also  approved  the  extension  of  the  watchman-guard  service  to 
provide  attendants  at  the  exits  when  the  Library  is  open  and  watchman-guard  service 
at  all  times  when  the  building  is  closed. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  stated  that  no  meeting  of  the 
Committee  had  been  held  since  the  preceding  meeting. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Coiwiittee  on  Personnel  stated  that  at  its  meeting  on 
May  15  the  Committee  had  considered  (l)  a  proposal  for  a  revision  of  salary  scales 
on  a  limited  basis,  (2)  a  report  concerning  the  requests  of  employees  in  the 
skilled  trades  that  they  be  given  a  salary  adjustment,  (3)  a  progress  report  on 
the  job  and  position  classification  and  evaluation  project,  (k)   a  presentation  on 
the  need  for  funds  for  certain  purposes  outside  the  regular  budget,  and  (5)  the 
retention  of  the  services  of  an  esqperienced  consultant  in  connection  with  the  job 
classification  and  evaluation  project.  He  stated  that  the  Comniittee  was  recom- 
mending specific  action  in  respect  to  some  of  the  matters  considered  which  would 
be  tkane  up  later  in  the  agenda. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Relations  having  been  unable  to 
be  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  April  2I4,  the  Director  reported  in 
his  stead.  He  stated  that  the  meeting  had  heard  from  the  Director  a  presentation 
on  the  status  of  the  implementation  of  state  aid.  He  reported  that  the  Committee 
was  recommending  that  the  Director  confer  at  the  appropriate  time  with  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  as  to  the  position  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library  in  respect  to  the  lines  of  inq^lementation  of  the  regional  library  program 
and,  further,  that  at  the  opportune  time  the  appropriate  officials  of  the  City  of 
Boston  be  provided  with  full  information  concerning  the  developments. 

The  Board  approve  the  direction  to  the  Director  to  confer  with  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  as  recommended.  It  also  approved  a 
conference  with  the  Mayor  and  appropriate  City  officials  in  respect  to  developments 
in  state  aid. 

The  Chairman  of  the  CoBmittee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  re- 
ported that  the  Committee  had  met  on  April  lU,  1961,  at  which  time  it  had  heard 
a  report  on  the  resumption  of  those  services  of  the  Division  that  had  been  cur- 
tailed in  I96O;  a  progress  report  on  the  conference  with  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Administrator  in  regard  to  considering  branch  libraries  as  a  part  of  urban  redevel- 
opment in  Charlestown  and  other  areas;  a  report  on  the  present  situation  in  respect 
to  West  End,  North  Ehd,  aiki  Roslindale  Branch  Libraries;  a  presentation  on  the 
printing  needs  of  the  Division;  and  a  recoimendation  in  respect  co  the  bock   renewal 
policy. 
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He  stated  that  the  Coranittee  was  recommending  action  to  the  Board  as  follows: 
that  the  Board  give  consideration  to  reopening  the  Central  Library  on  Sundays  from 
2  to  9  p.m.;  that  the  Board  give  consideration  to  restitution  of  Hospital  Library 
Service  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital}  that  an  agreement  be  reached  by  the  time  of 
the  fall  meeting  as  to  ^at  support  may  or  may  not  be  sought  for  library  service 
to  the  schools  from  the  School  Department;  that  the  Board  earmark  sufficient  funds 
in  the  printing  item  of  the  next  budget  to  print  Books  Current;  that  the  Board 
authorize  the  issuance  of  a  new  film  catalog  of  the  Library's  film  holdings;  and 
that  the  Board  adopt  the  policy  of  granting  no  renewals  of  books  lent  for  home  use, 
said  policy  having  the  recommendation  of  both  bibliothecal  divisions  of  the  Library. 

The  Director  stated  that  in  conformance  with  the  above  recommendation  the 
restitution  of  Hospital  Library  Service  would  have  consideration  in  preparation  of 
the  budget  for  next  year  inasmuch  as  funds  were  not  available  in  the  current  year. 

The  Board  approved  the  issuing  of  a  new  film  catalog  of  film  holdings  of 

the  Library. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  and  hereby  is  adopted  the  policy  that  books 
lent  for  home  use  may  not  be  renewed  for  a  further  period 
of  loan. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services  stated  that 
the  Committee  had  met  on  May  $,  1961,  at  which  meeting  it  had  approved  the  book 
budget  from  trust  funds  income  and  from  City  Appropriation  and  had  recommended 
adoption  by  the  Corporation  of  that  portion  of  the  book  budget  coming  from  trust 
funds.  The  Committee  had  further  received  reports  on  the  plans  for  relocation 
of  the  Public  Card  Catalog  and  the  re -arrangement  of  the  book  delivery  service  to 
Bates  Hall  and  approved  the  proposal  as  outlined  as  a  basis  for  requesting  public 
bidding  on  the  work,  the  bids  so  received  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  approval 
and  award  of  contract.  The  Committee  had  considered  the  establishment  of  special 
collections  in  the  nationality  fields  but  had  decided  that  for  the  present  this 
should  be  limited  to  Hibernica  and  NovAnglica  with  a  small  budget  allocation  for 
the  purpose.

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The  Director  stated  that  only  two  of  the  standing  committees  had  met 
since  the  preceding  meeting,  namely,  the  Conanittee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community 
Services  and  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  re- 
ported that  the  Committee  had  met  on  June  2,  1961,  at  \*iich  meeting  there  had 
been  reviewed  certain  matters  raised  at  the  preceding  committee  meeting,  namely, 
printing  needs  —  Books  Current  and  the  film  catalog,  the  suggestion  that  on 
Saturdays  the  branch  libraries  might  be  opened,  the  adoption  of  a  new  policy  for 
book  renewal,  and  the  restoration  of  the  Hospital  Library  Service  at  the  City 
Hospital.  There  had  also  been  reported  the  developments  at  certain  of  the  branch 
libraries  and  the  need  for  inclusion  in  the  budget  of  funds  for  the  care  of  branch 
library  grounds  and  for  special  keepers  in  the  summer  period.  There  had  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  a  new  law  whereby  people  who  hold  books 
overtime  have  to  be  notified  by  certified  mail,  both  parents  and  juveniles  if  they 
are  juveniles,  and  a  further  report  had  been  made  on  the  status  of  state  aid. 

He  stated  that  the  Committee  was  reporting  to  the  Board  that  (l)  it  had 
confirmed  the  recommendation  made  that  Books  Current  be  issued  in  printed  form 
at  an  approximate  cost  of  $800.  per  edition  of  U,000,  and  (2)  it  was  recommu.iding 
that  there  be  included  in  the  next  budget  an  item  for  (a)  the  care  of  grounds  at 
branch  libraries  and  (b)  hospital  library  service. 

It  was  voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  and  to  adopt  the  recommendations  made  therein. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services  reported 
that  at  its  meeting  on  June  13,  1961,  the  Director  had  reported  on  the  status  of 
the  implementation  of  State  Aid  legislation,  particularly  as  it  concerns  a  Re- 
gional Reference  and  Research  Library  Service,  pointing  out  that  the  more  recent 
developments  indicated  that  progress  had  been  made  with  the  librarians  of  the 
region  toward  an  acceptance  that  the  Boston  Public  Library  alone  in  the  area  is 
the  library  equipped  to  render  the  standard  of  reference  service  desired.  He 
stated  that  a   progress  report  on  the  book  inventory  project  had  been  made  and  the 
interesting  developments  as  a  result  in  valuable  items  found  in  the  process.  He 
stated  that  the  inventory  should  be  completed  during  the  sunmer.  He  stated  that 
the  Coimnittee  had  considered  the  disposition  of  some  18,000  medical  books  now 
stored  at  the  Deposit  Library,  a  collection  that  is  of  historical  interest  but 
not  of  current  reference  use,  and  that  the  Committee  was  recommending  that  there 
be  authorized  the  exploration  of  transfer  of  the  collection  to  the  Boston  Medical 
Library,  if  that  Library  should  desire  it  as  a  deposit. 

It  was  voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  ob 
Reference  and  Research  Services  and  to  adopt  the  recommendation  made  therein.

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He  reported  that  the  low  bidder  had  requested  t^at  he  be  released  ft*oiR  his 
obligation  because  of  serious  personal  illness,  that  the  Law  Department  had 
advised  that  upon  presentation  of  a  Doctor's  statement  as  to  the  said  illness 
the  Board  could  release  the  bidder  if  it  so  desired.

The  Assistant  Director  stated  that  he  would  proceed  to  readvertise  for  new 
proposals  for  the  aforesaid  work* 
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The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  stated  that  the  testing 
engineers,  Thompson  ^  Lichtner  Co.,  Inc.,  had  now  submitted  their  report  on  tests 
made  of  the  northeast  wall  that  is  leaking  at  the  new  Roslindale  Branch  Library. 
They  state  that  the  contractor  did  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the  contract  rela- 
tive to  the  filling  of  all  voids  between  face  brick  and  back-iqp  mortar.  They 
recommended  that  all  of  the  joints  on  the  exterior  of  the  wall  be  examined  in  de- 
tail and  that  the  contractor  be  required  to  remove  to  a  depth  of  3 A  inch  any  open 
joints  or  cracked  joints  and  repoint  them,  and  that  thereafter  the  wall  be  treated 
with  a  silicone  waterproofing.  They  recommend  that  payment  for  the  wall  be  with- 
held for  a  period  of  one  year  at  which  time  the  money  should  be  released,  and  that 
if,  during  this  period  the  wall  leaks,  the  contractor  shall  be  required  to  repeat 
the  examination  of  the  wall,  with  pointing  and  with  another  treatment  with  silicone. 

He  stated  that  he  was  now  turning  to  the  Law  Department  as  to  the  next  steps 
to  be  taken  to  meet  the  situation. 

The  Chief  Librarian  of  the  Division  of  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services 
reported  that  the  preliminary  sketches  for  the  new  West  End  Branch  Library  had  been 
submitted  by  Mr  Eugene  F.  Kennedy,  of  the  firm  of  Maginnis,  Walsh,  and  Kennedy. 
He  reported  that  the  site  was  to  have  102  feet  on  Cambridge  Street  and  have  a  depth 
of  100  feet,  and  that  the  adjacent  Harrison  Gray  Otis  House  eventually  expected  to 
build  to  the  party  line.  He  stated  that  the  six  suggested  designs  all  contemplated 
use  of  the  land  up  to  the  party  wall,  with  approximately  70  feet  clear  behind  for 
parking  or  other  uses. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  reaction  of  the  Library  officers  was  that  in 
view  of  the  area  plan  for  considerable  open  space  it  would  be  undesirable  to  build 
to  a  party  line,  and  that  a  further  study  would  be  made  before  any  recommendations 
would  be  made  to  the  Board. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  stated  that  the  Public 
Works  Department  had  not  as  yet  conqpleted  its  survey  of  the  water  levels  of  the 
area.  He  stated  that  the  Library  had  been  informed  that  the  water  had  been  found 
to  have  a  high  content  of  salt  and  that  there  may  be  a  seepage.  He  reported  that 
the  level  at  the  Library  had  dropped  to  about  five  inches  below  basement  level  in 
the  Annex. 

The  Director  reported  on  possibilities  for  use  of  further  machines  for  Li- 
brary processes  and  the  investigation  of  current  procedure  developments,  stating  that 
as  of  the  moment  there  were  not  much  of  a  positive  nature  to  report,  but  that  a 
number  of  grants  for  research  had  been  made  by  foundations,  mentioning  the  grant  of 
$100,000.  to  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  work  being  done  by  I.B.M.  He  stated  that 
the  work  being  done  at  the  Library  of  Congress  would  be  basic  to  all  research  li- 
braries and  that  perhaps  within  a  year  there  might  be  results  that  would  be  of  aid 
to  the  Library.  He  cited  other  projects  underway.  He  reported  on  the  matter  of 
employment  of  an  individual  to  be  responsible  for  syst^is  and  methods,  stating  that 
interviews  had  taken  place  and  that  the  search  would  be  continued,  in  line  with  the 
recommendation  by  Cresap,  McCormick  and  Paget  that  such  an  individual  be  employed. 

The  Director  reported  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  call  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Board  during  the  eoming  month  in  order  to  award  a  contract  for  the  instal- 
lation of  the  public  catalog  in  the  Abbey  Room  and  a  book  conveyor  belt  to  Bates 
Hall  and  that  the  Trustees  would  be  consulted  as  to  a  convenient  time  at  which  to 
meet.

A  special  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as  an  Adminis- 
trative Agency  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the  Trustees  Room  at  3:25  p.m. 

Present:  Messrs  McDonald,  Murray,  Rabb,  and  Mr  Augustin  H.  Parker,  Jr, 
appointed  as  a  Trustee  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr  Frank  W.  Buxton,  who  re- 
signed July  12,  1961. 

Ihe  President,  Mr  Rabb,  in  the  chair. 

The  Director  presented  a  certificate  from  the  City  Clerk  under  date  of 
July  13,  1961,  stating  that  Augustin  H.  Parker,  Jr,  having  been  appointed  to  be 
a  Trustee  for  the  term  ending  May  1,  1965,  had  appeared  on  July  13  and  been  duly 
sworn  as  a  Trustee. 

The  Board  then  gave  consideration  to  the  manner  in  which  an  appropriate 
recognition  might  be  given  to  the  signal  service  which  Mr  Buxton  had  given  to 
the  Library  as  a  Trustee,  a  service  longer  than  that  any  other  Trustee  had  ren- 
dered. The  President  suggested  that  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  consider  appoint- 
ment of  Mr  Buxton  as  Trustee,  Emeritus,  in  addition  to  the  usual  minute  on  his 
services  to  be  spread  upon  the  records.

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VOTED:  that  there  be  awarded  to  Dan  C.  Marino,  111  Birch  Street, 
I^nn,  Massachusetts,  the  lowest  responsible  and  eligible 
bidder  in  the  public  bidding,  the  contract  for  the  re- 
construction of  front  entrance  steps  at  the  Jamaica  Plain

The  Chief  Librarian  of  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  reported  that 
further  word  was  being  awaited  from  the  Urban  Renewal  Authority  concerning  develop- 
ment of  a  community  center  at  Thompson  Square,  Charlestown,  that  the  possibility 
of  building  on  the  vacant  land  adjacent  to  the  present  branch  library  building  as 
a  part  of  urban  renewal  in  Charlestown  had  been  broached  to  this  group,  and  that 
in  the  meantime,  in  view  of  the  strong  local  protests  against  conversion  to  a  one- 
story  operation,  Charlestown  was  continuing  to  be  operated  as  a  two-story  library 
with  full  staff. 

The  Chief  Librarian  reported  on  the  situation  at  the  Egleston  Square  and 
Uphams  Comer  Branch  Libraries  that  a  separation  in  the  partition  walls  had  devel- 
oped at  Egleston,  but  that  this  was  not  serious,  that  a  Roxbury  group  for  the  Urban 
Renewal  Authority  was  studying  the  resources  of  the  community  and  may  have  an  alter- 
native recommendation  to  make  in  place  of  the  Library's  proposal  that  there  be 
restored  to  it  for  a  children's  room  the  quarters  presently  occupied  by  the  local 
Draft  Board. 

Msgr  Murray  stated  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  a  representative  of 
the  Library  was  to  discuss  the  problem  with  the  heaid  of  the  Draft  Board,  Mr  David 
Lasker, 

The  Director  stated  that  it  was  planned  to  do  so,  but  that  the  opportune 
time  to  secure  action  was  in  terms  of  the  governments'  fiscal  period  for  entering 
into  a  new  lease  and  that  the  matter  would  be  taken  up  in  the  autumn* 

The  Director  reported  that  discussions  had  taken  place  with  the  City  Hospital 
authorities  and  that  its  Director  had  assured  the  Library  that  provision  of  quarters 
for  resuB9)tion  of  the  Hospital  Library  Service  would  be  made,  that  the  quarters 
suggested  were  adequate,  and  that  on  this  basis  the  Librarj'  was  including  in  its 
1962  budget  requests  provision  for  a  Hospital  Library  Service  as  of  January  1,  1962 
and  would  begin  preparing  for  it  during  the  coming  autumn* 

The  matter  of  resumption  of  the  School  Issue  Section  in  the  fall  %ia8  raised, 
with  the  Chief  Librarian  reporting  that  further  study  needed  to  be  given  to  as- 
certain %rtiether  the  service  could  be  provided  more  efficiently  by  some  other  means. 

Msgr  Murray  inquired  whether  further  consideration  was  being  given  to 
extending  the  hours  of  service  at  the  branch  libraries.  The  Chief  Librarian  reported 
that  any  extension  would  mean  an  increase  in  staff  needs,  but  that  investigation 
had  been  made  as  to  extending  the  half -day  Saturday  service  to  full-day  service, 
that  the  reaction  so  far  had  been  negative,  that  it  may  be  tried  experimentally 
in  some  areas,  but  that  the  consensus  seemed  to  be  that  a  better  service  over  a 
shorter  schedule  was  preferable. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  reported  in  the  matter 
of  the  purchase  of  two  bookmobiles,  that  from  the  Library's  experience  with  book- 
iBobiles,  the  machine  turned  out  by  the  local  manufacturer,  the  Thomas  F.  Moroney 
Coi,  Inc.,  had  been  more  satisfactory  than  those  supplied  previously  by  the  larger 
concern,  the  Gerstenslager  Co.,  of  Wooster,  Ohio,  that  this,  being  a  custom-made 
unit,  can  be  checked  on  by  the  Library  people  if  and  when  needed  when  manufactured 
locally,  and  that  on  this  basis  he  was  recommending  that  the  contract  for  th© 
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manufacture  of  two  bookmobiles  be  awarded  without  public  advertisement  to 
Thomas  F.  Moroney  Co.,  Inc,  In  connection  with  the  award,  he  stated  that  the 
turn-in  value  of  the  two  bookmobiles  to  be  replaced  had  been  set  at  $1,500. 
each,  if  the  Board  deemed  it  advisable  to  apply  this  turn-in  value  against 
purchase  price.  The  Board  agreed  that  a  turn-in  should  be  accepted. 
On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  entered  into  without  public  advertising  with 

Ihomas  F.  Moroney  Co.,  Inc.,  U33  Boston  Turnpike,  Shrewsbury, 
Massachusetts,  a  contract  for  the  purchase  of  two  bookmobiles 
not  to  exceed  in  total  cost  the  amount  of  forty-five  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  forty  cents  ($l45»708.l40). 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  reported  on  the  pro- 
cedures reconinended  by  the  testing  engineers.  The  Thompson  &  Lichtner  Co.,  Inc., 
for  waterproofing  the  northeast  wall  of  the  new  Roslindale  Branch  Library  build- 
ing presently  leaking,  stating  that  the  contractor,  S.  Volpe  and  Co.  was  being 
requested  to  take  the  recommended  measures  for  waterproffing  the  wall,  and  that 
the  Library  had  been  advised  to  withhold  from  payment  an  amount  sufficient  to 
meet  this  cost  until  it  is  ascertained  that  the  wall  does  not  leak. 

The  matter  of  the  date  for  opening  was  discussed.  It  was  agreed  that 
opening  of  the  new  building  should  take  place  in  mid-September,  if  possible. 

The  Director  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  possibility  of 
providing  additional  storage  space  for  this  branch  library  by  use  of  an  old 
basement  area  of  the  fire  house  formerly  on  this  site,  but  that  the  architect 
had  advised  that  the  practicality  of  such  use  cannot  be  ascertained  until  the 
turning  on  of  the  heat  eliminates  the  dampness  of  the  area. 

The  President  stated  that  the  Director  should  be  given  authority  to 
proceed  if  it  is  deemed  practical  and  it  was  so  agreed. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  reported  that  as  a 
result  of  the  accident  on  July  iJU  >rtien  an  eirployee  had  crashed  through  two  glass 
floors  in  the  Annex  from  Stack  6  to  Stack  h   the  Library's  consulting  engineer, 
Gilbert  Small  &  Co.  and  the  testing  engineering  firm.  The  Thonqpson  &  Lichtner  Co., 
Inc.,  had  been  consulted  at  once  and  eight  panels  of  glass  floor5ng  removed  for 
testing  for  both  iin)act  and  weight.  He  stated  that  the  preliminary  report  was 
that  the  glass  carried  the  weight,  but  that  a  53  lb.  weight  dropped  four  feet 
broke  the  glass,  that  a  200  lb.  man  dropping  one  foot  would  go  through.  He  stated 
that  replacement  of  the  flooring  might  be  in  steel,  marble  slabs,  or  plywood. 
He  stated  that  a  formal  report  was  to  be  submitted  shortly. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  reported  that  the  injured  boy  had 
been  severely  cut,  with  80  stitches  necessary,  had  lost  teeth,  but  apparently  had 
no  broken  bones  or  internal  injuries. 

The  Board  considered  the  problem  in  respect  to  the  safety  of  the  staff, 
the  need  for  advice  in  respect  to  hazards,  and  the  means  of  meeting  the  situation 
in  the  period  of  the  summer  recess. 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  Rionqpson  &  Lichtner  were  testing  engineers, 
not  safety  engineers. 
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The  President  suggested  that  the  Library  turn  for  advice  to  Mr  Bryant 
Smith,  President  of  Library  Mutual  Insurance  Company,  as  active  in  the  field  of 
safety.  It  was  agreed  that  aid  be  requested  of  Mr  Smith,  that  upon  receipt  of 
the  report  of  the  engineers  the  Director  should  take  such  action  as  necessary 
upon  consultation  with  the  President,  and  that  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board 
be  called  when  and  if  needed.

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice  in  the  matter  of  signing  payrolls, 
on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  22  of  Chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances  of  19U7  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  or  upon  his  dele- 
gation John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  Director,  or  Elizabeth  B. 
Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Secretary  of  the 
Trustees,  or  Ervin  J.  Gaines,  Assistant  Director,  be  and 
hereby  is  authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Ubrary  in 
representation  of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four 
weeks  from  October  30,  1961. 

Circular  Letters  Nos.  11a,  15,  and  l6  from  the  Mayor's  Office  were  read 
awi  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  information  requested  in  an  Order  passed 
by  the  City  Council  on  August  28,  1961,  relative  to  the  construction  of  a  new 
branch  liliary  building  in  the  West  End  had  been  supplied  to  i^   City  Council  on 
behalf  of  the  Board  by  the  President  during  the  summer  recess  and  that  copies  had 
been  sent  to  members  of  the  Board  for  their  information. 

The  Director  stated  that  there  had  been  no  wettings  of  the  Committees  since 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  and  therefore  there  were  no  reports  to  be  made. 
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The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  reported  that  the 
action  taken  by  the  Trustees  on  August  2U  to  approve  an  extra  order  and  the 
extension  of  the  contract  with  S.  Volpe  and  Company  for  the  erection  and  comple- 
tion  of  the  Roslindale  Branch  Library  building  should  be  confirmed  and  that  the 
Law  Department  had  advised  authorization  of  a  further  extension  to  provide  for 
completion  of  the  work. 

There  then  followed  a  discussion  of  the  several  items  included  in  the 
extra  order,  particularly  that  providing  for  the  erection  of  a  new  retaining 
wall  on  the  lot  line  beside  the  driveway.  Msgr  Murray  stated  that  he  had  ap- 
proved on  August  2U  action  of  the  Trustees  with  reluctance,  that  he  believed 
there  was  culpability  on  the  part  of  the  contractor  in  respect  to  carrying  out 
the  contract,  and  that  some  intimation  of  this  should  be  included  in  the  con- 
firmation. 

The  President  called  attenUon  to  the  fact  that  the  architects  had 
themselves  sUted  at  the  opening  of  the  Roslindale  Branch  Ubrary  that  the 
specified  wall  treatment  in  the  contract  was  adequate.  It  was  pointed  out  that 
it  was  on  the  basis  of  the  opinion  of  the  Ubrary 's  Superintendent  of  Buildings 
that  this  work  was  to  be  undertaken.  It  was  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  as  a 
matter  of  policy  the  advice  of  the  professional  architect  retained  for  a  project 
should  be  the  guiding  factor. 

Msgr  Murray  then  moved  that  "Item  5  -  Furnish  labor  and  materials  to 
erect  a  new  retaining  wall  on  the  lot  line,  $3,03U.li6«»  of  Extra  Order  No.  2  be 
laid  on  the  table. 

It  was  so  voted. 

The  action  of  the  Trustees  as  taken  on  August  2U,  1961,  which  had 
authorised  Extra  Order  No.  2,  including  Item  5,  was  thereupon  rescinded. 

Consideration  was  thereupon  given  to  the  remaining  items  as  submitted 
in  Extra  Order  No.  2,  and  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was

Thfi  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  submitted  a  communi- 
cation fS:  t^  L^rar?':  consulting  engineer,  Oilbert  Small  ^^^^l^l^^Z^      ' 
that  there  be  approved  an  extra  order  in  connection  with  the  contract  with  ^ 
Marino  for  the  Reconstruction  of  the  front  entrance  «^«P«  *^  ^'^^^^'^^''^^f  "o 
B«nch  Library.  He  stated  that  this  extra  order  covered  labor  and  materials  to 
bund  concr^e  foundation  walls  at  the  bottom  of  each  flight  of  steps,  the 
added  cost  to  be  $195.  He  commented  ttiat  this  building  had  come  to  the  Library  by 
tr^sfer  from  another  City  Department  and  that  the  building  drawings  on  file  in 
thffJlding:  ^;frt;;;ent.'on  ?he  basis  of  which  the  specifications  had  be-  <irawn. 
had  indicated  that  these  foundations  were  in  existence  when  in  reality  there  were 

none. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  contract  with  Dan  C,  Marino,  HI  Birch  Street,  Lynn, 
Massachusetts,  for  the  reconstrucUon  of  front  entrance  steps 
at  the  Jamaica  Plain  Branch  Library,  be  amended  to  include 
various  changes  in  the  specifications,  and  that  said  contract

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  AdministraUon)  reported  on  the  status 
of  the  purchase  of  two  new  bookmobiles  that  the  request  to  the  Mayor  for  their 
purchlse^thout  public  advertising  from  the  Thomas  Moroney  Company  had  been  refer- 
?^  b^  thrMayor  ?o  the  Finance  Commission,  that  the  Finance  Commission  had  recom- 
Jl^nded  that  purchase  be  by  competiUve  bidding,  ^   that  the  request  had  therefore 
been  referred  back  to  the  Library. 

The  Board  suggested  that  the  Director  confer  with  the  Finance  Commission 
to  ooint  out  that  a  bookmobile  is  a  custom-manufactured  machine  and  that  the  matter 
of  pubUo  bidding  had  been  evaluated  by  the  Trustees  before  requesting  Purchase 
Without  public  bidding,  and  to  request  that  the  Finance  Coimission  reconsider  its 
^ro^inndation   The  Board  further  instructed  the  Director  that,  if  the  Finance 
ro^S^shoiad  refits  recommendation,  he  should  proceed  forthwith  to  procure 
thTt^okSl^bSeS  if^t!  that  he  should  repSrt  back  to  the  Board  at  its  next  meeting, 
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The  Director  reported  that  the  City  Council  had  approved  the  transfer  of 
the  North  End  Branch  Ubrary  to  the  Archbishop  of  Boston  in  exchange  for  the  pro- 
perty on  Pamenter  Street  which  the  Trustees  had  sought  for  the  site  of  »  new 
North  End  Branch  Ubrary  building.  He  stated  that  an  f^angement  would  be  entered 
into  with  His  Eminence  for  continued  use  of  the  present  North  ^''Branch  Library 
building  pending  the  completion  of  a  new  building.  He  stated  that  the  architect 
chosen  for  this  building,  Carl  Koch  and  Associates,  is  proceeding  with  the  plans 
for  the  new  building. 

He  reported  further  that  the  sale  of  the  West  End  Branch  Library  tmilding 
to  the  First  Methodist  Church  had  been  approved  and  that  transfer  papers  will_^« 
drawn  within  the  next  two  to  three  weeks.  He  called  to  the  attenUon  of  the  Board 
t^rthe  Church  does  not  plan  to  occupy  it  for  the  next  year  and  that  the  Beacon 
Hill  Nursery  School  has  made  an  arrangement  with  the  Church  to  occupy  ^^e  build- 
ing during  this  period.  He  stated  that  until  the  transfer  takes  place  the  Library 
has  agreed  to  allow  the  Beacon  Hill  Nursery  School  to  make  certain  changes  pre- 
liminary to  its  occupancy  of  the  building  and  that  the  School  is  to  assume  the 
eSns7of  the  watchman  service  enployed  by  the  Ubrary.  He  stated  further  that 
^Eugene  Kennedy,  of  the  firm  of  Maginnis,  Walsh,  and  Kennedy,  is  now  making 
sketches  for  the  new  library  building  which  he  expects  to  have  ready  in  October. 

The  Chief  Librarian  of  the  Division  of  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services 
reported  that  following  the  opening  of  the  new  Roslindale  Branch  Library  on 
September  l5,  circulation  of  books  and  recordings  had  increased  enormously  as 
had  been  expected  and  that  the  circulation  on  the  first  day  had  ^sen  to  2,711 
books  as  co^ared  with  a  typical  day  of  600  books  or  a  large  day  of  900  books. 

The  Director  requested  that  consideration  of  the  next  steps  in  the  re- 
placement of  the  glass  flooring  in  the  Annex  to  the  Central  ^'Ji^^f-^  ^^J^^f  ?!,^^ 
deferred  until  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  on  the  following  Friday 
and  it  was  so  agreed. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  budget  estimates  for  the  Ubrary  must  be 
submitted  one  month  earlier  this  year,  on  October  1st.  He  stated  that  the  Library 
had  submitted  estimates  in  the  amount  of  $U,200,000.  in  the  preceding  year,  that 
the  amount  allowed  had  been  $3,^00,000.,  and  that  the  estimates  now  before  the 
Board  for  consideration  were  in  the  amount  of  $3,900,000. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  then  reported  on  the  budgeting 
for  personnel,  that  the  amount  of  $2,761,000.  was  being  requested  for  full-time, 
$200,000.  for  part-time,  and  $^0,000.  for  overtime,  which  would  provide  for 
restoration  of  all  Library  services  to  those  in  effect  two  years  before  including 
the  Hospital  Ubrary  Service  to  be  restored  in  1962,  with  the  exception  of  res- 
toration of  the  discontinued  West  End  Branch  Ubrary  and  School  Issue  Department. 
He  stated  that  in  this  sum  was  included  a  provision  of  $15,000.  for  increases  to 
the  Civil  Service  groi^  of  en9)loyees  who  were  not  included  in  the  salary  adjust- 
ments of  the  current  year  and  $25,000.  for  the  regular  step  rate  increases. 

The  Director  reported  that  a  budget  of  $UlO,000.  was  being  included  for 
purchase  of  books,  that  $270,000.  had  been  allowed  for  1961. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  reporting  on  th« 
equipment  account,  stated  that  for  the  past  four  years  there  had  been  no  allowance 
for  equipment  other  than  bodes  and  that  there  was  now  being  included  an  amount 
of  $63,000.  for  such  e3q)enditure. 
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The  Director  pointed  out  that  it  had  not  been  possible  to  take  into 
account  in  connection  with  preparation  of  the  budget  monies  to  be  ^^ Jf  ^^^^^^  J .  , . 
result  of  state  aid,  that  the  matter  is  still  under  discussion,  and  that  no  definite 
budget  allocation  has  been  received  to  date.  He  stated  that  it  was  expected  that 
by  the  time  the  budget  comes  up  for  consideration  by  the  City  Council  some  con- 
crete information  may  be  available  and  that  it  was  hoped  that  there  would  be  pro- 
vided funds  for  personal  service  and  for  reference  service. 

Following  discussion,  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  Director  prepare  the  preliminary  estimates  for  the 

budget  for  1962  as  discussed  by  the  Board  at  this  meeting  and 
that  the  Director  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  proceed  with 
presentation  of  these  budget  estimates  to  the  Administrative 
Services  Division. 

The  President  suggested  that  a  preliminary  conference  on  the  budget  with 
the  Director  of  Administrative  Services  and  his  budgetary  associates  Pr^^f/o  ^^« 
actual  submission  of  the  budget,  as  had  been  done  the  preceding  year,  might  be 
advisable.  The  Director  was  requested  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  such 
a  conference  at  which  the  President  and  Vice  President  would  be  present. 

The  Director  reported  on  the  status  of  the  Extraordinary  Repairs  Loan 
Order  that  the  first  reading  by  the  City  Council  had  taken  place  on  the  preceding 
Monday,  and  that  it  was  expected  that  it  might  be  approved  in  approximately  t.hree 

weeks* 

The  Director  reported  in  respect  to  the  appointment  of  Frank  W.  Buxton 
as  Trustee,  Emeritus,  that  there  had  appeared  in  the  City  Record,  an  item  con- 
cerning a  letter  from  the  Mayor  to  Mr  Buxton  in  appreciation  of  his  years  of 
service  as  a  Trustee  and  mentioning  that  he  had  suggested  to  the  Trustees  that 
they  designate  Mr  Buston  as  Trustee,  Eineritus,  In  view  of  the  fact  that  any  appoint- 
ment  of  a  Trustee  must  be  made  by  the  Mayor  there  was  questioned  the  designation 
by  the  Board  of  a  Trustee,  Emeritus.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Director  should  draft 
a  suitable  letter  in  respect  to  such  an  appointment  for  the  President  to  use  in  a 
further  talk  with  His  Honor  the  Mayor. 

Msgr  Murray  then  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  a  draft  of  a 
minute  on  the  services  of  Mr  Buxton,  as  had  been  requested  by  the  Board,  and  on

Circular  Letter  No.  17  from  the  Mayor's  Office  was  read  and  ordered  placed 
on  file. 

The  Chairman  of  the  several  Standing  Committees  reported  on  the  activities 
of  their  CoitBiittees  since  the  preceding  meeting. 

The   Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  being  absent,  the  Director  re- 
ported on  the  activities  of  the  Committee  which  had  met  on  September  29.  He  stated 
that  the  Gulf  Oil  gas  station  on  its  own  initiative  had  moved  a  sign  that  was  next 
to  the  Roslindale  Branch  Library,  to  which  there  had  been  objection,  before  there 
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had  been  opportunity  to  approach  it  in  the  matter.  He  reported  that  when  funds 
become  available  from  the  Extraordinary  Repairs  Loan  the  possibility  of  in- 
creasing the  capacity  of  the  heavily-used  elevator  at  the  Blagden  Street  entrance 
was  to  be  investigated.  He  stated  that  the  Loan  Order  had  been  passed  by  the 
City  Council,  that  it  must  go  through  a  waiting  period  of  twenty  days,  and  there- 
after that  it  must  finally  be  approved  by  the  Emergency  Finance  Board  of  the  State, 
after  which  it  would  be  available  for  use.  He  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
considered  further  the  replacement  of  the  glass  floor  panels  in  the  Annex  build- 
ing and  as  a  result  was  now  recommending  to  the  Board  that  the  glass  floor  panels 
be  replaced  with  a  permanent  flooring  panel  combination  of  plywood,  steel,  and 
linoleum,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  approximately  $65,000.,  and,  if  the  recommen- 
dation is  adopted,  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Mayor  in  detailed  explanation  of 
the  re-evaluation  of  the  type  of  flooring  by  the  Trustees.  The  Director  reported 
that  the  Committee  had  authorized  him  to  proceed  to  negotiate  with  Parking 
Associates,  or  other  similar  concerns,  relative  to  undertaking  the  demolition  of 
the  buildings  at  the  comer  of  Blagden  and  Exeter  Streets  within  the  framework 
of  the  original  proposal  for  this,  the  results  of  said  negotiations  to  be  re- 
ported back  to  the  Committee  on  Buildings.  He  stated  that  negotiations  were 
awaiting  the  results  of  bids  to  be  submitted  on  demolition.  He  stated  that  no 
report  on  the  findings  of  the  investigation  of  the  water  level  in  Copley  Square 
having  been  received  to  date  from  the  Sewer  Department,  the  Director  was  asked 
to  apply  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  for  a  report.  He  stated  that  the 
Committee  had  considered  proposals  submitted  for  a  capital  budget  for  the  Library 
for  I962-I967  and  that  the  Director  had  been  authorized  to  submit  said  proposals 
to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  but  with  the  addition  of  $2,000,000  in 
four  separate  years  for  enlargement  of  the  Central  Library  building.  The  Director 
reported  in  the  matter  of  a  retaining  wall  at  the  Roslindale  Branch  Library,  laid 
on  the  table  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  that  it  had  been  reconsidered  by 
the  Committee  in  terms  of  a  letter  from  the  architect  approving  its  construction 
and  has  been  approved  as  an  Extra  Order,  to  be  issued  in  the  sura  of  $3,03li.U6  to 
S.  Volpe  and  Coir5)any,  Inc. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  as  made  by  the  Director  was  accepted  and  the 
action  taken  to  approve  an  Extra  Order  in  the  sura  of  $3j03U.U6  to  S.  Volpe  and 
Company,  Inc.  confirmed. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  stated  that  there  had  been  no 
meetings  of  the  Committee  since  the  preceding  meeting  of  the  Board. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Personnel,  the  Director 
reported  that  the  Committee  had  met  on  October  6,  1961,  and  considered  job 
classification,  revision  of  Civil  Service  salary  schedules  and  had  heard  reports 
on  recruiting  for  vacancies  in  key  positions,  the  attention  being  given  by 
reseiu'ch  groups  to  accurate  job  delineation  between  professional  and  non-pro- 
fessional activities,  current  status  of  the  Staff  Handbook,  Hurricane  Esther 
closing  procedures. 

He  stated  that  it  had  been  the  sense  of  the  Committee  at  its  neeting 
that  it  approved  in  principle  the  salary  revision  proposal  for  the  Civil  Service 
enployees  as  presented;  also  that  the  Committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Library  should  not  be  included  in  the  present  survey  of  personnel  being  under- 
taken by  the  City.  The  Committee  had  requested  that  the  Director  make  arrange- 
ments for  a  visit  by  the  Trustees  and  their  wives  to  the  Rare  Bo<^  Department 
on  November  23,  1961,  to  be  followed  by  a  dinner,  and  further  that,  if  possible, 
he  arrange  for  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  with  Mr  Verner  Clapp,  Director  of  the 
Council  of  National  Library  Resources,  to  discuss  automation  and  electronic 
applications  to  library  operations,  but  that  such  meeting  had  had  to  be  post- 
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poned  because  of  Mr  Clapp's  absence  from  the  country.  In  regard  to  the  policy  in 
respect  to  closing  the  Library  when  there  are  serious  storms,  it  was  agreed  ^at 
an  improved  means  of  communication  to  members  of  the  staff  was  to  be  established 
on  or  before  December  1  to  provide  for  their  notification  in  such  event. 

A  further  matter  outside  the  usual  routine  of  the  Committee  had  been 
acted  upon,  namely  that  it  had  approved  the  award  of  a  contract  for  1962  to 
Herman  Goldberger  Agency,  Inc.,  76  Atherton  Street,  Boston,  for  f^PP^i^J^g  P^^^^^^'  ^ 
clas  and  serials  and  for  the  servicing  of  the  subscriptions  for  the  individual  items. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  as  made  by  the  Director  was  accepted  and,  on 
motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  and  hereby  is  confirmed  the  action  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Personnel  at  its  meeting  held  on  October  6  at  which 
all  members  of  the  Board  were  present  and  voting,  in  awarding 
the  contract  for  supplying  periodicals  and  serials  for  the 
year  1962  and  the  servicing  of  the  subscriptions  to  Herman 
Goldberger  Agency,  Inc.,  76  Atherton  Street,  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
in  the  total  amount  of  $1^,233.15. 

The  Chaiman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Relations  reported  that  the 
Committee  had  met  on  October  31  and  discussed  state  aid  to  libraries.  He  reported 
on  the  comments  of  the  budgetary  officials  of  the  City  at  the  recent  budget  con- 
ference in  respect  to  the  failure  of  the  City  to  receive  any  state  aid  to  date, 
while  at  the  same  time  it  is  receiving  $61,000.  less  in  state  income  tax  funds 
because  of  the  diversion  of  these  funds  to  the  state  aid  appropriation  of  the 
Commonwealth.  He  stated  that  the  Committee  had  discussed  the  problem  of  the  pres- 
ent regional  area  tentatively  allocated  to  Boston  by  the  Board  of  Library  Com- 
missioners  which  is  too  small  in  area  to  produce  on  a  per  capita  basis  sufficient 
funds  to  reimburse  Boston  for  reference  services  already  being  rendered  to  non- 
residents at  an  estimated  cost  of  $U60,000,  whereas  on  the  aforesaid  regional  area 
basis  the  Boston  area  was  to  receive  $^00,000  for  reference  services,  plus  sup- 
plemental public  library  services  to  be  rendered  to  cities  and  towns  of  the  area 
under  2^,000,  plus  additional  reference  and  telephone  reference  services  to  be 
required.  He  stated  that  the  Director  was  to  report  on  a  coming  conference  with 
a  member  of  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau  and  report  back  to  the  Board,  and  there- 
after to  arrange  to  meet  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners, 
and,  if  desirable,  after  this  meeting  to  arrange  for  a  further  conference  to  be 
attended  by  the  President,  Vice  President,  Director,  and  Assistant  Director  (for 
InformatiomX 

The  Director  reported  on  his  conference  with  Mr  Joseph  Baresi  of  the  staff 
of  the  Boston  Municipal  Research  Bureau.  He  stated  that  the  Bureau  had  made  a  study 
of  state  aid  and  the  implications  of  the  program  for  grants  as  scheduled  by  the 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  particularly  in  respect  to  the  situation  of  Boston 
which  to  date  had  received  no  state  aid  funds  and  in  1961  a  reduced  amount  of 
inconte  tax  funds  because  of  the  diversion  of  a  portion  of  these  funds  to  the  stat« 
aid  appropriation.  He  stated  that  a  blotter  on  this  study  was  scheduled  for  re- 
lease the  following  week. 

The  reaction  to  the  issuance  of  the  aforesaid  blotter  was  discussed. 
Mr  Canham  pointed  out  that  payment  over  to  the  City  in  the  current  year  of  some 
portion  of  the  funds  as  reimbursement  for  reference  services  already  being  rendered 
would  alleviate  some  of  the  criticisin.  The  Director  stated  that  the  funds  were 
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available  to  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  immediately  for  payment,  if  its 
plans  were  completely  crystallized,  but  that  he  was  certain  they  were  not  suf- 
ficiently advanced  to  make  specific  allocations  at  this  stage. 

The  consensus  of  the  meeting  was  that  the  Director  should  request  the 
Boston  Municipal  Research  Bureau  to  delay  issuing  its  blotter  in  order  for  the 
Director  to  have  an  opportunity  to  acquaint  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Li- 
brary Commissioners  with  the  coming  release  and  ascertain  whether  there  is  any- 
thing that  can  be  done  to  meet  the  problem  of  the  Library  in  respect  to  Boston's 
financial  situation.  It  was  further  agreed  that  if  no  solution  is  forthcoming, 
before  a  final  decision  is  promulgated  by  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  a 
meeting  be  arranged  with  representatives  of  that  Board  and  the  President  and 
Vice  President  of  the  Library  Board. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services 
reported  that  the  Committee  had  met  on  October  20.  He  stated  that  the  Committee 
was  recommending  to  the  Board  approval  of  the  capital  improvement  program  for 
the  Branch  Libraries  for  1962  as  submitted  to  the  Committee  at  its  meeting*  He 
reported  that  the  Committee  had  considered  also  a  program  for  modernization  of 
the  existing  branch  libraries  with  funds  to  be  made  available  in  the  Extra- 
ordinary Repairs  Loan;  that  it  had  received  a  report  on  Saturday  branch  library 
opening  in  the  negative  and  had  been  informed  of  the  progress  in  resumption  of 
printing  of  certain  major  book  lists.  He  stated  that  it  had  been  the  Committee's 
recommendation  that  alternative  reproducing  methods  for  book  lists  be  explored, 
in  view  of  the  forthcoming  availability  of  funds  for  equipment  in  the  Equipment 
Loan.  He  stated  that  the  Committee  had  considered  and  was  recommending  to  the 
Board  Library  participation  in  sponsorship  of  VCBH  programs.  He  reported  that 
the  work  of  assembling  the  book  stock  for  the  Hospital  Library  Service  was  to  be 
commenced  shortly  by  some  of  its  former  staff  in  anticipation  of  its  reopening 
in  January  1962. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services  re- 
ported that  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  had  been  held  on  November  1.  He  stated 
that  a  further  report  was  to  be  made  to  the  Board  in  respect  to  the  proposed 
transfer  to  the  new  united  Boston  Medical  Library  and  Harvard  Medical  School 
Library  of  the  old  medical  books  of  the  Library  now  on  deposit  with  the  Boston 
Medical  Library.  In  connection  with  this  proposed  transfer  a  study  was  to  be 
made  of  the  Library's  collections  to  assure  adequate  coverage  in  the  fields  of 
current  medical  and  allied  literature,  such  as  the  field  of  psychiatry.  The 
Committee  had  suggested  an  investigation  of  the  interchange  of  less-used  book 
collections  housed  in  the  stacks  with  those  much-used  book  collections  presently 
immobilized  in  the  closed  stacks  of  the  Annex,  especially  the  Science  and  Tech- 
nology, to  provide  needed  reference  service  pending  replacement  of  the  glass 
floor  panels. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  budget  estimates  for  1962  had  been  trcuis- 
mitted  to  the  Administrative  Services  Department  in  accordance  with  instructions 
from  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  should  now  be  confimed. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  adopted  budget  estimates  for  19^  to  be  covered 
by  appropriations  from  the  City  of  Boston  as  set  forth  in  the

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The  President  reported  that  at  the  recent  meeting  on  the  budget  for  1962 
held  with  representatives  of  the  General  Administrative  Services  Mr  Henry  A, 
Scagnoli,  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  had  taken  the  Library  represen- 
tatives to  task  for  the  salary  adjustments  instituted  by  the  Trustees  in  1961, 
indicating  that  some  of  the  salaries  immediately  below  that  of  the  Director  were 
at  a  level  higher  than  those  of  some  other  City  Department  Heads,  The  President 
reported  that  he  had  stated  the  Trustees'  position  was  that  the  salary  adjust- 
ments were  proper,  that  the  individuals  were  entitled  to  receive  them,  and  that 
the  Trustees  felt  very  strongly  about  this  and  would  prefer  to  reduce  services 
rather  than  pay  inadequate  salaries,  llie  President  stated  that  he  was  bringing 
this  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  because  the  Trustees  may  be  challenged  on  this 
when  the  budget  is  before  the  City  Council. 

The  Director  reported  that  if  agreeable  to  the  Board  arrangements  would 
be  made  for  a  conference  of  the  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  Board  with 
Msgr  Francis  J.  Lally,  Chairman  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  and  its 
Director,  Mr  Edward  J,  Logue,  to  discuss  future  redevelopment  plans  as  they  affect 
branch  library  building  programs  for  the  1962-1967  capital  budget. 

Ihe  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Board  the  difficulties  being  experienced  in  processing  through  channels  at 
City  Hall  contracts,  and  similar  matters.  The  President  stated  that  he  would  make 
inquiry  in  the  matter. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  annual  checking  by  the  Library's  consulting 
engineers  of  the  levels  of  the  Central  Library  building  indicated  that  the  levels 
are  satisfactory.  He  stated  that  this  must  be  done  periodically  because  of  the 
settlement  in  this  filled-in  area  and  that  the  present  report  indicates  no  problem 
of  centrallized  settlement  in  any  one  of  the  walls. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Extraordinary  Repairs  Loan  was  progressing 
through  channels  and  was  now  before  the  Bpfiergency  Finance  Board,

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  reported  that  the  name 
of  the  architectural  firm  employed  to  design  the  new  North  End  Branch  Library 
had  been  incorrect  in  the  vote  of  appointment  taken  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
on  June  17,  I960,  and  that  the  Law  Department  had  advised  that  the  minutes  be 
corrected  to  r^ad  "Carl  Koch  &  Associates,  Inc."

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  the  Director 
reported  that  the  Committee  had  met  on  November  10,  1961. 

The  Director  reported  on  matters  taken  up  by  the  Committee,  stating  that 
the  Committee  had  deferred  consideration  of  the  plan  submitted  for  the  new  West 
ErKi  Branch  Library,  pending  the  coming  conference  with  its  architect,  Mr  Eugene  P. 
Kennedy  of  the  firm  of  Maginnis  and  Walsh  and  Kennedy,  that  the  Director  was  to 
arrange  a  conference  with  certain  officers  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
and  the  Library  Board  on  capital  budget  planning  for  the  branch  libraries,  that 
the  Committee  had  considered  space  problems  and  possible  solutions  for  the  Cen- 
tral Library  building  and  had  requested  the  Director  to  proceed  as  soon  as 
possible  with  further  alteration  explorations,  with  any  incidental  e^qpense 
therefor  to  be  charged  to  the  Benton  Building  Fund. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  Committee  had  been  brought  up  to  date  on  the 
publicity  in  the  press  since  the  Board  meeting  of  November  3  relative  to  the 
position  of  Boston  in  respect  to  state  aid  and  on  his  conferences  with  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners.  He  stated  that  the  Committee  meeting 
had  been  attended  by  Messrs  Slavet  ^d  Barresi,  of  the  Boston  Municipal  Research 
Rireau,  whose  blotter  on  state  aid  and  Boston  had  sparked  the  publicity. 

The  Director  stated  that  there  had  been  no  meeting  of  the  Finance 
Committee  since  the  preceding  meeting. 

Ihe  President  reported  that  at  the  conference  arranged  in  connection 
with  capital  planning  for  branch  libraries  wito  representatives  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  Messrs  Edward  J.  Logue  and  Roy  Rothermel  had  represented 
the  Authority  in  the  absence  from  the  city  of  Msgr  Francis  J.  Lally.  He  stated 
that  interest  on  their  part  was  in  a  branch  library  program  rather  than  in  the 
possibility  of  an  addition  to  the  Central  Library,  the  need  for  which  had  been 
brought  to  their  attention.  He  stated  that  the  possibility  of  a  branch  library 
in  either  the  Washington  Park  or  Grove  Hall  area  had  been  discussed.  He  stated 
that  Mr  Rothermel  was  undertaking  development  of  improved  procedures  for  the 
City  and  that  Mr  Rothermel  is  consulting  witJi  cerUln  City  Department  Heads, 
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including  the  Director  of  the  Library.  He  stated  that  a  very  good  relationship 
with  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  was  being  established. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Personnel  stated  that  the  Committee 
had  met  on  December  7,  1961.  He  stated  that  the  Committee  had  approved  explor- 
ation of  a  change  in  format  of  the  routine  report  on  personnel  to  the  Trustees 
to  a  summary  but  more  comprehensive  form  of  report.  It  further  had  heard  a 
progress  report  on  the  classification  and  evaluation  study  of  personnel,  a  report 
on  storm  closing  policy,  a  report  on  the  pre-employment  physical  examination 
system  for  employees  established  by  the  City,  and  a  report  on  turnover  in  per- 
sonnel. He  stated  that  representatives  of  the  Civil  Service  employees   m  the 
Library  had  presented  their  reactions  to  the  proposed  revision  of  grades  for 
certain  Clerical  and  Mechanical  Service  groups. 

The  Chairman  reported  that  at  this  sane  meeting,  a  quorum  of  the  Trustees 
being  present,  action  had  been  taken  to  award  certain  contracts  and  that  the 
action  taken  should  be  confirmed  at  the  present  Board  meeting. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  confirmed  the  action  of  the  Committee  on  Per- 
sonnel at  its  meeting  of  December  7,  1961,  in  awarding  a 
contract  to  Duncan  Contracting  Co.,  Inc.,  Ih8  Pearl  Street, 
Somerville  16,   Massachusetts,  in  the  amount  of  $39,188,00, 
for  removal  of  existing  glass  floors  and  furnishing  and 
installing  new  prefabricated  panel  type  floors  on  3rd,  Uth, 
5th,  and  6th  floors  of  the  Annex  building. 

VOTED:  that  there  be  confirmed  the  action  of  the  Committee  on 

Personnel  at  its  meeting  on  December  7,  1961,  in  entering 
into  a  contract  with  Gilbert  Small  &  Co.,  Inc.,  10  State 
Street,  Boston,  for  engineering  services,  subject  to  the 
terms,  agreements,  and  conditions  set  forth  in  said  contract, 

VOTED:  that  there  be  confirmed  the  action  of  the  Coimnittee  on  Per- 
sonnel at  its  meeting  on  December  7,  1961,  in  entering  into 
a  contract  with  the  Addressograph-Multi graph  Corporation, 
221  Columbus  Avenue,  Boston,  for  the  purchase  of  one  model 
1275W  Multigraph-Multilith  Tandem  Model  Duplicator  and  related 
equipncnt  as  specified  in  the  specifications  in  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  $6,U60.55« 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  presented  the  proposed  schedule 
of  grade  levels  for  the  Clerical  and  Mechanical  Service  employees  as  submitted 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Personnel  Committee  at  which  representatives  of  the  group 
had  been  present,  recowmending  its  adoption,  at  an  annual  cost  of  approximately 
$15,000.  The  Director  stated  tdiat  this  was  not  a  fundamental  change  in  salary 
scale,  but  a  correction  in  certain  inequities,  as  had  been  done  for  the  biblio- 
thecal  group  in  the  preceding  year. 

Following  discussion,  on  motion  duly  made  and  secoi^ed,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  effective  at  the  discretion  of  the  Director,  there 

be  and  hereby  is  adopted  a  revised  schedule  of  grade  levels 
for  employees  in  the  Clerical  and  Mechanical  Service,  as 
presented  at  this  meeting. 
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The  Director  reported  that  the  Coimnittee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community 
Services  had  not  met  since  the  preceding  meeting.  He  reported  that  the  Committee 
was  scheduled  to  meet  on  January  26,  but  that  the  Library  officers  would  be  en- 
gaged at  that  time  on  the  personnel  classification  evaluation  project.  He 
stated  that,  if  agreeable  to  the  Committee,  he  would  arrange  for  a  later  meeting 
of  the  Committee,  and  it  was  so  agreed. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services  re- 
ported that  the  Committee  had  met  on  December  15,  1961.  He  stated  that  the 
Committee  had  been  informed  that  the  situation  in  respect  to  ^;ate  aid  had 
changed  and  that  there  was  to  be  established  a  single  Eastern  Region  with  three 
sections,  with  the  Boston  Public  Library  to  operate  the  entire  project.  He 
stated  that  the  Committee  had  received  a  progress  report  on  recruiting  for  key 
positions  in  both  the  Division  of  Library  Business  Operations  and  of  Reference 
and  Research  Services,  a  report  that  current  collections  of  science  books  were 
being  transferred  from  the  immobilized  stack  areas  to  the  bookstacks  of  the 
Main  building  and  other  less-used  materials  being  transferred  to  the  closed  stack 
area,  a  report  that  the  Public  Catalog  was  now  in  operation  in  its  new  quarters 
in  the  Abbey  Room  and  adjacent  area,  a  report  on  the  progress  made  by  the  Staff 
Improvement  Council  of  Student  Use  of  the  Central  Library  as  rendered  in  its 
report,  and  a  report  on  the  work  of  the  Staff  Improvement  Council  on  Book  De- 
livery Service  toward  improvement  of  delivery  of  books,  particularly  in  respect 
to  use  of  collections  belonging  to  the  Division  of  Home  Reading  and  Community 
Services,  but  functioning  within  the  Central  Library  building. 

He  reported  that  at  this  same  meeting  the  Committee  had  met  with  the 
architect  of  the  new  West  End  Branch  Library,  and  as  a  result  the  Director  was 
to  explore  the  possibility  of  acquiring  30  additional  feet  for  the  plot  and  to 
inquire  about  the  plans  drawn  for  the  proposed  shopping  area  on  one  side. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  reported  that  he  had 
made  inquiry  and  had  been  informed  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  have  the 
plot  increased  in  size  by  30  feet.  He  stated  that  inquiry  had  indicated  that 
plans  for  the  shopping  area  had  not  been  cleared,  that  he  understood  that  the 
latest  plan  called  for  a  horse-shoe  shaped  building  with  center  parking,  but 
that  nothing  was  definitely  settled.  The  Ass:i  stant  Director  (for  General 
Administration)  was  requested  to  again  approach  the  Executive  Director  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  Mr  Kane  Simonian,  in  the  matter  of  steps  that 
might  be  taken  toward  acquiring  the  additional  30  feet. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  had  sent 
a  communication  requesting  that  t^e  Boston  Public  Library  submit  budget  proposals 
for  operation  of  the  entire  Eastern  Region  for  the  meeting  of  the  Commissioners 
to  be  held  on  Febriiary  6,  with  separate  schedules  for  northeast,  southeast,  and 
metropolitan  Boston,  He  stated  that  the  Commissioners  had  changed  the  budget 
allocations  between  the  two  types  of  service,  reference  and  supplementary.  He 
stated  that  he  had  conferred  with  Boston  Mnnicipal  Research  Bureau  personnel  and 
with  Mr  William  H.  Kerr,  of  the  Law  Department,  aivi  that  they  w«re  of  the 
opinion  that  state  aid  funds  would  have  to  be  paid  into  the  City  and  that  the 
Library  would  have  to  obtain  its  state  aid  funds  for  additional  services  th© 
Library  will  have  to  undertake  from  the  City  by  appropriation  in  a  supplementary 
budget  presentation. 

The  Director  announced  the  death  of  the  Deputy  Supervisor  in  Charge  of 
Work  with  Children,  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Gordon,  on  December  28,  1961. 
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ThB  Dlreetor  reported  that  tests  of  the  floor  panels  to  be  used  by  the 
The  '*'^^°;°'^.'^*P°i^,°  ri-ig  in  the  floors  of  the  Annex  building  had  had 
trl^ef  ^c?fIcaUons  o?  foS'tSrnre  Dejartaent  and  Building  Department  and 
tLrbothTfttese  Apartments  had  this  day  given  their  approval  for  use  of  the 
selected  prefabricated  panels. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  reported  on  the 
Extraordinary  Repairs  Loan  that  $800,000  had  been  requested,  that  $700,000  had  been 
Sprov^  ?S^^nclusion  in  the  loan  order,  but  that  the  Ubrary  ^ad  n^  been^in^ 
appiu  c     ^^  allocated  to  it.

The  President  inquired  concerning  the  policy  of  the  Ubrary  in  respect 
to  a  resolution  on  the  services  of  an  employee  who  has  passed  away  for  sending 
to  his  fainily.  He  stated  that  such  a  resolution  is  an  effective  means  ^or  an 
organization  to  express  its  loss  of  a  long  time  employee  and  can  be  ^'^ans^tted 
to  the  family  of  the  deceased  to  whom  it  means  a  great  deal.   It  was  agreed  that 
an  appropriate  resolution  marking  the  service  of  an  individual  to  the  Library 
should  be  taken  for  those  who  pass  away  ^o  have  been  employed  by  the  Library  for 
twenty-five  years  or  more.  The  Director  was  requested  to  draft  a  suitable  resolu- 
tion  on  the  services  of  the  late  Aaron  A.  Starr  and  send  to  Mrs  Starr. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice  in  the  matter  of  signing  payrolls, 
on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  22  of  Chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  1961  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  or  upon  his  dele- 
gation, John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  Director,  or  Elizabeth  B, 
Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Secretary  of  the 
Trustees,  or  Ervin  J.  Gaines,  Assistant  Director,  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Ubrary  in  represen- 
tation of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four  weeks 
from  April  l6,  1962. 

VOTED:   that  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  22  of  Chapter  3  of  the  flevised  Or- 
dinances of  1961  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  or  upon  his  dele- 
gation, John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  Director,  or  Elizabeth  B. 
Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Secretary  of  the 
Trustees,  or  Ervin  J.  Gaines,  Assistant  Director,  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Library  in  represen- 
tation of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four  weeks 
from  May  Ih,   1962. 

VOTED:  that  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  22  of  Chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  1961  Milton  E.  Lord,  Director,  or  upon  his  dele- 
gation, John  J.  Connolly,  Assistant  Director,  or  Elizabeth  B. 
Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Secretary  of  the 
Trustees,  or  Ervin  J.  Gaines,  Assistant  Director,  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls  of  the  Library  in  represen- 
tation of  the  Trustees  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four  weeks 
from  June  11,  1962. 

Circular  Letters  Nos.  2,  3,  and  U  from  the  Mayor's  Office  were  read  and 
ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Director  reported  for  the  Buildings  Committee  that  since  the  meeting 
on  last  Friday  there  had  been  a  second  conference  with  the  architects  of  the  new 
North  End  Branch  Library,  and  that  the  architects  anticipated  that  ttey  would  be 
prepared  to  discuss  in  early  April  plans  and  elevations  for  the  building.  He 
reported  further  concerning  the  West  End  Branch  Library  that  the  matter  of  the 
placing  of  the  building  in  relation  to  adjacent  buildings  of  the  proposed  shopping 
area  had  been  discussed  with  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  Mr  Kane  Simonian.  He  stated  that  Mr  Slmonian  had  stated  that  the  land 
between  the  Harrison  Gray  Otis  House  and  the  proposed  Ubrary  building  might  be 
turned  over  to  the  Library  as  a  passageway  to  the  rear,  and  as  much  land  on  the 
other  side  if  desired  by  the  Library,  and  that  he  would  talk  with  the  planning 
survey  people  in  the  matter  of  a  study  of  the  entire  approach  to  the  new  Govern- 
ment Center  and  the  buildings  in  the  area,  giving  priority  of  attention  to  the 
Library. 
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Msgr  Murray  reported  that  the  objectionable  electric  light  poles  in 
front  of  the  Roslindale  Branch  Library  building  had  been  removed  by  the  Boston 
Edison  Conpany. 

There  was  also  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  episodes  resulting 
from  the  location  of  a  branch  library  in  a  City  area  with  a  definite  behavior 
problem,  namely,  the  Memorial  Branch  Library.  The  Chief  Librarian  of  the  Home 
Reading  and  Comm'onity  Services  Division  stated  that  a  young  boy  working  part  time 
.at  that  Library  was  struck  down  by  three  unknown  youths  as  he  left  wark  after 
^:30  p.m.  and  had  required  hospitalization.  He  stated  that  members  of  the  staff 
of  this  unit  exercised  care  in  leaving  so  as  to  avoid  incidents  and  that  the 
branch  library  was  operated  on  a  special  schedule  of  daily  500  closing  because 
of  the  neighboi^hood  situation. 

The  President  stated  that  the  Library  needs  to  protects  its  personnel, 
perhaps  through  means  of  police  protection  to  transportation  terminal,  that  the 
method  might  be  an  approach  to  the  new  Police  Commissioner,  which  might  also  have 
a  salutory  effect  on  encouraging  the  neighborhood  to  use  the  branch  library  more 
frequently. 

Msgr  Murray  queried  whether  with  daily  evening  closing  the  Library  was 
discharging  its  responsibility  entirely  to  those  attempting  to  in5)rove  them- 
selves in  this  underprivileged  neighborhood. 

The  Chief  Librarian  commented  in  respect  to  restricted  service  that  he 
believed  figures  could  be  produced  to  show  that  the  people  of  the  neighborhood 
do  not  venture  out  on  the  streets  at  night.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Chief  Li- 
brarian should  explore  further  means  of  assuring  protection  to  the  staff. 

The  Director  stated  that  there  had  been  no  meeting  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee since  the  preceding  meeting  and  that  such  action  as  had  been  necessary 
had  been  transacted  by  mail  ballot  and  had  been  confirmed  above. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  reported  on  the  matter  of  the 
request  in  December  1961  from  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Bookbinders  and 
from  the  Bindery  Women's  Local  56  of  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Bookbinders 
for  revision  of  wage  scales  for  members  of  the  Binding  Department.  He  stated 
that  these  new  rates  have  been  put  into  effect  at  the  City  Printing  Plant  retro- 
actively to  the  preceding  August,  that  the  new  schedule,  if  put  into  effect  in 
the  Library,  would  eventually  increase  the  rates  for  the  men  by  approximately 
$10.  and  for  the  women  by  $5.,  and  that  in  addition  the  fringe  benefits  already 
enjoyed  by  this  Library  group  were  greater  than  those  prevailing  in  the  trade. 
He  pointed  out  that  adoption  of  these  rates  would  result  in  placing  the  wage 
level  of  this  Library  employee  group  even  further  out  of  line  %n.th  other  library 
skilled  trade  groups  than  at  present,  and  that  guidance  was  needed  from  the  Board. 
He  stated  that  the  City  plays  no  part  in  the  negotiations  by  the  trade  with  the 
unions  for  wage  rates,  but  thereafter  customarily  had  adopted  new  wage  scales 
when  established. 

The  President  suggested  that  a  study  of  the  wages  paid  by  the  Library 
and  b«»nefits  available  to  staff  as  compared  with  union  rates  and  fringe  benefits 
might  be  made  to  establish  relative  standing.  He  stated  that  the  points  to  be 
borne  in  mind  were  the  possibility  of  a  strike  with  picketing,  the  reaction  of 
the  staff  in  general  if  such  wage  scales  should  be  adopted,  and  the  resulting 
situation  should  the  new  scales  not  be  adopted. 
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The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  stated  that  any  discussion  of  the 
matter  with  the  Library  employees  had  been  deferred  until  the  situation  could  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Trustees  for  guidance. 

The  President  suggested  that  it  would  be  wise  to  seek  counsel  of  the  in- 
dividual who  advises  for  the  City  in  respect  to  labor  problems  and  thereafter,  when 
aware  of  the  rights  in  the  matter  of  discussion  with  employees,  to  inform  the 
e^loyees  of  the  Binding  Department,  if  such  is  proper,  that  the  imtter  would  have 
to  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Trustees. 

The  Assistant  Director  reported  that  he  would  consult  with  the  Law  Depart- 
ment before  proceeding  to  have  any  meetings  at  all,  and  that  in  the  meantime  the 
raises  for  this  group  as  proposed  would  be  held  in  abeyance. 

The  Board  so  agreed. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  reported  that  the  new  contract  for 
puard  and  patrol  protection  service  for  the  coming  year  was  to  include  provision 
of  a  guard  service  at  all  times  at  the  library  entrance  doors  as  a  deterrent  to  the 
increasing  book  losses.  This  extension  of  guard  service  coverage  will  mean  that 
the  existing  library  position  of  watchman  should  be  abolished  since  it  would  result 
in  the  City  paying  for  a  duplication  of  service.  He  stated  that  the  Law  Department 
had  been  consulted  informally  as  to  the  procedure  in  such  a  case  and  had  advised 
(1)  that  the  individual  be  offered  a  transfer  to  day  employment  on  the  custodial 
gtaff  of  the  Library,  (2)  that  if  this  should  not  be  acceptable  to  him,  the  Director 
of  Administrative  Services  be  requested  to  canvass  other  City  Departments  for 
openings  in  a  similar  position  to  which  the  individual  might  transfer,  and 
(3)  that,  failing  such  resolution  of  the  situation,  the  individual  be  tola  that  at 
their  meeting  on  May  11,  1962,  the  Trustees  will  consider  taking  action  to  abolish 
said  position  of  watchman  following  the  usual  procedures  of  protection  of  the 
individual's  rights  under  the  law  governing  Civil  Service  employees. 

The  President  suggested  that  there  be  obtained  from  the  Corporation  Counsel 
a  letter  setting  forth  formally  this  advice. 

The  Board  authorized  the  Assistant  Director  to  initiate  the  aforesaid 
steps  after  receipt  of  the  letter  from  the  Law  Department. 

The  Director  stated  that  no  other  meetings  of  Committees  had  been  held. 

The  Director  stated  that  on  March  20  the  Trustees  were  to  appear  at  a 
hearing  on  the  1962  budget  before  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance  of 
the  City  Council.  He  stated  that  the  state  aid  most  certainly  would  be  the  subject 
of  inquiry  from  the  City  Council  Committee  and  that  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  brief 
the  members  of  that  Committee  in  advance  of  the  hearing  as  to  the  status  of  state 
aid  in  respect  to  Boston.  The  Director  then  discussed  certain  aspects  of  the  budget 
as  allocated  in  the  Mayor ^s  presentation. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Law  Department  had  requested  that  the  Board 
take  action  to  assent  to  the  conveyance  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  its  new  owner  of 
the  property  formerly  housing  the  West  i-nd  Branch  Library,  that  such  action  had 
been  taken  by  the  Board  in  1961,  but  that  the  final  steps  of  the  transaction  had 
not  been  completed  in  1961,  and  therefore  it  was  necessary  to  have  action  taken 
again  to  be  of  the  current  year. 
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VOTED:  that  assent  is  hereby  given  to  the  conveyance  by  the  Mayor 

of  the  City  of  Boston  to  The  Trustees  of  the  First  Methodist 
Church  in  Boston  of  land  and  buildings  situated  on  the  north- 
erly side  of  Cambridge  Street,  Boston,  known  as  Lowell  Square 
and  West  Church,  being  dated  January  22,  1962. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  reported  that  the 
City's  fiscal  year  for  contractual  arrangements  was  April  through  March  31  and 
that  recommendation  for  award  of  these  annual  contracts  for  the  Library  was 
being  made  at  the  present  meeting.  He  then  submitted  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Board  those  proposals  submitted  as  a  result  of  public  advertising  as  follows, 
recommending  that  award  be  made  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder:

had  not  been  found  to  be  acceptable  to  the  Board;  and  that  he  had,  in  addition, 
devoted  many  hours  and  days  to  meetings  to  resolve  the  points  at  issue  to  speed 
the  establishment  of  the  service.  He  stated  that  the  absorption  of  so  much  of 
his  time  by  state  aid  was  preventing  the  accomplishment  of  many  of  the  important 
projects  of  the  Library  to  which  he  ought  to  be  giving  his  attention. 

The  Director  stated  that  following  his  report  of  the  situation  to  the 
President  a  letter  from  the  President  had  gone  to  the  Ohaiman  of  the  Board  of 
Library  Commissioners  in  respect  to  the  long  delay  in  implementation  of  regional 
library  service  in  the  area,  witJi  a  request  that  there  be  provided  a  reply  as  to 
the  Board's  intentions  In  respect  to  state  aid  in  time  for  the  present  meeting  of 
the  Trustees.  He  stated  that  a  reply  had  been  received  from  the  Chairman, 
Vir   Richard  Sullivan,  in  respect  to  the  action  of  his  Board  taken  at  its  meeting 
on  May  8,  in  which  it  had  voted  to  establish  a  single  Eastern  Region,  with  sub- 
sidiary Northeast,  Metropolitan  Boston,  and  Southeast  regions.  The  letter  had 
stated  that  an  allocation  of  $600,000  was  to  be  made  to  this  region  for  reference 
services,  at  least  $300,000  of  which  was  to  be  used  to  provide  new  services,  and 
that  the  Boston  Public  Library  with  the  assistance  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
a  newly  organized  Regional  Advisory  Council  for  the  Eastern  Region   was  to  draft 
a  plan  for  regional  service  for  the  Eastern  Region  for  submission  to  the  Board 
of  Library  Commissioners  at  its  meeting  on  June  6. 

The  TUrector  raised  the  question  whether  under  the  provisions  of  the 
law  the  inception  of  the  program  was  not  the  responsibility  of  the  Board  of  Li- 
brary Commissioners  from  whom  should  stem  library  leadership  for  the  state. 

Following  discussion,  the  Board  expressed  the  opinion  that  this  Library 
would  have  to  accept  this  responsibility  in  the  final  instance  and  that  the  Di- 
rector should  continue  his  efforts  to  attempt  to  arrive  at  an  acceptable  regional 
program  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  the  machinery  for  calling  together  the 
representatives  of  all  the  librarif^s  of  the  region,  selection  of  a  nominating 
committee  by  this  group,  to  be  followed  by  election  of  an  executive  committee  to 
carry  on  the  actual  woiic  of  drafting  a  plan,  was  time-consuming,  and  that  as  a 
consequence  a  new  plan  could  probably  not  be  ready  for  the  June  6  date  set  by  the 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners. 

The  Director  reported  on  the  status  of  the  proposed  new  branch  library 
buildings.  He  stated  in  respect  to  the  West  End  Branch  Library  that  arrangements 
of  buildings  along  the  approach  to  the  new  Government  Center  have  not  been  com- 
pleted by  the  architects  of  the  developers,  that  it  is  hoped  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  to  have  this  completed  by  the  first  of  June,  and  that  then 
the  Library  will  know  where  it  stands  in  relation  to  the  proposed  library  building 
fttting  into  the  plans  of  the  buildings  to  be  erected. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  reported  that  the 
Beacon  Hill  Association  was  much  impressed  with  the  Library's  proposed  building 
and  was  bringing  pressure  to  bear  to  modify  the  plan  for  the  shopping  center  that 
Is  to  h9   erected  next  to  the  West  End  ftranch  Library  to  bring  it  into  conformance 
with  the  proposed  new  buildings  of  the  area. 

The  Director  reported  that  inquiries  were  being  received  ft-om  West  End 
residents  as  to  when  ^m   building  was  to  be  erected. 
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In  respect  to  the  building  to  be  erected  in  the  North  End  the  I^ rector 
stated  that  the  architect  for  the  new  North  End  Branch  Library  had  submitted  re - 
;ised  plans  for  the  building  and  that  he  had  asked  the  architect,  Mr  Carl  Koch, 
to  come  to  the  meeting  to  present  his  plans  to  the  Trustees. 

There  then  came  before  the  Board  Mr  Carl  Koch  and  his  two  associates, 
Mr  Gardner  Ertman  and  Mr  Frederic  L.  Day,  Jr. 

Mr  Ertman  made  tJie  presentation,  with  drawings  of  the  exterior  and  interior 
plans,  after  which  questions  raised  by  the  Trustees  were  answered  by  Messrs  Koch, 
Ertman,  and  Day.  They  then  withdrew. 

The   Board  approve  the  preliminary  drawings  and  plans  for  the  new  North  End 
Branch  Library  as  submitted  by  Messrs  Koch  and  associates. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  reported  that  work  on 
the  replacement  of  the  glass  floors  in  the  Annex  had  at  last  begun.  He  stated  that 
the  flooring  of  the  Stack  3  level  had  been  removed  and  that  the  new  floor  panels 
should  S  in  place  by  the  close  of  the  following  week.  He  stated  that  the  work  had 
Sen  muc^  delayed  awaiting  Building  Commissioner  and  Fire  Depart^.ent  approval  of 
proposed  construction. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  for  1962  had 
now  been  passed  by  the  City  Council  and  that  the  Board  should  take  action  to  adopt 
its  1962  budget  in  terms  of  the  funds  appropriated  to  the  Library.

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The  Director  stated  that  it  had  been  anticipated  that  recommendations 
for  travel  grants  to  members  of  the  staff  for  attendance  at  the  annual  conference 
of  the  American  Library  Association  in  Miami  would  be  ready  for  action  at  the 
present  meeting,  but  that  these  would  have  to  be  delayed  until  the  next  meeting. 

Ihe  Director  stated  that  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Examining  Committee 
for  I96I-I962  had  been  sent  to  members  of  the  Board,  He  stated  that  the  Committee 
had  been  an  excellent  and  hard-working  one. 

The  suggestion  was  made  that  the  report  might  be  sent  to  members  of  the 
City  Council.  Mr  Parker  pointed  out  that,  if  this  were  done,  a  supplementary 
document  would  have  to  be  sent  commenting  on  the  reconHnendations  and  suggestions 
in  the  report. 

The  Director  stated  that  such  a  document  was  prepared  each  year  by  the 
staff  and  sent  to  the  members  of  the  Examining  Committee.

in  other  skilled  trades.  The  representatives  had  stated  in  reply  that  the  Trustees 
had  given  recognition  for  2$   years  to  the  Union  and  furthermore,  that  they  had 
appeared  before  the  Trustees.

He  further  reported 
on  the  expected  completion  of  the  book  inventory  project  during  the  summer,  the 
steps  being  taken  to  expedite  the  delivery  of  books  and  to  reduce  the  number  of 
non-deliverable  books,  the  provision  of  books  in  the  field  of  medicine  and  psychi- 
atry,  and  the  appointment  of  a  Curator  of  Fine  Arts.  The  Chairman  reported  to 
the  Board  that  the  main  recommendation  which  the  Committee  had  for  the  full  Board 
was  that  proposed  plans  for  state  aid  be  pursued  fully  and  vigorously.

He  reported  on  the  many  meetings  through- 
out the  region  which  he  had  had  to  attend,  stating  that  he  believed  that  it  had  been 
helpful  to  a  better  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  part  to  be  played  by  the 
Boston  Public  Library  in  such  a  program.  He  stated  that  this  effort  had  deferred 
attention  to  the  program  for  planning  the  Central  Library  expansion. 

The  Director  stated  that  inquiry  had  been  received  by  a  member  of  the  Board 
concerning  the  Library »s  procedure  in  respect  to  the  recently  publicly  advertised 
bidding  on  plastic  book  jacket  covers.  He  reported  that  the  inquiry  had  stemmed  from 
the  practice  of  bidding  on  an  item  manufactured  by  one  concern,  stating  that  this  was 
not  unusual  in  asking  for  competitive  bids  from  suppliers  of  an  article,  and,  further- 
more, that  wide  inquiry  of  other  institutions  indicated  that  the  article  specified  by 
the  Library  was  the  one  found  to  be  the  most  acceptable,  with  the  Worcester  Puolic 
Library  having  awarded  to  this  particular  firm  in  public  bidding  for  the  past  twelve 
years  a  contract  for  supplying  the  article  specified.  He  stated  that  a  close  study 
by  Library  officers  indicated  that  the  item  specified  had  superior  labor-saving 
features  in  installation.

He  stated  that  thirty-nine  meetings  had  been  held  in  seven  sub-regions;  that  a 
sub-regional  advisory  council  for  each,  made  up  of  the  chief  librarians  of  the 
constituent  cities  and  towns,  had  been  organized;  and  that  the  planning  committees 
appointed  for  each  sub-region  are  to  take  the  suggestions  made  in  questionnaires 
sent  out  to  each  library  unit  in  their  respective  areas  and  make  out  a  pro-am 
which  is  to  be  sul:»nitted  to  the  Eastern  Regional  Advisory  Council  for  drawing  up 
a  plan  for  the  overall  regional  library  service  before  a  contract  is  to  be  entered 
into. 

He  then  reported  on  the  reaction  to  this  activity,  stating  that  the 
Trustees  had  requested  him  to  go  to  the  "grass  roots",  as  had  been  requested  in 
turn  by  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  that  this  had  been  done,  that  he 
believed  that  this  close  association  with  the  individual  librarians  of  the  area 
had  been  good  both  for  the  image  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  and  that  of  its 
Director.  He  pointed  out  that  the  present  timetable  called  for  submission  of  a 
plan  for  the  overall  Eastern  Region,  as  approved  by  the  Eastern  Region^  Advisory- 
Council,  to  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  in  December  with  the  hope  that 
results  will  be  forthcoming  in  January  1963. 
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The  President  raised  the  question  of  whether  the  City  Council  did  not  have 
to  approve  any  plan  for  Boston  after  it  had  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Ubrary 
CoiTDTiissioners.  The  Director  stated  that  the  City  Council  would  have  to  approve  and 
that  it  was  aware  that  this  plan  would  be  forthcoming  and  that  the  money  to  operate 
the  program  would  have  to  be  first  advanced  by  the  City.  Mr  Canham  stated  that  it 
was  probably  not  the  time  to  seek  amendment  of  the  state  aid  legislation  taut  that 
it  was  the  impression  of  the  Trustees  that  certain  changes  should  be  made  in  the 
legislation. 

The  Director  stated  that  it  was  the  season  to  appoint  a  new  Examining  Com- 
mittee. He  then  reported  on  the  activity  of  the  preceding  Committee,  stating  that 
he  would  recommend  that  many  of  the  members  be  reappointed  in  addition  to  individuals 
whom  the  Board  wished  to  name  to  the  new  Committee.

Circular  Letters  No.  17,  18,  and  19  from  the  Mayor's  Office  were  read 
and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Director  reported  that  there  had  been  no  meetings  of  the  Buildings, 
Finance,  and  Public  Relations  Committees  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board, 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Personnel  reported  that  representatives 
of  the  Bookbinders'  Union  and  of  the  Binding  Departir^nt  had  been  heard  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Committee  on  October  l5  in  respect  to  wage  increases,  that  tlwy 
had  made  a  ver^'  dignified  presentation,  the  essence  of  which  was  that  the  Library 
bookbinders  had  receiv*»d  increases  in  accordance  with  t^ie  prevailing  wage  scale 
of  the  area  for  over  fifty  years,  that  this  had  not  been  done  in  the  present 
instance,  and  they  were  therefore  questioning  >*y  the  same  procedure  was  not 
being  followed.  He  stated  that  at  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing  the  representa- 
tives had  been  told  that  the  Committee  would  reserve  its  decision  in  the  matter. 

The  Board  discussed  the  next  step  to  be  taken  in  regard  to  adopting  the 
proposed  new  wige  scale  for  the  bookbinders.  Following  a  presentation  by  t*^ 
Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  in  respect  to  the  limitations  of  the  1962  bud- 
get  and  the  problem  that  there  are  other  members  of  the  staff  who  receiw  a  lesser 
weekly  salary  rate  than  the  minimum  wage  of  the  Binding  Etepartiwnt,  the  probabil- 
ity that  an  adjustment  can  be  made  in  salaries  of  this  group  in  connection  with 
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thp  oroDosed  salan-  increases  to  be  given  to  City  employees  in  1963,  and  the 
desiraS?  ty  oraPfordine  equal  treatent  to  all  the  employees,  it  «as  agreed  that 
.Mion  he  deferred  until  the  ne«  year  when  the  new  budget  is  in  operation.   It 
t«^?^ther  agreed  S^at  the  bookbinders  be  informed  that  the  matter  has  been 
"rioS  conSdered  by  the  Trustees,  and  that  action  that  «ould  be  satisfactory 
was  anticipated  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year. 

The  Committee  had  heard  a  report  on  the  area  of  study  of  the  staff  com- 
mittee on  eovernrr.ent  documents,  where  these  should  be  placed  and  catalogued,  on 
«,eproMef  of  insuring  that  the  current  fiction  that  with  the  passage  of  ti^e 
becomes  literature  is  transferred  to  the  permanent  reference  collections. 

Mr  Canham  called  attention  to  the  importance  also  of  retention  of  material 
that  provides  the  background  for  the  study  of  the  social  history  of  a  period. 

The  Chief  Librarian  of  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  stated  that  the 
problem  was  also  one  of  economics  and  was  being  studied  as  to  whether  it  would  be 
^ore  economical  to  purchase  single  copies  for  the  reference  ^^^f^^j-^^^^"  ^^. 
locate  and  remove  from  one  cat-alog  and  recatalog  in  another  collection  title,  pur- 
chased in  the  ariginal  instance  for  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services. 

Wr  Canhan  stated  that  in  spite  of  the  problem  of  increasing  size  of  book 
collections,  nevertheless  it  was  important  that  attention  be  given  that  the  New 
England  collection  should  include  as  many  titles  as  possible. 

The  -^airman  of  the  Committee  stated  that  it  had  heard  a  report  on  physical 
maintenance,  book  inventory,  missing  book  cards,  cleaning  of  took  stacks  -  on  a

He  stated  that  the  appointment  of  .John  Alden  as  Keeper  of  Hare  Books  and  Sinclair 
Witchings  as  Keeper  of  Prints  had  also  been  announced. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  reported  that  the  situation  in  respect 
to  the  abolition  of  a  Civil  Service  posiiicn  had  changed  that  the  individual  had 
accepted  transfer  to  the  Real  Property  Department,  and  that  the  transfer  was  to  be 
effective  as  of  this  day. 

The  Director  reported  on  the  water  table  situation  in  respect  to  the  Central 
Library  building  that  the  level  had  been  restored  by  the  recent  rain,  and  that  water 
was  ^ng  pumped  into  the  area  by  the  contractor  for  the  auditorium  for  the  City  in 
the  neighboring  area. 

The  Director  reported  on  capital  planning  as  discussed  in  a  conference  ^th 
officers  nf  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  stating  that  ii  was  proposed  to  buald 
a  second  branch  library  in  the  Washington  Park  area,  that  the  planning  envisaged  a 
schedule  of  all  library  buildings,  including  provision  for  enlargement  of  the  Cen- 
tral Library  building,  needed  over  a  period  of  1963-1970  a^  >^s  to  be  included  as 
a  cart  of  a  total  City  presentation  to  be  made  to  the  Federal  Government  for  funds. 
He  reported  that  the  representatives  of  the  Authority  had  requested  by  November  16 
word  as  to  whether  any  change  in  the  building  program  as  submitted  would  be  desired 
by  the  Library  and,  in  addition,  information  as  to  changes  desired  in  the  schedul- 
ing by  years.  The   Director  had  informed  them  that  the  Ubrary  had  only  begun  to 
approach  the  problem  of  Central  LiV>rary  expansion  and  could  not  have  an  answer  by 
that  date. 
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The  Board  discussed  the  programming  of  the  Central  Library  enlargement 
in  respect  to  timing  and  availability  of  funds.

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services  re- 
ported  that  the  Coimnittee  had  met  on  December  Ih,  1962,  at  which  time  the  great 
bulk  of  the  discussion  had  been  devoted  to  the  development  of  the  regional  li- 
brary  program  under  the  recently-enacted  s tat e-aid-to -libraries  legislation.

The  Director  made  the  report  for  the  meeting  of  the  Buildings  Coironittee 
held  on  January  11,  which  the  Chairman  had  been  unable  to  attend.  He  stat^  that 
the  Buildings  Comittee  had  met  with  the  Library's  consulting  architects,  Messrs 
Ames  and  Graves,  and  discussed  the  proposal  for  a  new  book  conveyor  ^s tern,  new 
stairway  at  the  Blagden  Street  entrance,  and  a  new  elevator,  as  well  as  storage 
problems.  He  reported  that  there  was  need  for  space  outside  the  Centjral  Library 
building  to  house  the   Mnding  Department  and  to  store  books  and  that  there  could 
be  combined  in  one  location  the  Binding  Department,  the  Bookmobile  operation,  arri 
the  School  Issue  operation,  preferably  in  an  area  that  is  a  lower  rental  district. 
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He  statpd  that  the  location  does  not  necessarily  have  to  be  close  to  the  Central 
Library,  but  must  be  close  to  transportation,  and  that  the  Committee  had  authorized 
investigation  of  space  availability  for  the  purpose. 

He  reported  on  the  status  of  the  North  End  and  West  End  Branch  Libraries 
that  the  contractors  would  shortly  submit  their  proposals  for  construction  of  the 
North  End  Branch,  the  sub-bids  having  already  been  submitted,  and  that  there  was 
no  change  in  relation  to  the  West  End, 

The  Chairman  stated  that  there  had  been  no  formal  meeting  of  the  Finance 
Committee  since  the  preceding  Board  meeting  and  that  such  action  as  had  been  neces- 
sary had  been  taken  by  letter  ballot  and  had  been  confirmed  above. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Personnel  reported  that  a  meeting  was  held 
on  January  18  at  which  the  items  considered  had  been  the  promotional  policy,  person- 
nel expenditures  over  a  ten-year  period,  school-library  relationships,  inspection 
trip  to  other  large  metropolitan  library  systems  by  staff  officers,  installation  of 
mechanical  and  administrative  improvements  vo   reduce  personnel  expenditures.  He 
stated  that  action  was  not  being  recommended,  that  the  report  was  informational  as 
follows:  proposal  that  the  unassembled  examination  procedure  replace  the  present 
examination  system  following  consultation  with  the  staff  organization,  reduction  in 
part-time  work,  overtime  work,  and  total  number  of  employees  over  last  ten  y^^f* 
comparatively  slight  rise  in  personnel  cost  as  against  the  inflation  rate,  initiation 
of  closer  school -library  relationships  with  the  Boston  public  schools  because  of  the 
rising  demands  on  the  Library  by  students,  and  the  mechanical  improvements  already 
scheduled  which  should  contribute  to  persoimel  reduction  —  book  railway  replace- 
ment, revision  of  overdue  book  processes,  forms  and  records  control  improvem.ent, 
replacement  of  coal-burning  furnaces  and  Blagden  Street  elevator,  and  substitution 
of  uniformed  guards  under  contract  for  present  police  officers.  He  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Board  the  increase  in  use  of  the  Library,  a  9%   increase  in  cir- 
culation over  last  year  in  the  January-February  period  and  a  29%   increase  over  the 
preceding  year. 

No  meetings  of  the  Committees  on  Public  Relations  and  on  Home  Reading  and 
Community  Services  had  been  held  since  the  preceding  Board  meeting. 


The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services  reported 
that  there  had  not  been  a  quorum  present  for  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
February  15  and  that  the  time  had  been  devoted  to  a  discussion  of  general  library 
natters . 

The  Director  reported  that  because  of  th'  unavailability  "  tjie  Trustees  and 
the  illness  of  the  Director,  the  scheduled  hearing  of  the  Trustees  before  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  of  the  City  Council  had  had  to  be  postponed  and  that  arrange- 
ments  for  another  date  for  the  hearing  on  the  Library's  budget  would  have  to  be  made. 
He  stated  that  he  would  Gon:^er  with  the  Trustees  in  the  matter.  The  Director  stated 
also  that  a  conference  in  respect  to  the  salary  increases  would  be  necessary,  that 
at  a  meeting  at  the  Central  Liorary  in  January  the  Director  of  Administrative  Ser- 
vices and  the  Supervisor  of  Budgets  were  given  data  as  to  the  funds  that  would  be 
needed  for  Library  increases.  He  reported  that  at  the  time  of  the  announcement  the 
preceding  week  ttiat  the  Mayor  was  proposing  increases  in  salary  in  accordance  with 
the  Jacobs  Survey,  a  request  for  provision  at  the  same  time  of  funds  for  salary 
increases  for  Library  employees  had  been  sent  to  the  Director  of  Adninistrative 
Services. 
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The  President  stated  that  the  Mayor  is  including  in  the  increases  every 
employee,  the  firemen  and  the  police  as  well,  with  the  exception  of  the  Welfare 
Department  and  the  library,  though  the  Welfare  Department  is  provided  for  to 
some  extent  by  the  State.  He  stated  that  he  would  get  in  touch  with  the  Director 
of  Administrative  Services  in  the  matter. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Administration)  stated  that  contracts 
of  the  City  awarded  on  an  annual  basis  run  from  April  1  through  March  31  and  that 
there  were  being  submitted  at  the  present  meeting  the  contracts  for  the  Library 
for  the  period  April  1,  1963  through  March  31,  I96I4,  to  be  awarded  as  a  result 
of  public  advertising  to  the  lowest  responsible  and  eligible  bidder,  without 
public  advertising,  and  by  lease.  He  stated  that  in  addition  there  was  being  re- 
quested  an  extension  of  the  contract  for  replacing  the  marble  floorir^  m  the 
Chavannes  Gallery,

The  President  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  budget  cat  of  $[|2,000,  by 
the  City  Council- that  at  a  conference  with  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services, 
attended  by  himself  as  President,  the  Director,  and  the  Assistant  Director  (for 
General  Administration),  there  had  been  requested  a  restoration  of  $39,000  to  the 
Library's  budget.  He  stated  that  the  Director  of  4dministrative  Services,  Mr  Henry 
Scagnoli,  had  indicated  that  there  was  no  present  plan  for  restoration  of  any  budget 
reductions  and  that  the  Library  would  have  to  live  within  its  budget. 

The  Director  pointed  out  the  relation  of  salaries  and  wages  to  the  problem. 
If  the  library  is  to  livp  within  its  present  budget,  it  is  going  to  be  necessary 
to  transfer  out  of  the  personnel  account  funds  to  carry  on  the  Library'  on  the  pres*"' 
basis  of  public  service .  ''e  stated  that  at  the  aforesaid  conference  with  the 
Director  of  Administrative  Ser^rices  the  Library  officials  were  told  thp'  '  r.  a  bud- 
get of  the  size  of  that  of  the  Library  a  cut  of  $li2,000.  can  be  absorbed,  but  that 
there  was  another  aspect,  the  matter  of  salaries,  and  that  the  Assistant  Director 
(for  P^rsonnf^l)  had  prepared  a  statement  of  the  effect  of  the  budget  reduction  in 
roeppr^f,  tn  the  Salary  situation. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  thereupon  sutmltted  a  presentation 
on  the  alternatives  facing  the  Library  in  relation  to  the  salary  and  wage  situation 
in  the  Library.  He  stated  that  on  January  11  in  a  conference  at  the  Library''  with 
the  Director  of  Administrative  Services  and  the  supervisor  of  Budgets  they  had  been

the  Library  not  being  included  in  the  Departments  within  the  Jacobs  Survey. 
He  stated  that  when  the  increases  in  salary  in  accordance  with  the  Jacobs  Survey 
were  announced  as  about  to  be  presented  to  the  City  Council  for  action,  the 
Dirpctor  wrote  to  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services  that  he  hoped  that 
provision  would  now  be  forthcoming  for  similar  increases  for  the  Library,  but 
that  the  reply  had  been  to  the  effect  that  the  Library  would  be  considered  only 
after  the  problems  in  respect  to  the  Jacobs  Survey  had  been  cleared. 

He  stated  that  there  were,  four  alternatives:   (l)  no  pay  increases,  with 
nn   budget  dpficitj  (2)  nay  increases  for  library  assistants  only,  with  no  budget 
d^fl'^it:  (3)  pay  increases  for  professionals  and  librarv  assistants,  wD.th  no 
budc^et  deficit  not  possible  and  to  be  discarded^  and  (h)   pay  increases  for 
professionals  and  library  assistants,  with  budget  deficit,  presenting  for  the 
Trustees  a  problem  and  one  which  might  raise  legal  questions. 

The  Director  stated  his  belief  that  the  Trustees  ought  to  have  a  recog- 
n^ion  by  the  administration  of  the  City  of  the  need  for  the  provision  of  money 
for  salarj^  and  wage  increases  for  the  Library  just  as  is  being  afforded  to  the 
other  Departments  of  the  City. 

Mr  Rabb  reported  that  the  Mayor  had  commented  to  him  informally  that  the 
L-^bT-ar^^  might  have  to  cut  down  on  its  service  contracts  to  keep  within  its 
appropriation,  that  it  should  continue  to  operate  substantially  as  at  present, 
and  that  perhaps  later  in  the  year  something  might  be  forthcoming. 

The  Board  was  informed  that  the  service  contracts  for  the  ensuing  year 
had  already  been  awarded. 

Messrs  O'Connell  and  Parker  stated  that  contracts  sometimes  can  be  re- 
negotiated. ¥t   Parker  commented  that  the  consent  of  the  other  party  would  have 
to  be  obtained  and  a  price  paid  for  such  change. 

The  Assistant  Director  continued  his  presentation,  stating  that  he  was 
'-allin.-  attention  particularly  t^  the  second  alternative  —  pay  increases  for 
1^-brary  assistants  only.  He  pointed  out  that  there  has  been  no  change  m  salary 
<^cales  s-^nne  19^8,  that  some  years  ago  the  administration  had  undertaken  a  staff 
re<-lassification  study,  that  it  has  not  been  possible  to  put  into  effect  because 
of  the  salary  situation,  and  that  the  staff  is  already  much  exercised  over  this. 
He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Board  had  approved  in  November  1962  new 
salary  scales  for  this  g^ouD  which  it  had  not  been  possible  to  put  into  effect, 
statin^  that  the  Library  needed  to  know  one  way  or  another  irtiat  it  is  to  be 
allovfed  to  do  because  it  Is  the  ^  '  ax  of  the  recruiting  season.  If  the  decision 
Is  to  give  no  p^   '  creases  and  to  stay  within  the  budget  allowance  and  to  trans- 
fer from  ttie  personnel  account  to  meet  the  other  reductions,  then  the  Library 
would  not  be  abl^  to  hire  people  ^cept  in  extreme  emergencies.  Also  it  would 
be  necessary  to  cut  the  part-time  service  which  in  the  greater  instance  i«  in 
the  branch  library  system.  In  order  to  assimilate  tJiis  reduction  the  hours  of 
service  would  have  to  be  re-^'-^'^d, 

Ifr  Rabb  raised  a  question  as  to  the  state  of  the  state  aid  legislation. 
Thp  Ti^r-^rf^r   indicated  that  It  was  still  uncertain  >*ien  it  would  he   operative, 
iv-^  ],a  ,jnu'  ted  that  it  could  be  before  the  suraner.  He  reviewed  the  more  recent 

^T-able  progress  of  negotiations  with  the  B^rd  of  Library  Coiwnlssi oners,  stating 
that  there  was  t^  be  a  further  meeting  on  May  15  in  +'^ie  matter  of  t^w   contract 
arrangements  and  the  possibility  of     ituat '  ;  serried  on  a  gradual  basia. 
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He  etated  that  the  amount  for  the  whole  region  would  be  $9^0,000.,  of  which  $300,000. 
would  be  reimburseTTient  to  the  Boston  Public  Library. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  discussed  further  the  implications 
of  the  alternatives  of  action  offered.  He  stated  that  the  whole  budget  for  part- 
tim^  service  is  $l80,000.,  that,  if  there  were  to  be  applied  one  third  of  this  cost 
to'  employTTient  of  more  full-timp  employees,  it  might  be  a  more  efficient  expenditure 
and  that  he  believed  that  this  conld  be  done. 

The  President  inquired  as  to  how  this  would  affect  a  typical  branch  library. 

The  Chief  Librarian  (for  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services)  then  reported 
on  the  comparison  of  the  branch  library  system  staffing  with  those  observed  in  other 
libraries  during  the  recent  inspection  trip  of  library  officers.  He  stated  that  it 
was' evident  that  other  branch  library  systems  employ  more  full-time  staff  than  does 
Boston,  bnt  that  their  coverage  probler^   is  simpler  since  they  are  not  ^  open  the  num- 
ber of  da^^s  in  the  w^ek  nor  the  num.ber  of  hours  in  the  day  that  this  Library  is, 

Th-^  director  stated  that  t^«  "isistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  had  an  im- 
mediate problem  in  how  to  proceed  with  regard  to  salaries  for  people  who  would  be 
emploved  and  for  those  already  employed  in  the  Library:  that  the  present  siti^ation 
was  that  the  other  City  Dppartments  are  being  given  increases  in  salary  where  the 
Library  is  not,  and,  further,  that  the  others  are  being  given  the  funds  for  in- 
creases separate  from  the  action  in  regard  to  the  year's  budget,  an  action  that  it 
had  been  anticipated  would  ajjply  also  the  Library. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  stated  that  he  believed  that  it  was 
abBolutcly  essential  that  the  schedule  for  the  Library-  Assistants  Ser\dce  be  taken 
care  of  (estimated  annual  cost  of  $55>^000.),  that  these  employees  Imd  been  war' 
for  it  for  several  years,  and  that  many  sr^   on  the  point  of  leaving  the  Libraiy  with 
a  consequent  heav^^  loss  in  well-trained  p    rnel. 

Following  discussion  of  the  taking  of  action  at  the  present  meeting  to  put 
into  effect  revised  salar;-  L-cales  for  the  library  Assistants  Service  as  of  Ma^^  1  and 
for  the  Professional  Library  Assistants  Service  as  of  July  1,  it  was  agreed  that  an 
appointment  should  be  m.ade  first  with  the  Mayor  to  present  the  problem  and  to  request 
provision  n**  funds  to  meet  the  aforesaid  increased  salary  scales  (-  '"-ated  annual 
cost  of  |1??,000.).

or  Elizabeth  B.  Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the  Director, 
and  Secretary  of  the  Trustees,  or  Ervin  J.  Gaines,  Assistant 
Director,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls 
of  the  Library  in  representation  of  the  Trustees  for  a  period 
not  to  exceed  four  weeks  from  July  8,  1963. 

The  Director  reported  receipt  of  Circular  Letters  Nos  3,  h,   5>  6,  and  7, 
1963  from  the  Mayor's  Office,  which  were  read  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Library  Operations}  stated  that  he 
was  bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  difficulties  being  experienced 
with  a  neighbor  on  one  side  of  the  new  North  End  Branch  Library  building,  that 
she  had  violently  objected  because  she  was  to  lose  an  unobstructed  view  from 
one  of  her  windows,  that  the  architect  could  make  no  progress  with  her,  that  she 
was  claiming  that  a  brick  wall  that  is  on  the  Library's  property  was  hers,  and 
that  she  had  gone  to  Representative  lannella  in  the  matter. 

The  desirability  of  the  proposed  location  of  the  new  West  Qid  Branch 
Library  was  discussed,  %dth  the  President  pointing  out  that  the  site  assigned  to 
the  Library  was  the  only  space  available  to  it  and  that  the  space  will  be  assigned 
to  the  Charles  River  Park  Corporation,  if  the  Library  does  not  use  it.  He  stated 
that  there  was  some  hesitancy  on  the  part  of  members  of  the  Board  iriiich  stemmed 
from  the  unknown  quantity  of  whether  the  neighboring  shopping  area  building  was 
to  be  three  stories  in  height  or  ten  stories,  which  could  overwhelm  the  small 
library  building,  and  whether  the  BRA  would  assign  the  requested  additional  30  feet 
to  the  Library. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  BRA  had  given  the  Charles  River  Park  until 
May  15  to  come  to  an  agreement  with  the  Library  Trustees  on  the  building  that  was 
to  be  placed  next  to  the  Library.  He  reported  in  this  connection  that  Eugene 
Kennedy  had  first  designed  the  building  in  terms  of  the  original  conception  for 
the  shopping  area,  that  when  the  situation  changed  he  changed  his  plan  by  re- 
versing it  so  that  the  squared  side  of  the  building  would  adjoin  the  shopping  area 
building,  that  he  had  then  conferred  with  the  architect  for  Charles  River  Park, 
and  that  they  are  in  agreonent  on  a  plan  whereby  the  shopping  area  building  will 
be  placed  on  its  site  to  conform  to  the  set-back  of  the  Harrison  Gray  Otis  House. 

Mr  Canham  inquired  whether  the  question  as  to  site  was  the  problem  of 
the  relationship  between  the  library  building  and  the  shopping  building  or  was 
it  the  location  on  Cambridge  Street,  that  in  his  opinion  th&   building  should  be 
on  Cambridge  Street,  that  if  the  offered  site  was  turned  down  and  an  alternative 
was  to  be  offered  that  should  be  worse,  then  what  would  be  the  position  of  the 
Trustees.  He  stated  that  the  Library  had  been  promising  and  promising  a  library 
for  this  area  and  that  unless  the  Trustees  had  an  alternative  that  was  better  he 
believed  that  they  should  proceed  with  the  present  site. 

The  President  stated  that  he  would  entertain  a  motion  to  proceed  id.th 
the  West  End  Branch  library  building  on  the  site  as  above-mentioned. 
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No  motion  was  made. 


Mr  Canham  inquired  whether  a  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  Trustees  to  act 
would  increase  the  change  of  obtaining  the  desired  additional  thirty  feet;  further, 
whether  the  BRA  would  make  delivery  to  Charles  River  Park  if  the  Trustees  do  not 
agree. 

The  President  stated  that  the  Chairman  of  the  BRA,  Msgr  Francis  J.  Lally, 
has  stated  that  the  BRA  is  under  obligation  to  turn  over  the  site  to  Charles  River 
Park  if  the  Library  refuses  it. 

Mr  Clanham  stated  that  it  would  seem  that  the  Trustees  do  not  achieve  any- 
thing by  not  com:!ng  to  a  decision,  that  they  may  make  it  worse  later  on,  by  not 
being  willing  to  make  the  concessions  offered  and  inquired  whether  it  was  not  a 
situation  in  which  the  Trustees  would  be  hurting  themselves  by  not  moving  at  this 
time. 

The  President  stated  that  he  thought  that  the  Trustees  would  be  hurting 
themselves,  because  if  no  action  is  taken  the  matter  will  not  move  for  some  months 
and  the  delay  will  continue. 

Mr  Rabb  inquired  whether  the  matter  had  been  broached  to  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  BRA,  Mr  Kane  Simonian. 

The  Director  reported  that  Mr  Simonian  had  been  present  at  the  joint  meeting 
held  at  the  home  of  Mr  Rabb,  and  that  he  thought  in  view  of  Mr  Simonian *s  attitude 
at  that  meeting  in  respect  to  Charles  River  Park  it  would  be  well  to  take  up  the 
matter  with  him  again. 

It  was  agreed  that  Mr  Simonian  be  consulted  as  to  the  present  situation. 

The  Director  reported  on  the  status  of  salary  and  wage  increases  for  the 
Library,  that  a  meeting  had  been  held  with  the  Supervisor  of  Budgets,  Mr  Henry  T. 
Brennan,  and  the  Personnel  Director,  nr   Duncan  T.  Foley,  at  which  all  the  material 
had  been  reviewed  as  to  why  there  was  need  for  increases  in  salary  in  respect  to 
the  health  and  welfare  of  the  Library.  He  stated  that  as  much  favorable  information 
had  been  introduced  as  possible  on  the  investigations  made  of  the  wage  scales  in  the 
area,  conditions,  etc.  It  had  been  pointed  out  that  it  was  problematical  whether 
the  Library  can  give  all  the  services  which  the  Mayor  a^s  of  it  and  stay  within 
its  budget  and  the  City  officers  were  asked  when  the  Library  could  expect  some  word 
on  its  request  for  funds  for  increases  in  salary  and  wages. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  meeting  had  concluded  with  the  statement  by 
Messrs  Brennan  and  Foley  that  they  would  write  a  report  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Director  of  Adhninistrative  Services,  Mr  Henry  Scagnoli,  The  Director  had  then 
informed  them  that  the  Trustees  were  to  meet  on  this  day  and  again  for  a  Personnel 
Committee  meeting  on  the  following  Friday,  May  1?,  and  that  t^e  Trustees  would  like 
to  have  a  report  by  that  date. 

The  Director  coimnented  on  the  conference  that  Messrs  arennan  and  Foley 
were  unwilling  to  accept  that  there  was  not  a  one  per  cent  leeway  of  shrinkage  in 
the  personnel  budget  and  that  they  were  willing  to  have  one  of  their  experts  c<»ie 
to  the  Library  to  observe,  that  the  Mayor  had  indicated  his  belief  that  they  could 
be  of  help  to  the  Library  in  some  respects,  and  that,  if  -Uie  Board  did  not  object, 
\m   would  make  arrangements  for  this  exaMnation.

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The  Board  agreed  that,  as  suggested  above,  one  of  the  experts  on  the 
staff  of  Administrative  Services  be  invited  to  examine  the  personnel  procedures 
in  respect  to  the  possibility  of  effecting  economies  of  operation,  and  that  any 
further  action  of  the  Board  be  deferred  until  receipt  of  the  report  by  the 
examining  experts  from  Administrative  Services. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  was  tabled. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Relations  reported  that  the 
President  had  represented  the  Library  at  the  hearing  before  the  Legislature  in 
respect  to  the  petition  to  change  certain  provisions  of  Chapter  760  of  the  Acta 
of  i960  providing  for  state  aid  to  libraries  so  that  the  funds  therefor  should 
come  from  the  General  Fund  rather  than  from  the  proceeds  of  the  taxation  on 
incomes  under  Chapter  sixty-two* 

The  Director  stated  that  the  City  Council  had  passed  the  budget  for  the 
City  for  I963,  that  the  appropriations  for  the  Library  were  in  the  amount  of 
$3,512,607. 

He  stated  that  action  should  now  be  taken  to  adopt  the  operating  budget 
for  the  Library  based  on  the  City  Appropriation  as  finally  passed  by  the  City 
Council.

The   Director  reported  that  the  Library  had  been  approached  to  loan, 
through  a  contract  with  the  Department  of  Commerce,  the  Boston  Public  Library 
bookmobile,  which  was  shortly  to  be  completed  by  Thomas  F.  Moroney,  for  purposes 
of  exhibition  as  part  of  Highways  -  U.S.A^g^  in  an  International  Trade  Promotion 
program  of  the  United  States  Government  at  Zagreb,  Yugoslavia,  during  the  coming 
sunnner.  He  stated  that  an  exhibit  of  a  bookmobile  built  by  the  saiM  firm  had 
been  a  popular  focus  of  attention  at  a  recent  trade  fair  in  Russia  and  that  the 
Government  wished  to  place  a  siMlar  exhibit  in  the  foi'thcoming  Yugoslavian  fair. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  matter  be  explored  further  as  to  provision  in  the 
contract  for  restoration  of  the  said  bookmobile  to  its  original  condition  before 
its  return  to  the  Boston  Public  Library  and  that  unless  such  insurance  could  be 
written  into  the  contract  the  Library  could  not  assent. 

Mr  Parker  raised  again  the  question  of  the  West  End  Branch  library 
situation,  discussed  earlier  in  the  meeting  but  on  *rtiich  no  definite  action 
had  been  taken.  He  stated  that  he  would  be  willing  to  move  that  the  Trustees 
proceed  with  construction  of  the  branch  library  building  as  planned,  in  agree- 
imnt  with  the  Charles  River  Part  group  and  the  agreement  reached  between  the 
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Library's  architect,  Maginnis  and  Walsh  and  Kennedy,  and  the  architect  for  Charles 
River  Park,  Sumner  Schein. 

There  followed  a  further  discussion,  with  a  reiteration  that  there  must 
be  protection  of  the  Library'  in- respect  to  the  overhang  of  the  building  to  be 
constructed  next  to  the  branch  library  and  the  26  foot  set-back  stipulated,  that 
the  Library  must  have  an  answer  to  its  request  to  BRA  for  the  extra  30  f^et  along 
the  side  of  the  lot  and,  further,  that  the  stipulations  In  respect  to  the  Boston 
Public  Library  lot  be  a  part  of  the  contract  with  the  Charles  River  Park. 

The  Director  reported  in  respect  to  progress  of  negotiations  with  the  Board  of 
Library  Commissioners  for  approval  of  the  plan  for  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  Ser- 
vice that  the  Library  is  under  the  necessity  of  providing  a  documentation  for  the 
Board  for  its  meeting  on  May  l5,  which  can  be  taken  as  a  sign  that  progress  is  at 
last  being  made. 

The  Director  presented  the  Report  of  the  Exainlning  Committee  for  1962-1963 
which  had  been  adopted  by  the  Committee  at  its  meeting  on  May  6th.  He  stated  that 
a  study  of  its  suggestions  and  recommendations  would  be  made  by  the  appropriate 
Library  officers  and  that  a  report  on  these  would  be  sent  to  the  members  of  the 
Examining  Committee. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  for  the  date  for 
the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Relations  on  May  2i4  it  would  not  be  possible 
to  have  a  quorum  and  suggested  that  it  be  combined  with  another  meeting,  that  of  the 
Committee  on  Personnel,  on  May  17.  It  was  agreed  that  the  hour  for  the  m.eetings 
be  moved  forward,  with  the  Committee  on  Personnel  meeting  at  12:30  and  the  Comirdttee 
on  Public  Relations  following  thereafter.

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The  Director  reported  on  the  status  of  state  aid,  that  the  bill  had 
been  passed  ty  the  Legislature  to  revise  the  basis  of  payment  of  the  state  aid 
funds  so  that  hereafter  they  were  to  come  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  state, 
and  that  now,  in  order  to  qualify  for  direct  aid,  the  Library  will  have  to  meet 
certain  requirements  —  specifically  in  its  expropriation  for  purchase  of  books. 
He  stated  that  the  whole  undertaking  to  seek  revision  of  the  legislation  had 
been  extraordinary  in  aU  ways  and  that  the  Boston  Public  Library  and  its 
Trustees  could  take  great  credit  for  their  share  in  it. 

The  Director  also  reported  on  the  progress  being  made  in  meetings  with 
the  Trustees  of  those  libraries  who  are  to  serve  as  regional  centers  in  the  state 
aid  program  of  the  Eastern  Region. 

He  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  appointment  by  the  Board 
of  Library  Commissioners  of  a  committee  of  three  library  experts  to  examine  and 
report  on  the  operation  to  date  of  state  aid  in  the  three  regions  of  the  state. 
He  stated  that  he  was  to  have  a  conference  with  this  committee  on  the  coming 
Monday  and  Tuesday. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  Board  before  its  summer  recess  had  given  a 
mandate  to  solve  the  difficulties  in  personnel  coverage  in  the  branch  Ubrariea 
in  the  best  way  possible  without  cutting  services  and  to  report  back  when  the  fall 
came. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  reported  that  the  Library  does  not 
have  enough  full-time  employees  because  with  current  salary  levels  they  can  not 
be  recruited.  Further,  it  had  also  been  necessary  to  cut  deeply  into  the  part- 
time  service  and  that  this  has  resulted  in  greater  coverage  difficulty.  He 
pointed  out  that  it  had  been  necessary  to  take  $35,000  from  the  part-time  service 
account  to  transfer  to  other  accounts,  and  that  if  this  could  be  restored  it 
would  be  helpful.  He  stated  that  in  balancing  accounts  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
it  is  necessary  to  tap  the  book  account  to  meet  other  needs,  although  every  effort 
is  made  to  take  out  of  tailings  in  other  accounts  the  amount  needed.  He  stated 
that  if  any  part  of  the  part-time  account  were  to  be  restored,  however,  the 
Library  will  over-spend  its  appropriation. 

The  Trustees  indicated  that  the  Assistant  Director  should  proceed  on 
the  basis  of  full  restoration  of  winter  schedules'  for  the  branch  Ubraries  and 
that  if  there  was  a  need  for  additional  personnel  funds  the  matter  should  be 
referred  back  to  the  Board  for  appropriate  action. 

The  Director  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  appointment  of 
an  Examining  Committee  for  1963-6U  should  be  made  at  the  next  meeting  and  that 
members  should  be  prepared  with  nominations  for  membership.

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  the  Director  reported  on  the  activity  of  the 
Committee  on  Buildings,  stating  that  the  Committee  had  met  on  October  h»     He  stated 
that  it  had  been  the  consensus  of  the  Coiranittee  that  a  further  inquiry  be  directed 
to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  co iteming  the  status  of  the  West  End  project; 
that  the  Committee  had  approved  the  delay  until  next  spring  of  the  carrying  through 
of  a  contract  for  repair  to  roofs  of  seven  branch  libi'aries  in  view  of  the  delay 
in  processing  of  the  contract  by  the  City  administration;  and  that  the  Committee  had 
directed  that  the  statement  on  selection  of  Philip  Johnson  Associates  as  the 
architect  for  enlargement  of  the  Central  Library  building  be  issued  through  the 
Mayor's  Office,  with  the  Library  furnishing  to  the  press  secretary  its  draft  of 
the  text.

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There  was  no  report  for  the  Committee  on  Finance  inasmuch  as  this 
Committee  has  had  no  meeting. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Personnel  reported  that  the  Committee 
had  met  on  October  18.  He  stated  that  it  had  heard  a  report  on  the  inq^lementation 
of  salary  and  wage  increases  in  the  Library,  on  the  projected  extension  of  use 
of  Library  Assistants  in  positions  of  greater  responsibility  in  the  staffing  of 
the  branch  libraries,  and  on  the  status  of  the  Clerical  and  Mechanical  Service. 

He  stated  that  a  study  was  to  be  made  of  the  changed  basis  for  long 
service  payments  to  the  staff  from  the  aspect  of  possible  overall  loss  of  money 
to  individuals.  He  reported  that  the  matter  of  the  Clerical  and  Mechanical 
Service  was  to  be  considered  further  at  today's  meeting.  At  the  Committee's 
meeting  the  Director  had  reported  on  certain  items  not  directly  concerned  with 
the  work  of  the  Committee:  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Massachusetts  Society 
of  Consulting  Engineers  requesting  that  the  services  of  Boston  firms  be  not  over- 
looked when  the  enlargement  of  the  Central  Library  is  undertaken  which  the 
Director  is  to  acknowledge  in  the  affirmative,  and  a  meeting  held  in  the  Lecture 
Hall  on  the  historical  background  of  the  development  of  Copley  Square  pertinent 
for  the  pending  developments  of  the  Copley  Square  area. 

There  was  no  report  for  the  Committee  on  Public  Relations  inasmuch  as 
there  had  been  no  meeting. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  re- 
ported on  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  held  on  October  2$.     He  stated  that  there 
had  been  discussed  the  provision  that  would  be  necessary  for  the  activities  of 
the  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  in  the  enlarged  Central  Library  building, 
the  building  problems  of  certain  branch  libraries,  current  activities  such  as  the 
experimental  use  of  paperback  editions,  and  that  the  Committee  had  expressed  it- 
self in  support  of  the  recommendations. 

There  was  no  report  for  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services 
inasmuch  as  there  had  been  no  meeting. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  reported  on  the  situation  in  res- 
pect to  the  reactions  of  the  staff  to  the  inqplementation  of  the  new  salary  scales 
under  the  revised  classifications  for  the  Library  Assistants  Service,  the  Pre- 
Professional  Library  Assistants  Service,  and  the  Professional  Library  Assistants 
Service.  He  pointed  out  that  the  1€^  limitation  on  increases  inqposed  on  aU  City 
employees  had  worked  the  greatest  hardship  on  those  in  the  lower  brackets,  but 
that  the  General  Administrative  Services  people  had  indicated  a  willingness  to 
discuss  the  full  is^lementation  of  the  salary  scales  in  the  new  fiscal  year. 

The  query  was  raised  by  Mr  Canham  as  to  irtiether  the  10>(  limitation  applied 
when  an  individual's  position  was  reclassified.  The  Assistant  Director  stated 
that  the  IO36  limitation  had  been  applied  in  all  instances,  that  there  could  be  a 
question  in  such  cases,  but  that,  in  view  of  the  possibility  of  effectuating  the 
scales  in  196U,  he  would  be  loath  to  take  any  other  action  without  discussing  it 
first  with  City  officials. 

It  was  the  consensus  that  any  action  in  respect  to  the  10>l  limitation 
should  be  deferred  to  January  1st. 
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The  President  reported  on  the  matter  of  coinmunications  he  had  received 
from  those  in  the  long  service  group  who  had  taken  exceptionto  the  change  in  the 
basis  of  the  long  service  payment  system  on  the  basis  of  financial  loss  to  them- 
selves and  effect  on  their  pension  amounts • 

The  Assistant  Director  stated  that  long  service  increments  had  been  absorbed 
through  placing  all  individuals  with  such  service  on  the  new  scales  at  a  point 
greater  than  their  basic  salaries  plus  long  service  payments.  He  stated  further 
that  the  Boston  Public  Library  system  of  long  service  payments  was  different  from 
that  of  most  institutions  in  that  they  were  not  based  on  length  of  service  in 
grade  as  well  as  in  the  institution* 

The  President  asked  whether  the  confirmatory  action  before  the  Board  would 
preclude  a  reevaluation  of  the  change  in  the  basis  of  the  long  service  recognition 
and  was  informed  that  a  study  was  to  be  made  of  the  future  implications  of  the 
change  for  each  individual  now  receiving  such  payments  and,  further,  that  the  staff 
had  been  informed  that  the  matter  was  to  be  reviewed.  The  Assistant  Director  stated 
that  he  hoped  to  have  a  report  ready  in  January. 

He  called  attention  to  the  survey  being  made  as  to  whether  the  level  of  the 
salary  scale  for  the  Library  Assistants  Service  was  now  as  pertinent  as  when  drawn 
up  some  two  years  ago,  that  the  staff  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  rates  established 
were  low,  and  that  this  data  would  then  be  made  available  to  the  staff  group. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was  thereupon 

VOTED:  that  there  be,  and  hereby  is,  confirmed  the  adoption  of 
salary  scales  for  the  Library  Assistants  Service,  Pre-

The  Assistant  Director  then  reported  on  the  situation  in  respect  to  the 
members  of  the  Clerical  and  Mechanical  Service  for  whom  no  increases  had  been  approved 
by  the  General  Administrative  Services  Department  inasmuch  as  they  were  outside  of 
the  Jacobs  Survey.  He  stated  that  he  had  discussed  the  matter  at  the  recent  meeting 
of  the  Personnel  Committee;  namely,  that  the  custodian  group  were  requesting  transfer 
steadily  to  other  City  Departments  where  the  wark  schedules  were  shorter,  that  the 
skilled  tradesmen  had  heretofore  received  financial  recognition  for  the  superior 
skills  demanded  in  the  maintenance  of  a  monumental  building  such  as  the  Central 
Library,  and  that  the  wage  rate  of  the  Sewers  of  the  Binding  Department  was  entirely 
too  low.

Lower  Mills  and  Mattapan  Branch  Libraries  in  the  total 
amount  of  fourteen  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  dollars  ($ll4,875.00). 

The  Assistant  Director  reported  that  in  response  to  publid  advertisement  a 
single  bid  had  been  received  on  October  28  for  furnishing  edge-punched  book   loan 
cards  from  the  Royal  McBee  Corporation,  that,  however,  this  firm  had  failed  to  file 
with  the  City  Auditor  a  duplicate  bid,  but  that,  inasmuch  as  this  is  the  sole  bid, 
he  was  recommending  award  of  contract  to  this  firm. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  ttiere  be  entered  into  without  readvertising  with  the 
Royal  McBee  Corporation,  1280  Soldiers  Field  Road,  Boston, 
a  contract  for  the  purchase  of  edge-punched  book  loan  cards 
in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  five  thousand  and  fifty-eight 
dollars  ($5,058. )•

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The  Assistant  Director  reported  that  the  contractor  for  removal  of 
existing  glass  floors  and  the  furnishing  and  installing  of  certain  new  pre- 
fabricated panel-type  floors  at  the  Hyde  Park  Branch  Library  had  not  completed 
his  work  and  that  an  extension  of  contract  to  December  1  was  being  recommended. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:   that  the  contract  with  Vincent  R.  Caputo,  Inc.,  31  State 
Street,  Boston,  for  the  removal  of  existing  glass  floors 
and  the  furnishing  and  installing  of  new  prefabricated 
panel-type  floors  on  the  first  floor  of  the  annex  building, 
Hyde  Park  Branch  Libreiry,  35  Harvard  Avenue,  Hyde  Park, 
be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  **within  twelve  weeks'* 
as  they  appear  in  article  II  on  page  10  of  the  contract  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  language:  "on  or 
before  December  1,  1963" • 

The  Assistant  Director  reported  the  suggestion  by  Carl  Koch  &  Associates, 
Inc.  that  it  be  retained  as  advisor  for  the  furnishings  which  are  to  go  into  the 
new  North  End  Branch  Library.  He  reported  that  the  suggested  fee  for  such  ser- 
vices had  been  on  the  basis  of  an  upset  limit  of  two  hundred  hours  at  $15.  per 
hour  for  the  design  work.  Following  discussion,  it  was  agreed  that  it  would  be 
advisable  to  have  Carl  Koch  Associates  perform  such  service,  but  that  the  fee 
should  be  on  the  standard  basis  of  10^  for  such  fees,  and  that  the  Assistant 
Director  should  negotiate  on  those  terms. 

The  Director  reported  that  on  the  preceding  Monday  he  had  conferred  with 
Mr  Edward  J.  Logue,  Redevelopment  Administrator,  concerning  the  situation  at  West 
£hd,  and  that  Mr  Logue  would  try  to  reach  Mr  Kane  Simonian,  the  Executive  Director 
of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  concerning  the  current  status  of  nego- 
tiations. 

The  President  reported  he  had  been  informed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  Msgr  Francis  J.  Lally,  that  matters  were  progressing  and 
that  the  architects  for  both  parties,  the  Llbraiy  and  Charles  River  Park,  wre  to 
appear  before  the  Board  as  a  prelude  to  a  final  settlement* 

The  Director  reported  that  at  this  same  conference  with  Mr  Logue, 
Mr  Logue  had  discussed  the  changes  about  to  take  place  in  the  Copley  Square  area, 
the  desirability  of  working  with  the  Back  Bay  Association,  the  desirability  of 
holding 'a  Joint  conference  with  the  consulting  engineers  for  the  BRA,  the  possi- 
bility of  holding  a  meeting  upon  the  return  of  the  President  of  the  Library  Board 
from  absence  out  of  the  country,  to  hear  a  presentation  on  the  historical  back- 
ground of  the  Copley  Square  area  and  its  future,  to  be  attended  by  all  interested 
parties  together  with  the  Mayor,  and  that  in  the  meantime  the  BRA  people  would 
make  a  survey  of  the  Copley  Square  area  and  its  immediate  vicinity  as  to  property 
valuation  and  all  pertinent  data. 

The  Director  was  asked  Aether  it  was  proposed  to  incliade  representation 
of  the  Turnpike  Authority  in  this  grovqp. 

The  Director  reported  that  Mr  Logue  had  indicated  that  there  should  be 
high  representation  of  the  Turnpike  Authority,  the  Traffic  Commission  and  Public 
Works  Departments  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  Prudential,  the  Back  Bay  Association, 
and  the  larger  abutters  such  as  Trinity  Church,  the  Sheraton  Plaza  Hotel,  the 
John  Hancock  Life  Insurance  Company,  New  England  Mutual,  etc.  He  stated  that  ^10 
proposal  contemplated  was  for  a  presentation  on  the  historical  background,  a 
general  presentation  of  proposed  developnents,  and  a  top-level  discussion  leading 
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to  an  in?)roved  solution  of  the  problem  of  the  Copley  Square  area,  including  the 
relation  of  the  proposed  library  enlargement  thereto. 

The  Assistant  Director  stated  that  the  Library  »s  consulting  engineer, 
Gilbert  Sknall  &  Co.,  had  subndtted  its  report  on  the  settlement  level  readings  for 
the  Central  Library  building  for  1963  to  the  effect  that  no  marked  changes  had  been 
noted  during  the  period,  and  had  submitted  a  supplementary  report  following  the 
recent  earth  tremor  of  October  16  that  there  was  no  evidence  of  a  settlement  having 
taken  place  as  a  result  of  this* 

The  Director  stated  that  appointments  to  the  Examining  Committee  for  1963- 
I96U  should  be  made  at  the  present  meeting. 

The  Board  thereupon  appointed  the  following  individuals  to  membership  on 
the  Examining  Committee: 
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The  Director  reported  that  there  had  been  received  from  Mr  J.  M,  IXmlea, 
City  Clerk,  official  notification  that  Erwin  D.  Canhma  had  appeared  and  been  duly 
sworn  on  (October  7,  I963),  that  day  as  a  Trustee  of  the  Boston  Public  Library 
for  the  term  ending  May  1,  1968.  The  Director  reported  that  inadvertently  the 
official  notice  had  not  come  to  the  Library  at  the  time  of  the  appointment. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  November  1,  I963,  as  presented  were 
approved. 

Following  approval  by  the  Director  and  in  accordance  with  the  auliiority 
delegated  to  him  by  the   Trustees,  expenditures  for  services  and  supplies  were 
authorized  to  be  charged  as  follows  for  the  months  of  November  and  December,  I963, 
provided  that  expenditures  from  City  Appropriation  have  the  approval  of  the  City 
Auditors

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  reported  that  the  Director, 
the  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Library  Operations),  and  himself  had  conferred 
at  the  new  North  End  Brandh  Library  site  on  December  20  with  the  representative 
of  the  architect,  Mr  Ellis  Laycock,  and  the  artist  employed  by  the  architect, 
Mr  Jack  B.  Hastings,  on  the  decorative  motif  in  cement  being  incorporated  into 
the  outside  of  the  building.  He  stated  that  in  their  opinion  the  colors  used  were 
too  subdued  and  that  the  matter  was  left  with  the  architect  and  artist  to  enhance 
the  original. 

He  reported  that  there  had  been  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  November  8 
at  which  the  Vice  President,  Ifr  Parker,  had  presided  in  his  absence;  Mr  Parker  then 
reported  that  the  Committee  had  heard  from  the  Director  on  conferences  held  with 
Philip  Johnson  in  respect  to  the  new  Library  building  and  on  visits  of  building 
Inspection  made  with  Mr  Johnson  to  the  Enoch  Pratt  Free  Library  in  Baltimore  and 
the  John  M.  Olln  University  Library  and  the  Urls  Undergraduate  Library  at  Cornell. 
The  Director  had  reported  to  the  Committee  on  his  conference  with  Mr  Edward  Logue 
on  Impending  changes  in  Copley  Square  and  the  desirability  of  enlisting  active 
support  of  representatives  of  those  neighboring  institutions  such  as  John  Hancock^ 
aieraton-Plaza,  New  Ehgland  Mutual,  Trinity  Church,  Prudential,  together  with 
Mr  William  Callahan,  for  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority,  the  suggestion 
being  made  l^at  the  group  be  brought  together  at  a  dinner  meeting* 

Mr  Pairker  reported  for  the  Committee  that  following  further  investigation 
of  the  possibilities  and  potentials  in  respect  to  the  Copley  Square  area  the  Mayor 
should  be  aqpprised  by  the  Board  of  the  problems  and  the  proposal  for  a  dinner 
meeting  to  be  attended  by  the  Mayor  and  by  the  interested  parties  as  above  for 
discussion  of  the  Copley  Square  development  possibilities* 
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At  the  suggestion  of  Mr  Canham  the  name  of  the  Old  South  Church  was 
added  to  the  list. 


The  Director  called  attention  to  the  problem  of  the  subway  entrance  beside 
the  Library,  that  Mr  Johnson  believed  it  should  be  removed,  that  escalators  were 
being  planned  for  various  stations,  and  that  it  would  have  to  be  found  out  whether 
there  would  be  one  built  at  Copley  Square* 

The  Chairman  reported  that  the  Director  had  also  discussed  those  library 
activities  that  might  continue  in  the  present  building  upon  completion  of  the 
new  building. 

Proposals  of  the  Director  and  his  staff  for  departmental  and  operational 
space  needs  were  to  be  presented  to  -Uie  Committee  for  consideration  with  the 
proposals  of  Mr  Philip  Johnson  to  follow. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

In  view  of  the  forthcoming  absence  from  the  city  on  January  10  of 
Mr  Rabb  and  the  inability  of  Mr  Johnson  to  be  present,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  scheduled  for  that  date  be  postponed. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Personnel  reported  that  there  had 
been  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  November  1$  at  which  there  had  been  a  report 
on  the  reception  accorded  by  the  staff  to  the  new  salary  and  classification 
changes  and  also  a  favorable  report  on  the  experience  during  the  year  with  a 
revised  sick  leave  regulation  whereby  absenteeism  had  been  reduced  from  8^  to 

He  stated  that  the  Committee  had  recommended  at  that  meeting  that  for 
the  present  no  action  be  taken  by  the  Board  in  respect  to  the  adverse  reaction 
of  the  staff  pending  further  up-grading  of  the  positions  now  being  undertaken 
for  Library  Assistants  and  pending  study  of  payments  in  the  new  salary  scale 
to  those  in  the  long  service  category,  to  be  followed  by  further  consultations 
between  representatives  of  this  group  and  the  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel). 

The  matter  was  opened  to  discussion. 

The  Director  called  attention  that  there  was  another  meeting  of  the 
Committee  on  Personnel  to  be  held  on  January  17,  at  which  meeting  it  had  been 
requested  that  the  Staff  Association  have  a  representative  present  to  make  any 
desired  report  in  the  matter. 

The  Assistant  Director  stated  that  the  opposition  to  the  action  taken  in 
respect  to  long  service  payi!»nts  had  been  rather  violent  as  evidenced  by  the 
strong  protests  in  the  publication  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  Staff  Associati<», 
the  Question  Mark,  that  this  reaction  to  discontinuance  of  discrimination  between 
senior  and  junior  members  by  absorption  of  longevity  payments  within  the  salary 
levels  had  been  miscalculated  by  himself,  that,  however,  he  oelieved  that  the 
change  in  policy  is  a  good  one  for  the  Library,  and  that  he  had  conferred  with 
representatives  of  the  interested  parties  to  the  end  of  working  out  an  acceptable, 
solution,  which  had  been  achieved  by  an  interim  compromise  to  provide  to  this 
senior  group  an  additional  increment  on  the  salary  scale.  He  stated  that  he 
believed  the  situation  would  calm  down  out  ^iat  at  the  moment  BOim   s«i8e  of 
grievance  still  existed. 
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The  Director  stated  that  following  conferences  with  staff  groups  the 
Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  had  made  a  further  report  on  the  situation  on 
the  occasion  of  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services 
on  December  20,  which  had  been  attended  by  Messrs  Canham,  Murray,  and  Parker. 
He  had  reported  that  a  formula  acceptable  to  the  Staff  Association  and  the  Quarter 
Century  Club  had  been  worked  out  whereby  individuals  with  longevity  status  were 
to  be  moved  ahead  one  step  on  the  salary  scale,  with  increment  to  be  retroactive 
to  July  1,  1963,  and  in  no  instance  to  be  less  than  $200. 

The  Assistant  Director  had  also  requested  approval  of  putting  fully  into 
effect  the  bibliothecal  salary  scale  on  January  1,  1961;,  subject  to  the  10^  increase 
for  any  given  individual,  and  the  correction  of  the  situation  whereby  the  adoption 
of  the  new  salary  scale  had  placed  certain  individuals  on  the  new  scale  below  the 
third  step  in  grade,  a  point  too  low  for  them  in  terms  of  service  in  their  grade, 
and  further  the  establishment  of  a  single  and  a  more  realistic  hourly  basis  of  pay 
for  Library  Aides,  namely,  $1.1^  per  hour. 

The  Director  reported  that  action  in  respect  to  the  putting  fully  into 
effect  of  the  salary  scale  on  January  1,  196U,  to  the  necessary  ad^Justments  on  the 
new  salary  scale  for  those  with  years  of  service  in  grade,  and  to  adoption  of  a 
sangle  hourly  rate  of  pay  of  $1.15  had  been  taken,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
Board. 

In  commenting  on  the  situation  the  AssistanlfOirector  stated  that  the  increases 
in  the  wage  scales  were  substantial,  that  no  one  had  received  less  money  because  of 
the  implementation  of  the  new  salary  scale,  although  in  certain  instances  the 
salaries  might  not  have  changed, 

Mr  Canham  pointed  out  that  the  longevity  payments  had  been  a  long- 
established  practice  and  a  semi -contractual  arrangement,  that  if  increases  in 
salary  were  to  be  put  into  effect  at  the  expense  of  the  other,  then  it  cannot  be 
said  that  no  one  is  getting  less. 

The  Assistant  Director  stated  that  when  the  salary  levels  had  been  set  it 
had  been  in  terms  of  abaorption  of  long-service  payments,  that  the  maximum  of  the 
levels  would  have  had  to  be  set  at  a  lower  rate  with  the  funds  in  prospect  if  this 
were  not  so,  and  that  the  actual  take-home  pay  of  this  senior  group  is  no  less  than 
if  the  long-service  payment  had  been  continued. 

Mr  Canham  queried  further  concerning  the  amount  of  increase  as  against  long- 
service  payment  and  was  informed  that  the  net  increase  over  the  old  scale  without 
long-service  payment  would  be  more  than  8^. 

Mr  Canham  asked  on  the  basis  of  this  increase  what  was  the  objection  of  ths 
staff.  It  was  stated  that  the  objection  was  that  the  new  procedure  placed  younger 
people  without  years  of  service  on  the  same  level  as  the  senior  members  and  to  the 
latter  this  seemed  discrimination. 

The   President  stated  that  he  had  conferred  with  the  Director,  the  Assistimt 
Director  (for  Personnel),  and  the  Assistant  Director  (for  Gei^ral  Library  Operations) 
in  the  matter.  He  stated  that  under  the  compromise  procedure  those  eligible  for 
long-service  payments  would  jwve  up  one  step  on  their  salary  level,  that  it  seemed  to 
be  general  personnel  practice  to  give  longevity  recognition  within  grades,  arri 
not  in  terms  of  a  bonus. 
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The  Director  reviewed  the  former  system  with  its  flat  payments  of 
$100  after  25  years  and  an  additional  $100  upon  attaining  each  5  years  thereafter 
to  50  years. 

The  Assistant  Director  stated  that  under  the  new  system  there  was  a 
six-year  period  of  progress  by  steps  for  each  level,  with  payment  of  an 
additional  increment  following  a  further  five  year  period  and  a  further  additional 
increment  after  a  second  five  years,  the  increments  being  greater  than  the 
former  flat  $100  payments. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  and  hereby  is  confinr^d  the  action  taken 
by  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services  on 
December  20,  I963,  as  follows: 

that,  effective,  January  1,  196U,  as  additional  steps 
toward  full  implementation  of  the  salary  program  adopted 
in  1963  the  following  changes  in  salary  and  hourly  rates 
of  pay  be  made,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Board: 

Employees  below  the  minimum  of  their  grade  as  of 
December  31,  1963,  to  receive  a  salary  increase  to  bring 
them  to  the  minimum  of  their  grade,  subject  to  a  10^ 
limitation  of  the  amount  of  such  increase; 

All  other  enqployees  up  to  and  including  grade  tk   and 
LAIO  below  the  third  step  in  grade  to  receive  the 
following  adjustments: 

(a)  If  their  present  rank  dates  from  before  January  1, 
1962,  they  will  be  advanced  to  step  3  of  their 
grade; 

(b)  If  their  present  rank  dates  from  some  time  during 
1962,  they  will  be  advanced  to  step  2  of  their 
grade. 

Library  aides  to  be  paid  on  a  single  hourly  basis, 
namely  $l.l5  per  hour. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Personnel  was  accepted. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and  Coramumity  Services 
reported  that  the  Committee  had  met  on  December  13  and  heard  a  report  on  certain 
personnel  changes:  the  resignation  of  the  Readers  Advisor  for  Children,  the 
retirement  of  the  Branch  Librarian  of  the  Mattapan  Branch  Library,  appointments 
to  upper  levels  in  the  Library  Assistants  Service  in  further  development  of  that 
service.  He  stated  that  forthcoming  programs  were  discussed,  such  as  the  Italian 
program  the  week  of  January  19  and  Negro  History  Vfeek  on  February  9,  for  which 
reading  lists  will  be  issued.  The  Chief  Librarian  had  reported  on  the  printing 
schedule  for  the  coming  year.  The  Conirdttee  had  also  received  a  forwal  written 
report  from  those  members  of  the  staff  1^0  had  gone  on  an  official  tour  of  cer- 
tain large  public  libraries,  and  an  oral  report  on  the  Library's  experiment  with 
the  use  of  paperbacks  in  certain  branch  libraries.  He  stated  that  the  Chief 
Librarian  had  outlined  tentative  building  space  needs,  both  present  and  pro- 
spective needs,  for  the  Division.

Mr  Ganham  stated  that  he  had  read  the  staff  recommendations  with  regard  to 
space  requirements  in  an  enlargement  of  the  Central  Library  building  and  asked  what 
were  the  implications  for  the  cost  of  library  operation  and  enlargement  of  the  book 
collections. 

The  Director  stated  that  it  meant  both  enlargement  of  staff  and  book  col- 
lection toward  the  cost  of  which  there  will  be  state  funds  allocated  for  regional 
library  services. 

Mr  Canhara  stated  that  a  ^Q^   increase  in  number  of  books  seemed  indicated  in 
the  report  as  well  as  expanded  space  for  operations. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  had  requested  the  Division  Heads  to  prepare  a  first 
report  on  maximum  needs,  that  the  requests  are  beyond  the  realm  of  possibility,  and  that 
the  next  step  is  to  synthesize  and  refine  them. 

Mr  O'Connell  asked  whether  doubling  the  size  of  the  building  would  double 
its  cost  of  operation. 

Mr  Parker  stated  that  he  did  not  think  that  this  followed. 

The  Director  stated  that  additional  reading  rooms  require  additional  staff 
on  duty,  but  that  there  would  be  a  credit  toward  it  from  the  regional  library  ser- 
vice program  for  both  services  now  rendered  and  new  services  to  be  undertaken.  He 
stated  that  refinement  of  proposals  to  the  point  where  they  make  sense  will  be 
difficult  not  only  for  the  Library  officers  but  the  Trustees  thereafter  as  well. 

Mr  Canham  queried  whether  this  synthesization  must  be  completed  before 
information  on  the  size  of  the  building  is  given  to  Mr  Johnson,  that  he  must  know 
space  needs  before  he  can  proceed  far. 

The  Director  stated  that  Mr  Johnson  would  be  pretty  well  occupied  with  the 
development  of  the  »«concept»  until  April,  and  that  the  Library's  space  needs  should 
be  in  hand  by  late  spring.  He  stated  that  the  President,  Mr  Johnson,  and  himself 
were  on  January  22  to  visit  the  Detroit  Public  Library  as  an  example  of  a  monumental 
building  to  whish  a  large  addition  had  been  added,  necessitating  many  changes  in  the 
existing  building. 

He  stated  that  structural  changes  will  have  to  be  made  in  this  building, 
pointing  out  that  the  Lecture  Hall  level  is  several  feet  below  that  of  Bates  Hall 
and  will  have  to  be  raised  and  that  certain  structural  changes  will  have  to  be  made 
on  the  Blagden  Street  side  to  make  passageway  space  into  the  new  building. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services  reported 
that  at  its  iMeting  on  December  20  there  had  been  reported  to  the  Conwilttee  the 
steps  being  taken  to  offer  opportunities  for  appointment  to  the  upper  levels  of 
the  Professional  Library  Service  and  of  the  Library  Assistants  Service  to  provide 
the  incentive  of  professional  advancement,  on  steps  being  taken  toward  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  book  stack  service,  on  the  printing  program  for  leaflets  on  tha  several 
special  departments,  and  on  the  work  of  l^e  special  study  committees  on  Government 
Documents  and  on  Bindery  Problems.  The  Chairman  stated  that  the  Committee  on 
Government  Documents  had  as  its  objective  the  decision  as  to  what  government  docu- 
ments should  and  should  not  be  kept  within  the  collection  of  the  Government  Docu- 
ments Department,  and  the  Committee  on  Bindery  Problems  the  assessment  of  materials 
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that  should  have  priority  of  claim  on  the  services  of  the  Binding  Department. 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  commercial  binding  is  more  economical 
for  the  ordinary  books  and  that  an  item  for  such  binding  had  been  included  in 
the  I96U  budget  estimates. 

The  Chairman  concluded  his  report  with  a  statement  that  an  initial 
report  had  been  made  by  the  Chief  Librarian  on  the  needs  for  building  expansion 
for  reference  and  research  services  and  supporting  services. 

The  report  was  accepted.

He  stated  that  the 
search  had  been  for  8,000  to  12,000  square  feet  for  the  Binding  Department,  that 
now  we  are  faced  with  the  necessity  of  removing  the  utilities  out  of  the  Annex 
to  the  main  building  as  an  initial  step  in  the  new  building  planning,  and  that 
we  shall  also  have  to  move  out  of  the  Annex  some  23,000  volumes  or  convert  back 
to  book  stack  some  parts  of  the  main  building. 

He  reported  that  Mr  Alexander  Beal  estimated  rental  of  space  in  this  area 
at  $3  to  $ii  per  square  foot  and  factory  space  at  $1  to  $1.?5. 

Mr  Canham  suggested  that  inquiry  be  made  of  Prudential  as  to  the  avail- 
ability of  the  old  Youth's  Companion  Building  which  it  presently  occupies  and  from 
^ich  it  is  reported  it  will  vacate  in  August, 

The  President  stated  that  Mr  Rabb  wondered  whether  the  Trustees  would  be 
willing  to  meet  informally  with  him  before  he  is  to  leave  the  city. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  had  been  in  touch  with  Mr  Rabb  as  to  his 
availability.  Following  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  the  Trustees  would  meet  in 
Executive  Session  on  Tuesday,  January  7  at  3O0  p.m.

Director,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls 
of  the  Library  in  representation  of  the  Trustees  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  four  weeks  from  May  11,  196U. 

Circular  Letters  Nos  2  and  5,  196U,  from  the  Mayor* s  Office  were  read 
and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

There  were  no  reports  from  the  Committees  on  Buildings  and  on  Finance 
inasmuch  as  these  Committees  had  not  met  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Personnel  reported  that  the  Committee 
had  held  an  extensive  meeting  on  January  17.  He  stated  that  the  major  matter 
considered  was  the  question  of  longevity  payments  and  that  proposals  had  been 
made  by  the  Staff  Association,  three  in  number,  which  might  meet  the  require- 
ments. He  then  summarized  the  three  proposals:   (a)  special  adjustment  in 
salary  for  5  enployees  whose  salary  is  less  than  if  it  were  to  be  calculated 
under  the  old  long  service  payment  system  on  the  new  salary  scales  (cost, 
$57U  annually))  (b)  special  adjustment  for  enployees  with  25  years  of  service 
to  preserve  the  monetary  distinction  they  have  enjoyed  (cost,  $1950  annually);  (c) 
special  adjustment  in  normal  5  year  period  before  first  longevity  payment  for 
those  who  because  of  scales  budgetary  restrictions  had  had  to  be  placed  on  a 
lower  step  on  the  new  scales  and  had  been  in  grade  11  years  or  more  (cost, 
$252h  annually).  He  stated  that  these  suggestions  were  not  contrary  to  Library 
policy  and  were  being  accepted. 

He  stated  that  there  had  also  been  discussed  a  plan  for  revision  of 
the  vacation  policy  i^ich  would  be  reported  upon  at  a  later  iweting. 

He  reported  that  the  Library  Nurse  was  retiring,  that  she  was  not  to 
be  replaced,  and  that,  instead,  the  Committee  had  approved  securing  the  services 
of  an  industrial  nurse  on  an  experimental  basis  for  10  -  12  hours  per  week, 
such  services  to  be  paid  from  the   Louis  E.  Kirstein  Fund. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  with  Mr  O'Connell  abstaining,  it  was  J 

VOTED:  that  the  Board  approves  the  engagement  of  the  services  of 

an  industrial  nurse  on  a  part-time  basis  up  to  three  months, 
such  services  to  be  paid  fro«  the  Louis  E.  Kirstein  Fund. 

The  Committee  had  received  a  report  from  the  Assistant  Director  (for 
Personnel)  that  the  revision  in  the  personnel  policy  had  been  cowpleted  and 
ttere  had  now  been  eliminated  finally  the  promotional  examination  system  pre- 
viously in  effect.  The  Committee  had  also  received  a  report  on  the  disturbing 
rate  of  turnover  of  staff,  partially  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  turnover  of 
Northeastern  students  on  term  assignment  and  on  the  slowness  of  Civil  Service 
procedure.  He  stated  that  a  further  report  would  be  made  in  the  fall  on  the 
Library  Assistants  group  where  the  turnover  has  been  100%. 

I^e  Chairman  stated  that  at  the  conclusion  of  the  formal  agenda  certain 
matters  requiring  attention  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  had  been  con- 
sidered as  follows: 
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The  contract  with  Domenick  Puleo  St   Son,  Inc.  for  miscellaneous  repairs 
and  renovations  at  Jamaica  Plain  had  been  extended  to  February  ll,  with  subse- 
quent amendment  of  the  minutes,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Law  Department,  to 
extend  the  contract  to  March  27)  two  extra  orders  had  been  approved,  Extra 
Order  #2  in  the  amount  of  $727.71  in  connection  with  the  Domenick  Puleo  &  Son, 
Inc.  contract  for  work  at  Jamaica  Plain,  and  Extra  Order  #1  in  the  amount  of 
$1,913  in  connection  with  the  Rich  Construction  Co.,  Inc.  contract  for  the  new 
elevator  and  stairs. 

In  addition  a  contract  with  Carl  Koch  <Sc  Associates,  Inc.  had  been  author- 
ized for  services  as  consultants  in  the  selection,  specification  writing,  and 
certain  additional  services  in  connection  with  the  furnishings  and  draperies  at 
the  new  North  End  Branch  Library. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  ^  Research  Services  reported 
that  there  had  been  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and 
Community  Services  on  February  28.  He  stated  that  a  report  had  been  received 
on  the  status  of  State  Aid,  the  progress  made  toward  final  approval  of  the  program 
by  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  the  decision  that  the  program  was  to  be 
put  into  effect  in  stages,  the  infringement  of  the  program  on  the  Boston  Public 
Library,  both  as  to  increased  demands  on  reference  services  and  on  personnel  and 
on  operational  space,  and  as  to  the  benefits  to  be  received  of  increased  funds  for 
the  purchase  of  books  which  would  be  available  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  and  which 
would  finally  bring  a  financial  recompense  to  Boston  for  the  services  now  rendered 
to  non-residents* 

In  respect  to  space  problems  he  stated  that  it  was  planned  to  move  the 
Science  &  Technology  Department  as  a  temporary  solution  to  the  present  Newspaper 
Room  and  move  the  latter  to  the  quarters  recently  vacated  by  the  Bookmobile 
headquarters;  that  there  was  being  investigated  the  possibility  of  moving  the 
Allston  Branch  Library  to  a  street  level  store;  that  some  of  the  workroom  space 
at  Memorial  had  been  taken  over  by  the  School  Department  for  an  IBM  operation. 

He  reported  the  incident  of  a  member  of  the  staff  at  Egleston  being 
followed  into  the  Library.  He  reported  that  the  present  timetable  called  for 
opening  the  new  North  End  Branch  Library  in  August  or  September  %#ith  the  Nichols 
Book  Prizes  to  be  awarded  at  the  opening  exercises. 

He  stated  that  the  Coninittee  had  heard  a  report  on  the  progress  made  in 
promoting  closer  library-school  relations. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Conanittee  on  Public  Relations  stated  that  the  Committee 
met  on  February  7,  at  which  time  it  had  heard  a  report  on  the  plans  for  observance 
of  National  Library  Week.  He  reported  on  the  Observance  program,  that  Mrs  Endicott 
Peabody  was  serving  for  the  second  year  as  State  Chairman,  that  as  part  of  the  pro- 
gram she  had  arranged  for  a  Governor's  Reception  at  the  State  House,  that  there  was 
to  be  held  a  Governor's  Conference  on  Libraries  at  the  Sheraton-Plaza  on  April  16, 
and  that  the  latest  word  was  that  the  proposed  Kennedy  Ball  was  to  be  deferred. 

A  report  was  made  to  the  Committee  on  activities  in  respect  to  the  improve- 
ment of  Copley  Square,  "Wie  fcmiation  of  the  Copley  Square  Committee  to  work  with 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  the  meeting  called  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  January  23,  the  forth- 
coming report  on  the  survey  of  the  Back  Bay  region  being  made  by  the  Spencer  M. 
Hurtt  Associates  for  the  Back  Bay  Association.  He  stated  that  it  had  been  agreed 
that  no  action  was  to  be  taken  on  the  plan  of  the  Trustees  for  a  dinner  meeting 
of  interested  individuals  until  the  Hurtt  report  has  been  rendered. 
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The  Chairman  stated  that  the  Director  had  reported  on  budget  appro- 
priations by  the  City  for  1961,  which  included  a  total  increase  of  $378,000 
spread  over  personnel,  equipment,  and  books. 

He  stated  that  the  progress  made  toward  inauguration  of  state  aid  for 
the  Eastern  Region  had  been  reported  by  the  Director,  with  a  preliminary  meeting 
on  the  final  plan  with  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  and  a  meeting  with 
the  Eastern  Regional  Library  Advisory  Council  on  salary  matters  to  be  held  the 
coming  week. 

The  Committee  had  been  informed  that  the  way  had  now  been  cleared  for 
action  in  respect  to  the  West  End  Branch  Ubrary  site;  that  the  BRA  has 
stipulated  that  the  17  feet  set-back  must  be  observed^  that  the  adjoining  wall 
of  the  shopping  center  is  to  be  constructed  in  a  manner  that  will  be  acceptable 
to  the  architects  of  the  two  interested  parties,  and,  therefore,  that  formal 
application  by  the  Trustees  for  the  land  could  now  be  made. 

The  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  on  the  basis  of  the  above  report 
acquisition  of  the  aforesaid  site  should  be  requested. 

The  Chairman  reported  that  one  other  matter  had  been  brought  before  the 
Committee,  namely,  the  purchase  with  funds  from  the  City's  Equipment  Loan  of  a 
Gathermatic  automatic  collator,  at  a  total  cost  of  $5,750.,  and  that  this  pur- 
chase had  been  approved. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  budget  hearing  before  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  of  the  City  Council  had  been  held  at  2  p.m.  on  March  h   and  that 
the  Library  had  been  represented  by  Mr  Parker,  Vice  President,  and  Messrs  O'Connell 
and  Rabb  and  the  Director.  He  stated  that  the  hearing  had  been  satisfactory 
and  of  brief  duration. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Library  Operations)  stated  that  the 
contracts  of  the  City  awarded  on  an  annual  basis  run  from  April  1  through 
March  31  and  that  contract  proposals  were  being  submitted  at  the  present  meeting 
for  the  Library-  for  the  period  April  1,  196U  through  March  31,  1965,  CD  to 
award  as  a  result  of  public  advertising  to  the  lowest  responsible  and  eligible 
bidder,  (2)  to  award  without  public  advertising,  and  (3)  to  enter  into  lease 
^rangeroents.  In  addition  action  is  needed  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  Extra 
Order  No.  2  in  connection  with  the  erection  and  completion  of  the  North  End  Branch 
Library  and  to  extend  the  contract  for  repairs  and  renovaUons  at  the  Janaica 
Plain  Branch  Library.

or  Elizabeth  B.  Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the  Qirector,  and 
Secretary  of  the  Trustees,  or  Ervin  J.  Gaines,  Assistant 
Director,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls 
of  the  Library  in  representation  of  the  Trustees  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  four  weeks  from  July  6,  196U. 

Circular  Letters  Nos  3,  h,   6,  7,  8,  and  9,  196ii,  from  the  Mayor's  Office 
were  read  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  reported  that  there  had  been 
a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  March  31  at  \ih±ch   Mr  Richard  Foster  of  Philip 
Johnson  Associates  and  Mr  miliam  H.  Kerr  of  the  Law  Department  had  been  present 
to  discuss  points  at  issue  in  the  contract  for  architectural  services  in  connection 
with  the  proposed  Central  Ubrary  building  addition.  He  stated  that  the  Canmittee 
had  approved  certain  changes  in  the  contract  and  that  this  action  should  b« 
approved  by  the  Boardj  namely,  that  the  amount  allowed  the  architect  for  pre- 
liminary studies  And   basic  drawings  be  Increased  from  $200,000  to  ^3U,000|  the 
amount  allowed  the  architect  for  changes  in  the  course  of  the  work  b«  in  t!» 
ratio  of  3  times  the  drawing  costs;  ai^  the  amount  allowed  for  Resident  Engineer 
be  ch«i«td  to  "such  salary  as  the  Trustees  shall  approve".

The  Director  reported  that  there  had  been  no  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  since  the  preceding  meeting. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Personnel  reported  that  the  Comomittee  had 
met  on  March  20  and  had  considered  the  following  items:  a  revised  wage  scale  for 
the  Clerical  and  Mechanical  Service  and  a  proposal  for  an  increase  of  3%   as  of 
July  1,  if  possible,  for  the  Library  Assistants.  He  stated  that  the  Committee 
recommended  that  the  revised  wage  scale  for  the  Clerical  and  Mechanical  Service  as 
presented  be  accepted. 


Jommlttee. had.  heard  further  reports  from  the  Assistant  Director  (for 
1  FiSS?fion  in  absenteeism  of  the  staff,  the  expectation  of  filling

some  ten  positions  as  a  result  of  the  recruiting  trips  of  the  Assistant  Director, 
the  changes  in  staffing  for  the  period  19^9-1961,  the  non-approval  by  the  Examin- 
ing Physician,  Slrployees  Health  Services,  City  Hospital  of  the  proposal  for 
employment  of  a  part-time  nurse  at  the  Library.  There  had  also  been  presented  by 
the  Assistant  Qirector  and  approved  by  the  Committee  the  text  for  the  Personnel 
Manual  of  the  rules  governing  promotion,  whereby  there  is  finally  terminated  the 
Library* 8  former  examination  system.  There  had  been  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Committee  the  request  by  the  Board  of  Library  'Commissioners  that  the  Eastern 
Regional  Library  Service  submit  its  budget  for  Six  months  operation  of  the  program, 

The  Director  stated  that  there  had  been  no  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Relations  since  the  last  meeting. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services,  not 
having  been  present  at  the  n^eting  of  the  Committee  on  April  10,  Msgr  Murray  made 
a  report  on  the  meeting.  He  reported  the  recent  transfers  of  Branch  Literarlai^ 
and  the  appointn^nt  of  a  new  Branch  Librarian,  Miss  Linda  Ivers,  assigned  to 
Mt  Bowdoin  Branch  Library.  He  reported  on  the  probl©ns  in  -relation  to  certain 
branch  library  units:  their  repair,  the  site  for  West  End,  discipline  problems 
presented  by  patrons  frequenting  certain  branch  libraries,  the  approval  of  the 
renewal  of  lease  for  ttie  Alls ton  Branch  Library,  an  Extra  Order  and  extension  for 
the  contract  for  the  new  North  End  Brsmch  Library  building,  and  provision  of  space 
for  the  needs  of  the  Division  in  the  new  Central  Library  addition. 
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The  Board  confirmed  action  taken  by  the  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and 
Community  Services  as  follows: 

a.  Authorization  to  enter  into  a  lease  for  the  Allston  Branch  Library 
quarters  for  the  period  April  1,  196U  -  March  31,  196$,  at  an 
increase  in  annual  rent  in  the  amount  of  $300. 

b.  With  Mr  O'Connell  abstaining,  authorization  to  issue  Extra  Order 
No.  U  for  work  at  North  End  Branch  Library  building  in  a  total 
amount  of  $1,6U7.>  said  work  to  be  for  water -proofing  a  section 
of  an  old  party  wall  and  for  making  a  change  in  the  control  desk. 

c.  With  Mr  O'Connell  abstaining,  authorization  to  extend  contract  for 
erection  of  North  End  Branch  Library  for  an  additional  period  of 

3  months. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Ger»»ral  Library  Operations)  reported  that  the 
award  of  a  contract  without  public  advertising  to  Bro-Dart  Industries,  56  Earl 
Street,  Newark,  New  Jersey  for  supplying  50,000  Plasti-Kleer  book  jacket  covers 
had  been  held  up  by  the  Law  Department  which  had  indicated  that  because  of  a 
change  in  the  law  governing  contracts  except  those  for  professional  services, 
all  contracts  exceeding  $2,000,  must  be  publicly  advertised  and  that  the  matter 
was  being  taken  up  with  the  Law  Department. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be,  and  hereby  is,  rescinded  the  action  of  the 
Committee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  at  its 
m*^etlng  on  April  10,  196ii,  to  award  a  contract  to  Bro-Dart 
Industries,  56  Earl  Street,  Newark  lU,  New  Jersey,  for 
supplying  "Lifetime"  Plasti-Kleer  book  jacket  covers,  at 
a  cost  not  to  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.). 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services  stated 
that  at  its  meeting  on  April  2\x   the  Committee  had  received  a  report  on  the 
proposed  trust  funds  budget  for  reference  and  research  purposes  for  196U  which 
was  to  be  submitted  at  the  present  meeting  of  the  Board.  The  Committee  had 
discussed  the  development  of  ethnic  group  book  collections  to  reflect  the  racial 
background  of  the  major  racial  groups  within  the  City,  particularly  in  connection 
with  the  new  Central  Library  building,  also  the  stimulation  of  the  interest  of 
local  groups  and  foundations  in  fostering  such  collections.  The  Committee  had 
heard  a  report  from  the  Director  on  the  progress  made  toward  iii^jlen^ntation  of 
the  Eastern  Regional  Library  Service,  probably  to  be  inaugurated  on  July  1,  and 
the  problems  to  be  encountered.  He  also  had  reported  on  the  need  for  submission 
of  a  supplementary  budget  by  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  because  of  the 
action  of  the  Legislature  in  removing  from  tJie  budget  submitted  ty  the  Board 
provision  for  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  Service,  because  at  that  tin»  it  had 
not  become  operative, 

Msgr  Murray  suggested  that  a  "foregiveness  w»ek"  for  library  borrowers 
be  considered  when  l^e  Regional  Service  Program  goes  into  effect,  so  that  Boston 
residents  with  cards  withheld  might  be  on  the  same  borrowing  basis  as  the 
residents  in  towns  outside  of  Boston  in  respect  to  borrowing,  Hh^  Director 
reported  that  a  regiorwl  library  card  ims  under  study. 
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The  Chairman  stated  that  the  Director  had  brought  to  the  attention  of 
those  present  the  status  of  the  contract  with  Philip  Johnson  Associates,  that 
it  had  been  signed  by  Philip  Johnson  and  returned,  bit  that  the  establishment 
of  an  architectural  association  with  a  Boston  firm  by  Mr  Johnson  had  not  been 
completed  as  yet. 

He  stated  that  the  Committee  recommended  to  the  Board  adoption  of  the 
trust  funds  budget  for  the  Division  of  Reference  and  Research  Services  a$  sub- 
mitted to  the  Committee. 

Msgr  Murtay  called  to  the  attention  of the  Board  the  gift  to  the  Library 
by  the  Eire  Society  of  Boston,  >*iich  he  had  accepted  on  behalf  of  the  Library,  of 
a  series  of  some  UO  original  water  colors  of  the  Round  Towers  of  Ireland,  dating 
from  18$7,  and  painted  by  Gordon  MacDonald  Hills. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  City's  budget  had  been  passed  by  the  City 
Council  and  that  the  appropriation  for  the  Library  was  in  the  amount  of  $3,891,10^., 
which  was  the  amount  as  submitted  by  His  Honor  the  Mayor  with  the  exception  of  a 
reduction  of  $^,000.  in  Contractual  Services  and  $5,000.  in  Equipment. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was  thereupon 
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VOT^D:

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The  Director  reported  the  passage  of  legislation  providing  for  leaves  of  ' 
absence  to  members  of  public  library  staffs  for  study  or  research,  subject  to  the 
acceptance  of  this  section  by  the  appropriate  city  or  town.  He  stated  that  there 
had  been  no  problems  in  respect  to  such  leaves  of  absence  at  this  Library,  which 
has  long  had  a  positive  policy  toward  advanced  study. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  submitted  data  on  wage  scales  for 
both  the  Binding  Department  and  the  acilled  Trades  in  the  Riildings  Department. 
He  stated  that  he  was  proposing  that  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Personnel  Committee 
there  appear  a  delegation  from  the  Senior  Building  Custodians  and  union  repre- 
sentatives on  behalf  of  the  Binders  to  present  their  cases.  He  stated  that  on  last 
July  3  an  increase  had  been  approved  for  the  Junior  Building  Custodians  because 
at  the  Library  scale  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  candidates  from  the  Civil  Service 
lists.  He  then  reported  on  the  comparative  study  of  wages  paid  in  the  area  by 
John  Hancock  in  relation  to  wages  of  skilled  labor  in  the  Library. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Library  Operations)  reported  on  the 
difficulties  that  had  arisen  in  respect  to  the  engagement  of  Carl  Koch  for  services 
in  connection  with  furnishings  for  the  Nor-Ui  End  Branch  Library,  and  that  as  a 
result  the  work  was  to  be  on  a  service  order  basis,  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of 
$2,000.,  in  place  of  the  formal  contract  arrangement  as  ori^nally  proposed. 
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The  Director  presented  to  the  Board  the  Report  of  the  Examining 
Committee  for  1963-196U,  which  had  been  accepted  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees 
by  Msgr  Murray  as  President.  He  stated  that  it  would  now  be  printed  for 
distribution  and  would  be  studied  by  the  Library  Officers  who  would  then 
make  a  report  on  their  findings  in  respect  to  the  suggestions  both  m  the 
final  report  and  in  the  visit  reports  of  the  several  members.

service.  He  stated  that  no  action  was  taken,  but  that  the  groups  had  been  told 
that  consideration  would  be  given  later  in  the  year  to  their  requests,  if  there 
should  be  sufficient  funds  in  the  personnel  budget  to  make  such  changes  possible. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  called  attention  to  the  ^»ct  that 
at  the  March  20th  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Personnel  there  ^s^fPP^^f*^^*^*  ^ 
proposed  change  in  wages  for  the  Junior  and  Senior  Building  Custodians,  but  that 
at  the  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board  the  action  was  not  formally  ^^^^f^^- 
He  recommended  that  this  revised  wage  scale  be  adopted,  to  be  effective  July  1.

The  Director  stated  that  the  Chief  Librarian  for  Home  Reading  and  Community 
Services  would  report  on  a  proposal  for  an  experimental,  approach  to  Joint  adminis- 
tration of  branch  libraries  by  a  single  Branch  Librarian.  The  Chief  Librarian 
stated  that  a  survey  had  been  made  in  19$^  of  the  branch  libraries  as  a  whole. 
He  stated  that  with  the  development  of  the  Washington  Park  area  there  can  be  tried 
an  amalgamation  of  staff  of  Mt  Pleasant  and  Memorial  Branch  Libraries,  with  a 
strong  staff  of  young  adult  workers  and  children's  workers  so  as  to  be  ready  to 
offer  a  coordinated  service.  He  stated  that  book  selection  could  be  done  by  one 
person,  that  each  employee  would  have  one  branch  library  as  his  base  and  provide 
his  coverage  at  that  unit,  that  the  branch  librarian  would  represent  both  branch 
libraries  in  the  community.  He  stated  that  this  report  was  given  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  information  on  the  project  to  the  Board. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Personnel)  reported  that  in  accordance  with  the 
usual  practice  awards  of  four  scholarships  to  the  staff,  for  study  in  a  library 
school,  had  been  granted  and  that  the  awards  had  been  made  by  a  Committee  of  Award 
as  follows:

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The  Assistant  Dirfcctor  (for  General  Library  Operations)  reported  that  the 
attorney  for  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Law  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  had  informed  him  that  the  way  is  clear  to  turn  over  to  the  Trustees  the 
site  for  the  West  End  Branch  Library,  and  had  asked  (l)  how  soon  could  the  architect 
begin  work  on  the  writing  of  the  preliminary  specifications  and  the  plans  and  (2)  after 
the  bids  had  been  submitted  and  the  contract  awarded  the  length  of  time  before  com- 
pletion of  the  building.  He  stated  that  he  had  taken  up  the  matter  with  Mr  Eugene 
Kennedy,  the  architect  for  the  building,  and  was  informed  that  Mr  Kennedy  was 
completely  engaged  for  the  present  and  that  he  cannot  undertake  the  plans  until 
the  spring  of  1965,  with  specifications  in  July  1965,  and  construction  probably 
coBjpleted  in  the  fall  of  1966.  The  Assistant  Director  was  instructed  to  so  Inform 
the  aforesaid  representatives  of  the  BRA  and  the  Law  Department. 

The  Assistant  Director  stated  that  as  a  result  of  the  order  of  the  City 
of  Boston  Electrical  Inspector  that  covers  be  installed  on  the  ballast  boxes  at 
the  new  North  End  Branch  Library  the  contract  with  the  Peabody  Construction  Conpany^ 
Inc.  would  have  to  be  amended  to  include  the  cost  of  the  installation  of  the  said 
protective  covers,  namely,  $179.39.

He  stated  that  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners 
had  stipulated  that  at  least  l8  libraries  must  agree  to  participate,  serving  a 
population  of  275,000,  so  that  the  progress  to  date  was  very  satisfying. 

He  reported  that  the  supplemental  budget  submitted  to  the  Legislature 
did  not  Include  all  that  was  needed  to  run  the  regional  programs  for  the  year, 
but  that  the  budgetary  officials  of  the  Commonwealth  had  indicated  that  they 
would  look  with  favor  on  the  submission  of  an  item  to  cover  additional  needs 
for  inclusion  in  the  deficiency  appropriation  early  in  1965. 

The  Director  stated  that  at  the  last  meeting  before  the  summer  recess 
action  was  taken  customarily  to  provide  for  award  of  contracts  in  the  absence 

of  meetings. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded.  It  was

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Circular  Letters  Nos  Hi,  1^,  16,  17,  18,  and  19,  1961^  from  the  Mayor's 
Office  were  read  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Director  reported  the  receipt  of  coimnunications  from  the  Corporation 
Counsel  calling  the  attention  of  the  Trustees  to  two  Acts,  namely,  "An  Act 
Penalizing  the  Making  of  False  Written  Reports  Xiy   Public  Officers  or  Employees", 
and  "An  Act  Regulating  the  Solicitation  of  Charitable  Contributions  from  the 
Public".  He  stated  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  had  also  requested  the  submission 
of  any  suggestions  for  legislation  that  it  is  proposed  to  introduce  in  the  next 
legislative  session. 

The  Director  reported  that  no  meetings  of  Standing  Committees  had  been  held 
since  l^e  last  meeting  of  the  Board* 

the   Director  announced  the  resignation  of  Ervin  J.  Gaines,  Assistant  Di;rector 
(for  Personnel),  effective  October  22,  196U. 

The  Director  announced  the  death  of  Charles  J.  Gillis,  Deputy  Assistant 
Director,  on  July  3»  196U« 

The  Director  reported  that  at  the  request  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  Mr  Francis  X. 
Moloney,  Assistant  Director  (for  Information),  had  been  lent  to  the  Mayor's  Office 
for  an  indefinite  period,  to  serve  as  the  Mayor's  representative  in  the  implemen- 
tation of  the  Work  Training  Program  of  the  U.  S.  Economic  Opportunity  Act  of  196^^, 
which  has  been  delegated  by  the  Mayor  to  the  Action  for  Boston  Community  Development. 
He  stated  that  the  President  had  been  approached  in  the  matter  and  that  following 
consultation  with  the  members  of  the  Board  the  leave  had  been  granted.  He  stated 
that  Mr  Moloney's  name  will  remain  on  the  Library's  payroll  with  the  notation  that 
his  services  have  been  lent  to  the  Mayor's  Office. 

The  Director  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  developing  situation 
in  respect  to  Civil  Service  and  the  public  libraries  of  Massachusetts,  He  reported 
that  according  to  Massachusetts  statutes  librarians  are  not  specifically  excluded 
from  the  provisions  of  Civil  Service,  that  the  present  Director  of  Civil  Service 
is  apparently  about  to  move  into  the  public  library  field  inasmuch  as  he  has  re- 
quested job  descriptions  for  the  library  positions  in  all  cities  with  the  exception 
of  Boston  and  Salem,  and  that  library  trustees  as  well  as  the  librarians  were  deeply 
disturbed  at  the  prospect.  He  stated  that  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Massachusetts 
Library  Association  has  authorized  the  introduction  of  a  bill  in  the  legislature 
to  exeicpt  librarians  from  Civil  Service.  He  pointed  out  that  the  limitations  of  the 
operation  of  Civil  Service  as  constituted  in  Massachusetts  would  have  a  drastic 
effect  on  library  service,  with  its  local  residence  requirement,  its  veteran's 
preference,  its  failure  to  provide  a  career  service,  and  its  horizontal  strucutre 
militating  against  vertical  movement,  and  that  the  schools  in  certain  cities  as 
well  as  the  Department  of  Education  had  become  involved  similarly  in  the  program  of 
the  present  Director  to  widen  Civil  Service  coverage.  He  stated  that  since  the 
enactment  of  the  Civil  Service  back  in  188U  librarians  had  not  been  classified 
under  Civil  Service  even  though  building  custodians  and  maintenance  enployees  had 
been* 

The  Director  stated  that  his  present  report  was  informational,  that  for  the 
present  no  action  was  called  for  since  the  Boston  Public  Library  had  not  been 
approached,  but  that  the  situation  might  become  extremely  critical  in  the  future. 
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The  President  reported  on  the  status  of  the  developments  in  the  pro- 
posed rearrangement  of  Copley  Square.  He  stated  that  he  as  President,  in 
representation  of  the  Trustees,  had  attended  a  meeting  on  July  1  at  the  Mayor's 
Office  at  which  there  had  been  present  Mr  Thomas  F.  Carty,  Commissioner  of 
Traffic  and  Parking,  and  Mr  James  W.  Haley,  Commissioner  of  Public  Buildings, 
to  discuss  plans,  following  which  Mr  Haley  had  said  that  he  was  ready  to  pro- 
ceed to  eliminate  the  bisection  of  the  Square  by  Huntington  Avenue.  The 
President  stated  that  he  had  appeared  at  a  public  hearing  of  the  Public  Improve- 
ment Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  hear  interested  parties  on  the  inprove- 
ment  of  Copley  Square*  In  the  plans  a  widening  of  Dartmouth  Street  had  been 
made  through  narrowing  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  Library,  and  that  the 
Director  had  therefore  pointed  out  that  the  narrowing  of  the  sidewalk  was  so 
great  at  the  point  of  the  jut-out  of  the  front  steps  as  to  be  hazardous. 
Subsequently  it  had  been  proposed  to  keep  the  Library's  sidewalk  as  it  is* 

He  stated  that  there  was  to  be  a  further  meeting  in  the  Mayor's  Office 
on  October  8,  196U,  to  be  attended  by  Mr  John  Ewell  and  Mr  Joseph  Lund  in  repre- 
sentation of  the  Back  Bay  Association,  by  representatives  of  Trinity  Church  and 
of  the  Sheraton-Plaza,  by  Mr  Edward  Logue  for  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
and  by  the  President  and  Director  in  representation  of  the  Library,  to  discuss 
plans  for  the  Square.  He  called  attention  to  two  new  developments  earlier  im 
the  week,  the  formation  of  a  Back  Bay  Council,  an  overall  policy  body  to  put 
in  focus  matters  that  can  affect  the  Back  Bay  area,  and  the  formation  of  a  Back 
Bay  Foundation,  the  membership  of  which  is  to  consist  of  those  providing  the 
funds  for  the  action  to  be  taken.  He  pointed  out  that  certain  institutions 
in  the  proposed  Foundation  had  already  made  available  the  necessary  funds  to 
engage  the  services  of  Spencer  M.  Hurtt  Associates  to  make  a  study  of  the  area* 

The  Director  stated  that  the  Library's  role  would  be  that  of  setting 
forth  its  opinion,  as  to  esthetic  considerations,  the  narrowing  of  the  Dartmouth 
Street  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  Library,  and  the  like.  He  stated  that  the  group 
was  conscious  of  the  fact  that  consideration  must  be  given  in  the  changes  in 
street  widths  and  directions  to  the  needs  of  the  Sheraton-Plaza  in  the  matter 
of  its  parking  and  hotel  approach.  Further,  he  stated  that  whatever  the  changes 
agreed  upon,  there  would  be  the  necessity  of  the  additional  work  of  adjustmtfit 
of  location  of  water  mains  and  curbings* 

The  Chief  Librarian  (for  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services)  reported 
on  the  difficulties  being  faced  in  the  operation  of  the  South  End  Branch  Library* 
He  stated  that  through  the  spring  months  it  had  been  possible  to  maintain  dis- 
ciplinary control,  that  during  the  summer  the  unit  had  not  required  the  services 
of  a  guard,  but  that  beginning  with  the  fall  season  the  discipline  had  been  out 
of  control.  He  stated  that  a  member  of  the  staff  had  been  struck  by  a  girl, 
that  the  case  had  subsequently  been  taken  to  the  Juvenile  Court  where  the  Judge 
had  conferred  with  the  girl  in  his  chambers,  that  later  that  same  day  the 
youngster  accoi!q>anied  by  her  father  had  come  to  the  Library  to  apologize  fomally 
for  her  behavior  and  later  had  retuz*ned  to  apologize  to  the  injured  party*  He 
reported  that  it  had  been  the  consensus  that  the  Branch  Library  needed  a  nor« 
formal  type  of  discipline  than  can  be  afforded  by  the  librarians  alone  and  that 
the  Police  were  now  attempting  to  work  out  an  adequate  coverage  of  the  unit. 

The  Assistant  Director  (for  Library  Operations)  reported  on  *ttie  status 
of  the  West  Ehd  Branch  Library  situation.  He  stated  that  word  has  now  beea 
received  from  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  that  the  site  on  Cambridga 
Street  for  the  proposed  new  West  EikI  Branch  Library  can  be  conveyed  to  ^e 
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Library  and,  further,  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  has  indicated  that  there  can 
now  be  entered  into  a  formal  contract  with  the  architect  selected  by  the  Trustees 
at  their  meeting  on  June  17,  I960, 

On  motion  duly  made  said  seconded,  it  was  therefore 

VOTED:  that  there  be  and  hereby  is  affirmed  the  action  taken  by  the 
Trustees  on  June  17*  I960  as  follows: 

VOTED:  that  Maginnis  and  Walsh  and  Kennedy,  126  Newbury  Street, 

Boston,  be  and  hereby  are  selected,  in  accord€unce  with  the 
contractual  arrangements  approved  by  the  City  of  Boston  for 
the  purpose,  to  design  a  branch  library  building  to  be  erected 
on  a  site  to  be  made  available  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
purpose  in  the  West  End  Redevelopment  area  and  as  agreed  upon  by 
West  End  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  accordance  with 
specifications  to  be  set  by  the  Library,  the  aggregate 
e^qpenditures  under  said  contract  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
twenty-seven  thousand  six  hundred  seventy-five  dollars  ($27>675»)» 

The  Assistant  Director  reported  that  the  Law  Department  had  held  up  the 
clearing  of  the  contract  for  furniture  and  furnishings  for  the  new  North  End  Branch 
Library  for  some  five  weeks  and  consequently  the  public  bidding  on  the  furnishings, 
so  that  the  opening  of  the  North  End  Branch  Library  will  be  delayed  beyond  the 
anticipated  Diec ember  date. 

The  Chief  Librarian  (for  Hone  Reading  and  Community  Services)  reported  that 
the  Library  had  been  approached  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  as  to  an 
appropriate  location  for  the  site  of  a  new  South  End  Branch  Library  within  the 
planned  community  area  in  the  South  End  now  under. oonsideration,  that  the  Authority 
had  made  a  study  of  the  area  in  terms  of  the  factors  which  govern  the  Library's 
choice  in  selection  of  a  branch  library  site  and  had  suggested  a  site  on  Tremont 
Street  between  West  Springfield  and  Worcester  Streets  and  approximately  six  blocks 
from  the  present  branch  library*  He  stated  that  the  proposed  site  had  been  in- 
spected by  hinself,  the  Supervisor  of  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services,  the 
present  and  the  recently  retired  Branch  Librarians  of  the  South  End  Branch  Library, 
and  that  they  approved  the  proposed  site*  He  stated  that  the  B.R.A.  would  like  to 
have  an  indication  from  the  Library  as  to  whether  it  approves  the  site* 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  Trustees  approve  as  a  location  of  a  new  South  Ehd 

Branch  Library  a  site  located  on  the  northwest  side  of  Tremont 
Street  between  West  ^ringfield  and  Worcester  Streets,  as  sug- 
gested in  a  plan  submitted  to  the  Library  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  and  look  forward  to  the  implementation 
of  said  plan* 

The  Assistant  Director  reported  that  early  in  the  summer  the  water  level 
situation  under  the  Central  Library  building  had  become  alarming;  that  the  Library 
had  called  it  to  the  attention  of  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  on  the  basis 
l^at  the  pumping  for  the  roadway  by  the  Authority  had  affected  the  level |  and  that 
the  Authority  had  then  put  in  wells  on  Blagden  Street  which  dould  take  water  from 
the  hydrant*  He  stated  that  the  level  was  now  at  a  satisfactory  point* 
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The  Assistant  Director  reported  that  in  response  to  a  public  advertise- 
ment only  one  proposal  for  supplying  periodicals  and  serials  for  the  year  1965 
and  servicing  the  subscriptions  for  the  individual  items  throughout  the  year 
had  been  submitted  in  the  public  bidding  and  opened  on  September  21,  as  follows:

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:   that  there  be  awarded  to  Herman  Goldberger  Agency,  Inc*, 
222  Summer  Street,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  the  sole 
bidder  in  the  public  bidding,  the  contract  for 
(1)  suoplying  periodicals  and  serials  for  the  year  1965, 
and  (2)  servicing  the  subscriptions  for  the  individual 
items  throughout  the  year  as  specified  in  the  contract, 
in  the  total  amount  of  eighteen  thousand  eight  hundred 
ten  dollars  and  fifty-four  cents  ($18,810*55). 

The  Director  reported  on  the  satisfactory  progress  made  in  securing 
contract  agreements  from  the  cities  and  towns  within  the  Eastern  Regional  Public 
Library  System,  stating  that  102  out  of  the  180  towns  and  cities  had  already 
agreed,  representing  8056  of  the  population*  He  stated  that  there  existed  a 
reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  City's  budgetary  authorities  based  on  previous 
experience  to  advance  the  necessary  e^qpense  funds,  pending  reimbursement  tqr 
the  State*  As  a  a  result,  he  stated  that  he  had  had  a  survey  made  of  the 
experience  in  the  Central  and  Western  Regions  with  reimbursement  that  showed 
that  payment  was  generally  made  within  the  first  month,  sometimes  in  the  second 
month,  and  only  once  in  the  third  month*  He  stated  that  with  this  data  it 
could  be  shown  to  the  authorities  that  an  advance  of  not  more  than  3  months 
operating  expenses  would  be  required  and  that  he  believed  that  this  would  resolve 
the  difficulty. 

He  reported  briefly  that  with  the  passage  of  the  Federal  legislation 
that  provides  funds  for  library  services,  the  Division  of  Library  Service  had 
notified  him  that  additional  funds  were  to  oe  available  immediately  to  this 
Library  on  a  population  basis  and  as  a  libraiy  of  final  resource,  and  to  aH 
the  other  libraries  in  communities  over  25>000  on  a  population  basis* 

In  connection  with  the  recognition  of  this  Library  as  a  resource  library 
by  this  action  the  Director  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  recent 
press  releases  in  which  the  Mayor  has  said  that  some  of  the  funds  for  the  new 
Central  Library  building  should  come  from  the  State,  that  its  part  should  be 
kO%   of  that  amount  of  the  cost  that  is  outside  of  the  trust  fund  monies  that 
are  available. 

The  Director  stated  that  appointment  of  an  Examining  CcHimittee  had  beea 
placed  on  the  agenda  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Board  ^at 
their  nominations  should  be  submitted  at  the  next  meeting*

The  Director  stated  that  there  was  scheduled  for  Friday,  November  13, 
another  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  that  he  was  suggesting  that 
this  might  well  be  cancelled  since  the  current  matters  had  already  received 
consi  deration  in  the  two  preceding  meetings  and  there  had  been  set  up  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  to  consider  the  next  step  in  the  building 
program,  namely,  the  presentation  by  Mr  Philip  Johnson  of  his  feasibility  studies. 
He  stated  further  that  he  himself  would  like  to  be  away  inasmuch  as  he  had  been 
invited  to  attend  the  dedication  of  the  new  library  building  at  Wast  Point  on 
November  13  and  thereafter  to  attend  a  qynposium  on  library  buildings  to  be  held 
at  the  Enoch  Pratt  Fjree  Library  in  Baltimore,  both  of  which  events  would  be  of 
informative  value  in  view  of  the  Library's  building  program. 
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It  was  agreed  that  the  Committee  on  Buildings  should  meet  on  Friday, 
December  I4,  196U,  at  2:30  p.m.  in  place  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Relations  and 
that  the  meeting  scheduled  for  November  13  be  cancelled. 

The  Director  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  some  years  earlier 
vhen  building  expansion  had  first  been  under  consideration  the  members  of  the  Board 
had  made  a  tour  of  certain  of  the  large  library  buildings  in  the  Eastern  part  of 
the  country  and  that  at  a  later  Juncture  when  building  plans  were  further  along 
the  members  of  the  present  Board  might  wish  to  make  a  similar  trip.  In  addition 
the  Director  had  subsequently  taken  ten  key  members  of  the  staff  on  a  similar  trip 
to  their  great  profit.  Subsequently  the  Library  had  followed  the  practice  of 
sending  other  members  of  the  staff  on  visitations  of  appropriate  libraries  for 
gathering  ideas  concerning  practices  elsewhere  that  might  be  worthy  of  consideration 
for  adoption  in  Boston.  As  an  example,  two  members  of  the  BPL  staff  are  making  a 
visit  for  this  purpose  to  the  public  libraries  of  Baltimore,  Philadelphia,  Brooklyn, 
and  New  York,  Shortly,  in  connection  with  detailed  planning  for  our  new  building, 
a  visit  of  key  officers  is  planned  to  new  public  library  buildings  such  as  Buffalo, 
Detroit,  and  elsewhere.  In  response  to  the  Director's  hope  that  a  similar  visit 
could  be  arranged  for  the  Trustees,  it  was  suggested  that  an  extended  trip  of 
several  days  might  not  be  possible,  but  that  a  shorter  trip  of  two  days  or  so  might 
be  arranged* 

The  Director  reported  that  there  had  been  forwarded  from  the  Mayor  a  request 
received  by  him  from  the  Allston  Civic  Association  for  provision  of  more  adequate 
quarters  for  the  Allston  Branch  Library,  with  a  request  for  information  in  the  matter. 
He  stated  that  a  reply  had  been  sent  that  the  Library  had  scheduled  the  replacement 
of  this  branch  library  in  its  1968  capital  budget  requests,  that  in  the  interim  the 
Library  had  tried  to  find  son»  other  location  to  rent,  but  that  those  available 
were  either  by  their  nature  or  cost  out  of  the  question,  and  that  the  Library 
was  very  much  alert  to  the  situation.

^pS  Johnson  and  Mr  John  H.  Ottemiller,  his  libr^  ^^"|?ilt^^rL  firm 
Ifeflsrs  Visvaldis  PaukuUs,  Robert  C.  Abrahamson,  and  Edison  Ribeiro  of  the  firm 
SSchlt^ts  Design  Qrou;,  Incorporated,  Mr  Johnson's  Boston  architectural 
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associates.  He  stated  that  the  feasibility  plans  of  Mr  Johnson  had  been  dis- 

meeting  had  already  been  sent  to  members  of  the  Board. 

The  question  of  using  the  aboveHBientioned  firm  of  Architects  Design 
G^oup,  Incorporated  for  the  Ubrary's  regular  architectural  consultatien  work 
was  raised.  The  Director  stated  that  the  work  to  date  of  this  firm  had  been 
inroressive,  that,  with  their  prospective  role  in  the  renovation  of  the  Present 
Building  to  coordinate  it  with  the  New  Building,  their  services  were  already 
being  used  in  conjunction  with  the  installation  of  the  Print  Department  dioramas, 
the  installation  and  placing  of  the  Sargent  color  studies  in  the  stair  area 
leading  to  the  Print  Department,  and  that  he  had  already  met  with  the  remaining 
partner  in  Ames  and  Graves,  Mr  Philip  Graves,  to  inform  him  that  the  Library  in 
the  future  would  naturally  be  turning  to  the  local  firm  participating  in  planning 
the  New  Building  for  general  professional  architectural  consultation. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Comnittee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services 
reported  that  at  its  meeting  held  on  December  U  there  had  been  discussed  cir- 
culation trends,  the  problems  presented  by  numerous  retirements,  particularly 
of  building  custodian  personnel,  the  extension  of  use  of  the  Library  Assistants 
Service,  the  security  problems  of  the  branch  libraries  arising  out  of  the 
thievery  of  equipment,  broken  windows,  and  damage  from  forced  entrance. 

The  query  was  raised  as  to  the  cost  of  installation  of  security  system* 
without  waiting  for  next  year's  budget.  The  Assistant  Director  stated  that 
inquiries  were  in  process  to  protective  agencies  and  that  there  might  be  a 
possibility  of  making  a  connection  with  some  apparatus  baing  installed  for 
certain  schools  by  the  School  Department  at  police  headquarters. 

Ttie  Chief  Librarian  of  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  stated  that 
there  was  under  consideration  the  marking  of  Library  equipment  as  Library 
property  with  some  permanent  marking,  to  deter  its:  use  for  resale  purposes. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Connittee  continued  his  report,  commenting  on  tho 
iiqprovements  in  branch  library  buildings  at  Codman  Square  and  North  End,  and 
the  situation  in  respect  to  replacement  of  the  Brighton  Branch  Library.  He 
reported  that  there  had  been  received  the  study  entitled  A  Report  on  Staffing, 
Collections,  Services  and  Routine  Operations  in  Branches  of  the  Boston  Publie 
Library  by  Leonard  Grundt,  Ph.D.  candidate  at  Rutgers  University,  which  was 
receiving  consideration.  He  stated  that  the  Comnittee  had  authorized  the  opening 
of  the  branch  librcories  on  Saturday,  December  26,  from  9  a.m.  to  1  p.m. 

He  concluded  his  report  with  the  statement  that  the  Coiamittee  had 
approved  the  request  by  a  group  of  several  social  service  agencies  and  univer- 
sities in  the  area  that  had  been  conducting  a  creative  drama  program  in  certain 
branch  library  lecture  halls  that  the  Library  assume  responsibility  for  certifi- 
cation to  the  Permanent  Charity  Board  that  the  creative  drama  programs  being 
offered  in  these  branch  libraries  had  taken  place,  in  order  that  the  Permanent 
Charity  Board  properly  might  make  payment  of  an  allocation  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  for  carrying  on  the  said  program. 

There  having  been  held  no  other  meetings  of  Standing  Connlttees,  this 
concluded  the  reports  of  the  Standing  Committees.

The  Assistant  Director  (for  General  Library  Operations)  reported  the  receipt 
of  a  letter  from  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Bookbinders,  Local  No.  16,  that 
on  January  U,  1965,  another  increase  was  to  be  granted  to  the  bookbinders  of  the 
Sea?  bringing  the  hourly  rate  to  $3.U5  and  the  weekly  rate  to  $129.38.  He  stated 
that  a  new  agreement  with  the  Boston  Graphic  Arts  Institute  had  been  signed  on 
December  1.  1963,  whereby  a  three-year  contract  had  been  entered  into  with  the 
nrst  iLrUse  to  be  on  February  3,  196U.  He  stated  that  at  that  time  the  Assistant 
Director  (for  Personnel)  had  raised  the  question  of  putting  into  effect  the  increase 
for  the  bookbinders  in  the  Library  until  such  time  as  increases  to  other  staff 
members  could  be  given;  it  had  been  decided  to  defer  ^^  increase  in  rate  for  the 
bookbinders:  and  it  had  finally  been  put  in  Effect  on  July  1,  196U  when  the  other 
salary  increases  were  given.

The  Director  reported  to  the  Board  that,  when  under  Federal  legislation 
in  support  of  library  services  funds  had  been  allocated  to  the  State  through  the 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  that  the  Board  had  allocated  to  the  Boston  Pub- 
lic Library  the  sum  of  $102,997  as  the  library  of  "last  recourse"  of  the  Common- 
wealth. He  stated  that  this  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Library  Commis- 
sioners had  not  been  anticipated  and  reflected  an  understanding  of  the  leading 
role  of  the  Boston  Public  Library.  He  reported  that  two  members  of  the  Board, 
Messrs  John  Fulham  and  Richard  Sullivan,  together  with  Mrs  Genevieve  Galick, 
Director  of  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Library  Extension,  had  conferred  with 
him  on  December  21  to  ascertain  the  present  situation  as  to  the  implementation 
of  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  Service  Program,  that  he  had  reported  to  then 
on  the  situation  in  respect  to  the  advancement  by  the  City  of  Boston  of  the 
monies  to  carry  the  initial  program  until  there  can  be  reimbursement  by  the 
Conmonwealth  and  that  he  would  shortly  have  further  word  from  the  Administrative 
Services  Department  as  to  the  method  of  financing  the  operation.  He  stated  that 
on  the  following  Viednesday,  Januaiy  13,  he  expected  to  have  a  report  for  the 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners  on  what  the  City  of  Boston  can  do. 

He  stated  that  before  complete  iiqplementation  of  the  Eastern  Regional 
Library  Service  can  take  place  the  following  steps  must  be  completed:  (l)  a 
contract  entered  into  between  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  and  the  Trustees 
of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  (2)  establishment  of  a  revolving  or  other  fund  for 
payment  of  initial  ^cpenses  prior  to  reimbursement  by  the  Connonwealth,  and  (3) 
final  approval  of  the  operating  budget  for  the  Eastern  Region  by  the  Board  of 
Library  Commissioners.  He  stated  that  in  advance  of  full  regional  library  ser- 
vices it  was  planned  to  inaugurate  the  inter-librazy  loan  service  under  the  above* 
mentioned  Federal  funds  to  the  Boston  Public  Library  to  serve  as  the  "last  re- 
course" library.  He  stated  that  there  was  no  other  library  that  can  undertake 
the  supplemental  services  for  the  smaller  libraries,  so  that  the  Boston  Public 
Library  will  have  to  perform  this  service.

Msgr  Murray  reported  that  he  had  conferred  with  the  Honorable  John  W. 
McCormack,  Weaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  Washington  in  respect  to 
the  possibility  of  obtaining  Federal  funds  toward  library  construction,  and 
that  Mr  McCormack  had  had  him  talk  with  an  official  of  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare,  who  had  stated  that  there  was  no  apparent  possibility  of 
obtaining  Federal  funds  for  building,  but  that,  if  at  the  end  there  was  needed 
funds,  possibly  tailings  unused  from  earlier  allocations  might  be  available. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services 
reported  that  the  Committee  had  met  on  February  12,  1965,  at  which  time  it  had 
received  a  report  of  a  study  of  staff  for  redeployment  of  personnel  in  respect 
to  the  ratio  of  professional  and  non-professional  staff.  He  stated  that  the 
Committee  also  had  reviewed  to  some  extent  the  study  of  Leonard  Qrundt,  of  the 
Rutgers  University  Library  School,  on  the  staffing,  collections,  services  and 
routine  operations  in  branch  libraries  and  that  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  it 
would  be  well  for  all  the  Trustees  to  read  the  report  so  as  to  be  able  to  draw 
their  own  conclusions  as  to  its  content.  Further  he  requested  that  a  copy  of 
the  ♦•Summary  of  Basic  Recoinnendations"  of  the  Report  be  sent  to  members  of  the 
Board.  The  Chairman  reported  that  as  a  part  of  the  President's  Program  for 
War  on  Poverty  the  Library  was  using  the  services  of  ten  people  for  the  repair 
of  books.  He  called  attention  to  the  exhibit  arranged  by  the  Library  as  a 
part  of  the  opening  program  at  the  new  War  Memorial  Auditorium,  which  he  stated 
had  been  inspected  by  His  Honor  the  Mayor.  The  Chairman  also  called  attention 
to  the  disturbing  increase  in  thefts  of  mechanical  equipntnt  from  the  branch 
libraries.

Brighton  Branch  Library  the  firm  of  Architects  Collaborative,  63  Brattle  Street, 
Cambridge.  He  reported  that  the  furniture  of  the  new  North  End  Branch  Library 
was  expected  about  April  l5,  and  that  it  had  been  hoped  that  the  formal  opening 
ceremonies  might  take  place  during  National  Library  Week,  April  25-May  1,  with 
the  Nichols  Awards  to  be  made  on  that  occasion. 

The  Director  raised  the  question  of  having  buffet  refreshments  for  the 
City  officials  and  a  limited  number  of  invited  guests  preceding  the  opening 
ceremonies  at  North  End.

that  a  conference  with  him  was  scheduled  for  March  16. 

The  Director  stated  that  requests  from  a  number  of  architects  that 
they  be  considered  for  the  designing  of  branch  libraries  had  been  received  and 
that  their  names  could  be  added  to  the  list  from  which  the  Board  was  to  establish 
its  list  of  architects  to  be  used  in  the  selection  of  those  to  design  the  forth- 
coming branch  library  buildings.  Several  suggestions  were  then  offered  for 
the  list,  namely,  the  f rim  of  Holmes  and  Edwards,  Perry,  Shaw  and  Hepburn,  and 
Peter  McLoughlin.

Ihe  Director  reported  that  the  first  project  under  the  Work  Training 
Program  of  A.B.C.D.  had  been  going  forward  satisfactorily,  that  of  book -mending 
by  a  group  of  non-English-speaking  girls  working  under  an  interpreter;  and  that 
the  second  project,  that  of  moving  books  from  the  Central  Library  to  storage  on 
Long  Island,  was  about  to  begin. 

The  Director  stated  further  that  the  Committee  on  Personnel  had  approved 
the  adoption  of  a  new  minin.um  hourly  rate  of  pay,  $1.25,  and  that  this  action  had 
already  been  confirmed  earlier  in  the  meeting.  The  Committee  had  also  heard  a 
report  from  the  Director  upon  the  difficulties  being  experienced  by  the  Library 
in  competing  in  the  market  for  library  personnel  because  of  the  Library's  current 
salary  levels. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Relations  stated  that  the  Com- 
mittee had  met  on  March  19  at  vtich  time  it  had  heard  a  report  on  the  arrangements 
for  the  formal  opening  ceremonies  for  the  new  North  End  Branch  Library,  and  had 
approved  an  expenditure  up  to  $250.  from  the  Louis  E.  Kirstein  Fund  for  expenses 
incurred  in  connection  with  the  opening.  The  Director  had  reported  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  proposed  arrangements  for  a  fonnal  signing  ceremony  for  the  contract 
for  the  provision  of  an  Eastern  Regional  Library  Service,  tentatively  scheduled 
for  April  28,  with  the  Mayor,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioner*, 
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and  representatives  of  the  participating  libraries  to  be  present.  An  authori- 
zation of  an  expenditure  up  to  $150.  from  the  Louis  E.  Kirstein  Fund  in  con- 
nection with  this  latter  ceremony  had  also  been  approved.   Both  authorizations 
for  expenditures  from  the  Kirstein  Fund  had  been  approved  earlier  in  the  present 
meeting. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  invitation  list  to  the  opening  ceremonies 
at  the  North  End  Branch  had  been  increased  to  such  an  extent  since  the  original 
presentation  for  funds  that  he  was  now  requesting  that  there  be  authorized  an 
expenditure  up  to  $U00,  from  the  Louis  E.  Kirstein  Fund. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  Director  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  expend  up 
to  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  ($U00.)  from  the  income  of 
the  Louis  E.  Kirstein  Fund  for  incidental  expenses  incurred 
in  connection  with  the  formal  opening  ceremonies  at  the  North 
End  Branch  Library. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Commdttee  on  Home  Reading  and  Com- 
munity Services  the  Director  made  the  report.  He  stated  that  the  Committee  had  met 
on  April  2  at  which  time  it  had  adopted  a  list  of  approved  architects  for  the 
Board's  use  in  selecting  architects  to  design  branch  library  buildings j  that  it 
had  thereupon  named  four  architects  to  design  the  next  four  branch  library 
buildings  on  the  capital  building  program,  as  follows:  Brighton  -  Architects 
Collaborative  (reaffirmation  of  an  earlier  choice);  Dudley  Street  -  Hugh  Stubbins  & 
Associates,  Inc.,  or,  as  alternate,  Eduardo  F.  Catalano;  Fields  Corner  -  Holmes  <5t 
Edward*,  Inc.}  and  South  End  -  Sumner  Schein.  The  Director  stated  that  this  action 
had  been  confirmed  earlier  in  the  meeting. 

The  Director  reported  further  on  action  taken  at  the  meeting,  that  the 
Comrdttee  had  approved  the  alternate  site  for  a  new  South  End  Branch  Library  at 
West  Newton  and  Tremont  Streets  as  proposed  by  the  BRA.  He  stated  that  the  Com- 
mittee had  also  approved  the  continuation  of  the  Mount  Pleasant-Memorial  Branch 
Libraries  as  one  administrative  unit  until  the  establishment  of  the  proposed  Dudley 
Street  Branch  Library. 

The  Assistant  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  latest 
block  to  the  acquisition  of  the  West  End  Branch  Library  site,  namely,  that  the 
Law  Department  has  informed  the  Library  that  there  is  being  proposed  a  re-survey 
of  the  whole  development  area,  including  the  site  that  the  Library  is  to  have. 
He  stated  that  the  architect,  Mr  Eugene  Kennedy,  was  ready  to  proceed,  but  that 
he  needs  a  site  survey. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  GhairroMi  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  should  re- 
quest of  the  former  Chairman  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  with  whom  the 
original  inquiries  had  been  raised,  aid  in  effecting  a  pron?)t  transfer  of  title 
to  the  Library.  The  Chairman,  through  a  telephone  call  to  the  former  Ghsdnnan  of 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  ascertained  that  steps  would  be  taken  at  once 
to  expedite  matters  so  that  a  deed  to  the  parcel  could  be  transmitted  to  the 
Trustees. 

Mr  Rabb  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  proposed  development 
of  a  new  shopping  area  on  Dorchester  Avenue  in  the  vicinity  of  Fields  Corner, 
which  might  well  provide  an  advantageous  site  on  which  to  locate  the  new  Fields 
Corner  Branch  Library  to  be  erected.  The  Director  was  requested  to  examine  the 
possibility  and  report  back  to  the  Board. 
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The  Director  reported  on  the  several  changes  instituted  in  the 
Division  of  Reference  and  Research  Services  since  he  had  assumed  the  post 
of  Acting  Chief  Ubrarian  of  the  Division,  as  outlined  by  him  in  his  earlier 
communication  to  the  Trustees. 

The  Director  stated  that  it  had  been  customary  to  award  grants  to  four 
members  of  the  staff  and  to  the  President  of  the  Staff  Association  in  the  sum 
of  $100.  each  toward  the  expense  of  attendance  at  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion and  that  he  was  recommending  that  this  be  done  again  this  year,  with  the 
selection  of  the  individuals  to  be  made  by  a  conmittee  from  the  staff  appointed 
for  the  purpose. 

The  Board  approved  the  award  of  grants  in  the  sum  of  $100  each  to  four 
members  of  the  Library  staff  and  a  similar  grant  to  the  President  of  the  Staff 
Association  toward  the  expense  of  attendance  at  the  annual  Conference  of  the 
American  Library  Association,  the  grants  to  be  paid  from  income  of  unrestricted 
trust  funds. 

The  Director  stated  that  it  had  also  been  the  practice  to  award  four 
scholarships  in  the  amount  of  $200.  each  to  staff  members  toward  the  expense 
of  study  in  an  accredited  library  school,  such  candidates  to  be  selected  by  a 
committee  from  the  staff  appointed  for  the  purpose.  He  stated  that  the  funds 
were  taken  from  the  income  of  unrestricted  trust  funds  and  that  he  was  recom- 
mending that  grants  be  authorized  for  the  current  year. 

The  Board  approved  the  granting  of  four  scholarships  for  study  in  an 
accredited  library  school,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  income  of  unrestricted  trust 
funds. 

The  Director  reported  that  House  No.  326,  the  bill  to  exeii?>t  certain 
library  employees  from  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Laws  and  Regulations, 
had  passed  the  Senate  and  House  and  has  been  sent  for  engrossment,  after  which 
it  will  go  to  the  Governor  who  has  said  that  he  will  sign  it.  He  stated  that 
this  will  exempt  professional  librarians  and  subprofessional  librarians  who 
hold  certificates  granted  by  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners.  It  will  also 
exempt  pages  who  are  high  school  students  between  the  ages  of  Ih   and  18  and 
college  students  between  the  ages  of  17  and  23  who  work  in  libraries  \diile 
attending  school.  He  stated  that  Representatives  Royal  L.  Boiling,  Harold  T. 
Gayron,  and  Francis  W.  Hatch,  Jr  were  most  helpful  in  guiding  passage  of  the 
legislation. 

The  Assistant  Director  stated  that  in  response  to  public  advertisement 
on  April  20,  1965  there  had  been  received  only  one  bid  for  furnishing  edge-

The  Director  reported  on  his  conference  with  Mr  William  H.  Kerr,  of 
the  Law  Department,  in  respect  to  the  form  of  contract  to  be  used  for  the 
Eastern  Library  Service  Program.  He  stated  that  Mr  Kerr  was  of  the  opinion 
that  any  activity  carried  on  by  the  Trustees,  whether  carried  on  as  an 
administrative  agency  or  corporation,  is  still  a  City  action.  Mr  Kerr  had 
proposed  that  a  contract  be  written  that  would  provide  that  the  Library  be  paid 
on  a  regular  contract  basis  a  stipulated  amount  for  rendering  specified  pro- 
fessional services,  that  this  raised  the  question  of  operating  funds  until 
such  contract  payments  were  paid  over  to  the  City  for  services  rendered,  and 
that  Mr  Kerr  had  stated  that  an  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  period  would  need 
to  be  made  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Several  points  were  raised:   (l)  this  procedure  might  not  be  acceptable 
to  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  (2)  the  large  amount  that  would  have  to 
be  appropriated  would  affect  disadvantageously  the  Boston  tax  rate  for  1965, 
which  is  about  to  be  set,  and  (3)  this  would  mean  the  submission  of  a  second 
annual  budget  by  the  Library,  which  would  be  subject  to  City  Council  approval 
as  well  as  that  of  the  Mayor. 

Following  discussion  the  Director  was  requested  to  arrange  for  a  con- 
ference with  Dr  Roy  Hamilton,  the  Fiscal  Officer  of  the  Mayor's  Office,  who  has 
been  charged  py  the  Mayor  with  responsibility  for  reporting  to  him  on  the  State 
Aid  to  Libraries  problem.  It  was  further  agreed  that  the  conference  be  held  if 
possible  at  the  time  of  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings,  on 
which  all  members  serve,  namely,  on  Friday,  May  lU« 

The  Director  stated  that  the  delay  in  processing  the  contract  had, 
of  course,  made  necessary  the  cancellation  of  plans  for  an  official  signing  on 
April  28. 

The  Examining  Committee  Report  for  I96I4-65  was  then  presented  to  the 
Board.  Consideration  was  deferred  pending  an  opportunity  by  the  members  to 
study  the  Report. 

The  Director  reported  receipt  of  a  certified  letter  from  the  Internation- 
al Brotherhood  of  Bookbinders,  Local  No.  16,  under  date  of  May  h,   asking  con- 
sideration of  a  wage  increase  for  the  bookbinders  or  the  privilege  of  meeting 
with  the  Trustees  to  place  their  case. 

The  Director  was  requested  to  inform  the  Bookbinders  Union  that  their 
request  had  been  submitted  to  the  Board  and  that  the  matter  continued  to  r«nain 
on  the  table. 

Msgr  Murray  suggested  that  the  reply  be  anqplified  to  say  that  the  Li- 
brary has  several  categories  of  en9)loyees  that  it  also  must  take  care  of.

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The  Assistant  Director  reported  that  the  Committee  on  Buildings  on  M*y  H*. 
1965  had  acted  (l)  to  rescind  action  of  March  31,  1961.  authorizing  and  directing 
the  DU^chase  of  a  parcel  of  land  in  the  Vtest  Qid  Land  Assembly  and  containing 
20  380^50^6  feet!  (2)  to  authorize  and  direct  the  purchase  of  a  certain  parcel 
of'landf^  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  in  the  West  End  Land  Assembly  and 
contemning  18,660  square  feet,  and  (3)  to  authorize  the  Director  to  draw  a  draft  on 
^e  City  Auditor  in  payment  for  same,  >rtiich  action  should  now  be  confirmed   He 
sttted  that  the  reason  for  the  change  was  the  establishment  of  ^he  green  strip 
along  the  street,  **ich  made  the  larger  land  area  not  necessary.  He  stated  that 
this  action  of  the  Committee  had  been  confirmed  earlier  in  the  meeting. 

He  stated  that  the  Library's  Engineer,  Gilbert  Snail  and  Co..  reported  that 
nrBllminarv  work  on  the  survey  of  the  area  to  the  rear  of  the  Central  Library 
b^ld^g^d^fre^Sy  been  done  at  a  cost  of  $876.U3  prior  to  notification  to  halt 
work.  He  stated  that  there  already  existed  an  authorization  to  make  payment  for 
thfsurvey  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $6,000.  from  the  Benton  Building  Fund,  so 
that  the  present  expenditure  could  be  met  from  the  above  authorization. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  matter  of  the  revision  of  salaries  and 
waces  for  Library  employees  was  still  on  the  table.  He  reported  that  the  Binding 
ot^^tment  eSee7have  raised  the  question  of  an  increase  to  match  the  increases 
aU^dy  in  eSect  ?or  employees  of  the  City  Printing  Section.  The  Director  stated 
thltfor  this  group,  as  for  the  others,  increases  will  have  to  wait  until  the  money 
is  made  available. 

The  Assistant  Director  stated  that  the  total  increases  wuld  cost  approxi- 
mately $250,000  on  the  basis  of  a  ten  per  cent  increase  for  the  professional 
en^jloyees  and  six  per  cent  for  the  non-professional  employees. 

The  Director  stated  that  action  in  regard  to  increases  was  still  waiting 
on  the  action  that  the  City  is  going  to  take  in  regard  to  City  employees  in 
general.  He  then  reviewed  the  new  beginning  rates  being  paid  in  the  Jfff  ^,  f  ^^f^^ 
of  the  country,  with  New  York  heading  the  list  at  $6,290  as  coiqpared  with  the  Boston 
Public  Library  current  rate  of  $5550.  He  stated  that  in  the  recruiting  trips 
made  to  library  schools  by  Boston  Public  Library  officers  160  candidates  had  been 
interviewed,  Ul  had  been  offered  positions,  and  21  had  accepted. 

The  matter  of  the  salary  situation  was  discussed  in  its  several  aspects  — 
the  impact  on  Ubrary  personnel  of  recruiting  for  the  Eastern  Regional  library 
Service  Program,  if  these  individuals  are  to  be  paid  at  a  higher  rate,  the  alter- 
native of  a  curtailment  of  services  to  reduce  costs  so  as  to  release  funds  for 
salary  increases,  with  its  consequent  unfortunate  public  relations  reaction,  and 
the  problem  of  holding  professional  personnel  in  competition  with  higher  salaries 
elsewhere,  unless  some  salary  adjustment  is  possible. 

It  was  agreed  that  any  action  by  the  Board  would  have  to  await  the  action 
taken  by  the  Legislature  —  whether  it  is  to  extend  any  reUef  to  the  plight  of 
the  cities  and  towns.

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The  Assistant  Director  reported  the  problems  that  had  been  encountered 
in  the  use  of  A.B.C.D.  personnel  to  move  books  from  the  Central  Library  to  the 
new  Long  Island  Book  Storage  Area,  necessitating  the  replacement  of  the  original 
group  of  boys  with  a  group  of  college  students  with  more  maturity,  and  that 
since  that  time  good  progress  had  been  made.  He  conmented  that  the  book  mending 
project  carried  on  by  a  team  consisUng  of  five  Negro  girls  and  five  Cuban  girls 
was  very  successful. 

The  Assistant  Director  reported  further  in  respect  to  the  book  moving 
that  at  the  last  meeting  the  Board  had  authorized  an  expenditure  of  4x1,000.

He  stated  that  Mr  Benjamin  Thonpson,  of  Architects  Collaborative,  had  stated 
that  he  would  be  interested  to  design  the  regional  library  for  Brighton,  that 
Hugh  Stubbins,  of  Hugh  Stubbins  k  Associates,  Inc.,  had  indicated  that  he 
would  be  interested  to  design  the  Dudley  Street  area  building  and  that  his 
attorney  would  ascertain  whether  his  enployment  else^ere  in  the  BRA  program 
would  be  a  conflict  of  interest,  that  W.  J.  Edwards,  of  the  firm  of  Holmes 
and  Edwards,  had  stated  that  he  wovld  be  interested  to  design  the  Fields  Corner 
Branch  Library,  and  that  Sumner  Schein  had  not  been  able  to  arrange  as  yet  for 
a  detailed  conference  in  respect  to  the  South  End  Branch  Library,  because  of 
pressure  of  other  projects. 

The  Director  then  reported  on  the  present  situation  in  respect  to  the 
Vfest  End  Branch  Library,  that  in  the  building  that  is  to  be  next  to  the  branch 
library  the  adjacent  wing  to  the  building  is  to  be  occupied  by  the  First  National 
Bank,  for  which  the  firm  of  Perry,  Shaw,  and  Hepburn  are  to  be  the  architects, 
with  the  rest  of  the  building  to  be  done  by  Sumner  Schein.  He  stated  that  the 
bank  was  to  be  two  stories  in  height,  to  be  wind-struck  red  brick  to  match  the 
branch  library,  and  to  have  an  ornamentation  running  around  the  upper  level, 
with  the  same  motif  repeated  in  the  street  level  window  treatment.  He  stated 
that  with  the  incorporation  of  a  green  strip  in  the  planning  there  was  no  longer 
any  necessity  for  the  building  to  rest  on  pilloti.  He  reported  further  that 
the  land  is  to  be  transferred  the  following  week  to  the  Trustees  and  that  a  site 
plan  had  had  to  be  developed  in  advance  of  transfer  because  of  the  necessity 
of  its  inclusion  in  the  contract. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  acquisition  of  the  site  for  the  Fields 
Corner  Branch  Library  had  been  discussed  with  the  Acting  Corporation  Counsel, 
Mr  William  H.  McDermott,  idio  had  advised  that  the  site  desired  at  the  corner  of 
Dorchester  Avenue  and  Park  Street  be  acquired  by  eminent  domain  process.

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The  President  reported  that  Francis  X.  Moloney,  on  leave  to  the  Action 
for  Boston  Community  Development,  Inc.  for  one  year  at  the  request  of  the  Mayor, 
had  written  to  him  on  September  1$   to  say  that  he  wished  to  return  to  the  Ia- 
brary,  that  the  Mayor  had  requested  him  to  continue  for  the  coming  year,  and 
that  he  thought  that  an  extension  of  his  leave  to  December  31,  196$  would  enable 
him  to  complete  certain  projects  and  to  give  to  the  Mayor  reasonable  notice  of 
his  desire  to  return  to  the  Library  at  that  time.

The  Chief  Librarian  for  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  reported  on 
the  case  of  a  Junior  Building  Custodian  at  the  Orient  Heights  Branch  Library  who 
had  been  reported  as  being  on  duty  at  the  branch  library  at  the  same  time  that  he 
was  allegedly  working  elsewhere.  He  stated  that  the  matter  had  come  to  the 
attention  of  the  Finance  Coimission  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  that  the  Uw  Depart- 
ment had  been  consulted  in  the  matter.  He  reported  that  the  wages  for  the  time 
in  question  had  been  withheld,  that  the  individual  had  been  severely  reprimanded, 
and  also  the  Branch  Librarian  who  had  forwarded  the  custodian's  weekly  time 
sheet  had  been  reprimanded.  He  stated  that  both  individuals  had  had  many  years 
of  service  in  the  Library,  the  Branch  Ubrarian  having  entered  in  1920  and  the 
Junior  Building  Custodian  in  1926. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Assistant  Director  for  General  Library 
Operations,  who  could  not  be  present  because  of  illness,  had  planned  to  review 
the  salary  and  wage  situation  with  the  Board  in  connection  with  preparation  of 
budget  estimates  for  1966.  The  Director  outlined  the  proposals  of  t^e  Assistant 
Director  for  salary  and  wage  increases  as  follows:  Professional,  10%  increase; 
Library  Assistant,  $%  to  Q%  increase;  Mechanical,  ^%  to  8^  increase;  Binding 
Department  employees,  the  wage  scale  already  put  into  effect  elsewhere  by  the 
City,  but  which  the  Board  had  put  on  the  table.  He  reported  further  that  the 
maintenance  employees  had  indicated  that  they  wished  to  make  to  the  Board  a 
proposal  of  what  they  believe  should  be  the  wage  scale  for  their  group. 

The  status  of  the  branch  library  building  program  was  discussed.  The 
Director  reported  that  in  connection  with  the  West  End  Branch  Ubrary  there  is 
to  be  a  delay  until  Janmo-y  or  February  in  delivery  of  the  site  as  a  result  of 
the  removal  of  soil  from  the  Library's  site  by  the  developer's  contractor  and 
the  necessity  of  restoration  of  the  original  compactness,  the  expense  of  which 
will  be  borne  by  the  said  contractor.  He  stated  that  the  architect  was  at  work 
on  the  plan#. 

The  President  reported  in  respect  to  the  proposed  South  End  Branch  Library 
that  he  had  discussed  the  matter  of  the  architect  with  Mr  Edward  J.  Logue  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  which  has  a  design  veto  right  in  the  South  End 
development.  He  stated  that  Mr  Logue  had  heen   informed  that  the  Trustees  had 
chosen  Mr  Sumner  Schein  as  architect  for  the  building  and  expected  to  abide  by 
their  choice,  that  the  President  would  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the 
comments  of  Mr  Logue  concerning  Uie  choice  of  architect  and  inform  the  Board 
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that  Mr  Logue  plans  to  talk  with  Mr  Schein  concerning  natters  of  design,  and 
tlSt  ^e  If^sident  would  talk  again  with  Mr  Logue  after  the  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

The  President  stated  that  for  the  Brighton  building  the  choice  had 
been  Architects  Collaborative,  that  this  building  is  to  be  more  of  a  sub- 
«ntr^  lib^ar^  than  a  typical  branch  Ubrary,  and  that  it  was  more  important 
t^  hl^  a  n^such  as  A^hitects  Collaborative  for  the  Brighton  project. 

The  Director  reported  in  respect  to  the  building  for  Fields  Comer, 
that  there  h«  teen  no^ecision  as  yet  on  re-^oning,  ^i^^^*^","^!^^'^,^ 
be  a  hearing  before  the  Public  Improvements  Commission.

1 0  noo  to  12  000  square  feet,  with  space  for  some  parking,  and  that  it  washed 
to' ws  close  to^^ley  and  Warren  Streets  as  possible  and  serve  those  Uving 

11  't^e  Wasii^ton  Park  Lea.  He  stated  that  the  ^ibrary  hoped  to  break  ground 
in  March  1966,  with  completion  September  1967  at  the  earliest. 

The  President  reported  that  he  had  appeared  and  recorded  the  Trustees 
as  in  favor  of  discontinuing  Trinity  Place  at  the  hearing  before  the  Public 
TL„.««omBnta  Commission  on  its  discontinuance  as  a  public  high-way.  He  statea 
tSt  Sty  C°S^"^3  seated  that  it  was  agreeable  with  -^tain  reservations 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  church  for  access  on  certain  occasions,  and  that  all 
others  seemed  also  to  be  in  favor  of  its  discontinuance. 

The  Chief  Ubrarian  for  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  reported 
receipt  S  a  wmuScIuon  under  date  of  September  13,  1965,  from  the  Allston 
Civtc  Asfociation,  Inc.  in  respect  to  the  replacement  of  the  P"««»^  ^l^'*-"" 
a^anch  Library.  He  stated  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
^^oseph  M.  Smith,  had  requested  that  the  timetable  for  "-'Pl'f  """V'f.  ^^-.^^ 
Alisto?^Brai:h  Library  be  expedited.  The  Chief  Ubrarian  pointed  o"t  that  the 
m  t^  replacement  hL  been  fifth  i"  the  program  as  Projected  in  1963.  w^=h 
now  was  running  far  behind.  He  reported  that  he  had  told  Mr  braith  that  the 
Library  would  welcome  suggestions  when  the  time  came  for  choice  of  site.

Circular  Letter  No.  17,  1965  from  the  Mayor's  Office  was  read  and  ordered 
placed  on  file. 

The  President  stated  that  there  had  been  no  meetings  of  Standing  Corainittees 
since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  and  therefore  there  were  no  reports  to  be  made 
at  the  present  meeting. 

The  Director  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  a  communication  under 
date  of  October  19,  1965,  from  Boston  District  Council  li5  of  the  American  Federation 
of  State,  County,  and  Minicipal  aiqjloyees  requesting  that  an  opportunity  be  given 
its  Staff  Representative,  Mr  Thomas  F.  Connolly  to  appear  before  the  Trustees.  He 
reported  further  that  the  Boston  Public  Library  Staff  Association  had  requested  a 
conference  with  the  Director  to  discuss  the  need  for  a  ten  per  cent  salary  increase 
for  the  Library  Assistants  Service  and,  also,  that  the  members  of  the  Binding 
Department  were  pressing  for  iirqjlementation  by  the  Ubrary  of  the  new  wage  scale 
for  bookbinders  which  had  already  been  adopted  for  the  City's  Printing  Section. 

He  reported  that  both  through  the  press  and  discussions  with  some  of  the 
officials  of  the  City  there  is  evidence  that  the  problem  of  City  employee  salary 
levels  is  under  consideration  and  that  he  would  report  further  in  the  matter  at 
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the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Personnel  on  November  5.  He  suggested  that 
the  representative  of  Boston  District  Council  U5  be  invited  to  attend  the 
above  meeting. 

The  Assistant  Director  reported  on  his  talk  with  the  Staff  Representative, 
Mr  Connolly,  during  which  Mr  Connolly  has  stated  that  a  bill  allowing  collec- 
tive bargaining  with  governmental  units  was  before  the  Governor  for  signature 
and  that  it  was  Mr  Connolly's  belief  that  under  its  provision  the  Union  could 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Trustees. 

Mr  Canham  stated  that  he  thought  that  the  Board  should  have  its 
technical  and  legal  position  clarified  before  any  such  meeting  with  Boston 
District  Council  1*5  representatives.  The  Director  agreed  to  seek  the  advice 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel  in  the  matter. 

The  Director  reported  that  in  the  course  of  paying  courtesy  calls  on 
City  officials  he  had  stopped  in  at  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  head- 
quarters and  had  talked  with  Mr  Edward  J.  Logue,  Development  Administrator. 
The  Director  reported  that  Mr  Logue  had  expressed  his  active  interest  in  pro- 
ceeding with  the  program  for  a  $25,000,000.  addition  to  the  Central  Library. 
He  stated  that  he  had  called  to  Mr  Logue 's  attention  the  necessity  of  having 
the  Eastern  Regional  Library  Service  program  in  operation  before  any  approach 
is  made  to  the  Legislature  for  funds  toward  the  cost  of  a  building  addition. 

Building  area  needs  for  the  proposed  addition  to  the  Central  Library 
were  discussed.  The  Director  stated  that  there  was  needed  an  internal  evalua- 
tion of  library  requirements  in  respect  to  a  building.  The  building  fund 
possibilities  were  reviewed  as  follows:   specific  trust  funds  given  for  a 
building  addition,  the  City's  commitment  in  capital  outlay  to  a  new  building, 
allocation  of  Federal  funds  for  building  purposes,  and  whatever  other  sources 
from  which  funds  may  be  obtained. 

Mr  Canham  commented  that  with  the  amount  of  $10,800,000.  which 
presently  can  be  counted  upon  for  building  purposes  he  wondered  v*iether  the 
Library  should  not  give  more  than  cursory  consideration  to  building  with  the 
amount  known  to  be  available  in  terms  of  a  plan  that  would  allow  for  further 
building.  He  called  attention  particularly  to  the  progress  in  development  of 
new  methods  of  information  retrieval,  which  mig^t  have  a  bearing  on  space  needs. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  would  explore  the  availability  of  Federal 
Funds  with  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  as  an  early  step  in  the  building 
program. 

It  was  so  agreed.

The  Assistant  Director  was  requested  to  inquire  of  Mr  Henry  Scagnoli, 
mrector  Tf  Ad"nisSative  Services,  the  possibility  of  effecting  such  a  transfer 
and  report  back  to  the  Board. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Assistant  Director  had  been  notified  that 
the  appral^Il  orthfprorosed  site  for  the  Fields  Corner  f^^^^^^l^^^^^  " 

directlv  across  the  street  from  the  new  shopping  center,  is  to  be  reaay  "i^"^" 
the  week.  Se  stated  that  as  soon  as  this  is  in  hand  the  Library  can  proceed  through 
e^%::f  do^tn  process  to  obtain  the  property.  He  ^^ated  that  this  again  will  be 
an  odd-shaped  site  which  will  offer  a  challenge  to  the  architect. 

The  Chief  Librarian  for  Home  Reading  and  Comnunily  Services  pointed  out 
that  the  new  building  is  to  be  the  size  of  the  new  North  End  Branch  Library,  that, 
if  the  LlSra.ris  to'enlarge  the  regional  branch  library  program,  this  unit  would 
be  one  of  the'^smaller  ones  carrying  lesser  branch  library  services;  ^^f  ^^/^^'^-^ 
to  take  more  land  in  the  specific  location  woula  mean  the  razing  of  houses  in  gooa 
condition  for  a  questionable  possible  future  need  of  space. 

The  Director  reported  in  respect  to  the  new  branch  Ubrary  in  the  Ro'^t.ury 
r^vlP  nenter  ^dley  area)  that  the  contract  forms  were  ready  to  be  sent  to  Hugh 
^utbins^d  i^sociatrsrinc,  the  architect,  and  that  within  a  90  day  period 
i^ormati^  should  be  received  aa  to  whether  the  site  is  to  be  made  available. 

The  Chief  Librarian  reported  that  according  to  present  planning  this 
branch  library  was  to  have  an  area  of  9.000  square  feet,  which  woula  allow  some 
^^e  for  e^erimentation.  He  stated  that  the  surrounding  area  was  developing 
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on  a  spacious  scale  which  would  make  for  a  lesser  population,  but  that  the 
branch  library's  use  might  be  more  extensive  with  proper  facilities  to  stimulate 
use. 

The  Director  reported  there  are  no  ma;3or  developments  in  respect  to 
the  proposed  South  End  Branch  Library  to  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board  at  present. 

The  Director  reported  that  in  response  to  public  advertisement  bids 
for  (1)  supplying  periodicals  and  serials  for  the  year  1966  and  (2)  servicing 
the  subscriptions  for  the  individual  items  throughout  the  year  were  received 
and  opened  on  September  26  as  follows;

He  stated  that  this  is  a  matter  to  which  some  study  has  been  given, 
that  it  is  a  problem  for  all  libraries,  and  that  in  the  present  instance  the 
inquiries  made  of  a  number  of  institutions  that  have  used  the  Subscription 
Service  Company  have  been  inconclusive.  He  stated  that  the  matter  of  servicing 
is  very  important  and  that  the  Herman  Goldberger  Agency  has  had  an  excellent 
record  in  respect  to  this,  having  served  the  Boston  Public  Library  for  almost 
UO  years.

•S^CLong  Island  B^ok  Storage  Area,  an  increase  of  $11..200  over  the  1965  allowance 
for  repairs  and  maintenance  to  meet  the  backlog  of  some  two  years  in  repair  work 
deferred  bect^se  of  Insufficient  funds,  and  a  new  item  of  $8,000  for  contracting 
for  comercial  binding  of  books  in  a  program  directed  to  a  better  "Pkeep  of  the 
Library's  permanent  book  collections.  He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  there 
is  presently  available  only  $71,000  toward  the  expense  of  operation  of  an  Eastern 
Regional  Library  program  until  the  next  fiscal  year,  because  a  contract  has  not 
beir,  signed  between  the  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  Library  Coranissioners. 

The  Director  stated  that  from  July  1,  1966  with  the  regional  program  in 
operation  and  the  staff  recruited  there  will  be  available  additional  funds  from 
the  Conmonwealth  to  carry  the  program. 

Mr  Canham  inquired  concerning  eventual  recompense  to  the  City  of  Boston  for 
expenditures  made  by  it.  The  Director  stated  that  there  would  be  an  amount  of 
$500,000  for  reference  service  to  the  entire  region,  that  there  was  recognition 
that  there  should  be  recompense  for  services  presently  being  given  by  the  Library 
for  persons  not  living  in  Boston,  and  that  the  repayment  would  definitely  be  at 
least  $100,000  and  might  perhaps  be  as  much  as  ;tl50,000. 
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The  Director  reported  that  he  had  discussed  with  both  the  IBM  people 
and  with  Dr  Roy  Hamilton,  the  Mayor»s  fiscal  advisor,  the  matter  of  data  pro-

The  Director  reported  that  at  the  request  of  Mr  Francis  E.  O'Brien,  Jr, 
the  Capital  Improvements  Officer  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  a 
meeting  had  been  held  to  discuss  the  amounts  needed  for  construction  of  four 
new  branch  library  buildings  in  the  Brighton,  South  End,  Dorchester,  and  Dudley 
Street  areas  and  the  timetable  for  these.  There  was  also  discussed  the  desir- 
ability of  inclusion  of  an  item  in  the  budget  for  having  plans  drawn  for 
Gharlestown  in  case  funds  for  a  new  or  remodeled  branch  library  should  be  forth- 
coming. He  stated  that  the  staff  was  giving  further  consideration  to  Uie 
question  of  whether  it  would  be  better  to  build  on  a  new  site  rather  than  to 
alter  the  present  structure  in  Gharlestown. 

The  Director  reported  to  the  Board  that  Mr  Hugh  Stubbins  had  informed 
him  of  Mr  Stubbins'  desire  to  relinquish  the  project  of  designing  a  branch  li- 
brary for  the  Roxbury  Civic  Center  site  inasmuch  as  the  building  was  to  be  part 
of  a  whole  development  which,  in  his  opinion,  should  form  a  part  of  the  design 
of  those  designing  the  whole  project.

Mr  Canhan.  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  enormous  response 
throuphout.  the  countrj^  to  the  invitation  U>   submit  designs  in  the  competition  for 
beautification  of  Copley  Square,  stating  that  when  the  time  came  to  examine  the 
modefs,  the  Award  CoLittee  would  probably  ask  the  Library  to  exhibit  them. 

The  Board  expressed  its  desire  to  make  available  space  in  the  Library  for 
exhibiting  competiton  models  for  the  design  for  Copley  Square. 

The  Assistant  Cir.ctor  reported  that  to  date  some  230,000  books  have  been 
moved  to  the  Long  Island  storage  area.  He  reported  on  the  unavailability  of  boys 
for  the  moving  project  from  ABOD  and  recommended. that  the  Ubrary  employ  some  boys 
atthe  Library  Assistant  -  1  level  to  complete  the  work  at  a  cost  of  approxa^^iely 
$6  000.  He  stated  that  the  Library  is  under  the  necessity  of  clearing  the  book 
shelves  In  the  Annex  so  that  the  contractor  can  move  them  down  to  Long  Island. 
The  Board  approved  the  expenditure. 

The  i^ssistant  Director  reported  that  as  a  preliminary  to  moving  into  the 
new  City  Hall  all  City  Departments  had  been  reviewing  the  past  records  which  they 
have  maintained  with  a  view  to  discarding  those  that  they  do  not  use.  He  stated 
that  the  records  in  many  instances  might  be  valuable  for  research  purposes,  that 
thev  had  been  offered  to  the  Library,  that  their  bulk  was  too  extensive  to  examine 
at  the  time!  and  that,  therefore,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Director  of  Admms- 
tratlve  Services  these  records  would  be  moved  to  the  Library  storage  area  on  Long 
Island  until  it  is  possible  for  the  Library  staff  to  examine  them  and  eliminate 
those  not  wanted. 

The  Assistant  Director  reported  on  the  status  of  the  contract  for  the  in- 
stallation  of  the  new  stairs  and  elevator  in  the  Central  Library  building,  stating 
that  there  had  been  a  delay  in  building  the  cab  until  the  shaft  construction  had 
been  completed,  that  its  measurements  had  been  found  to  be  off  some  two  inches, 
that  this  and  other  circumstances  would  not  make  possible  con5)letion  of  the  con- 
tract within  the  stated  period.  He  recommended  that  there  be  granted  an  extension 

until  April  29,  1966. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTFD:  that  the  contract  with  Rich  Construction  Co.,  Inc.,  1$  Speedway 
Avenue,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  for  the  installation  of  a  new 
elevator  and  stairs  at  the  Central  Library  building  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  "on  or  before  December  10,  1965" 
as  they  appear  in  Article  II  on  page  10  of  the  contract  and

The  Director  reported  that  the  Mayor  had  authorized  an  increase  in  salaries 
to  those  City  employees  receiving  $6?U0.  or  less,  at  the  annual  rate  of  $300^ 
effective  December  1,  1965,  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  no  meeting  ^f,  ^^^.^^^^^^ 
was  scheduled  until  after  the  new  year  the  matter  had  oeen  brought  to  the  attention

1965  which  had  present  a  quorum  of  the  Board.  He  stated  that  action  had  been

Brockunier,  Assistant  to  the  Director,  and  Secretary  of  the 
Trustees,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  sign  the  payrolls 
of  the  Library  in  representation  of  the  Trustees  for  a  period 
not  to  exceed  four  weeks  from  March  lU,  1966. 

Circular  Letters  No.  18,  1965  and  Nos.  1  and  2,  1966  from  the  Mayor's 
Office  were  read  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services  re- 
ported that  his  Committee  had  met  on  December  17,  1965,  stating  that  the  Com- 
mittee had  acted  to  authorize  salary  increases  as  confirmed  above,  had  heard 
a  report  from  the  Director  on  the  holding  of  regular  meetings  with  the  staff, 
on  the  progress  made  in  selection  of  a  new  Chief  Librarian,  and  on  the  status 
of  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  Service  program.  The  Director  had  also  dis- 
cussed future  developments  within  the  Division,  such  as  the  Municipal  Reference 
Library,  with  its  very  fine  location  within  the  new  City  Hall,  the  plans  for 
observance  of  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  Wiggin  Collection,  the  pro- 
posal  for  taping  of  the  recording  collection  in  the  Music  Department,  the 
receipt  of  materials  under  Public  Law  No.  U80.  Also  he  had  reported  on  the 
undertaking  of  a  presentation  for  securing  Federal  funds  under  the  proposed 
new  program  for  aid  to  non-academic  instituUons,  so  that  the  Library's  presen- 
tation can  be  submitted  for  consideration  before  any  of  the  funds  have  been 
allocated. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services 
reported  that  his  Committee  had  also  met  on  December  17  following  the  meeting 
of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services.  He  stated  that  he  wished 
first  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  recommendation  by  the  Director 
that  the  Coirpiittee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  and  the  Coninittee  on 
Reference  and  Research  Services  be  combined  into  a  Coninittee  on  Public  Services, 
stating  that  if  such  an  arrangement  is  a  more  efficient  procedure  then  he  was 
sure  that  all  of  the  Trustees  would  concur. 

The  Director  stated  that  at  the  present  time  he  was  proposing  a  re- 
vision of  the  schedule  of  meetings  for  the  immediate  future,  suggesting  that 
the  Committee  on  Buildings,  Public  Relations,  and  Personnel  meet  on  February  11 
and  that  the  Committees  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  and  on  Reference 
and  Research  Services  if«et  on  February  25,  with  the  meetings  scheduled  for 
January  iL  and  21  and  February  18  not  to  be  held. 

The  Board  agreed  to  the  proposed  revision  of  meeting  schedule. 

The  Director  stated  that  it  was  hoped  that  by  the  time  of  the  meeting 
of  the  Coninittee  on  Buildings  that  planning  with  the  architects  for  the  new 
building  could  once  again  go  ahead. 

The  Director  reported  that  he  had  talked  wilh  Mr  Francis  X.  Moloney, 
now  on  leave  at  the  Mayor's  request,  with  a  view  to  using  him  on  his  return 
to  the  Library  in  connection  with  the  major  programs  that  the  Library  should 
be  pursuing,  particularly  the  obtaining  of  any  grants  that  might  be  available 
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for  any  of  the  Library's  projects,  stating  that  some  one  at  a  high  level  is 
needed  to  follow  out  such  a  program.  He  stated  that  Public  Law  No.  UbO  is  only 
one  example  of  such  possibilities.  He  then  reviewed  some  of  the  coming  obser- 
vances  of  events  of  international  importance  in  which  the  Library  might  play  a 
part  in  connection  with  which  Mr  Moloney's  services  would  be  helpful. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services 
continued  his  report,  reporting  that  a  re-evaluation  of  the  proposed  branch  library 
coverat^e  for  Dorchester  was  being  made,  particularly  as  to  the  desirability  of 
providing  in  the  building  program  a  regional  oranch  library  for  the  area,  that 
requests  for  extension  of  service  had  been  received  also  for  the  Bromley  Heath 
Project  which  is  within  one  half  mile  of  Connolly,  from  Columbia  Point  which  is 
already  well  taken  care  of,  from  the  Jamaica  Hills  Association  for  the  area  of 
which  there  exists  overlapping  service. 

The  Chairman,  in  reporting  the  recommendation  by  the  Committee  that  the 
Board  approve  the  construction  of  a  new  branch  library  in  Charlestown  at  Green 
and  Main  Streets  rather  than  renovation  of  the  present  building,  voiced  doubt  as 
to  the  wisdom  of  the  new  location,  stating  that  he  believed  that  it  was  away  from 
the  center  of  population  as  compared  with  the  present  site. 

The  Director  then  suirtnarized  briefly  the  reasons  underlying  choice  of  the 
new  site:  next  to  shopping  area,  next  to  two  new  housing  projects,  next  to  schools, 
near  elderly  housing  project,  near  proposed  community  college.   He  stated  that 
there  is  also  the  problem  of  the  future  of  the  Charlestown  High  School  which  is 
under  study  because  of  its  lack  of  use  and,  further,  that  the  land  that  would  be 
available  adjacent  to  the  present  branch  library  for  renovation  purposee  would 

that  it  had  withdrawn  to  some  extent  upon  learning  of  the  estimated  cost  of 
building.  He  stated  that  this  was  not  on  the  list  as  urgent. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  as  a  result  of  the  hearing  on  the  taking  of  the 
land  for  the  Fields  Comer  Branch  Library-  further  consideration  had  been  given 
to  the  choice  of  site  made,  following  wlriich  the  site  originally  selected  had  again 
been  recommei^ed,  and  that  the  Committee  was  now  recommending  confirmation  of  its 

selection. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  Board  confirms  the  choice  of  the  site  at  Dorchester 
Avenue  and  Park  Street,  Dorchester,  as  originally  selected, 
for  the  Fields  Corner  Branch  LiVirary, 

The  Chairman  reported  that  the  transfer  of  the  V/est  End   Branch  Library 
site  was  still  awaiting  the  restoration  of  the  excavated  earth. 

The  Assistant  Director  then  reported  on  developments  since  the  meeting 
of  the  Committee.  He  stated  that  the  attorney  for  Charles  River  Park  had  trans- 
mitted a  request  for  an  extension  of  time  for  two  months  from  January  22  for  the 
work  of  filling  with  compacted  earth  the  excavated  area  of  the  Library's  site 
directly  to  the  architect  for  the  West  End  Branch  Library,  Maginnls  and  VJalsh 
and  Kennedy,  by -passing  both  the  BRA  and  the  Trustees.   He  stated  that  Hr  Eugene 
Kennedy  had  then  gotten  in  touch  with  the  Library  in  the  matter  and,  also,  that 
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on  the  preceding  day  the  attorney  for  Charles  River  Park  had  telephoned  the 
Library  to  ask  what  action  the  Trustees  were  going  to  take  and  had  been  in- 
formed that  no  action  was  being  taken.  He  pointed  out  that  the  resolution 
of  the  situation  was  really  a  matter  for  the  BRA  and  the  Charles  River  Parte 
to  settle.  He  reported  that  now  Mr  Eugene  Kennedy  has  been  notified  that 
woi'k  on  filling  the  excavation  would  commence  on  this  coming  Monday. 

The  Director  reported  that  a  very  good  meeting  had  been  held  with 
representatives  of  the  Beacon  Hill  Association  in  respect  to  their  interest 
in  the  building  of  the  West  End  Branch  Library.  He  stated  that  they  had  been 
pleased  with  the  model  of  the  building  and  thiat  he  had  assured  them  that  land 
would  be  broken  for  the  building  this  spring. 

The  Director  reported  the  request  of  the  Mayor  on  behalf  of  the 
Election  Department  that  storage  space  for  voting  machines  be  provided  in  the 
new  West  End  Branch  Library  building.  He  stated  that  the  problem  had  been 
referred  to  the  architect  and  that  a  report  was  to  be  rendered  shortly.  He 
stated  that  there  had  been  recognized  that  further  funds  would  have  to  be  made 
available  to  the  Library  to  meet  the  cost  of  any  building  changes  required. 

The  Director  reported  the  request  of  the  prospective  landlord  of  the 
Mt  Bowdoin  Branch  Library  for  an  increase  of  $175.  to  $200.  a  month  in  the 
rental,  that  the  Library  at  the  present  time  was  paying  a  rent  of  $3,600.  a 
year  for  3,060  sq  ft,  and  that  before  action  was  taken  in  respect  to  the  request 
he  would  like  authorization  to  request  Mr  Alexander  Beal,  who  has  been  the 
Library's  consultant  in  similar  cases,  to  examine  the  rental  situation  of 
the  area. 

The  Board  approved  requesting  Mr  Beal  to  examine  the  situation  and 
advise  the  Trustees  as  to  whether  the  rental  is  a  reasonable  one. 

A  brief  report  on  the  subject  of  "in-service"  training  was  made,  the 
Director  stating  that  the  matter  is  of  interest  to  t^  staff  in  general,  that 
it  is  under  study,  and  that  an  examination  of  the  whole  staff  situation  was 
needed.  He  stated  that  the  new  salary  scale  will  meet  much  of  the  problem, 
but  that  there  must  not  be  forgotten  in  any  planning  those  members  of  the  staff 
who  have  given  good  service  over  a  long  period  of  years. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services 
concluded  his  report  witli  an  armouncement  of  the  recent  retirement  and  resigna- 
tion of  three  branch  Librarians. 

The  report  of  the  Chairman  was  accepted. 

The  President  reported  the  request  of  the  Mayor  that  the  leave  of 
Francis  X.  Moloney  be  extended  to  February  1,  and  thereafter,  if  it  is  neces- 
sary, for  a  further  period  up  to  March  31,  said  further  period  to  be  in  grants 
of  30-day  extensions  authorized  by  the  Director. 

The  Board  improved  the  extension  of  a  further  leave  to  Jfa"  Moloney  as 
sst  forth  above. 

The  Director  made  a  progress  report  on  the  filling  of  the  position  of 
Chief  Librarian  for  Reference  and  Research  Services,  stating  that  t^e  individual 
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to  whom  the  position  had  been  offered  had  decided  to  remain  in  his  present  position, 
but  that  at  the  Kid-Winter  Meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association  he  will 
be  talking  with  other  candidates. 

The  Director  reported  on  the  effect  on  the  Library's  salary  scales  of  the 
increaserof  $6.  per  week,  authorised  by  the  Mayor,  which  had  been  put  ^fo  effect

Hr^ported  ?urt^er  that  l6l  individuals  on  the  staff  did  not  receive  any  increase. 
He  recomended  that  at  the  appropriate  time  the  President  of  the  Trustees  and 
mrector^ke  representations  to^he  Mayor  for  the  monies  to  fully  ^l^-^^f  ^^   g 
new  scales.  He  stated  that  the  total  cost  to  implement  this  scale  viould  be  fOO,33B. 
He  pointed  out  that  included  in  this  figure  is  the  sum  of  $29,370  allocated  to  the 
Meodl  Service,  but  that  with  the  prospect  of  a  City  representative  to  be

presentation  until  the  wage  levels  are  established  for  the  City  in  general  lor 

these  classes  of  service. 

Following  discussion  it  was  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  at  an  appro- 
priate  time  a  request  will  be  sutaitted  to  the  Mayor  for  a  sum  to  fully  i"Pl«n.ent 
the  s!la^  and  w^ge  scales  adopted  by  the  Board.  The  Director  was  to  confer  with 
the  President  at  that  time. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  problem  of  taping  the  collection  of  record- 
ines  in  the  Music  Departanent  was  still  under  study,  that  the  location  of  a  suit- 
able  studio  for  the  taping  was  being  investigated,  and  that  the  Music  Department 
has  drafted  a  presentation  with  costs.  He  stated  that  as  soon  as  the  procedure 
and  steps  are  defined,  the  approach  for  funds  will  be  made,  and  that  the  work  may 
cost  as  much  as  $12^,000.  He  stated  that  this  will  furnish  a  record  tape  library 
that  will  fit  in  with  the  Brown  Collection.  He  pointed  out  that  an  approach  might 
also  be  made  to  secure  recordings  from  the  recording  companies. 

The  Director  reported  on  the  present  situation  in  respect  to  new  branch 
library  building,  that  the  land  for  the  Fields  Corner  Branch  Library  was  being 
taken  by  eminent  domain  process  and  that  notification  of  damage  claim  allowances 
had  been  received  from  the  Public  Improvement  Commission  with  instructions  to  make 
payment  through  the  City  Auditor,  that  the  contract  for  the  Dudley  Street  a^anch 
li^lry  is  not  signed,  and  that  the  contract  for  the  Brighton  Branch  Library  has 
been  sent  to  the  Architect  and  that  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be  returned 
within  a  week  to  ten  days. 

The  Director  reported  the  request  received  from  Mr  Joseph  VI.  Martorana, 
Program  Development  Specialist  of  the  ABGD  for  use  of  the  second  floor  of  the  East 
Boston  Branch  Library  for  quarters  for  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps,  for  the  staff 
of  the  Area  Planning  Council,  and  for  a  Consumer  Action  Center.

He  stated  that  he  would  recommend  that  the  Library  cooperate  with  the  ABCD,  that 
this  could  be  used  as  another  method  of  introducing  people  to  the  use  of  the  U- 
brary  through  those  using  the  ABCD  facilities  in  the  building.

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VOTED:  that  the  Director  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  cooperate 
with  the  Action  for  Boston  Community  Development  in  pro- 
viding space  on  the  second  floor  of  the  East  Boston  Branch 
Library  building  for  certain  of  the  activities  of  the  ABCD. 

The  Director  reported  that  there  had  been  brought  to  his  attention  by 
Mr  Eli  Goldston  the  possibility  of  the  Library's  participation  in  the  proposed 
World's  Fair  for  1971  in  Boston,  such  participation  to  be  probably  in  the  form 
of  a  permanent  library  building  that  could  be  used  in  the  core  of  permanent 
buildings  planned  for  use  in  a  development  of  a  residential  center  after  the 
Fair.  He  stated  that  this  participation  could  be  useful  in  projecting  the  role 
of  the  Boston  Public  Library  into  the  idiole  intellectual  life  of  New  England. 
He  stated  that  he  had  written  to  the  person  directly  concerned  with  the  project, 
Mr  James  G.  Kelso,  Executive  Vice  President,  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
to  inform  him  of  the  Library's  interest  ^en  and  as  such  a  project  should  come 
into  being.

The  Director  reported  on  a  number  of  current  Library  activities:  that 
the  Library  had  participated  in  Negro  History  Week  with  a  very  good  program  on 
which  very  favorable  comments  have  been  received,  also  that  three  programs  had  been 
held  in  branch  libraries  with  very  good  attendance,  and  with  the  suggestion  made^ 
that  the  ar»t1vlty  should  be  expanded  the  following  yearj  that  the  Library  s  partici- 
pation in  the  VJinterfest  program  had  been  equally  well  received,  but  that  another 
year  it  could  be  better  as  the  Library  would  aniticpate  the  program  by  devising 
in  advance  a  presentation  that  could  be  submitted  to  the  Winterfest  committee  as 
to  what  space  the  Library  would  need;  that  arrangements  had  been  made  to  open  the 
Diorama  Room  off  the  Wiggin  Gallery  on  May  5,  with  a  symposium  on  the  establi slime nt 
of  the  Collection  held  on  May  6,  that  arrangements  were  being  made  for  a  luncheon 
for  approximately  one  h-ondred  people,  and  that  funds  up  to  $1^00  had  been  provided 
by  the*  Albert  H.  and  Jessie  D.  biggin  Foundation  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the 
anniversary  celebration,  and  that  it  was  hoped  that  the  President  would  preside 
at  the  symposium. 

The  Director  reported  that  plans  were  progressing  for  Mexico  Week,  with 
the  expectation  that  the  Director  of  the  National  Library  of  Mexico  would  come 
to  Boston  and  speak,  and  that  the  cooperation  of  the  book  publishers  was  to  be 
sought  toward  assembling  a  collection  of  the  books  of  the  last  five  to  ten  years 
on  Mexico. 

The  Chief  Librarian  for  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  reported  on 
his  survey  of  the  Dorchester  area  in  respect  to  the  need  for  a  regional  branch 
library.  He  stated  that  an  analysis  of  the  area  had  indicated  that  there  was  much 
overlapping  of  service,  but  that  looking  at  it  as  a  whole  Codman  Square  seemed 
to  be  the  focal  point  in  which  the  placing  of  a  regional  library  would  relieve 
pressure  on  the  small  libraries  as  well  as  eliminate  much  of  the  need  to  travel 
to  the  Central  Library  for  reference  resources.  He  stated  that  this  would  not 
necessitate  any  alteration  in  plans  to  build  at  Fields  Corner. 

He  stated  that  the  pop\ilation  a  s  a  whole  was  pretty  stable  at  the  present 
time,  tha+  Lower  Mills  and  Hyde  Park  were  the  two  areas  that  were  growing. 

He  concluded  with  the  statement  that  to  supply  a  good  intermediate  llbrai^ 
between  the  small  branch  library  and  the  Central  Library  jooald   give  a  better  ser- 
vice and  at  the  same  time  would  help  to  operate  the   branch  libraries  on  a  more 
economical  basis.

Circular  Letters  Nos  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  9A  and  10,  1966  from  the  Mayor's 
Office  were  read  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

I^e  Chainnan  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  reported  that  a  meeting  had 
been  held  on  March  2^,  at  which  there  had  been  taken  up  a  number  of  matters: 
the  amerrfment  of  a  contract  for  provision  of  drivers  and  of  operation  and  mai.n- 
tenance  of  three  bookmobiles,  which  action  had  been  confirmed  earlier  in  the 
present  meeting;  a  report  from  the  Director  on  a  meeting  with  Philip  Johnson 
for  the  purpose  of  coming  to  an  agreement  for  his  resun^jtion  of  work  in  terms 
of  anticipated  availability  of  building  funds,  for  the  obtaining  from  Mr  Johnson 
of  basic  building  costs,  and  for  a  discussion  of  proposed  changes  in  assignment 
of  space  for  library  functions;  the  report  of  the  Director  on  his  discussion 
with  BRA  of  the  financing  by  the  City  of  the  new  Addition,  the  possibility  of 
the  inclusion  in  a  pending  Special  Loan  Order  for  building  purposes  for  the  City 
of  Boston  of  a  contribution  of  $16,000,000  toward  the  Library  Addition,  with 
further  talks  to  take  place  with  BRA.   and  probably  a  meeting  thereafter  with  the 
Mayor,  to  be  attended  by  the  President  and  Director;  and,  further,  a  report 
from  the  President  on  the  request  of  the  State  Street  Bank  and  Trust  Con^jany 
for  an  increase  in  its  fee  for  investment  counselling  for  the  Benton  Book,  Benton 
Pending,  and  Children's  Funds,  and  the  authorization  of  the  President  to 
negotiat»=*  with  said  Bank.  An  amendment  of  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Committee  on  Bu^Miings  in  respect  to  said  authorization  was  approved. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Research  Services  re- 
ported for  the  meeting  of  that  Committee  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee 
on  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services  on  April  22. 

He  reported  on  the  branch  building  program:  that  Kane  Simonian,  Executive 
Dlre:^tor  of  the  BRA,  anticipating  that  the  soil  compaction  at  the  West  End  Branch 
Library  site  would  be  completed  shortly  so  that  the  property  could  be  transferred, 
that  specifications  were  expected  by  May  11  from  the  architect  with  ground  break- 
ing in  June;  that  the  Director  had  met  with  a  group  of  residents  of  the  South 
End  who  had  expressed  dissatisfaction  with  the  choice  of  architect  for  the  new 
branch  library  building  for  the  South  ^id  that  the  Library  was  continuing  to  work 
with  this  ^oup  to  reassure  them  but  not  with  a  view  to  a  change  in  choice  of 
architect,  which  had  already  been  reviewed  once  before  by  the  Board;  that  a  talk 
was  scheduled  shortly  with  the  architects  for  the  Dudley  Street  Branch  Library; 
that  the  architect  for  the  one  in  Charlestown  is  working  on  plans;  and  that  there 
Is  a  possibility  of  reopening  the  matter  of  use  of  the  Heffernan  Building  site 
for  +bo  Brighton  Branch  Library  because  of  certain  new  developn^nts  in  the  area. 
Thp  "'  irTimn  ivsported  that  the  Director  and  A-sistant  Director  had  appeared  at 
t^    -r  g  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  which  had  been  satisfactory  in 
respect  to  restoration  of  $17i4,000  of  State  Aid  monies  to  the  Library  budget  and 
in  respect  to  the  Branch  Library  building  program. 
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He  stated  that  Loan  Orders  for  the  City  building  program  (including  the 
Central  Library  Addition^  was  now  before  the  Legislature,  that  a  conference  on 
buildjng  costs  had  been  held  with  the  Capital  Improvements  Of^Dcer  of  the  BRA, 
that  Philip  Johnson  had  forwar-led  a  bill  for  services  rendered  and  subnatted  a 
building  cost  estimate  for  the  Addition  in  the  amount  of  ^JJ   per  t^quare  foot, 
that  these  had  been  acknowledged  with  word  ttiat  they  would  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Board.  The  Committee  had  been  informed  further  that  Boston 
University  was  to  turn  over  the  rest  of  the  property  very  shortly  and  that  th5 ? 
would  necessitate  a  prompt  decision  in  respect  to  the  terms  of  the  Philip  Johnson 
cr^ntrnn^.   because  it  includes  demolition  of  the  B.  U.  building.  The  matter  of  ^ 
DlacinE  fir^  and  liability  insurance  had  been  taken  up  and  the  Director  authoriz^^d 
to  place  fire  insurance  in  the  amount  of  the  cost  of  the  building  to  the  Trustees. 

The  Director  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  iir^aementation  of  the  salary  and 
wsee  scales  established  by  the  Board  in  the  fall  of  196^,  for  which  there  was  not 
provision  in  the  budget,  but  for  which  fimds  were  to  be  sought  at  a  lauer  date. 
He  stated  that  In  T)ecember  the  Mayor  had  muade  available  funds  for  an  i^^^rease  to 
those  employees  of  the  City  receiving  $62)40  or  less  in  salary.^  P.^^''^?'^  "v^^  , 
matt**r  of  •'salary  increases  had  been  raised  a  number  of  times  with  the  City  budgetary 
o^finials  whr.  had  indicated  that  salary  increases  were  in  abeyance  pending  passage 
of  the  sales  tax  and  the  institution  of  collective  bargaining  for  City  employees. 
The  Director  stated  that  the  salary  situation  was  a  difficult  one  on  a  comparative 
basis  in  relation  to  other  libraries  and  raised  the  question  of  whether  a  special 
representation  should  be  made  to  the  Mayor.  He  stated  that  a  close  examination 
of  payroll  comrrdtments  from  July  1  to  the  end  of  the  year  indicated  that  with  an 
additional  $120,000  the  Library  could  inplement  the  salary  scale  as  of  July  1. 
He  recommended  thA+,  the  President  make  a  presentation  to  the  Mayor  for  this 
amount,  without  prejudice  to  any  change  in  salaries  that  the  City  might  institute- 
at  a  later  date. 

The  Director  stated  that  at  the  time  the  salarj'  scalf=s  were  discussed 
by  the  Board  some  Trustees  had  asked  whether  the  scales  being  established  were 
sufficiently  high,  that  the  scales  had  seemed  correct  at  thft  time,  but  that  there 
has  been  a  consistent  increase  in  rates  since  that  time.  He  stated  that  at  this 
time  he  was  reconmending  that  the  Trustees  take  action  to  ask  for  the  $120, 000. 
from  the  City  needed  to  put  the  salary  scale  fully  into  effect. 

Msgr  Murray  inquired  whether  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  salary 
scale  the  greatest  concern  expressed  was  not  for  the  situation  of  the  Library 
Assistants. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  concern  was  for  the  salary  scale  in  general, 
but  that  the  Staff  Association  had  pressed  the  case  of  the  Library  Assistants, 
particularly  for  those  in  the  3,  U,   and  5  levels. 

Mr  Canham  raised  the  question  whether  inquiries  had  been  made  with  tiie 
appropriate  City  officials  as  to  the  likelihood  of  obtaining  the  M^ayor's  approval 
of  such  Increases. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  had  not,  but  that  tAie  general  consensus  was 
l^at  there  was  to  be  a  general  increase,  that  the  question  of  the  moment  was 
t^wther  the  Library  was  to  continue  to  wait  for  this  and  not  be  in  a  position 
to  compete  for  staff  nationally. 
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Mr  Rabb  suggested  that  the  initial  approach  be  made  to  Henry  Scagnoli, 
Director  of  Administrative  Services. 

The  Director  stated  that  this  had  been  discussed  with  the  officials 
at  the  time  of  the  budget,  particularly  the  advisability  of  publishing  the  new 
scale  and  that  this  had  been  discouraged  as  a  step  that  would  place  the  City 
in  a  bad  light. 

The  President  stated  that  he  was  in  favor  of  the  new  salary  scale,  but 
that  the  approach  should  be  made  at  the  correct  time  so  that  the  Trustees  would 
not  place  themselves  in  the  position  of  requesting  the  money  and  being  refused. 

Mr  Canham  stated  that  he  approved  of  using  whatever  channels  that 
were  open  and  that  the  suggestion  of  Mr  Rabb  that  the  Director  talk  first  with 
Mr  Scagnoli  might  well  be  followed. 

The  Director  stated  that  at  a  committee  meeting  he  had  suggested  that 
he  be  authorized  to  prepare  a  minute  on  the  long  service  of  Bradford  M.  Hill 
in  positions  of  responsibility.  The  Director  was  authorized  to  prepare  such 
a  minute  to  be  spread  upon  the  records.

The  Director  reported  on  the  branch  library  building  program.  He 
stated  that  just  prior  to  the  present  meeting  there  had  been  received  the 
specifications  for  the  Vfest  End  Branch  Library  and  that  the  land  will  be  turned 
over  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  t«  ascertain  the  additional  cost  of  construction 
to  be  assessed  against  the  $10,000  held  in  escrow  for  contraction  of  the  earth. 
He  stated  that  on  the  following  Monday  there  is  to  be  a  meeting  with  the 
architects  for  Fields  Corner.  He  reported  that  one  of  the  dispossessed  tenants 
Is  suing.  He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  library  would  be  one  of 
the  small  surrounding  libraries  of  a  regional  branch  library,  should  one  be 
located  in  Dorchester,  but  that  the  initial  experiment  with  such  an  operation 
was  to  be  with  the  new  Bri^.ton  Branch  Library.  He  stated  that  there  had  been 
a  conference  on  the  Dudley  Street  Branch  Library  with  the  Assistant  Director, 
the  Chief  Librarian  for  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services,  and  the  Branch 
Librarian  who  is  in  charge  of  Mt  Pleasant  and  Memorial  Branch  Libraries  %rtiich 
%dll  be  replaced  by  this  new  library,  that  the  building  will  be  located  on  the 
corner  in  the  prim.e  position  in  relation  t^  the  new  fire  station  and  court  house, 
that  there  will  be  a  generous  provision  of  partcing  space  in  the  Joint  parking 
w^mm,   ard  that  very  preliminary  plans  had  been  drafted  with  the  «cpectation  that 
further  plans  would  be  forthcoming;  within  a  few  weeks. 
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The  Director  stated  that  no  problems  had  arisen  in  respect  to  the  plans 
for  the  Charlestown  Branch  Library.  In  respect  to  the  progress  on  plans  for 
the  Brighton  Regional  Branch  Library  he  stated  that  there  was  a  probleir  on 
buildini  r.osts,  that  it  was  budgeted  at  $2<   a  square  foot,  that  discussions 
with  BM  are  being  held  to  try  to  increase  it  to  $28,  and  that  f  ^  ^^^  sug- 
gested  that  the  si?.e  of  the  building  be  reduced.  He  stated  that  the  building 
had  been  projected  at  17,000  square  feet,  to  be  on  one  floor,  to  house  an 
80  000-90,000  book  collection.  He  reported  on  the  situation  in  the  ^^outh  lund 
area,  that  a  group  of  residents  had  approached  the  Library  because  of  theur 
disappointment  in  the  choice  of  architect  on  the  >>asis  that  he  had  designed  no 
well-known  buildings  and  that  the  Director  had  informed  them  that  the  matter  would 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Trustees.  He  stated  ^^^^^ subsequently  the 
g^oup  hid  written  to  the  Pres^ident,  the  Mayor,  and  others,  that  he  as  Director 
had  taken  the  position  that  it  was  a  selection  by  the  Trustees  of  an  architect, 
that  he  was  certain  that  it  had  been  a  careful  one,  that  it  had  been  done  in  a 
sound  manner,  that  he  had  not  been  present  at  the  decision,  and  that  he  would 
bring  it  to  the  attention  of  the  Trustees.  He  reported  that  the  group  had  in- 
dicated that  it  would  be  glad  to  present  a  list  of  architects  from  which  a 
selec+ion  could  be  made  and  that  he  had  iiformed  the  group  that  it  was  not  a 
prerogative  of  this  group  any  more  than  it  would  be  for  himself  as  Director  to  do  so.

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He  pointed  out  that  the  important  thing,  whether  there  is  assurance 
or  not  that  the  Library  i s  to  receive  a  contribution  from  the  City  of  more 
than  $8,000,000,  is  to  reactivate  the  planning  by  Philip  Johnson  so  that  the 
Library'-  can  have  the  drawings  that  are  necessary  if  the  Library  is  to  be 
eligible  for  any  Federal  funds  that  may  become  available,  whether  it  will  be 

a  "^60,000  square  foot  building  or  a  U^O.OOO  square  foot  building.  He  stated 
that  the  original  schedule  was  .$19,000,000  for  the  new  building  and  $5,000,000 

for  renovation  of  the  Central  Library,  and  that  he  had  revised  the  figure 
downward  to  a  total  of  ;^2,000,000.  He  stated  that  the  next  steps  to  be  taken 
were  (l)  the  conference  with  Henry  Scagnoli  to  enlist  his  aid  in  obtaining 
the  building  funds  needed  from  the  City  and  (2)  the  presentation  to  be  made 
to  the  Mayor  by  the  President,  Vice  President,  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Buildings.

He  stated  that  the  Library's  consulting  engineers  had  estimated  a  much  greater 
cost  for  this  work,  that  the  large  discrepancy  between  the  low  bid  and  the  re- 
maiaing  bids  was  disturbing,  particularly  so  since  the  Caputo  Engineering  Company 
was  a  very  newly  organized  company  without  substantial  financial  resources,  but 
that  on  the  other  hand  both  members  of  the  firm,  brothers,  had  previously  done 
work  for  the  Library  in  separate  companies.

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A  special  meeting  of  the  Trustees  as  an  Administrative  Agency  of  the 
City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the  Trustees  Room  on  Thursday,  August  25,  19ob,  at 
2:30  p.m. 

Present!  Messrs  Murray,  O'Connell,  Parker,  and  Rabb. 

The  President,  Mr  0»Connell,  in  the  chair. 

Mr  Rabb  requested  that  there  be  marked  the  passing  of  the  brother  of 
the  President  of  the  Board,  Mr  Lenahan  O'Connell. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

RESOLVED:  that  the  Trustees  record  their  regret  in  the  passing 
of  Joseph  F.  O'Connell,  Jr,  brother  of  Lenahan  O'Connell,  President 
of  this  Board  of  Trustees,  and  request  that  this  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes  and  that  their  sympathy  be  sent  to  both  the  President  and 
the  members  of  the  late  Joseph  F.  O'Gonnell's  family. 

Mr  Eugene  Kennedy  and  Mr  Peter  Howard-Johnson  of  the  firm  of  Maginnis 
and  Walsh  and  Kennedy  joined  the  meeting. 

The  President  stated  that  the  first  item  of  business  was  the  report  on 
the  bids  submitted  on  the  erection  of  the  West  End  Branch  Libraiy  which  had  been 
opened  on  August  2,  1966. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  results  were  a  surprise  and  a  shock  to 
both  the  Library  administration  and  the  architect  by  the  amount  above  the  estimated 
cost  the  bids  had  run,  the  lowest  being  $363,000  ^en  a  figure  around  $300,000 
had  been  anticipated  taking  into  consideration  both  the  rising  construction 
costs  and  the  additional  cost  of  incorporating  storage  of  polling  booths  in  the 
building.  He  stated  that  Ukewise  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  was  much 
concerned  in  connection  with  other  building  pro;3ects  which  it  has  planned. 
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The  Director  and  Mr  Kennedy  then  made  an  extensive  report  on  construc- 
tion costs  of  recent  buildings  in  the  area.  It  was  reported  that  the  costs  for 
Merrimac  College  were  $2U.80  per  square  foot,  St  John's  Seminary,  $2U,  Newton 
College  building  $19.70;  further,  that  the  North  End  Branch  Library  —  one  of 
the  most  expensively  designed  —  came  in  at  $29 J  the  Countway  Library  —  one  of 
the  most  expensive  buildings  —  at  $32;  a  library  building  recently  opened  at 
North  Weymouth  at  $16;  the  library  building  at  Fitchburg  at  $25 J  the  most  recent 
Springfield  building  of  7300  square  feet,  which  is  less  than  the  proposed  West 
End  building  —  at  $22 j  and  two  recent  buildings  for  Framingham  had  come  in  at 
$17  and  $2l4.  The  Director  stated  that  the  branch  libraries  throughout  the 
country  and  the  state  have  not  been  costing  anywhere  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
$38  per  square  foot  cost  for  the  West  End. 

He  stated  that  during  his  recent  absence  from  the  Library  a  con- 
ference had  been  held  with  Mr  Kevin  Fitzpatrick  representing  the  Library, 
!fr  Eugene  Kennedy  and  associates  for  the  architect,  Mr  Prince  representing 
Mr  Frank  O'Brien  of  the  B.R.A.,  and  a  representative  of  the  low  bidder,  the 
Batson  Company,  to  study  the  areas  where  the  differential  between  anticipated 
and  actual  bidding  had  occurred,  that  following  this  meeting  Mr  Kennedy  had 
stated  that  he  would  like  to  restudy  his  plans  with  a  view  to  omitting  some 
of  the  refinements  in  construction  elements  without  a  basic  change  in  plan, 
to  possible  reducing  the  foundation  work  cost,  to  eliminating  certain  parts 
in  the  plumbing  and  cabinet  work,  to  redesigning  the  roof,  to  replacing  the 
carpeting  with  vinal  flooring,  and  thereafter,  to  put  the  specifications  out 
for  bidding  on  this  reduced  scale  with  the  hope  of  bringing  the  cost  within 
the  budget  for  construction  of  the  building.  Mr  Kennedy  pointed  out  that  the 
low  bidder's  figures  had  included  for  the  general  contractor  a  total  of  $96,000 
and  that  the  area  of  the  general  contractor's  work  is  the  hardest  to  define. 

The  Director  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  this  present 
building  is  only  one  of  the  buildings  to  be  constructed  for  the  Library,  that 
they  will  be  basically  all  on  the  same  terms,  and  that  if  this  situation  is 
going  to  happen  at  West  End  the  Library  will  be  in  trouble  also  in  respect 
to  all  of  the  others. 

Following  discussion  of  the  situation,  it  was  the  consensus  of  the 
meeting  that  Mr  Kennedy's  suggestion  as  set  forth  above  be  followed  and  that 
all  bids  submitted  in  the  public  bidding  be  rejected. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  all  the  sub-bids  submitted  in  the  public 
bidding  on  July  27,  1966,  and  all  the  general 
bids  submitted  in  the  public  bidding  on 
August  2,  1966,  for  the  erection  and  completion 
of  a  branch  library  building  adjacent  to  the 
Harrison  Gray  Otis  House,  Cambridge  Street, 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  be  and  hereby  are  re- 
jected.

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Mr  Kennedy  and  Mr  Howard -Johnson  then  withdrew. 

The  President  inquired  as  to  the  status  of  the  demolition  contract. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  contract  had  been  in  the  hands  of  Mr  Kerr, 
of  the  Law  Department  who  was  now  on  vacation,  and  that  he  had  been  unable  to 
reach  him.  The  Director  stated  that  Mr  Kerr  had  had  some  questions  as  to  portions 
of  the  contract  which  had  mostly  been  resolved  after  an  inspection  of  the  building 
with  contract  in  hand  and  subsequent  conferences  with  Mr  Robert  C.  Abrahamson 
of  the  firm  of  Architects  Design  Group,  the  architect  for  the  demolition  work. 
However,  one  point  had  been  raised  —  the  use  of  a  link  fence  surrounding  the 
demolition  hole  —  and  that  in  terms  of  a  City  of  Boston  Buildings  Department 
requirement  a  wooden  fence  eight  feet  in  height  around  the  area  was  to  be  in- 
corporated in  the  specifications.  The  Director  stated  that  he  would  confer 
with  Mr  Kerr  in  the  matter  as  soon  as  possible. 


The  President  reported  in  respect  to  the  Eastern  Regional  Library 
Service  Program  that  he  had  pressed  Mr  Arthur  G.  Coffey,  Corporation  Counsel, 
for  approval  by  the  Law  Department  of  a  contract  at  once. 

The  Director  stated  that  no  approved  form  of  contract  had  been  received 
to  date  from  the  Law  Department  and  that  it  was  imperative  for  a  number  of 
reasons  to  have  a  contract  approved  before  the  middle  of  the  following  month, 
or  withdraw  entirely  from  the  program.  He  stated  that  withdrawal  would  place 
the  City  in  an  indefensible  position. 

The  Director  was  directed  to  pursue  the  project  uninterruptedly,  with 
the  President  stating  that  if  there  is  not  a  contract  forthcoming  by  the 
following  Tuesday,  August  30,  the  President  will  acquaint  the  Mayor  with  the 
situation  in  respect  to  the  contract  and  the  consequences. 

The  Director  stated  that  there  were  several  items  that  should  be 
brought  before  the  Board  for  consideration. 

He  reported  that  the  Library  enters  into  an  annual  contract  for  the 
supplying  of  periodicals  and  serials  and  the  servicing  of  the  subscriptions, 
that  the  Herman  Goldberger  Agency  had  been  the  sole  bidder  for  a  considerable 
time,  that  this  is  a  very  complex  business,  and  that  in  view  of  this  he  had 
conferred  with  the  Finance  Commission  as  to  the  possibility  of  discontinuing 
public  bidding  and  awarding  the  contract  to  Goldberger  on  an  automatic  basis, 
and  that  the  Finance  Commission  had  approved  the  procedure. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  entered  into,  without  public  advertising, 
with  Herman  Goldberger  Agency,  Inc.,  222  Summer  Street, 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  a  contract  for  (l)  supplying 
periodicals  and  serials  for  the  year  I967  and  (2)  ser- 
vicing the  subscriptions  for  the  individual  items  through- 
out the  year,  subject  to  the  terms,  agreements,  and  con- 
ditions set  forth  in  said  contract. 

The   Director  reported  that  the  Board  had  authorized  an  ejqpenditure 
of  $6,000  from  the  Dr  Samuel  Abbott  Green  Memorial  Fund  in  June  1965  for  the 
transfer  of  books  and  other  library  materials  to  Long  Island  Book  Storage 
Area,  that  this  amount  had  been  expended,  and  that  he  was  recommending  an 
expenditure  of  up  to  $5,000  from  the  same  Fund  for  continuation  of  this  project. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  an  expenditure  not 
to  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.)  from  the  income 
and/or  principal  of  the  Dr  Samuel  Abbott  Green  Jtemorial  Fund,

The  President,  Mr  O'Connell,  in  the  chair. 

The  Director  stated  that  this  special  meeting  had  been  called  to  take 
action  on  salary  and  wages  scales  for  employees  of  the  Library  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  His  Honor  the  Mayor  had  announced  an  interim  pay  increase  for  City 
eii?)loyees  in  the  amount  of  S%   or  $312  per  annum. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  Clerical  and  Mechanical  employees   of  the 
Library  were  subject  to  collective  bargaining  under  the  law,  that  similar 
positions  existed  elsewhere  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  that  in  light  of  this 
the  wages  paid  to  employees  in  these  groups  should  be  similar  to  wages  paid 
for  similar  positions  in  other  City  departments. 

Following  discussion,  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was

VOTED:  that  there  be  and  hereby  are  rescinded  the  wage  scales 
for  the  Clerical  and  Mechanical  Services  adopted  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  on  June  2U,  1966. 

and 

VOTED:  that  there  be  granted  to  individuals  in  the  Clerical 

and  Mechanical  Service  a  $%   or  $312  per  annum  increase, 
whichever  is  the  greater,  effective  as  of  August  31*  1966. 

The  Director  stated  that  individuals  working  in  the  City  Printing 
Department  who  are  members  of  the  same  craft  union  as  those  en5)loyed  in  the 
Binding  Department  of  the  Library  received  an  increase  of  $3»75  per  week  in 
January  1965  and  another  increase  of  $3«75  per  week  in  January  1966  to  which 
they  were  entitled  under  their  union's  agreement  with  the  City  of  Boston  and 
that  the  Trustees  had  postponed  action  in  respect  to  these  increases  to  book 
binders  in  the  Binding  Department  until  action  was  taken  in  respect  to  in- 
creases for  other  employees  in  the  Library.  The  Director  recommended  that 
there  be  paid  to  book  binders  in  the  Binding  Department  a  total  of  $7»50 
per  week  retroactive  to  January  1,  1966,  which  would  place  the  book  binders 
on  the  recognized  union  scales. 

Following  discussiou,  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  there  be  granted  to  book  binders  in  the  Binding 
Department  an  increase  of  $7«50  per  week,  effective 
as  of  January  1,  1966. 

The  Director  indicated  that  individuals  in  the  Professional  Library 
Service  and  the  Library  Assistants  Service  were  certified  under  the  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  that  salary  scales  for  these  two  groups 
have  been  set  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Library,  and  that  action  should  now  be 
taken  to  put  fully  into  effect  the  salary  scale  for  the  two  groT^)s  which  had 
been  adopted  by  the  Trustees  on  June  2U,  1966.  The  Director  further  pointed 
out  that  to  do  this  for  the  period  August  31  to  December  31st  would  cost 
$30,000  more  than  would  be  forthcoming  to  the  Library  if  funds  for  the  S% 
or  $312  per  annum  increase  were  made  available  to  the  Library. 

The  Board  directed  the  President  and  the  Director  to  talk  to  the 
Deputy  Mayor  and  request  that  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  $65,000  which  should 
be  forthcoming  to  the  Library  for  implementation  of  a  S%   or  $312  per  annum 
increase,  an  additional  sum  of  $30,000  for  the  full  inqplementation  of  the 
new  scales  for  the  Professional  Library  Service  and  the  Library  Assistants 

Service.

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In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  the  President 
reported  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  October  21,  1966,  a  progress  re- 
port on  internal  changes  in  the  Central  Library  had  been  made  ty  the  Dxrector, 
that  the  contract  with  Philip  Johnson  as  amended  had  been  signed,  that  payment 
for  architectural  services  in  connection  with  the  Addition  to  the  Central  U- 
brary  had  been  authorized,  that  the  submission  of  bids  on  the  demolition  of  the 
former  Boston  University  building  had  been  reported,  that  Gilbert  Small  k  Co. 
had  been  authorized  to  prepare  a  report  on  the  history  of  the  several  lots  in 


I 
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the  area  to  the  rear  of  the  Central  Library  fl-om  data  assembled  by  the 
Company  and  to  obtain  for  the  Ubrary  a  set  of  the  original  plans  of  the 
Central  Library  building  prepared  1;^  McKim,  Mead  and  VJhite,  that  the  Com- 
mittee had  then  heard  a  presentation  by  arcliitects  for  both  the  Fields 
Comer  and  Dudley  Street  Branch  Libraries  and  that  the  preliminary  studies 
had  been  approved  and  the  architects  told  to  proceed  to  the  preparation  of 
basic  drawings. 

The  Director  reported  in  respect  to  the  salary  and  wage  revision 
that  the  President  and  Director  had  followed  the  Board's  directive  to  see 
whether  any  further  approach  to  the  City  officials  would  enable  ir^lementation 
of  the  new  salary  and  wage  scales  and  that  this  had  been  pursued  without 
success.  He  stated  that  the  alternative  remaining  had  been  put  into  effect, 
namely,  with  the  City  money  made  available  to  grant  to  the  Civil  Service 
eir5)loyee  group  the  City»s  1%   or  $6.00  a  week  increase,  whichever  was  the 
greater,  to  place  the  Binding  Department  employees  on  the  City  scale  retro- 
active to  January  1,  and  retroactive  to  August  31  for  the  remaining  groups, 
to  grant  the  $%   or  $6.00  increase,  with  the  exception  of  the  LA  1  and  LA  2 
group  for  whom  the  increase  had  been  limited  to  2  steps  since  this  groiq) 
was  already  on  the  scale.  He  stated  that  there  had  been  included  in  the 
1967  budget  presentation  full  in^^leraentation  of  the  salary  scales  and  that 
further  efforts  would  be  made  with  the  new  Director  of  Administrative  Ser- 
vices to  obtain  full  implementation  of  the  revised  salary  scale. 

The  President  reported  that  in  following  through  on  this  project 
the  matter  had  been  taken  up  with  the  Mayor  who  had  advised  that  the  Library 
consult  with  the  Mayor's  legal  representative  in  negotiations  with  labor 
unions  relative  to  salaries,  Mr  AUan  W.  Drachman,  to  make  certain  that 
the  Library's  procedures  would  not  conflict  with  the  rights  of  the  en?)loyees 
under  the  new  bargaining  arrangements.  He  stated  that  subsequently  the 
matter  had  been  discussed  with  Mr  Drachman. 

The  Director  reported  that  with  the  inauguration  of  the  Eastern 
Regional  Library  Service  fees  for  non-resident  library  cards  would  be 
obsolete  and  that  there  should  be  rescinded  the  action  of  the  Board  to 
establish  such  fees.

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The  Director  reported  the  filing  of  an  application  with  the  Board  of 
Library  Coimrdssioners  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ubrapr  Obstruction  Act 
passed  In  January  1966  by  Congress  for  a  Federal  grant  toward  the  cost  of  the 
new  Central  Library  Addition.  He  stated  that  allocations  had  not  been  made 
nor  guide  lines  established,  but  that  there  existed  the  possibility  of  re- 
ceivl^  grants  over  a  period  of  years,  perhaps  totaUing  $1,000,000.  or  even 
$l,5oS^OoS!?  that  this  had  been  discussed  with  the  Board  of  Ubrary  Commission- 
ers,^d  that  the  project  would  appear  to  meet  all  the  guide  lines  laid  down 
by  the  Board  for  such  grants. 

The  Director  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  budget  pro- 
posals for  1967  for  both  Library  operation  and  Eastern  Regional  Ubrary  Service 
operation,  of  which  copies  had  been  provided  to  the  Trustees  pnor  to  this 
meeting.  He  stated  that  budget  increases  were  rather  substantial,  approximately 
in  the  amount  of  $6^5,000.  He  pointed  out  that  the  City  itself  had  already 
committed  the  Library  in  the  amount  of  $1^0,000.  over  last  year's  budget  by 
the  increases  in  salaries  of  %  or  $6.00  granted  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
and  that  it  had  been  possible  to  reduce  certain  items  because  of  returns  to 
come  from  some  of  the  Eastern  Regional  funds.  He  stated  that  in  subsequent 
years  there  will  be  an  additional  saving  of  $100,000.  a  year  because  of  the 
agreement  of  the  fiscal  officers  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  the  use  of  ^00,000. 
of  the  Personnel  Account  toward  the  setting  up  of  the  revolving  fund  for  the 
operation  of  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  Service,  thus  requiring  only  an 
additional  $^0,000.  in  new  tax  money  to  establish  the  Eastern  Regional  Library 
program. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Personal  Service  Account  included  only 
an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  application  of  the  %   salary  increase  being 
presently  granted,  plus  the  money  required  to  fully  implement  the  approved 
seal  PS  and  a  revised  figure  would  be  submitted  for  this  item  as  soon  as  the 
actual  cost  figures  were  available,  also,  that  a  further  examination  of  the 
other  accounts  would  be  made  with  a  view  toward  their  possible  reduction. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  and  subject  to  such  changes  as  may 
be  made  as  set  forth  above,  it  was

The  Director  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  with  this  year's  bud- 
get the  requirement  by  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  for  eUgibility 
for  grants-in-aid  was  that  12^  of  the  total  budget  must  be  appropriated  for 
the  purchase  of  books  instead  of  the  previous  11^  and  that  this  will  mean 
that  approximately  an  additional  $50,000.  wiH  be  required  for  the  book 
budget  for  1967. 

The  President  suggested  that  in  line  with  the  Mayor's  expressed 
interest  at  the  time  of  the  recent  conference  with  him  in  having  the 
exterior  of  the  Central  Ubrary  building  cleaned  an  amount  for  this  project 
be  included  in  the  budget  for  1967* 

Tlie  Director  stated  that  the  matter  of  the  cost  of  cleaning  the 
building  was  being  investigated  and  that  as  soon  as  figures  for  this  are 
available  they  could  be  included  in  the  budget  or  be  presented  as  a  separate 
item. 

The  Assistant  Director  for  General  Library  Operations  reported  on 
the  status  of  the  West  End  Branch  Library  that  he  had  been  in  touch  with  the 
architect,  Eugene  Kennedy,  and  that  the  revised  planning  has  proceeded  on 
schedule  and  will  be  ready  by  the  end  of  the  month  and  that  thereafter 
approval  of  the  revised  plans  will  be  sought  from  the  Law  Department.  He 
stated  that  it  is  hoped  that  bidding  can  talte  place  in  the  late  fall  or 
early  winter  and  that  the  current  situation  in  respect  to  construction 
may  produce  more  favorable  bidding. 

The  Director  reported  that  on  November  2,  Senator  George  V. 
Kenneally,  Jr  and  a  groiQ)  of  citizens  interested  in  the  establishment  of 
a  new  library  facility  in  the  Meeting  House  HiU  area  of  Dorchester  had  met 
with  the  Director,  the  Director  had  reported  to  them  that  the  Ubrary  had  a 
developed  program  of  branch  library  expansion  through  1970.  The  matter  of 
the  establishment  of  a  regional  branch  library  for  the  Dorchester  area  in  tha 
future  had  been  discussed  and  provision  of  some  bookmobile  service,  but  the 
latter  suggestion  had  been  received  with  some  reluctance  because  some  schools 
object  to  the  interruption  made  by  the  bookmobile  to  the  school  program.  He 
called  attention  in  this  respect  to  one  request  to  omit  a  bookmobile  stop 
since  the  provision  of  Federal  funds  for  books  made  unnecessary  the  inter- 
ruption to  the  school  day  that  the  bookmobile  service  c^ised.

Minutes  of  Meeting 
Administrative  Agency 


In  Board  of  Trustees 
Friday,  December  16,  I966 


A  meeting  of  the  Trustees  as  an  Administrative  Agency  of  the  City  of 
Boston  was  held  in  the  Trustees  Room  on  Friday,  December  I6,  I966,  at  300  p.m. 

Present:  Messrs  Canham,  Murray,  O'Connell,  Parker,  and  Rabb. 

The  President,  Mr  O'Connell,  in  the  chair. 

The  President  stated  that  Mr  Philip  Johnson  had  come  to  the  meeting  to 
present  to  the  Board  preliminary  drawings  for  the  new  Central  Library  Addition 
and  that  he  had  brought  with  him  a  model  of  his  proposed  building  and  the 
present  Central  Library  building  as  thqy  would  be  joined,  and  that  he  would 
explain  in  detail  the  plans. 

Mr  Johnson  stated  that  the  design  of  the  exterior  had  been  a  lengthy 
process  because  of  its  connection  to  the  present  building,  that  the  problem 
had  been  to  honor  this  building,  but  not  to  duplicate  it  in  any  way,  and  that 
in  the  final  instance  the  new  b\iilding  had  developed  into  being  a  reflection 
of  its  interior  plan.  He  stated  that  the  building  was  designed  on  a  nine 
square  base  with  the  central  square  being  the  control,  that  the  exterior  was 
identical  on  all  three  sides,  following  a  suggestion  of  the  Director  at  the 
last  conference. 

Mr  Johnson  thai  reported  on  certain  of  the  aspects  of  his  design, 
that  use  of  the  first  floor  as  proposed;  decreed  that  there  should  not  be  so 
many  windows  at  that  level,  that  the  second  floor  use  alloired  for  more  as  did 

of  it  for  his  building,  that  space  had  been  freed  through  use  of  the  attic 
for  mechanical  eqiiipment  installations.  He  stated  that  the  building  had  been 
designed  so  that  the  top  three  bookstack  floors  would  hang  from  the  attic 
above  by  means  of  steel  girders.  He  stated  that  the  central  staircase  was 
to  be  moved  from  the  original  location  and  was  to  be  much  smaller,  that  a 
■ezzanine  was  being  provided,  and  that  the  auditorium  was  to  be  placed  on  the 
level  below  the  street  and  to  be  easy  of  access.  He  reported  that  the  section 
of  building  forming  the  connecting  link  between  the  old  and  the  new  building 
was  to  be  of  concrete  with  louvres  and  was  to  house  the  air  conditioning 
equipment.  He  stated  that  he  had  been  %^rking  with  Mr  Syrene  and  Mr  Ottemiller 
as  consultants  on  library  problems  and  that  the  Director  had  done  his  share  in 
coni-ributing  the  plans  for  internal  arrangements  that  had  been  formulated  by 
the  Director  and  staff.

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Msgr  Murray  inquired  -yAiether   there  was  planned  lettering  on  the 
exterior  of  the  building  and  Mr  Johnson  stated  that  it  had  not  been  planned 
to  have  it  in  view  of  the  use  of  it  on  the  present  building. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  raised  part  of  the  platform  had  not 
been  continued  around  the  side  of  the  building.  Mr  Johnson  stated  that 
he  would  reexamine  this  part  of  the  design. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  graphic  preliminary  studies  for  the  new 

Central  Library  Addition  as  presented  at  the  present 
meeting  by  Philip  Johnson  be  and  hereby  are  approved 
and  Philip  Johnson  is  authorized  to  proceed  to  the 
preparation  of  basic  drawings  and  outline  specifications. 

The  Director  reported  that  as  directed  at  an  earlier  meeting  he  had 
requested  Arcliitects  Design  Group,  Incorporated  to  furnish  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  a  survey  of  the  renovations  of  the  existing  Central  Library 
building  that  would  be  necessary  in  conjunction  with  the  construction 
of  the  Addition  as  now  proposed.  He  submitted  a  report  from  the  afore- 
said firm  stating  that  the  estimated  cost  of  a  survey  on  the  reduced 
scope  of  the  renovations  now  contemplated  would  be  approximately  $^0,000., 
the  figure  being  based  on  three  times  pa^TToll  costs,  and  further  setting 
forth  the  time  period  for  such  survey  and  tlie  extent  of  the  investigations 
of  structural  changes  to  be  pursued.  He  recommended  that  the  Board  approve 
engaging  the  services  of  Architects  Design  Group  to  make  such  a  survey. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  Architects  Design  Group,  Incorporated,  i 
^35  Boylston  Street,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  be 
retained  to  do  the  architectural  planning  and 
engineering  coordination  in  regard  to  the  re- 
novation of  tlie  present  Central  Library  building, 
at  a  cost  of  three  (3)  times  the  payroll  cost, 
not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  $^0,000. 

The  Director  stated  that  he  would  like  to  recommend  that  the 
President  get  in  touch  with  the  Mayor  to  ascertain  vdien  it  would  be 
convenient  for  him  to  hear  a  presentation  on  the  new  Addition,  that  he 
should  be  ^prised  of  the  plans  as  soon  as  possible  and  before  the  public 
in  general  learns  of  them.  The  President  stated  that  he  would  approach 
the  Mayor  in  the  matter. 

The  meeting  recessed  at  hi$$   p.m.  and  resumed  at  Ssl^  p.m.

The  Director  stated  that  some  thought  sho\ild  be  given  to  the 
activities  of  the  Examining  Committee,  to  having  it  take  a  more  active  role 
in  Friends  groups  and  in  the  development  of  services  in  the  Library.

The  Director  reported  that  under  the  contract  as  drawn  with  Architects 
Design  Group  th^  were  to  conduct  the  planning  engineering  including  the 
coordination  of  the  two  library  buildings,  that  in  the  process  there  had  been 
interposed  the  matter  of  the  Public  Facilities  Commission,  and  that  he  was 
asking  the  President  to  report  on  this  aspect.

He  stated  that  the  Library  had  received  very  fair 
treatment  in  its  budget,  that  oomo  yoduotion  hod  boon  made  in  ato  b¥wlgot| 
that  some  reduction  had  been  made  in  the  Personal  Service  Account,  approxi- 
mately $90,000,  and  the  amount  included  for  cleaning  of  the  Central  Library 
building  had  been  disallowed,  but  that  this  latter  was  conpletely  acceptable 
to  the  Library  since  it  is  believed  that  the  cleaning  should  be  deferred 
until  the  new  building  is  erected.  He  stated  that  the  Library  had  asked 
for  $U, 867,000,  that  $U,^07,000  had  been  allowed,  and  that  in  addition 
there  would  be  $17^,000  in  State  Aid. 

The  Assistant  Director  reported  that  the  meeting  he  had  attended 
was  in  his  opinion  the  best  in  his  experience. 

The  President  stated  that  he  had  a  question  concerning  two  items  in 
the  budget  —  the  premium  on  the  bond  of  the  Trustees  for  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  and  the  auditing  of  the  trust  funds  of  the  Corporation  which  the 
Trustees  have  made  annually.  The  Director  stated  that  these  had  been  in- 
cluded in  the  present  City  budget,  but  that  it  was  planned  to  exclude  them 
from  the  budget  for  1968. 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  with  the  possibility  of  the  Eastern 
Region  book  support  as  weH  as  personnel  siqjport  this  could  be  an  extremely 
good  year  for  the  Library. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  Examining  Committee  for  1967  had 
met  for  organization  on  January  19  >  that  it  had  been  decided  that  this  year 
the  Corandttee  should  focus  on  a  different  type  of  Committee  activity,  and 
that  the  membership  had  been  limited  for  the  most  part  to  the  subcommittee 
chairmen  and  the  member  chairman  from  the  preceding  year.

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The  Director  reported  on  the  current  status  in  respect  to  t^e  acquisition 
of  the  former  Internal  Revenue  Service  building  on  Ipswich  Street,  that  the 
Library  had  been  informed  that  the  building  was  to  be  released  on  Wednesday, 
March  1  and  he  had  thereupon  sent  a  letter  to  the  Mayor  setting  forth  the  Li- 
b^«s  need  for  the  building  and  a  letter  also  had  been  sent  by  the  Board  of 
uSL^  Corrmdssioners  to  the  Governor  on  behalf  of  the  Libraiy .  He  stated  that 
a  letter  had  been  received  the  preceding  day  announcing  the  release  of  the 
building  by  the  Federal  Government  and  he  had  gone  to  inspect  it  earlier  today. 
He  stated  that  the  situation  seemed  favorable  to  the  Library's  interest  and  that 
he  had  taUced  with  Dr  Roy  Hamilton  in  the  Mayor »s  Office  in  the  matter.  The 
Director  stated  that  the  regional  office  of  the  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare 
Department  has  jurisdiction  with  full  authority  over  any  building  that  is  valued 
under  $1,000,000  and  this  building  is  valued  at  approximately  $BC)0,000,  He 
stated  that  he  would  continue  to  press  the  obtaining  of  this  building  for  the 
Library  because  it  represented  the  best  solution  for  the  Library's  problems  for 
the  next  few  years. 

The  Director  stated  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  Comndttee  on  Personnel 
on  February  3  Mr  Rabb  as  Chairman  had  presided,  but  as  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Committee  on  Buildings  all  members  of  the  Board  had  been  present  and  heard  the 
presentation.  The  Director  stated  that  he  was  deferring  his  presentation  on 
proposed  changes  in  title  of  certain  officers  until  after  the  budget  has  been 
passed. 

The  President  stated  that  the  reports  as  presented  were  accepted  and  to 
be  placed  on  file. 

The  Director  reported  that  the  budget  hearing  before  the  City  Council 
would  take  place  on  March  10,  that  the  budget  as  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
included  the  greater  part  of  the  Library's  requests  in  respect  to  Personal  Ser- 
vice but  that  it  did  not  include  the  total  asked  for  in  salary  increases,  since 
the  salary  increases  would  not  be  effective  until  after  the  passage  of  the  budget 
and  therefore  an  amount  to  cover  the  whole  year  was  not  allowed. 

The  Director  pointed  out  that  one  element  not  taken  care  of  in  the  Li- 
brary's presentation  was  increases  in  wages  for  the  Civil  Service  employees  who 
were  subject  to  collective  bargaining  procedure  of  the  City  and  that  when  action 
was  taken  in  respect  to  their  classification  it  is  assumed  that  provision  mil  be 
made  separately  for  this  group. 

The  Director  reported  in  respect  to  allocation  of  funds  for  the  Eastern 
Regional  Library  Service  that  the  Governor  is  submitting  a  deficiency  budget 
to  the  Legislature  the  following  week  that  includes  the  full  amount  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library  allocation  for  the  period  up  to  30  June  196?.  The  greater  part 
of  the  funds  now  available  has  been  set  aside  for  salaries. 

The  Director  stated  that  consideration  of  salary  and  wage  scales  for 
1967  was  being  deferred  until  after  the  passage  of  the  budget,  at  which  time 
he  would  ask  authorization  for  iir^lementation  of  the  full  salary  scales.

The  Director  reported  on  progress  to  date,  that  Architects  Design  Group  was 
hard  at  work  and  that  Mr  Johnson  had  indicated  his  satisfaction  with  their 
proposals,  that  they  have  worked  out  a  new  pass-through  to  the  present  Cen- 
tral Library  that  is  more  satisfactory  and  a  conveyor  system  that  runs  from 
the  ceiling  of  one  level  along  the  floor  of  the  next  without  interference. 
The  Director  commented  that  Mr  Johnson  had  been  aware  of  criticisms  in  some 
direction  of  his  building  design,  but  that  he  was  not  disturbed  as  it  was 
the  usual  first  reaction  to  his  designs. 

Mr  Canham  commented  that  the  decision  had  been  made  in  the  acceptance 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  design  of  Philip  Johnson,  but  ^ile  he  was  not  h^py 
in  respect  to  the  grace  of  the  structiure,  it  was  not  one  of  those  masses  of 
steel  and  glass. 

The  Director  stated  that  Philip  Johnson  had  co!i5)leted  a  cardboard 
mock-up  of  the  interior  coxirt  wliich  he  was  ready  to  bring  before  the  Trustees 
on  March  15 • 

Msgr  Murray  suggested  that  this  be  a  meeting  to  i^ich  the  wives  of 
the  Trustees  would  also  be  asked. 

Mr  Canhaia  suggested  that  the  group  be  enlarged  furtlier  to  include 
such  individuals  as  Edward  Logue,  the  head  of  the  local  architects'  society, 
and  John  Burchard.  He  suggested  also  that  the  Mayor  be  invited  and  that  the 
Trustees  have  a  tea  following  their  meeting,  perh^s  at  $:30. 

The  Director  stated  that  the  meeting  with  Philip  Johnson  aiKi  with 
the  outside  groi^  could  be  combined,  but  held  as  two  sessions.  He  reminded 
the  Board  that  there  was  already  scheduled  a  meeting  of  the  Board  on  M£u:'ch  31st, 
Possible  dates  for  such  a  meeting  with  the  outside  group  were  discussed  and 
April  $   and  6  were  suggested  as  possibilities.

The  Director  reported  on  the  status  of  the  new  branch  library  buildings. 
He  stated  that  at  Brixton  there  had  developed  a  difficulty  in  planning  for  the 
parking  area,  a  complication  resulting  from  the  building  of  a  portion  of  the 
Municipal  Court  House  on  Library  property  some  years  ago  and  that  at  was  hoped 
to  work  out  a  plan  for  a  joint  parking  area,  that  yesterday  the  BRA  had  given 
approval  to  the  final  preliminary  plans  for  Charlestoi^  and  that  the  Public  ^  ^ 
Facilities  Commission  has  stated  that  it  wiU  assume  control  of  the  construci^ion 
of  the  building,  that  the  Public  Facilities  Commission  has  given  to  the  Library 
control  over  construction  of  the  West  End  Branch  Library  and  for  site  boring 
for  the  Dudley  Street  building,  that  the  Public  Facilities  Coinmission  states  that 
it  does  not  intend  to  delegate  the  design  of  the  Grove  Hall  building  to  the 
Library  although  an  architect  had  already  been  chosen  by  the  Trustees  and  asked 
to  design  the  building  but  a  contract  has  not  been  executed  and  the  Commission 
is  suggesting  a  conference  to  go  over  the  program,  that  the  Public  Facilities 
Coiomission  will  probably  take  action  to  delegate  design  of  the  South  End  to 
the  Boston  Public  Library,  He  stated  that  the  urgent  need  for  the  Library  is 
to  move  ahead  on  the  branch  library  building  program,  that  there  is  question  as 
to  Aether  the  Library  will  have  the  responsibility  to  choose  sites  and  that 
some  discussions  have  taken  place  relative  to  placing  the  branch  libraries  m 
school  buildings.  He  stated  that  a  resolution  of  extant  of  authority  was  needed 
for  internal  City  Department  relationships. 

Mr  Canham  stated  that  it  would  seem  that  the  Trustees  have  some  kind  of 
responsibility  and  the  Public  Facilities  Commission  has  other  responsibilities, 
that  the  Trustees  would  seem  to  be  undercut  by  another  body  created  by  another 
political  situation  and  that  it  challenges  all  basic  concepts  of  the  Ti-ustees* 
corporate  responsibility,  it  upsets  the  whole  principle  of  Ubrary  trusteesliip. 

The  Director  stated  that  this  was  very  important  to  the  Library,  not 
just  in  respect  to  the  position  of  the  Trustees,  but  in  respect  to  the  Library 
service,  and  that  failure  to  identify  responsibilities  cotild  lead  to  serious 
difficulties. 

The  Director  stated  that  at  the  present  meeting  there  was  being  re- 
commended the  award  of  contracts  or  the  entering  into  of  leases  for  the  annual 
contractual  arrangements  of  the  Library  for  the  period  of  April  1,  1^6?  through 
March  31,  1968. 

He  reported  that  for  all  those  contracts  for  i^iich  proposals  had  been 
received  in  response  to  public  advertisement,  it  was  being  recomnended  that  the 
award  be  made  to  the  low  or  sole  bidder.

The  Director  reported  that  the  Library  had  been  allocated  ^300,000, 
of  Federal  funds  by  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  under  the  Library  Ser- 
\'ices  Construction  Act  (Title  I  of  the  State  Plan  for  L3CA),  granted  in  terms 
o^  the  regulations  laid  down  by  the  Healtli,  Education,  and  V/elfare  Departitient. 
He  stated  that  the  Library  may  even  receive  an  additional  $25, 000 •  He  re- 
ported that  use  of  the  $300,000  grant  was:  $200,0CK)  for  purchase  of  reference 
materials,  $50,000  for  pxirchase  of  foreign  language  works,  and  $^0,000  for 
purchase  of  films.  He  stated  that  with  this  grant  the  Boston  Public  Litoary 
has  become  one  of  the  outstanding  film  libraries  in  the  East,  that  thj.s  is  a^ 
very  highly  desirable  service  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  libraries  of  the  region.

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The  D^  rector  then  reported  on  a  n'jmber  of  matters  of  irrportance  to  the 
functioning  of  the  Library:  that  the  Ljbrary  receives  a  copy  of  everj-'  card  pro- 
duced by  the  Library  of  Congress,  that  the  Library  had  received  the  sum  of 
$2<  000  from  federal  funds  for  newspaper  microfilm  viork,  that  Redex  is  planning 
to' film  all  of  the  U.  S.  newspaj^ers  before  1822  doini:  it  in  a  cooperative  arrange- 
ment with  the  other  libraries  of  the  Comonwealth  that  are  to  work  with  their 
local  newspap^ers  to  see  if  we  can  get  a  newspaper  collection  center  in  this  Li- 
brary which  would  be  of  great  sei-vice.  He  stated  t^at  this  project  is  not  one 
of  those  thing's  for  which  you  can  properly  ask  the  Ojty  for  funds.  He  stated  that 
he  would  like'to  ask  for  additional  money  for  the  aipropriation  for  books  to  make 
up  the  book  collection  for  the  regional  service.  He  reported  that  there  is  a 
collection  o^  1000  or  rmve   titles  of  serials  in  the  Gejeral  Library,  that  Macy 
"^  MarsoUs,  of  the  Library  staff,  is  woiking  on  a  survey  which  is  now  being  studied 
by  the  Library* s  experts.  The  Director  stated  that  the  plan  was  to  attempt  to 
secure  as  gifts  runs  that  the  Library  lacks  and  only  turn  to  purchasing  m  the 
market  those  that  cannot  be  obtained  as  gifts. 

The  rdrector  reported  that  the  President  has  drastically  reduced  the 
Federal  funds  for  library  construction  because  of  the  Vietnam  situation,  but 
that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  of  the  Comi.ionwealth  has^ 
stated  that  the  Board  is  planning  to  mske   a  contribution  to  the  Boston  Public  Li- 
brary Building  program  even  though  it  may  have  to  be  over  a  period  of  severa3  years.

Circular  Letter  No.  1,  1968  from  the  Mayor's  Office  was  read  and  ordered 
placed  on  file. 

The  Director  reported  that  there  had  been  meetings  on  D-cember  l5,  196? 
of  the  Cormttee  on  Public  Relations,  Personnel  and  Buildings.  He  stated  that 
such  action  as  had  been  taken  by  the  Committee  on  Finance  had  been  confirmed 
above. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Relations  reported  receipt  of 
two  noteworthy  gifts,  that  of  Mrs  Serge  Koussevitzky  of  the  Koussevitaky 
Archives,  \A'.±ch   had  been  formally  presented  following  the  meeting  and  that  on 
December  1  of  Judge  Elijah  Adlow  of  the  collection  formed  by  him  of  early 
An^rican  legal  documents  and  p^ers  and  reported  also  the  proposed  gift  of 
the  papers  of  Mayor  John  F.  Collins.  The  matter  of  an  invitation  to  Mayor- 
Elect  \#.ite  to  meet  with  the  Trustees  had  been  discussed  and  it  had  been 
agreed  that  such  a  meeting  be  arranged  for  February  9,  if  possible,  wxth  the 
possibility  that  the  meeting  be  followed  by  a  dinner.
